The  Clerk  presented  the  report  of  the 
Engineering  Department  'for  the  month 
of    November,   ld03,   which,  by  unani 
mous  consent,  was  ordered  printed  in 
the  Proceedings  and  placed  on  file. 

The  following  is  the  report : 

Chicago,  December  81.  1903. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago: 

Gentlemen — I  herewith  present  the 
report  .of  the  Engineering  Department 
for  the  month  of  November.  19(<d,  giving 
the  detailed  operations  of  same. 

The  construction  earnings  during  the 
month  were  $36,953.00,  on  account  of 
which  vouchers  were  issued  to  the 
amount  of  $33,795.53.  Vouchera  to  the 
amount  of  112,000.00  were  issued  in  pay- 
ment of  reserved  percentages,  making 
the  total  of  construction  vouchers  is 
sued  $^5,795.52.  The  engineering  ex- 
penses were  $11,780.43,  divided  as  fol- 
lows: Salaries,  $8,318.58;  supplies,  etc., 
$3,411.85.  One  voucher  amounting  to 
$350  was  also  issued  on  account  of 
maintenance  of  highway  bridges.  De- 
tails of  the  figures  here  given  are  shown 
in  the  tabulated  statements  submitted 
herewith. 

Chicago  River. 

The  record  of  the  contractor  for  the 
dredging  and  docking  of  the  river  was 
as  follows:  An  average  daily  force  of 
24  men  was  employed  on  (Concrete  dock 
work  as  follows:  On  the  2nd  the  driv- 
ing of  slieeting  for  the  trench  was 
begun;  from  tlie  3rd  to  the  10th  the 
clam  shell  dredge  was  at  work  excavat- 
ing, at  which  latter  date  it  broke  down 
and  a  hoist  was  used  instead  until  tlie 
end  of  the  montli.  At  the  General 
Chemical  Comimny's  dock,  the  work  of 
reconstructing  tlie  building  was  re- 
sumed on  the  llth  on  Sanitary  District 
force  account,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
month  the  building  was  about  ready  for 
the  roof  to  be  placed  thereon. 

The  Harrison  Street  Temporary  Bridge 
was  struck  on  the  morning  of  the  24th 


by  the  Steamer  "E.  P.  Fitzgerald" 
while  being  towed  north  by  the  Tug 
"Wm.  Dickinson."  The  entire  span 
was  pushed  north  eighteen  inches  while 
open  and  could  not  be  closed.  Repairs 
were  made  by  drawing  the  span  back 
and  strengthening  and  bracing  the 
center  pier.  The  bridge  was  opened  for 
traffic  on  the  28th  at  7  P.  M. 

At  the  Eig)iteenth  Street  Bridge  the 
contractor  for  the  substructure  had  a 
force  of  11  men  employed  as  follows: 
Removing  dock  from  bridge  and  west 
approach  on  the  2nd  and  3rd ;  one  pile 
driver  and  crew  was  at  work  between 
the  5th  and  25th  pulling  piles  and  pro- 
tection around  the  center  pier  and  abut- 
ments; a  second  pile  driver  engaged  at 
the  same  work  on  the  llth,  12th  and 
13th ;  the  placing  of  blocking  and  jack- 
screws  under  the  old  bridge  and  the 
loading  of  same  on  dump  scows  was 
carried  on  between  tlie  9th  and  15th,  at 
which  latter  date  it  was  floated  away. 
From  the  1st  to  the  21st  the  City  of 
Chicago  had  a  daily  average  force  of  12 
men  engaged  in  pumping  and  placing  a 
water  main  in  the  new  tunnel,  at  which 
latter  date  the  pipes  were  put  in  service. 

At  the  Loomis  Street  Bridge  the  con- 
tractor for  the  substructure  had  a  daily 
average  force  of  24  men  employed  as 
follows:  Completed  pumping  out  the 
People's  Cfas  Light  and  Coke  Company's 
holder;  the  work  of  building  a  mud  dam 
in  order  to  repair  the  south  coffer-dam, 
where  a  leak  had  developed,  was  begun 
on  the  3rd  and  completed  on  the  6th ; 
the  driving  of  steel  sheeting  on  the 
north  coffer  dam  was  begun  on  the  9th ; 
'  excavation  in  the  south  coffer  dam  was 
resumed  on  the  llth.  at  which  time  the 
work  was  down  to  —20  C.  C.  D. ;  the 
fourth  system  of  bracing  on  the  south 
coffer-dam  was  completed  on  the  16th ; 
the  work  of  installing  the  concrete 
mixer  was  begun  on  the  20th ;  excava- 
tion for  the  south  abutment  was  com- 
pleted on  the  21st  and  concreting  for 
same  was  begun  on  the  24th ;  the  filling 
of  the  gas  holder  was  begun  by  the 
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People's  Oas  Light  and  Coke  Company 
on  the  27th  and  oompleted  on  the  39th ; 
and  on  the  29th  anchor  columns  for  the 
south  abutment  were  placed.  At  the 
end  of  the  month  the  concrete  was  fin- 
ished to  —18  C.  C.  D. 

Water  Power  Developrnent  oX  Lockport. 

The  contractor  for  Section  1  of  the 
power  development  work  at  Lockport 
employed  an  average  of  60  men  for  25 
days  and  22  teams  for  eight  days  as  fol- 
lows: The  work  of  removing  the  top 
soil  by  means  of  wheel  scrapers  was 
carried  on  from  the  1st  to  the  10th,  at 
which  latter  date  the  work  was  sus- 
pended for  the  winter  on  account  of  a 
strike  by  the  teamsters ;  channeling  near 
Station  1540  was  begun  on  the  18th  and 
continued  to  the  end  of  the  month ;  the 
channel  for  'the  Controlling  Works 
Power  Plant  was  diverted  from  its  old 
course  into  the  Desplaines  River  by 
cutting  through  the  levee  about  300  feet 
north  of  the  Lockport  Road  and  the 
wt)rk  was  carried  on  between  the  3rd 
and  the  30th,  at  which  latter  date  it  was 
practically  completed;  a  temporary 
bridge  was  constiTicted  across  the  cut 
between  the  18th  and  21st,  and  the  con- 
struction of  offices,  commissary  build- 
ing and  compressor  plant  was  carried  on 
throughout  the  month. 

The  contractor  for  Section  4  received 
a  number  of  cars  of  lumber  during  the 
month.    No  woik  was  done  during  that 

period. 

Jkll8cellatifou4(. 

Triangulation  was  continued  in  con- 
nection with  the  Calumet-Sag  surveys 
until  the  N.  E.  j^  of  Section  2  of  Thorn- 
ton was  reached.  From  that  section 
until  the  I.  C.  R.  R.  Bridge,  at  River- 
dale,  was  reached,  it  was  possible  to  run 
on  the  located  Une.  After  the  comple- 
tion of  the  hue  to  Riverdale,  on  the 
22nd,  the  party  was  engaged  until  the 
^nd  of  the  month  in  surveying  a  north- 
em  route  running  from  the  intersection 
of  Stony  Creek  and  the  Little  Calumet 
in  the  S.  W.  j^  of  Section  82  of  Calumet 
westerly  to  the  S.  W.  ^  of  Section  35  of 


Calumet,  at  which  time  the  survey  was 
discontinued.  The  drilling  of  test  holes 
on  the  line  of  the  Calumet-Sag  surveys 
continued  until  the  27th.  at  which  time 
it  was  discontinued  for  the  season  on 
account  of  cold  weather. 

In  the  Drafting  Department  work  was 
continued  on  the  50  foot  .scale  map  of 
the  North  Branch  of  tlie  Chicago  River 
and  on  the  new  index  map  of  the  Sani- 
tary District,  and  the  following  draw- 
ings,  etc.,  were  made:  Copies  of  maps 
used  in  the  Pennsylvania  Company  law 
suit ;  cross-sections  of  the  West  Fork  of 
the  South  Branch  of  the  Chicago  River; 
cross  sections  of  the  Chicago  River  near 
Dearborn  Street ;  map  of  Chicago  River 
from  Van  Biuren  Street  to  Ashland  Ave- 
nue, showing  projierty  to  be  condemned 
for  right  of  way ;  map  of  Illinois  River 
watershed;  diagi-am  showing  self- 
purification  of  the  watei's  of  the  Mis- 
souri, Mississippi  and  Illinois  Rivers: 
map  showing  railroads  in  Chicago;  map 
of  Pennsylvania  Company's  property, 
showing  land  reciuired  for  the  purix)se 
of  widening  the  Chicago  River;  map  of 
Pennsylvania  Company's  property, 
showing  proposed  arrangement  of  tracks 
and  freight  houses ;  and  a  plat  of  the 
N.  W.  1^  of  Section  ;U-36.10,  slewing 
right  of  way  recjuired  by  the  Sanitary 
District. 

In  the  Bridge  Department  the  check- 
ing of  the  plans  for  the  Dearborn  Street 
Bridge  was  completed,  and  prints  of  all 
sheets  were  returned  to  Frank  M.  Mont- 
gomeiy  &  Co.  for  correction.  The  plans 
were  approved  by  the  District  on  the 
2l8t.  Specifications  for  the  sujierstruct- 
ure  of  this  bridge  were  prepared  during 
the  month.  Prints  of  all  sheets  relating 
to  the  moving  leaves  of  the  Harrison 
Street  Bridge  were  received  from  Frank 
M.  Montgomery  &  Co.,  and  work  of 
checking  same  was  carried  on  during 
the  month.  Work  on  these  plans  prac- 
tically ceased  at  the  end  of  the  month 
pending  a  decision  in  the  matter  of 
grade  of  roadway,  of  leaves  and  ap- 
proaches.    The  work  of  preiiaration  of 
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plans  for  the  Twenty -second  Street 
Bridge  was  well  under  way  at  the  ofiSoe 
of  Frank  M.  Montgomery  &  Co.  A  re- 
Tised  general  plan  showing  substructure 
was  received  at  this  office  and  returned 
with  suggested  modifications.  Eleven 
sheets  of  shop  drawings  of  the  Eigh- 
teenth Street  Bridge  were  rec^eived  from 
the  superstructure  contractor.  All  sub- 
structure metal  for  tliis  bridge  was  com- 
pleted at  the  shop.  In  addition  to  tlie 
above,  considerable  work  was  done  in 
making  plans  and  estimating  quantities 
for  the  proposed  freight  houses  for  the 
Pennsylvania  Company. 

On  the  night  of  the  9th  the  Robey 
Street  Warehouse  caught  fire  and  was 
burned  to  the  ground,  destroying  all  of 
its  contents  with  the  exception  of  the 
heavy  machinery.  The  work  of  mov- 
ing this  machineiy  with  the  object  of 
housing  it  was  begun  on  the  12th.  The 
erection  of  a  new  building  about  200 
feet  southeast  of  the  site  of  the  old  one 
was  begun  al  the  same  time.    The  work 


was  not  completed  at  the  end  of  the 
month. 

All  of  the  boats  of  this  department  in 
the  Chicago  River  and  at  the  warehouse 
were  hauled  on  to  the  old  sunken  scow 
in  the  Robey  Street  Slip  and  housed  over 
for  the  winter. 

In  addition  to  the  work  reported 
above,  the  engineer  corps  continued 
taking  and  recordings  hydraulic  meas- 
urements, in  computing  estimate  notes, 
in  carrying  on  operations  in  the  Illinois 
Valley,  in  inspecting  bridges,  dredging, 
dock,  water  power  and  survey  work,  in 
preparing  information  and  acting  as 
witnesses  for  the  Law  Department,  etc., 
etc. 

I  estimate  the  expenses  of  this  depart- 
ment  for  the  month  of  December  will 
be  $50,000.00.

Gentlemen— Your  Committee  on  Fi- 
nance begs  leave  to  report  that  it  has 
had  under  consideration  the  claim  of 
Greorge  Alexander  for  damages  to  cer- 
tain lands  situated  in  Will  County, 
overflowed  as  a  result  of  the  increased 
flow  of  water  in  the  Desplaines  River, 
from  the  discharge  into  the  same  from 
the  Main  Channel  of  the  Sanitary  Dis- 


trict, and  has  been  negotiating  with  said 
Alexander  for  settlement  of  said  claim. . 

It  appeal's  upon  investigation  that  be- 
tween fifteen  and  twenty  acres  of  land 
of  said  Alexander  have  been  perma- 
nently overflowed  as  a  result  of  the 
opening  of  the  Main  Cliannel.  and  that 
about  twelve  acres  have  been  greatly 
lessened  in  value  to  Alexander  by  reason 
of  said  overflow.  Your  Committee  has 
succeeded  in  reaching  an  agreement 
with  said  Alexander  for  the  settlement 
of  a\\  claims  against  the  District  on 
account  of  said  overflow,  for  the  sum 
of  $1,500. 

Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that 
this  settlement  is  a  fair  and  reasonable 
one,  and  therefore  recommends  that 
there  be  paid,  in  the  usual  manner,  to 
said  George  Alexander  the  sum  of  $1,500, 
upon  the  voucher  .of  the  Attorney,  when 
said  Alexander  shall  have  executed  and 
delivered  to  the  District  a  release  in  form 
to  be  appro ve<l  by  the  Attorney  of  the 
District,  discharging  and  releasing  said 
District  of  any  and  all  claims  for  dam- 
ages, present  and  prospective,  to  his  prop* 
eirty  growing  out  of  or  resulting  from 
the  opening  of  the  Main  Cliannel  of  the 
Sanitary  District,  and  shall  also  have 
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dismissed  his  suit  now  pending  in  Will 
County  against  the  District  for  damages 
caused  by  said  overflow.

VERBAL  STATEMENT  OF  THE  ACTING  ATTOR- 
NEY IN  REFERENCE  TO  THE  CASE  OF  THE 
SANITARY  DISTRICT  VS.  THE  VILLAGE  OF 
LOCKPORT,  ET  AL. 

The  Acting  Attorney,  Seymour  Jones, 
made  the  following  verbal  statement 
with  reference  to  the  opinion  of  Judge 
Dibell,  rendered  in  the  case  of  The  San- 
itary District  vg.  The  Village  of  Lock- 
port,  et.  al. : 

''I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Board  to  the  opinion  rendered  by  Judg«? 
Dibell  in  the  suit,  brought  by  the  District 
to  condemn  the  right  to  cross  the  Ninth 
Street  and  the  Sixteenth  Street  highways 
at  Lockport,  as  I  think  some  action 
should  soon  be  taken  in  tjiis  matter.  The 
court  held  that  the  District  should  con- 
stnict  bridges  across  those  highways 
with  a  roadway  22  feet  in  width  b  •- 
tween  wheel -guards,  and  should  also  con- 
struct a  roadway  40  feet  wide  on  to^ 
approaching  said  bridges  at  all  places 
where  the  roadway  is  elevated  by  the 
District,  and  the  court  further  held  that 
the  District  should  build  a  good  and  sub- 
stantial fence  or  protection  on  each  side 
of  the  elevated  roadway.  The  District 
proposes  to  elevate  the  roadway  in  some 
places  30  feet  or  more  above  the  or- 
dinary surface  of  the  ground.  The  court 
also  requires  that  detailed  plans  should 
be  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  court 
showing  the  character  of  the  bridfjes  to 
be  constructed  before  the  final  order  is 
ejitered  allowing  the  crossing  of  \ho 
highways  and  that  the  District  shoiil  I 
also  construct  temporary  bridges  acros< 
these  highways  in  order  that  traffic* 
might  be  maintained.  I  think  it  best, 
in  the  event  that  the  Board  abides  by 
the  decision  of  the  court,  to  pass  an  or- 
dinance embodying  the  requirements   of 


the  court,  and  that  we  should  then  make 
an  offer  to  construct  the  bridges  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  opinion  rendered  in 
this  case.'' 

Mr.  Cloidt,  seconded  by  Mr.  Braden, 
moved  that  the  matter  reported  on  by 
the  Acting  Attorney  be  referred  to  a 
Joint  Committee  on  Judiciary  and  En- 
gine ering.

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MONTHLY  REPORT  OP  TUB  LAW  DEPART- 
MENT. 

The  Clerk  presented  the  report  of  the 
Law  Department  for  the  month  of  Oc- 
tober, 1903,  which,  by  unanimous  con- 
sent, was  ordered  printed  in  the  Pro- 
ceedings and  placed  on  file. 

The  following  is  the  report: 

Chicaoo,  November  4,  1903. 

To  the  Honorable^  the  Board  of  Trustees  oj  Vkh 
Sanitarjt  IHstriet  of  Chieaao: 

Gentlemen— I  respectfully  submit  my 
report  for  October,  1903. 

The  following  suit  was  begun  during 
the  month : 

October  8th,  A.  Brockmeyer,  against 
the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago  num- 
ber 2326r)4,  in  the  Superior  Court  of 
Cook  County.  This  is  a  case  in  assump- 
sit, wherein  damages  are  alleged 
amounting  to  $600.00,  caused  by  over- 
flow to  lands  in  Cook  County. 

October  9th,  the  Appellate  Court  re- 
versed and  remanded  case  number 
198939,  McMabon  &  Montgomery  Com- 
pany et  aL,  against  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict of  Chicago.  These  parties  obtained 
a  judgment  in  the  lower  court  against 
us  February  10th,  1902,  for  $179,595.00. 
'Which  we  appealed  with  the  above  re- 
sult 

October  7th,  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Illinois  reversed  and  remanded  the  judg- 
ment in  case  number  18347,  of  the  Joliet 
Pioneer  Stone  Company  vs.  Sanitary 
District,  which  was  tried  in  Will  County, 
and  judgment  obtained  against  us  for 
$3,200.00,  which  we  appealed  to  the  Ap- 
pellate Court  of  the  Second  District, 
which  affirmed  this  judgment,  which 
w^e  again  appealed  to  the  Supreme 
Court,  resulting  in  above. 

October  19th,  the  Illinois  Supreme 
Court  reversed  and  remanded  the  case 
of  Peter  Conroy  against  the  Sanitary 
District.  This  case  was  number  18585, 
originating  in  Will  County.  A  judg- 
ment was  rendered  against  us  for 
$4,500.00,  which  we  appealed  to  the 
Appellate  Court  of  the  Second  District, 


which  affirmed  said  judgment;  there- 
upon we  took  a  further  appeal  to  the 
Supreme  Court,  resulting  as  above  in 
our  favor. 

During  the  month  fines  of  $25.00  and 
costs  in  each  case  were  imposed  in  nine 
cases  against  business  firms  for  pollut- 
ing the  Chicago  River.  Said  prosecu- 
tions were  in  cliarge  of  this  Department. 

The  hearing  is  on  of  the  case  of  the 
Sanitary  District  vs.  The  Pennsylvania 
Company  et  aL,  before  His  Honor, 
Judge  S.uith.  in  tlie  Circuit  Court  of 
Cook  County,  to  condemn  lands 
for  widening  and  deepening  the  Chi- 
cago River  belonging  to  the  latter  Com- 
pany. 

Preparations  are  now  being  made  for 
the  trial  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Will 
County  of  the  case  number  19385,  The 
Sanitary  District  of  Chicago  vs.  Joseph 
Steven  et  al.,  set  for  November  9th. 
This  is  an  action  to  condemn  certain 
lands  belonging  to  the  latter  parties  for 
use  of  the  District  in  the  construction 
of  the  new  channel  from  the  Controll- 
ing Works  to  the  Upper  Basin. 

This  Department  is  also  engaged  in 
preparation  for  the  trial  set  for  No- 
vember 9th  before  Judge  Honore,  of 
case  number  229204,  The  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict of  Chicago  vs.  Tlie  Lehigh  Valley 
Coal  Company  and  Schuttler  &  Hotz, 
to  condemn  the  lands  known  as  Tracts 
number  193  and  194  belonging  to  the 
latter  parties ;  said  lands  to  be  used  in 
widening  and  deepening  the  Chicago 
River. 

The  case  of  the  State  of  Missouri 
against  the  State  of  Illinois  and  the 
Sanitary  District  of  Chicago  is  still  en- 
gaging the  entire  time  and  attention  of 
Mr.  Todd.  The  re-taking  of  testimony 
in  Chicago  will  be  resumed  on  Monday, 
November  9th,  so  that  on  the  latter  day 
this  Department  will  be  actively  en- 
gaged in  the  trial  of  the  following 
cases: 

The  State  of  Missouri  vs.  The  State  of 
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Illinois  et  al..  before  Upited  States  Com- 
missioner Bright  in  Chicago. 

The  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago  vs. 
The  Pennsylvania  Company  etal.,  be- 
fore Judge  Smith  in  the  Circuit  Court 
of  Cook  County. 

The  Sanitary  District  vs.  Joseph 
Steven  et  al.,  before  Judge  Hilscher  in 
Joliet,  Illinois. 

The  Sanitary  District  vs.  Tlie  Lehigh 
Valley  Coal  Company  et  al. ,  before  Judge 
Honore  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Cook 
County. 

In  case  No.  18646  of  E.  S.  Alderman 
vs.  The  Sanitary  District,  tried  in  Will 
County  Circuit  Court,  wherein  a  judg- 
ment was  rendered  against  the  District, 
the  same  has  been  appealed  by  this  de  • 
partment  to  the  Appellate  Court,  Second 
District;  the  abstracts  and  briefs  per- 
taining thereto  have  been  prepared  and 
were  filed  October  21st. 

October  the  13th,  Judge  Kohlsaat  in 
an  opinion  in  case  No.  9457  in  the  Dis- 
trict Court  of  the  United  States,  Corri- 
gan  Transit  Company  et  al.  vs.  Sanitary 
District,  held  the  District  not  liable  in 
an  action  for  damages  resulting  from 
the  additional  current  in  the  Chicago 
River. 

On  October  the  26th,  the  Supreme 
Court  of  this  State  affirmed  the  decis- 
ion of  the  Circuit  Court  of  Will  County, 
dismissing  the  petition  of  Robert  Gay- 
lord  vs.  The  Sanitary  District  et  al, 
which  dismissal  was  urged  by  this  de- 
partment.

SITUATED  IN  WILLVOUNTY. 

Mr.  Wenter,  member  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Finance,  presented  a  report  from 
the  Committee  as  follows:

The  Clerk  presented  the  report  of  the 
Law  Department  for  the  month  of  No- 
vember, 1903,  which,  bj'  unanimous  con- 
sent, was  ordered  printed  in  the  Pro- 
ceedings and  placed  on  file. 


The  following  is  the  report : 

Chicago,  December  3,  1908. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Trustee* 

of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago: 

Gentlemen  —  I  respectfully  submit 
niy  report  for  November,  1903. 

The  following  cases  were  brought 
during  the  month :  ^ 

Patrick  Ardagh  vs.  Sanitary  District 
of  Chicago,  November  23rd,  in  the  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  Will  County ;  case  number 
19,541,  for  damages  amounting  to 
$2,000.00  for  alleged  overflow  to  his 
lauds  in  said  county. 

November  14,  1903,  in  Will  County, 
Circuit  Court,  case  number  19,507,  Sani- 
tary District  of  Chicago  vs.  Tlie  Village 
of  Lockport,  tlie  Iligliway  Commis- 
sioners et  al.  This  was  a  petition  filed 
to  condemn  and  cross  certain  highways 
and  bridges  for  use  in  the  water-povN  er 
development. 

The  case  of  the  State  of  Missouri  vs. 
Tlie  State  of  Illinois  and  the  Sanitary 
District  was  on  hearing  in  Chicago 
during  almost  the  entire  month. 

Also  occupying  the  entire  month  w^as 
the  condemnation  ca.se  of  the  Sanitary 
District  vs.  The  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company.  Much  headway  was  made 
during  the  month  in  bringing  the  sev- 
eral condemnation  cases  for  lands  to  be 
used  in  the  widening  and  deepening  of 
tlie  Chicago  River  to  an  issue,  notably 
in  ca.se  number  228,789,  in  the  Circuit 
Court  of  Cook  County,  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict vs.  Delia  S.  Gallup.  Francis  B. 
Pea  body  et  al.  This  case  we  had  set  for 
trial  on  November  10th  before  Judge 
Honore.  On  tliat  day  the  res{)ondent-s 
appeared  in  court  and  asked  for  a  con- 
tinuance, their  purpose  being  to  effect  a 
settlement  in  some  way  out  of  court. 
The  lands  in  question  in  this  suit  we 
have  since  acquired  by  agreement,  and 
the  deed  for  the  same  was  passed  on 
November  23.  1903. 

Tlie  case  number  228,790.  the  Sanitary 
District    of    Chicago    vs.    Peoples  ^  Gras 
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light  and  Coke  Company  in  the  Circuit 
Court  of  Cook  County,  a  petition  to  con- 
demn we  liad  set  for  trial,  and  on  that 
day  the  same  was  continued  by  the 
Peoples  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company 
for  tlie  purpose  of  effecting  a  settlement 
out  of  court.  An  agreement  as  to  this 
property  has  been  practically  effected. 

Case  number  229,204,  the  Sanitary 
District  of  Chicago  vs.  The  Lehigh  Val- 
ley Coal  Company  and  tlie  Chicago  and 
Alton  Railroad  Company,  a  petition  to 
ooDdemn,  we  had  set  for  trial  November 
ftth.  On  tliat  day  the  defendants  asked 
for  a  short  continuance  with  a  view  to  a 
settlement,  and  they  have  si  nee  accepted 
the  offer  of  the  District. 

Several  other  matters  engaged  our 
attention  during  the  month,  notably  the 
case  number  4,911  of  George  Beidler  et 
aL  vs.  The  Sanitary  District,  in  which 
damages  were  claimed  to  the  amount  of 
$10,000,  caused  by  lowering  the  water  in 
their  slips.  This  matter  was  up  on  hear- 
ing before  Judge  Dunne  on  a  demurrer 
to  their  declaration  filed  by  the  District. 
Arguments  and  briefs  were  submitted  to 
the  court  and  the  same  was  taken  under 
advisement. 

Case  number  232.654,  of  A.  Brock- 
meyer  vs.  The  District  in  the  Superior 
Court  of  Cook  County,  wherein  damages 
to  the  amount  of  $600  were  claimed  for 
alleged  overflow,  was  up  on  hearing 
before  His  Honor,  Judge  Holdom,  on  a 
demurrer  to  the  declaration  filed  by  the 
District.  After  listening  to  arguments 
and  to  briefs  submitted,  the  court  sus- 
tained our  demurrer;  from  whicli  de- 
cision Brockmeyer  is  now  'perfecting  his 
appeal  to  the  Appellate  Court. 

Case  number  2,397,  in  the  Circuit 
Court  of  Grundy  County,  Jolm  Carlon 
▼8.  Sanitary  District,  for  damages 
amounting  to  $45,000  for  alleged  over- 
flow to  his  lands,  was  heard  on  the  de- 
murrer filed  by  the  District.  The  court 
SQstained  our  demurrer  and  plaintiff 
amended  his  declaration. 

In  Will  County  the  case  number  19,385 


of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago  vs. 
Joseph  Stephen  et  al.,  a  petition' to  con- 
demn certain  lands  for  water  power 
developments,  was  started  November 
9th  and.  with  the  exception  of  intervals 
of  several  days  each,  continued  the  bal- 
ance of  the  month. 

In  addition  to  the  above  cases  and 
proceedings,  the  preparation  of  plead- 
ings and  opinions  and  the  regular 
routine  work  of  the  ofl&ce  have  occu- 
pied the  time  of  the  Law  Department.

Gentlemen— I  submit  herewith  the 
annual  report  of  the  Clerical  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  ending  December  81, 
1903. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  re- 
ceived the  sum  of  $3,355,225.86.  Of 
this  total  amount  the  principal  items 
are:  Taxes  for  the  year  1902,  the  sum 
of  $1,775,195.64;  delinquent  taxes  for 
1901  and  prior  years,  the  sum  of 
$4,124.71;  from  sale  of  fourteenth  issue 
pf  bonds,  the  sum  of  $1,500,000.00; 
from  rents  of  land,  the  sum  of  $5,061.05: 
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from  interest  on  bank  balances,  the  sum 
of  $25,721.07. 

Disbursements  for  the  year  were 
$3,770,842.12.  Apart  from  regular  de- 
partmental expenses  of  the  foregoing 
total,  among  the  more  important  items, 
there  was  expended  for  payment  of  ma- 
turing bonds,  $1,080,000.00;  for  interest 
on  bonds,  $711,950,00;  for  purchase  of 
right  of  way,  $860,449.49;  for  construc- 
tion work.  $735,415.81. 

The  total  amount  of  bonds  issued  from 
the  organization  of  the  District  to  date 
is  124.790,000,  and  of  this  amount  the 
sum  of  $7,225  000  has  now  been  re- 
deemed, leaving  the  sum  of  $17,565,000 
still  outstanding. 

Of  the  total  warrants  issued  against 
the  various  tax  levies  all  have  been  re- 
deemed except  the  sum  of  $5,212.91 
issued  against  the  tax  levy  for  1896, 
which  is  still  outstanding. 

There  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the 
heads  of  departments  Emergency  Funds  - 
amounting  to  the  sum  of  $24,800,  which 
may  be  added  to  the  available  cash  bal- 
ance of  the  District.  Of  this  amount 
the  sum  of  $4,500.00  is  in  the  hands 
of  Isham  Randolph,  Chief  Engineer; 
$18,000.00  in  the  hands  of  S.  D. 
Griffin,  Clerk;  $2,000.00  in  the  hands  of 
James  Todd,  Attorney,  and  $300.00  in 
the  hands  of  Seymour  Jones,  Principal 
Assistant  Attorney.

MONTHLY    RKPOET    OP    THE    ENGINEERING 
DEPARTMENT. 

The  Clerk  presented  the  report  of 
the  Engineering  Department  for  the 
month  of  December,  1903,  which,  by 
unanimous  consent,  was  ordered  printed 
in   the  Proceedings   and  placed   on  file. 

The  following  is  the  report: 
^  Chicago,  February  3,  1904. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  the  Sanitary  District  of  (Chi- 
cago: 

Gentlemen — ^I  herewith  present  the 
report  of  the  Engineering  Department 
for  the  month  of  December,  1903,  giv- 
ing the   detailed  operations  of  same. 

The  construction  earnings  during  the 
month   were   $48,244.62,   on   account   of 


which  vouchers  were  issued  to  the 
amount  of  $45,873.49.  Vouchers  to  the 
amount  of  $7,388.78  were  issued  in  pay- 
ment of  reserved  percentages,  making 
the  total  of  construction  vouchers  issued 
$53,262.27.  The  Engineering  expenses 
were  $12,206.88,  divided  as  follows: 
Salaries,  $8,617.71;  supplies,  etc.,  $3,- 
589.17.  One  voucher  amounting  to 
$3.00  was  also  issued  on  account  of 
maintenance  of  highway  bridges.  De- 
tails of  the  figures  here  given  are  shown 
in  the  tabulated  statements  submitted 
herewith. 

Chicago  Biwer, 
The  record  of  the  contractor  for  the 
dredging  and  docking  of  the  river  was 
as  follows:  An  average  dail^  force  of 
20  men  was  employed  on  concrete  dock 
work  during  the  month,  but  the  work 
was  delayed  nine  days  due  to  cold 
weather  and  a  leak  that  developed  and 
flooded  out  the  work.  From  the  16th 
to  the  21st,  on  account  of  a  leak,  an 
extra  row  of  sheeting  was  driven  on  the 
work  for  a  distance  of  a  hundred  feet 
just  north  of  Washington  Street. 
Pumping  was  begun  on  the  2l8t  and 
finished  on  the  23rd,  when  the  driving 
of  foundation  piles  and  excavation  was 
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continued  until  the  end  of  the  month. 
The  building  of  the  General  Chemical 
Company  was  finished  on  the  20th  and 
turned  over  to  the  owners  at  the  end 
of  the  month.  Dredge  No.  2  did  a 
small  amount  of  dredging  at  the  dock 
of  the  Omaha  Packing  Company  and 
the  General  Chemioal  Company  in  order 
to  bring  the  bottom  of  the  river  at 
those  points  to  grade. 

An  average  daily  force  of  about  14 
men  was  employed  at  the  Eighteenth 
Street  bridge  as  follows:  From  the  Ist 
to  the  4th  a  pile  driver  and  crew  were 
at  work  removing  track  from  center- 
pi  or;  from  the  3rd  to  the  10th  a  dredge 
and  crew  dredged  the  west  channel  and 
around  the  center-pier;  "with  the  excep- 
tion of  three  stormy  days  a  pile  driver 
and  crew  were  at  work  from  the  1st  to 
the  30th  drilling,  blasting  and  removing 
the  center-pier;  and  on  the  31st  drilled 
and  blasted  the  west  abutment. 

An  average  daily  force  of  31  men  was 
employed  at  the  Loomis  Street  bridge 
during  the  month,  but  the  work  was  in- 
terrupted 13  days  on  account  of  cold 
weather  and  leaks  in  the  coffer-dam. 
The  work  carried  on  was  as  follows: 
Placed  5lh  system  of  bracing  on  south 
coffer-dam  pier  betwen  the  1st  and  5th; 
excavation  was  resumed  on  the  south 
piers  on  the  2nd  and  concreting  was 
begun  on  the  5th;  the  driving  of  steel 
sheeting  for  the  north  coffer-dam  was 
resumed  on  the  7th,  a  leak  in  the  west 
face  begun  on  the  11th,  filling  the  dam, 
and  on  the  16th  repairs  were  made  and 
dam  pumped  out;  on  the  18th  a  leak 
ia  the  south  coffer-dam  flooded  it  again 
and  on  the  21st  it  was  pumped  out  and 
concreting  resumed;  the  north  coffer- 
dam sheeting  was  finished  on  the  24th; 
a  leak  in  the  south  coffer-dam  begun 
on  the  26th,  filling  it,  and  on  the  29th 
it  was  pumped  out  and  work  resumed 
on  the  south  abutment. 

Water  Power  Development  at  LocJcport 

The   contractor   for   Section   1   of  the 

power    development    work    at    Lockport 


employed  an  average  daily  force  of  85 
men  during  the  month.  Severe  weather 
stopped  all  work  on  the  12th,  19th  and 
28th.  The  operations  carried  on  were 
as  follows:  Excavation  of  the  west 
embankment  near  the  Wire  Mills  Road, 
for  the  concrete  core,  was  begun  on  the 
3rd  with  wheelbarrows  and  continued 
until  the  29th,  after  which  cars  were 
used;  the  compressor  plant  was  tested 
on  the  14th  and  was  put  in  use  the  next 
day  for  operating  channelers,  drills  and 
pumps;  on  the  17th  at  11:30  A.  M., 
President  Carter  fired  the  first  blast,  sit- 
uated at  about  Station  1541;  the  cold 
weather  stopped  all  scraper  work  on  the 
18th;  a  steam  hoist  was  put  in  oper- 
ation on  the  22nd  at  Station  1541  and 
the  east  embankment;  a  second  hoist 
was  located  at  Station  1528  and  the  east 
embankment  during  the  month. 

The  contractor  for  Section  4  received 
about  750,000  feet  B.  M.  of  lumber  dur- 
ing the  month  requiring  for  its  hand- 
ling an  average  daily  force  of  4  men. 
No  construction  work  was  done. 
MiscellaneotLS. 

A  survey  party  was  engaged  during 
the  month  on  the  North  Branch  Im- 
provement and  the  work  consisted  of 
laying  out,  tying  into  section  corners 
and  streets,  and  running  levels  for  pro- 
file of  the  proposed  extension  from  Bel- 
mont to  Lawrence  Avenue.  The  work 
was  completed  at  the  end  of  the  month. 

In  the  Drafting  Department  work  was 
continued  on  the  50-foot  scale  map  of 
the  North  Branch  of  the  Chicago  River 
and  on  the  new  index  map  of  the  Sani- 
tary District;  work  waa  begun  on  maps 
showing  overflowed  lands  along  the 
Desplaines  River  near  Smith's  bridge; 
and  a  small  scale  map  showing  the  new 
boundaries  of  the  Sanitary  District. 
The  following  drawings  were  made: 
Afaps  showing  proposed  change  of  loca- 
tion of  tracks  and  buildings  -on  Penn- 
sylvania-Company  ^s  property  from  Mad- 
ison to  Van  Buren  Street;  sheets  Nos  1, 
2  and  3  of  the  proposed   North  Branch

Improvement  J  -and  a  map  showing  the 
right  of  way  acquired  from  Lawrence 
to  Belmont  Avenue  along  the  North 
Branch  of  the  Chicago  River. 

In  the  Bridge  Department  the  plans 
and  specifications  for  the  Dearborn 
Street  Bridge  were  completed  and  a 
plan  showing  the  layout  of  the  bridge 
was  prepared.  A  profile  was  prepared 
of  the  Harrison  Street  Bridge  showing 
grades  of  roadway  for  proposed  design, 
I>revious  designs  and  original  old  bridge. 
The  grade  for  the  proposed  design  was 
ordered  lowered  by  the  Committee  on 
Engineering,  making  a  two  per  cent 
grade  on  the  bridge  and  ;  Frank  M. 
Montgomery  &  Co.  altered  the  plans  to 
conform.  Instructions  were  also  given 
as  to  the  design  on  the  east  approach 
over  the  Clow  track.  The  work  of  re- 
vising the  plans  and  completing  the  de- 
sign was  resumed  on  the  14th  by  Frank 
M.  Montgomery  &  Co.  Prints  of  -nine 
preliminary  and  seven  final  drawings 
were  received.  One  pencil  drawing  of  the 
22nd  Street  Bridge  was  received  from 
Frank  M.  Montgomery  &  Co.,  showing  the 
general  layout.  Two  drawings  were  re- 
ceived showing  general  design  and  were 
returned  approved.  Prints  of  four 
sheets  of  shop  plans  for  the  Loomis 
Street   Bridge    were    received    from    the 


superstructure  contractor  during  the 
mouth.  Three  sheets  were  returned  cor- 
rected. Prints  of  nine  sheets  of  shop 
plans  for  the  18th  Street  Bridge  were 
received  from  the  superstructure  con- 
tractor. Seven  sheets  were  returned  cor- 
rected and  eight  sheets  returned  ap- 
proved. In  addition  to  the  above,  some 
work  was  done  preparing  data  for  con- 
demnation suits  relating  to  the  Lockporc 
and  Wire  Mills  Road  crossings  of  the 
extension  of.  the  Main  Channel.  The 
work  of  designing  swing  bridges  for 
these  two  roads  was  commenced. 

The  work)  of  reconstructing  the  Robey 
Street   Warehouse   was   completed. 

In  addition  to  the  work  reported 
above,  the  engineer  corps  continued  tak- 
ing and  recording  hydraulic  measure- 
ments, in  computing  estimate  notes,  in 
carrying  on  operations  in  the  Illinois 
Valley,  in  inspecting  bridges,  dredging, 
dock,  water  power  and  survey  work,  in 
preparing  information  and  acting  as 
witnesses  for  the  Law  Department,  etc., 
etc. 

1  estimate  the  expenses  of  this  De- 
partment for  the  month  of  January, 
1904,  will  be   $50,000.00.

MENT. 

The  Ckrk  presented  the  report  of  the 
Law  Department  for  the  month  of  De- 
cember, 1903,  which,  by  unanimous  con- 
sent, was  ordered  printed  in  the  Pro- 
ceedings and  placed  on  file. 

The  following  is  the  report: 

Chicago,  January  2,  1904. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Triistees 

of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago: 

Gentlemen— I  respectfully  submit  my 
report  for  the  month  of  December,  1903, 

The  following  suits  were  started  dur- 
ing the  month: 

In  the  Circuit  Court  of  Cook  County, 
Number  246,284,  Patrick  Ardagh  vs. 
the  District  in  which  damages  to  the 
amount  of  $5,000.00  for  alleged  overflow 
to  his  lands  in  said  county  was  asked. 

Case  No.  246,283,  in  the  Circuit  Court 
of  Cook  County,  Thomas  O.  Mills  vs. 
the  Sanitary  District,  in  which  damages 
amounting  to  $20,000  for  alleged  over- 
flow to  his  lands  in  said  county  was 
asked. 

The  hearing  of  the  ease  of  the  Sani- 
tary District  vs.  the  Pennsylvania  Com- 
pany continued  up  to  and  until  about 
the  middle  of  the  month,  at  which  time 
the  jury  returned  a  verdict  for  $896,- 
670.72. 

On  December  9th,  the  ease  of  the  Sani- 


tary District  vs.  Joseph  Stephen  et  al., 
which  has  been  on  trial  for  several  weeks, 
was  concluded.  The  jury  returned  a 
verdict  assessing  the  damages  for  the 
land  desired  by  the  District  at  about 
$175.00  per  acre. 

Case  No.  19,507  in  the  Will  County 
Circuit  Court,  the  Sanitary  District  vs. 
The  Village  of  Lockport,  the  Highway 
Commissioners  et  al.,  to  condemn  and 
cross  certain  highways  and  bridges  for 
the  new  channel  from  Controlling  Works 
to  Upper  Basin,  was  commenced  on  De- 
cember 22nd,  before  his  honor "  Judge 
Dibell  and  concluded  December  31,  1903. 
On  December  10th,  in  case  No.  15,745 
in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Fulton  County, 
Lemuel  W.  Potts  vs.  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict, in  which  damages  for  overflow  to 
his  lands  in  the  amount  of  $15,000  was 
asked,  a  jury  brought  in  a  verdict  find- 
ing the  Sanitary  District  not  guilty.  This 
case  occupied  the  time  of  the  court  and 
jury  for  several  weeks  prior  thereto. 

Case  Number  224,782,  the  Star  and 
Crescent  Milling  Company  vs.  Sanitary 
District,  a  suit  for  prospective  damages 
for  $200,000,  caused  by  the  building  of 
the  Randolph  Street  bridge  in  cutting 
off  their  egress  and  ingress  and  injury  to 
their  business  was  heard  before  his  honor 
Judge  Dunne  on  a  demurrer  filed  by  the 
District,  who  after  listening  to  the  argu- 
ments of  counsel,  which  occupied  three 
or  four  days,  sustained  our  position,  and 
an  appeal  was  thereupon  taken  from  this 
decision  by  the  Star  &  Crescent  people 
to   the  Appellate  Court. 

Case  Number  198,939,  McMahon  & 
Montgomery  Co.  vs.  the  Sanitary  District 
in  which  a  judgment  for  $179,595  was 
obtained  against  us,  which  on  our  appeal 
was  reversed,  and  a  rehearing  asked  by 
tha  McMiihon  people  was  finally  disposed 
of  by  the  Appellate  Court  refusing  their 
petition  for  a  rehearing. 

The  case  of  Esther  Jane  Pearce  was 
dismissed  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Will 
County.  This  was  a  case  in  which  she 
originally  obtained  a  judgment  of  $32,« 
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000.00  against  the  District,  which  we  ap- 
pealed to  the  Appellate  Court  and  had 
the  same  reversed. 

The  case  No.  18,347,  of  the  Joliet 
Pioneer  Stone  Company  was  dismissed  on 
the  motion  of  these  people  in  the  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  Will  County.  In  this  case 
they  originally  obtained  a  judgment 
against  us  for  $3,200.00,  which  we  ap- 
pealed to  the  Appellate  Court  without 
success,  later  taking  the  same  to  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  the  State,  wherein  this 
judgment  was  reversed. 

Case  No.  18,586  of  Jacob  Adler  vs. 
the  Sanitary  District  was  dismissed  on 
motion  of  the  plaintiff  in  the  Circuit 
Court  of  Will  County.  This  was  a  case 
wherein  $8,000.00  for  damages  for 
alleged  overflow  was  asked. 

Case  No.  19,148  of  Robert  C.  Morrison 
vs.  the  Sanitary  District  was  dismissed 
on  motion  of  the  plaintiff  in  the  Circuit 
Court  of  Will  County.  In  this  case  Mor- 
rison claimed  damages  to  the  amount  of 
$2,500.00  for  overflow  to  his  lands. 

CasiB  Number  19,150,  American  Tin 
Plate  Company  vs.  the  Sanitary  District 
was  dismissed  on  motion  of  the  plaintiff 
in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Will  County. 
These  parties  asked  for  damages  to  the 
amount  of  $10,000  for  alleged  overflow 
to  their  lands. 

Case  No.  19,151,  Michael  Calmer  vs. 
the  Sanitary  District  was  dismissed  on 
motion  of  the  plaintiff  in  the  Circuit 
Court  of  Will  County.  Calmer 's  suit  was 
for  $25,000  for  overflow  to  his  lands. 

Case  No.  19,164,  Joseph  Patterson  vs. 
the  Sanitary  District  was  dismissed  on 
motion  of  the  plaintiff  in  the  Circuit 
Court  of  Will  County.  Patterson  alleged 
damages  to  the  amount  of  $2,000  for 
overflow  to  his  lands. 

Case  Number  19,165,  American  Stone 


Company  et  al.  vs.  the  Sanitary  District, 
was  dismissed  on  motion  of  the  plaintiff 
in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Will  County. 
These  parties  alleged  damages  to  the 
amount  of  $4,500.00  for  overflow  to  their 
lands. 

Case  Number  19,234,  Herman  Selinger 
vs.  the  Sanitary  District,  was  dismissed 
on  motion  of  the  plaintiff  in  the  Cir- 
cuit Court  of  Will  County.  Selinger 's 
suit  was  for  $5,000  for  alleged  overflow 
to  his  lands. 

Before  Judge  Kohlsaat  during  the 
month  the  Streator  &  Kenefick  people  in 
their  case,  No.  25,754,  against  the  Dis- 
trict asked  leave  for  further  time  to 
file  their  bill  of  exceptions  and  bond 
for  their  appeal.  They  were  given  until 
January  14  by  the  Judge  in  which  to 
do  it. 

In  order  to  hasten  the  acquirement  of 
the  lands  along  the  River  for  deepening 
and  widening  the  same  we  had  case  Num- 
ber 230,672  of  tlie  Sanitary  District  vs. 
the  Western  Electric  set  for  trial  before 
his  honor  Judge  Honore,  December  16thy 
but  owing  to  the  amount  of  business  in 
court  on  that  day  by  order  of  the  Judge 
the  cause  was  passed  to  be  taken  up 
on  a  later  day. 

Owing  to  an  agreement  made  between 
the  District  and  Wm.  G.  Roelker  in 
which  the  land  sought  to  be  acquired  of 
him  was  obtained  case  Number  220,892 
of  the  Sanitary  District  against  him  for 
this  property  was  dismissed. 

In  addition  to  the  above  cases  and 
proceedings,  the  preparation  of  plead- 
ings and  opinions  and  the  regular  routine 
work  of  the  oflSce  have  occupied  the  time 
of  the  Law  Department.

nance hereby  reports  that  it  has  had 
under  consideration  the  matter  of  the 
purchase  of  the  hereinafter  described 
property  for  the  purpose  of  widening  the 
south  branch  of  the  Chicago  River  from 
Henry  A.  Dupont.

RESOLUTION  IN  BEFEBENCE  T<5  THE  SANI- 
TARY district's  WATER  POWER  AT  LOOK- 
PORT. 

Mr.  Webb  presented,  and  the  Clerk 
read,  the  following  resolution: 

"Whereas,  By  an  Act  of  the  General 
Assembly,  approved  May  14,  1903,  grant- 
ing unto  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chi- 
cago the   power   and   authority   to  con- 


struct dams,  waterwheels  and  other 
works  north  of  the  Upper  Basin  (Lock- 
port)  of  the  Illinois  and  Michigan  Canal, 
as  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate  to 
develop  and  render  available  the  power 
arising  from  the  water  passing  through 
the  Main  Channel  and  any  auxiliary 
channels,  now  or  hereafter  constructed 
by  said  District;  and  for  the  purpose 
of  meeting  and  defraying  the  expenses 
of  this  enterprise,  permission  was  given 
to  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago  by 
the  General  Assembly  to  levy  an  addi- 
tional tax  of  one  quarter  of  one  per 
cent  on  the  taxable  property  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  said  District. 

"Whereas,  The  Sanitary  District  of 
Chicago  is  now  proceeding  to  develop  and 
make  possible  this  water  power,  in  con- 
formity with  the  authority  given  to  it, 
contracts  for  the  ground  works  being 
already  awarded,  and  work  on  the  same 
now  in  progress,  said  contracts  calling 
for  the  completion  of  this  work  within 
a  period  of  two  years. 

"Whereas,  Heretofore  an  agreed  form 
of  contract  between  the  Sanitary  District 
of  Chicago  and  the  City  of  Chicago  did 
exist.  The  execution  was  prevented, 
however,  by  a  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Illinois  prohibiting  said  City 
of  Chicago  from  issuing  bonds  for  the 
developing  of  the  Sanitary  District's 
canal  water  power. 

"Whereas,  By  a  recent  decision  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Illinois  the  City  of 
Chicago  is  empowered  to  issue  bonds  to 
the  amount  of  over  $4,000,000,  and  it 
being  generally  deemed  a  wise  and  pm- 
dent  policy  to  put  the  proceeds  of  a  bond 
issue  into  permanent  improvements,  the 
^rst  of  such  now  commanding,  the  City's 
attention  is  the  extension  of  the  Munici- 
pal Electric  lighting  Plant,  and  to  pro- 
vide for  an  economical  expenditure  of 
public  moneys  in  this  behalf,  be  it 

"Resolved,  That  the  Sanitary  District 
of  Chicago  stands  ready  and  willing  to 
enter  into  a  contract  with  the  City  of 
Chicago  to  lease  to  it  all  the  power  to 
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be  developed  at  Lockport,  except  only 
such  as  the  District  may  require  for  its 
own  corporate  purposes,  at  a  rental  suflB- 
cient  only  to  defray  the  necessary  run- 
ning expenses  of  said  plant. 

''Resolved,  further,  that  a  certified 
copy  of  these  resolutions  be  forwarded  by 
the  Clerk  of  this  Board  to  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  and 
that  the  Cbmmittee  on  Municipal  Re- 
lations of  this  Board  be  instructed  to 
take  up  this  question  with  his  Honor  the 
Mayor,  or  any  authorized  Committee  of 
the  City  Council  of  Chicago." 

Mr.  Webb,  seconded  by  Mr.  Smyth, 
moved  that  the  resolution  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Municipal  Relations  for 
further  consideration. 

The  motion  prevailed  unanimously  and 
it  was  so  ordered.

I  am  instructed  to  advise  you  that  we 
are  willing  to  re-arrange  our  tracks  un- 
der the  Eighteenth  Street  viaduct  in 
order  to  permit  the  erection  of  temporary 
supports  under  the  viaduct  crossing  our 
tracks,  so  as  to  permit  the  construction 
of  the  proposed  new  pier  on  the  east 
side  of  the  river,  provided  that  the  Sani- 
tary District  deposits  the  sum  of  $2,000 
with  this  company  in  order  to  cover  any 
necessary  expense  incurred  in  the  work 
outlined  above.  We  also  desire  a  state- 
ment in  writing,  under  the  authority  of 
the  Board,  that  our  action  in  the -prem- 
ises shall  not  prejudice  our  rights  in  the 
pending  condemnation  proceedings,  and 
that  in  such  proceedings  we  shall  be  en- 
titled to  damages  precisely  as  though 
none  of  the  proposed  changes  had  been 
made.

Upon  tbifj  result  the  Chair  declared 
the  motion  carried. 

MONTHLY  REPORT  OF  THE  ENOIXEERINQ  DE- 
PARTMENT. 

The  Clerk  presented  the  report  of  the 
Engineering  Department  for  the  month 
of  January,  1904,  which,  by  unanimous 
consent,  was  ordered  printed  in  the  Pro- 
ceedings and  placed  on  file. 


The  following  is  the  report: 

Chicago,  March  12,  1904. 
To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Trustees 

of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago: 

Gentlemen — I  herewith  present  the 
report  of  the  Engineering  Department 
for  the  month  of  January,  1904,  giving 
the'  detailed  operations  of  same. 

The  construction  earnings  during  the 
month  were  $44,3S2.90,  on  account_of 
which  vouchers  were  issued  to  the  amount 
of  $42,874.11  and  the  balance,  namely, 
$1,508.79,  was  withheld  as  reservefd  per- 
centage?. The  engineering  expenses  were 
$11,597.11,  divided  as  follows:  Salaries, 
$8,780.83;  supplies,  etc.,  $1,816.28.*  De- 
tails of  the  figures  here  given  are  shown 
in  the  tabulated  statements  submitted 
herewith. 

Chicago  River. 

The  record  of  the  contractor  for  the 
dredging  and  docking  of  the  river  was  as 
follows:  An  average  daily  force  of  20 
men  was  employed  on  concrete  dock  woric 
during  the  month  and  at  the  end  of  same 
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about  40  pe?r  cent,  of  the  work  was  com- 
pleted. On  account  of  the  inclement 
weather  very  poor  progress  was  made 
during  the  month,  there  being  10  or  12 
days  on  which  no  work  could  be  done  at 
all. 

At  the  Eighteenth  Stretet  Bridge  the 
«)ntractor  for  the  substructure  had  an 
average  daily  force  of  10  men  at  the  fol- 
lowing work:  From  the  3rd  to  the  11th, 
the  pile  driver  and  crew  were  engageid  in 
drilling,  blasting  and  removing  the  west 
abutment,  and  from  the  18th  to  the  23rd 
pulling  piles  and  landing  grillage  tim- 
bers, from  dredge;  and  from  the  18th  to 
the  23rd,  also,  the  dredge  and  crew 
dredged  the  center-pier  and  west  abut- 
ment. 

At  the  Loomis  Street  Bridge  the  con- 
tractor for  the  substructure  had  an  aver- 
age daily  force  of  about  23  men  at  thd 
following  work:  On  the  6th  the  bolsters 
for  the  south  piers  were  set;  on  the  8th, 
started  concreting  on  south  retaining 
walls;  on  the  13th,  unloaded  scow  of  sub- 
structure iron  on  the  south  sidef;  on  the 
15th,  started  building  track  girder  boxes; 
on  the  16th,  started  to  place  track  girders 
and  completed  the  parapet  walls  on  the 
south  abutment;  on  the  18th,  completed 
the  first  systeto  of  bracing  of  north  coffer- 
dam and  began  the  second  system ;  on 
the  21st,  started  riveting  track  girder 
bracing  and  finished  on  the  22nd ;  and  on 
the  22nd,  started  grouting  track  girders 
and  finished  on  the  23rd. 

Water  Power  Development  at  Lockport. 

The  contractor  for  Section  1  of  the 
power  development  at  Lockport  employed 
an  average  daily  force  of  80  men  during 
the  month.  The  cold  weathef  stopped  op- 
erations on  the  west  embankment  two 
days;  on  pit  No.  1  one  day;  and  on  pit 
No.  2  seven  days.  Hoist  No.  2  was  put 
in  operation  at  Station  1528  and  the  east 
embankment  on  the  11th.  The  channel- 
ing machines  worked  66  per  cent,  of  the 
time  and  the  drills  31  per  cent.  About 
350  cubic  yards  of  earth  and  4200  cubic 
yards  of  rock  were     removed.     Between 


the  14th  and  the  18th,  the  frame  building 
formerly  located  on  the  west  embank- 
ment, just  north  of  the  Wire  Mills  Road, 
was  moved  to  a  location  opposite  the  San- 
itary District  engineers'  oflfice. 

The  contractors  for  Section  4  continued 
to  unload  lumber;  they  moved  the  Hick- 
ory Creek  oflSce  to  their  section,  and  did 
some  work  on  derricks. 

Miscella/neous. 

A  survey  party  was  engaged  during  the 
month  on  the  North  Shore  Channel  line 
north  of  Lawrence  Avenue.  The  line  ran 
about  1300  feet  east  of  Kedzie  Avenue 
until  Peterson  Avenuei  was  reached;  was 
then  deflected  to  the  left,  crossing  Kedzie 
Avenue  near  Devon  Avenue;  and  then 
ran  330  feet  west  of  Kedzie  Avenue  to 
Tuohy  Avenue.  The  party  then  went  to 
Wilmette  and  started  at  the  Lake  and 
Central  Avenue,  running  southwesterly 
through  Evanston.  The  tangents  to  the 
curves  were  laid  out  as  far  as  the  City 
limits  and  Emerson  Street. 

From  the  11th  to  the  23rd,  a  survey 
party  ran  about  6  miles  of  levels  through 
the  swamp  on  the  ice  south  of  Worth, 
thus  completing  the;  line  of  levels  on  the 
Calumet-Sag  Channel  from  Sag  to  River- 
dale.  The  work  of  reading  angles  of 
section  lines  to  Riverdale  was  carried  on 
between  the  25th  and  the  31st. 

In  the  Drafting  Defpartment  work  was 
continued  on  the  maps  showing  over- 
flowed lands  along  the  Desplaines  River 
near  Smith's  Bridge;  the  small  scale  map 
showing  the  new  boundaries  of  the  Sani- 
tary District  was  completed;  work  was 
begun  on  a  map  of  Wilmette  and  Evans- 
ton,  and  on  maps  and  profile  showing 
borings  on  route  of  Calumet-Sag  Channel. 
The  following  drawings  were  made:  Sec- 
tion showing  proposed  lowering  of  La 
Grange  dam;  sheets  1,  2  and  3  for  dredg- 
ing South  Branch  of  Chicago  River;  and 
a  plat  showing  that  part  of  Block  138  of 
Lockport    required  for  right  of  way. 

In  the  Bridge  Department  two  sheets 
of  shop  drawings  were  received  from  the 
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superstructure  contractor  of  the  Eigh- 
teenth Street  Bridge,  three  sheets  we're 
returned  approved  and"  two  returned  cor- 
rected. One  sheet  of  shop  drawings  was 
T€?ceived  from  the  superstructure  contrac- 
tor of  the  Loomis  Street  Bridge  and  two 
were  returned  approved.  A  plan  of  sub- 
structure for  the  Dearborn  Street  Bridge 
was  made  showing  changes  that  would  be 
made  to  permit  the  use  of  cylinder  sup- 
ports instead  of  pile  foundations  and 
estimates  of  additional  cost.  The  work 
of  revising  plans  on  account  of  change  in 
grades  of  approaches  to  the  Harrison 
Street  Bridge  was  completed  by  Frank 
M.  Montgomery  &  Co.  The  plans  for  this 
bridge  were  nearly  ready  for  approval  at 
the  end  of  the  month.  About  50  per 
cent,  of  the  plans  for  the  Twenty-second 
Street  Bridge  w^ere  completed  by  Frank 
M.  Montgomery  &  Co.  Work  on  the  de?- 
sign  for  the  Lockport  and  Wire  Mills 
Road   bridges  to  be  constructed   across 


the  extension  of  the  Main  Channel  at 
Lockport  was  continued  during  the 
month. 

In  addition  to  the  work  reported  above, 
the  engineer  corps  continued  taking  and 
recording  hydraulic  measurements,  in 
computing  estimate  notes,  in  carrying  on 
operations  in  thei  Illinois  Valley,  in  su- 
perintending and  inspefcting  bridge, 
dredging,  dock,  water  power  and  survey 
work,  in  preparing  information  and  act- 
ing as  witnesses  for  the  Iaw  Depart- 
ment, etc.,  etc. 

I  estimate  the  expenses  for  thi^  De- 
partment for  the  month  of  February, 
1904,  will  be  $40,000.00.

SPECIFICATIONS   FOR  DBBDGINO  THH   CHICAdO 
RIVER  AND  PERFORMING  CERTAIN    COI/- 
LATERAL   WORK. 
i)— 

General  Description. 
1.  The  work  to  be  done  consists  of  such 
dredging  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  Sanitary 
District  in  the  main  Chicago  River  between 
its  mouth  and  the  main  branches  thereof: 
thence  throughout  the  South  Branch  of  the 
same  river  to  the  West  Fork  of  the  South 
l>ranch :  thence  throughout  the  West  Fork 
of  the  South  Branch  to  a  Junction  with 
the  Main  Channel  of  the  Sanitary  District 
of  Chicago  near  Bobey  Street,  and  also  such 
dredging  as  may  be  ordered  in  the  West 
Fork  and  in  the  South  Fork  of  the  South 
Branch  of  the  Chicago  Biver.  And  further, 
the  removal  of  such  docks,  piles,  piers  or 
other  obstructions  as  may  be  directed  by 
.  the  En^neer,  and  the  construction  of  such 
docks  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  said  Dis- 
trict. 

Dimensions. 

Tlie  channel  shall  be  dredged  in  mid  chan- 
nel to  a  depth  of  not  less  than  twenty-six 
(20)  feet  below  the  profile  of  water  surface 
shown  when  Lake  Michigan  is  at  the  level 
of  Chicago  datum,  depth  at  dock  lines  to  be 
sixteen  (16)  feet  within  the  lines  shown 
upon  the  plans  adopted  by  the  Sanitary 
District,  and  to  euch  greater  depth  as  may 
be  ordered  by  the  Bngineer  in  those  parts 
of  the  river  where  the  plans  of  the  District 
make  a  greater  depth  advisable  or  neces- 
c>sry. 

In  case  the  Coiitractoi  in  performing  the 
work  of  excavation  or  back  filling  makes  a 
depth  of  water  in  front  of  any  dock  greater 
than  is  specified,  he  shall,  free  of  cost  to 
the  Sanitary  District,  when  so  ordered  by 
the  Engineer,  fill  in  front  of  same  to  con- 
form to  the  slope  us  shown  on  Sheet  No.  1 ; 
and  further,  in  case  any  dock  built  by  the 
Contractor,  or  any  good  substantial  dock 
now  in  existence,  la  damaged  on  account  of 
the  Contractor  making  a  greater  depth  of 
water  than  that  specified,  the  Contractor 
must,  free  of  cost  to  the  Sanitary  District. 
repair  the  said  dock  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Ehicineer. 

Measurement  of  Eepcavaiion. 
8k^  The  area  to  be  dredged  will  be  care- 
fully   sounded,    or    where    the    surface    is 


above  water,  levels  will  be  taken  thereon  in 
advance  of  the  dredge  work  to  ascertain  the  . 
surfojce  of  the  material  to  be  excavated, 
and  calculations  of  the  volume  of  excavated 
material  shall  be  based  upon  the  data  af- 
forded by  the  soundings  or  surface  levels 
and  succeeding  soundings  made  in  rear  of 
the  dredge  as  the  work  progresses.  No 
material  excavated  below  the  depth  of 
twenty-six  (20)  feet  below  above  described 
profile  of  water  surface  shall  be  paid  for 
unless  the  same  is  excavated  under  the 
written  order  of  the  Bngineer,  and  likewise 
no  excavation  outside  of  the  general  lines 
limiting  the  work  shall  be  paid  for  unless 
the  same  Is  done  under  the  written  order 
of  the  Bngineer. 

Disposition   of  Material. 

3.  The  material  may  be  removed  entirely 
from  the  Chicago  Biver  and  disposed  of  by 
the  Contractor  upon  areas  provided  by  him, 
or  it  may  be  deposited  within  the  area 
known  as  the  Lake  ITront  Park,  which  is 
the  portion  of  the  Lake  Front  Basin  which 
has  been  set  apart  to  be  filled  for  park  pur- 
poses. 

The  Contractor  will  name  a  price  cover- 
ing the  excavation  and  disposal  of  the 
matevlal  "upon  areas  provided  by  him," 
and  as  an  alternative  he  will  name  a  price 
covering  the  excavation  and  disposition  of 
the  material  on  the  "Lake  Front  Park" 
area.  The  price  bid  under  the  last  named 
alternative  to  cover  redredging  and  all  cost 
of  every  kind  attendant  thereupon. 

The  Sanitary   District   may  adopt  either 
of  these  alternative  methods  of  disposal. 
E— 

Timber  Docks, 

1.  The  docks  shall  be  built  on  the  lines 
Indicated  by  the  Engineer  in  chargre.  or  his 
authorized  agent,  and  generally  of  the  same 
height  as  the  now  existing  docks,  but  in 
no  case  shall  a  dock  be  less  than  four  (4) 
feet  in  height  above  Chicago  city  datum, 
nor  more  than  ten  (10)  feet. 

2.  The  prices  bid  shall  include  the  cost 
of  materials  used,  and  of  all  labor  and  use 
of  appliances  necessary  to  turn  over  co  the 
Sanitary  District  the  completed  work,  with 
back  filling  and  leveling  behind  the  docks, 
neatly  and  properly  done,  with  all  debris  of 
every  kind  attendant  upon  the  construction 
of  the  docks  removed  from  the  channel,  and 
the  docks  ready  for  service.  In  accord  with 
the  following  specifications. 

.3.  nie  dock  shall  consist  of  white  or 
burr  oak  plies,  capped,  sheathed  with  triple- 
lapped  sheet  piling  and  anchored  back  by 
wrought  iron  tie-rods  to  anchor  piles  and 
back  logs,   and  with  fender  wale  attached 
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to  channel  face  of  dock,  as  shown  on  Sheet 
.No.  3. 

Piles. 

4.  The  plies  shall  .be  cut  from  green 
trees  within  one  year  of  driving,  shall 
taper  gradually  from  point  to  butt,  shall 
be  not  less  than  eight  (8)  Inches  In  diam- 
eter Inside  the  bark  at  small  end.  and  not 
exceeding  eighteen  (18)  Inches  inside  the 
bark  at  butt  end,  shall  be  sound,  reasonably 
straight,  and  free  from  all  defects  that 
would  make  them  unfit  for  flrst-class  dock 
work.  All  bark  shall  be  stripped  from  the 
parts  of  piles  that  will  project  above  water 
line  after  driving. 

5.  The  dock  or  front  piles  shall  be 
forty-five  (45)  feet  long,  the  anchor  piles 
thirty  (30)  feet  long. 

6.  The  dock  piles  shall  be  driven,  spaced 
not  exceeding  four  (4)  feet,  center  to  cen- 
ter, well  aligned :  the  anchor  piles  shall  be 
driven  parallel  to  the  front  row,  and  not 
exceeding  six  (6)  feet  center  to  center,  and 
at  a  distance  from  the  front  row  to  allow, 
as  a  rule,  anchor  or  tie  rods  forty  (40) 
feet  long  to  be  used.  Where  the  shorter 
rods  must  be  used,  the  Contractor  will  bo 
notified  in  advance  to  provide  them. 

Caps. 

7.  The  front  or  dock  row  of  piles  will 
be  sawed  off  in  one  horizontal  level  plane 
(if  not  driven  to  uniform  height  at  which 
cap  is  to  be  put  on)  and  capped  with  one 
coui-se  of  white  or  burr  oak  at  least  twelve 
by  twelve  (12x12)  Inches,  the  sticks  In  the 
caps  to  be  not  less  than  fourteen  (14)  feet 
in  length  and  Joined  together  by  splice 
Joints  drift-bolted  through  the  splices  with 
two  twelve  (12)  inch  by  three-quarterK 
\  %  )  inch  drift  bolts  at  each  splice,  driven 
in  holes  bored  one-sixteenth  (1-16)  inch 
less  diameter  than  the  bolt.  The  caps  shall 
be  Iwlted  to  the  heads  of  the  piles  by  one 
headed  drifr-bolt.  twenty-four  (24)  Inches 
long  and  one  and  one-half  (IVu)  inches  in 
diameter,  at  each  pile-head  crossing.  Xailed 
or  spiked  to  the  cap  timber  in  rear  and  Im- 
mediately above  the  upper  stringer  shall 
be  placed  a  four  by  twelve  (4x12)  Inches 
Norway    or    long-leaved    yellow    pine    filler, 

•overlapping  the  splices  in  the  cap,  making 
the  cap  practically  twelve  by  sixteen 
(12x16)  inches.  There  will  be  four  (4) 
ten  by  three-eighths  (JOx%)  inches  boat 
spikes,  two  on  each  side  of  splices  in  cap 
timber,  driven  through  the  filler  and  Into 
the  cap  timber,  and  at  intervals  of  not  ex- 
ceeding four  (4)  foot,  and  at  each  end  of 
the  filler  planks  there  shall  be  driven  two 
of  such   spikes. 

Back    Logs. 
f<.     Hack  logs  shall  be  placed  behind  the 


anchor  piles,  with  top  surfaces  not  more 
than  two  (2)  feet  above  Chicago  city  datum, 
in  trenches  dug  by  the  Contractor  therefor. 

The  back  logs  shall  be  ten  by  twelve 
(10x12)  inches  Norway  pine  or  twelve  by 
twelve  (12x12)  inches  hemlock,  laid  fiat 
against  the  anchor  piles,  which  shall  be 
flatted  at  crossings  to  give  better  bearings. 
The  sticks  shall  not  be  less  than  sixteen 
(16)  feet  In  length  each.  Sound  oak  piles 
which  have  been  removed  from  old  docks 
may  also  be  used  for  this  purpose. 
Stringers  or  Trimmers. 

9.  Stringers  or  trimmers,  to  support  the 
dock  sheeting,  shall  be  three  (3)  in  number. 
One  stringer  four  by  twelve  (4x12)  inches. 
Norway  or  long-leaved  yellow,  pine,  shall 
be  placed  Just  below  the  cap  filler,  and 
spiked  to  the  piles  with  two  ten  (10)  hich 
steel  wire  nails  or  boat  spikes  at  each  pile, 
and  end  of  plank.  One  six  by  twelve 
(6x12)  Inch  pine  shall  be  placed  two  (2) 
feet  below  Chicago  city  datum,  and  one 
eight  by  twelve  (8x12)  inches  pine  shall 
be  placed  ten  (10)  feet  below  Chicago  city 
datum  as  mud  sill. 

Triple  Lap  Sheet  Sheeting. 

UK  Each  pile  consisting  of  three  (3) 
inch  plank  of  uniform  width  and  thickness 
and  thirty-two  (32)  feet  In  length,  spiked 
together  at  top  and  bottom  by  three  (3) 
ten  by  three-eighths  (10x%)  Inches  wrought 
spikes  driven  through  and  clinched,  and  at 
three  intermediate  points  by  two  such 
spikes  at  each,  place,  driven  alternately 
from  one  side  and  the  other  of  the  sheet 
piles,  and  so  put  together  as  to  form 
tongues  and  grooves  three  (3)  inches  in 
depth,  shall  be  driven  in  close  contact  with 
each  other  and  with  the  stringers  or  trim- 
mers. To  draw  the  Wakefield  sheathing 
into  line  against  the  fillers  and  stringers 
at  top,  the  ordinary  ship  carpenter's  clamp 
shall  be  used,  and  to  retain  them  In  place 
as  may  be  found  necessary,  screw  bolts  one 
and  one-eighth  (IVr)  Inches  diameter  with 
wrought  washers  four  (4)  inches  square, 
one-quarter  ( *4 )  Inch  thick  under  head  and 
nut.  shall  be  placed,  passing  through  sheet 
Ing,  stringer  and  pile,  screwed  tight  and 
screw  end  of  bolt  be  upset  or  riveted 
against  the  nut. 

The  outside  of  channel  plank  of  the 
sheeting  shall  be  of  white  oak  or  Oregon 
.fir ;  the  two  inner  planks  may  be  of  pine. 
either  white.  Norway  or  long-leaved  yellow 
pine  or  Oregon  fir. 

'^llie  plank  in  each  pile  shall  be  not  less 
than  ten  (10)  inches  In  width  each,  and 
must  be  so  dressed  as  to  be  of  sufficiently 
uniform    width    and    thickness    to    make    a 
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tight  and  close  sheeting,  but  no  plank 
dressed  to  lees  thickness  than  two  and 
seven-eighths  (2%)  Inches  will  be  accepted 
as  three-inch  plank.  Sheeting  cracked  or 
split  in  framing  or  in  driving  will  not  be 
accepted. 

MATKBIAL. 

Tie  Rods. 

11.  Tie  rods,  generally  forty  (40)  feet 
in  length,  of  wrought  Iron  one  and  three- 
eighths  (1%)  Inches  In  diameter  will  be 
placed  not  exceeding  four  (4)  feet  apart, 
passing  through  each  front  pile  and  through 
the  back  log.  The  rods  will  pass  through 
front  piles  at  or  below  Chicago  city  datum. 
The  rods  shall  have  button  heads  not  less 
than  twice  the  diameter  of  the  rods,  and 
shall  have  their  screw  ends  upset  to  one  and 
flve-eighths  (1%)  inches  diameter  and  fur- 
nished with  standard  nuts. 

•I'nder  both  heads  and  niitx  fthall  be 
placed  wrought  iron  or  steel  washers  six 
<6>  inches  square  and  three-fourths  (%) 
inch  thick.  Seats  shall  be  properly  pre- 
pared to  give  firm  bearings  to  the  washers 
against  plies  and  back  log. 

Wales. 

12.  A  white  or  burr  oak  wale  twelve  by 
twelve  (12x12)  inches  shall  be  placed 
along  the  front  of  the  dock  at  a  height  not 
exceeding  two  (2)  feet  above  Chicago  city 
datum.  It  shall  be  made  continuous  by 
splice  Joints  with  the  planes  of  the  splices 
vertical.  This  wale  will  be  secured  to  the 
piles  by  rough  pointed  one. and  one-eighth 
t1^*)  inch  round  drift- bolts  twenty-two 
<22»  Inches  long,  with  swaged  or  enlarged 
heads,  driven  in  holes  bored  one-sixteenth 
Il-IG)  Inch  less  In  diameter  than  the  bolts. 
one  (1)  bolt  at  each  and  every  pile  cross- 
ing. 

Two  (2)  three-quarter  (%)  inch  drift- 
lK>lt8  twelve  (12)  inches  long  will  be  driven 
through  each  splice  in  the  w^ale. 

Cleaning.    - 

13.  The  Contractor  will  clear  away  a!I 
material  necessary  to  enable  him  to  con- 
struct the  anchorages,  and  after  having 
constructed  the  dock  as  described  will  fill 
up  all  trenches  dug  for  anchorages,  and 
till  behind  tlie  dock  and  level  up  the  ground 
In  fair  shape,  and  remove  all  debris  and 
deposits  In  the  channel  resulting  from  the 
constructions  without  separate  estimate  or 
payments  for  such  cleaning  up  and  finish- 
ing. 

Changes. 

14.  In  case  local  conditions  demand  oc- 
casional modifications  in  length  of  the  rods, 
or  in  other  details  of  the  work  as  specified 


above,  such  modifications  will  be  directed 
by  the  Engineer  In  charge,  and  the  Con- 
tractor must  execute  the  modified  work  at 
the  same  price  per  unit  as  named  in  his 
contract  as  long  as  the  character  of  the 
work  and  materials  used  remain  substan- 
tially the  same. 

Should  it  become  necessary,  during  the 
continuance  of  the  contract,  in  order  to 
make  proper  connection  with  old  work  or  to 
reconstruct  pile  protections  at  bridges,  etc.. 
etc.,  such  work  will  be  done  by  Contractor 
at  the  unit  prices  for  similar  materials  In 
place  as  named  In  his  contract. 

Timber. 

15.  All  timber  and  plank  used  shall  be 
of  best  quality,  sound  and  merchantable, 
and  free  from  all  defects  that  would  make 
it  unfit  for  first-class  dock  work. 

Iron. 

16.  All  wrought  iron  shall  be  of  best 
double  refined  American  bar  iron,  tensile 
strength  not  less  than  forty-eight  thousand 
(4.S.00O)  lbs.  per  square  Inch,  capable  of 
bending  cold  to  a  right  angle  around  rod 
of  its  own  diameter  without  flaw. 

Drift  Bolts  and  Rods. 

17.  Drift  bolts  shall  be  rough  pointed 
and  with  heads  swaged  or  enlarged  at  least 
to  one-fourth  ( Vt )  inch  larger  than  rod 
from  which  they  are  cut.  If  tie-rods  be  of 
soft  steel,  the  material  shall  be  from  fifty- 
two  thousand  (52.000)  to  sixty  thousand 
H>o.(KK))  tensdle  strength,  and  capable  of 
I)ending  flat  upon  itself  cold.  Steel  rods 
shall  be  rolled  of  full  length  reciulred  and 
the  heads  and  screw  ends  made  by  upset- 
ting the  rod. 

Piles. 

18.  The  dock  piles  in  front  row  shall 
be  of  white  or  burr  oak,  as  hereinabove 
specified.  The  anchor  plies  may  be  ijf 
white  oak  or  any  approved  variety  of  hard 
wood,  but  all  dock  or  front  piles  shall  be 
cut  from  the  green  timber  felled  within 
one  year.  Sound  oak  piles  which  have  been 
removed  from  old  work  and  which  are  in 
good  condition  may  be  used  for  anchor 
plies. 

Workmanship. 
UK  All  the  work  shall  l>e  done  in  a  good 
and  workmanlike  manner.  All  tie  rods 
shall  be  screwed  up  to  close  bearings,  block.s 
l)elng  inserted  behind  back  log  if  necessary 
for  this  purpose.  Fair  bearings  shall  be 
provided  wherever  needed.  Sheet  piling  and 
splices  shall  be  true  and  well  made.  Work 
iniproi>erly  done  or  damaged  in  placing 
shall   be   pulled    out   and    replaced,    and   in- 
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competent  workipen  removed  from  the  work. 
If  demanded  by  the  Engineer  in  charge. 

CONCRETE    DOCKS. 

1.  Wherever  the  Sanitary  District  shall 
elect  and  determine  to  build  concrete  dock, 
the  same  shall  be  constructed  in  accordance 
with  the  following  specifications: 

Foundati4yn9. 

2.  Foundations  may  be  of  piles,  timber 
grillage,  or  where  the  subsoil  is  of  such  a 
character  as  to  afford  a  safe  foundation 
without  the  use  of  either  piles  or  grillage, 
the  concrete  may  rest  directly  upon  it.  as 
shall  be  decided  upon  by  the  Chief  Engi- 
neer. 

Dimensions. 

3.  The  characteristic  cross-section  of 
this  dock  shall  be  as  per  drawing  (Sheet 
2)  attached  hereto,  the  total  depth  to  be 
determined  by  the  E>nglneer  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  foundation  and  other  con- 
current conditions.  These  walls  shall  not 
be  continuous,  but  must  have  joints  at  In- 
tervals of  thirty  (30)  feet. 

QUALITY  OF  MATRRIAL. 

Piles. 

4.  All  foundation  piles  supporting  ma- 
sonry shall  be  Norway  pine,  black  or  mixed 
oak,  and  a' I  oTheis  miiht  be  of  white  or 
burr  ock.  They  must  be  sound  and  straight, 
not  less  than  fourteen  inches  (14")  at  the 
butt  nor  less  than  nine  inches  (9")  ai  the 
small  end,  and  of  uniform  taper.  Piles  for 
the  deck  are  to  be  of  such  length  that  they 
may  be  driven,  if  possible,  to  rest  upon  the 
rock. 

Timber. 

5.  Al!  timbers  used  in  docks,  anchors, 
sheeting,  wales,  fenders,  etc.,  must  be  white 
or  I'urr  oak.  soand,  straight  and  free  from 
any  defects  v/hich  might  impair  Its  strength 
or  durability,  and  be  of  such  variety  and 
dimensions  as  thereinafter  specified  or 
shown  on  drawings. 

Broker  Stone, 
a.  All  broken  siono  for  concrete  shall  be 
us  nearly  as  p(>c»Ili(.'  cubical  in  shape,  free 
fi*0D\  dirt  or  other  foreign  substances,  and 
muHt  nUio  tie  fiec  from  Hat  chips  or  dust. 
Stones  shaU  net  be  larger  than  one  and 
one-half  Inches  i'iVt")  in  any  direction, 
bud  in  quality  Eiil..fct  to  the  approval  of 
the  Engineer. 

Cement. 

7.  Tlic  best  Portland  cement  shall  be 
used  in  this  work,  brand  and  quality  to 
have  a  welt  sustained  i<J!»alnt.!on  for  excel- 
lence, and  to  be  subject  Xo  the  approval  of 
the  Ejigineer,  who  shall  cause  to  be  made 


such  te.Vs  as  are  (-iDsIdtred  the  best  and 
most  modern  i  ra<.-ti(*e  iu  cement  testing  and 
as  may  seem  to  hint  proper  for  determining 
the  quality  of  tlie  cement  The  weight  per 
cubic  foot  of  cement  shall  not  be  less  than 
ninety-five  {0^))  pcunds.  All  lumpy,  dirty 
or  damaged  cement  shall  be  rejected:  also 
damaged  or  short  weight  packages.  All 
rejected  cement  shall  be  immediately  re- 
moved from  the  site  of  the  work.  The 
(Contractor  shall  provide  storage  capacity 
format  least  ten  (10)  day  si*  supply  and  shall 
store  the  cement  so  as  to  give  ea^y  access 
for  the  procurement  of  samples  for  tests. 

Band. 
8.     The  sand  fiihall  be  coarse,  sharp  and 
clean,   free  from   ail   clay,   loam   or  gravel, 
and  of  a  quality  approved  by  the  Engineer. 

Concrete. 
0.  All  concrete  used  shall  consist  of  one 
(1)  part  Portland  cement,  two  and  one-half 
(2Vi)  parts  sand  and  five  (5)  parts 
screened  broken  stone,  bulk  measurement 
excepting  that  cement  shall  be  raken  by 
weight  at  one  hundred  (100)  pound:)  to  the 
cubic  foot.  Tlie  mass  shall  be  turned  over 
by  a  mechanical  mixer  often  enough  to  in- 
sure perfect  incorporation  of  the  materials 
with  each  other.  If  the  Engineer  will  per- 
mit, the  mixing  of  the  concrete  with 
screened  broken  stone  may  be  done  by  hand 
on  suitable  platforms.  The  cement  and 
sand  shall  first  be  thoroughly  mixed  dry. 
after  which  the  stone,  properly  moistened, 
shall  be  added^  with  sufficient  clean  water 
to  make  the  whole  mass,  when  thoroughly 
mixed,  a  tenacious  and  quaking  mixture 
without  surplus  water.  The  concrete  shall 
be  immediately  deposited  in  the  work  in 
layers  not  over  twelve  (12)  Inches  thick 
(unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Engineer i, 
each  layer  to  be  thoroughly  and  compactly 
tamped  until  the  whole  mass  is  perfectly 
solid  and  free  mortar  appeai-s  on  the  sur- 
face. No  re-tempering  shall  be  allowed. 
All  loose  stone  and  foreign  material  lying 
on  the  old  concrete  must  be  removed  before 
laying  any  new  concrete  thereon,  and  when- 
ever directed  by  the  Engineer  a  layer  of 
mortar  shall  be  spread  to  receive  the  layer 
of  concrete.  All  dead  concrete  must  he 
removed  from  the  work.  All  anchor  bolts 
must  be  solidly  set  in  mortar  of  the  quality 
specified.  The  placing  of  anchors  and  ocher 
metal  work  which  must  be  bedded  in  the 
concrete  is  to  be  covered  in  the  price  bid 
for  concrete  masonry. 

Mort€Lr. 
10.     All  mortar  used  shall  be  of  the  ce- 
ment and  sand  hereinbefore  specified.    These 
ingredients  shall  be  thoroughly  mixed   dry 
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In  proportion  of  one  part  cement  and  two 
parts  sand,  when  snfBcient  clean  water 
shall  be  added  to  make  a  paste  of  the 
proper  consistency,  and  must  be  used  at 
once.  No  mortar  shall  be  used  that  has 
set  or  bec<Mne  stiff,  nor  shall  any  re- tem- 
pering be  permitted. 

FinUh. 

11.  The  river  face  and  the  top  of  the 
concrete  shall  be  smoothly  finished  oflT  w.th- 
out  voids,  visible  stone  or  pebbles. 

The  top  of  the  wall  and  the  river  face 
from  the  top  (+5.00  Chicago  city  datum) 
down  to  an  elevation  of  minus  five  feet 
^ — 5.00)  Chicago  city  datum  shall  be  faced 
with  three  inches  of  Portland  cement  mor- 
tar mixed  in  proportion  of  one  (1)  of  ce- 
ment to  two  and  one-half  (2M{)  of  sand. 

The  price  bid  per  cubic  yard  for  concrete 
muse  apply  to  all  of  the  conditions  under 
which  the  work  must  be  done,  and  shall 
include  the  cost  of  mortar  facing  all  forms, 
and  timber  used  for  bracing  to  hold  the 
forms  for  concrete  In  true  alignment. 

Wales, 

12.  There  shall  be  two  wales  twelve  by 
twelve  inches  (12x12")  of  white  or  burr 
oak  securely  bolted  to  the  river  face  of  the 
duck ;  the  top  wale  to  be  Just  below  the 
low  water  flow  line  and  the  second  walo 
to  be  placed  parallel  to  the  top  wale  and 
three  feet  lower  down,  as  directed  by  the 
Kngineer.  Wales  to  be  secured  in  place  by 
one-inch  (1")  bolts  not  less  than  four  (4) 
feet  long,  bedded  Into  the  masonry  at  in- 
tervals   of    not   exceeding    four    (4)    feet. 

^ Where  wales  abut  or  Join,  a  bolt  must  be 
used  in  the  end  of  each  abutting  timber. 
Cup  washers  are  to  be  used,  and  neither 
nuts  nor  bolt  ends  shall  project  beyond  the 
face  of  the  wales. 

Excavations  and  Coffer-Dams. 

13.  Where  conditions  admit  of  it  and  it 
shall  be  deemed  advisable  by  tlie  Engineer, 
the  excavation  for  the  dock  may  be  made  by 
dredging :  piles  may  then  be  driven  and 
HaweQ  off  at  the  height  fixed  for  the  base 
of  the  dock,  after  which  sheet  pile  coffer- 
dams may  l)e  driven  and  the  concrete  con- 
struction be  carried  on  within  them.  To 
meet  this  condition  bidders  must  naro^  a 
price  per  lineal  foot  of  the  length  of  the 
coffer-dam  (not  the  aggregate  length  of  the 
sides) ,  including  all  bracing  necessary  for 
its  safe  and  stable  construction,  and  must 
assume  all  responsibility  for  its  strength, 
tightness  and  sufficiency.  The  limit  of 
depth  of  foundations  for  this  sort  of  con- 
st aiction  to  be  twenty  feet  below  datum. 

Where   suitable    foundations    can    be    se- 


cured without  driving  piles,  and  conditions 
admit  of  dry  excavation,  the  Contractor 
shall  name  a^  price  per  cubic  yard  for  such 
excavation,  which  price  shall  cover  the  cost 
of  sustaining  the  sides  of  the  excavation 
during  the  time  that  the  concrete  wall  is 
in  process  of  erection.         ' 

Where  conditions  do  not  admit  of  dredg- 
ing the  material  to  be  removed,  and  where 
the  excavation  to  be  done  must  be  within 
coffer-dam  protection,  the  Contractor  must 
name  a  price  per  cubic  yard  for  the  excava- 
tion, and  must  name  a  price  per  lineal  foot 
of  coffer-dam  (not  the  aggregate  length  of 
the  sides),  including  all  necessary  bracing, 
for  its  safe  and  stable  construction,  and 
must  assume  all  responsibility  for  its 
strength,  water-tightness,  and  sufficiency. 
The  limit  of  depth  for  foundations  prepared 
under  these  conditions  will  l>e  thirty-two 
(32)  feet  below  datum.  When  the  condi- 
tions admit  of  any  excavation  between  sus- 
taining sheeting  and  piles,  and  a  pile  foun- 
dation is  deemed  necessary  by  the  Engineer, 
the  Contractor  must  name  a  unit  price  upon 
the  following  (a,  b,  c,  d,  e,  f)  : 

(a)  Excavation  per  cubic  yard  measured 
in  place. 

(b)  Concrete  per  cubic  yard  as  speclfled. 
including  all  forms  and  braces  as  specified. 

(c)  Triple  lap  sheeting,  price  per  M  ft. 
B.  M.  driven  and  secured  in  the  work. 

(d)  Price  per  lineal  ft.  of  all  foundation 
and  trench  piles  delivered. 

(e)  Price  per 'lineal  ft.  of  piles  (founda- 
tion and  trench)  driven  and  in  case  of 
foundation  piles  cut  off  ready  to  receive 
concrete  dock. 

(f)  Price  per  M  ft.  B.  M.  for  all  neces- 
sary trench  bracing  and  sheeting  (not  triple 
lap).  These  prices  to  cover  the  cost  of  the 
removal  of  all  material  which,  in  the  Judg- 
ment of  the  Engineer,  should  be  removed. 

The  price  named  for  coffer-dams  must 
cover  their  removal  as  well  as  their  erec- 
tion. .  ^ 

The  price  named  for  excavation  must 
cover  filling  and  leveling  off  back  of  the 
dock  and  the  entire  disposition  of  the  ma- 
terial excavated.  Such  part  of  this  ma- 
terial as  cannot  be  used  for  filling  back  of 
the  dock  shall  be  removed  entirely  from  th» 
site  of  the  work  and  disposed  of  at  the  cost 
of  the  Conti'actor.  No  excavated  material 
shall  be  deposited  In  the  Chicago  River  or 
In  any  navigable  watery  of  the  United 
States. 

The  work  will  not  be  accepted  as  com- 
plete until  all  the  back  filling  Is  placed  and 
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leveled  off  and  the  coffer-dams  and  all  rub- 
bish and  debris  removed. 

Pumping. 
14.  In  every  ease  the  prices  named  for 
coffer-dam  and  excavation  for  foundation 
must  cover  and  include  the  cost  of  pump- 
ing: water  from  the  coffer-dams  aud  pits  and 
keeping  them  dry  during  the  progress  of  the 
work. 

Extra   Work. 

1.  All  claims  for  extra  work  done  by  the 
Contractor,  or  for  damages  from  any  caus^ 
whatever,  must  be  reported  to  the  Chief 
Engineer  at  the  tim«  such  work  is  done  or 
such  damages  occur,  and  thej*  musr  also 
be  presented  to  him  in  writing  at  the  end 
of  the  month  ;  provided,  that  nothing  shall 
be  paid  for  as  extra  work  that  can  be  classi- 
fied under  any  of  the  heads  upon  which 
prices  are  flxed  by  this  contract. 

Whenever  work  is  required  to  be  done 
which  is  not  now  contemplated  or  covered 
by  the  prices  hereinafter  given,  the  Chief 
r^ngineer  shall  fix  such  prices  for  the  work 
as  he  shall  consider  Just  and  equitable,  and 
the  Contractor  shall  abide  by  such  prices ; 
provided,  he  enters  upon  such  work  with 
full  knowledge  of  the  prices  so  fixed  by  th.* 
Chief  Engineer,  but  if  the  Contractor  de- 
clines executing  said  work  at  the  price  fixed 
by  the  Chief  Engineer,  then  the  Sanitary 
District  may  enter  into  contract  with  any 
person  or  persons  for  its  execution  the 
same  as  if  this  contract  had  never  existed : 
and  if  extra  work,  or  work  not  provided 
for  in  this  contract,  is  performed  by  th? 
Contractor  before  prices  have  been  fixed 
for  such  work,  then  the  Chief  I'^nglneer 
shall  estimate  the  same  at  such  prices  as 
he  shall  deem  just  and  reasonable,  and  his 
decision  shall  be  final,  and  the  said  Con- 
tractor shall  accept  such  prices  in  full  sat- 
isfaction of  all  demands  against  the  Sani- 
tary District  for  said  extra  work ;  provided, 
that  if  the  extra  work  done  under  this 
contract  is  of  such  a  ^nature,  being  distinct 
from  other  work  being  done  by  said  Con- 
tractor, that  the  actual  cost  of  the  same 
can  be  determined,  then  the  said  Contractor 
shall  receive,  and  the  Sanitary  District 
shall  pay,  in  full  satisfaction  of  the  same, 
the  actual  cost  of  the  work,  with  fifteen 
(15)  per  cent  added;  provided  further,  that 
nothing  shall  be  deemed  extra  work  which 
can  be  measured  or  estimated  under  the 
provisions  of  this  contract.  It  Is  further 
agreed  that  in  all  cases  of  question  or  dis- 
pute arising  or  growing  out  of  this  con- 
tract In  any  way  regarding  the  cost  o." 
value  of  extras,  variations,  allowances,  de,- 


ductlons  or  the  amount  of  damages  in  any 
manner  growing  out  of  the  violations  of 
this  contract,  the  decision  of  the  Engineer 
shall  be  final  and  binding  on  both  parties 
hereto. 

Responsibility   of   Contractor. 

2.  All  work  provided  for  in  this  con- 
tract Is  to  be  done  under  the  direction  and 
supervision  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  his 
properly  authorized  agents.  The  Contractor 
Is  to  be  guided  by  the  lines,  stakes,  marks 
and  grades  given  by  them,  and  is  to  care- 
fully preserve  the  same  as  far  as  possible 
during  the  progress  of  the  work,  and  is  to 
furnish  all  needed  facilities,  without  charge 
therefor,  to  enable  the  Chief  Engineer  to 
properly  give  lines  and  grades  to  measure 
the  work  from  time  to  time. 

The  Contractor  shall  conform  to  all  of 
the  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Chicago  and 
the  regulations  imposed  by  the  United 
States  Government  in  any  manner  affecting 
this  work,  and  the  execution  of  this  con- 
tract by  him  will  release  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict of  Chicago  from  all  responsibility  to 
him  for  loss  or  damage  occasioned  by  de- 
lays or  inconveniences  occasioned  by  bridges, 
vessels  or  other  causes  not  foreseen. 

TTie  Contractor  will  be  responsible  for  the 
entire  work  until  completed  and  accepted  by 
the  Sanitary  District.  The  Contractor  will 
be  required  to  give  his  personal  attention 
to  the  fulfillment  of  this  contract  and  to 
the  execution  of  the  work.  He  is  to  keep 
the  same  under  his  control,  and  will  not  be 
allowed  to  sub-let  all  or  any  part  of  It : 
it  being  distinctly  understood  and  agreeif 
that  the  sub-letting  of  the  work  covered  by 
this  contract,  or  any  part  thereof,  sha»l, 
after  ten  (10)  days'  notice,  work  a  forfeit- 
ure of  the  contract,  at  the  option  of  the 
Sanitary  District. 

The  Contractor  will  not  be  allowed  to 
assign  by  power  of  attorney,  or  otherwise, 
any  portion,  of  the  moneys  that  may  become 
due  through  the  workings  of  this  contract. 
In  case  the  Contractor  fails  to  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  this  contract,  as  to  prog- 
ress and  character  of  work,  he  shall  be 
duly  notified  In  writing,  and  ten  (10)  days 
after  the  giving  of  said  notice  the  party 
of  the  first  part  may  declare'  this  contract 
forfeited  if  there  is  substantial  failure  to 
comply  with  the  provisions. 

ChangcH    in   Plans. 

3.  In  addition  to  the  reservations  here- 
inbefore made,  the  Sanltai-^^  District  re- 
serves the  right  to  make  alterations  In  the 
line,  grade  and  minor  details  of  plan,  form, 
dimensions  or  material  of  the  work  herein 
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proTided  for,  either  before  or  after  the  be- 
^Dntng  of  coiistnictioQ ;  provided  that,  if 
alterations  are  made,  the  general  character 
of  the  woric  as  a  whole  is  not  thei*eby 
,  changed.  If  such  alterations  diminish  thp 
quantity  of  the  work  to  be  done,  they  shall 
not  constitute  a  claim  for  damage  or  for 
anticipated  profits  on  the  work  that  may 
be  dispensed  with ;  if  they  increase  the 
amount  of  work,  such  Increase  shall  be  paid 
for  according  to  the  quantity  of  the  work 
actually  done,  and  at  prices  and  rates  estab 
llshed  for  such  work  under  this  contract. 
Notice  of  any  change  of  plan  must  be  given 
the  Contractor  in  writing.  And  it  is  ex- 
pressly agreed  that  no  alterations  or  addi- 
tions of  extra  work  are  to  l>e  paid  for  un- 
less directed  In  writing. 

Tooltf. 

4.  The  Contractor  is  to  furnish  all  the 
tools  and  appliances  of  every  kind  and 
description  necessary  to  the  full  and  com- 
plete carrying  out  of  this  contract. 

Order  of  Work. 

5.  The  Contractor  shall  adopt  such  pro- 
cedure In  the  excavation  and  construction 
of  the  work  as  shall  be  directed  by  the 
Chief  Engineer  to  enable  a  proper  measure- 
ment thereof.  The  Contractor  shall  als) 
proceed  with  the  work  In  time,  place  acd 
manner  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  Engi- 
neer. 

Precautions. 

6.  In  those  parts  of  the  river  whei'e,  In 
the  opinion  of  the  Engineer,  the  dredging 
operations  may  endanger  the  stability  of 
docks,  buildings  and  other  structures  tuc 
i'ontractor  shall  take  whatever  precautions 
may  be  necessary  to  render  such  portion 
of  the  work  more  secure  in  any  respect,  or 
to  decrease  the  liability  of  accident  from 
any  cause,  or  to  avoid  contingencies  which 
are  liable  to  delay  the  completion  of  the 
work :  provided,  that  wherever  the  Engineer 
shall  decide  that  special  works  must  b^ 
constructed  to  insure  the  safety  of  the  work 
or  the  stability  of  docks,  buildings  or  oth-^r 
structures,  such  special  construction  may. 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Engineer,  be  ordered 
under  the  extra  work  clause  hereof.  In  all 
cases  the  Contractor  shall  take  measures  to 
protect  vessels  navigating  the  i-iver  from 
any  and  all  obstructions  to  navigation  aris- 
ing or  growing  out  of  the  work  /.■overe<l  by 
this  contract,  and  shall  display  such  lights 
or  other  danger  signals  as  may  be  reason- 
ably necessary  for  guiding  or  warning  ves- 
sels. 

Workmen. 

7.  The  Contractor  shall  employ  compe- 
tent foremen   and   laborers,  and   shall    d  s- 


charge,  at  the  request  of  the  Chief  Engi- 
neer, any  Incompetent  or  unfaithful  men  in 
his  employ.  None  but  men  expert  in  their 
respective  branches  of  work  shall  be  em- 
ployed where  special  skill  is  required. 
Patents. 

8.  It  Is  further  agreed  that  second  party 
shall  Indemnify,  keep  and  save  harmless 
said  first  party  from  all  liabilities,  judg- 
ments, costs,  damages  and  expenses  which 
may  In  anywise  come  against  said  first 
party,  or  which  may  result  on  account  of 
any  Infringement  of  any  patent  by  means  of 
the  use  of  any  materials,  machinery,  device 
or  apparatus  used  in  the  performance  of 
this  contract,  or  of  designs  furnished  by 
second  party  and  accepted  by  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict ;  and  In  event  of  any  claim  or  suit 
or  action  at  law  or  equity  of  any  kind  what- 
soever being  made  or  brought  against  said 
first  party,  then  first  party  shall  have  the 
right  to  retain  a  sufllcient  amount  of 
money,  in  the  same  manner  and  upon  the 
same  conditions  as  hereinafter  In  the  next 
following  clause  of  this  contract  provided. 
Damages. 

b.  If  any  damage  shall  be  done  by  the 
Contractor,  or  by  any  perB<m  or  persons  In 
his  employ,  to  the  owner  or  occupants  of 
lands,  or  to  any  property  adjoining  or  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  work  herein  contracted 
to  be  done,  or  to  a  neighboring  contractor, 
the  Chief  Engineer  shall  have  the  right  to 
estimate  the  amount  of  said  damages,  and 
to  cause  the  Sanitary  District  to  pay  the 
same  to  the  said  owners  or  occupant,  and 
the  amount  so  paid  for  such  damages  shall 
be  deducted  from  the  money  due  said  Con- 
tractor under  this  contract. 

Said  Contractor  covenants  and  agrees  to 
pay  all  damages,  for  any  personal  injury 
sustained  by  any  person  growing  out  of  any 
act  or  doing  of  himself  or  his  employes 
that  is  in  the  nature  of  a  legal  liability,  and 
he  hereby  agrees  to  indemnify  and  to  save 
the  Sanitary  District  harmless  against  all 
suits  or  actions  of  every  name  and  descrip- 
tion brought  against  the  said  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict for  or  on  account  of  any  such  in- 
juries, or  such  damages  received  or  sus- 
tained by  any  peraon  or  persons,  by  or  from 
said  Contractor,  his  servants,  agents  or 
employes,  in  the  execution  of  said  work ; 
or  by  or  in  consequence  of  any  negligence 
in  guarding  the  same;  or  by  or  on  account 
of  any  act  or  omission  of  said  Contractor, 
his  agent  or  employes ;  and  the  said  Con- 
tractor further  agrees  that  so  much  of  the 
money  due  him,  under  and  by  virtue  of 
this  contract,  as  shall  be  considered  neces- 
sai*y  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Sani- 
tary District,  may  be  retained  by  the  said 
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Sanitary  District  until  such  suit  or  claim 
for  damages,  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  been 
settled,  and  evidence  to  that  effect  fur- 
nished to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said  Board 
of  Trustees. 

Sanitary  District  Law. 

10.  The  said  Contractor  hereby  agrees 
to  carry  on  all  the  work  provided  for  l- 
this  contract,  in  strict  conformity  to  thp 
requirements  of  the  law  under  which  tho 
Sanitary  District  of  Chicago  is  organized, 
entitled  "An  Act  to  create  Sanitary  D  s 
tricts  and  to  remove  ol)etruction8  from  the 
Desplaines  and  Illinois  Rivers,"  approved 
May  29,  1889,  in  force  July  1,  1889,  which 
provides  in  Section  11,  among  other  things, 
that  "No  person  shall  be  employed  on  sal  1 
work  unless  he  be  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  or  has  in  good  faith  declared  his 
intentions  to  become  such  a  citizen.  In  nl! 
cases  where  an  alien  after  filing  his  declara- 
tion of  intention  to  become  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States  shall,  for  the  space  of  three 
(3)  months  after  he  could  lawfully  do  so, 
fail  to  take  out  his  final  papers  and  com- 
plete his  citizenship,  such  failure  shall-  l>e 
prima  facie  evidence  that  his  declaration 
of  Intention  was  not  made  in  good  faith. 
And  that  eight  (8)  hours  shall  constitute  a 
day's  work." 

Period  Covered  hy  Contract. 

11.  This  contract  shall  cover  all  of  the 
work  of  the  several  classes  or  kinds  therein 
specified  for-  which  the  Sanitary  District 
shall  make  provision  between  the  dat»» 
thereof  and  December  31,  1904,  lying  in  or 
contiguous  to  the  South  Branch  of  the  Chi- 
cago River  south  of  Lake  street,  and  al 
said  date  of  December  31,  1004,  this  con- 
tract shall  expire  by  limitation,  save  a.s 
hereinafter  provided,  namely :  If  the  Sani- 
tary District  shall  have  made  provision 
within  the  period  named  for  any  specific 
piece  of  work  coming  within  the  provisions 
hereof,  and  the  Contractor  shall  have  en- 
tered upon  the  execution  of  such  specific 
work  upon  the  order  of  the  said  District, 
then  the  said  Contractor  shall  be  allowed  a 
reasonable  time  In  which  to  finish  the  said 
specific  piece  of  work  after  the  date  herein 
fixed  for  the  termination  of  this  contract, 
and  until  the  expiration  of  the  said  rea- 
sonable time,  which  shall  be  determined  by 
the  Chief  Engineer  under  the  powers  con- 
ferred on  him  by  the  contract,  all  the  terms, 
conditions  and  stipulations  of  this  contract 
shall  be  and  continue  in  force  so  far  as 
they  affect  that  specific  piece  of  work. 

Time. 

12.  The  Contractor  agrees  to  begin  any 


work  ordered  by  the  Engineer  within  fifteen 
(15)  days  of  the  date  of  such  order,  weath- 
er permitting. 

PHces. 
13.  In  consideration  of  the  said  work 
being  carried  on  and  completed  in  time  and 
manner  as  herein  specified,  the  said  party 
of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pay  the  said 
party  of  the  second  part  the  following 
amounts  for  each  kind  of  work  respectively, 
and  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  agrees 
to  receive  and  accept  the  same  as  full 
compensation  for  the  performance  of  the 
work,  including  the  furnishing  of  the  ma- 
terial, tools,  labor,  etc.,  to  wit: 

The  price  bid  for  docking  shall  be  for 
each  lineal  foot  of  dock  completed  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  foregoing  ^>eciflcatlons.

The  prices  named  shall  include  cost  of  all 
work  and  materials  of  whatever  kind  that 
shall  be  needed  to  complete  the  work  in  all 
details  ready  for  the  purpose  for  which  It 
Is  intended.  The  prices  proposed  must  in- 
clude all  royalties  for  patents  or  patented 
materials  and  appliances  used  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  work  descril>ed  in  the  speci- 
fications and  agreements,  and  before  final 
payment  Is  made  the  Contractor  shall  fur- 
nish a  satisfactory  guarantee  against  all 
said  claims. 

For  all  the  excavation  and  other  work 
done  monthly  estimates  will  be  made  and 
returned  by  the  Chief  I'lngineer,  and  pay- 
ment made  on  or  before  the  tenth  (lOth) 
day  of  each  month  for  the  work  done  dur- 
ing the  preceding  month  to  the  amount  of 
eighty-seven  and  one-half  (87Vi)  per  cent 
of  the  value  thereof. 

Failure  to  Compute. 

14.  It  is  further  agreed  by  the  said 
party  of  the  second  part,  that  if  the  work 
to  be  done  under  this  contract  shall  be 
abandoned,  or  if  it  shall  be  assigned  by 
him,  or  if  he  loses  control  of  the  work 
from  any  cause  excepting  the  acts  of  God 
and  the  public  enemy,  or  If  the  rate  of 
progress  is  not  such  as  to  insure  its  com- 
pletion within  the  time  specified,  or  If  at 
any  time  the  Chief  BIngineer  shall  be  of  the 
opinion  and  shall  so  certify  in  writing  to 
the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  that  the 
said  work,  or  any  part  thereof,  is  un- 
necessarily or  unreasonably  delayed,  or  that 
the  Contractor  Is  wilfully  and  persistently 
violating  any  of  the  conditions  or  cove- 
nants of  the  contract,  or  is  not  executing 
said  contract  in  good  faith,  the  said  party 
of  the  flret  part  shall  have  the  power  to 
notify  said  Contractor  to  discontinue  all 
work,  or  any  part  thereof,  as  may  be  desig- 
nated by  said  party  of  the  first  part,  and 
the  said  parry  of  the  fli-st  part  shall  there- 
upon have  the  power  either  to  complete  said 
work  by  contract  or  to  employ  such  men 
and  teams,  and  to  obtain  such  machinery, 
implements  and  tools,  and  to  purchase  such 
material  as  the  said  Chief  Engineer  may 
deem  necessary  to  complete  the  work  here-

In  described,  or  any  part  Uiereof.  And  In 
so  doing,  the  said  Chief  Engineer  may  use 
such  tools,  implements  and  materials  as 
may  be  found  upon  the  line  of  worlc.  Tlie 
cost  of  doing  such  worlc  shall  be  charged  to 
the  said  Contractor,  and  any  moneys  that 
may  then  be  due,  or  may  at  any  time  there- 
after become  due  to  said  Contractor,  under

15.  Said  Contractor  shall  pay  the  labor- 
ers employed  by  him  promptly  at  regular 
intervals,  and  at  least  twice  each  month, 
and  shall  not  pay  said  laborers  in  scrip, 
checks  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness, 
nor  in  any  manner  other  than  with  lawful 
currency  of  the  United  States,  and  If  at  any 
time  during  the  progress  of  said  work  the 
said  Contractor  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  pay 
for  labor  performed,  and  in  manner  afore- 
said, -or  for  materials,  tools,  explosives,  ma- 
chinery, appliances,  fuel,  provisions  or  sup- 
plies of  any  sort  or  kind  used  or  consumed 
in,  upon  or  on  account  of  the  work  covered 
by  this  contract,  the  party  of  the  first  part 
shall  have  power  to  pay  for  such  labor  or 
materials,  explosives,  machinery,  appliances, 
fuel,  provisions  or  supplies  of  whatever  sort 
or  kind,  out  of  any  moneys  that  may  l>e 
due  to  said  Contractor,  and  said. amount  so 
paid  shall  be  retained  out  of  any  money  due 
or  to  become  due  to  said  Contractor.  In 
any  such  case  the  party  of  the  first  part  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  by  the 
said  party  of  the  second  part  to  ascertain 
by  its  Engineer  the  amounts  due  or  owing 
from  said  Contractor  to  any  laborer  or  la- 
borers, or  to  any  person  or  persons,  for 
materials,  tools,  explosives,  machinery,  ap- 
paratus, fuel,  provisions  or  supplies  of  any 
sort  or  kind,  or  consumed  upon,  in  or  un 
account  of  the  work  covered  by  this  con- 
tract, in  such  manner  and  upon  such  proof 
as  he,  said  Engineer,  may  deem  sufficient, 
and  without  giving  any  notice  of  such  pro- 
ceedings to  said  Contractor,  and  the  amount 
or  amounts  so  found  by  the  said  party  of 
the  first  part  to  be  due  and  owing  to  said 
laborer  or  laborers,  or  to  said  pei-sons  fur- 
nishing, as  aforesaid,  shall  be  final  and 
conclusive  evidence  as  against  said  Con- 
tractor, and  may  thereafter  be  paid  over 
by  the  said  first  party  to  such  laborer  rr 
laborers  or  to  such  persons  furnishing,  as 
aforesaid. 


Final  Payment. 

16.  The  said  party  of  the  second  part 
further  agrees  that  he  shall  not  be  entitle<1 
to  demand  or  receive  final  payment  for  any 
portion  of  the  aforesaid  work  or  materials 
except  In  the  manner  set  forth  in  this  agree- 
ment, nor  until  each  and  all  of  the  stipu- 
lations hereinbefore  mentioned  are  complied 
with,  and  the  said  Chief  Knglneer  shall 
have  given  his  certificate  to  that  effect : 
whereupon  the  said  party  of  the  fii-st  part 
will,  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  (30)  days 
after  such  completion  and  satisfactory  test 
and  successful  operation,  and  dellverj'  of 
such  certificate,  pay,  and  it  hereby  binds 
itself  to  pay,  the  said  party  of  the  second 
part,  in  cash,  the  whole  amount  of  money 
accruing  to  said  second  party  under  this 
contract,  excepting  such  sum  or  sumis  of 
money  as  may  be  lawfully  retained  under 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  contract  here- 
inbefore set  forth.

Health   Regulations. 

17.  Said  party  of  the  second  part  agrees 
to  make  provisions  for  an  ample  supply  of 
suitable  drinking  water  for  employes,  and 
to  take  such  means  as  shall  effectually 
prevent  the  creation  of  a  nuisance  on  any 
part  of  the  right  of  way  of  said  Sanitary 
District  or  adjacent  thereto. 

Contractor's    Bond. 

18.  The  Contractor  shall  furnish  a  bond 
In  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  ($30.<hX>) 
dollars,  with  good  and  sufficient  sureties, 
the  same  to  be  satisfactorj'  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Sanitary  District,  condi- 
tioned for  the  faithful  performance  of  all 

,  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  contract, 
and  should  the  sureties  on  said  bond  at  any 
time  fail  financially,  or  be,  in  the  opinion 
of  said  Board  of  Trustees,  insufficient  se- 
curity for  the  penalty  of  said  bond,  then, 
in  that  case,  they  may  on  giving  ten  (lex 
days'  notice  thereof  in  writing,  require  said 
Contractor  to  furnish  a  new  or  additional 
bond  in  the  place  of  the  bond  so  having 
become  insufficient  or  worthless.

— That  in  the  preparation  of 
all  future  specifications  for  contracts  f<  r 
the  construction  of  the  ]Maln  Channel  and 
auxiliary  works,  the  Knglneering  Depart- 
ment shall  provide  that  such  contracts  shall 
be  executed  in  conformance  with  the  law 
constituting  eight  (8)  hours  a  legal  day's 
work  in  all  contracts  under  the  Sanitary 
District  of  Clilcago.  and  that  In  the  em- 
ployment of  labor,  contractors  shall  be  re- 


quired knd  specifically  agree  to  give  prefer- 
ence to  union  labor. 

"Section  2. — TTiat  all  .contracts  hereafter 
executed  for  the  works  of  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict of  Chicago  shall  contain  provisions 
constituting  eight  (8)  hours  a  legal  day's 
work,  and  forbidding  the  employment  of  any 
employe  or  employes  for  a  longer  period  than 
eight  (8)  hours  in  any  twenty-four  (24) 
hours,  and  that  said  contract  shall  vpst 
specific  authority  in  the  I*olice  Department 
of  the  Sanitary  District  of  CTiicago  to  ex- 
ercise supervision  for  the  enforcement  of 
this  provision,  and  shall  provide  that  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Sanitary  District 
of  Chicago  shall  be  empowered,  In  all  cases 
of  violation  of  said  eight  (8)  hour  law,  to 
deduct  and  retain  from  any  money  accruing: 
to  said  contractors  a  sum  as  liquidated 
damages  at  the  rate  of  five  dollars  ($5.00) 
per  hour  for  each  employe  who  sha^l  be  re- 
quired to  work  in  excess  of  eight  (8)  hours 
per  day  by  any  contractor  on  said  canal.** 

SPBCIFICATIONS. 

Oeneral  Description. 
D— 

1.  The  work  to  be  done  consists  of  the 
excavation  of  a  channel  as  shown  upon  the 
general  map  (see  sheet  No.  1)  be/ween  the 
south  line  of  Belmont  avenue  and  the  south 
line  of  Lawrence  avenue ;  the  filling  of  the 
bed  of  the  present  river  and  the  low  ground 
adjacent  thereto,  to  the  general  elevation  of 
adjacent  land,  as  shown  on  above  map ;  the 
disposal  of  the  excess  of  excavation  which 
is  not  required  for  filling ;  the  excavating 
and  disposal  upon  certain  areas  of  the  black 
soil  between  Berteau  and  Lawrence  ave- 
nues ;  the  building  of  certain  bridges  and 
the  necessary  approaches  thereto :  and  the 
extension  of  existing  sewers. 

Duision  of  Work. 

2.  The  work  is  divided  into  two  sections, 
known  respectively  as  Section  1  and  Sec- 
tion 2. 

Section  1  extends  from  the  south  line  of 
Belmont  avenue  to  the  north  line  of  Mon- 
trose boulevard,  a  distance  of  8,400  feet, 
more  or  less,  and  includes  the  removal  of 
existing  bridges  and  the  building  of  certain 
bridges  as  hereinafter  specified.  The  amount 
of  material  to  be  excavated  is  ao proximately 
4ol,(H)0  cubic  yards. 

3.  Section  ft  extends  from  the  north  end 
of  Section  1  to  the  south  line  of  Lawrence 
avenue,  a  distance  of  3,100  feet.  m«re  o' 
less.  The  amount  of  excavation  is  approxf- 
mately  252,000  cubic  yards. 

Character  of  Material. 

4.  A  longitudinal  section  of  the  ground, 
made   approximately  on   the  center  line  of 
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the  Nefi^  Channel,  Is  shown  on  sheet  2. 
This  section,  though  believed  to  be  reason- 
ably correct,  does  not  purport  to  be  abso- 
lutely so.  and  Is  onfy  presented  as  an  ap- 
proximation, as  is  also  the  schedule  of 
quantities  attached  hereto.  The  contractor 
is  to  take  all  risk  as  to  the  variation  of  the 
total  quantity  of  material  excavated.  As 
to  knowledgre  of  the  character  of  material 
to  be  encountered,  bidders  must  satisfy 
themselves  by  investigations  inade  on  their 
own  account.  The  material  to  be  excavated 
can  be  determined  by  examining  the  present 
river  bank  and  material  that  has  been  ex- 
cavated from*clay  holes  in  brickyards  which 
are  situated  adjacent  to  this  work,  and  the 
contractor  must  assume  all  responsibility  in 
regard  to  character  of  the  material  to  be 
excavated. 

Grade  and  Dimensions, , 

5.  As  shown  upon  sheet  2,  the  contractor 
shall  excavate  a  channel  ninety  (00)  feet 
wide  and  shall  make  the  sides  as  nearly  ver- 
tical as  is  practicable  without  the  use  of 
sustaining  sheeting  or  other  supports  to  the 
sides  of  the  cut,  thus  allowing  the  sides  of 
the  channel  to  rake  a  natural  slope  after  the 
excavation  is  made.  The  channel  must  be 
ezcavated  to  grade,  but  no  material  ex- 
cavated from  below  the  grade  plane  will 
be  paid  for;  nor  in  figuring  the  cubiture  of 
the  excavation  will  there  be  allowed  a 
larger  volume  of  excavation  than  that  in- 
cluded betweea  the  natural  surface  of  the 
ground  and  a  plane  twelve  (12)  feet  below 
Chicago  City  Datum  for  a  width  of  ninety 
(00)  feet.  With  the  above  limitation  the 
material  excavated  will  be  paid  for. 

Whenever  and  wherever  In  the  Judgment 
of  the  Chief  Engineer  it  shall  be  necessary 
or  proper  to  enlarge  the  crossrsectiun  of  the 
New  Channel,  or  to  excavate  a  basin  or 
basins  adjacent  thereto,  then,  upon  written 
orders  from  the  Chief  Engineer,  the  con- 
tractor shall  make  the  excavations  so  or- 
dered 1u  accordance  with  plans,  stakes,  linen 
and  written  instructions  to  be  given  there- 
for, and  he  shall  be  paid  for  making,  such 
excavations  the  price  per  cubic  yard  agreed 
upon  for  excavating  the  New  Channel. 

Floods. 

6.  In  times  of  excessive  rainfalls  and 
freshets  resulting  therefrom,  the  land  ad- 
jacent to  the  Bite  of  this  work  is  overflowed. 
I>uring  the  work  of  construction  the  con- 
tractor must  so  carry  on  the  work  of  ex- 
cavation and  filling  that  there  will  be  a 
channel  at  all  times  as  adequate  as  present 
river  to  take  care  of  flood  waters.  In  ca^ie 
of  any  overflow  and  damage  therefrom,  re- 
sulting from  negligence  on  the  part  of  the 
contractor  to  provide  a  suitable  channel,  as 


above  described,  the  contractor  shall  save 
the  Sanitary  District  harmless  from  any 
and  all  resulting  damage  suits. 

Filling  and  Disposition  of  Excavation. 

7.  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Chief 
Engineer,  the  contractor  may  perform  the 
work  of  excavation  and  the  disposal  thereof 
in  any  manner  consistent  with  good  prac- 
tice and  that  will  not  seriously  interfere 
with  the  flow  of  the  North  Branch.  The 
channel,  of  the  dimensions  hereinbefore 
specified,  is  to  be  excavated  along  the  lines 
as  shown  upon  sheet  No.  1. 

On  Sheet  No.  1  are  shown  the  approxi- 
mate quantities  of  material  to  be  excavated 
from  the  new  river  channel  and  the  approxi- 
mate amount  of  material  needed  to  fill  the 
old  river  bed  and  lowland  adjacent  thereto. 
The  areas  upon  which  the  excavation  is  to 
be  spread  are  shown  upon  sheet  No.  1. 
This  filling  is  to  be  carefully  placed  aud 
leveled  off  to  conform  with  the  general  con- 
tour of  the  surrounding  land. 

On  Section  One,  from  where  the  south 
line  of  Bertesu  avenue  produced  would  cross 
the  new  channel,  to  the  north  end  of  this 
Section,  and  also  on  Section  2,  tiie  black 
soil  within  the  limits  of  the  new  channel 
is,  as  far  as  practicable,  to  be  preserved 
and  piled  on  the  areas  shown  upon  Sheet 
No.  1.  llie  excess  of  material  to  be  ex- 
cavated over  the  amount  required  for  filling 
and  the  black  soil  Is  to  be  disposed  of  by 
the  contractor  and  the  cost  thereof  is  to  be 
included  in  the  price  bid  for  this  excavation. 

The  contractor  will  bid  upon  three  items 
under  the  head  of  excavation  as  follows : 

(a)  Price  per  cubic  yard,  measured  in 
place,  of  black  soli  removed  and  spoiled 
upon  the  areas  shown  upon  Sheet  No.  1. 

(b)  l*rice  per  cubic  yard  measured  in 
place  for  the  removal  and  disposal  by  the 
contractor  of  all  material,  other  than  the 
black  soil  and  that  which  is  required  for 
filling. 

(c)  Price  per  cubic  yard  measured  in 
place  for  excavation  and  placing,  as  speci- 
fied, of  the  excavated  material  in  the  old 
river  bed  and  on  the  low  ground  adjacent 
thereto. 

The  above  prices  must  include  the  entire 
cost  to  the  Sanitary  District  for  the  com- 
plete doing  of  the  work  of  excavation. 

8.  The  contractor  must,  free  of  cost  to 
the  Sanitary  District,  provide  for  getting 
his  plant  upon  the  work  and  off  the  work 
after  its  completion.  For  instance,  If  the 
contractor  electa  to  use  a  floating  plant  it 
may  be  necessary  to  deepen  the  river  north 
of  Belmont  avenue ;  and  also  it  will  be 
necessary  to   move  the  bridges  at  Addison 
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street,  Irving  I*sCrk  and  Montrose  boule- 
vard^ In  order  to  transport  any  machinery 
that  will  not  pass  under  seventeen  and  one- 
half  (17.5)  feet  above  Chicago  a ty*  Datum. 
The  bridges  at  Irving  Park  and  Montrose 
boulevards  are  so  designed  that  they  can  be 
lifted  on  scows  and  floated  out  of  place. 
The  present  bridge  at  Addison  street,  as 
specified  herein,  is  to  be  used  over  new 
channel  and  can  also  be  handled  In  the 
alK)ve  manner.  The  work  of  moving  the 
above  bridges,  if  necessary,  and  the  replac- 
ing of  them  In  good  condition  must  be  done 
free  oC  cost  to  the  Sanitary  District,  and 
In  such  a  manner  as  will  not  unnecessarily 
delay  traffic. 

Bowers. 
0.  During  the  progress  of  the  work  all 
existing  sewers  must  be  maintained  by  the 
contractor  free  of  cost  to  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict. All  sewer  extensions  and  repairs  are 
to  be  In  accordance  with  the  specifications 
of  the  City  of  Chicago.  A  two  ring  brick  sewer 
5  feet  6  inches  inside  diameter  at  Addison 
Street  Is  to  be  extended  approximately  450 
feet  and  an  outlet  built  as  shown  on  sheet 
3.  Where  the  sewer  crosses  the  present 
river  bed,  a  good  and  sufliclent  foundation 
for  sewer  extension  must  be  prepared.  The 
price  bid  per  lineal  foot  of  sewer,  measured 
from  the  face  of  the  outlet  to  a  point  where 
the  new  sewer  joins  the  old  sewer,  Is  to 
Include  the  cost  of  the  excavation ;  the 
brick  sewer,  complete,  including  all  forms  ; 
the  outlet,  etc.,  as  Is  shown  on  Sheet  3 ; 
the  foundation  across  the  old  river  bed ; 
the  refilling  of  trench  upon  the  completion 
of  the  sewer,  and  doing  all  other  work  nec- 
essai-j-  in  order  to  leave  the  street  In  Its 
present  good  condition.  The  contractor  will 
also  bid  on  a  price  per  thousand,  including 
fost  of  all  mortar,  forms,  etc.,  for  all  extra 
brick  that  may  be  required  In  the  repair  or 
extension  of  any  otfier  sewer  that  may  be 
damaged  through  no  fault  of  the  contractor, 
or  that  may  have  to  be  extended.  In  the 
progress  of  the  work  If,  through  careless- 
ness of  the  contractor  or  from  any  other 
cause,  an  existing  sewer  be  unnecessarily 
damaged,  the  contractor  shall,  free  of  cost 
to  the  Sanitary  District,  make  such  repairs 
as  will  leave  the  sewer  In  as  good  a  condi- 
tion as  It  was  previous  to  said  Injury. 

Special  Prorisiona. 
10.  Between  Irving  Park  Boulevard  and 
Berteau  Avenue,  the  Ij&ke  View  Brick  Com- 
pany has  excavated  a  clay  hole.  In  connec- 
tion with  their  brick  yard  as  shown  on 
Sheet  No.  1.  And  between  these  streets, 
the  excavation  shall  be  done  In  such  a  way 
as  not  to  permit  any  river  water  to  flow 
Into  the  clay  hole  while  the  excavation  is 
In  progress.      In  case  this  provision  Is  not 


fulfilled,  the  contractor  sha)l  save  the  Sani- 
tary District  from  any  and  all  damages  or 
costs  whatsoever. 

(a)  The  material  excavated  from  this 
section  on  the  west  of  the  center  line  shall 
be  spoiled  on  the  west  bank  as  shown  on 
Sheet  No.  ]. 

(b)  All  the  above  excavation  will  b^ 
classified  as  ex<'avatlon  and  fill  under  head- 
ing "C"  In  Paragraph  7. 

(o)  Between  Roscoe  and  Addison  Streets 
the  owners  of  the  property  adjacent  to  the 
right  of  way  of  the  Sanitary  District  have 
the  right,  if  they  so  elect,  to  enter  upon  this 
right  of  way  to  excavate  and  remove  the 
top  soil,  provided  that  said  owner  in  no 
manner  Interferes  with  the  contractor  in 
the  carrying  out  of  this  contract.  The 
owners  will  not  remove  to  exceed  20,000 
cubic  yards  and  the  contractor  will  not  be 
paid  for  any  excavation  removed  by  the  said 
owners. 

Bridges. 

11.  The  contractor  for  Section  One  shall 
build  such  bridges  as  may  be  required  and 
remove  the  present  bridges  as  hereinafter 
specified. 

Montrose  Boulevard  and  Irving  Park  Boule- 
vard Bridges. 
(rt)  The  contractor  shall  buiW  bridges 
to  carry  Street  Uallway  tracks  over  the 
new  channel  at  Irving  I'ark  Boulevard  and 
Montrose  Boulevard,  as  shown  on  Sheers 
Nos.  4  and  5  of  the  plans.  The  length  of 
the  approaches,  height  and  gradient  of  the 
roadways  shall  be  as  determined  by  the 
lOnglneer  from  conditions  at  sites  of  the 
bridges  but  the  general  character  of  the 
work  will  be  as  shown  on  the  drawings. 

Approaches  and  iiupports  for  Channel  Spans. 
The  contractor  shall  build  the  approachesv 
pile  protections  and  supports  for  chtfkinel 
spans  in  the  manner  show^n  on  Sheet  No.  4 
of  the  plans.  He  shall  furnish  all  material, 
labor,  tools,  falsework,  etc.,  necessary,  ex- 
cepting furnishing  and  laying  the  rails  for 
street  railway  tracks.  He  shall  complete 
the  approaches,  span  supports  and  protec- 
tions, ready  for  use  and  traffic,  and  shall 
remove  all  material,  tools,  falsework,  rub- 
bish, etc.,  from  the  site  of  the  work  sHitis- 
factorily  to  the  Engineer,  without  extra  cost 
to  the  Sanitary  District.  The  prices  to  be 
paid  for  all  of  the  above  work  shall  be  unit 
prices  for  material  delivered  or  erected  \^. 
place,  as  hereinafter  specified  and  to  be 
named  In  the  bid. 

I'^ifty  Foot  Channel  Spans. 
The    channel   spans  shall   be   constructed 
throughout  as  shown  on  Sheet  5  of  the  plans 
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and  shall  be  erected  on  the  supports  for 
same  and  connected  with  the  trestle  ap- 
proaches as  shown  on  S>heet  4  of  the  plans. 
The  contractor  shall  furnish  all  materials 
and  labor,  tools  and  falsework,  including 
temporary  piles  and  bents  used  as  falsework, 
necessary  for  the  construction  and  erection 
of  the  spans  as  shown  on  the  above  named 
sheets,  complete  in  place,  ready  for  use  and 
traffic,  excepting  the  furnishing  and  laying 
of  rails  for  the  street  ra'ilway  tracks.  After 
completion  of  the  spans  he  shall  remove  all 
material,  falsework,  temporary  piles,  etc.,* 
free  of  cost  to  the  Sanitary  District.  The 
price  to  be  paid  for  all  of  the  above  work 
shall  be  a  lump  sum  for  each  span  to  be 
named  lu  the  bid. 

Existing  Bridges. 

(b>  The  contractor  shall  remove  the  ex- 
isting bridges  over  the  North  Branch  of  the 
Chicago  River" at  Irving  Park  Boulevard  and 
Montrose  Boulevard,  including  the  super- 
structures, masonry,  abutments,  piles,  tim- 
bers, etc..  In  fact  everything  that  may  be 
necessary  to  remove  in  order  to  excavate  the 
New  Channel  and  construct  new  bridges  at 
these  points.  The  .contractor  shall  furnish 
all  material  and  labor,  tools,  falsework,  etc., 
necessary  and  shall  do  the  work  when  or- 
dered bv  and  under  the  direction  and  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Engineer.  All  material 
in  the  superstructures  and  substructures 
shall  become  the  property  of  the  contractor 
and  must  be  removed  from  the  work  unless 
otherwise  permitted  by  the  Engineer. 

The  price  to  be  paid  for  doing  all  of  the 
above  work  shall  be  a.  lump  sum  for  re 
moval  of  superstructure,  substructure,  etc., 
of  bridge  at  Irving  Park  Boulevard,  and  a 
lump  sum  for  removal  of  superstructure, 
substructure,  etc.,  of  bridge  at  Montrose 
Boulevard,  to  be  named  in  the  bid. 

Addison  Street  Bridge — A'eir  Bridge. 
(c)  The  contractor  shall  furnish  and  con- 
struct over  the  new  channel  at  Addison 
Street,  such  timber  approaches,  supports 
for  span  and  pile  protections  as  the  Engi- 
neer may  direct.  He  shall  furnish  all  ma- 
terial, labor,  tools,  faleswork,  etc..  neces- 
sary and  shall  remove  falsework,  rubbish, 
etc.,  after  completion  free  of  cost  to  the 
Sanitary  District.  The  prices  to  be  paid 
for  doing  all  of  the  above  work  shall  be 
unit  prices  for  material  delivered  or  erect- 
ed in  place  in  the  bridge  as  hereinafter 
specified. 

Addison  Street — Existing  Structure. 

The  existing  steel  span   over  the   North 

Branch  of   the    Chicago    River   at    Addison 

Street  Is  to  be  moved  east  and  placed  ob 

new  supports  over  the  new  channel.     The 


contractor  shall  move  this  span  to  the  new 
position  when  so  directed  by  the  Engineer, 
furnishing  all  material,  labor,  tools,  false- 
work, etc.,  that  may  be  required.  He  shall 
repair  the  sti^l  work,  floor,  sidewalks,  hand 
railing,  or  any  other  part  of  the  structure 
that  may  have  been  damaged  by  his  opera- 
tions and  shall  connect  the  span  with  the 
new  approaches,  ready  for  use  and  traffic,  but 
In  such  a  manner  that  without  damage  to 
the  structure.  It  can  be  readily  lifted  off  or 
removed  and  then  replaced  after  the  pass- 
age of  dredges,  etc.,  up  or  down  the  chan- 
nel. The  contractor  shall  remove  all  ma- 
terial, piles,  falsework,  etc.,  after  comple- 
tion of  the  work  without  extra  charge. 
The  contractor  shall  also  remove  from  the 
present  site  of  the  bridge  all  of  the  timber 
approaches,  bridge  supports,  parapets,  false- 
work, etc.,  and  other  material  forming  part 
of  the  bridge,  and  shall  cut  off  all  piles  as 
directed  by  the  Engineer.  The  price  to  be 
paid  for  doing  all  of  the  above  work  under 
the  direction,  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Engineer,  sbull  be  a  lump  sum  to  be  named 
In  the  bid. 

Temporary  Bridge, 
id)  The  contractor  shall  build  any  tem- 
porary  bridges  and  crossings  that  may  be 
required  by  the  ICnglneer  during  the  prog- 
ress of  the  work.  He  shall  also  furnish  and 
put  in  place  such  additional  timber,  lumber, 
etc.,  in  existing  bridges  as  the  Engineer  may 
direct.  The  prices  to  be  paid  for  such  ma- 
terial complete  In  place  shall  be  the  unit 
prices  herein  specified  for  material  and 
work  of  each  class  named  In  the  bid. 

Filling. 
(e)  Whenever  so  ordered  the  contractor 
shall  make  any  necessarj-  fill  for  roadway 
approaches  to  bridges.  Such  material  will 
be  classified  as  excavation  and  fill,  and  be 
paid  for  under  Item  "C"  of  Paragraph  7. 

Ma  terial — Tim  her. 

if)  All  timber  and  lumber  shall  be 
strictly  first  class,  cut  from  live  trees, 
sawed  square,  out  of  wind,  and  of  full  di- 
mensions throughout.  Timber  and  lumber 
shall  be  sound,  free  from  wind  shakes,  large, 
numerous,  or  loose  knots,  decayed,  or  sap 
wood,  wane,  worm  holes  or  other  defects 
impairing  its  strength  or  durability.  All 
oak  shall  be  first  class  white  oak.  All  yel- 
low pine  shall  be  southern  long  leaf  yellow 
pine. 

Piling, 
(g)  All  piles  for  protections  snail  oe 
white  or  burr  oak.  Piles  for  approach  bents 
shall  be  Norway  pine  or  oak.  All  piles 
shall  be  such  lengths  as  the  Engineer  may 
direct.      They  shall  be  sound  and  straight. 
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cut  from  live  timber,  not  less  than  fourteen 
(14)  Inched  In  diameter  at  the  butt  nor  less 
than  nine  (0)  inches  in  diameter  at  the 
small  end,  and  shall  taper  uniformly  from 
end  to  end. 

Soft  Steel   or  Iron. 

(h)  Soft  steel  or  wrought  iron  for  bolts 
and  rods  shall  be  first-class  material  con- 
forming to  manufacturer's  standard  speci- 
fications. 

Cast   Iron. 

ii)  All  cast  iron  must  be  best  quality  of 
soft  gray  iron  conforming  to  usual  tests  for 
strength.  All  castings  shall  be  true  to  di- 
mensions and  out  of  wind,  properly  filleted, 
and  shall  be  smooth  and  free  from  cold 
shuts,  blow  holes,  ragged  edges  or  other  de- 
fects impairing  Its  efficiency  or  appearance. 

{k)  All  new  Iron  or  steel  used  on  the 
bridges  on  trestles  shall  receive  two  coats 
of  the  best  red  oxide  of  Iron  paint,  such 
paint  to  contain  at  least  forty  <40)  per  cent 
of  sesqui-oxide  or  iron,  and  be  thoroughly 
mix^d  with  the  best  pure  boiled  linseed  oil. 
No  benzine  will  be  allowed  In  the  paint. 

Teste. 

H)  Tests  of  specimens  or  of  full-size 
bolts  or  rods  shall  be  furnished  free  of 
cost  If  required  by  the  Engineer.  If  the 
tested  piece  conforms  to  specifications,  the 
material  tested  shall  be  paid  for  by  the 
Sanitary  District  at  actual  cost,  but  If  It 
fails  to  so  conform,  the  contractor  shall 
make  no  charge  for  material. 

Workmanahii>  — Oeneral. 

(m)  All  labor  shall  be  performed  by 
competent '  workmen  and  all  workmanship 
must  be  first-class,  satisfactory  to  the  En- 
gineer. 

PUing. 
(n)  All  piles  in  bents  and  supports  for 
spans  shall  be  driven  to  hard  bottom  or 
to  fli-m  bearing  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Engineer.  They  shall  be  properly  lined,  se- 
cured In  place  and  shall  be  cut  off  and 
capped  at  the  proper  elevation  as  directed 
by  tlie  Knglneer. 

12.  All  public  roads  crossing  or  lying 
adjacent  to  the  work  shall  be  kept  open  and 
unobstructed  during  the  progress  of  the 
work.  No  Interference  with  any  public  road 
will  be  allowed  until  a  temporary  or  perma- 
nent road  has  been  provided,  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  Chief  Engineer,  which  will 
permit  safe  and  free  travel.  No  interfer- 
ence will  be  allowed  with  any  street  rali- 
way  until  such  time  as  other  and  proper 
provisions  for  the  operation  of  such  railway 
have  been  made. 

13.  The   Sanitary   District   reserves  the 


right  to  enter  upon  any  section  and  right 
of  way  at  any  time  or  place,  after  or  before 
the  excavation  has  been  completed,  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting,  or  preparing  for  the 
erection,  of  any  liridge  or  bridges,  or  the 
building  of  any  road  or  other  structure, 
provided  that  such  work  of  erection  or  prep- 
aration therefor  shall  not  interfere  with 
the  contractor  in  carrying  out  the  provisions 
of  this  contract.  To  this  end  the  contractor 
shall  make,  or  allow  the  Sanitary  District 
to  make,  at  the  expense  of  said  Sanitary 
'District,  such  changes  in  railroad  tracks* 
building  or  structures  as  will  not  interfere 
with  the  operations  of  said  contractor,  and 
that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Chief  Engineer, 
are  necessary  to  the  accomplishment  of  the 
purpose  In  view. 

14.  Datum,  as  used  In  these  specifica- 
tions, shall  be  understood  to  be  Chicago 
datum  as  established  by  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict. 

Clearing  and   Orublting, 

15.  The  contractor,  free  of  cost  to  the 
Sanitary  District,  will  be  required  to  re- 
move all  trees,  stumps,  buildings,  fences  or 
other  incumbrances  from  the  site  of  the 
work,  or  that  may  be  In  the  way  of  any 
collateral  or  subsidiary  work  herein  speci- 
fied. All  such  material  shall  be  disposed 
of  as  directed  by  the  Chief  Dngineer. 

Pumping. 

16.  The  contractor  is  to  provide  all 
necessary  pumping  machinery,  and  is  to 
operate  the  same  at  his  own  cost  and  ex- 
pense during  the  time  of  doing  of  the  work 
and  until  the  whjole  work  is  fully  com- 
pleted and  inspected,  as  provided  for  in 
other  sections  of  this  contract.  The  con- 
tractor shall  dispose  of  any  water  pumped 
in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  interfere  with 
the  operations  of  other  contractors  for  the 
Sanitary  District. 

Extra   Work, 

17.  All  claims  for  extra  labor  or  ma- 
terial furnished  by  the  contractor,  or  for 
damages  from  any  cause  whatever,  must  be 
reported  to  the  Chief  Engineer  at  the  time 
such  labor  or  material  is  furnished  or  such 
damages  occur;  and  a  written  statement 
giving  the  date  and  nature  of  the  above 
must  be  presented  to  him  at  the  end  of  the 
month ;  provided  that,  except  as  specialjy 
specified,  nothing  shall  be  paid  for  as  extra 
work  that  can  be  classified  under  any  of 
the  heads  upon  which  prices  are  fixed  by 
this  contract.  Particular  attention  is  di- 
rected to  the  foregoing  clause. 

18.  Whenever  work  is  required  to  be 
done,  which  is  not  now  contemplated  or 
covered  by  the  prices  hereinafter  given  and 
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as  otherwise  specified,  the'  Chief  Engineer 
shall  fix  such  prices  for  the  worlE  as  he 
shall  consider  Just  and  equitable,  and  the 
contractor  shall  abide  by  such  prices,  pro- 
Tided  he  enters  upon  such  work  with  full 
knowledge  of  the  prices  so  fixed  by  the 
Chief  Engineer ;  but  if  the  contractor  de- 
clines executing  said  work  at  the  prices 
fixed- by  the  Chief  Bnglneer,  then  the  Sani- 
tary District  may  enter  into  contract  with 
any  person  or  persons  for  its  execution,  the 
same  as  if  this  contract  had  never  ex- 
isted ;  and  if  extra  work,  or  work  ij^ot  pro- 
vided for  in  this  contract  is  performed 
by  the  contractor,  before  prices  have  been 
fixed  for  such  work,  then  the  Chief  En- 
gineer shall  estimate  tl}e  same  at  such 
prices  as  he  shall  deem  just  and  reason- 
able, and  his  decision  shall  be  final,  and 
the  said  contractor  shall  accept  such  prices 
In  full  satisfaction  of  all  demands  against 
the  Sanitary  District  for  said  extra  work ; 
provided,  that  if  the  extra  work  done 
under  this  contract  is  of  such  a  nature, 
being  distinct  from  other  work  being  done 
by  said  contractor,  that  the  actual  cost  of 
the  same  can  be  determined,  then  the  said 
contractor  shall  receive,  and  the  Sanitary 
District  shall  pay  in  full  satisfaction  for 
the  same,  the  actual  cost  of  the  work  with 
fifteen  (15)  per  cent,  added.  Provided, 
further,  that  nothing  shall  be  deemed  extra 
work  which  can  be  measured  or  estimated 
under  the  provisions  of  this  contract. 

19.  It  is  further  agreed  that  in  all  cases 
of  question  or  dispute  arising  or  growing 
out  of  this  contract  in  any  way  regarding 
the  cost  or  value  of  extras,  variations,  al- 
lowances, deductions  or  the  amount  of  dam- 
ages in  any  manner  growing  out  of  the 
violation  of  this  contract  the  decision  of 
the  Engineer  shall  be  final  and  binding  on 
both  parties  hereto. 

ReaponHhility  of  Contractor. 

20.  All  the  work  provided  for  in  this 
contract  is  to  be  done  under  the  direction 
and  supervision  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and 
bis  properly  authorized  agents.  The  con- 
tractor is  to  be  guided  by  the  lines,  stakes, 
marks  and  grades  given  by  them,  and  is  to 
carefully  preserve  the  same  as  far  as  pos- 
sible during  the  progress  of  the  work ; 
and  is  to  furnish  all  needed  facilities,  with- 
out charge  therefor,  to  enable  the  Chief 
Engineer  to  properly  give  lines  and  grades 
to  measure  the  work  from  time  to  time. 

21.  All  work  will  be  subject  to  Inspec- 
tion, by  the  said  Chief  Engineer  and  his 
said  agents,  and  if  not  in  accordance  with 
the  requirements  of  this  contract,  Is  to  be 
made  good  by  the  contractor.  The  con- 
tractor will  be  responsible  for  the  entire 
irork  until  completed  and  accepted  by  the 


Sanitary  District.  The  contractor  will  be 
required  to  give  his  personal  attention  to 
the  fulfillment  of  this  contract  and  to  the 
execution  of  the  work.  He  Is  to  keep  the 
same  under  his  control,  and  will  not  be 
allowed  to  sub-let  all  or  any  part  of  It; 
it  being  distinctly  understood  and  agreed 
that  the  sub-lettlnjs  of  work  covered  by  this 
contract,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall,  after 
ten  (10)  days'  notice,  work  a  forfeiture 
of  the  contract,  at  the  option  of  the  Sani- 
tary  District. 

22.  The  contractor  will  not  be  allowed 
to  assign,  by  power  of  attorney  or  other- 
wise, any  portion  of  the  moneys  that  may 
become  due  through  the  workings  of  this 
contract.  In  case  the  contractor  fails  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  con- 
tract, as  to  progress  and  character  of 
work,  he  shall  be  duly  notified  In  writing, 
and  ten  (10)  days  after  tlie  giving  of  said 
notice  the  party  of  the  first  part  may  de- 
clare this  contract  forfeited,  If  there  ia 
substantial  failure  to  comply  with  Its  pro- 
visions. 

Changes  in  Plan. 

23.  In  addition  to  the  reservations 
made,  the  Sanitary  District  reserves  the 
right  to  make  alterations  in  the  line,  grade 
and  minor  details  or  plan,  form,  dimen- 
sions or  material  of  the  work  herein  pro- 
vided for,  either  before  or  after  the  begin- 
ning of  construction,  provided,  that  If  alter- 
ations are  made,  the  general  character  of 
the  work,  as  a  whole,  is  not  thereby  changed. 
If  such  alterations  diminish  the  quantity 
of  the  work  to  be  done,  they  shall  not 
constitute  a  claim  for  damages,  or  for  an- 
ticipated profits  on  the  work  that  may  be 
dispensed  with ;  if  they  increase  the  amount 
of  work,  such  increase  shall  be  paid  for 
according  to  the  quantity  of  the  work  ac- 
tually done,  and  at  prices  and  rates  estab- 
lished for  such  work  under  this  contract. 
Notice  of  any  change  of  plan  must  be 
given  the  contractor  in  writing.  And  it  is 
expressly  agreed  that  no  alterations  or  ad- 
ditions of  extra  work  are  to  be  paid  for 
unless  directed  In  writing. 

Tools. 

24.  The  contractor  Is  to  furnish  all  the 
tools  of  every  kind  and  description,  in- 
cluding pumps,  cars  and  tracks  necessary 
to  the  full  and  complete  carrying  out  of 
this  contract;  and  on  completion  of  the 
work  Is  to  remove  all  tools,  buildings  and 
material  of  all  kinds  from  the  right  of 
way. 

Precautions. 

25.  Whatever  precautions  may  be  neces- 
sary to  render  any  portion  of  the  work  more 
secure  in   any   respect,   or   to   decrease    the 
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liability  of  accident  from  any  cause,  or  to 
avoid  contingeDcies  which  are  liable  to 
delay  the  completion  of  the  work,  ahall  be 
taken  by   the  contractor. 

Workmen. 

26.  The  contractor  shall  employ  compe- 
tent foreman  and  laborers,  and  shall  im- 
mediately discharge,  at  the  request  of  rhe 
Chief  Engineer,  any  incompetent  or  un- 
faithful men  in  his  employ.  None  but  me'^ 
expert  In  their  respective  branches  of  work 
shall  be  employed  where  special  skill  is 
required,  and  in  the  employment  of  men 
preference  shall  be  given  to  union  laborers. 

Patents. 

27.  It  is  further  agreed  that  the  second 
party  shall  indemnify,  keep  and  save  harm 
less  said  first  party  from  all  liabilities, 
Judgments,  costs,  damages  and  expenses 
which  may  in  any  wise  come  against  said 
first  party,  or  which  may  result  on  account 
of  any  infringement  of  any  patent,  by  means 
of  the  use  of  any  materials,  machinery, 
device  or  apparatus  used  in  the  performance 
of  this  contract,  or  of  designs  furnished 
by  the  second  party  and  accepted  by  the 
Sanitary  District.  And  in  the  event  of  any 
claim  or  suit  or  action  at  law  or  equity  of 
any  kind  whatsoever  being  made  or  brought 
against  said  first  party,  then  first  party 
shall  have  the  right  to  retain  a  sufficient 
amount  of  money  in  the  same  manner  and 
upon  the  same  conditions  as  hereinafter  in 
the  next  following  clause  of  this  contract 
provided. 

Damages. 

28.  If  any  damage  shall  be  done  by  the 
contractor,  or  by  any  person  or  persons 
in  his  employ,  to  the  owner  or  occupants 
of  land  or  to  any  property  adjoining  or  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  work  contracted  to  be 
done,  or  to  a  -neighboring  contractor,  the 
Chief  Engineer  shall  have  the  right  to  esti- 
mate the  amount  of  said  damages  and  to 
cause  the  Sanitary  District  to  pay  the  same 
to  the  said  owners  or  occupants,  and  the 
amount  so  paid  for'  such  damages  shall  be 
deducted  from  the  money  due  said  con- 
tractor under  his  contract. 

29.  Said  contractor  covenants  and  agrees 
to  pay  all  damages  for  any  personal  injury 
sustained  by  any  person,  growing  out  of 
any  act  or  doing  of  himself  or  his  em- 
ployes, that  is  in  the  nature  of  a  legal 
liability,  and  he  hereby  agrees  to  indemnify 
and  to  save  the  Sanitary  District  harm- 
less against  all  suits  or  actions  of  every 
name  and  description  brought  against  the 
said  Sanitary  District  for  or  on  account 
of  any  such  injuries  or  such  damages  re- 
ceived or  sustained  by  any  person  or  per- 


sons by  or  from  said  contractor,  his  ser- 
vants, agents  or  employes,  in  the  execution' 
of  said  work ;  or  by  or  In  consequence  of 
any  negligence  in  guarding  the  same ;  or  by 
or  on  account  of  any  act  or  omission  of 
said  contractor,  his  agents  or  employes ;  and 
the  said  contractor  further  agrees  that  so 
much  of  the  money  due  him.  under  and  by 
virtue  of  this  contract  as  shall  be  con- 
sidered necessary  by  the  Board  of  Trus'tees^ 
of  the  Sanitary  District,  may  be  retained 
by  the"  said  Sanitary  District  until  such 
suit  or  claim  for  damages  as  aforesaid  shall 
have  been  settled,  and  evidence  to  that 
effect,  furnished  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
said  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sanitary  District   Laic. 

30.  The  said  contractor  hereby  agrees 
to  carry  on  all  work  provided  for  in  thl» 
contract,  in  strict  conformity  to  the  re- 
quirements of  the  law  under  which  the 
Sanitary  District  of  Chicago  is  organised, 
entit'ed:  **An  Act  to  create  Sanitary  Dis- 
tricts and  to  remove  obstructions  from  tho 
Desplaines  and  Illinois  Rivers,"  approved 
May  29,  1889,  in  force  July  1.  1889,  which 
provides  in  Section  11,  among  other  things, 
that  "No  person  shall  be  employed  on  said 
work  unless  he  be  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States  or  has  in  good  faith  declared  his 
intentions  to  become  such  a  citizen.  In 
all  cases  where  an  alien  after  filing  his- 
declaration  of  intention  to  become  a  citi- 
zen of  the  United  States  shall,  for  the- 
space  of  three  (3)  months  after  he  could 
lawfully  do  so,  fail  to  take  out  his  final 
papers  and  complete  his  citizenship,  such 
failure  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that 
his  declaration  of  intentions  was  not  made 
in  good  faith.  And  that  eight  (8)  hours- 
shall  constitute  a  day's  work." 

Time. 

31.  The  contractor  agrees  to  begin  work 
within  fifteen  (15)  days  after  the  cftrecution 
of  this  contract,  weather  permitting ;  pro- 
vided, that  the  said  contractor  agrees  not 
to  proceed  to  the  execution  of  any  part 
of  the  work  until  he  shall  have  been  noti- 
fied by  the  said  Sanitary  District  to  pro- 
ceed therewith. 

32.  The  work  herein  specified  Is  to  be 
done  and  prosecuted  with  all  possible  dili- 
gence. The  work  must  be  completed  in  all 
its  parts,  including  collateral  work  Involved* 
on  or  before  the  expiration  of  eighteen 
(18)  months  from  the  date  hereof. 

33.  It  is  mutually  understood  and 
agreed  that  time  Is  of  the  essence  of  this 
contract ;  that  a  failure  on  the  part  of  the 
contractor  to  complete  said  contract  with- 
in the  time  fixed  and  determined  by  said 
contract   wil!    entail    great    loss   and   dam- 
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age  to  the  Sanitary  District,  but  that  the 
ascertainment  of  actual  damages  by  reason 
of  the  peculiar  nature  of  the  damage  which 
the  Sanitary  District  will  sustain  by  rea- 
son of  such  default  is  difficult,  if  not  im- 
possible of  being  accurately  arrived  at  and 
•determined. 

34.  It  is  therefore  covenanted  and 
agreed  by  the  said  contractor  that  for  each 
and  every  day  which  he  shall  be  In  default 
In  the  completion  of  his  contract  after 
the  date  fixed  in  this  contract  for  Its  com- 
pletion, said  contractor  shall  pay  to  the 
Sanitary  District  the  sum  of  fifty  ($50.00) 
dollars  as  fixed  and  liquidated  damages, 
anil  said  sum  of  fifty  ($50.00)  dollars  per 
day  may  be  deducted  out  of  any  moneys 
due  or  owing  by  the  Sanitary  District  to 
the"  contractor  or  recovered  In  appropriate 
action  upon  the  bond  of  the  contractor.

part  agrees  to  receive  and  accept  the  same 
4iB  full  compensation  for  the  performance 
of  all  of  the  work  of  each  class  as  specified, 
including  the  furnishing  of  the  materials, 
tools,  labor,  etc.,  to-wit : 

(a)  Price  per  cubic  yard  measured  in 
place,  of  black  soil  removed  and  spoiled 
upon  the  areas  shown  on  Sheet  No.  1,  thirty 
and  one-half  cents  (80%c).

The  con- 
tractor shall  have  right  of  way  in  the 
property  of  the  Sanitary  District  so  far 
as  needful  to  the  prosecution  of  the  work, 
subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  Engineer 
in  so  far  as  any  conflict  may  be  Involved 
pertaining  to  proper  facilities  for  prosecut- 
ing the  several  parts  of  the  work  of  xh 
Sanitary   District. 

Failure  to  Complete, 

42.  It  is  further  agreed  by  the  party  of 
the  second  part  that,  if  the  work  to  be 
done  under  this  contract  shall  be  aban- 
doned, or  if  it  shall  be  assigned  by  him. 
or  if  he  loses  control  of  the  work  from 
any  cause  excepting  acts  of  God  and  the 
public  enemy,  or  if  the  rate  of  progress  is 
not  such  as  to  Insure  its  completion  within 
the  time  specified,  or  if  at  any  time  the 
Chief  Engineer  shall  be  of  the  opinion,  and 
shall  so  certify  in  writing,  to  the  said 
party  of  the  first  part,  that  the  said  work 
or  any  part  thereof  is  unnecessarily  or  un- 
reasonably delayed,  or  that  the  contractor 
Is  willfully  or  persistently  violating  any 
of  the  conditions  or  covenants  of  this  con- 
tract, or  is  not  executing  said  contract  in 
good  faith,  the  said  party  of  the  first  part 
shall  have  the  power  to  notify  the  said 
contractor  to  discontinue  all  work,  or  any 
part  thereof,  as  may  be  designated  by  the 
said  party  of  the  first  part ;  and  the  party 
of  the  first  part  shall  thereupon  have  the 
power  either  to  complete  said  work  by  con 
tract  or  to  employ  such  men  and  teams, 
and  to  obtain  such  machinery,  implements 
and  tools,  and  to  purchase  such  material 
as  the  said  Chief  Engineer  may  deem  neces- 
sary to  complete  the  work  herein  described 
or  any  part  thereof.    And  in  so  doing,  said 


Chief  Engineer  may  use  such  tools,  imple- 
ments and  materials  as  may  be  found  upon 
the  line  of  said  work.  The  cost  of  doin§; 
such  work  shall  be  charged  to  the  said  con- 
tractor, and  any  moneys  that  may  then  be 
due,  or  may  at  any  time  thereafter  become 
due  to  said  contractor,  under  and  by  virtue 
of  this  contract,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall 
be  applied  by  first  party  to  the  payment 
of  such  'costs,  so  far  as  the  same  shall 
sufllce  therefor;  and  the  remainder  of  the 
cost  of  so  completing  said  work  shall  be 
paid  by  said  contractor  to  first  party  on 
demand.*  In  case  the  first  party  under  the 
provisions  of  this  contract  completes  the 
contract  by  the  direct  employment  of  labor

Payment  of  Laborers. 

43.  Said  contractor  shall  pay  the  labor- 
ers employed  by  him  promptly  at  regular 
intervals,  and  at  least  twice  each  month, 
and  shall  not  pay  said  laborers  in  scrip, 
checks  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness, 
nor  in  any  manner  other  than  the  lawful 
currency  of  the  United  States ;  and  if  at 
any  time  during  the  progress  of  said  work 
the  said  contractor  shall  fall  or  neglect  to 
pay  for  labor  performed  and  in  manner 
aforesaid,  or  for  materials,  tools,  explosives, 
machinery  appliances,  fuel,  provisions  or 
supplies  of  any  sort  or  kind  used  or  con- 
sumed in,  upon  or  on  account  of  the  work 
covered  by  this  contract,  the  party  of  the 
first  part  shall  have  power  to  pay  for  such 
labor  or  materials,  explosives,  machinery, 
appliances,  fuel,  provisions  or  supplies  of 
whatever  sort  or  kind,  out  of  any  moneys 
that  may  be  due  to  said  contractor;  and 
said  amounts  so  paid  shall  be  retained  out 
of  any  money  due  or  to  become  due  to  said 
contractor.

plied with  and  the  said  Chief  Engineer 
shall  have  given  his  certificate  to  that  ef- 
fect; whereupon  the  said  party  of  the  first 
part  will,  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  (30) 
days  after  such  completion  and  delivery  of 
such  certificate,  pay,  and  it  hereby  binds 
Itself  to  pay,  the  said  party  of  the  second 
part,  in  cash,  the  whole  amount  of  money 
accruing  to  said  second  party  under  this 
contract,  excepting  such  sum  or  sums  of 
money  as  may  be  lawfully  retained  under 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  contract  here- 
inbefore set  forth. 

Health  Regulations, 

45.  Said  party  of  the  second  part  agrees 
to  make  provision  for  an  ample  supply  of 
suitable  drinking  water  for  employes,  and 
to  take  such  means  as  shall  effectually 
prevent  the  creation  of  a  nuisance  on  any 
part  of  the  right  of  way  of  said  Sanitary 
IHstrlct  or  adjacent  thereto. 

Contractor's   Bond. 

46.  The  contractors  shall  furnish  a  bond 
in  the  sums  named  and  provided  for  in  the 
copy  of  advertisement  for  proposals  hereto 
attached,  with  good  and  sufficient  sureties, 
the  same  to  be  satisfactory  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Sanitary  District,  con- 


ditioned for  the  faithful  performance  of  all 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  contract, 
and  should  the  sureties  on  said  bond  at  any 
time  fail  financially,  or  be,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  said  Board  of  Trustees,  insufficient 
security  for  the  penalty  of  said  bond, 
then,  in  that  case,  they  may,  on  giving 
ten  (10)  days'  notice  thereof  In  writing, 
require  said  contractor  to  furnish  a  new 
or  additional  bond  In  the  place  of  the  bond 
so  having  become  insufficient  or  worthless. 

In  Witness  Whbmbof,  On  the  day  and 
year  first  written,  the  said  Sanitary  District 
of  Chicago  has  caused  this  agreement  to 
be  signed  by  its  President  and  attested 
by  its  Clerk,  and  its  cori>orate  seal  to  be 
hereto  affixed,  and  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part  has  hereunto  set  itis  hand  and 
seal.

MENT. 

The  Clerk  presented  reports  from  the 
Law  Department  for  the  months  of  Jan- 
uary and  February,  1904,  which,  by 
unanimous  consent,  Avere  ordered  print- 
ed in  the  Proceedings  and  placed  on  file 

The  following  is  the  report  for  Janu- 
ary: 

Chicago,  February  3,  1904. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Trustees 

of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago: 

Gentlemen — I  resi^udfuUy  submit  my 
report  for  January,  1904. 

The  following  cases  were  started 
against  the  District  during  the  month: 

Chicago  Title  and  Trust  Company, 
trustee  under  the  last  will  of  Jonathan 
Abel,  deceased,  vs.  The  Sanitary  District 
of  Chicago,  January  7,,  No.  247,404,  in 
the  Circuit  Court  of  Cook  County,  for 
$50,000,  alleged  damages,  growing  out  of 
the  construction  of  the  Randolph  Street 
bridge.  The  property  alleged  to  have 
been  damaged  is  located  on  the  north- 
east corner  of  Randolph  and  Market 
Streets  and  the  river.  The  foundations, 
etc.,  are  claimed  to  have  been  impaired 
by  this  work. 


W.  R.  Curran  and  Joseph  Graff  vs. 
The  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago,  Jan- 
uary 16,  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Peoria 
County,  for  $55,000  damages  alleged  for 
overflow  to  their  lands  in  said  county. 

H.  J.  Puterbaugh,  Samuel  Mosiman, 
Henry  G.  Doods,  William  Moschel,  B.  F. 
Tucker,  E.  S.  Medberg  vs.  The  Sanitary 
District  of  Chicago  January  18,  1904, 
Gen.  No.  1961,  in  Tazewell  County  Cir- 
cuit Court,  for  $225,000.00  damages  for 
alleged  overflow  to  their  lands  in  said 
county.  Objections  were  prepared  in  spe- 
cial assessment  No.  7  in  the  Cook  County 
(/ircuit  Court  wherein  the  West  Chicago 
Park  Commissioners  are  attempting  to 
leVy  an  assessment  against  the  lands  of 
the  Sanitary  District  to  the  amount  of 
$8,228.50  for  improving  Marshall  boule- 
vard. 

January  14,  19Q4,  a  hearing  was  had 
before  the  Board  of  Local  Improvements 
of  the  City  of  Chicago  for  the  purpose 
of  levying  a  special  assessment  in  lay- 
ing water-supply  pipes  with  fire  hydrants 
and  basins  in  West  Thirty-first  Street 
and  South  Kedzie  Avenue  and  South 
Troy  Street,  against  the  property  adja- 
cent thereto.  The  amount  of  the  pro- 
posed assessment  on  the  lands  of  the 
Di.strict  amounted  to  $535.00.  Action  ou 
this  matter  after  a  hearing,  however,  was 
abandoned. 

In  case  No.  223,393  of  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict of  Chicago  vs.  The  Omaha  Packing 
Company  et  al.  condemnation  case  along 
the  river,  on  January  8th,  1904,  we  had 
additional  parties  made  defendant. 

On  January   12th,    1904,  in  case  No. 
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228,791  of  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago 
vs.  The  Seaverns  Elevator  Company  et 
al.,  a  petition  for  condemnation,  a  mo- 
tion to  set  this  case  for  trial  was  denied 
hy  the  judge  before  whom  it  was  heard. 

January  9th,  1904,  the  United  States 
Circuit  Court  in  case  Na  24,505,  of  Al- 
phonso  B.  Bowers  and  John  B.  Brown 
vs.  The  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago,  Er- 
nest Heldmaier  and  Peter  W.  Nau,  a  mo- 
tion to  reinstate  this  case  was  denied. 
This  case  we  had  stricken  off  for  want 
of  prosecution  April  30,  1900. 

January  4,  1904,  Judge  Smith,  of  the 
Circuit  Court  of  Cook  County  in  case  No. 
239,430,  of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Clii- 
cago  vs.  Penn.<iylvania  Company  et  al. 
granted  the  respondents'  motion  for  new 
trial  and  set  aside  a  verdict  of  the  jury 
for  $896,070.72  heretofore  rendered  in 
the  trial  of  said  cause. 

January  18th,  1904,  Judge  Dibbell  in 
the  Circuit  Court  of  Will  County  at 
Joliet  rendered  a  decision  in  case  No. 
19,507,  of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chi- 
cago vs.  The  Village  of  Lockport  et  al., 
tried  some  time  ago  before  him.  This 
decision  requires  the  District  to  build 
22-foot  bridges  and  40-foot  highways  in- 
stead of  24- foot  bridges  and  60- foot  high- 
ways which  the  Commissioners  of  High- 
ways of  Lockport  wanted. 

During  the  month  the  motion  for  new 
trial  was  denied  plaintiff,  Lemuel  W. 
Potts,  in  his  case  against  the  Sanitary 
District  in  Fulton  County.  In  this 
matter  the  plaintiff  Potts  sued  the  Sani- 
tary District  for  $15,000  for  alleged 
damages  to  his  lands  in  Fulton  County. 
On  December  10th,  1903,  the  jury  in  the 
case  found  the  District  not  guilty, 
whereupon  he  made  a  motion  for  a  new 
trial,  with  above  result. 

January'  18th  the  declaration  was  filed 
in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Cook  County  in 
case  No.  246,284  of  Patrick  Ardagh  vs. 
The  Sanitary  District,  alleging  damages 
by  overflow  to  his  lands  in  Will  County 
to  the  amount  of  $5,000.00. 

January  18th,  1904  a  declaration  was 


filed  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Cook  County 
by  Thomas  O.  Mills  vs.  Sanitary  District 
in  case  No.  246,283,  alleging  damages  to 
the  amount  of  $20,000  for  overflow  to 
his  lands  in  Will  County. 

January  14,  1904,  United  States  Cir- 
cuit Court  extended  the  time  of  filing  a 
bond  and  bill  of  exceptions  to  February 
2,  1904,  in  the  case  of  Streeter  &  Kenefick 
vs.  The  Sanitary  District.  In  this  case 
the  plaintiffs,  Streeter  &  Kenefick,  on 
August  19,  1903,  secured  a  judgment 
against  the  District  for  $22,634.35,  from 
which  they  prayed  an  appeal. 

In  addition  to  the  above  cases  and 
proceedings  the  preparation  of  pleadings 
and  opinions  and  the  regular  routine 
work  of  the  office  have  occupied  the  time 
of  the  Law  Department.

Gentlemen — I  respectfully  submit  my 
report  for  February,  1904. 

The  following  case  was  started  by  the 
District  February  4th  in  the  Circuit 
Court  of  Will  County;  Gen.  No.  19,964, 
The  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago  vs. 
Henry  Yost  et  al.  This  is  a  petition  for 
condemnation  for  land  owned  by  Yost 
and  others  for  the  water-power  develop- 
ment. The  land  is  situated  near  Lock- 
port. 

On  February  11th  1904,  the  suit  of 
Sumner  Whitmorc  vs.  The  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict of  Chicago,  wherein  he  claimed 
damages  to  the  amount  of  $2,000.00,  was 
dismissed  in  the  Will  County  Circuit 
Court.    This  was  settled  forr  $450.00. 

On  February  23rd  A.  Brockmeyer  filed 
his  abstracts  and  briefs  in  the  Appellate 
Court  in  his  case  against  the  Sanitary 
District  for  alleged  damages  of  $600.00 
for  overflow  to  his  lands.  This  case 
was  heard  some  time  ago  on  a  demurrer 
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filed  by  the  District  before  Judge  Holdom, 
who  sustained  the  contention  of  the  Dis- 
trict. This  is  the  decision  that-  Brock- 
meyer  appeals  from. 

The  case  of  the  State  of  Missouri  vs. 
The  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago  and 
the  State  of  Illinois,  has  been  on  hear- 
ing all  during  the  month  in  the  Rookery 
Building  in  Chicago. 

In  case  No.  227,350,  in  the  Circuit 
Court  of  Cook  County,  The  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict of  Chicago  vs.  The  Chicago  Ter- 
minal Elevator  Company  et  al.,  a  peti- 
tion to  condemn,  on  February  18th  Judge 
Tuthill  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Cook 
County,  in  case  No.  248,820  on  a  bill 
filed,  appoined  a  reoeiver  to  take  charge 
of  the  properties  of  the  Elevator  Com- 
pany. 

On  February  I2th,  in  the  Circuit 
Court  of  Cook  County,  in  case  No.  224,- 
779,  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago  vs. 
Dupont  et  al.  a  petition  for  condemna- 
tion, an  agreed  verdict  for  $22,710.28 
was  entered  in  payment  for  the  land 
sought  to  be  acquired. 

In  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of 
Illinois  in  case  No.  3185  the  people  of 
the  State  of  Illinois  vs.  The  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict of  Chicago,  Louise  Healy,  John  A. 
Cooke,  et  al.  on  Febniary  11th,  on  motion 


of  the  defendant,  Healy  &  Cook,  this  cause 
was  continued.  This  is  a  suit  growing  out 
of  the  case  No.  226,802  of  the  Sanitary 
District  of  Chicago  vs.  Norton  Milling 
Company  and  is  directed  more  at  the 
other  defendants  in  the  suit  than  against 
the  District. 

February  19th,  objections  were  filed 
by  the  District  in  case  No.  7,  special  as- 
sessment, in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Cook 
County  the  West  Chicago  Park  Commis- 
sioners vs.  The  Sanitary  District  et  al. 
This  was  a  petition  to  le^^y  an  assess- 
ment amounting  to  $8,228.50  against 
the  lands  of  the  District  for  improving 
Marshall  boulevard. 

February  26,  case  No.  19,^41,  in  the 
Will  County  Circuit  Court,  Patridc  Ar- 
dagh  vs.  The  Sanitary  District,  the 
plaintiff  filed  his  declaration  .  alleging 
damages  by  overflow  to  his  lands  amount- 
ing to  $2,000.00 

In  addition  to  the  above  cases  and  pro- 
ceedings, the  preparation  of  pleadings 
and  opinions  and  the  regular  routine 
work  of  the  office  have  occupied  the  time 
of  the  Law  Department.

COMMUNICATION  FROM  THE  CHIEF  EN- 
GINEER RELATIVE  TO  PROPOSITION  OF 
LORIMER  &  GALLAGHER  COMPANY,  CON- 
TRACTORS, TO  CONSTRUCT  A  RETAINING 
WALL  ON  SECTION  4  OF  THE  WATER 
POWER  DEVELOPMENT. 

The  Clerk  presented  the  following 
communication  from  Chief  Engineer 
Ishani  Randolph: 

Chicago,  March  22,  1904. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago: 

Gentlemen — That  you  may  have  fully 
before  you  the  whole  subject  of  the  pro- 
posed retaining  wall  on  Contract  Sec- 
tion Four  of  the  water-power  develop- 
luent  project,  I  submit  the  following 
facts: 

Section  No.  4  which  embraces  the 
north  4,600  feet  of  Section  17  of  the 
original  work,  was  not  contemplated  in 
the  water  power  project  as  I  first  pre- 
sented it  to  your  Honorable  Board,  but 
was  made  necessary  by  conditions  im- 
posed in  the  legislative  enactment  which 
made  water  power  development  possible. 


The  plans  made  to  comply  with  the  con- 
ditions of  the  law  were,  in  the  inter- 
est of  economy,  kept  as  nearly  to  the 
simple  requirements  of  the  act  as  I  was 
able  to  develop  them.  When  original 
section  17  was  laid  out  it  was  thought 
best  to  so  locate  it  as  to  preserve  to  the 
District  a  strip  of  land  25  feet  wide  be- 
tween the  east  line  of  the  channel  and 
the  limit  of  the  Santa  Fe  right  of  way. 
The  surface  of  this  strip  was  very  un- . 
even,  as  in  some  places  it  crossed  the 
bed  of  the  old  river,  and  when  the  water 
was  let  in  these  stretches  were  inun- 
dated and  have  so  remained,  leaving  the 
25- foot  strip  useless  for  any  practical 
purpose.  After  Section  No.  4  was  placed 
under  contract.the  contractors,  looking  to 
their  own  advantage,  of  course,  as  was 
their  right,  took  up  with  me  the  ques- 
tion of  reclaiming  this  25-foot  strip  by 
building  a  retaining  wall  on  its  river 
face  behind  which  they  could  deposit  a 
part  of  their  excavated  material,  which 
would  effect  for  them  a  saving  in  cost 
of  handling  said  excavation.  As  an  in- 
ducement to  the  District,  they  offered 
to  build  this  wall  at  an  exceptionally 
low    figure,    $2.90    per    cubic    yard    for 
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native  cement  concrete,  or  $3.00  per  cubic 
yard  for  Portland  cement  concrete. 

Til  is  strij)  of  land,  25  feet  wide,  is  of 
no  practical  value  now.  When  improved, 
as  is  proposed,  it  will  have  a  value  which, 
in  my  judgment,  fully  justifies  the  pro- 
posed expenditure.  If  it  is  to  be  im- 
proved at  all  it  can  never  be  done  at 
less  cost  than  is  represented  by  this 
proposition.  The  section  will  be  un- 
watered  and  all  conditions  will  be  favor- 
able for  doing  the  work.  If  this  oppor- 
tunity is  passed  over  and  at  a  later 
date  it  should  be  decided  to  make  the 
improvement  in  part  or  as  a  whole, 
the  work  would  be  doiie  under  all  of 
the  disadvantages  of  flooded  foundations, 
to  overcome  which  coffer-dams  would 
have  to  be  built.  In  view  of  the  facts  as 
stated,  I  believe  that  the  construction  of 
the  retaining  walls  which  I  have  been 
discussing  would  be  wise  and  proper.

SPECIFICATIONS. 

General  Description. 

1.  The  work  to  be  done  consists  of  the 
excavation  of  a  channel  as  shown  upon  the 
general  map  (see  sheet  No.  1)  bej:ween  the 
south  line  of  Belmont  avenue  and  the  south 
line  of  Lawrence  avenue;  the  filling  of  the 
bed  of  the  present  river  and  the  low  ground 
adjacent  thereto,  to  the  general  elevation  of 
adjacent  land,  as  shown  on  above  map; 'the 
disposal  of  the  excess  of  excavation  which 
Is  not  required  for  filling;  the  excavating 
and  disposal  upon  certain  areas  of  %he  black 
soil  between  Berteau  and  Lawrence  ave- 
nues ;  the  building  of  certain  bridges  and 
the  necessary  approaches  thereto ;  and  the 
extension  of  existing  sewers. 

Division  of  Work.  ^ 

2.  The  work  Is  divided  into  two  sections, 
known  respectively  as  Section  1  and  Sec" 
tion  2. 

Section  1  extends  from  the  south  line  of 
Belmont  avenue  to  the  north  line  of  Mon- 
trose boulevard,  a  distance  of  8,400  feet, 
more  or  less,  and  Includes  the  removal  of 
existing  bridges  and  the  building  of  certain 
bridges  as  hereinafter  specified.  The  amount 
of  material  to  be  excavated  is  approximately 
451,000  cubic  yards. 

3.  Section  t  extends  from  the  north  end 
of  Section  1  to  the  south  line  of  Lawrence 
avenue,  a  distance  of  3.100  feet,  m«re  or* 
less.

4.  A  longitudinal  section  of  the  ground, 
made  approximately  on  the  center  line  of 
the  New  Channel,  Is  shown  on  sheet  2. 
This  section,  though  believed  to  be  reason- 
ably correct,  does  not  purport  to  be  abso- 
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lutely  80,  and  is  only  presented  as  an  ap- 
proximation, aa  is  also  the  schedule  of 
qaantltles  attached  hereto.  The  contractor 
is  to  take  all  risk  as  to  the  variation  of  the 
total  quantity  of  material  excavated.  As 
to  knowledge  of  the  character  of  material 
to  be  encountered*  bidders  must  satisfy 
themselves  by  investigations  made  on  their 
own  account.  The  material  to  be  excavated 
can  be  determined  by  examining  the  present 
river  bank  and  material  that  has  been  ex- 
cavated from  clay  holes  in  brickyards  which 
are  situated  adjacent  to  this  work,  and  the 
*  contractor  must  assume  all  responsibility  in 
regard  to  character  of  the  material  to  be 
excavated. 

Grade  and  Dimensions. 

5.  As  shown  upon  sheet  2.  the  contractor 
shall  excavate  a  channel  ninety  (90)  feet 
wide  and  shall  make  the  sides  as  nearly  ver- 
tical as  is  practicable  without  the  use  of 
sustaining  sheeting  or  other  supports  to  the 
sides  of  the  cut,  thus  allowing  the  sides  of 
the  channel  to  take  a  natural  slope  after  the 
excavation  is  made.  The  channel  must  be 
excavated  to  grade,  but  no  material  ex- 
cavated from  below  the  grade  plane  will 
be  paid  for;  nor  in  figuring  the  cublture  of 
the  excavation  will  there  be  allowed  a 
larger  volume  of  excavation  than  that  in- 
cluded between  the  natural  surface  of  the 
ground  and  a  plane  twelve  (12)  feet  below 
Chicago  City  Datum  for  a  width  of  ninety 
(90)  feet.  With  the  above  limitation  the 
material  excavated  will  be  paid  for. 

Whenever  and  wherever  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Chief  Engineer  it  shall  be  necessary 
or  proper  to  enlarge  the  cross-section  of  the 
New  Channel,  or  to  excavate  a  basin  or 
basins  adjacent  thereto,  then,  upon  written 
orders  from  the  Chief  Engineer,  the  con- 
tractor shall  make  the  excavations  so  or- 
dered In  accordance  with  plans,  stakes,  lines 
and  written  Instructions  to  be  given -there- 
for, and  he  shall  be  paid  for  making  such 
excavations  the  price  per  cubic  yard  agreed 
upon  for  excavating  the  New  Channel. 

Floods. 

6.  In  times  of  excessive  rainfalls  and 
freshets  resulting  therefrom,  the  land  ad- 
jacent to  the  site  of  this  work  is  overflowed. 
During  the  work  of  construction  the  con- 
tractor must  so  carry  on  the  work  of  ex- 
cavation and  filling  that  there  will  be  a 
channel  at  all  times  as  adequate  as  present 
river  to  take  care  of  flood  waters.  In  case 
of  any  overflow  and  damage  therefrom,  re- 
sulting from  negligence  on  the  part  of  the 
contractor  to  provide  a  suitable  channel,  as 
above  described,  the  contractor  shall  save 
the  Sanitary  District  harmless  from  any 
and  all  resulting  damage  suits. 


FWing  and  Disposition  of  Baoavation. 

7.  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Chief 
Engineer,  the  contractor  may  perform  the 
work  of  excavation  and  the  disposal  thereof 
in  any  manner  consistent  with  good  prac- 
tice and  that  will  not  seriously  interfere 
with  the  flow  of  the  North  Branch.  The 
channel,  of  the  dimensions  hereinbefore 
specifled,  is  to  be  excavated  along  the  lines 
as  shown  upon  sheet  No.  1. 

On  Sheet  No.  1  are  shown  the  .approxi- 
mate quantities  of  material  to  be  excavated 
from  the  new  river  channel  and  the  approxi- 
mate amount  of  material  needed  to  fill  the 
old  river  bed  and  lowland  adjacent  thereto. 
The  areas  upon  which  the  excavation  is  to 
be  spread  are '  shown  upon  sheet  No.  1. 
This  filling  is  to  be  carefully  placed  and 
leveled  off  to  conform  with  the  general  con- 
tour of  the  surrounding  land. 

On  Section  One,  from  where  the  south 
line  of  Berteau  avenue  produced  would  cross 
the  new  channel,  to  the  north  end  of  this 
Section,  and  also  on  Section  2,  the  black 
soil  within  the  limits  of  the  new  channel 
is,  as  far  as  practicable,  to  be  preserved 
and  plied  on  the  areas  shown  upon  Sheet 
No.  1.  The  excess  of  material  to  be  ex- 
cavated over  the  amount  required  for  filling 
and  the  black  soil  Is  to  be  disposed  of  by 
the  contractor  and  the  cost  thereof  is  to  be 
included  in  the  price  bid  for  this  excavation. 

The  contractor  will  bid  upon  three  items 
under  the  head  of  excavation  as  follows : 

(a)  Price  per  cubic  yard,  measured  in 
place,  of  black  soil  removed  and  spoiled 
upon  the  areas  shown  upon  Sheet  No.  1. 

(b)  Price  per  cubic  yard  measured  in 
place  for  the  removal  and  disposal  by  the 
contractor  of  all  material,  other  than  the 
black  soil  and  that  which  is  required  for 
filling. 

(c)  Price  per  cubic  yard  measured  in 
place  for  excavation  and  placing,  as  speci- 
fied, of  the  excavated  material  in  the  old 
river  bed  and  on  the  low  ground  adjacent 
thereto. 

The  above  prices  must  Include  the  entire 
cost  to  the  Sanitary  District  for  the  com- 
plete doing  of  the  work  of  excavation. 

8.  The  contractor  must,  free  of  cost  to 
the  Sanitary  District,  provide  for  getting 
his  plant  upon  the  work  and  off  the  work 
after  Its  completion.  For  Instance,  if  the 
contractor  electa  to  use  a  floating  plant  ft 
may  be  necessary  to  deepen  the  river  north 
of  Belmont  avenue ;  and  also  it  jvill  be 
necessary  to  move  the  bridges  at  Addison 
street,  Irving  Park  and  Ifontrose  boule- 
vard^ in  order  to  transport  any  machinery 
that  will  not  pass  under  seventeen  and  one- 
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half  (17.5)  feet  above  Chicago  City  Datum. 
The  bridges  at  Irving  Park  and  Blontrose 
boulevards  are  so  designed  that  they  can  be 
lifted  on  scows  and  floated  out  of  place. 
The  present  bridge  at  Addison  street,  as 
specified  herein,  is  to  be  used  over  new 
channel  and  can  also  be  handled  in  the 
above  nrnnner.  The  work  of  moving  the 
above  bridges,  it  necessary,  and  the  replac- 
ing of  them  in  good  condition  must  be  done 
free  of  cost  to  the  Sanitary  District,  and 
in  such  a  manner  as  will  not  unnecessarily 
delay  traffic. 

Sewers. 
9.     During  the  progress  of  the  work  all 
existing  sewers  must  be  maintained  by  the 
contractor  free  of  cost  to  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict.    All  sewer  extensions  and  repairs  are 
to  be  in  accordance  with  the  specifications 
of  the  City  of  Chicago.  A  two  ring  brick  sewer 
5  feet  6  Inches  Inside  diameter  at  Addison 
Street  is  to  be  extended  approximately  450 
feet  and  an  outlet  built  as  shown  on  sheet 
3.     Where   the   sewer   crosses   the   present 
river  bed,  a  good  and  sufficient  foundation 
for  sewer  extension  must  be  prepared.     The 
price  bid  per  lineal  foot  of  sewer,  measured 
from  the  face  of  the  outlet  to  a  point  where 
the  new  sewer  joins  the  old  sewer,   Is  to 
include    the    cost    of    the    excavation ;    the 
brick  sewer,  complete,  including  all  -forms ; 
the  outlet,   etc.,  as  is  shown  on   Sheet  3 ; 
the   foundation  across   the   old   river   bed ; 
the  refilling  of  trepch  upon  the  completion 
of  the  sewer,  and  doing  all  other  work  nec- 
essary  in  order  to  leave  the   street  in   its 
present  good  condition.    The  contractor  will 
-  also  bid  on  a  price  per  thousand,  including 
cost  of  all  mortar,  forms,  etc.,  for  all  extra 
brick  that  may  be  required  in  the  repair  or 
extension  of  any  other  sewer  that  may  be 
damaged  through  no  fault  of  the  contractor, 
or  that  may  have  td  be  extended.     In  the 
progress  of  the  work  If,   through  careless- 
ness of  th^  contractor  or  from   any   other 
cause,   an   existing  sewer   be   unnecessarily 
damaged,  the  contractor  shall,  free  of  cost 
to  the  Sanitary  District,  make  such  repaira 
as  will  leave  the  sewer  in  as  good  a  condl- 
tlojn  as  It  was  previous  to  said  injury. 

Special  Provisiona. 
lO.  Between  Irving  Park  Boulevard  and 
Berteau  Avenue,  the  Lake  View  Brick  Com- 
paoy  has  excavated  a  clay  hole,  in  connec- 
tion with  their  briok  yard  as  shown  on 
Sbeet  No..  1.  And  between  these  streets, 
tbe  cxcayatlon  shall  be  done  in  such  a  way 
as  npt.  to  permU  any  river  water  to  flow 
into  tlie  clay  hole  while  the  excavation  is 
in  progress.  In  case  this  provision  is  not 
fulfilled,  the  contractor  shall  save  the  Sani- 
tary Distrlict  from  any  and  all  damages  or 
coflts  whatsoever. 


(a)  The  material  excavated  from  this 
section  on  the  west  of  the  center  line  shall 
be  spoiled  on  the  west  bank  as  shown  on 
Sheet  No.  1. 

(b)  All  the  above  excavation  will  be 
classified  as  excavation  and  fill  under  head- 
ing "C  in  Paragraph  7. 

(c)  Between  Roscoe  and  Addison  Streets 
the  owners  of  the  property  adjacent  to  the 
right  of  way  of  the  Sanitary  District  have 
the  right,  if  they  so  elect,  to  enter  upon  this 
right  of  way  to  excavate  and  remove  the 
top  soil,  provided  that  said  owner  In  no 
manner  Interferes  with  the  contractor  in 
the  carrying  out  of  this  contract.  The 
owners  will  not  remove  to  exceed  20,000 
cubic  yards  and  the  contractor  will  npt  be 
paid  for  any  excavation  removed  by  the  said 
owners. 

BHdgeB. 

11.  The  contractor  for  Section  One  shall 
build  such  bridges  as  may  be  required  and 
remove  the  present  bridges  as  hereinafter 
specified. 

Montrose  Boulevard  and  Irving  Park  Boule- 
vard Bridges. 

(a)  The  contractor  shall  build  bridges 
to  cariT  street  railway  tracks  over  the 
new  channel  at  Irving  Park  Boulevard  and 
Montrose  Boulevard,  as  shown  on  Sheets 
Nos.  4  and  5  of  the  plans.  The  length  of 
the  approaches,  height  and  gradient^  of  the 
roadways  shall  be  as  determined  by  the 
ETnglneer  from  conditions  at  sites  of.  the 
bridges  but  the  general  character  of  the 
work  will  be  as  shown  on  the  drawings. 

Approaches  and  Supports  for  Channel  Spans, 
The  contractor  shall  build  the  approaches, 
pile  protections  and  supports  for  channel 
spans  in  the  manner  shown  on  Sheet  No.  4 
of  the  plans.  He  shall  furnish  all  material, 
labor,  tools,  falsework,  etc.,  necessary,  ex- 
cepting furnishing  and  laying  tbe  rails  for 
street  railway  tracks.  He  shall  complete 
the  approaches,  span  supports  and  protec- 
tions, ready  for  use  and  traffic,  and  shall 
remove  all  material,  tools,  falsework,  rub- 
bish, etc.,  from  the  site  of  the  work  satis- 
factorily to  the  Engineer,  without  extra  cost 
to  the  Sanitary  District.  The  prices  to  be 
paid  for  all  of  the  above  work  shall  'be  unit 
prices  for  material  delivered  or  erected  in 
place,  as  hereinafter  specified  and  tq  be 
named  in  the  bid. 

Fifty  Foot  Channel  Spans, 
The  channel  spans  shall  be  constrncted 
throughout  as  shown  on  Sheet  5  of  the  plans 
and  shall  be  erected  on  the  supports  for 
same  and  connected  with  the  trestle  ap- 
proaches as  shown  on  Sheet  4  of  the  plans. 
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The  contractor  shall  furnish  all  materials 
and  labor,  tools  and  falsework.  Including 
temporary  piles  and  bents  used  as  falsework, 
necessary  for  the  construction  and  erection 
of  the  spans  as  shown  on  the  above  named 
sheets,  complete  in  place,  ready  for  use  and 
traffic,  excepting  the  furnishing  and  laying 
of  rails  for  the  street  railway  tracks.  After 
completion  of  the  spans  he  shall  remove  all 
material,  falsework,  temporary  piles,  etc., 
free  of  cost  to  the  Sanitary  District.  The 
price  to  be  paid  for  all  of  the  above  work 
shall  be  a  lump  sum  for  each  span  to  be 
named  in  the  bid. 

Existing  Bridges. 

(b)  The  contractor  shall  remove  the  ex- 
isting bridges  over  the  North  Branch  of  the 
Chicago  River  at  Irving  Park  Boulevard  and 
Montrose  Boulevard,  including  the  super- 
structures, masonry,  abutmej^ts,  piles,  tim- 
bers, etc.,  in  fact  everything  that  may  be 
necessary  to  remove  in  order  to  excavate  the 
New  Channel  and  construct  new  bridges  at 
these  points.  The  contractor  shall  furnish 
all  material  and  labor,  tools,  falsework,  etc., 
necessary  and  shall  do  the  work  when  or- 
dered by  and  under  the  direction  and  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Engineer.  All  material 
in  the  superstructures  and  substructures 
shall  become  the  property  of  the  contractor 
and  must  be  removed  from  the  work  unless 
otherwise  permitted  by  the  E)ngineer. 

The  price  to  be  paid  for  doing  all  of  the 
above  work  shall  be  a  lump  sum  for  re 
moval  of  superstructure,  substructure,  etc., 
of  bridge  at  Irving  Park  Boulevard,  and  a 
lump  sum  for  removal  of  superstructure, 
substructure,  etc.,  of  bridge  at  Montrose 
Boulevard,  to  be  named  In  the  bid. 

Addison  Street  Bridge — New  Bridge. 

(c)  The  contractor  shall  furnish  and  con- 
struct over  the  new  channel  at  Addison 
Street,  such  timber  approaches,  supports 
for  span  and  pile  protections  as  the  Engi- 
neer may  direct.  He  shall  furnish  all  ma- 
terial, labor,  tools,  fal^work,  etc.,  neces- 
sary and  shall  remove  falsework,  rubbish, 
etc.,  after  completion  free  of  cost  to  the 
Sanitary  District.  The  prices  to  be  paid 
for  doing  all  of  the  above  work  shall  be 
unit  prices  for  material  delivered  or  erect- 
ed In  place  in  the  bridge  as  hereinafter 
specified. 

Addison  Street — Existing  Structure. 
The  existing  steel  span  over  the  North 
Branch  of  the  Chicago  River  at  Addison 
Street  is  to  be  moved  east  and  placed  on 
new  supports  over  the  new  channeL  The 
contractor  shall  move  this  span  to  the  new 
position  when  so  directed  by  the  Engineer, 
furnishing  all   material,  labor,    tools,  false- 


work, etc.,  that  may  be  required.  He  shall 
repair  the  steel  w(»>k,  floor,  sidewalks,  hand 
railing,  or  any  other  part  of  the  structure 
that  may  have  been  damaged  by  his  opera- 
tions and  shall  connect  the  span  with  the 
new  approaches,  ready  for  uae  and  traffic,  but 
in  such  a  manner  that  without  damage  to 
the  structure,  it  can  be  readily  lifted  off  or 
removed  and  then  replaced  after  the  pass- 
age of  dredges,  etc.,  up  or  down  the  chan- 
nel. The  contractor  shall  remove  all  ma- 
terial, piles,  falsework,  etc.,  after  comple- 
tion of  the  work  without  extra  charge. 
The  contractor  shall  also  remove  from  the 
present  site  of  the  bridge  all  of  the  timber 
approaches,  bridge  supports,  parapets,  false- 
work, etc.,  and  other  material  forming  part 
of  the  bridge,  and.  shall  cut  off  all  piles  as 
directed  by  the  Engineer.  The  price  to  be 
paid  for  doing  all  of  the  above  work  under 
the  direction,  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Engineer,  shull  be  a  lump  sum  to  be  named 
in  the  bid. 

Tempwary  Bridge. 
((f)  The  contractor  shall  build  any  tem- 
porary bridges  and  crossings  that  may  be 
required  by  the  Engineer  during  the  prog- 
ress of  the  work.  He  shall  also  furnish  and 
put  in  place  such  additional  timber,  lumber, 
etc.,  in  existing  bridges  as  the  Engineer  may 
direct.  The  prices  to  be  paid  for  such  ma- 
terial complete  in  place  shall  be  the  unit 
prices  herein  specified  for  material  and 
work  of  each  class  named  In  the  bid. 

Filling. 

(c)  Whenever  so  ordered  the  contractor 
shall  make  any  necessary  fill  for  roadway 
approaches  to  bridges.  Such  material  wlU 
be  classified  as  excavation 'and  fill,  and  be 
paid  for  under  item  "C*  of  Paragraph  7. 

Ma  terialr^Timhcr, 

if)  All  timber  and  lumber  shall  be 
strictly  first  class,  cut  from  live  trees, 
sawed  square,  out  of  wind,  and  of  full  di- 
mensions throughout.  Timber  and  lumber 
shall  be  sound,  free  from  wind  shakes,  large, 
numerous,  or  loose  knots,  decayed,  or  sap 
wood,  wane,  worm  holes  or  other  defects 
impairing  Its  strength  or  durability.  All 
oak  shall  be  first  class  white  oak.  All  yel- 
low pine  shall  be  southern  long  leaf  yellow 
pine. 

Piling, 
(g)  All  piles  for  protections  snail  oe 
white  or  burr  oak.  Piles  for  approach  bents 
shall  be  Norway  pine  or  oak.  All  piles 
shall  be  such  lengths  as  the  Engineer  may 
direct.  They  shall  be  sound  and  straight, 
cut  from  live  timber,  not  less  than  fourteen 
(14)  inches  In  diameter  at  the  butt  nor  less 
than   nine   (9)    Inches   in    diameter  at   the 
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small  end,  and  shall  taper  uniformly  from 
end  to  end. 

Ho  ft  Steel  or  Wrought  Iron. 

(h)  Soft  steel  or  wrought  iron  for  bolts 
and  rods  shall  be  first-class  material  con- 
forming to  manufacturer's  standard  speci- 
fications. 

Cast   Iron. 

(i)  All  cast  iron  must  be  best  quality  of 
soft  gray  iron  conforming  to  usual  tests  for 
strength.  All  castings  shall  be  true  to  di- 
mensions and  out  of  wind,  properly  filleted, 
and  shall  be  smooth  and  free  from  cold 
shuts,  blow  holes,  ragged  edges  or  other  de- 
fects impairing  its  efficiency  or  appearance. 

{k)  All  new  Iron  or  steel  used  on  the 
bridges  or  trestles  shall  receive  two  coats 
of  the  best  red  oxide  of  iron  paint,  such 
paint  to  contain  at  least  forty  (40)  per  cent 
of  sesqui-oxlde  or  iron  and  be  thoroughly 
mixed  with  the  best  pure  boiled  linseed  oil. 
No  benzine  will  be  allowed  in  the  paint. ^ 

Tests. 

(I)  l^sts  of  specimens  or  of  full-size 
bolu  or  rods  shall  be  furnished  free  of 
cost  if  required  by  the  Engineer.  If  the 
tested  piece  conforms  to  specifications,  the 
material  tested  shall  be  paid, for  by  the 
Sanitary  District  at  actual  cost,  but  if  it 
fails  to  so  conform,  the  contractor  shall 
make  no  charge  for  material. 

Workmanship — General. 
(m)      All    labor    shall    be    performed    by 
competent    workmen   and   all    workmanship 
must  be  first-class,  satisfactory  to  the  Bn- 
gi  neer. 

Piling. 

(n)  All  piles  in  bents  and  supports  for 
spans  shall  be  driven  to  hard  bottom  or 
to  firm  bearing  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Engineer.  They  shall  be  properly  lined,  se- 
cured in  place  and  shall  be  cut  off  and 
capped  at  the  proper  elevation  as  directed 
by  the  E)nglneer. 

12.  All  public  roads  crossing  or  lying 
adjacent  to  the  work  shall  be  kept  open  and 
unobstructed  during  the  progress  of  the 
work.  No  interference  with  any  public  road 
will  be  allowed  until  a  temporary  or  perma- 
nent road  has  been  provided,  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  Chief  Engineer,  which  will 
permit  safe  and  free  travel.  No  interfer- 
ence will  be  allowed  with  any  street  rail- 
way until  such  time  as  other  and  proper 
provisions  for  the  operation  of  such  railway 
liave  been  made. 

18.  The  Sanitary  District  reserves  the 
right  to  enter  upon  any  section  and  right 
of  way  at  any  time  or  place,  after  or  before 
tbe  excavation  has  l>een  completed,  for  the 


purpose  of  erecting,  or  preparing  for  the 
erection,  of  any  bridge  or  bridges,  or  the 
building  of  any  road  or  other  structure, 
provided  that  such  woric  of  erection  or  prep- 
aration therefor  shall  not  interfere  with 
the  contractor  in  carrying  out  the  provisions 
of  this  contract.  To  this  end  the  contractor 
shall  make,  or  allow  the  Sanitary  District 
to  make,  at  the  expense  of  said  Sanitary 
District,  such  changes  in  railroad  tracks, 
building  or  structures  as  will  not  interfere 
with  the  operations  of  said  contractor,  and 
that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Chief  Engineer, 
are  necessary  to  the  accomplishment  of  the 
purpose  in  view. 

14.  Datum,  as  used  in  these  specifica- 
tions, shall  be  understood  to  be  Chicago 
datum  as  established  by  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict. 

Clearing  and  Orubbing. 

IG.  The  contractor,  free  of  cost  to  the 
Sanitary  District,  will  be  required  to  re- 
move all  trees,  stumps,  buildings,  fences  or 
other  Incumbrances .  from  the  site  of  the 
work,  or  that  may  be  in  the  way  of  any 
collateral  or  subsidiary  work  herein  speci- 
fied. All  such  material  shall  be  disposed 
of  as  directed  by  the  Chief  Engineer. 

Pumping. 

16.  The  contractor  is  to  provide  all 
necessary  pumping  machinery,  and  is  to 
operate  the  same  at  his  own  cost  and  ex- 
pense during  the  time  of  doing  of  the  work 
and  until  the  whole  work  is  fully  com- 
pleted and  inspected,  as  provided  for  in 
other  sections  of  this  contract.  The  con- 
tractor shall  dispose  of  any  water  pumped 
in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  interfere  with 
the  operations  of  other  contractors  for  the 
Sanitary  District. 

Eatra  Work. 

17.  All  claims  for  extra  labor  or  ma- 
terial furnished  by  the  contractor,  or  for 
damages  from  any  cause  whatever,  must  be 
reported  to  the  Chief  Engineer  at  the  time 
such  labor  or  material  is  furnished  or  such 
damages  occur;  and  a  written  statement 
giving  the  date  and  nature  of  the  above 
must  be  presented  to  him  at  the  end  of  the 
month ;  provided  that,  except  as  specially 
specified,  nothing  shall  be  paid  for  as  extra 
work  that  can  be  classified  under  any  of 
the  heads  upon  which  prices  are  fixed  by 
this  contract.  Particular  attention  Is  di- 
rected to  the  foregoing  clause. 

18.  Whenever  work  is  required  to  be 
done,  which  Is  not  now  contemplated  or 
covered  by  the  prices  hereinafter  given  and 
as  otherwise  specified,  the  Chief  Engineer 
shall  fix  such  prices  for  the  work  as  he 
shall  consider  just  and  equitable,  and  the 
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contractor  shall  abide  by  such  prices,  pro- 
vided he  enters  upon  such  work  with  full 
knowledge  of  the  prices  so  fixed  by  the 
Chief  Engineer;  but  if  the  contractor  de- 
clines executing  said  work  at  the  prices 
fixed  by  the  Chief  Engineer,  then  the  Sani- 
tary District  may  enter  into  contract  with 
any  person  or  persons  for  its  execution,  the 
same  as  if  this  contract  had  never  ex- 
isted :  and  if  extra  work,  or  work  not  pro- 
vided for  in  this  contract  is  performed 
by  the  contractor,  before  prices  have  been 
fixed  for  such  work,  then  the  Chief  En- 
gineer shall  estimate  the  same  at  such 
prices  as  he  shall  deem  lust  and  reason- 
able, and  his  decision  shall  be  final,  and 
the  said  contractor  shall  accept  such  prices 
in  full  satisfaction  of  all  demands  against 
the  Sanitary  District  for  said  extra  work; 
provided,  that  if  the  extra  work  done 
under  this  contract  is  of  such  a  nature, 
being  distinct  from  other  work  being  done 
by  said  contractor,  that  the  actual  cost  of 
the  same  can  be  determined,  then  the  said 
contractor  shall  receive,  and  the  Sanitary 
District  shall  pay  in  full  satisfaction  for 
the  same,  the  actual  cost  of  the  work  with 
fifteen  (15)  per  cent,  added.  Provided, 
further,  that  nothing  shall  l>e  deemed  extra 
work  which  can  be  measured  or  estimated 
under  the  provisions  of  this  contract. 

19.  It  is  further  agreed  that  in  all  cases 
of  question  or  dispute  arising  or  growing 
out  of  this  contract  in  any  way  regarding 
the  cost  or  value  of  extras,  variations,  al- 
lowances, deductions  or  the  amount  of  dam- 
ages in  any  manner  growing  out  of  the 
violation  of  this  contract  the  decision  of 
the  Engineer  shall  be  final  and  binding  on 
both  parties  hereto. 

ResvonaibiUttf  of  Contractor. 

20.  All  the  work  provided  for  In  this 
contract  Is  to  be  done  under  the  direction 
and  supervision  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and 
his  properly  authorized  agents.  The  con- 
tractor is  to  be  guided  by  the  lines,  stakes, 
marks  and  grades  given  by  them,  and  Is  to 
carefully  preserve  the  same  as  far  as  pos- 
sible during  the  progress  of  the  work ; 
and  Is  to  furnish  all  needed  facilities,  with- 
out charge  therefor,  to  enable  the  Chief 
Engineer  to  properly  give  lines  and  grades 
to  measure  the  work  from  time  to  time. 

21.  All  work  will  be  subject  to  inspec- 
tion by  the  'said  Chief  Engineer  and  his 
said  agents,  and  if  not  in  accordance  with 
the  requirements  of  this  contract.  Is  to  be 
made  good  by  the  contractor.  The  con- 
tractor will  be  responsible  for  the  entire 
work  until  completed  and  accepted  by  the 
Sanitary  District.  The  contractor  will  be 
required  to  give  his  personal  attention  to 
the  fulfillment  of  this  contract  and  to  the 


execution  of  the  work.  He  Is  to  keep  the 
same  under  hit  control,  and  will  not  be 
allowed  to  sub-let  all  or  any  part  of  It; 
It  being  distinctly  understood  and  agreed 
that  the  sub- let  ting  of  work  covered  by  this 
contract,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall,  after 
ten  (10)  days'  notice,  work  a  forfeiture 
of  the  contract,  at  the  option  of  the  Sani- 
tary District. 

22.  The  contractor  will  not  be  allowed 
to  assign,  by  power  of  attorney  or  other- 
wise, any  portion  of  the  moneys  that  may 
become  due  through  the  workings  of  this 
contract.  In  case  the  contractor  falls  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  con- 
tract, as  to  progress  and  character  of 
work,  he  shall  be  duly  notified  in  writing, 
and  ten  (10)  days  after  the  giving  of  said 
notice  the  party  of  the  first  part  may  de- 
clare this  contract  forfeited,  If  there  is 
substantial  failure  to  comply  with  its  pro- 
visions. 

Changes  in  Plan. 

23.  In  addition  to  the  reservations 
made,  the  Sanitary  District  reserves  the 
right  to  make  alterations  In  the  line,  grade 
and  minor  details  or  plan,  form,  dimen- 
sions or  material  of  the  work  herein  pro- 
vided for,  either  before  or  after  the  begin- 
ning of  construction,  provided,  that  If  alter- 
ations are  made,  the  general  character  of 
the  work,  as  a  whole,  is  not  thereby  changed. 
If  such  alterations  diminish  the  quantity 
of  the  work  to  be  done,  they  shall  not 
constitute  a  claim  for  damages,  or  for  an- 
ticipated profits  on  the  work  that  may  be 
dispensed  with ;  if  they  increase  the  amount 
of  work,  such  increase  shall  be  paid  for 
according  to  the  quantity  of  the  work  ac- 
tually done,  and  at  prices  and  rates  estab- 
lished for  such  work  under  this  contract. 
Notice  of  any  change  of  plan  must  be 
given  the  contractor  In  writing.  And  it  Is 
expressly  agreed  that  no  alterations  or  ad- 
ditions of  extra  work  are  to  be  paid   for 

'unless  directed  in  writing. 
TooU. 

24.  The  contractor  is  to  furnish  all  the 
tools  of  every  kind  and  description.  In- 
cluding pumps,  cars  and  tracks  necessary 
to  the  full  and  complete  carrying  out  of 
this  contract;  and  on  completion  of  tbe 
work  Is  to  remove  all  tools,  buildings  and 
material  .of  all  kinds  from  the  right  ot 
way. 

Precautions. 

25.  Whatever  precautions  may  be  nece»- 
sary  to  render  any  portion  of  the  work  more 
secure  in  any  respect,  or  to  decrease  the 
liability  of  accident  from  any  cause,  or  to 
avo*d  contingencies  which  are  liable  to 
delay  the  completion  of  the  work,  shall  be 
taken  by   the  contractor. 
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Workmen, 

26.  The  contractor  shall  employ  compe- 
tent foreman  and  laborers,  and  shall  Im- 
mediately discharge,  at  the  request  of  the 
Chief  Engineer,  any  incompetent  or  un- 
faithful men  in  his  employ.  None  but  me«> 
expert  In  their  respective  branches  of  work 
shall  be  employed  where  special  skill  Is 
required,  and  in  the  employment  of  men 
preference  shall  be  given  to  union  laborers. 

Patents, 

27.  It  is  further  agreed  that  the  second 
party  shall  indemnify,  keep  and  save  harm- 
less said  first  party  from  all  liabilities. 
Judgments,  costs,  damages  and  expenses 
which  may  in  any  wise  come  against  said 
first  party,  or  which  may  result  on  account 
of  any  infringement  of  any  patent,  by  means 
of  the  use  of  any  materials,  machinery, 
device  or  apparatus  used  in  the  performance 
of  this  contract,  or  of  designs  furnished 
by  the  second  party  and  accepted  by  the 
Sanitary  District.  And  in  the  event  of  any 
claim  or  suit  or  action  at  law  or  equity  of 
any  kind  whatsoever  being  made  or  brought 
against'  said  first  party,  then  first  party 
shall  have  the  right  to  retain  a  sufficient 
amount  of  money  in  the  same  manner  and 
upon  the  same  conditions  as  hereinafter  in 
the  next  following  clause  of  this  contran 
provided. 

Damagea. 
23.  If  any  damage  shall  be  done  by  the 
contractor,  or  by  any  person  or  persons 
In  his  employ,  to  the  owber  or  occupants 
of  land  or  to  any  property  adjoining  or  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  work  contracted  to  be 
done,  or  to  a  neighboring  contractor,  the 
Chief  Engineer  shall  have  the  right  to  esti- 
mate the  amount  of  said  damages  and  to 
cause  the  Sanitary  District  to  pay  the  same 
to  the  said  owners  or  occupants,  and  the 
amount  so  paid  for  such  damages  shall  be 
deducted  from  the  money  due  said  con- 
tractor under  his  contract. 

29.  Said  contractor  coveniints  and  agrees 
to  pay  all  damages  for  any  personal  injury 
■uatained  by  any  person,  growing  out  of 
any  act  or  doing  of  himself  or  his  em- 
ployes, that  Is  In  the  nature  of  a  legal 
liability,  and  he  hereby  agrees  to  indemnify 
and  to  save  the  Sanitary  District  harm- 
less against  all  suits  or  actions  of  every 
name  and  description  brought  against  the 
said  Sanitary  District  for  or  on  account 
of  any  such  injuries  or  such  damages  re- 
ceived or  sustained  by  any  person  or  per- 
sons by  or  f>om  said  contractor,  his  ser- 
Tanta,  agents  or  employes,  in  the  execution 
of  said  work ;  or  by  or  in .  consequence  of 
any  negligence  in  guarding  the  same ;  or  by 
or  on  account  of  any  act  or  omission   of 


said  contractor,  his  agents  or  employes ;  and 
the  said  contractor  further  agrees  that  so 
much  of  the  money  due  him,  under  and  by 
virtue  of  this  contract  as  shall  be  con- 
sidered necessary  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Sanitary  District,  may  be  retained 
by  the  said  Sanitary  District  until  such 
suit  or  claim  for  damages  as  aforesaid  shall 
have  been  settled,  and  evidence  to  that 
effect  furnished  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
said  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sanitary  DUtrict   Loic. 

30.  The  said  contractor  hereby  agrees 
to  carry  on  all  work^  provided  for  in  this 
contract,  in  strict  conformity  to  the  re- 
quirements of  the  law  under  which  the 
Sanitary  District  of  Chicago  is  organized, 
entitled:  *'An  Act  to  create  Sanitary  Dis- 
tricts and  to  remove  obstructions  from  th^^ 
Desplaines  and  Illinois  Rivers,*'  approved 
May  29,  1889,  in  force  July  1,  1889,  which 
provides  in  Section  11,  among  other  things, 
that  "No  person  shall  be  employed  on  said 
work  unless  he  be  a  citizen  of  the  United 
State?  or  has  in  good  faith  declared  his 
intentions  to  become  such  a  citizen.  In 
all  cases  where  an  alien  after  filing  hts 
declaration  of  intention  to' become  a  citi- 
zen of  the  United  States  shall,  for  the 
space  of  three  (3)  months  after  he  could 
lawfully  do  so,  fall  to  take  out  his  final 
papers  and  complete  his  citizenship,  such 
failure  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that 
his  declaration  of  intentions  was  not  made 
in  good  faith.  And  that  eight  (8)  hours 
shall  constitute  a  day's  work." 

Time. 

31.  The  contractor  agrees  to  begin  work 
within  fifteen  (15)  days  after  the  execution 
of  this  conti-aet,  weather  permitting;  pro- 
vided, that  the  said  contractor  agrees  not 
to  proceed  to  the  execution  of  any  part 
of  the  work  until  he  shall  have  been  noti- 
fied by  the  said  Sanitary  District  to  pro- 
ceed therewith. 

32.  The  work  herein  specified  is  to  be 
done  and  prosecuted  with  all  possible  dili- 
gence. The  work  must  be  completed  in  all 
its  parts,  including  collateral  work  involved, 
on  or  before  the  expiration  of  eighteen 
(18)  mouths  from  the  date  hereof. 

33.  It  is  mutually  understood  and 
agreed  that  time  is  of  the  essence  of  this 
contract ;  that  a  failure  on  the  part  of  the 
contractor  to  complete  said  contract  with- 
in the  time  fixed  and  determined  by  said 
contract  will  entail  great  loss  and  dam- 
age to  the  Sanitary  District,  but  that  the 
ascertainment  of  actual  damages  by  reason 
of  the  peculiar  nature  of  the  damage  which 
the  Sanitary  District  will  sustain  by  rea- 
son of  such  default  is  difficult,  if  not   Im- 
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possible  of  being  accurately  arrived  at  and 
determined. 

34.  It  fa  therefore  covenanted  and 
agreed  by  the  said  contractor  that  for  each 
and  every  day  which  he  shall  be  in  default 
in  the  completion  of  his  contract  after 
the  date  fixed  in  this  contract  for  Its  com- 
pletion, said  contractor  shall  pay  to  the 
Sanitary  District  the  sum  of  fifty  ($50.00) 
dollars  as  fixed  and  liquidated  damages, 
and  said  sum  of  fifty  ($50.00)  dollars  per 
day  may  be  deducted  out  of  any  moneys 
due  or  owing  by  the  Sanitary  District  to 
the' contractor  or  recovered  in  appropriate 
action  upon  the  bond  of  the  contractor. 


Prices. 


35.     Skctiox    1. 


36.  Section  2.  In  consideration  of  the 
work  being  carried  on  and  completed  in  all 
its  parts  and  in  conformity  with  the  speci- 
fications as  hereinbefore  set  forth,  the  said 
party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pay  to  the 
said  party  of  the  second  part  the  following 
unit  prices  for  the  several  classes  of  work 
scheduled,  and  the  said  party  of  the  second 
part  agrees  to  receive  and  accept  the  same 
as  full  compensation  for  the  performance 
of  all  of  the  work  of  each  class  as  specified. 
Including  the  furnishing  of  the  materials, 
tools,  labor,  etc.,  to-wit : 

(a)  Price  per  cubic  yard  measured  in 
place,  of  black  soil  removed  and  spoiled 
upon  the  arena  shown  upon  Sheet  No.  1, 
twenty -four  and  one-half  cents  (24U,c). 

(6)  Price  per  cubic  yard  measured  in 
place  for  the  removal  and  disposal  by  the 
contractor  of  all  material,  other  than  the 
black  soil  and  that  which  Is  required  for 
filling,  tweaty -eight  and  one-half  cents 
(28%c). 

(c)  Price  per  cubic  yard  measured  in 
place  for  excavation  and  placing,  as  speci- 
fied, of  the  material  ih  the  old  river  bed 
and  on  the  low  ground  adjacent  thereto: 
and  in  roadway  approaches  to  bridge,  twen- 
ty-eight and  one-half  cents  {2SYiC). 

The  above  prices  must  include  the  entire 
cost  to  the  Sanitary  District  for  the  com- 
plete doing  of  the  work  of  excavation. 

(</)  Price  per  thousand  for  extra  brick 
for  sewers  as  specified,  fifteen  dollars 
($15.00). 

37.  Ail  excavation  shall  be  measured  in 
place,  and  prices  for  excavation  shall  be 
understood  to  include  all  cost  Involved  in 
finally  disposing  of  the  material  excavated 
at  the  localities  specified. 


38.  It  is  intended  that  the  prices  named 
and  stated  in  the  contract  shall  include  all 
work  and  materials  necessary  for  final  com- 
pletion of  the  work  specified. 

30.  No  measurement  or  payment  will  be 
made  for  material  moved  outside  of  the 
lines  of  th£  channel  as  laid  down  by  the 
Engineer. 

Time  and  Manner  of  Paument. 

40.  Monthly  estimates  will  be  made  and 
returned  by  the  Chief  Engineer,  and  pay- 
ment made  on  or  before  the  10th  daj 
of  each  month  for  the  work  done  during 
the  preceding  month,  to  the  amount  of 
eighty-seven  and  one-half  (87%)  per  cent, 
of  the  value  thereof. 

Right  of   Way. 

41.  Access  to  the  site  of  the  work  shall 
be  provided  by  the  contractor.  The  con- 
tractor .shall  have  right  of  way  in  the 
property  of  the  Sanitary  District  so  far 
as  needful  to  the  prosecution  of  the  work, 
subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  Engineer 
in  so  far  as  any  conflict  may  be  involved 
pertaining  to  proper  facilities  for  prosecut- 
ing the  several  parts  of  the  work  of  tlio 
Sanitary  District. 

Failure  to  Complete. 

42.  It  is  further  agreed  by  the  party  of 
the  second  part  that,  if  the  work  to  be 
done  under  this  contract  shall  be  aban- 
doned, or  if  it  shall  be  assigned  by  him. 
or  if  he  loses  control  of  the  work  from 
any  cause  excepting  acts  of  God  and  the 
public  enemy,  or  if  the  rate  of  progress  Is 
not  such  as  to  insure  its  completion  within 
the  time  specified,  or  if  at  any  time  the 
Chief  Engineer  shall  be  of  the  opinion,  and 
shall  so  certify  In  writing,  to  the  said 
party  of  the  first  part,  that  the  said  work 
or  any  part  thereof  is  unnecessarily  or  un- 
reasonably delayed,  or  that  the  contractor 
is  willfully  or  persistently  violating  any 
of  the  conditions  or  covenants  of  this  con- 
tract, or  is  not  executing  said  contract  in 
good  faith,  the  said  party  of  the  first  part 
shall  have  the  power  to  notify  the  said 
contractor  to  discontinue  all  work,  or  any 
part  thereof,  as  may  be  designated  by  the 
said  party  of  the  first  part;  and  the  party 
of  the  first  part  shall  thereupon  have  the 
power  either  to  complete  said  work  by  con- 
tract or  to  employ  such  men  and  teams, 
and  to  obtain  such  machinery.  Implements 
and  tool^,  and  to  purchase  such  material 
as  the  said  Chief  Engineer  may  deem  neces- 
sary to  complete  the  work  herein  described 
or  any  part  thereof.  And  in  ao  doing,  said 
Chief  Engineer  may  use  such  tools.  Imple- 
ments and  materials  as  may  be  found  upon 
the  line  of  said  work.     The  cost  of  doing 
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soch  work  shall  be  charged  to  the  said  con- 
tractor, and  any  moneys  that  may  then  be 
due,  or  may  at  any  time  thereafter  become 
due  to  said  contractor,  under  and  by  virtue 
of  this  contract,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall 
be  applied  by  first  party  to  the  payment 
of  such  coats,  so  far  aa  the  same  shall 
suffice  therefor:  and  the  remainder  of  the 
cost  of  so  completing  said  woric  shall  be 
paid  by  said  contractor  to  first  party  on 
demand.

Payment  of  Laborers. 
43.  Said  contractor  shall  pay  the  labor- 
ers employed  by  him  promptly  at  regular 
intervals,  and  at  least  twice  each  month, 
and  shall  not  pay  said  laborers  in  scrip, 
checks  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness, 
nor  In  any  manner  other  than  the  lawful 
currency  of  the  United  States ;  and  if  at 
any  time  during  the  progress  of  said  work 
the  said  contractor  shall  fail  or  neglect  to 
pay  for  labor  performed  and  in  manner 
aforesaid,  or  for  materials,  tools,  explosives, 
machinery  appliances,  fuel,  provisions  or 
supplies  of  any  sort  or  kind  used  or  con- 
sumed in,  upon  or  on  account  of  the  work 
covered  by  this  contract,  the  party  of  the 
first  part  shall  have  i>ower  to  pay  for  such 
labor  or  materials,  explosives,  machinery, 
appliances,  fuel,  provisions  or  supplies  of 
whatever  sort  or  kind,  out  of  any  moneys 
that  may  be  due  to  said  contractor:  and 
said  amounts  so  paid  shall  be  retained  out 
of  any  money  due  or  to  become  due  to  said 
contractor.  In  any  such  case,  the  party 
of  the  first  part  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  by  the  said  party  of  the  second 
part  to  ascertain  by  its  Engineer  the 
amounts  due  or  owing  from  said  contractor 
to  any  laborer  or  laborers,  or  to  any  per- 
son, or  persons,  for  materials,  tools,  ex- 
plosives, machinery,  apparatus,  fuel,  pro- 
visions or  supplies  of  any  sort  vor  kind, 
or  consumed' upon,  in  or  on.  account  of  the 
work  covered  by  this  contract,  in  such' 
manner  and  upon,  suc^  proof  as  he,  said 
Engineer,  may  deem  sufficient,  and  without 
giving  any  notice  of  such  proceedings  tq 
said  contractor,  and  the  amount  or  amounts 
so  found  by  the  said  party  of  the  first  part 
to  be  due  and  owing  said  laborer  or  labor- 
ers, or  to  said  person  furnishing,  as  afore- 
said, shall  be  final  and  conclusive  evidence 
as  sgalnsNsald  contractor,  and  may  there- 
after be  paid  over  by  the  said  first  party 
to  soch  laborer  or  laborers,  or  to  such  per 
sons  fnmisfaing  as  aforesaid. 


Final  Payment. 

44.  The  said  party  of  the  second  part 
further  agrees  that  he  shall  not  be  entitled 
to  demand  or  receive  final  payment  for  any 
portion  of  the  aforesaid  work  or  materials, 
except  in  the  manner  set  forth  In  this 
agreement,  nor  until  each  and  all  of  the 
stipulations  hereinbefore  mentioned  are  com- 
plied with  and  the  said  Chief  Engineer 
shall  have  given  his  certificate  to  that  ef- 
fect: whereupon  the  said  party  of  the  first 
part  will,  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  (3(i) 
days  after  such  completion  and  delivery  of 
such  certificate,  pay,  and  it  hereby  binds 
itself  to  pay.  the  said  party  of  the  second 
part,  in  cash,  the  whole  amount  of  money 
accruing  to  said  second  party  under  this 
contract,  excepting  such  sum  or  sums  of 
money  as  may  be  lawfully  retained  under 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  contract  here- 
inbefore set  forth. 

Health  Regulations. 

45.  Said  party  of  the  second  part  agrees 
to  make  provision  for  an  ample  supply  of 
suitable  drinking  water  for  employes,  and 
to  take  such  means  as  shall  effectually 
prevent  the  creation  of  a  nuisance  on  any 
part  of  the  right  of  way  of  said  Sanitary 
District  .or  adjacent  thereto. 

Contractor's   Bond. 

46.  The  contractors  shall  furnish  a  bond 
in  the  sums  named  and  provided  for  in  the 
copy  of  advertisement  for  proposals  hereto 
attached,  with  good  and  sufficient  sureties, 
the  same  to  be  satisfactory  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Sanitary  District,  con- 
ditioned for  the  faithful  performance  of  all 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  contract, 
and  should  the  sureties  on  said  bond  at  any 
time  fail  financially,  or  be,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  said  Board  of  Trustees,  insufficient 
security  for  the  penalty  of  said  bond, 
then,  in  that  case,  they  may,  on  giving; 
ten  (10)  days*  notice  thereof  in  writing, 
require  said  contractor  to  furnish  a  new 
or  additional  bond  in  the  place  of  the  bond 
so  having  become  insufficient  or  worthless. 

Ix  Witness  Whsbbof,  On  the  day  and

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BIDS  FOB  THE  SUPERSTRUCTURE  OF  A 
BRIDGE  CROSSING  THE  CHICAGO  RIVER  AT 
HARRISON   STREET. 

Under  the  head  of  new  business,  the 
President  announced  that  in  conformity 
with  the  advertisement  inviting  pro- 
posals for  constructing  and  erecting  the 
superstructure  of  a  Highway  Rolling 
Lift  Bridge  across  the  Chicago  River  at 
Harrison  Street,  in  the  City  of  Chicago, 
duly  published,  giving  sixty  days*  no- 
tice as  required  by  the  Sanitary  District 
Act,   the   Board  would   now  proceed   to 


open  the  bids  received  by  the  Clerk  in 
response  to  said  advertisement. 

The  Clerk  reported  that  six  bids  had 
l)een  received,  and  proceeded  to  open  and 
read  the  same,  as  shown  hereafter.    .

LEGE TO  MAKE  THE  NECESSARY  CON- 
NECTIONS TO  OBTAIN  A  SUPPLY  OP 
WATER  FROM  THE  THIRTY-NINTH  STREET 
CONDUIT. 

Mr.  Braden,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Engineering,  presented  a  re- 
port from  the  Committee  as  follows: 

Chicago,  April  26,  1904. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Sanitiiry  District  of  Ohioago : 

Gentlemen — ^Your  Committee  on  En- 
gineering has  had  under  consideration 
the  matter  of  the  form  of  agreement  to 
be  enterd  into  betwen  the  District  and 
the  South  Side  Elevated  Railroad  Com- 
pany, permitting  the  said  Railroad  Com- 
pany to  construct  and  maintain  an  un- 
derground masonry  duct  or  water  tunnel 
five  feet  in  diameter  connecting  with  the 
power  house  and  station  of  said  Com- 
pany located  at  State  Street,  between 
Thirty-ninth  and  Fortieth  Streets,  with 
the  twenty-foot  conduit  in  Thirty-ninth 
Street,  and  also  to  construct  a  return 
pipe  from  the  station  to  said  conduit  for 
the  purpose  of  conveying  from  and  re- 
turning to  said  conduit  water  to  be  used 
exclusively  for  cooling  and  condensing 
purposes  by  said  Elevated  Railroad  Com- 
pany in  its  power  house. 

The  said  Railroad  Company  agrees 
to  pay  for  the  use  of  said  water  tun- 
nel a  sum  equal  to  one  dollar  per  an- 
num for  each  boiler  horse  power 
of  its  boilers  used  in  said  power  house. 
The  present  rated  horse  power,  includ- 
ing the  new  installment,  is  5,800. 

Your  Committee  has  further  agreed

2.  In  consideration  of  one  dollar  ($1.00) 
by  the  party  of  the  second  part  to  the  party 
of  the  first  part  In  hand  paid,  and  the  mak- 
ing of  the  payments  by  the  party  of  the 
second  part  hereto  to  the  party  of  the  first 
part  hereto,  hereinafter  provided  for,  the 
party  of  the  first  part  hereto  has  given 
and  granted,  and  does  hereby  give  and 
grant  unto  the  party  of  the  second  part 
hereto,  its  successors  and  assigns,  the

Increased  or  diminished.  Said  annual 
rental  or  compensation  for  the  use  of  said 
water  shall  be  paid  in  half-yearly  Install- 
ments beginning  at  the  end  of  the  first 
half-year  after  the  party  of  the  second  part 
hereto  commences  to  take  water  from  said 
conduit. 

5.  This  contract  sh^ll  continue  and  be  In 
force  for  the  period  of  fifteen  (15)  years 
from  January  25,  1904,  provided,  however, 
that  If  the  party  of  the  second  part  shall 
cease  to  take  water  from  said  20-foot  con- 
duit, then  after  ninety  (90)  days'  notice, 
in  writing,  from  the  party  of  the  second

6.  This  contract  Is  subject  to  said  ordi- 
nance of  January  25,  1904,  as  amended  by 
said  ordinance  of  March  20,  1004 ;  and  It 
Is  agreed  that  If  it  becomes  necessary,  un- 
der said  Section  2,  for  the  party  of  the 
first  part  hereto  to  remove  said  connections 
with  said  20-foot  conduit,  then  this  con- 
tract shall  cease  and  be  at  end,  unless  the 
changing  of  the  location  of  said  connections 
with  said  conduit  will  avoid  the  necessity 
for  their  removal.  In  order  not  to  Interfere 
with  any  public  Improvement,  and  then

and  highway  signals,  houses,  stairs,  plat- 
forms, wooden  floor,  sidewalks,  gas-pipe 
railings,  etc.,  with  the  necessary  spikes, 
bolts  and  washers,  track  girders  and  brac- 
ing, and  also  furnishing  all  I  beam  bolsters, 
anchorages,  anchor  rods  and  bolts;  in  fact 
all  iron  or  steel  to  be  set  In  the  substruc- 
ture (excepting  corrugated  bars),  and  all 
paint,  and  it  shall  be  furnished  by  the 
Contractor  on  the  ground  at  the  site  and 
at   such   time  as  may  be  required  by   the 


progress  of  the  work.  The  contract  for  the 
superstructure,  in  fact,  includes  everything 
not  Included  in  the  substructure  contract 
to  put  the  bridge  In  complete  working  order. 
The  removal  of  the  old  bridge  is  included 
in  the  contract  work  for  the  substructure. 

2.  The  contract  for  the  superstructure 
includes  also  the  operation  of  the  bridge 
for  one  month  after  erection  and  the  fur- 
nishing of  power  required  for  same  as  here- 
inafter specified.  The  Contractor  shall  do 
such  extra  work  and  furnish  such  extra  ma- 
terial as  the  Engineer  may  order  at  the 
unit  prices  named  In  the  bid. 

Substructure  Metal. 

3.  The  metal  work  to  be  known  as  sub- 
structure metal,  and  which  shall  be  fur- 
nished by  the  Contractor  for  the  super- 
structure, but  will  be  erected  by  the  Con- 
tractor for  the  substructure,  shall  be  the  I 
beam  bolsters,  eye  bar  anchors,  I  beam 
anchors,  anchor  rods  and  bolts  (excepting 
short  stone  bolts).  All  other  metal  (Includ- 
ing all  stone  bolts)  shall  be  furnished  and 
erected  by  the  CoYitractor  for  the  super- 
structure. 

4.  The  acompanying  plans  form  a  part  of 
the  specifications,  and.  in  the  event  of  any 
discrepancy  between  the  plans  and  these 
specifications,  the  judgment  of  the  Engineer 
shall  be  decisive  thereon.  The  figured  di- 
mensions on  the  drawings  are  to  be  taken 
whenever  they  do  not  agree  with  the  dimen- 
sions obtained  by  scaling  from  the  draw- 
ings. 

Detail   Plans. 

5.  All  detail  and  shop  plans  required  shall 
be  made  at  the  expense  of  the  Contractor, 
and  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Engineer  f^r 
approval  before  beginning  work.  Such  de- 
tail plans  shall  have  a  uniform  size  of  twen- 
ty-six (2G)  inches  by  forty  (40)  inches, 
inside  border  lines,  with  a  border  margin 
of  one  and  one-half  (1%)  Inches  on  the 
left-hand  edge  and  one-half  (  Mj  )  Inch  on  all 
other  edges.  When  submitted  for  apiiroval, 
three  (3)  complete  sets  of  prints  of  such 
detail  plans  shall  he  sent  to  the  Sanitary 
District  of  Chicago.  The  Contractor  shall 
furnish  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago 
with  eight  (S)  complete  sets  and  F.  M. 
Montgomery  &  Co.  with  two  (2)  complete 
sets  of  these  approved  plans,  free  of  cost 
No  alterations  of  approved  plans  shall  be 
made  by  the  Contractor  without  the  writ- 
ten consent  of  the  Engineer.  The  approval 
of  the  Engineer  on  plans  shall  not  relieve 
the  Contractor  from  the  responsibility  for 
errors   thereon. 

Approval  of  Plans,  Etc, 
6.  All   detail   and   shop  plans  before  ac- 
cepted*^ by  the  Engineer  must  be  submitted 
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to   and    meet    tbe   approval    of    Frank    M. 
Montgomery   &   Co.,    who    shall    also   have 
anthority    to   examine   all   work    connected 
with  the  constmctlon  of  this  bridge. 
Checking  Pictns. 

7.  All  of  the  acompanylng  plans  shall  he 
carefully  checked  by  the  Contractor  before 
beginning  work.  Should  any  errors  be  dis- 
covered, the  Engineer's  attention  shall  be 
called  to  the.  same  and  corrections  made, 
after  which  the  Contractor  shall  be  respon- 
sible for  all  errors  which  may  occur  or 
which  may  have  occurred.  Any  interfer- 
ences in  the  metal  work  which  may  be  found 
at  any  time  shall  be  corrected  by  the  Con- 
tractor, free  of  cost  to  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict, unless  due  to  errors  of  the  contractor 
for  the  substructure. 

QUALITY    OF    MATERIAL. 

Tests. 

8.  All  structural  steel  shall  be  medium 
steel.  Tests  shall  be  made  upon  standard 
test  specimens,  one  and  one-half  (1^) 
inches  wide  and  of  the  thickness  of  the 
finished  material  where  possible,  or  they 
may  be  turned  to  three-quarters  (%)  of  an 
inch  in  diameter  for  a  length  of  at  least 
nine  (9>  inches  and  enlarged  ends.  At  least 
one  tensile  and  one  bending  test  shall  be 
made  from  -each  melt  of  steel  as  rolled.  In 
case  steel  differing  three-eighths  (%)  of  an 
inch  or  more  in  thickness  is  rolled  from  o^e 
melt,  a  test  of  each  kind  shall  be  made 
from  the  thickest  and  thinnest  material 
rolled. 

Medium  Steel. 

9.  When  tested  In  specimens  as  above, 
medium  steel  shall  have  an  ultimate  strength 
of  from  sixty  thousand  (60,000)  to  sixty- 
eight  thousand  (08,000)  pounds  per  square 
inch,  shall  elongate  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  (25)  per  cent  in  eight  (8)  inches,  and 
shall  have  an  elastic  limit  of  at  least  one- 
half  the  ultimate  strength.  The  test  piece 
must  also  bend  cold  one  hundred  and  eighty 
(180)  degrees  around  a  curve  whose  diam- 
eter is  equal  to  the  thickness  of  the  piece 
without  crack  or  flaw  on  convex  side  of  the 
bend.  Elongation  for  pins  may  be  five  (5) 
per  cent  less  than  the  above  requirement. 

Elongation. 

10.  For  material  less  than  five-sixteenths 
(5-16)  inch  and  more  than  three-quarters 
(%)  inch  in  thickness,  the  following  roodl- 
flcations  will  be  allowed  in  the  requirements 
for  elongation : 

(o)  For  -each  one-sixteenth  (1-16)  inch 
in  thickness  below  five-sixteenth  (5-16) 
Inch,  a  deduction  of  two  and  one-half  (2^) 
per  cent  will  be  allowed  from  the  specified 
elongation. 

.(h)  For    each    one    eight    (%)    inch    in 


thickness  above  three-quarters  (%)  inch,  a 
deduction  of  one  (1)  per  cent  will  be  al- 
lowed from  the  specified  elongation,  with 
a  minimum  elongation  of  twenty  (20)  per 
cent. 

Rivet  Steel. 

11.  Rivet  steel  shall  have  an  ultimate 
strength  of  fifty  thousand  (50,000)  to  fifty- 
eight  thousand  (58,000)  pounds  per  square 
inch,  shall  elongate  not  less  than  twenty- 
seven  (27)  per  cent  in  eight  (8)  inches, 
and  shall  have  an  elastic  limit  of  at  least 
one-half  (%)  the  ultimate  strength.  The 
test  specimen  must  bend  one  hundred  and 
eighty  (180)  degrees  flat  on  itself  without 
sign  of  fracture  on  convex  side  of  bend. 
Rivet  steel  when  nicked  and  bent  around 
a  bar  of  the  same  diameter  as  the  rivet 
rod,  shall  give  a  gradual  break  and  a  fine, 
silky,  uniform  fracture. 

Eye-Bar  Material. 

12.  Eye-bar  material  shall  be  medium 
steel,  and  when  one  and  one-half  (IH) 
Inches  and  less  in  thickness,  shall  fulfill 
the  regular  requirements  for  that  grade  of 
steel  given  In  paragraph  9.  F'or  thickness 
greater  than  one  and  one-half  (1^^)  Inches 
there  will  be  allowed  a  reduction  in  the  per- 
centage of  elongation  of  one  per  cent*  for 
each  one-eighth  (%)  of  an  Inch  Increase  in 
thickness,  to  a  minimum  of  twenty  (20) 
per  cent.  Full  sized  eye-bars  shall  show  not 
less  than  twelve  and  one-half  (12%)  per 
cent  elongation  In  the  body  of  the  bar  and 
an  ultimate  strength  of  not  less  than 
fifty-six  thousand  (56,000)  pounds  per 
square  Inch  of  section. 

13.  All  tests  shall  be  taken  on  specimens 
In  the  same  condition  (annealed  or  other- 
wlsp)  as  the  material  which  It  represents. 
All  l)endlDg  test  specimens  shall  be  taken 
from  the  same  piece  as  the  tensile  tests  of 
the  same  material. 

Chemical  Analysis. 

14.  -The  chemical  analysis  for  carbon  and 
phosphorous  of  each  melt  must  be  furnished 
to  the  Engineer  or  his  Inspectors  before  any 
of  the  material  rolled  from  said  melt  is 
shipped  from  the  mill.  Phosphorous  must 
not  exceed  .06  per  cent  for  acid  steel,  or 
.04  per  cent  for  basic  steel. 

Chippings   and  Alterations. 

15.  All  blooms,  billets  or  slabs  shall  be 
examined  for  surface  defects,  flaws  or  blow 
holes  before  being  rolled  into  the  finished 
sections,  and  such  chippings  and  alterations 
made  as  will  secure  perfect  solidity  in  the 
finished   sections. 

Marking. 

16.  The  original  melt  number  must  be 
painted  or  stamped  on  all  blooms,  billets  or 
slabs    In    order    to    Identify    the    material 
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throughout  the  various  processes  of  manu- 
facture ;  and  the  original  melt  number  must 
be  stamped  on  each  piece  of  finished  ma- 
terial from  said  melt. 

FinUh. 

17.  All  finished  rolled  material  must  pre- 
sent a  smooth,  clean  surface,  free  from 
buckles,  flaws,  cracked  or  ragged  edges  or 
any  other  defects,  and  must  be  straight 
throughout  and  true  to  section. 

Brittle  Steel. 

18.  No  steel  which  proves  brittle  shall  be 
used  under  any  circumstances;  if  it  de- 
velops this  character  at  any  stage  of  its 
manufacture  it  shall  be  at  once  condemned 
and  other  material  used.  The  object  of  the 
more  particular  clauses,  hereto  relating, 
being  to  guard  against  the  possibility  of  the 
use  of  this  class  of  metal. 

Steel  Castings. 

19.  All  steel  castings  shall  have  an  ulti- 
mate strength  of  not  less  than  sixty  thou- 
sand (60,000)  pounds  per  square  inch,  an 
elastic  limit  of  not  less  than  thirty  thou- 
sand (30,000)  pounds  per  square  inch,  shall 
elongate  not  less  than  twenty-five  (26)  per 
cent  in  two  (2)  inches,  and  shall  bend 
ninety  (90)  'degrees  around  a  radius  equal 
to  the  thickness  of  the  test  piece  without 
sign  of  fracture.  The  amount  of  phps- 
phorous  contained  shall  not  exceed  .06  per 
cent.  All  steel  castings  shall  be  sound  and 
free  from  blow  holes  and  roughness,  spong- 
iness,  pitting,  shrinkage  cracks  and  other 
cracks,  cavities,  etc.,  and  shall  be  thorough- 
ly annealed  according  to  the  best  practice. 
Large  castings  are  to  be  suspended  and 
hammered  all  over.  No  cracks,  fiaws,  de- 
fects or  weakness  shall  appear  after  such 
treatment.  Bach  cast  shall  be  so  made  that 
a  sufiiclent  number  of  test  pieces  can  be 
cut  as  to  enable  the  Engineer  or  his  inspec- 
tors to  satisfy  themselves  of  its  quality. 

Machinery  Steel. 

20.  The  material  used  for  shafting  and 
forglngs  shall  be  of  "medium"  basic  or  acid 
"open  hearth"  eteel,  of  a  good  finish  and 
uniform  quality,  in  which  phosphorous  shall 
not  exceed  .06  per  cent.  When  tested  In 
specimens  of  not  less  than  one-half  (H) 
Inch  diameter,  It  must  show  an  ultimate 
strength  of  at  least  sixty  thousand  (60,000) 
pounds  per  square  Inch,  with  an  elastic 
limit  of  at  least  fifty  (50)  per  cent  of  the 
ultimate,  and  an  elongation  of  at  least 
twenty-eight  (28)  per  cent  In  two  (2) 
Inches,  and  a  test  specimen  one  (1)  Inch  by 
one-half  ( % )  Inch  must  bend  cold  one  hun- 
dred and  eighty  (180)  degrees  over  a  diam- 
eter equal  to  Its  thickness  without  a  sign 
of  fracture.  All  steel  forglngs  must  be 
properly  annealed.     Cold  rolled  steel  shaft- 


ing, if  used,  shall  be  of  the  best  Quality, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Bnglneer. 

Cast  Iron. 

21.  Cast  Iron,  except  counterweight  cast- 
ings, must  be  the  best  quality  of  soft  iron. 
The  casting  must  be  free  from  flaws,  ragged 
edges,  or  any  other  defects  impairing  Its 
efficiency  or  appearance;  and  bars  of  a  sec- 
tion one  (1)  inch  square,  placed  on  sup- 
ports four  (4)  feet  eight  (8) -inches  apart, 
must  be  strong  enough  to  bear  a  weight  of 
five  hundred  (500)  pounds  placed  half  way 
between  supports. 

Phosphor  Bronze, 

22.  Phosphor  bronse  Shall  be  of  the  best 
quality  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  to  be 
used.  The  castings  shall  contain  eighty- 
eight  (88)  per  cent  of  copper  and  twelve 
(12)  per  cent  of  phosphorized  tin,,  the 
phosphorlzed  tin  to  contain  five  (5)  per 
cent  of  phosphorous.  Upon  each  casting: 
shall  be  cast  suitable  test  pieces,  which,  in 
breaking,  must  show  a  good  uniform  metal, 
and  when  broken  in  testing  machine  shall 
show  at  least  thirty  thousand  (30^000) 
pounds  per  square  inch  ultimate  tensile 
strength. 

Babbitt  Metal. 

23.  All  the  babbitt  metal  used  shall  .have 
the  following  composition :  Fifty  (50) 
parts  tin,  one  (1)  part  copper,  five  (5) 
parts  antimony. 

Countertoeight, 

24.  The  counterweight  blocks  shall  be  of 
cast  Iron.  They  must  be  smooth  and  tme 
to  dimensions  within  one-quarter  (%)''xlnch, 
out  of  wind  and  free  from  cracks  and  blow 
holes.  All  warped  or  irregular  blocks  will 
be  rejected. 

Timber — General. 

25.  All  timber  shall  be  strictly  first-claas 
material,  entirely  free  from  sap ;  shall  hiive 
been  cut  from  live  trees,  sawed  true  with 
square,  straight  edges  and  shall  be  full 
size,  out  of  wind  and  free  from  wind  shakes, 
large,  loose,  or  numerous  knots,  decayed  or 
sap  wood,  wane,  worm  holes  or  other  de- 
fects Impairing  Its  strength  or  durability. 

26.  All  -lumber  delivered  shall  be  subject 
to  Inspection  by  the  Engineer.  Whenever 
any  lumber  Is  rejected  the  contractor  must 
immediately  remove  the  same  from  the  site 
of  the  structure. 

Yellow  Pine,  Oak  and  Maple. 

27.  All  yellow  pine  shall  be  long  leaf  yel- 
low heart  pine  grown  south  of  the  south  line 
of  Tennessee.  All  oak  shall  be  selected  white 
oak  with  all  "bastard"  grain  material  culled 
out.  All  maple  shall  be  hard  maple.  All 
planks  shall  be  of  the  full  thickness  speci- 
fied or  shown  on  plans. 
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Creosoting. 

28.  The  yellow  pine  used  for  lower  course 
of  roadway  planking  shall  be  creosoted.  The 
creosote  to  be  used  shall  be  the  best  creo- 
sote oil,  free  from  any  adulterations. 

Broken  Stone. 

29.  All  broken  stone  for  concrete  shall  be 
as  nearly  as  possible  cubical  in  shape,  free 
from  dirt  or  other  foreign  substances,  and 
must  also  be  screened,  free  from  flat  chips 
or  dust.  Stones  s^tall  not  be  larger  than 
one  (1)  Inch  in  any  direction,  and  shall  be 
in  quality  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Engineer. 

Portland  Cement. 

30.  The  best  Portland  cement  shall  be 
used  In  this  work,  brand  and  quality  to 
have  a  well  sustained  reputation  for  excel- 
lence, and  to  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  E^ngineer,  who  shall  cause  to  be  made 
such  tests  as  are  considered  the  best  and 
most  modem  practice  in  cement  testing  and 
as  may  seem  to  him  proper  for  determining 
the  quality  of  the  cement.  The  weight  of 
Portland,  cement  shall  not  be  less  than 
ninety-flve  (95)  pounds  per  cubic  foot.  All 
lompy,  dirty  or  damaged  cement  shall  be 
rejected ;  also  all  damaged  or  short  weight 
packages.  All  rejected  cement  shall  be  Im- 
mediately removed  from  the  site  of  the 
work.  The  contractor  shall  provide  storage 
capacity  for  at  least  ten  (10)  days*  supply 
and  shall  store  the  cement  so  as  to  give 
easy  access  for  the  procurement  of  samples 
for  tests. 

^  Sand. 

31.  The  sand  shall  be  coarse,  sharp  and 
clean,  free  from  all  clay,  loam  or  gravel, 
and  of  a  quality  approved  by  the  Engineer. 

WORKMANSHIP    AND    STBUCTDRAL    DETAILS. 

Track  Girders. 

32.  The  track  girders  shall  be  riveted  up 
with  the  web  plates  and  side  plates  project- 
ing at  least  one-quarter  (^)  inch  outside 
of  the  flange  angles  at  all  points  before  mill- 
ing. After  the  girders  are  completely  rivet- 
ed up  with  their  diaphragms,  cover  plates, 
end  plates,  etc.,  the  web  plates,  upper  side 
plates  and  angles  of  the  girders  must  be 
faced  on  top  and  the  cast  steel  track  plates 
mast  get  perfect  bearing  on  them.  The 
webs  and  lower  flange  angles  must  be  planed 
on  the  bottom  for  bearing  on  the  lower 
cover  plate  over  their  entire  length.  The 
lower  surfaces  of  the  girders  where  they 
bear  on  the  bolsters  must  be  In  true  plane 
and  parallel  to  top  of  track  plates  and  if 
found  not  to  be  true  the  entire  lower  sur- 
faces of  the  girders  shall  be  planed.  The 
total  depth  of  the  girders  out  to  out  must 
be  the  same  at  all  bolsters.  The  stlffener 
angles  must  have  perfect  bearing  under  the 


flange  angles.  The  cast-steel  track  plates 
must  be  planed  on  top  (see  detail  on  track- 
girder  sheet),  and  over  the  bottom  surface 
and  ends,  and  the  projecting  teeth  on  all 
four  sides  to  true  width  and  pitch.  All 
holes  in  the  upper  flange  angles  and  track 
plates  must  be  drilled  with  the  track 
plates  In  place  on  the  finished  girders. 

li0lStC1'8. 

33.  All  bolsters  shall  be  accurately  as- 
sembled and  riveted  together  so  that  their 
upper  surfaces  are  in  a  true  plane.  The 
upper  and  lower  forward  bolsters  shall  be 
fitted  together  In  the  shop  and  shall  obtain 
full  even  bearing  on  each  other  throughout. 
If  necessary  to  secure  complete  bearing,  the 
surfaces  to  be  in  bearing  shall  be  lightly 
planed  after  riveting.  The  bearing  plates 
on  the  upper  bolsters  shall  be  planed  after 
the  bolsters  are  completely  riveted  up.  All 
bolsters  will  be  erected  by  the  contractor 
for  the  substructure. 

Segmental  Girders. 

34.  The  segmental  girders  shall  be  riveted 
up  with  th^  web  plates  and  side  plates  pro- 
jecting at  least  one-quarter  (^)  inch  out- 
side of  the  lower  curved  fiange  angles  at  every 
point  before  milling.  After  they  are  riveted 
together  complete  with  all  diaphragms  the 
web  plates  of  these  segmental  girders  and 
the  side  plates  and  flange  angles  must  be 
faced  absolutely  true  to-  the  circle  called 
for,  and  out  of  wind,  and  particular  care 
must  be  taken  to  obtain  full  and  perfect 
bearing  of  webs,  side  plates  and  angles  on 
the  curved  track  plates  throughout  their 
length.  All  girders  without  complete  bear- 
ing will  be  rejected.  The  track  plates  must 
be  faced  on  top,  bottom,  and  ends  and  must 
present  a  true  circular  surface  on  the  out- 
side. The  rectangular  holes  in  the  track 
plates,  which  will  engage  with  the  teeth  on 
the  track  girders,  must  be  cut  to  exact 
pitch,  and  the  width  must  be  such  that  the 
lateral  play  Is  no  more  than  one-eighth  (%) 
Inch.  All  holes  must  be  reamed  with  the 
parts  assembled.  The  segmental  girders 
complete  with  track  plates,  and  the  several 
members  connecting  with  them,  must  be 
carefully  and  accurately  assembled  In  the 
shop  and  all  rivet  holes  reamed  to  proper 
size,  and  all  pieces  properly  marked '  be- 
fore taking  them  apart.  Extra  precautions 
must  be  taken  to  insure  the  proper  dis- 
tance from  the  center  line  of  tooth  holes 
In  any  segmental  girder  to  the  center  line 
of  tooth  holes  in  the  other  girder  of  the 
same  leaf  of  the  bridge.  Especial  attention 
is  called  to  this  point  as  being  a  frequent 
source  of  trouble  In  erection  of  bridge. 

Operating   Struts. 

35.  The  operating  struts  must  be  per- 
fectly   true    and    straight    for    their    full 
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length.  The  cast  steel  racks,  forming  a 
part  of  them,  must  be  planed  on  both 
sides  and  both  ends,  and  on  the  edges  at  the 
sides  of  the  teeth  at  the  height  of  the  pitch 
line,  excepting  a  middle  section  as  noted  on 
inachinery  drawing,  and  must  be  riveted  up 
BO  that  the  pitch  is  uniform  and  the  pitch 
line  absolutely  straight.  The  pin  holes 
must  be  bored  so  that  the  axis  of  the  hole 
shall  be  at  a  true  right  angle  with  the 
center  line  of  the  strut.  The  several  pieces 
of  rack  must  be  examined  carefully,  and,  if 
any  difference  is  found  between  them,  those 
varying  the  same  shall  be  placed  so  in 
the  struts  that  they  come  opposite  each 
other.  The  cast-steel  racks  must  all  be 
placed  by  measuring  from  the  center  of  the 
pin,  and  no  variation  of  more  than  one 
thirty-second  (1-32)  inch  will  be  allowed. 
Pins, 

36.  Pins  for  connection  of  operating  struts 
and  anchorage  bars  to  the  trusses  shall  he 
turned  straight  and  smooth  and  shall  fit 
the  pin  holes  within  1-32  inch.  It  is  im- 
portant, and  pains  must  be  taken,  to  bore 
the  pin  holes  exactly  perpendicular  to  plane 
of  trusses  in  order  to  give  true  alignment 
to  the  struts  and  bars  and  to  obtain  uni- 
form bearing  on  the  pins. 

37.  Pin  holes  in  eye-bars  shall  be  bored 
to  fit  their  pins  within  1-32  of  an  inch,  and 
shall  be  truly  pecpendicular  to  the  line  of 
stress.  They  shall  be  in  the  center  of  the 
head  and  on  the  center  line  of  the  bar.  Bars 
which  are  to  be  placed  side  by  side  and 
work  together  in  the  structure  shall  be 
piled  and  clamped  together  and  each  end 
bored  at  one  operation  with  all  bars  at  the 
same  temperature.  {4uch  bars  shall  be 
then  matchmarked,  and  they  shall  be  erect- 
ed assembled  together  in  the  same  relative 
order  in  the  field. 

Eye-Bara, 

3S.  The  form  of* the  heads  of  eye-bars 
shall  be  such  that  when  tested  to  destnic- 
tion  the  member  shall  break  in  the  body  of 
the  bar.  All  heads  of  eye-bars  shall  be 
formed  by  up-setting  on  the  solid  bar  or  by 
a  process  approved  by  the  Engineer.  Heads 
shall  be  clean,  full-sized  forgings,  formed 
centrally  upon  the  bar  In  true  line  and 
out  of  wind,  and  shall  be  free  from  folds, 
lateral  fissures,  incipient  cracks  or  flaws 
of  any  kind.  All  eye-bars  shall  be  carefully 
annealed  before  the  pin  holes  are  bored. 
Erection  of  Machinery, 

39.  The  trusses  which  support  machinery 
shall  be  erected  in  the  field  and  all  parts 
carefully  and  accurately  fitted  with  the 
machinery  in  place  in  order  to  Insure  the 
exact  alignment  of  bearings  and  meeting 
of  pitch  lines  of  gears  and  of  main  pinions 
and  racks.    All  holes  for  field  rivets  must  be 


reamed  and  holes  for  machinery  bolts 
drilled  while  so  erected,  with  the  parts 
held  securely  in  place,  using  proper 
tools  for  this  purpose.  All  of  the  above 
work  shall  be  under  the  direction  and  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Engineer. 

40.  When  erected,  the  shaft  supporting 
the  main  pinion  must  be  at  a  true  right 
angle  to  the  axis  of  the  operating  strut, 
so  that  the  teeth  of  the  pinion  shall  ac- 
curately engage  the  teeth  of  the  operating 
strut  on  their  respective  pitch  lines  the 
entire  width  of  the  teeth. 

Milling 

41.  All  milling  and  facing  must  be  care- 
fully done  with  proper  machines.  Chatter- 
ing or  excessive  play  in  tool  will  not  be 
allowed  and  all  milled  surfaces  must  be 
smooth  and  true. 

42.  The  bottoms  of  >  vertical  posts,  Inclad- 
Ing  connection  angles  and  gussets,  shall  be 
faced  for  bearing  on  base  plates.  All  lug 
angles  and  diaphragms  which  receive  stress 
from  bolts  and  anchor  rods  shall  be  faced 
to  a  true  plane  for  bearing  against  washers. 
All  Joints  in  chord  members  shall  be  neatly 
milled  to  proper  angle  and  In  lower  chord 
members  shall  be  fitted  for  true  bearing 
between  abutting  members.  All  stiffener 
angles  and  the  lug  angles  ab^ve  mentioned 
must  be  carefully  ground  at  ends  to  fit  sur- 
faces on  which  they  should  bear. 

43.  Ends  of  floor  beams  and  stringers,  un- 
less with  loose  end  connection  angles,  shall 
be  machine  faced  to  exact  length  and  at 
proper  angle  so  as  to  fit  closely  to  connect- 
ing members  before  bolting  up  In  erection. 

RiveU. 
.  44.  The    rivets    used    shall    be   generally 
%    and    %   inch  in  diameter,  excepting  as 
otherwise  shown  on  the  plans. 

45.  The  pitch  of  rivets  shall  never  exceed 
six  inches  unless  otherwise  shown  on  the 
plans,  or  sixteen  times  the  thinnest  outside 
plate,  nor  be  less  than  three  diameters  of 
the  rivet.  In  tie  plates,  gusset  plates  and 
splice  plates  the  minimum  pitch  must  be 
three    (3)    inches  wherever  possible. 

46.  The  distance  between  the  edge  of  any 
piece  and  the  center  of  a  rivet  hole  most 
never  be  less  than  1%  inches  excepting  for 
bars  less  than  2%  inches  wide;  when  prac- 
ticable it  shall  be  at  least  two  dlametem  of 
the  rivet. 

Punching, 
47.  All  rivet  holes  in  unreamed  work  mast 
be  so  accurately  spaced  and  punched  that 
when  the  several  parts  forming  one  member 
are  assembled  together,  a  rivet  1-16  Inch 
less  in  diameter  than  the  hole  can  generally 
be  entered,  hot,  into  any  hole  without  ream- 
ing or  straining  the  metal  by  "drifts."     Oc- 
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caslonal "  variations   must   be   corrected   by 
reaming. 

48.  For  punching,  the  diameter  of  the  die 
shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  diameter  of  the 
punch  by  more  than  1-16  of  an  inch  for 
material  not  more  than  five-eighths  (%)  of 
an  inch  In  thickness.  All  holes  must  be 
clean  cuts  without  torn  or  ragged  edges. 

Riveting. 

49.  The  rivets  when  driven  must  com- 
pletely fill  the  holes.  The  rivet  heads  must 
be  round  and  of  a  uniform  size  for  the 
same  sized  rivets  throughout  the  work.  They 
must  be  full  and  neatly  made  and  be  cos- 
centric  to  the  rivet  hole,  and  thoroughly 
pinch  the  connected  pieces  together.  No 
caulking  or  recupping  of  cold  or  loose  rivets 
will  be  allowed.  Loose,  burned  or  defective 
rivets  shall  be  cut  out  and  replaced  with- 
out injuring  adjacent  metal.  If  necessary 
they  shall  be  drilled  out.  Bolts  cannot  be 
substituted  for  rivets  excepting  by  special 
permission  from  the  Engineer. 

50.  Wherever  possible  all  rivets  must  be 
machine  driven.  The  machines  must  be 
capable  of  retaining  the  applied  pressure 
after  the  upsetting  is  completed. 

51.  Field  riveting  must  be  reduced  to  a 
minimum  or  entirely  avoided  where  possible. 

Reaming. 

52.  All  holes  must  be  reamed,  except  in 
laterals  over  river  channel  forward  of  panel 
point  Uo-Lo,  sidewalk  brackets,  sidewalk 
stringers,  bolt  holes  in  rail  stringers,  ap- 
proached laterals,  bolsters,  anchorages,  and 
except  where  otherwise  marked  on  plans ; 
provided,  that  all  metal  fMre-elghths  (%) 
inch  and  over  in  thickness  shall  be  reamed. 
The  reaming  shall  be  done  only  while  the 
parts  are  assembled  and  properly  bolted,  ex- 
cept as  otherwise  specified.  All  reamed 
holes  shall  have  the  diameter  of  the 
punched  hole  at  least  three-sixteenths  (3-16) 
inch  less  than  the  nominal  diameter  of  the 
rivet.  All  reamed  holes  must  be  perfectly 
smooth  and  the  punching  and  reaming  shall 
be  so  carefully  done,  that  the  marks  of  the 
punching  shall  be  entirely  obliterated.  All 
material  over  seven-eighths  (%)  inch  thick 
shall  lie  drilled  in  the  solid.  After  reaming 
or  drilling  the  outside  burr  shall  be  removed 
by  use  of  a.  suitable  tool,  countersinking 
about  one-sixteenth  (1-16)  of  an  Inch. 

Reaming  of  Field  Connections. 

53.  Field  connections  between  all  truss 
members  shall  be  reamed  to  a  fit  preferably 
while  assembled  in  the  shop,  or  to  a  proper 
iron  template.  Floor  beam  and  stringer 
connections  shall  be  reamed  to  an  Iron 
template  or  when  assembled.  When  con- 
nections are  reamed  assembled  In  the  shop 
they    shall    be   properly    match    marked    so 


as  to  be  readily  assembled  in  the  field  in 
the  same  relative  position.  No  interchange 
of  parts  will  be  allowed  after  reaming.  All 
reamed  holes  shall  be  sub-punched  as  here- 
tofore specified. 

Turned    Bolta. 

54.  All  bolts  must  be  turned  to  a  driving 
fit.  The  diameter  of  the  thread  must  be  at 
least  one-sixteenth  (1-16)  of  an  inch  less 
than  the  diameter  of  finished  bolt,  to  pre- 
vent injury  In  driving.  All  bolts  shall 
have  a  washer  under  nut  not  less  than  one- 
quarter  Inch  thick,  and  beveled  washers 
on  all  inclined  surfaces.  Holes  for  bolts  ' 
must  be  reamed  parallel  with  all  parts  as- 
sembled. 

AsaemhUng. 

55.  All  riveted  members  must  be  well 
pinned  up  and  all  parts  drawn  thoroughly 
together  for  riveting.  No  chippings,  etc., 
will  be  allowed  between  the  surfaces  and 
a  suflScient  number  of  bolts  must  be  used  to 
keep  the  parts  in  absolute  contact.  All 
surfaces  in  contact  must  be  thoroughly 
cleaned  and  painted  before  the  pieces  are 
assembled.  All  pieces  in  the  assembled 
member  must  be  straight  and  true  to  lint 
before  reaming  or  riveting  is  begun. 

Nuta. 

56.  All  nuts  shall  be  hexagonal  in  shape. 
All  threads  shall  be  United  States  standard. 

Fillets. 

57.  All  re-entrant  cuts  must  be  well  fil- 
leted and  both  fillet  and  cut  finished.  No 
unfiUeted  cuts  will  be  allowed. 

Annealing. 

58.  Any  pieces  which  may  have  been  par- 
tially heated  or  bent  cold,  excepting  crimped 
stiffeners,  roust  be  wholly  annealed  unless 
otherwise  directed  by  the  Engineer.  All 
forglngs.  eye-bars  and  steel  castings  must 
be  annealed  according  to  the.  best  practice. 

Tjatticing. 
50.  Lattice  bars  shall  be  Inclined  at  an 
angle  of  not  less  than  sixty  (60)  degrees 
with  the  axis  of  the  member  for  single 
latticing,  nor  less  than  forty-five  (45)  de- 
grees for  double  latticing  with  riveted  in- 
tersections. Ends  of  lattice  bars  shall  be 
properly  cut  and  of  neat  appearance. 

60.  Web  splice  plates  and  fillers  under 
stiffeners  shall  be  cut  to  fit  within  one- 
eighth  i%)  of  an  Inch  of  fiange  angles. 

61.  Web  plates  of  girders  and  floor 
1>eams  which  have  no  cover  plates  shall  be 
flush  with  backs  of  angles  or  project  above 
the  same  not  more  than  one-eighth  (%)  of 
an  Inch  unless  otherwise  allowed  by  the 
Engineer.  When  web  plates  are  spliced,  not 
more  than  one-quarter  ( i/4 )  of  an  inch  clear- 
ance between  ends  of  plates  will  be  al- 
lowed. 
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62.  No  steel  sball  be  hammered  cold  or 
worked  at  a  black  heat,  nor  shall  it  be 
welded. 

63.  Wherever  there  is  a  tendency  for  wa- 
ter to  collect,  the  space  must  be  filled  with 
a  suitable  waterproof  material. 

Planing. 
04.  All  plates  shall  be  universal  mill 
plates  when  practicable.  Sheared  plates  in 
chord  members,  tension  members,  segmental 
girders  and  counterweight  supports,  not 
Including  tie  plates,  shall  have  all  sheared 
edges  planed  off  to  a  depth  of  one-quarter 
(%)    of  an  Inch. 

Camber. 

65.  The  trusses  of  the  movable-  leaves 
shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  give  a  slight 
camber  to  the  floor  under  full  live  load  as 
directed  by  the  Engineer. 

Center  Locks,  Diaphragms. 

66.  All  center  lock  castings  shall  be  ac- 
curately fitted  and  all  holes  drilled  when 
assembled  In  place.  The  diaphragms  shall 
be  bolted  in  place  with  tight  fitting  turned 
bolts  so  as  to  be  readily  removed  If  dam- 
aged. One  extra  diaphragm  casting  for 
each  truss,  with  bolts  complete,  finished  and 
fitted  ready  to  put  in  place  shall  be  fur- 
nished, match  marked,  boxed  and  labeled, 
by   the  Contractor  without  extra  charge. 

Hand  Railing. 

07.  Hand  railing  shall  be  of  gas  pipe, 
constructed  as  shown  on  the  plans.  All 
fittings  shall  be  of  malleable  iron  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Engineer.  Railing 
shall  be  fastened  securely  together  and  to 
the  structure,  and  must  be  properly  lined 
and  leveled  and  left  In  perfect  condition  on 
completion  of  the  work. 

Workmanship. 

08.  All  workmanship  must  be  first  class 
in  every  respect  and  conform  to  the  latest 
and  best  practice  In  bridge  work.  All  ma- 
terial must  be  thoroughly  straightened  be- 
fore templates  are  laid  off  on  it  or  before 
any  other  work  is  done  upon  it.  Finished 
members  must  l>e  absolutely  straight  and 
free  from  distortions  of  any  kind  or  open 
joints.  Parts  exposed  to  view  shall  be 
•neatly  finished.  All  necessary  fillers,  con- 
nections, etc.,  not  shown  on  the  plans 
shall  be  furnished  without  extra  charge. 

Cresoting. 
69.  All  cresoting  of  lumber  shall  be  done 
by  the  most  approved  process  and  In  plants 
approved  by  the  Engineer.  All  lumber  shall 
be  first-class  selected  material  and  shall  be 
thoroughly  and  uniformly  impregnated 
throughout  its  entire  thickness  with  pure 
creosote  oil,  to  the  amount  of  not  less  than 
twelve  (12)  pounds  of  pure  creosote  oil  to 


the  cubic  foot  of  lumber.  The  amount  of 
oil  absorbed  shall  be  determined  by  proper 
tests  and  any  material  found  not  to  con- 
tain the  specified  quantity  shall  be  re-Im- 
pregnated. All  this  work  shall  be  subject 
to  the  Inspection  and  approval  of  the  En- 
gineer and  such  tests  as  he  may  require 
shall  be  furnished  free  of  cost. 

MACHINEBY. 

Character  of  Work. 

70.  More  than*  ordinary  care  must  be 
taken  to  have  all  workmanship  strictly  first 
class  and  in  accordance  with  the  best  prac- 
tice. None  but  the  most  competent  work- 
men shall  be  employed  in  the  manufacture 
of  the  machinery,  and  the  fitting  and  erec- 
tion, 1x>th  in  the  shop  and  in  the  field, 
shall  be  superintended  by  expert  mill- 
wrights. The  bearings  for  all  shafts  shall 
be  set  to  a  true  line,  parallel,  and  the 
proper  distance  between  centers.  No  shim- 
ming will  he  allowed.  Mating  gears  shall 
be  exactly  centered  on  each  other  and 
shall  be  square  with  their  shafts.  All  parts 
of  the  machinery  shall  be  so  constructed  as 
to  be  readily  removed  and  replaced  with 
new  parts.  All  machinery  shall  be  as- 
sembled on  the  supporting  members  as  here- 
tofore specified  In  paragraph  39,  and  shall 
be  properly  aligned  and  fitted  and  all 
holes  In  the  supports  drilled  with  the 
parts  in  correct  relative  positions.  Before 
taking  apart,  all  pieces  shall  be  carefully 
match  marked  both  as  to  the  supports  and 
to  each  other  and  they  must  be  re-erected 
In  the  same  relative  positions.  All  ma- 
chinery, before  connected  finally  with  the 
bridge,  shall  be  operated  in  the  field  for  a 
sufficient  length  of  time  to  secure  smooth 
running  and  proper  bearing  of  gear  teeth. 

Shafts. 

71.  All  shafts  and  machinery  pins  over 
three  and  one-half  (5V^)  inches  in  diam- 
eter must  be  of  forged  steel  of  grade  spec- 
ified for  machinery  steel.  They  must  be 
turned  true  to  size  over  their  entire  length 
and  finished  to  a  smooth  surface,  care  being 
taken  to  leave  proper  fillets  where  the  diam- 
eter is  reduced.  All  shafts  over  five  and 
one-half  (5Vi)  Inches  and  all  pins  over 
eight  (8)  inches  In  diameter  shall  be  bored 
their  entire  length.  Cold  rolled  steel  shaft- 
ing may  be  used  for  shafts  three  and  one- 
half  (Sm  Inche*  and  less  in  diameter.  All 
shafts  when  erected  In  place  must  be  at 
true  right  line  to  the  proper  plane  of  rota- 
tions of  gears  and  In  correct  position  for 
proper  meshing  of  the  gears  on  their  true 
pitch  lines. 

Gear  Wheels. 

72.  All  gear  wheels  shall  be  steel  cast- 
ings. They  shall  be  so  bored  that  the  teeth 
run  true  and  shall  have  a  light  driven  fit 
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on  their  axles  or  shafts  to  which  they  shall 
be  properly  keyed  with  gib-head  keys.  Mat- 
ing gears  shall  be  so  placed  that  the  mold- 
ing draft  of  teeth  is  reversed.  The  teeth 
of  all  cast  gears  shall  be  trimmed  to  tem- 
plate so  that  bearing  marks  extend  over 
one-half  the  length,  or  so  that  the  heaviest 
pressure  is  within  the  middle  third  of  the 
length  of  the  tooth.  Teeth  of  gears  are  to 
be  cut  where  so  shown  on  the  plans.  All 
gear  teeth  shall  be  involute  in  pattern. 
All  gears  shall  have  their  pitch  lines  plain- 
ly marked. 

Keys. 

73.  Gib-head  or  hooked  keys  shall  be  used 
for  keying  machinery  parts  to  the  shafts. 
They  shall  be  in  number  and  sizeas  shown 
on  the  machinery  plans  or  according  to 
good  practice  when  not  shown,  and  shall 
have  a  taper  of  one-eighth  (%)  Inch  in  one 
foot.  When  wheel  and  key  are^  firmly 
seated,  the  distance  between  gib-head  and 
hub  shall  not  be  less  than  one-half  the 
width  of  key.  All  keys  must  be  so  accurate- 
ly made  that  when  firmly  seated  only  suf- 
ficient space  is  left  at  the  point  to  provide 
for  future  tightening. 

Bearings. 

74.  All  pillow  blocks  and  all  other  bear- 
ings shall  be  babbitted  unless  otherwise 
shown  on  the  plans.  They  shall  be  bored 
to  size  of  Journal  and  fitted  to  good  bear- 
ing on  journal  when  in  place.  All  bearings 
shall  be  fitted  with  standard  iron  screw  com- 
pression grease  cups,  of  size  approved  by 
the  Engineer,  directly  connected  with  the 
bearings  which  shall  be  properly  grooved 
for  lubrication.  Every  moving  joint  must 
be  provided  with  an  oil  hole  with  approved 
dust  caps  or  shall  have  other  suitable  means 
of  oiling.  All  bolts  for  journal  boxes  shall 
be  turned  to  exact  and  close  but  not  driving 
fit.  Beveled  washei-s  shall  be  provided 
under  under  nuts  for  bearing  on  Inclined 
surfaces. 

Nuts. 

75.  Ail  nuts  used  on  machinery  parts 
shall  be  hexagonal,  semi-finished  in  qual- 
ity, and  must  be  faced  square  to  axis  of 
screw  thread  on  bearing  surface.  All  bolts 
for  boxes  shall  be  provided  with  two  full 
nuts  at  each  threaded  end.  All  nuts  for 
bolts  in  movable  joints  shall  be  secured 
by  cotter  pins.  All  other  nuts  shall  be  pro- 
vided with  approved  positive  nut  locks.  All 
nuts  and  screw  ends  shall  have  truncated 
"V"  threads,  United  States  standard. 

Wrenches. 

76.  Proper  wrenches  to  fit  the  nuts  of  all 
bolts  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Contractor 
without  extra  charge,  handles  of  wrenches 
shall  be  straight  or  of  "S"  pattern,  as  may 
be  most  suitable.     Wherever  practicable  the 


jaws  shall  be  formed  at  an  angle  of  fifteen 
(15)  degrees  to  the  handle  and  shall  not 
be  thicker  than  three-quarters  of  the  thick- 
ness of  standard  nut.  All  wrenches  shall 
be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Engineer. 

Hand  Brakes. 

77.  Ea<5h  leaf  of  the  bridge  shall  be  pro- 
vided with  two  band  brakes,  operated  by  a 
hand  lever  in  a  slotted  quadrant  in  the 
operator's  house,  connected  thereto  by  suit- 
able shafts,  bell  cranks,  levers,  stiff  rods  and 
equalizer,  as  indicated  on  the  machinery 
plans.  Brake  wheels  shall  be  of  cast  steel 
with  turned  faces.  Brake  bands  shall  be 
of  steel  curved  to  proper  form.  Four  (4) 
extra  brake  bands  finished  complete  and 
fitted  ready  for  use  shall  be  furnished  by 
the  Contractor,  free  of  cost  to  the  Sanitary 
District.  'All  of  the  above  work  shfill-  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Engineer. 

Rear  Locks. 

78.  Each  leaf  shall  be  provided  with  two 
ratchet  locks  located  and  attached  as  shown 
on  machinery  plans.  These  locks  shall  be 
operated  by  a  hand  lever  arranged  in  an 
approved  quadrant  in  the  operator's  house 
and  must  each  Interlock  with  each  control- 
ler In  such  a  manner  that  the  current  to 
the  main  motors  cannot  be  turned  on  to 
open  the  bridge  unless  all  four  locks  are 
released.  Extra  parts  of  the  lock  consist- 
ing of  two  (2)  ratchet  wheels,  two  (2) 
pawls,  and  two  eccentric  pins  with  crank 
arms  and  lifting  pin  complete,  finished  and 
fitted  ready  for  use  shall  be  furnished  by 
the  Contractor  free  of  cost  to  the  Sanitary 
District.  All  of  the  above  work  shall  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Engineer. 

Hand  Levers,  Quadrants,  etc. 
7ft.  In  each  operator's  house  shall  be 
placed  two  forged  hand  levers  with  turned 
handles,  steel  latch  bolts  and  polished  brass 
fittings.  I^evera  shall  be  of  about  six  (6) 
feet  extreme  length,  as  may  be  found  neces- 
sary, and  shall  be  set  in  approved  Bteel 
quadrants  with  slots  for  latching  spaced 
about  one  (1)  inch  apart.  One  of  these 
levers  shall  be  connected  with  and  operate 
the  rear  locks  and  shall  be  Interlocked  with 
the  controllers  In  such  a  manner  that  cur- 
rent cannot  be  turned  on  the  motors  to  open 
the  bridge  until  the  lever  Is  thrown  to  re- 
lease the  locks.  The  second  lever  shall  oper- 
ate to  release  and  set  the  brake  bands. 
Hand  levers  shall  be  connected  with  the 
parts  they  operate  by  means  of  levers,  bell 
cranks,  shafts,  stiff  gas  pipe  rods  and  equal- 
izers. 80  designed  as  to  avoid  lost  motion 
from  wear  at  joints  and  deflections  of  parts. 
Intermediate  hangers  shall  preferably  be 
of  swinging  type  pivoted  to  the  rods,  or 
provided  with  rollers  when  of  fixed  type, 
and  shall  be  placed  not  to  exceed  ten  (10)

feet  apart  or  at  shorter  intervals  if  neces- 
sary to  prevent  deflection.  Rigid  hangers 
shall  be  properly  braced  to  prevent  deflec- 
tion. Shafts,  when  used,  shall  be  supported 
by  cast  steel,  babbitted  bearing  boxes  placed 
at  proper  intervals,  provided  with  grease 
cups  as  heretofore  specified.  All  Joints 
at  which  there  is  movement  shall  have 
ample  area  to  prevent  excessive  wear  and 
to  retain  oil  for  lubrication.  All  *parts  of 
the  above  apparatus  shall  be  of  sufllcient 
strength  to  do  the  work  for  which  they  are 
designed,  and  all  rods  shall  be  provided  with 
tumbuckles  for  adjustment.  The  dimen- 
sions of  parts  and  the  design  of  the 
mechanism  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Engineer. 

Mechanical  Indicators. 

80.  A  mechanical  indicator  shall  be 
placed  In  each  operator's  house  to  show 
the  position  of  the  leaf  operated  from  that 
house.  Each  indicator  shiAl  consist  of  a 
metal  pointer  attached  to  a  vertical  steel 
rod  traveling  vertically  on  side  of  window 
in  front  of  the  controller.  It  shall  be  oper- 
ated by  a  rack  and  pinion,  or  other  suitable 
device,  connected  dlr«!ctly  to  the  machinery 
by  means  of  bell  cranks,  levers  and  stitT 
rods,  or  by  shafting  and  gears  so  designed 
as  to  avoid  as  far  as  possible  lost  motion 
due  to  wear  of  parts.  No  rope  or  other 
flexible  connections  shall  be  used.  Proper 
means  of  adjustment  of  the  indicator  con- 
venient of  access  shall  be  provided.  The 
indicator  shall  have  a  travel  of  not  less 
than  fortr-eight  (48)  inches,  and  shall  be 
protected  by  a  hinged  metal  case  with 
proper  fastenings,  provided  with  a  metal 
scale,   marked  and  lettered   to  show   closed 

.position,  locking  position,  safe  upper  posi- 
tion, extreme  upper  position,  etc.,  of  the 
leaf  in  respective  order  from  lower  end  to 
upper  end  of  the  scale.  All  of  this  work 
shall  be  of  substantial  construction,  to 
avoid  injury  of  parts,  and  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Engineer. 
Labelina. 

81.  Every  lever  or  handle  in  the  oper- 
ator's houses  shall  be  labeled  to  Indfcate 
its  purpose,  use  and  the  result  due  to  posi* 
tion,  so  as  to  be  easily  and  conveniently 
read  by  the  operator. 

Cotters. 

82.  All  Joint  connection  pins  for  brake 
and  lock  apparatus,  indicators,  etc.,  wher- 
ever these  pins  can  turn,  shall  be  secured 
by  heads  and  large  spring  cotters  passing 
through  tight-fitting  collars  and  the  pins. 

Gates. 

83.  Four  (4)  standard  railroad  gates 
equal  to  those  manufactured  by  the  Buda 
Foundry  and  Manufacuring  Company,  and 
subject   to   the   approval    of   the   Engineer, 


shall  be  provided,  two  for  each  end  of  the 
bridge.  Each  gate  shall  have  an  arm  over 
sidewalk  and  roadway,  lined  with  two  and 
one-half  (2V2)  inches  by  one-eighth  (%) 
Inch  iron  strap  on  each  side.  Grates  shall 
be  placed  near  the  ends  of  the  bridge 
and  outside  of  the  line  of  hand  rail,  on 
steel  supports,  as  directed  by  the  Engineer, 
and  shall  be  operated  by  hand  air-pumps  lo- 
cated in  the  operators'  houses. 

Patterns. 

84.  All  patterns,  including  all  necessary 
core  boxes  or  other  parts,  for  castings  of 
any  material,  excepting  for  counterweights, 
shall  l)e  the  property  of  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict and  after  final  use  shall  be  delivered 
by  the  Contractor  when  and  where  directed 
by  the  Engineer.  All  parts  shall  be  prop- 
erly labeled  and  invoices  of  pieces  furnished 
in  duplicate  to  the  Engineer. 
Old  Patterns. 

8.*).  When  so  directed  by  the  Engineer, 
patterns  made  for  machinery  of  previous 
bridges  shall  be  used  for  casting  machinery 
parts  for  this  bridge  where  applicable.  The 
contractor  shall  make  any  alterations  re- 
quired as  directed  by  the  Engineer  in  writ- 
ing, but  shall  make  no  changes  un}e«»s  so 
ordered.  It  is  expressly  understood,  how- 
ever, that  the  Sanitary  District  does  not 
undertake  or  agree  to  furnish  any  patterns 
and  unless  otherwise  directed  the  Contrac- 
tor shall  make  complete  patterns  for  every 
casting  placed  In  the  bridge.  When  old  pat- 
terns are  ordered  to  be  used  they  shall  be 
called  for  and  after  final  use  shall  be  de- 
livered to  any  point  In  the  City  of  Chicago 
as  directed,  free  of  cost  to  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict. 

80.  Patterns  for  castings  shall  be  made  . 
of  thoroughly  seasoned  first-class  pattern 
lumber,  well  put  together  to  stand  repeated 
use  and  long  time  storage  without  damage. 
They  shall  he  finished  to  give  a  neat  appear- 
ance to  castings.  The  outer  unfinished 
edges  of  all  ribs,  bases,  etc.,  shall  be 
rounded  off  to  a  radius  of  one-fourth  of 
the  thickness  of  the  rib,  and  Inside  corners 
shall  be  fitted  with  wood  fillets  well  fastened 
and  rounded  out  to  a  radius  of  at  least  one- 
half  of  the  thickness  of  the  thinnest  rib 
forming  the  corners. 

87.  All  patterns  shall  be  fitted  with  lift- 
ing and  rapping  plates  and  each  one,  if 
large  enough,  shall  have  set  fiush  with 
Its  surface  a  metal  plate  bearing  the  let- 
ters "HARRISON"  In  sharp  gothic  type  one- 
half  (%)  Inch  high.  Old  patterns,  if  used, 
shall  have  this  plate  additional.  '  Each 
pattern  shall  have  a  designating  letter  and 
number,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Engineer,  so  placed  as  to  be  visible  when 
the  casting  is  In  position  in  the  structure. 
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AH  patterns  for  gears  shall  be  full  patterns 
of  entire  castings. 

88.  Patterns  for  steel  and  iron  castings 
shall  be  painted  black  excepting  core  prints 
which  shall  be  varnished  with  clear  shellac. 
The  patterns  shall  be  thoroughly  varnished 
before  use  with  first-class  pattern  shellac 
dissolved  in  alcohol.  After  final  use  all 
patterns,  whether  new.  6r  old,  shall  be  re- 
paired and  thoroughly  cleaned  and  var- 
nished before  storing. 

BLECTBICAL   EQUIPMENT. 

Motive  Potcer. 
80.  The  motive  power  shall  be  electricity. 
Operation. 

00.  The  center  lock  shown  on  truss  detail 
sheet  consists  of  a  diaphragm  on  the  west 
leaf  extending  between  the  short  and  long 
tongue  of  the  east  leaf.  In  operating  the 
bridge  (closing)  the  west  leaf  can  be  low- 
ered to  a  position  In  which  th£  diaphragm 
will  clear  the  long  tongue  of  the  east  leaf, 
the  motor  circuit  of  the  west  leaf  to  be 
provided  with  an  automatic  cut-off  to  stop 
it  at  this  position.  The  east  leaf  will  be 
lowered  to  a  position  in  which  the  short 
tongue  will  clear  the  diaphragm  of  the  west 
leaf  and  at  this  position  will  remove  the 
cut-off  from  the  motor  circuit  at  the  west 
leaf  so  that  the  west  leaf  may  then  be 
lowered  until  the  diaphragm  touches  the 
long  tongue  of  the  east  leaf,  after  which 
both  leaves  will  come  down  together.  In 
operating  the  bridge  (opening),  both  leaves 
are  raised  simultaneously. 

Motors. 

01.  Each  leaf  of  the  bridge  will  be  oper- 
ated by  two  electric  motors  located  and  at- 
tached as  shown  on  the  machinery  detail 
sheet.  These  motors  shall  be  of  the  railway 
type,  series  wound,  single  reduction.  muIti|)o- 
lar,  water  proof,  with  steel  frame  and  Iron 
clad  armature  snd  solenoid  brake  attach- 
ments, each  to  have  a  capacity  of  fifty  horse 
power  (50  H.  P.)  at  normal  speed  and  five 
hundred  (^00)  volts,  according  to  American 
Institute  of  Electrical  Engineers  rating,  and 
be  capable  of  carrying  on  over-load  of  thir- 
ty-three and  one- third  (33  1-3)  per  cent  for 
thirty  (30)  minutes,  or  fifty  (50)  per  cent 
for  five  minutes  without  inurious  heating. 
The  armature  speed  shall  be  not  more  than 
six  hundred  (600)  revolutions  per  minute 
when  the  horse  power,  above  specified.  Is 
being  delivered  by  the  motor  at  500  volts. 
With  each  motor  shall  be  furnished  a  cut 
pinion  and  gear  with  a  reduction  such 
that  the  counter  shaft  will  make  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five  (125)  revolutions  per 
minute  under  full  load  rating.  These 
pinions  and  gears  shall  be  protected  by  a 
removable  gear  cafe. 


Brakes, 

02.  Each  motor  shall  be  equipped  with  a 
solenoid  brake  directly  attached  to  the 
motor,  such  solenoid  brakes  to  be  of  an  ap- 
proved form  which  has  been  in  sucessful 
operation,  and  to  be  arranged  in  shunt, 
braking  automatically  when  the  current 
operating  the  bridge  is  cut  off  through  the 
controller  and  released  by  the  first  notch 
of  the  controller  without  infiuencing  the 
motors. 

03.  All  motors  shall  be  of  standard  types 
In  common  use  In  order  that  extra  parts  may 
l>e  readily  procured  on  short  notice,  and 
shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  En- 
gineer. 

Extra  Parts. 

04.  The  contractor  shall  furnish,  free  of 
cost  to  the  Sanitary  District,  two  extra 
armatures,  two  extra  field  coils,  two  extra 
pinions  and  two  extra  split  gears,  one  extra 
solenoid  brake  attachment  complete  with 
all  parts  and  one  additional  solenoid  and 
two  additional  brake  bands  for  same. 

Controllers. 

05.  One  controller,  to  be  placed  in  each 
operating  house  to  govern  the  main  operat- 
ing bridge  motors  for  the  adjacent  leaf, 
shall  be  of  the  reversible  series  parallel 
tji^e.  fitted  with  Interlocking  reversing 
cylinders,  magnetic  blow  out,  etc.,  and  shall 
l)e  capable  of  varying  and  maintaining  the 
speed  of  the  motors  from  slow  speed  at  the 
starting  point  to  a  maximum  speed  when 
full  on,  without  sparking  and  without  shock 
or  jar.  It  shall  be  of  ample  carrying  ca- 
pacity to  transmit  for  one-half  hour  thirty- 
three  and  one-third  (33  1-3)  per  cent  above 
tlie  normal  power  required  by  the  motors 
at  full  load  or  transmit  for  five  minutes 
fifty  (50)  per  cent  above  the  normal 
amount  required  by  the  motors,  without  in- 
jniions  heating.  The  first  notch  or  first 
position  of  the  controller  lever  shall  only 
release  the  solenoid  brakes,  the  second 
notch  or  position  of  the  controller  lever 
being  the  first  to  cut  out  resistance  from 
and  start  the  operating  motors.  Each  con- 
troller shall  be  interlocked  with  the  rear 
locks  of  each  leaf  In  such  a  manner  that 
current  ran  not  be  turned  on  any  of  the 
motors  to  raise  the  bridge  until  all  the 
rear  looks  of  both  leaves  are  open.  The 
controllers  shall,  however,  be  able  to  close 
the  bridge  when  the  locks  are  in  closed 
position. 

Resistances. 
06.  Suitable  resistances  shall  be  furnished 
so  that  the  motors  will  start  from  stand- 
still and  attain  full  speed  without  causing 
sparking  at  the  commutators  of  the  motors 
or  without  shock  or  jar  to  the  bridge. 
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Feed  Wires. 

97.  There  will  be  a  feed  wire  leading  to 
the  bridge  on  each  side  of  the  river.  All 
wiring  from  the  ends  of  each  supply  wire 
Bhall  be  furnished  by  the  contractor.  The 
location  of  the  supply  ends  shall  be  de- 
signated by  the  Engineer  but  for  purposes 
of  estimating  shall  be  assumed  to  be  seven- 
ty-flve  (75)  feet  distant  from  each  switch 
board.  Each  feed  wire  shall  be  lead  covered 
with  rubber  in.sulation.  laid  la  iron  con- 
duits, and  shall  be  of  ample  capacity  to 
safely  carry  the  necessary  current  to  the 
switch  board  to  operate  both  leaves  of  the 
bridge  with  full  over-load  on  the  motors  as 
herein  specified,  with  a  drop  of  not  more 
than  one  (1)  per  cent.  Each  feeder  shall 
be  protected  by  a  switch  and  by  a  lightning 
arrester  mounted  on  a  non-combustible  and 
non-absorbent  Insulated  base. 
Cables. 

5>.S.  Botweon  and  connecting  the  switch 
boards  in  the  operator's  houses  shall  be 
furnished  and  laid  in  the  existing  water 
tunnel  across  the  Chicago  River  at  Harrison 
Street,  shown  on  Sheet  34-B-18,  three  (3) 
steel  armored  submarine  cables,  each  of 
suDlclent  capacity  to  carry  safely  the  neces- 
sary current  in  strength  and  frequency  to 
operate  either  leaf  of  the  bridge  with  full 
overload  on  the  uiotors  as  herein  specified. 
Each  cable  shall  he  composed  of  nineteen 
(19)  strands  of  tinned  copper  wire  of  not 
less  than  ninety -eight  (08)  per  cent  con- 
ductivity, insulating  walls  of  rubber  not 
leas  than  five  thirty-seconds  (5-32)  of  an 
inch  thick,  one  winding  of  tape,  a  lead 
sheath  three  thirty-seconds  (.3-32)  of  an 
inch  thick  containing  three  (3)  per  cent 
of  tin  alloy,  a  substantial  Jute  and  asphalt 
wrapping  and  an  armor  of  galvanized  steel 
wire  of  suitable  size  for  the  diameter  of 
cable  specified.  The  above  cables  shall  show 
an  insulating  resistance  of  one  thousand 
(1.000)  megolims  per  mile  after  five  (5) 
minutes  electrification.  Additional  iron-ar- 
mored, insulated  submarine  cables  shall  be 
similarly  laid  in  the  water  tunnel,  sufficient 
in  number,  capacity  and  insulation  to  con- 
nect the  telephones  and  signal  bells  and  to 
perform  the  various  operations  of  the  auto- 
matic cut-offs,  Interlocking  of  controllers,' 
the  indicators,  etc.,  as  herein  specified. 
Cables  shall  bo  so  connected  that  power  to 
operate  either  or  both  leaves  may  be  ob- 
tained from  either  side  of  the  river.  All 
pumping  and  all  material  and  labor  neces- 
sary to  the  complete  furnishing  and  laying 
of  all  cables  in  such  water  tunnel  shall  be 
furnished  by  the  Contractor  without  extra 
charge.  All  cables  shall  be  properly  pro- 
tected and  so  laid  as  to  be  readily  accessible 
for  repairs,  satisfactory  to  the  Engineer. 
All    work  in  the  tunnel  shall  be  done  sub- 


ject to  the  direction  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  of  the  City  of.  Chicago. 
Wiring. 

99.  All  wiring  not  otherwise  specified 
shall  be  lead  covered  with  rubber  insulation 
and  shall  be  drawn  into  pl^ce,  free  from 
mechanical  injuries.  In  Japanned  iron  con- 
duits located  and  so  arranged  as  to  be 
easily  accessible  and  repaired.  All  wiring 
shall  be  of  sufficient  capacity  to  safely 
carry  the  current  required  without  injurious 
heating  or  excessive  loss. 

Automatic  Cut-Offa. 

100.  An  automatic  cut-ofr  .shall  be  pro- 
vided on  each  leaf  which  will  cut  "out  the 
current  from  the  main  operating  motors 
and  set  the  solenoid  brakes  when  the  leaf, 
in  opening,  reaches  a  position  at  or  Just 
prior  to  full  opening.  An  additional  auto- 
matic cut-off  shall  be  placed  on  the  motor- 
circuit  of  the  west  leaf  as  heretofore  speci- 
fied. 

Contacts. 

1 01.  The  contacts  or  electrical  devices  for 
making  and  breaking  the  electric  circuits  to 
operate  the  elctrlc  Indicators,  automatic 
cut-ofTs  or  similar  connections  shall  be  sub- 
stantial in  construction,  reliable  In  action 
and  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Engineer  for 
approval. 

Cut-offs. 
302.  An  automatic  circuit  breaker  shall 
be  placed  on  each  switch  board.  Each^cable. 
each  line  of  motors,  each  line  of  solenoids 
and  each  lighting,  signal,  indicator  or  other 
circuit  shall  be  protected  by  suitable  fuses 
and  cut-offs. 

Switches. 

103.  Suitable  switches  of  quick  break 
railway  type  shall  T)e  provided  at  each  end 
of  each  submarine  cable  and  for  each  motor 
circuit,  solenoid  current,  and  supply  wire. 
The  switches  shall  have  ample  carrying 
capacity  for  their  respective  loads.  All 
light  and  signal  circuits  shall  be  provided 
with  proper  buttons. 

i^H'ilch  Hoards. 

104.  A  marble  switch  board  shall  be 
placed  in  each  operator's  house,  of  sufficient 
size  to  allow  all  necessary  meters,  switches, 
circuit  breakers,  cut-outs,  fuses,  etc.,  of 
ample  size  to  be  located  thereon  without 
crowding,  so  that  each  device  can  be  quick- 
ly and  safely  reached  and  operated  by  the 
bridge  tender.  Switch  boards  shall  be  lo- 
cated where  directed  by  the  Engineer, 
mounted  and  braced  with  sustantlal  iron 
supports.  All  switches,  cut-outs,  fuses  and 
buttons  shall  be  suitably  named  and  labeled 
in  accordance  with  their  purpose  and  use. 

Meter. 

105.  One  six  hundred  (600)  volt  volt-meter 
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and  one  three  hundred  (300)  ampere  shnnt 
ammeter  equal  to  the  Weston  In  quality 
afaall  be- placed  on  each  switch  board;  also 
one  (1)  ftfty  thousand  (50,000)  ohm  mag- 
neto testing  bell. 

Light. 

I0t>.  In  each  of  the  operator's  houses 
shall  be  placed  five  (5)  sixteen-candle  power 
lights,  and  ten  (10)  additional  lights,  with 
water  proof  sockets  shall  Ik*  placed  on 
each  side  of  the  river  about  the  machinery 
at  such  points  as  the  Engineer  may  direct. 
All  lights  shall  be  controlled  by  switches 
In  the  operator's  house. 

Electrical  Indicators. 

107.  An  electrical  indicator  of  approved 
desi:?n  shall  Im»  placed  in  each  operator's 
house  to  show  the  position  of  the  rear  locks. 
The  indicators  shall  not  show  the  locks  re- 
leased until  the  locks  of  both  leaves  are 
fully  released  ready  for  operation  of  the 
bridge.  Additional  indicators  shall  be  placed 
in  each  house  to  show  the  locking  position 
of  each  leaf  and  to  show  the  closed  posi- 
tion and  to  indicate  the  safe  open  position 
of  the  leaf  operated  from  that  house. 
SignaU. 

lOS.  At  the  extremity  of  each  river  arm 
shall  be  secured  two  suitable  semaphores, 
one  on  each  side  of  the  bridge,  upon  each 
of  wlilch  shall  be  mounted  two  fixed  four 
lens  lanterns  showing  red  and  green  lights, 
the  red  lights  to  show  to  the  river  and  the 
green  lights  to  the  approaches  when  the 
bridge  is  closed  and  to  show  reversed  when 
the  bridge  is  open.  Semaphores  shall  have 
two  electric  circuits  controlled  from  the 
switch  board  In  each,  operator's  house. 
Standards  and  lanterns  shall  be  of  sub- 
stantial and  ornamental  construction  and 
not  less  than  eight  (8)  feet  in  height.  The 
design  of  these  semaphores  must  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Engineer. 

Telephone,  Bell  and  Signal  Ball. 

100.  In  each  operator's  house  shall  be 
placed  a  telephone  equal  to  the  Stromberg- 
Carlson  in  quality,  complete  with  receiver, 
transmitter,  battery  and  magneto  bell,  and 
also  a  push-button  and  signal-bell,  con- 
nected by  cable  beneath  the  river.  Upon  the 
east  operator's  house  shall  be  placed  a  one 
hundred  and  ten  (110)  pound  bronze 
Meneeley  bell  (Troy,  N.  Y.),  properly  hung 
and  with  cord  leading  to  suitable  points  In- 
side the  house.  A  signal-ball,  light  and 
standard,  the  same  as  used  by  the  City  of 
Chicago  at  the  various  bridges  over  the 
Chicago  River,  shall  be  furnished  and  placed 
where  the  En^neer  may  direct  and  so  ar- 
ranged that  It  may  be  operated  from  the 
south  operator's  house. 

110.  All  of  the  electrical  equipment,  ap- 


paratus, etc.,  must  be  of  the  most  sub- 
stantial character  and  of  good  finish  and 
all  material  and  workmanship  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Engineer.  No 
cheap  or  inadequate  work  will  be  accepted. 
The  contractor  before  beginning  work  must 
submit  for  approval  complete  plans  with  de- 
tails and  specifications  showing  wiring  and 
parts  he  proposes  to  install.  At  completiion 
of  the  contract  three  (3)  sets  of  Wue 
prints  of  corrected  drawings  ^shall  be  de- 
livered to  the  Sanitary  District  showing 
the  work  as  finally  completed. 

111.  The  foregoing  specifications  In  refer- 
ence to  machinery  and  electrical  equipment 
ai-e  merely  a  synopsis  of  what  is  needed,  it 
being  understood  that  the  contractor  is  to 
provide  everything  ^  to  make  the  bridge 
complete  in  every  detail  and  as  a  whole. 
Anything  omitted  from  the  plans  or  specifi- 
cations necessary  to  make  the  bridge  com- 
plete shall  be  furnished  by  the  contractor 
at  his  own  expense  and  shall  be  merged 
Into  the  contract  price  as  stipulated  for 
the  work.  The  working  of  the  machinery 
and  operation  of  the  bridge  must  be  tested 
as  to  efliciency  and  must  be  satisfactory  to 
the  Engineer  and  In  accordance  with  the 
specified  requirements. 

ROADWAY    AND   SIDEWALKS. 

Roadway — Lower  Planking. 
112. -The  roadway  floor  on  the  movable 
and  fixed  parts  of  the  structure  shall  con- 
sist of  two  courses  of  planking.  The  lower 
course  shall  be  creosoted  yellow  pine,  eight 
(8)  Inches  wide,  surfaced  on  four  sides  and 
to  a  uniform  thickness  of  four  and  one-half 
(41/j)  inches.  It  shall  be  laid  diagonally 
at  an  angle  with  the  floor  beams  of  one  in 
two.  heart  side  down  and  spaced  four  inches 
apart.  Each  plank  shall  be  secured  to  each 
stringer  by  two  (2)  four  by  three-eighths 
(4x%)  inch  railroad  spikes  driven  square  to 
the  stringers  in  holes  bored  in  the  planking. 
Near  each  side  of  each  floor  beam  the  plank- 
ing shall  be  bolted  to  each  stringer  with 
six  (6)  three-quarter  (%)  inch  carriage 
bolts  with  beveled  washers  under  nute.  At 
rail  stringers  the  planks  shall  be  recessed 
for  the  rail  clips.  The  top  of  this  course 
when  laid  shall  be  absolutely  true  to  sur- 
face and  every  plank  must  be  securely  fast- 
ened to  the  stringers  to  prevent  movement. 
All  planks  shall  he  In  one  length  extending 
from  rail  to  rail  or  from  rail  to  truss  line, 
(See  paragraph  142.) 

Upper  Planking. 
113.  The  upper  course  of  planking  shall 
be  selected  white  oak,  six  (6)  inches  to  ten 
(10)  Inches  wide,  surfaced  on  one  side  to  a 
uniform  thickness  of  two  and  three-quarters 
(2''H)  Inches.     No  "bastard"  grain  material 
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will  be  accepted  but  shall  be  carefully  culled 
out  before  delivery  of  the  lumber  at  the 
bridge.  Any  such  material  found  In  the 
work  must  be.  removed  and  replaced  with 
new  material  satisfactory  to  the  Engineer, 
free  of  cost  to  the  Sanitary  District.  Plank 
shall  be  laid  perpendicular  to  the  stringers, 
each  plank  thoroughly  spiked  to  each  timber 
in  the  lower  course  with  six  (6)  inch  heavy 
wire  spikes  and  with  at  least  two  spikes 
at  each  end  ^t  each  plank.  Planks  must  be 
in  one  length  extending  from  rail  to  rail  or 
from  rail  to  wheel  guard,  and  must  be 
carefully  fitted  to  the  rails  and  properly 
chamfered.  Care  must  be  taken  not  to 
split  the  planking  in  spiking. 
Wheel  Guards. 

114.  Wheel  guards  shall  be  of  creosoted 
yellow  pine  surfaced  on  two  sides  to  uni- 
form size  and  shall  run  the  entire  length  of 
bridge.  Including  approaches.  Joints  shall 
be  ship-lap  spliced  with  a  lap  of  at  least 
eight  (8)  Inches,  securely  bolted.  Guard 
rails  shall  be  bolted  to  the  lower  course- 
of  planking  with  three-quarters  (%)  inch 
bolts  not  more  than  four  (4)  feet  apart 
with  cut  washers.  All  wheel  guards  shall 
be  protected  by  a  five  by  three  by  three- 
eighths  (5x3x%)  inch  steel  angle  securely 
fastened  to  same  by  means  of  coimtersunk 
wood  screws  and  extending  the  entire 
length  of  all  sruards. 

Sidewalks. 

ll."».  The  sidewalk  floor  on  all  parts  of 
the  bridjfp  shall  be  hard  mapio  sized  on  four 
sides  to  two  (2)  inches  by  three  and  three- 
quarters  (3%)  inch  net  dimensions.  It 
shall  be  laid  in  full  lengths  with  one-quar- 
ter (1/4)  inch  open  joints  and  shall  be  thor- 
oughly spiked  to  the  nailing  strips  with 
five  (5)  Inch  spikes.  Nailing  strips  shall  be 
of  creosoted  yellow  pine  sized  to  correct 
thickness.  They  shall  be  bolted  to  the 
stringers  with  flve-elghths  (%)  inch  car- 
riage bolts  with  beveled  washer  under  nut, 
not  more  than  three  feet  apart.  Where 
necessary  nailing  strips  shall  be  tapered 
in  thickness  in  order  that  the  sidewalk  may 
be  laid  to  proper  surface  and  grade. 

IlOrSES,    STAinWAYS    AND    PLATFORMS. 

Operator*8  Houses. 
116.  On  each  side  of  the  river,  located 
as  shown  on  the  plans,  shall  be  built  and 
secured  In  place  an  operator's  house,  to  be 
of  Such  general  dimensions  and  appearance 
as  shown  on  the  detail  sheet  of  operator's 
houses.  All  finish,  doors,  sash,  etc.,  shall 
be  perfectly  clear  thoroughly  dry  white 
pine.  All  exterior  work  shall  be  primed 
immediately  after  It  Is  put  In  place  and 
shall  receive  two  additional  coats  of  paint 
of  color  selected  by  the  Engineer,  the  final 


coat  of  which  shall  not  be  applied  until  all 
other  work  on  the  bridge  has  been  com- 
pleted. All  material  and  workmanship  shall 
be  of  the  best  quality. 

117.  In  each  operator's  house  shall  be 
placed  one  No.  15-D  "Coles  Hot  Blast"  coal 
stove  with  number  twenty  (No.  20)  Russia 
iron  stove'  pipes  fitted  with  damper.  There 
shall  also  be  furnished  and  placed  on  the 
roof,  one  cast  iron  chimney  Jack  with  cast 
iron  thimble,  equal  to  the  Dickinson  jack, 
and  one  cast  iron  ventilator,  all  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Engineer.  The  woodwork 
behind  the  stoves  shall  be  neatly  lined  with 
number  22  galvanized  iron  for  protection 
from  heat.  One  stove  board,  coal  scuttle, 
shovel,  poker,  etc.,  shall  be  furnished  with 
each  stove. 

Machinery  Houses. 

118.  Around  each  set  of  machinery  shall 
he  built  a  protection  house  supported  on 
steel  framing  as  shown  on  detail  sheet. 
The  sides  of  these  houses  shall  consist  of 
mortice  framed  panels,  with  doors  properly 
braced  and  rodded,  hung  on  extra  heavy 
wrought  Iron  bolted  strap  hinges  to  swing 
outward,  and  provided  with  heavy  wrought 
iron  hooks  for  fastening  at  top  and  bot- 
tom. The  exterior  sheeting  shall  be  one 
(1)  inch  by  three  (3)  inch  tongued, 
grooved  and  beaded  ceiling  supported  by 
three  (3)  inch  by  four  (4)  Inch  studs'  and 
three  (3)  by  four  (4)  inch  girts  spaced  not 
over  three  (3)  feet  apart.  Door  posts, 
corner  posts  and  wall  plates  shall  be  six 
(6)  Inch  by  six  (6)  inch,  thoroughly  bolted 
in  place.  The  exterior  shall  be  made  of 
neat  appearance  with  proper  mouldings, 
facia,  etc.,  and  all  lumber  used  shall  be 
first  quality  dry  yellow  pine,  surfaced  on 
all  sides.  The  doors  for  entrance  to  houses 
shall  he  water  tight,  provided  with  heavy 
wrought  iron  hinges  and  hasp  and  approved 
padlock  and  chain  with  two  keys.  The  roof 
projecting  outside  of  the  sidewalk  shall  be 
made  water  tight  and  shall  be  hinged  to 
swing  upward  where  so  shown,  with  heavy 
hinges,  eye  bolts  and  wrought  iron  hooks. 
The  sidewalk  over  the  houses  shall  be  made 
water  tight,  or  a  water  tight  roof  shall  be 
placed  underneath  the  walk  as  directed  by 
the  Engineer.  All  parts  of  the  houses  shall 
be  put  together  with  bolts  in  such  a  man- 
ner that  they  can  be  taken  down  and  re- 
erected  without  damage.  All  surfaces  Inside 
and  outside  shall  be  primed  as  soon  as 
erected  and  shall  receive  two  additional 
coats  of  paint  of  color  selected  by  the 
Engineer,  the  final  coat  to  be  applied  after 
all  other  work  on  the  bridge  has  been  com- 
pleted. 

Stairs,   and   Oiling   Platforms,   Walks,   Etc. 

119.  The   Contractor   shall   build,    where 
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shown  on  tbe  plans,  stairways  and  walks 
supported  on  steel  framing  and  with  gas 
pipe  hand  railing,  running  from  the  bridge 
sidewalks  to  each  operator's  house,  and  to 
each  machinery  house,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Engineer.  The  hand  railing 
shall  be  of  gas  pipe  as  heretofore  specified 
and  shall  be  firmly  bolted  to  the  steel  fram- 
ing. AH  planking  shall  be  two  (2)  inch 
yellow  pine,  surfaced  on  one  side  to  uni- 
form thickness.  All  stairway  treads  shall 
be  two  (2)  inch  yellow  pine  surfaced  on  one 
side  and  edges,  and  comers  rounded. 

120.  The  Contractor  shall  also  build  as 
directed  a  tight  board  fence  around  the 
east  abutment  and  at  each  side  of  the 
west  abutment,  extending  in  each  case  out 
beyond  the  dock  line.  Such  fence  shall  be 
seven  (7>  feet  high,  excepting  under  ma- 
chinery houses,  and  shall  consist  of  one 
(1)  Inch  matched  fencing  nailed  to  four  (4) 
three  inch  by  six  (3x6)  inch  girts,  and  six 
inch  by  six  (6x6)  inch  posts  not  over  eight 
(8T  feet  apart,  and  with  base  board  and 
nail  studded  capping  strip.  A  suitable  door, 
thre*  (8)  feet  wide,  with  heavy  hinges  and 
knob  lock  with  two  keys  shall 'be  placed  at 
eacb  abutment,  as  directed.  All  material 
shall  be  surfaced  on  all  ^des.  All  of  the 
stairs,  walks,  platforms,  fences,  etc.,  shall 
receive  two  coats  of  paint  of  approved 
color.  The  cost  of  all  the  above  work 
shall  be  included  in  the  lump  sum  price  for 
the  superstructure. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Track  Girder  Filling,  Bedding  and  Groutina. 
121.  All  track  girders  shall  be  completely 
filled  with  cement  mortar  before  the  track 
plates  are  finally  bolted  In  place.  Mortar 
shall  consist  of  sand  and  Portland  cement 
of  specified  quality,  mixed  in  the  proportions 
of  one  (1)  part  cement  and  two  and  one- 
half  (2%)  parts  sand,  bulk  measurement. 
Mortar  filling  shall  be  carefully  put  In 
place  and  so  compacted  that  thorough  con- 
tact with  every  part  of  the  surface  of  the 
metal  has  be^  obtained  and  all  spaces 
completely  filled.  All  base  plates  of  posts, 
trusses,  stringers,  or  other  parts  shall  be 
carefully  bedded  In  mortar  consisting  of  one 
(1)  part  Portland  cement  to  two  (2)  parts 
sand.  The  upper  portions  of  eye-bar 
anchors  and  anchor  rods  will  be  enclosed 
by  the  contractor  for  the  substructure  In 
boxes  or  stove  pipe  which  shall  be  removed 
as  far  as  possible  and  the  spaces  shall  be 
solidly  filled  with  grout  consisting  of  one 
i1)  part  Portland  cement  to  one  and  one- 
1^^  (1%)  parts  screened  sand.  Counter- 
weights shall  be  grouted  as  shown  on  plans. 
The  cost  of  all  track  girder  filling,  bedding 
and  grouting  shall  be  included  in  the  lump 
sum  price  for  the  superstructure  stipulated 


in  this  contract.  All  damage  of  any  sort 
to  the  masonry  or  any  part  of  the  substruc- 
ture, caused  by  or  resulting  from  the  work 
of  the  Contractor,  shall  be  repaired  by  him 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Engineer,  free  of 
cost  to  the  Sanitary  District 

Concrete  and  Mortar  Finishing. 
122.  The  Contractor  shall,  when  directed 
by  the  Engineer,  build  such  concrete  pro- 
tections and  finishing  work  as  the  Engineer 
may  require,  on  the  abutments,  sewers,  re- 
taining, walls  or  around  the  iroiv  work. 
Such  concrete  shall  consist  of  Portland 
cement,  sand  and  screened  broken  stone  of 
the  quality  herein  specified,  mixed  In  the 
proportions  of  one  (1)  part  cement,  two 
and  one-half  (2Vj)  parts  sand  and  five 
(5)  parts  broken  stone,  bulk  measurement. 
The  concrete  shall  be  mixed  on  suitable 
platforms,  first  the  cement  and  sand  thor- 
oughly mixed  dry,  then  the  stone  properly 
moistened  shall  be  added  with  sufficient 
clean  water  to  make  the  whole  mass  when 
thoroughly  mixed  a  tenacious  and  quaking 
mixture.  The  material  shall  be  deposited 
In  layers  not  over  six  (6)  inches  in  thick- 
ness and  each  layer  thoroughly  and  com- 
pactly rammed  until  free  mortar  appears  at 
the  surface.  The  material  forming  surfaces 
which  will  be  exposed  shall  contain  an 
excess  of  mortar  and  shall  present  a  solid 
smooth  surface  when  the  forms  are  re- 
moved. All  horizontal  surfaces  shall  be 
coated  with  mortar  not  less  than  two  Inches 
thick,  placed  before  the  concrete  has  begun 
to  set,  and  all  edges  shall  be  neatly  rounded. 
All  rough  or  porous  surfaces  shall  be 
be  dressed,  or  pointed  with  Portland  cement 
mortar  as  directed.  Forms  shall  be  built 
true  to  line  and  dimensions,  of  plank  of 
sufficient;  thickness,  surfaced  one  side,  and 
so  efficiently  braced  as  to  retain  their  posi- 
tion and  the  line  until  afi  the  concrete  which 
will  be  against  them  has  been  placed  and 
has  set.  All  forma  shall  be  removed  by 
the  Contractor  before  leaving  the  work. 
The  price  to  be  paid  for  the  above  concrete, 
including  all  finishing  work  thereon  and 
the  furnishing  and  placing  of  all  forms  and 
necessary  bracing  and  the  removal  of  same, 
shall  be  a  price  per  cubic  yard,  actual  con- 
tents, which  shall  be  named  In  the  bid.  All 
work  shall  l)e  doup  under  the  direction  of 
the   Engineer. 

Pumps, 
123.  The  Contractor  shall  furnish  and* 
secure  In  place,  where  directed  by  the  En- 
gineer, on  each  abutment  as  soon  as  com- 
pleted by  the  substructure  contractor,  one 
"Marine  Bilge"  hand  pump,  side  suction 
with  reversible  levers,  to  be  used  for  drain- 
ing the  pits.  Each  pump  shall  have  a  ca- 
pacity   of    one-half   gallon    per    stroke    and 
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shall  have  a  three  (3)  Inch  suction  pipe 
leading  into  sump  in  the  abutment  and  six 
(6)  Inch  loose  discharge  pipe  or  metal 
trough  discharging  into  the  river  outside 
of  the  dock  lines.  The  pumps,  piping  and 
general  arrangement  of  same  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Engineer. 

Name  Plates. 

124.  Two  name  plates  shall  be  furnished 
by  the  Contractor  bearing  the  following  in- 
scription :  "Invented  by  -William  Scherzer, 
C.  E.  Patented  December  26th,  1896.  De- 
BiKned  by  the  Scherzer  Rolling  Lift  Bridge 
Co.,  Chicago,  111."  These  plates  shall  also 
properly  mention  all  additional  patents 
owned  and  designated  by  the  Scherzer  Roll- 
ing Lift  Bridge  Company  at.  the  time  of 
preparing   the   plates. 

125.  Two  additional  name  plates  shall 
be  furnished,  inscribed  as  the  Engineer  may 
direct,  to  be  of  genuine  statuary  bronze  flve- 

•  sixteenths  (5-16)  of  an  inch  thick  with  %- 
inch  molded  border  raised  ^^  inch.  Let- 
ters shall  be  raised  3-16  of  an  inch,  of  per- 
fect form  and  w^ith  sharp  full  edges.  The 
ground  shall  be  plain,  etched,  and  the  face 
of  the  letters  and  border  shall  be  polished. 
Plates  shall  be  free  from  pin  holes,  spongl- 
ness.  cold  shuts  and  other  defects,  and  all 
matedal  and  workmanship  shall  be  strictly 
first  class. 

126.  All  name  plates  shall  be  about  twen- 
ty-four (24)  by  thirty  (30)  inches  In  size, 
similar  In  appearance,  securely  riveted  In 
recessed  panels  constructed  of  plates  and 
angles.  I*anels  shall  be  placed  in  open- 
ings in  the  hand  railing  between  two  full 
size  hand  rail  posts  bolted  to  the  structure 
and  shall  be  securely  fastened  to  the  railing 
as   directed   by   the    Engineer.      One   name 

.plate  of  each  kind  shall  be  placed  at  each 
sidewalk  at  opposite  ends  of  the  bridge. 

EXTRA   MATERI.\L. 

127.  The  Contractor  shall  furnish  and 
place  in  the  structure,  approaches  or  col- 
lateral w^ork  where  directed  by  the  Engi< 
neer,  such  extra  material  as  may  be  ordered 
by  the  Engineer  and  shall  receive  for  same, 
unit  prices  named  in  the  bid.  Such  unit 
prices  shall  cover  the  cost  of  all  material, 
labor,  detail  plans,  etc..  necessary  in  fur- 
nishing extra  material  and  erecting  same 
complete  In  the  structure,  and  all  painting. 
Where  material  shown  on  -the  plans  is 
omitted  from  the  structure,  by  order  of  the 
Engineer,  before  same  has  been  fabricated 
or  work  performed  thereon  in  the  shop,  the 
weight  of  such  material  omitted  shall  be 
deducted  from  the  weight  of  similar  extra 
material  ordered  by  the  Engineer.  In  case 
the  amount  gf  material  omitted  exceeds 
the   amount   of  extra    similar   material   or- 


dered, the  Sanitary  District  shall  recelTe 
credit  for  the  excess  of  material  omitted,  at 
a  fair  price  to  cover  estimated  cost  of 
manufacture  and  erection,  to  be  determined 
by  the  Engineer,  and  the  amount  of  such 
credit  shall  be  deducted  from  the  lump  sum 
contract  price  for  the  superstructure.  The 
Sanitary  District  shall  also  receive  credit 
for  all  material  omitted  that  has  been 
manufactured  or  partially  worked  upon,  at 
a  fair  price,  to  be  determined  by  the  En- 
gineer, such  price  to  cover  its  market  value 
and  the  estimated  cost  of  completing  same 
and  erecting  in  the  structure. 

Extra  Counterweight  Castings. 
128.  The  price  for  extra  counterweight 
block  castings  shall  cover  the  cost  of  all 
field  work  Including  drlUng  holes  for  bolts 
and  erection  of  the  castings.  The  cost  of 
furnishing  and  placing  extra  counterweight 
bolts  shall  be  the  unit  price  for  extra 
medium  and  soft  steel.  All  counterweight 
material  in  excess  of  the  amount  shown 
on  the  plans,  ordered  by  the  Engineer,  shall 
bo  paid,  for  at  the  unit  prices  for  extra 
counterweight  block  castings.  (Paragraph 
143.) 

Extra  Yellow  Pine,  Oak  or  Maple. 
129.  The  prices  for  extra  yellow  pine,  oak 
or  maple  shall  cover  the  cost  of  fumishlns; 
and  placing  same  complete  in  or  around 
the  superstructure  or  substructure  or  the 
approaches,  including  all  nails  and  spikes, 
and  shall  be  paid  for  on  the  basis  of  net 
measurements  of  material  in  place. 
Extra  Parts. 

130.  The  Contractor  shall  furnish  such 
duplicates  of  finLshed  parts,  over  and 
above  such  as  are  herein  specified  to  be 
furnished  free  of  cost,  as  may  be  ordered  by 
the  Engineer.  They  shall  be  finished  com- 
plete and  fitted  ready  to  be  placed  In  the 
structure  and  shall  be  properly  labeled  to 
indicate  their  purpose  and  use.  The  prices 
to  be  paid  for  such  additional  parts  shall  be 
the  unit  prices  for  the  kind  of  material 
furnished,  named  in  the  bid.    . 

Quantities. 

131.  The  amount  of  extra  material  whldi 
may  be  ordered  by  the  Engineer  cannot  no>^r 
be  determined  but  in  comparison  of  bids 
the  following  quantities  will  be  used : 

(/>)  12,000  pounds  extra  medium  or  soft 
steel. 

(c)  1,000  pounds  extivi  Iron  castings. 

(d)  5,000  pounds  extra  cast  steel  and 
machinery  steel. 

(f)  20,000  pounds  extra   counterweight. 

(g)  15,000  feet  B.  M.  extra  yellow  ptne, 
oak  or  maple,  not  creosoted.  , 

(70  3,000  feet  B.  M.  extra  creosoted  yel- 
low pine. 

(i)         75  cubic  yards  concrete. 
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PAIKTIKG. 

PainHng  in  Shop. 

132.  All  of  the  structural  work  and  the 
machinery  before  it  is  taken  out  of  the  shop 
shall  be  thoroughly  cleaned  from  all  dirt, 
oil,  mill  scale  and  rust,  using  proper  scrap- 
ers and  wire  brushes,  and  shall  receive  one 
coat  of  paint  of  quality  hereinafter  spec- 
ified, well  rubbed  in.  In  riveted  work  the 
surfaces  coming  in  contact  shall  be  cleaned 
and  painted  before  assembling  for  riveting. 
Bottom  of  bed  plates,  bearing  plates  and 
any  surfaces  inaccessible  after  erection 
sball  receive  two  coats  of  same  paint.  All 
machined  surfaces  shall  receive  a  coat  of 
white  lead  and  tallow  before  putting  out 
into  the  air. 

Painting  in  Field. 

133.  Such  parts  of  the  substructure  metal 
as  are  furnished  by  the  contractor  for  the 
superstructure,  shall  receive  a  coat  of  paint 
before  erection  in  addition  to  the  shop 
coat.  Such  paint  will  be  applied  by  the 
contractor  for  the  substructure  but  shall  be 
furnished  by  the  contractor  for  the  super- 
Rtructure,  delivered  at  the  site  of  the  work 
when  needed. 

134.  After  the  structure  is  erected,  all 
metal  work  in  the  substructure  and  super- 
structure shall  be  thoroughly  cleaned  from 
all  dirt,  rust,  oil.  etc.,  u^ing  proper  scrapers 
and  wire  brushes,  and  shall  receive  two 
good  coats  of  paint  of  quality  specified. 
The  tops  of  all  stringers  and  floor  beams 
and  other  inaccessible  surfaces  shall  re- 
ceive-both coats  l>efore  the  flooring,  nailing 
strips,  etc.,  are  laid.  Counterweight  sup- 
ports shall  receive  two  fleld  coats  before 
the  counterweight  blocks  are  placed.  Oper- 
ators* houses,  machinery  houses,  stairways, 
platforms,  fences,  etc.,  shall  be  painted,  as 
hereinbefore  specified. 

Shop   Coat. 

135.  The  paint  for  the  shop  coat  shall  be 
IMxon's  "Silica-Graphite*'  paint,  dark  red 
tint,  or  other  paint  satisfactory  to  and  ap- 
proviHl  by  the  Engineer. 

Field   Coats. 

136.  The  paint  for  the  second  coat 
or  first  field  coat  shall  be  Dixon's  "Silica- 
Graphite"  paint,  natural  tint,  or  other  paint 
salisfaetory  to  and  approved  by  the  Engi- 
neer. The  paint  for  the  third  or  final  coat 
shall  b<»  the  above  paint,  dark  red  tint. 

General. 

137.  •  All  paint  shall  consist  of  the  proper 
pigment  mixed  with  pure,  boiled  Unseed 
oil,  and  a  written  guarantee  of  Its  compo- 
Bitlon  and  purity  shall  be  given  by  the 
manufacturer  to  the  Engineer.  All  paint 
shall  be  delivered  at  the  shop  and  at  tbe 


site  of  the  bridge  in  the  original,  unbroken 
containers  bearing  the  manufacturer's 
stamp  thereon.  It  shall  be  properly  stirred 
before  using  to  secure  thorough  Incorpora- 
tion of  the  pigment  and  shall  be  applied 
exactly  as  received  from  tlie  manufacturer 
without  the  addition  of  any  kind  of  thinner 
or  dryer.  No  painting  will  be  permitted 
In  wet  or  freezing  weather  and  all  sur- 
faces must  be  perfectly  clean  and  dry  when 
the  paint  is  applied.  Any.  painting  found* 
defective  shall  he  scraped  off  and  repainted 
as  the  Engineer  may  direct  and  each  coat 
must  be  thoroughly  dry  and  hard  before 
the  next  coat  Is  applied.  Before  the  bridge 
is  accepted  all  damaged  surfaces  of  the 
paint  shall  be  touched  up  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  Engineer. 

SIIIPPINO. 

138.  Ail  parts  shall  be  carefully  loaded 
so  as  to  avoid  injury  in  transportation,  and 
shall  b^  at  the  Contractor's  risk  until 
acceptance  of  the  bridge.  All  screw  ends 
shall  be  wrapped  with  twine  before  ship- 
ment. All  pins  and  small  parts  must  be 
securely  boxed  and  the  l>oxes  plainly  mark- 
ed. The  wel};hts  of  large  pieces  must  be 
marked  on  them.  The  invoices  shall  state 
the  contents  of  each  box  and  the  weight 
and  description  of  each  piece  that  is  not 
l)oxed,  and  three  copies  of  each  Invoice  shall 
be  furnished  to  the  Sanitary  District  of 
Chicago.  The  above  weights  shall  be  the 
actual,  not  estimated,  weights. 

Delivery  of  Substructure  Metal. 

130.  The  Contractor  shall  furnish  all 
substructure  metal  called  for  on  the  plans 
or  herein  specified  and  deliver  same  when 
needed  on  the  ground  at  site  of  the  bridge 
or  at  such  places  as  the  Contractor  for  the 
substructure  may  designate  reasonably  con- 
venient for  both  parties.  When  this  metal 
cannot  be  rolled  in  time  for  fabrication  and 
delivery  as  required  it  must  be  procured 
at  once  from  material  already  manufac- 
tured, and,  when  desirable,  modifications  of 
sections  and  grade  of  material  may  be  made 
as  authorized  by  the  Engineer.  A  reason- 
alile  and  sufficient  number  of  tests  of  such 
material,  to  satisfy  the  Einglneer  as  to  Its 
quality,  shall  Iw  furnished  free  of  charge. 
Any  expense  Incurred  by  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict due  to  non-delivery  of  substructure 
metal  when  needed,  excepting  through  cir- 
cumstances entirely  beyond  control,  shall 
be  properly  charged  to  the  Contractor.  On 
this  point  the  Engineer  shall  be  the  sole 
Judge  and  his  decision  shall  be  binding  to 
both  parties  to  this  contract. 

EBECTION. 

140.  The  Contractor  shall  furnish  all 
staging  and  falsework,  shall  erect  and  ad- 
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just  all  the  metal  work,  machinery  and  elec- 
trical equipment  excepting  metal  In  sub- 
structure as  herein  specified.  lie  shall  fur- 
nish and  put  in  place  all  floor  lumber,  ope- 
rator's houses,  machinery  houses,  stairways, 
walks,  platforms,  fences,  gates,  etc.,  as 
specified. 

141.  The  river  arms  shall  be  erected 
on    their    respective    supports    in    an    up- 

•  right  position  with  only  sufilclent  counter- 
weight In  place  to  balance  the  leaves  with- 
out the  floor.  No  laterals  shall  be  riveted 
up  until  the  two  leaves  have  been  lowered, 
and  locked  together  in  closed  position. 
The  trusses  shall  then  be  properly  lined  and 
adjusted,  and  the  lateral  connections  ream- 
ed and  thoroughly  pinned  and  bolted  in 
place.  The  leaves  can  then  be  raised  If 
necessary,  and  the  laterals  carefully  riveted 
without  disturbing  their  adjustment.  Coun- 
terweight shall  be  added  from  time  to  time 
as  the  flooring,  sidewalks,  hand-railing,  etc., 
are  placed,  care  being  taken  to  properly  bal- 
ance the  leaves  as  closely  as  possible, 
during  the  progress  of  the  work. 

Street  Railway    Tracks. 

142.  The  furnishing  of  rails,  splices, 
bolts  and  cast  clips  for  street  railway  tracks 
and  the  placing  of  same  on  the  bridge 
shall  not  be  included  In  this  contract,  but 
the  flooring  of  the  bridge  shall  not  be  laid 
until  after  such  rails  are  fastened  in  place. 

Adjustments. 

143.  After  all  flooring,  tracks,  iron  and 
electrical  work,  etc.,  have  been  placed  on 
the  movable  parts,  the  Contractor  shall  ad- 
Just  the  counterweights  so  as  to  make  the 
leaves  in  proper  balance  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Engineer  and  P.  M.  Montgomery  & 
Co..  furnishing  all  additional  counterweight 
metal  required  as  specified.  (Paragraph 
128.) 

144.  The  Contractor  shall  assume  all 
risks  of  accidents  to  men  or  material  prior 
to  acceptance  of  the  finished  structure. 
He  shall  furnish  and  erect  all  barricades 
and  protections  necessary  for  the  safety 
of  the  public.  The  Contractor  must,  after 
the  completion  of  the  work,  remove  all  false 
work,  piling  and  other  obstructions,  rubbish 
or  unsightly  material  pi-oduced  by  his  opera- 
tions. 

Railroad   Track. 

145.  The  Contractor  shall  so  conduct 
the  work  on  the  east  side  of  the  river  as 
to  in  no  way  interfere  with  the  operation 
and  use  of  the  existing  railroad  track  across 
Harrison  Street. 

Time. 

146.  The  Contractor  for  the  superstruc- 
ture   shall    have    his    material    ready    for 


erection  and  shall  proceed  to  erect  the  same 
as  soon  as  either  substrncture  of  the  bridge 
is  ready  to  receive  it;  and  should  both 
substructures  be  ready  at  the  same  time, 
the  erection  of  the  tw^o  halves  of  the  super- 
structure shall  be  carried  on  simultaneously, 
if  so  ordered  by  the  Engineer.  It  is  here- 
by understood  that  five  (5)  months  Is 
allowed  for  the  erection  of  the  superstruc- 
ture and  that  the  contractor  for  the  super- 
structure shall  not  be  compelled  to  begin 
erection  more  than  five  (5)  months  liefore 
the  date  upon  which  his  contract  will  ex- 
pire as  hereinafter  specified  in  paragraph 
171. 

Operating  Bridge. 

147.  After  the  erection  of  the  super- 
structure is  completed,  the  Contractor  shall 
operate  the  bridge  for  traflSc  with  his  own 
employes,  continuously  day  and  night  for 
a  period  of  thirty  days  before  final  accep- 
tance by  and  without  extra  cost  to  the 
Sanitary  District,  and  shall  assume  all 
responsibility  for  damage  to  the  bridge 
due  to  such  operation.  All  power  used  in 
operating  the  bridge  or  other  machinery 
or  for  other  purposes,  before  the  final  ac- 
ceptance of  the  bridge  shall  be  furnished 
by  the  Contractor  at  his  own  expense  and 
free  of  cost  to  the   Sanitary  District 

Afaintenance. 

148.  The  Contractor  will  be  required 
to  maintain  the  superstructure  work  for 
a  period  of  twelve  (12)  months  after  the 
same  shall  have  l)een  completed  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Engineer,  keeping  the 
same  in  perfect  repair  during  that  time 
against  all  damages  of  wear  and  tear  due 
to  imperfect  material  or  faulty  workman- 
ship which  may  be  discovered  under  the  le- 
gitimate use  or  operation  of  the  bridge. 
He  shall  be  required  to  execute  a  bond 
in  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars 
($15,Q00)  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
this  before  receiving  a  final  payment  of  his 
contract. 

INSPECTION    AND  TESTS. 

149.  The  Contractor  shall  furnish  com- 
plete facilities  for  the  inspection  of  all  ma- 
terial and  workmanship.  Specimens  for 
testing  of  material  and  also  the  necessary 
labor  shall  be  furnished  without  charge 
when  called  for  by  the  Engineer  or  author- 
ized Inspectors.  Inspectors  will  be  retained 
by  the  Sanitary  District  with  full  power 
to  reject  all  material  or  wotk  which  does 
not  in  every  way  conform  to  the  letter 
and  spirit  of  the  specifications. 

Mill  Inspection. 

150.  All  material  shall  be  Inspected  at 
the  mills  at  which  it  is  rolled  and  the  Con- 
tractor  shall   furnish,  free  of  charge,  the 
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use  of  a  testing  machine  capable^ of  test- 
ing  the   prepared   specimens. 
Bhop  Inspection. 

151.  The  Inspector  shall  have  full  ac- 
cess at  all  times  to  all  parts  of  the  shop 
where  material  under  his  inspection  is  being 
manufactured.  He  shall  stamp  each  piece 
accepted  with  a  private  mark  and  any  piece 
not  so  marked  may  be  rejected  at  any  time 
and  at  any  stage  of  the  work.  If  the  In- 
spector, through  an  oversight  or  otherwise, 
has  accepted  material  or  work  which  Is  con- 
trary to  the  specifications,  this  material 
may  be  rejected  regardless  of  the  stage  of 
completion. 

Full  Size  Testa. 

152.  Full  sized  parts  of  the  structure 
may  be  tested  at  the  option  of  the  Bngl- 
neer,  but  if  tested  to  destruction,  such 
material  shall  be  paid  for  at  cost,  less  its 
scrap  value  to  the  Contractor,  if  It  proves 
satisfactory.  If  It  does  not  stand  the  speci- 
fied test,  it  will  be  considered  rejected  mate- 
rial and  be  solely  at  the  cost  of  the  Con- 
tractor. 

Extra  Inspection. 

153.  Should  the  preparation  of  the  ma- 
terial for  this  structure  be  widely  distribut- 
ed, or  should  unnecessary  delays  in  get- 
ting out  the  same,  or  delay  in  the  date  of 
final  completion  occur,  the  cost  of  extrl 
inspection  shall  be  borne  by  the  Contractor, 
the  Engineer  to  be  the  sole  judge  of  what 
Is  to  be  deemed  extra  inspection. 

Final  Acceptance. 

154.  Any  material  or  workmanship  which 
does  not  satisfy  the  requirements  of  these 
specifications  may  be  rejected  by  the  E^n- 
gineer  at  any  time  before  the  final  accep- 
tance of  the  work,  and  the  Contractor  shall 
make  good  all  deficiencies  at  his  own  cost. 
The  fact  that  the  authorized  inspectors 
have  inspected  said  material  or  workman- 
ship shall  not  make  the  Sanitary  District 
liable  for  extra  cost  for  replacing  the  same 
with  material  or  workmanship  accepted  by 
the  Engineer  on  final  acceptance. 

GE.VERAL    CONDITIONS. 

153.  The  drawings  furnished  form  a  part 
of  these  specifications,  and  any  work  shown 
therein  shall  be  executed  the  same  as  if 
mentioned  herein.  The  work  Is  to  be  made 
complete  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Engineer,  notwithstanding  any  omissions 
in  plans  or  specifications. 

Changes  in  Plans. 
156.  The  quantity  of  work  and  material 
figured  from  the  plans  Is  approximate,  and 
the  Sanitary  District  reserves  the  right  to 
Duike  any  changes  in  the  plans  or  specifi- 
cations   which    may    be   deemed    necessary 


either  before  or  after  beginning  the  construc- 
tion thereof;  provided,  that  If  alterations 
are  made,  the  general  character  of  the  work 
as  a  whole  Is  not  changed  thereby.  If  such 
alterations  diminish  the  quantity  of  work 
to  be  done,  they  shall  not  constitute  a  claim 
for  damages  nor  for  anticipated  profits  on 
the  work  that  may  l)e  dispensed  with;  if 
they  increase  the  amount  of  work,  such  in- 
crease shall  1)6  paid  for  according  to  the 
quantity  of  work  actually  done,  and  at 
prices  and  rates  established  for  such  work 
under  this  contract.  Notice  of  change  of 
plan  must  be  given  to  the  Contractor  ki 
writing,  and  It  Is  expressly  agreed  that  no 
alterations  or  addltons  ot  extra  work  are  to 
1)6  paid  for  unless  so  directed  In  writing. 
Extra  Work. 
157.  All  claims  for  extra  labor  or  ma- 
terial furnished  by  the  Contractor,  or  for 
damages  from  any  cause  whatever,  must  be 
reported  to  the  Engineer  at  the  time  such 
labor  or  material  Is  furnished  or  such  dam- 
ages occur,  and  they  must  also  be  presented 
to  him  in.  writing  at  the  end  of  the  month ; 
provided,  that  nothing  shall  be  paid  for 
as  extra  work  that  can  be  classified  under 
any  of  the  heads  upon  which  prices  are 
fixed  by  this  contract.  When  so  required, 
the  Contractor  shall  deliver  to  the  Engi- 
neer each  day  a  signed  statement  of  the 
extra  labor  and  material  furnished  during 
that  day.  Whenever  work  Is  required  to  be 
done,  which  Is  not  now  contemplated  or 
covered  by  the  prices  hereinafter  given,  the 
Committee  on  Engineering  shall  fix  such 
prices  for  the  work  as  they  shall  consider 
just  and  equitable,  and  the  Contractor 
shall  abide  by  such  prices,  provided  he 
enters  upon  such  work  with  a  full  knowl- 
edge of  the  prices  so  fixed  by  the  said  Com- 
mittee ;  but  If  the  Contractor  declines  exe- 
cuting said  work  at  the  prices  fixed  by  said 
Committee,  then  the  Sanitary  District  may 
enter  into  contract  with  any  person  or  per- 
sons for  its  execution  the  same  as  If  this 
contract  had  never  existed ;  and  if  extra 
work  or  work  not  provided  for  In  this  con- 
tract Is  performed  by  the  Contractor  before 
prices  have  been  fixed  for  such  work,  then 
the  Engineer  shall  estimate  the  same  at 
such  prices  as  he  shall  deem  just  and  rea- 
sonable, and  his  decision  shall  be  final,  and 
said  Contractor  shall  accept  such  -prices  In 
full  satisfaction  of  all  the  demands  against 
the  Sanitary  District  for  said  extra  work; 
provided  that.  If  the  extra  work  done  under 
this  contract  Is  of  such  a  nature,  being 
distinct  from  other  work  being  done  by  said 
Contractor,  that  the  actual  cost  of  the 
same  can  be  determined,  then  the  said 
Contractor  shall  receive,  and  the  Sanitary 
District  shall  pay.  In  full  satisfaction  for 
the  same,  the  actual  cost  of  the  work  esti- 
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mated  as  hereinafter  specified  with  fifteen 
(15)  per  cent,  added  for  superintendence, 
use  of  tools  and  profit.  Provided,  further, 
that  nothing  shall  be  deemed  extra  work 
which  can  be  measured  or  estimated  under 
the  provisions  of  this  contract. 

Jicsponsihility  of  Contractor. 

158.  It  is  further  agreed  that  In  all  cases 
of  question  or  dispute  arising  or  growing 
out  of  this  contract  in  any  way  regarding 
the  cost  or  value  of  extras,  variations,  al- 
lowances, deductions,  or  the  amount  of  dam- 
ages in  any  manner  growing  out  of  the  vio- 
lation of  this  contract,  the  decision  of  the 
Engineer  shall  be  final  and  binding  on  both 
parties  hereto.  In  estimating  the  cost  of 
extra  work  the  cost  of  material  shall  be 
the  actual  price  paid  for  same  delivered  at 
site  of  the  bridge.  The  cost  of  labor  shall 
be  taken  as  the  amounts  paid  for  same  as 
shown  by  the  pay-rolls  with  the  cost  of 
insurance  added.  No  charge  for  cost  of  ad- 
ministration will  be  allowed.  All  work 
provided  for  in  this  contract  is  to  be  done 
under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the 
Engineer  and  his  properly  authorized 
agents.  The  Contractor  is  to  be  guided  by 
the  lines,  stakes,  marks  and  grades  given 
by  them,  and  is  to  carefully  preserve  the 
same  as  far  as  possible  during  the  progress 
of  the  work,  and  is  to  furnish  all  needed 
facilities,  without  extra  charge  therefor,  to 
enable  the  Engineer  to  properly  give  lines 
and  grades  and  measure  the  work  from  time 
to  time. 

159.  All  materials  of  whatever  kind  to  be 
used  in  the  work  will  be  subject  to  the  in- 
spection and  approval  of  the  Engineer. 
All  unsuitable  or  rejected  materials  must 
be  removed  from  the  premises  at  once  by 
the  Contractor. 

160.  All  work  shall  l)e  subject  to  con- 
stant Inspection  l)efore  acceptance.  Any 
unfaithful  or  imperfect  work  that  may  be 
discovered  before  its  final  acceptance  shall 
l)e.  corrected  Imracdlatoly,  and  any  unsatis- 
factory material  used  in  the  work  shall  be 
rejected  and  removed  on  the  requirement 
of  the  Engineer,  notwithstanding  they  may 
have  l)een  overlooked  by  the  Inspector  and 
estimated.  The  Inspection  of  any  work 
shall  not  relieve  the  Contractor  of  any  of 
his  obligations  to  perform  sound  work,  as 
herein  .si>ecified,  and  all  work  which,  dur- 
ing progress  and  before  its  final  acceptance, 
may  become  damaged  from  any  cause,  shall 
be  removed  and  replaced  by  good  and  satis- 
factory work. 

161.  The  Contractor  will  be  responsible 
for  the  entire  work  until  completed  and  ac- 
cepted by  the  Sanitary  District.  The  Con- 
tractor will  be  required  to  give  his  per- 
sonal   attention   to   the   fulfillment   of   this 


contract  and  to  the  execution  of  the  work. 
He  Is  to  keep  the  same  under  his  control, 
and  will  not  be  allowed  to  sublet  all  or 
any  part  of  It ;  It  being  distinctly  under- 
stood and  agreed  that  the  subletting  of  the 
work  covered  by  this  contract;  or  any  part 
thereof,  shall,  after  thirty  (30)  days'  no- 
tice, work  a  forfeiture  of  the  contract  at 
the  option, of  the  Sanitary  District. 

UV2.  In  the  event  of  any  action  at  law 
or  In  equity  being  taken  by  any  person,  per- 
sons or  corporations,  which  would  restrain 
the  Sanitary  District  from  giving  or  the 
Contractor  from  securing  possession  of  the 
site  of  the  bridge,  or  in  any  way  delay  the 
execution  of  this  contract,  then,  in  that 
case,  the  Contractor  shall  not  hold  the 
Sanitary  District  liable  for  any  loss  or 
damage  by  him  sustained  on  account  of  such 
interference,  and  the  Contractor  shall  be 
accorded  an  extension  of  the  period  within 
which  the  work  was  to  have  been  com- 
pleted by  the  terms  of  the  contract,  equal 
to  the  time  lost  by  reason  of  such  restraint. 

103.  During  all  "periods  of  construction 
the  Contractor  shall  uninterruptedly  keep 
open  for  navigation  a  channel  of  sufficient 
width  In  the  river  to  permit  continuous 
traffic  on  the  same. 

1(>4.  The  Contractor  shall  conform  to  all 
the  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Chicago  and 
the  regulations  imposed  by  the  United 
States  Government  in  any  manner  affect- 
ing this  work,  and  he  shall  release  the 
Sanitary  District  of  Chicago  from  all  re- 
sponsibility for  loss  or  damage  occasioned 
by  delays  or  inconveniences  due  to  the  navi- 
gation of  the  river  by  vessels  of  any  sort  or 
description  or  for  other  causes  not  now 
foreseen.  He  shall  also  l>e  responsible  for 
and  make  good  all  damages  to  adjoining 
property  which  may  be  occasioned  by  him 
or  his  work  in  the  e.Kecution  of  this  con- 
tract. 

105.  The  Contractor  will  not  be  allowed 
to  assign,  by  power  of  attorney  or  other- 
wise, any  portion  of  the  moneys  that  may 
l)ecome  due  through  the  workings  of  this 
contract.  In  case  the  Contractor  falls  to 
comply  with  thp  provisions  of  this  contract 
as  to  progress  and  character  of  wofk,  he 
shall  be  duly  notified  in  writing,  and  thirty 
(30)  days  after  the  giving  of  said  notice 
the  Sanitary  District  may  declare  this  con- 
tract forfeited,  If  there  is  a  substantial 
failure  to  comply  with  its  provisions. 

Tools. 

160.  The  Contractor  is  to  furnish  all  the 
tools  of  every  description,  including  pumps, 
cars  and  tracks,  boats,  bargea  and  txigB 
necessary  to  the  foil  and  complete  carry- 
ing out  of  this  contract,  and  on  completion 
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of  the  work  is  to  remove  all  tools,  build- 
ings and  materials  of  all  kinds  from  the 
site  of  the  bridge. 

Precautions. 

167.  Whatever  precautions  may  be  neces- 
sarj  to  render  any  portion  of  the  work 
more  secure  in  any  respect,  or  to  decrease 
the  liability  of  accident  from  any  cause,  or 
to  avoid  contingencies  which  are  liable  to 
delay  the  completion  of  the  work,  shall  be 
taken  by  the  Contractor. 

Workmen. 

168.  The  Contractor  shall  employ  com- 
petent foremen  and  laborers,  and  shall 
discharge,  at  the  request  of  the  Engineer, 
any  incompetent  or  unfaithful  men  in  his 
employ.  None  but  men  expert  In  their  re- 
spective branches  of  work  will  be  employed 
where  special  skill  is  required,  and  in  the 
employment  of  men  preference  shall  be 
given  to  union  laborers.  It  Is  especially 
understood  and  agreed  that  eight  (8)  hours 
shall  constitute  a  day's  work,  and  that  no 
workman  shall  be  employed  or  required  to 
work  more  than  eight  (8)  hours  out  of  any 
twenty-four  (24)  hours,  and  no  work 
in  excess  of  that  time  shall  be  allowed.  In 
the  event  of  any  violation  of  the  above 
eight  (8)  hour  provision,  it  is  hereby  agreed 
that  the  said  District  shall,  and  that  It  is 
duly  authorized  to  retain  from  any  money 
due.  or  to  become  due,  at  any  time  from  It 
to  the  Contractor,  as  liquidated  damages, 
the  sum  of  five  dollars  ($5)  per  hour  for 
each  hour  that  any  employe  shall  be  re- 
quired to  work  in  excess  of  eight  (8)  hours 
per  day,  pursuant  to  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions of  the  ordinance  adopted  June  23, 
1897,  attached  hereto. 

Patents. 

169.  It  is  further  agreed  that  the  Con- 
tractor shall  indemnify,  keep  and  save 
harmless  said  Sanitary  District  from  all 
liabilities,  judgments,  costs,  damages  and 
expenses  which  may  in  any  wise  come 
against  said  Sanitary  District,  or  which 
may  result  on  account  of  any  infringement 
of  any  patent,  by  means  of  the  use  of  any 
materials,  machinery,  device  or  apparatus 
used  in  the  performance  of  this  contract, 
or  of  designs  furnished  by  the  Contractor 
and  accepted  by  the  Sanitary  District,  ex- 
cept the  patents  on  a  bridge  design  of  the 
Scherzer  type  controlled  by  Frank  M.  Mont- 
gomery &  Co.,  and  In  the  event  of  any  claim 
or  suit  or  action  at  law  or  equity  of  any 
kind  whatsoever  being  made  or  brought 
against  said  Sanitary  District,  then  the 
Sanitary  District  shall  have  the  right  to 
retain  a  sufBcient  amount  of  money  in  the 
same  manner  and  upon  the  same  condi- 
tions as  hereinafter  in  the  next  following 
clause  of  this  contract  provided. 


Danuiges, 

170.  If  any  damage  shall  be  done  by  the 
Contractor  or  by  any  person  or  persons  in 
his  employ  to  the  owner  or  occupants  of 
land,  or  to  any  property  adjoining  or  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  work  herein  contracted 
to  be  done,  or  to  a  neighboring  contractor, 
the  Engineer  shall  have  the  right  to  esti- 
mate the  amount  of  said  damage,  and  to 
cause  the  Sanitary  District  to  pay  the 
same  to  the  said  owner  or  occupant,  and 
the  amount  so  paid  for  said  damages  shall 
be  deducted  from-  the  money  due  said  Con- 
tractor, under  this  contract.  Said  con- 
tractor covenants  and  ~  agrees  to  pay  all 
damages  for  any  personal  injury  sustained 
by  any  person  growing  out  of  any  act  or 
doing  of  himself,  or  his  employes,  that  is 
in  the  nature  of  a  legal  liability,  and  he 
hereby  agrees  to  Indemnify  and  to  save  the 
Sanitary  District  harmless  against  all  suits 
or  actions  of  every  name  and  description 
brought  against  the  said  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict for,  or  on  account  of,  any  such  In- 
juries, or  such  damages  received  or  sus- 
tained by  any  person  or  persons,  by  or 
from  said  Contractor,'  his  servants,  agents 
or  employes,  in  the  execution  of  said  work ; 
or  by  or  in  consequence  of  any  negligence  in 
guarding  the  same;  or  by  or  on  account 
of  any  omission  or  act  of  said  Contractor, 
his  agents  or  employes ;  and  the  said  Con- 
tractor further  agrees  that  so  much  of  the 
money  due  to  him  under  and  by  virtue  of 
this  contract  as  shall  be  considered  neces- 
sary by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Sani- 
tary District  may  be  retained  by  the  said 
Sanitary  District  until  such  suit  or  claim 
for  damages,  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  been 
settled,  and  evidence  to  that  effect  fur- 
nished to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said  Board 
of  Trustees. 

Time. 

171.  The  Contractor  agrees  to  begin  the 
work  covered  by  this  contract  within  fif- 
teen (15)  days  after  said  contract  shall 
have  been  executed,  and  to  prosecute  the 
building  of  the  structure  herein  provided 
for  so  as  to  complete  the  same  on  or  before 
August  1st,  1905. 

Penalty. 

172.  The  Contractor  hereby  agrees  to  for- 
feit as  liquidated  damages  for  any  non- 
compliance with,  or  non-fulfillment  of  the 
provisions  of  this  contract  within  the  time 
specified  fifty  dollars  ($50)  per  day  for 
each  day  beyond  August  1,  1905,  time  be- 
ing an  essential  part  of  this  contract. 

173.  In  case  the  substructure  is  not  com- 
pleted and  ready  to  receive  the  superstruc- 
ture by  March  Ist,  1905,  an  extension  of 
time  will  be  granted  for  the  completion  of 
the    superstructure   equivalent    to    the   time 
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required  beyond  March  1st,  1905,  for  the 
completion  of  the  substructure. 
Prices, 
174.  In  consideration  of  the  said  work 
being  carried  on  and  completed  in  the  time 
and  manner  as  hereinbefore  specified,  the 
said  Sanitary  District  agrees  to  pay  to 
the  said  Contractor  for  the  superstructure 
the  following  amounts,  and  the  said  Con- 
tractor agrees  to  receive  and  accept  the 
same  as  full  compensation  for  the  perform- 
ance of  the  work,  including  the  furnishing 
of  the  materials,  tools,  labor,  etc.,  to-wit : 

(a)  For  the  superstructure,  furnished  and 
erected  complete,  including  operating  ma- 
chinery, locks,  signals,  electrical  equipment, 
houses,  stairways,  etc.,  for  this  bridge,  as 
specified,  and  for  furnishing  the  iron,  steel 
and  paint  in  the  substructure  at  the  site 
of  the  bridge  as  specified,  and  for  complet- 
ing the  bridge  and  connecting  same  with 
approaches  ready  for  use  and  traffic,  and 
for  operating  the  bridge,  in  fact,  everything 
herein  specified  or  shown  on  plans,  except- 
ing work  to  be  done  under  unit  prices,  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty-four  thousand 
nine  hundred  dollars  ($154,900). 

(b)  For  extra  medium  or  soft  steel, 
erected  in  place,  the  sum  of  six  (6)  cents 
per  pound. 

(c)  For  extra  iron  castings,  erected  in 
place,  the  sum  of  five  (5)  cents  per  pound. 

(d))  For  extra  steel  castings  and  ma- 
chinery steel,  erected  In  place,  the  sum  of 
ten   (10)  cents  per  pound. 

(c)  For  extra  phosphor  bronze,  erected 
in  place,  the  sum  of  sixty  ((JO)  cents  per 
pound. 

if)  For  extra  counter- weight  block  cast- 
ings, erected  in  place,  including  all  drilling, 
as  specified,  the  sum  of  two  and  one-half 
(2^/2)  cents  per  pound. 

ig)  For  extra  yellow  pine,  oak  or  maple, 
not  creosoted.  put  in  place,  including  all 
nails  and  spikes,  as  specified,  per  thousand 
(1,000)  feet,  B.  M.,  net  measurement,  the 
sum  of  fifty  dollars  ($30). 

(h)  For  extra  creosoted  yellow  pine,  put 
in  place,  including  all  nails  and  spikes,  as 
specified,  per  thousand  (1,000)  feet,  B.  M., 
net  measurement,  the  sum  of  sixty  dollars 
($60.00). 

(0  For  Portland  cement  concrete,  placed 
on  or  around  the  abutments,  walls,  -sewers, 
etc..  Including  the  cost  of  all  forms  and 
necessary  bracing  for  forms,  as  specified, 
per  cubic  yard,  the  sum  of  six  dollars 
(16.00). 

The  prices  proposed  must  include  all 
royalties  for  patents,  or  patented  material 
or  appliances  used  in  the  construction  of 


the  work  described  in  the  speclficatlonB 
and  agreements;  and  before  final  payment 
is  made  the  Contractor  shall  famish  a  sat- 
isfactory guarantee  against  all  claims;  pro- 
vided, however,  this  does  not  apply  to  the  ' 
patented  design  of  the  .bridge  of  the  Scher- 
Ker  lloUlng  Lift  Bridge  Company,  the  right 
to  use  the  same  having  been  purchased  by 
the  Sanitary  District. 

Time  and  Manner  of  Payment. 

175.  It  is  agreed  by  the  party  of  the 
first  part  that  on  or  before  the  10th  day  of 
each  month  during  the  progress  of  the 
work  and  subject  to  the  provisions  herein- 
before specified  under  the  head  of  "time," 
payment  will  be  made  to  the  said  party  of 
the  second  part  to  the  amount  of  sixty 
(60)  per  cent  of  the  value,-' as  estimated 
by  the  Engineer,  of  the  structural  metal 
delivered  under  this  contract,  upon  written 
certificate  from  the  Engineer  that  such 
amount  of  material  has  been  delivered  dur- 
ing that  period  at  the  site  of  the. bridge; 
forty  (40)  per  cent  being  reserved  until  ^ 
the  completion  and  acceptance  of  the  work 
by  the  party  of  the  first  part.  The  said 
forty  (40)  per  cent  to  be  paid  upon  the 
written  certificate  of  the  Engineer  within 
thirty  days  after  said  acceptance. 

Certificate. 

176.  T'pon  the  completion  of  the  super- 
structure in  accordance  with  the  specifica- 
tions and  contract,  to  the  full  satisfaction 
of  the  Engineer,  and  upon  the  inspection  of 
same  and  the  issuance  of  the  final  certifi- 
cate by  the  Engineer,  the  said  party  of 
the  first  part  agrees  to  pay  to  the  said 
party  of  the  second  part  the  amount  shown 
to  he  due  to  the  said  party  of  the  second 
part  by  the  said  certificate  of  the  said 
Engineer. 

Failure  to  Complete. 

177.  It  is  further  agreed  by  the  said 
party  of  the  second  part,  that  if  the  work 
to  be  done  under  this  contract  on  the  super- 
structure shall  be  abandoned,  or  if  it  shall 
l)e  assigned  by  him,  or  if  he  loses  control 
of  the  work  from  any  cause,  excepting  acta 
of  (>od  and  the  public  enemy,  or  If  the 
rate  of  progress  is  not  such  as  to  insure 
Its  completion  within  the  time  specified,  or 
If  at  any  time  the  Engineer  shall  be  of  the 
opinion  and  shall  so  certify  in  writing  to 
the  said  party  of  the  first  part  that  said 
work,  or  any  part  thereof,  is  unnecessarily 
and  unreasonably  delayed,  or  that  the  Con- 
tractor is  wilfully  and  persistently  vio- 
lating any  of  the  conditions  or  covenants 
of  this  contract,  or  is  not  fulfilling  said 
contract  In  good  faith,  the  said  party  of 
the  first  part  shall  have  the  power  to  notify 
the  said  Contractor  to  discontinue  all  work. 
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or  any  part  thereof,  as  may  be  designated 
by  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  and  the 
said  party  of  the  first  part  shall  there- 
upon have  the  power  either  to  complete 
said  work  by  contract  or  to  employ  such 
men  and  teams  and  to  obtain  such  ma- 
chinery. Implements  and  tools,  and  to  pur- 
chase such  materials  as  the  said  Engineer 
may  deem  necessary  to  complete  the  work 
herein  described,  or  any  part  thereof.  And 
In  so  doing,  said  Engineer  may  use  such 
tools.  Implements  and  materials  as  may  be 
found  upon  the  line  of  said  work.  The  cost 
of  doing  such  work  by  the  said  Engineer 
shall  be  charged  to  the  said  Contrax;tor, 
and  the  expense  so  charged  shall  be  de- 
ducted and  paid  by  the  said  party  of  the< 
first  part  out  of  such  moneys  as  may  be 
dne,  or  may  at  any  time  thereafter  become 
due  to  said  Contractor,  under  and  by  virtue 
of  this  contract,  or  any  part  thereof,  so 
far  as  the  same  shall  sufiice  therefor;  and 
the  balance,  if  any,  shall  be  paid  by  said 
Contractor  on  demand.  Should  there  be 
a  failure  by  the  second  party  to  deliver 
said  material  of  the  character  and  strength 
herein  provided  for  at  the  time  herein 
specified,  or  if,  after  delivery  of  same  as 
herein  provided,  said  Contractor  should  fail 
financially,  either  before  or  after  having 
been  paid  the  sixty  (60)  per  cent  of  the 
contract  price  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and 
be  unable  to  carry  out  said  contract  and 
complete  said  work,  then,  in  that  case,  the 
said  party  of  the  first  part  shall  have  the 
power  to  complete  said  work  by  contract 
or  otherwise,  at  its  discretion,  and  charge 
up  the  cost  of  so  completing  the  said  work 
to  said  Contractor.  Should  the  amount  re- 
maining unpaid  of  the  contract  price  not 
sufllce  therefor  then  said  Contractor  ^and 
his  bondsmen  shall  be  held  liable  for  the 
deficiency.  If  at  any  time  during  the 
progress  of  said  work,  the  said  Contractor 
should  fail  or  neglect  to  pay  for  labor 
performed  or  material  furnished  upon  said 
vrork  for  ten  (10)  days  after  It  shall  have 
become  due,  then  the  party  of  the  first 
part  shall  have  power  to  pay  for  such  labor 
or  for  materials,  tools,  machinery,  ap- 
pliances, fuel,  provisions,  or  supplies  of 
any  sort  or  kind  used  or  consumed  in,  upon 
or  on  account  of  the  work  covered  by  this 
contract;  the  party  of  the  first  part  shall 
have  the  power  to  pay  for  such  labor  or 
materials,  machinery,  appliances,  fuel,  pro- 
▼Islons  or  supplies  of  whatsoever  sort  or 
kind,  out  of  money  that  may  be  due  to  said 
Contractor,  and  said  amount  so  paid  shall 
be  retained  out  of  moneys  due  or  to  become 
dne  to  said  Contractor.  In  any  such  case 
th«  party  of  the  first  part  Is  hereby  au- 
thorised and  empowered  by  the  party  of 
the    second  part  to  ascertain  by   its  Engi- 


neer the  amounts  due  or  owing  from  said 
Contractor  to  any  laborer  or  laborers,  or 
to  any  person  or  persons,  for  materials, 
tools,  machinery,  appliances,  fuel,  provi- 
sions or  supplies  of  any  sort  or  kind  con- 
sumed upon,  in  or  on  account  of  the  work 
covered  by  this  contract  in  such  manner 
and  upon  such  proofs  as  the  said  Engineer 
may  deem  suflBcIent. 

Coniractor'a  Bond. 

178.  The  Contractor  shall  furnish  bond 
In  the  sum  of  thirty-five  thousand  ($35,- 
000)  dollars  for  the  superstructure  of  this 
bridge,  with  good  and  snfllcient  sureties,  the 
same  to  be  satisfactory  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Sanitary  District,  condi- 
tioned upon  the  faithful  performance  of  ail 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  contract, 
and  should  the  sureties  on  said  bond  at 
any  time  fail  financially,  or  be,  in  the  opin- 
ion of  the  said  Board  of  Trustees,  insuf- 
ficient security  for  the  penalty  of  said  bond, 
then,  in  that  case,  they  may,  on  giving  ten 
(10)  days'  notice  therectf  in  writing,  require 
said  Contractor  to  furnish  a  new  and  ad- 
ditional bond  in  place  of  the  bond  so  hav- 
ing become  insnfllclent  or  worthless.. 

Final    Payment. 

170.  The  said  party  of  the  second  part 
further  agrees  that  he  shall  not  be  entitled 
to  demand  or  receive  final  payment  for  any 
portion  of  the  aforesaid  work  or  materials 
except  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  this 
agreement,  nor  until  all  of  the  stipulations 
hereinbefore  mentioned  are  compiled  with, 
and  the  said  Engineer  shall  have  given  his 
certificate  to  that  effect;  whereupon  the 
said  party  of  the  first  part  will,  at  the 
expiration  of  thirty  (30)  days  after  such 
completion  and  delivery  of  such  certificate, 
pay,  and  it  hereby  binds  Itself  to  pay,  the 
said  party  of  the  second  part,  in  cash,  the 
whole  amount  of  money  accruing  to  said 
second  party  under  this  contract,  except- 
ing such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
lawfully  retained  under  any  of  the  provi.s- 
ions  of  this  contract  hereinbefore  set  forth. 
Provided,  that  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  lie  construed  to  affect  the  right  hereby 
reserved  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part 
to  reject  the  whole  or  any  portion  of  the 
aforesaid  work,  should  the  said  certificate  be 
found  to  be  inconsistent  with  the  terms  of 
this  agreement  or  otherwise  Improperly 
given. 

In  Witness  Whereof,  on  the  day  and 
year  first  above  written,  the  said  Sanitary 
District  of  Chicago  has  caused  this  agree- 
ment to  be  signed  by  its  President  and  at- 
tested by  its  Clerk,  and  its  corporate  seal

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of  the  second  part  has  herennto  set  its  hand 
and  seal.

Mr.  Wenter  presented,  and  the  Clerk 
read,  the   following  ordinance: 

AN  ORDINANCE 

For  the  establishment  of  a  right  of  way 
for   a   channel   from  the  westerly   re- 
serve line  of  the  Illinois  and  Michigan 
Canal    in    Section    14,    Township    37

Mr.  Braden,  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Engineering,-  presented  a  report 
from  the  Commmittee  as  follows: 

Chicago,  May  17,  1904. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago: 

Gentlemen — ^Your  Committee  on  En- 
gineering reports  that  it  has  had  under 
consideration  with  the  Highway  Com- 
missioners of  the  Town  of  Lockport  the 
matter  of  the  proposed  crossing  at  Ninth 
Street  and  Sixteenth  Street,  respectively, 
in  the  town  of  Lockport,  to  be  crossed 
with  the  new  channel  of  the  Sanitary 
District  of  Chicago  now  being  con- 
structed from  the  Controlling  Works  to 
the  upper  basin  of  the  Illinois  and  Mich- 
igan Canal.  The  suit  to  condemn  the 
right  to  cross  these  highways  was  com- 
menced in  December  last,  and  after  the 
trial  of  the  matter,  an  opinion  was  ren- 
dered by  Judge  Dibell  permitting  the 
crossing  of  said  highways  on  condition 
that  the  District  construct  bridges 
across  said  new  channel  on  the  line  of 
Ninth  Street  and  a  short  distance  from 
the  present  highway  on  16th  Street, 
where  the  same  will  be  crossed  by  said 


proposed  channel,  and  that  the  District 
should  make  certain  provisions  for  the 
protection  of  the  approaches  to  the 
bridge  and  said  highways  wherever  the 
same  might  be  elevated  by  the  District 
in  order  to  meet  the  new  conditions. 

Your   Committee    has   taken   up    the 
matter  of  settling  the  controversy  with 
the   Highway    Commissioners,    and  ^has 
had   prepared   a   contract   substantially 
along  the  lines  laid  down  by  Judge  Dibell 
in  his  opinion,  and  which  provides  for 
the  construction  by   the   District   of   a 
new  highway  bridge  at  Ninth  Street,  and 
also  one  shortly  north  of  the  point  of 
crossing  by  the  channel  at   16th  Street, 
said  bridges  to  be  of    a  movbale    type 
and    twenty-two    feeX;     bdtween     wheel- 
guards,  and  also  to  make  certain  other 
changes   and   erect   certain   other  struc- 
tures in  the  highways  made  necessary 
by  reason  of  the  altered  conditions  which 
will  grow  out  of  the  construction  of  a 
channel    across    said    highways,    all    of 
which  are  set  up  in  the  agreement  hereto 
attached,  and  your  Committee  has  also 
agreed  to  pay  on  behalf  of  the  District 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Commissioners 
of  Highways  of  the  Town  of  Lockport, 
for  town  purposes,  the  sum  of  $500.00 
as  a  part  of  the  consideration  for  the 
settlement  of  this  matter  at  this  time. 
-   Your  Committee  therefore  recommends 
that  the  President  and  Clerk  of  the  Dis- 
trict be   authorized  and   empowered  to 
execute   in   duplicate   on   behalf   of   the 
District  an  agreement  in  the  form  here- 
to attached,  and  to  deliver  to  said  Com- 
missioners   of   Highways    said   executed 
agreement   when   the   Commissioners   of 
Highways    shall    have   delivered   to   the 
Attorney  of  the  District  an  agreement 
executed  by  said  Commissioners  of  High- 
ways in  tlie  same  form  as  the  hereto  at- 
tached agreement,  and  that  there  be  paid 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Commissioners 
of  Highways  of  the  Town  of  Lockport 
the  sum  of  five  hundred   ($500.00)   dol- 
lars when  said  Commissioners  of  High- 
ways shall  have  delivered  to  the  Attor- 
ney of  the  District  the  agreement  ex- 
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«cuted  by  said  Commissioners  of  Hi|(R- 
"ways  as  above  set  forth.

The  following  is  the  form  of  agree- 
ment with  the  Commissioners  of  High- 
ways of  the  Town  of  Lockport,  accom- 
panying the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Engineering: 

This  Agreement^  Made  and  entered  into 

this  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1904,  by  and 

between  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago, 
party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Highways  of  the  Town  of  Lock- 
port,  County  of  Will  and  Sta'te  of  Illinois, 
party  of  the  second  part: 

Witnesseth,  That,  whereas,  the  said  party 
of  the  first  part  is  engaged  in  the  construc- 
tion of  a  channel  between  its  Controlling 
Works  and  the  Upper  Basin  of-  the  Illinois 
and  Michigan  Canal  at  Joliet ;  said  proposed 
channel  being  of  the  width  of  not  less 
than  one  hundred  and  sixty  feet  and  in  its 
course  Intersecting  two  certain  public  high- 
ways in  the  Township  of  Lockport,  in  said 
Will  County,  known  respe'ctlvely  as  Ninth 
Street  or  the  Lockport  Road  and  Sixteenth 
Street  or  the  Wire  Mills  Road;  and 

Whrbeas,  It  is  the  desire  of  the  said 
party  of  the  first  part  in  the  construction  of 
said  proposed  channel  over  and  across  said 
lilghways  to  preserve  said  highways  for 
public  travel  and  to  restore  the  same  to 
their  former  usefulness, 

Sou},  Therefore,  In  consideration  of  the 
doing  of  the  work  set  forth  to  be  per- 
formed by  the  said  party  of  the  first  part, 
at  its  own  expense,  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part  hereby  agrees  that  the  said 
party  of  the  first  part  may  construct  said 


channel  through  And  across  said  highways 
upon  the  following  terms  and  conditions : 

First— Said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to 
construct  over  and  across  said  new  channel, 
where  the  same  intersects  said  Ninth  Street 
or  Lockport  Road,  a  bridge,  together  with 
the  approaches  thereto,  of  the  width  and 
style  hereinafter  mentioned,  so  that  the  cen- 
ter  line  of  said  bridge,  when  constructed, 
shall  coincide  with  the  center  line  of  said 
highway  and  shall  also  construct  across 
said  channel  at  the  point  indicated  by  the 
blue  print  hereto  attached  marked  "Bxs 
hibit  A"  and  made  a  part  hereof,  near  said 
Sixteenth  Street  or  Wire  Mills  Road,  a 
bridge  of  the  design,  width  and  style  here- 
inafter mentioned  and  specified,  together 
with  the  approaches  thereto,  as  herein- 
after specified,  and  shall  also  construct, 
erect,  and  maintain  a  new  bridge  on  the 
line  of  said  Sixteenth  Street  or  Wire  Mills 
Road,  at  the  point  where  the  same  is  now 
intersected  by  the  waters  of  the  stream 
known  as  "Deep  Run"  and  the  waste 
waters  of  the  Illinois  and  Michigan  Canal, 
and  shall  also  erect  and  construct  on  the 
line  of  said  Wire  Mills  Road  at  the  point 
where  the  same  is  crossed  by  the  right  of 
way  of  the  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  Fe 
Railway  Company,  a  viaduct  of  the  width, 
style  and  description  hereinafter  mentioned. 
All  of  said  bridges  shall  be  twenty-two  feet 
wide  l^etween  wheel-guards;  the  bridges 
herein  provided  to  be  constructed  across 
said  proposed  channel  through  said  Ninth 
Street  or  liockport  Road  and  said  Sixteenth 
Street  or  Wire  Mills  Road  shall  be  of  the 
movable  type,  so  as  to  provide  for  the  navi- 
gation of  said  channel ;  the  viaduct  and 
other  bridges  herein  provided  for  shall  be 
twenty- two  feet  wide  between  guard  rails. 
All  of  said  bridges  shall  be  constructed  of 
steel  according  to  the  specifications  of 
Theodore  L.  Cooper  for  Suburban  Bridges  of 
Class  "B"  Edition  of  A.  D.  1001.  The  Sub- 
structure of  said  bridges  shall  be  con- 
structed of  Portland  cement  concrete. 

It  Is  expressly  understood  and  agreed 
that  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall 
have  the  right  to  inspect  the  working  plans 
rfnd  specifications  of  all  of  said  bridges. 
Such  plans  and  specifications  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Commissioners  of  Highways 
before  the  party  of  the  first  part  shall  be 
authorized  to  proceed  with  the  erection  and 
construction  of  such  bridges  respectively, 
provided,  however,  that  In  the  event  that 
the  said  Commissioners  of  Highways  shall 
fail,  neglect  or  refuse  to  approve  said  plans 
within  the  period  of  48  hours  after  said 
plans,  or  any  of  said  plans,  shall  have  been 
submitted  to  said  Commissioners  of  High- 
way for  approval,  then,  in  that  event,  said 
plans  and  specifications  shall  be  submitted 
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to  Judgef  Dorrance  Dib6H  of  the  Circuit 
Court  of  Will  County  for  approval,  and 
when  approved  by  him  said  party  of  the 
first  part  shall  be  authorized  to  proceed 
with  the  erection  and  construction  of  such 
bridge  or  bridges,  the  plans  of  which  shall 
have  been  approved  by  Judge  Dibell. 

All  of  the  approaches  to  said  bridges  shall 
be  built  and  constructed  on  the  grade  of 
one  foot  vertical  to  thirty  feet  horizontal 
and  of  such  width  as  to  give  a  roadway  be- 
tween the  guard-rails  •  hereinafter  men- 
4ioned  of  a  width  of  forty  feet,  the  top 
course  of  all  roadways,  including  the  bridge 
approaches,  shall  be  of  broken  stone  for  a 
depth  of  at  least  one  foot ;  said  broken  stone 
to  be  such  that  when  covered  with  a  surface 
dressing  of  finely  crushed  stone  and  rolled, 
the  surface  of  such  roadway  will  be 
smooth,  with  a  sufilclent  crown  center  to 
cause  the  water  falling  on  the  same  to  be 
shed  to  the  sides  of  such  road.  The  road- 
ways approaching  said  bridges  wherever 
the  same  are  elevated  (except  the  roadways 
on  bridges  which  are  otherwise  protected) 
shall  be  protected  by  placing  on  each  side 
of  said  roadwa^  posts  not  more  than  six 
feet  apart,  set  deep  in  the  ground  and 
securely  anchored  or  braced  with  three  rails 
set  into  the  Inside  of  said  posts  and  se- 
curely bolted ;  said  posts  shall  be  not  less 
than  six  'inches  by  six  inches,  and  the  rails 
shall  be  not  less  than  three  inches  by  six 
inches.  Along  the  surface  of  said  road- 
ways there  shall  be  securely  fastened  to 
said  posts  a  footboard  at  least  twelve 
inches  in  width,  so  as  to  lessen  the  proba- 
bility of  the  wind  in  the  winter  time  blow- 
ing the  snow  off  said  roadways.  If  the  said 
party  of  the  first  part  shall  desire  to  pro- 
tect ihe  atJproaches  to  said  bridges  in  a 
manner  different  from  that  above  pre- 
scribed, such  method  may  be  adopted  and 
pursued  if  such  should  meet  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  said  party  of  the  second  part. 

Second — The  roadway  on  the  stone  bridge 
across  the  old  river  channel,  on  said  Ninth 
Street,  shall  be  widened  to  a  width  of 
twenty-two  feet  between  the  side  or  parapet 
walls  thereof,  and  said  parapet  walls  shall 
be  built  up  to  a  height  of  three  feet  above 
the  new  grade  established  and  approaches  t^ 
such  stone  bridge  of  the  width  and  grade 
of  the  approaches  of  other  bridges,  as  above 
mentioned  and  provided  for,  shall  be  built 
and  constructed  by  the  said  party  of  the 
first  part. 

The  east  bridge  span  of  the  four  spans 
now  crossing  the  present  river  channel  on 
said  Sixteenth  Street  shall  be  removed  and 
the  void  thus  made  shall  be  filled  up  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  make  a  solid  roadway 
of  the  width  and  construction,  correspond- 


ing to  the  balance  of  the  roadway  In  the 
immediate  neighborhood  thereof.  The  two 
spans  of  two  hundred  feet  each,  hereto- 
fore erected  across  said  river  channel  on 
the  line  of  said  Sixteenth  Street,  by  the 
said  party  of  the  first  part,  shall  be  raised 
to  conform  to  the  height  required  upon  a 
grade  of  one  foot  vertical  to  fifty  feet  hori- 
zontal. The  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall 
be  limited  in  time  to  the  period  of  six  weeka 
for  the  removal  of  said  east  bridge  span, 
and  the  filling  up  of  the  void  space  thereby 
created,  making  a  solid  roadway,  and  the 
changing  of  the  elevation  and  grade  of  the 
two  spans  of  two  hundred  feet  each  above 
mentioned  Ibid  for  such  period  of  time  (six 
weeks),  the  said  party  of  the  first  part 
will  not  be  required  to  provide  a  tem- 
porary roadway  across  said  river  channel 
on  said  Sixteenth  Street,  ,but  in  the  event 
that  said  work  shall  be  delayed  beyond  the 
perioMd  of  time  herein  limited,  then  the  said 
Sanitary  District  of  Chicago  stipulates  and 
agrees  to  pay  to  the  said  parties  of  the 
second  part  the  sum  of  Ten  Dollars  per  day 
as  liquidated  damages  to  the  said  parties 
of  the  second  part  for  every  day  over  six 
weeks  such  work  is  delayed,  and  the  said 
party  of  the  first  part  shall  serve  upon  the 
said  parties  of  the  second  part  written 
notice  of  the  time  at  which  such  work  will 
be  actually  begun  In  the  removal  of  said 
span  and  in  the  changing  of  the  grade  and 
elevation  of  the  other  spans  above  men- 
tioned on  said  bridge. 

Third — The  said  party  of  the  first  part 
further  agrees  that  before  interfering  with 
either  said  NMnth  Street  or  said  Sixteenth 
Street  (except  as  above  provided  with  ref- 
erence to  the  present  bridge  over  the  river 
channel  on  the  line  of  said  Sixteenth 
Street)  in  such  a  manner  as  to  in  any  way 
Interfere  with  the  public  travel  of  such 
highways,  it  shall  construct  good  and  suf- 
ficient temporary  bridges  where  the  same 
shall  l>e  made  necessary  by  reason  of  ex- 
cavation in  the  highway,  removal  of  bridges 
or  otherwise,  the  plan  for  the  construc- 
tion of  which  said  temporary  bridges  and 
the  width  thereof  shall  have  been  first  sanc- 
tioned and  approved  by  the  said  parties  of 
the  second  part,  provided,  however,  that  it 
the  parties  of  the  second  part  shall  fall, 
neglect  or  refuse  to  approve  the  plans  for 
the  construction  of  said  temporary  bridges 
or  any  of  them  for  the  period  of  forty- 
eight  hours  after  the  submission  of  snch 
plan  or  plans  to  said  second  party,  then,  in 
that  event,  the  plans  for  said  temporary 
bridge  or  bridges  shall  be  submitted  for 
approval  to  Judge  Dibell  of  Jollet,  lilinoiSr 
and  said  first  party  shall  during  the  period 
of  time  for  which  said  temporary  bridce 
or  bridges  shall  be  made  necessary  and  dor- 
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ing  the  period  of  time  for  wbich  the  same 
shall  be  used  by  the  public,  keep  the  same 
suitably  and  adequately  lighted. 

Fourth — Said  party  of  the  first  part  fur- 
ther a^ees  to  furnish  and  conduct  to  the 
west  end  of  the  highway  bridge  on  Ninth 
Street,  crossing  the  tail-race,  for  the  use 
of  said  party  of  the  second  part,  sufficient 
electric  current  to  operate  ftye  incandescent 
lamps  of  thirty-two  candle  power  each,  but 
the  party  of  the  second  part  shall,  at  its 
own  expense,  furnish  all  of  said  lamps  and 
make  such  connections  as  are  necessary 
and  maintain  said  lamps  at  their  own  ex- 
pense, and  said  first  party  further  agrees 
to  keep  the  new  bridges  by  it  to  be  erected 
across  its  proposed  channel  sufficiently  and 
adequately  lighted  and  to  construct  and 
maintain  the  necessary  poles  and  wires  to 
carry  said  electric  current  to  said  bridges, 
and  further  agrees  that  when  it  shall  have 
constructed  Its  new  channel  from  the  Con- 
trolling Works'  to  Lockport,  and  shall  have 
developed  the  necessary  water-power  on  said 
new  channel  that  it  will  then  furnish  for 
the  use  of  said  parties  of  the  second  part 
sufficient  electric  current  to  operate  five 
incandescent  lamps  of  thirty-two  candle 
power  each  on  the  bridge  across  the  river 
channel  at  Sixteenth  Street,  but  the  par- 
ties of  the  second  part  shall  furnish  all  of 
the  lamps  and  make  the  connection  neces- 
»ary  and  maintain  the  same  at  their  own 
expense. 

Fifth — Said  party  of  the  first  part  fur- 
ther agrees  to  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Highways,  for  town  pur- 
poses, the  sum  of  Five  Ilimdred  Dollars  and 
to  at  all  times  keep  and  maintain  said 
bridges  by  it  to  be  constructed  as  herein 
provided  with  the  approaches  thereto  and 
the  guards  of  such  approaches  In  good  and 
safe  repair  and  condition,  at  Its  own  cost, 
charge  and  expense,  free  from  any  costs  and 
expense  of  every  kind  and  character  to  the 
Town  of  liOckport.  Said  party  of  the  first 
part  shall  also  construct,  maintain  and 
operate,  at  its  own  expense,  gates  for  'the 
protection  of  the  public  at  said  two  mov- 
a.ble  bridges,  to  l)e  constructed  across  said 
proposed  channel. 

lastly — In  consideration  of  the  promise 
and  undertaking  on  the  part  of  the  said 
party  of  the  first  4>art  to  do  and  perform 
a.n  of  the  foregoing,  the  said  parties  of 
the  second  part  agree  and  do  hereby  con- 
sent that  the  said  party  of  the  first  part, 
inay  excavate  in  and  across  said  Ninth 
Btreet  and  said  Sixteenth  Street  in  the  con- 
struction of  said  proposed  channel.

LAGRANGE,   ILL. 

Mr.  Baker,  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 


tee of  Federal  Relations,  presented  a  re* 
port  from  the  Committee  as  follows: 

Chicago,  May  18,  1904. 
To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago : 
Gentlemen — Your  Committee  on  Fed- 
eral Relations  begs  leave  to  report  to 
your  Honorable  Body  that  it  ha.s  had

And  Whebbas,  Said  Sanitary  District  of 
Chicago  has  applied  to  the  Secretary  of  War 
for  permission  to  lower  the  crests  of  the 
dams  in  the  Illinois  River,  at  Kampsville 
and  Lagrange,  Illinois,  as  specified  in  said 
Joint  Resolution,  two  feet;  such  work  to  be 
done  as  indicated  and  described  on  the 
attached  blue  print; 

Noic,  Therefore,  This  is  to  certify  that,  in 
accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the 
Chief  of  Engineers,  and  under  authority  of 
said  Joint  Resolution  of  April  21,  1904,  the 
Secretary  of  War  hereby  gives  permission 
unto  the  said  THE  SANITARY  DISTRICT

The  value  of  construction  work  performed  during  the  year  aggregates  $591,- 
040.97,  the  result  of  operations  carried  on  principally  in  the  Chicago  River.  Th* 
amount  vouchered  for  payment  during  that  period,  including  withheld  per- 
centages, was  $706,262.89.  Of  the  total  amount  shown  in  the  above  schedule, 
the  earnings  from  the  beginning  of  work,  in  the  month  of  September,  1892, 
to  December  31,  1903,  was  $27,278,288.13— ^about  91  per  cent,  of  the  total  estimate. 
The  total  amount  vouchered  for  payment  during  that  period  was  $27,216,255.21. 

The  cost  of  carrying  on  the  Engineering  Department  for  the  year  was  $115,- 
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892.17.  The  cost  of  carrying  it  on  from  the  date  of  organization,  in  February,  1890, 
to  December  31,  1903,  was  $1,837,340.58 — about  0.1  per  cent,  of  the  total  earnings- 
on  construction. 

Vouchers  to  the  amount  of  $4,058.51  were  issued  during  the  year  for  repairing 
and  painting  the  highway  bridges  along  the  channel.  The  total  amount  issued 
on  account  of  Maintenance  of  Bridges  to  December  31.  1903,  was  $413,079^11

CHICAGO  RIVER. 


Contracts  for"  the  dredging,  docking,  etc.,  of  the  South  Branch  of  tfee  river; 
for  four  bridge  substructures,  and  for  five  bridge  superstructures  of  the  Main  river 
and  South  Branch  were  in  force  on  January  1,  1904.  The  work  of  dredging,  docking, 
etc.,  will  be  considered  under  this  head,  and  of  the  bridges  will  be  treated  under 
the  general  head  of  Bridges. 

On  April  20th  (pages  0303-4  of  the  Proceedings),  the  Board  passed  an  amend- 
ment to  an  ordinance  passed  on  April  23,  1903  (pages  7844-5),  establishing  a  route 
for  the  North  Branch  of  the  River  from  Lawrence  Avenue  to  Lake  Street,  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  flow  through  the  proposed  Lawrence  Avenue  conduit.  This 
amended  ordinance  improved  the  alignment  of  the  route  between  Irving  Park  Boxile- 
vard  and  Byron  Street,  and  Montrose  and  Lawrence  Avenues. 

On  June  10th  (pages  9380-1).  the  Board  authorized  the  Chief  Engineer  to 
prepare  plans  and  specifications  for  the  improvement  of  the  North  Branch  and 
that  when  completed,  the  bids  for  the  work  be  advertised  for.  On  September  2d 
(page  9516),  the  Board  authorized  the  work  to  be  advertised  for,  the  bids  to  be 
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received  on  November  4,  1903.  On  October  28th  (page  9590),  the  Board  cancelled 
the  advertisement  authorized  September  2nd  and  ordered  the  readvertisem^nt  for 
bids,  same  to  be  opened  on  January  0,  1904.  On  December  30th  (pages  9681),  the 
Board  cancelled  the  advertisement  authorized  October  28th  and  again  ordered  the 
readvertisement  for  bids,  same  to  be  opened  February  24,  1904. 

As  was  stated  in  the  last  Annual  Report  (page  9399),  the  Board  adopted  ft 
resolution  with  reference  to  the  completion  of  the  improvement  of  the  North  Branch 
between  Belmont  and  Lawrence  Avenues  within  two  years  from  April  23,  1902,  and 
in  the  event  of  it  not  being  finished  at  that  time,  that  the  property  donated  for 
that  purpose  by  the  several  owners  be  returned  to  them  unless  the  delays  were 
caused  by  litigation.  On  November  4th  (page  9611),  a  resolution  was  adopted  by 
the  Board  to  the  effect  that  since  great  difficulties  were  encountered  in  securing 
the  right  of  way  for  the  North  Branch  improvement,  it  would  be  impossible  to  com- 
plete the  work  within  the  two  years  specified,  and  rescinded  the  above  mentioned 
resolution;  and  a  resolution  was  adopted  wherein  it  was  stipulated  that  the  pro- 
posed work  shall  be  completed  by  November  4,  1905. 

On  December  30th  (pages  9682-6),  the  Sub-Committee  on  Improvement  of 
the  North  Branch  presented  a  final  report  on  the  work  accomplished  since  its 
appointment  by  President  Jones  on  January  30,  1901    (page  6977). 

On  June  3rd  (page  9359),  a  comnnmication  was  transmitted  to  the  Board  from 
property  owners  along  the  West  Fork  of  the  South  Branch  of  the  river  requesting 
that  certain  portions  of  the  stream  be  dredged  to  a  depth  of  not  less  than  fifteen  feet. 
The  petition  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Engineering  and  was  not  reported  on 
during  the  year. 

On  November  18th  (page  9632),  the  Board  authorized  the  Chief  Engineer 
to  advertise,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  pn  Engineering,  for  bids  for  the 
dredging  and  docking  of  the  Main  and  South  Forks  of  the  river  for  the  year  1904. 
On  December  2nd  (page  9647),  the  Committee  on  Engineering  reported  to  the  Board 
a  form  of  advertisement  for  proposals  for  this  work,  and  the  Board  authorized  its 
advertisement,  the  bids  to  be  opened  on  February  3,  1904. 

DREDGING  AND  DOCKING. 

The  Lydon  and  Drews  Company,  Contractor. 
On  account  of  work  having  been  started  at  several  points  along  the  South 
Branch^  in  the  year  1902  and  not  completed  at  the  end  of  same,  operations  by  the 
Lydon  &  Drews  Company  under  its  contract  dated  February  24,  1902,  were  carried 
on  at  different  times  throughout  the  year  1903,  at  the  end  of  which  the  work  was 
practically  completed,  but  no  final  voucher  rendered.  The  work  done  during  the  year 
under  this  contract  and  vouchered  on  regular  estimates  is  as  follows:

On  June  10th  (page  9381),  the  Board  authorized  the  Chief  Engineer  to  proceed 
with  certain  cinder  filling  along  the  dock  in  front  of  the  Joy  Morton  property. 
This  work  was  done  by  the  regular  contractor  for  the  dredging  and  docking  of  the 
river  by  verbal  order  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  the  price  being  fixed  at  70  cents  per 
cubic  yard,  and  264  cubic  yards  were  used  in  the  work.     Considerable  labor  and 
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material  were  also  furnished  during  the  year  by  this  contractor  under  the  extra 
wotk  clause  of  the  contract  dated  February  24,  1902,  a  schedule  of  which  follows:

On  January  28th  (page  9174),  a  communication  from  The  Lydon  &  Drews  Co., 
requesting  a  release  or  reduction  on  the  bond  on  its  contract  dated  February  24, 
1902,  was  presented  to  the  Board  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance.  On 
March  30th  (page  9259),  the  Board  ordered  the  bond  reduced  from  $30,000.00  to 
$2,500.00. 

On  January  21st  (pages  9160-1),  five  bids  were  received  for  "dredging  the  Main 
and  the  South  Branch  of  the  Chicago  River  and  docking  certain  portions  thereof," 
and  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Engineering;  and,  on  February  4th  (page 
9183),  the  contract  was  awarded  to  the  Lydon  &  Drews  Co.,  the  lowest  bidder.  On 
February  20th  (page  9206),  the  Board  approved  the  bond  on  this  contract,  in  the 
sum  of  $25,000.00.  The  contract,  which  bears  date  of  February  6,  1903,  appears  in 
the  Proceedings  for  February  20th    (pages  9206-17). 

Work  under  this  contract  was  begun  immediately  and  carried  on  throtighout 
the  year  as  the  sites  hecsune  available  in  the  South  Branch.  In  the  month  of  May, 
this  contractor  also  dredged  out  4,998  cubic  yards  of  material  in  and  near  the  draw 
of  the  Chicago  and  Alton  Railroad  bridge  in  the  South  Fork  of  the  South  Branch. 
This  work  was  left  undone  at  the  time  that  the  District  dredged  the  South  Fork,  as 
the  railroad  company  was  unwilling  to  hold  the  bridge  open  long  enough  to  carry 
on  the  work. 

On  May  4th,  the  Committee  on  Engineering  ordered  that  the  District  construct 
a  concrete  dock  along  the  west  side  of  the  South  Branch  of  the  river  from  Randolph 
Street  to  Madison  Street  and,  on  May  15th  (page  69  of  his  letter  book),  the  Chief 
Engineer  ordered  The  Lydon  &  Drews  Co.  to  proceed  with  the  work  in  accordance 
with  the  contract  and  specifications  covering  the  work  for  the  year  1903.  This  work 
was  begun  in  the  early  part  of  June  and,  with  the  exception  of  a  strike  of  laborers 
carried  on  between  August  '20th  and  October  Gth,  was  carried  on  throughout  the  year. 
No  concrete  was  laid  during  the  year  as  all  the  work  carried  on  was  preparatory 
to  the  cement  work.

In  order  to  construct  a  new  dock  east  of  Canal  Street,  on  the  south  side  of  the 
rirer,  it  became  necessary  to  tear  down  about  twenty  feet  of  the  old  building  of  the 
Ck>8mopolitan  Electric  Co.,  for  about  one  hundred  and  twenty  feet  along  the  river. 
On  January  21st,  the  Committee  on  Engineering  authorized  the  Chief  Engineer  to 
have  the  work  done  and,  under  his  verbal  order,  The  Lydon  &  Drews  Co.  did  the 
work  between  January  23rd  and  February  13th,  under  the  "extra  work"  clause  of 
its  contract,  at  a  cost  to  the  District  of  $1,084.23   (file  No.  5109).

In  the  agreement  between  the  General  Chemical  Company  and  the  Sanitary 
District,  dated  January  30,  1903  (pages  9250-2),  it  was  stipulated  that  in  the  con- 
struction of  a  new  dock  along  the  property  of  the  General  Chemical  Company, 
situated  east  of  Canal  Street  on  the  south  side  of  the  river  in  the  South  Branch, 
it  would  be  necessary  to  tear  down  a  portion  of  the  building,  and  that  the  Sanitary 
District  would  reconstruct,  at  its  own  expense,  any  such  building  torn  down.  During 
the  construction  of  the  dock  by  The  Lydon  &  Drews  Co.,  it  was  found  necessary  to 
tear  down  a  wing  of  the  building  and  this  firm  was  ordered  by  the  Chief  Engineer 
to  reconstruct  same.  The  w^ork  was  done  under  the  "extra  work"  clause  of  the 
contract  for  1903  between  the  months  of  August  and  November.  During  the 
progress  of  this  work,  on  November  1st,  the  bricklayers  employed  by  the  contractor 
went  on  a  strike  and,  on  November  2nd,  the  Committee  on  Engineering  instructed 
the  Chief  Engineer  to  have  the  work  carried  on  on  Sanitary  District  force  account. 
The  -work  was  immediately  taken  up  as  directed  and  practically  completed  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  The  bills  of  The  Lydon  &  Drews  Co.  and  a  number  of  bills 
covering  the  Sanitary  District  force  account,  were  not  vouchered  during  the  year.

On  March  lltli,  Rathbone,  Hair  and  Ridgway  sent  a  communication  to  the 
Sanitary  District,  in  which  they  proposed  to  relieve  the  District  from  the  expense 
of  replanking  the  Dupont  dock,  situated  west  of  S.  Halsted  Street  on  the  north  side 
of  the  river,  for  the  sum  of  $1,911.25.

MAIN  CHANNEL  AND  RIVER  DIVERSION. 

Of  the  twenty-nine  sections  comprising  the  Main  Channel,  nothing  occurred 
during  the  year  1903  on  or  in  connection  with  twenty  of  them  that  requires  special 
mention  in  this  report;  nor  is  it  necessary  to  revise  any  of  the  last  schedules  of 
work  done  on  them,  as  is  also  the  case  with  the  life  saving  apparatus  along  the 
rock  sections  of  the  Main  Channel.  A  statement  showing  the  cost  of  these  sections 
(both  for  the  Main  Channel  and  River  Diversion)  and  the  life  saving  apparatus, 
together  with  the  pages  of  the  Proceedings  on  which  the  last  itemized  schedules 
are  shown,  is  given  in  the  following  table : 
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t-Of  appendix  to  Prooeedfnipi  for  December  26, 1900. 

Section  "0" — McMahon  and  Montgomery  Co.,  et  al,y  Contractors, 

According  to  the  final  notes  for  this  section,  there  still  remains  6,039  cubic 
yards  of  material  in  the  prism  which  Hayes  Brothers,  contractors  for  Section  "N," 
are  obliged  to  remove.  On  February  2nd,  the  Committee  on  Engineering  instructed 
the  Chief  Engineer  to  notify  this  firm  to  remove  this  material  and,  on  March  18th 
(page  465  of  his  letter  book),  he  urged  them  to  complete  the  work  at  the  earliest 
moment.    No  work  was  done  during  the  year. 

On  January  5th  (page  276  of  his  letter  book),  the  Chief  Engineer  transmitted 
a  check  to  the  Clerk  of  the  District,  amounting  to  $11.50,  for  the  sale  of  old  lumber 
at  the  Robey  Street  yards,  which  was  credited  to  the  account  of  the  Pan  Handle 
temporary  bridges.  On  June  3rd  (page  9359),  a  check,  amounting  to  $75.00,  was 
transmitted  to  the  Board  by  the  Chief  Engineer,  said  amount  being  the  proceeds 
of  the  sale  of  old  timber  at  the  Robey  Street  yards,  which  was  also  credited  to  the 
account  of  the  Pan  Handle  temporary  bridges. 

A  final  settlement  with  all  the  railroad  companies  in  interest  at  the  abandoned 
temporary  crossings  on  this  section  was  not  effected  during  the  year. 

In  the  law  suit  of  McMahon  and  Montgomery,  et  al.,  w&ich  was  appealed  by  the 
Sanitary  District  in  the  year  1902,  the  case  was  taken  up  by  the  Appellate  Court 
in  1903  and,  on  October  9th,  reversed  the  findings  of  the  Circuit  Court  and  sent 
the  case  back  for  a  new  trial.

The  final  notes  show  there  still  remains  3,426  cubic  yards  of  material  in  the 
prism  of  this  section,  and  about  8,000  cubic  yards  of  filling,  none  of  which  was  taken 
out  in  the  year  1903.  The. total  estimated  cost  of  this  section  is  $221,286.16  (for 
details  see  page  7958  of  Proceedings ) ,  all  of  which  is  earned  and  paid  but  $3,999.10. 


Section  "K" — Christie  and  Lowe,  Contractors. 
All  the  work  on  this  section  is  completed,  but  a  final  settlement  with  the  Belt 
Railway  Company  of  Chicago  on  account  of  its  temporary  crossing  of  the  Main 
Channel  at  this  point,  remains  to  be  effected.  The  total  estimated  cost  of  this 
section  is  $334,672.47  (for  details  see  page  7959  of  Proceedings),  all  of  which  is 
earned  and  paid  but  $5,000.00. 


Section   "F" — Gahan  d   Byrne,   Contractors. 

The  total  estimated  cost  of  this  section  is  $398,425.95  (for  details  see  page 
7613  of  Proceedings),  all  of  which  is  paid  with  the  exception  of  the  four  last 
vouchers  issued  to  the  second  contractor,  Weir,  McKechney  &  Co.,  amounting  to 
$19,706.01. 

This  amount  is  offset  by  charges  against  Weir,  McKechney  &  Co.  amounting  to 
$22,118.14,  for  moneys  paid  by  the  Sanitary  District  to  laborers  and  sundry  firms 
for  work  done  and  material  furnished  for  the  said  contractor  at  the  time  they  aban- 
doned the  work  on  the  section,  and  for  other  liabilities  incurred  subsequent  thereto. 
This  firm  has  brought  suit  against  the  Sanitary  District  in  the  sum  of  $500,000.00. 
The  case  has  not  yet  been  tried  (Circuit  Court  of  Cook  County,  General  No. 
221,692). 


Section  "E" — Halvorson,  Richards  and  Co.,  Contractors. 

The  total  estimated  cost  of  this  section  is  $798,313.69  (for  details  see  page  7614 
of  Proceedings),  all  of  which  is  paid  with  the  exception  of  the  final  voucher  of  the 
original  contractor,  Streeter  and  Kenefick,  amounting  to  $18,998.95. 

In  the  law  suit  of  Streeter  and  Kenefick,  mentioned  in  the  last  Annual  Report 
(see  page  9407  of  Proceedings),  judgment  was  rendered  against  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict in  the  year  1903  to  the  amount  of  $21,848.00.  The  defendant  appealed  the  case 
to  the  United  States. Court  of  Appeals. 

'Although  the  figure  here  given  is  what  was  left  in  the  original  prism,  recent  sonfid- 
ings  show  that  the  prism  contains  65,421  cubic  yards  of  material.  This  increase  Is  due  to 
sedimentation  and  washing  In  of  the  side-slopes  since  the  channel  has  been  opened. 
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Section  1 — Griffiths  ayid  McDermott,  Contractors. 
The  total  estimated  cost  of  this  section  is  $1,356,498.66   (for  details  see  page 
9408  of  Proceedings),  all  of  which  is  paid  with  the  exception  of  the  final  voucher 
of  the  original  contractor,  Alfred  Harlev,  amounting  to  $6,895.66. 

As  was  stated  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1901  (page  7960),  jbhe  suit  of  Alfred 
Harlev  (the  original  contractor  for  this  section)  against  the  Sanitary  District,  was 
tried  before  Judge  Axel  Chytrftus  in  the  Superior  Court  of  Cook  County  and  the 
jury  rendered  a  verdict  in  favor  of  the  Sanitary  District.  The  plaintiff  appealed'  the 
case  and,  on  January  26,  1903,  the  Appellate  Court  reversed  the  finding  of  the  lower 
court  and  remanded  the  case  for  a  retrial. 

Section  8 — Motson,  Hoge,  King  and  Co.,  Contractors. 
On  August  12th  (page  9503),  the  Board  ordered  the  payment  to  the  American 
Forcite  Powder  Manufacturing  Company  of  $4,954.03,  in  satisfaction  of  a  judgment 
rendered  against  the  Sanitary  District  by  the  Circuit  Court  of  Cook  County  on 
July  23,  1903,  for  the  furnishing  of  material  on  this  section  while  it  was  being  ex- 
cavated. The  item  was  charged  to  Construction  Account  by  order  of  the  President 
of  the  Board  (file  No.  5176). 

On  October  28th  (pages  9589-90),  the  Board  ordered  the  release  of  the  bond  on 
the  contract  for  the  construction  of  a  railroad  embankment  for  the  changed  loca- 
tion of  the  Santa  Fc  railroad  ^nd  the  removal  of  rock  from  the  Main  Channel, 
dated  August  1,  1898.

All  work  in  connection  with  the  Controlling  Works  power  plant  was  completed

furnishing  light  fpr  the  houses  and  grounds  and  later  on  heated  the  buildings. 

The  contractor  for  the  electrical  equipment  of  this  plant  renewed  operations 
in  the  month  of  May  and,  on  August  18th,  completed  all  the  work  covered  by  its  , 
contract.  As  was  stated  in  the  last  Annual  Report  (page  9413),  this  firm  could  not 
complete  its  contract  in  the  year  1902  because  the  work  of  harnessing  the  plant  had 
not  been  performed.  For  this  delay,  the  Committee  on  Finance -authorized  the  Chief 
Engineer  to  allow  the  contractor  interest  at  5  per  cent,  for  a  year  on  the  balance 
of  the  contract  withheld  until  the  completion  of  the  work.  The  items  vouchered 
during  the  year  to  this  contractor  are  as  follows:

The  final  Toucher  for  work  done  by  this  contractor  was  issued  on  April  25tli 
(file  No.  5066).  The  final  certificate  of  the  Chief  Engineer  bears  date  of  April  26, 
1903,  and  appears  an  pages  9293-4  of  the  Proceedings  for  April  29th. 

On  May  19th  (see  files  of  Engineering  Department),  the  Chief  Engineer  accepted 
the  proposition  of  the  Woodward  Governor  Co.  to  furnish  and  install  one  complete 
Woodward,  type  C,  compensating  governor,  for  the  purpose  of  regulating  the  two 
30-inch  McCormiek  turbines  of  the  power  plant,  for  the  sum  of  $475.00;  and  on  the 
same  date,  accepted  its  proposition  to  furnish  and  install  the  gate  rigging  for  ope- 
rating the  gates  of  the  said  turbines,  for  the  sum  of  $482,001  The  work  of  install- 
ing this  machinery  was  done  in  the  month  of  July.  A  small  amount  of  extra  work 
was  done  by  this  firm,  which  consisted  of  slightly  increasing  the  height  of  the  con- 
crete pier  on  which  the  governor  rests.  The  cost  of  the  work  was  $3.00.  Two 
vouchers,  aggregating  $960.00,  which  covered  the  total  cost  of  the  work,  were 
vouchered  to  this  firm  (file  Nos.  5184  and  5198). 

On  July  1st  (page  *77  of  his  letter  book),  the  Chief  Engineer  accepted  the 
proposition  of  the  New  York  Belting  and  Packing  Co.,  Ltd.,  dated  June  SCyth,  1903 
(see  files  of  Engineering  Department),  to  supply  and  place  one  46-foot  and  one 
58-foot  12  inch  double  leather  belts  to  connect  the  dynamo  shaft  with  the  water 
wheel  shaft  of  the  power  plant,  for  the  sum  of  $151.00.

Bection  11 — Heldmaier  and  Neu,  Contractors. 
The  contractors  completed  this  section  in  the  year  1901.     The  Santa  Fe'  Com- 
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pany  continued  the  work  of  filling  in  its  new  right  of  way  and  completed  same  in  the 
month  of  November.  On  July  16th,  the  Chief  Engineer  issued  a  voucher  covering 
the  bills  for  a  portion  of  this  work,  amounting  to  $12,026.95,  which  was  returned 
to  him  by  the  Finance  Committee  with  instructions  to  confer  with  the  officials  of  the 
Santa  Fe  Company  and  settle  all  obligations  between  the  Sanitary  District  and 
the  said -Company.    No  final  settlement  was  effected  during  the  year. 

On  April  29th  (pages  9304-5),  the  Board  passed  a  resolution  wherein  the  Chief 
Engineer  was  ordered  to  take  certain  soundings  on  this  section  "with  a  view  of  test- 
ing the  accuracy  of  the  original  cross- section  of  the  Upper  Basin  of  the  Illinois 
and  Michigan  Canal  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  the  same  as  constructed 
has  sufficient  cross-section  for  a  flow  of  one  million  five  hundred  thousand  cubic  feet 
of  water  per  minute."  The  soundings  were  made  but  no  report  was  submitted  to  the 
Board  during  the  year. 

The  estimated  cost  of  this  section  is  $627,950.95,  a  schedule  of  which  is  given 
in  the  last  Annual  Report  (page  9415),  with  the  exception  that  the  item  "estimated 
amount  of  unsettled  bills"  is  increased  from  $15,000.00  to  $21,000.00.  The  total 
amount  paid  to  December  31,  1903,  was  $606,950.95.  . 


Section  IS^Gahan  and  Byrne,  Contractors. 

On  April  29th  (pages  9304-5),  the  Board  passed  a  resolution  wherein  the  Chief 
Engineer  was  ordered  "to  ascertain  and  determine  what  protection,  if  any,  for  boats 
approaching  Lock  No.  6  of  the  Illinois  and  Michigan  Canal,  at  Joliet,  is  necessary." 
The  investigation  was  made  but  no  report  was  submitted  to  the  Board  during  the 
year. 

The  total  cost  of  this  section  is  $599,753.78,  a  schedule  of  which  is  shown  in  the 
iast  Annual  Report  (page  9416).

Nothing  has  taken  place  during  the  year  1903  in  connection  with  a  number  of 
bridges  between  Chicago  and  Joliet  that  requires  any  special  mention  in  this  report, 
nor  is  it  necessary  to  revise  any  of  the  last  detailed  schedules  of  work  done  on  them 
as  shown  in  previous  reports.

This  bridge  was  opened  to  foot  traffic  on  February  28th  and  to  team  traffic  on 
March  12th. 

On  May  13th  (page  93 IG),  the  Board  directed  the  Chief  Engineer  to  make 
formal  tender  of  this  bridge  to  the  City  of  Chicago,  and  on  May  16th  (page  71  of 
his  letter  book),  he  notified  F.  W.  Blocki,  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  of  the 
completion  of  same  as  an  operating  structure  and  requested  that  it  be  taken  posses- 
sion of  by  the  City  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible.  On  June  17th  (page 
9385),  the  Chief  Engineer,  in  a  communication  dated  June  10th  (page  42  of  his  letter 
book),  reported  to  the  Board  that  the  City  of  Chicago  had  agreed  to  accept  the 
bridge  and  to  place  operators  in  charge  of  same.  The  communication  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Engineering.  The  work  of  operating  the  structure  by  city  em- 
ployes began  on  June  16th. 

On  May  13th  (pages  9323-4),  a  communication  from  W.  F.  Brenx^an,  Deputy 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  with  reference  to  the  faulty  condition  of  the  side- 
walk on  the  west  side  of  the  south  approach  to  this  bridge,  was  presented  to  the 
Board  and  the  matter  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Engineering,  with  power 
to  act.     The  improvement  was  made  later  on  by  the  City  of  Chicago. 

On  July  loth  (page  9468),  the  Board  reduced  the  bond  on  the  contract  of  Frank 
M.  Montgomery  &  Co.,  dated  May  25,  1900,  for  the  successful  operation  of  six  mov- 
able highway  bridges  across  the  Cliicago  River,  of  which  the  State  Street  Bridge  was 
one,  from  $125,000.00  to  $30,000.00. 

On  August  6th  (page  9495),  the  Board  received  a  communication  from  the 
substructure  contractor  for  this  bridge,  requesting  a  cancellation  or  reduction  of 
the  bond  on  its  contract.  The  communication  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  En- 
gineering and,  on  August  26th  (page  9507),  the  bond  was  reduced  from  $15,000.00 
to  $5,000.00. 

The  contractor  for  the  substructure  of  this  bridge  continued  operations  until 
the  month  of  June,  at  which  time  the  contract  was  practically  completed.  The  work 
consisted  principally  of  pulling  coffer-dams,  driving  protection  piles,  diverting  sewer 
and  repairing  the  Chicago  and/  Northwestern  Railway  Company's  freight  house. 
No  final  voucher  was  issued  on  the  contract  during  the  year.  On  April  11th  (page 
9275),  the  Board  directed  the  Chief  Engineer  to  move  and  redrive  the  pile  protection 
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for  the  nprth  abutment  on  the  west  side  of  tliis  bridge  eiglit  feet  and  six  inches 
further  east.  The  work  was  done  by  the  substructure  contractor  by  verbal  order 
of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  vouchered  at  unit  prices  under  its  regular  contract.  The 
items  vouchered  during  the  year  account  regular  work  are  as  follows:

In  order  to  insure  the  safety  of  traflic  over  this  bridge,  it  was  found  necessary 
to  provide  safety  gates  at  each  end* of  same.  On  February  18th  (page  386  of  his 
letter  book),  the  Chief  Engineer  accepted  the  proposition  of  the  Buda  Foundry  and 
Mfg.  Co.,  of  the  same  date,  to  furnish  and  install  pneumatic  crossing  gates,  for  the 
sum  of  $390.00.  The  work  was  done  in  the  month  of  April  and  a  voucher  was  issued 
for  the  amount  on  April  30th  (file  No.  5077). 

On  May  4th,  the  Committee  on  Engineering  directed  the  Chief  Engineer  to 
place  name  plates  on  this  bridge  and^  on  May  5th  (page  44  of  his  letter  In^ok),  he 
accepted  the  proposition  of  J.  J.  Ryan  &.  Co.  to  furnish  and  place  one  at  each  end 
of  the  superstructure,  for  the  sum  of  $199.00.

The  contractor  for  the  superstructure  carried  on  operations  until  March  12th, 
when  the  ironworkers  went  on  a  strike.  On  March  11th  (page  9240),  the  Assistant 
Chief  Engineer,  Mr.  G.  M.  Wisner,  informed  the  Board  of  a  contemplated  strike  on 
or  before  April  1st  of  the  men  employed  by  this  contractor,  and  the  Board  ordered 
the  Chief  Engineer  to  make  arrangements  with  the  American  Bridge  Company  to 
have  its  men  work  overtime,  at  the  expense  of  the  Sanitary'  District,  in  order  to  put 
the  bridge  in  use  at  the  earliest  moment. 

On  March  17th  (page  9243),  the  Chief  Engineer  reported  to  the  Board  that  work 
was  entirely  suspended  on  this  bridge  and  that  the  contractor  had  lost  control  of  the 
situation.  On  the  same  date  (pages  9243-4),  the  Board  ordered  the  Chief  Engineer 
to  complete  the  work  on  Sanitary  District  account,  in  accordance  with  Section  92 
of  its  contract  with  the  American  Bri(ige  Company.  On  April  11th  (pages  9273-5), 
the  Board  adopted  a  report  of  the  Committee  on  Labor  which  stated  that  the  Inter- 
national Association  of  Bridge  and  Structural  Iron  Workers  had  granted  the  Sani- 
tary District  permission  to  employ  the  iron  erectors  for  the  completion  of  the  bridge 
sufficient  for  public  use.  The  permission  bears  date  of  March  25th  and  appears  on 
pages  9274-5  of  the  Proceedings. 

Tlie  work  on  Sanitary  District  account  was  begun  on  March  17th  and  continued 
to  May  15th.

In  order  to  insure  the  safety  of  traffic  over  this  bridge,  it  was  found  necessary 
to  provide  safety  gates  at  each  end  of  same.  On  February  18th  (page  386  of  his 
letter  book),  the  Chief  Engineer  accepted  the  proposition  of  the  Buda  Foundry  and 
Mfg.

The  work  was  done  in  the  month  of  July  and  a  voucher  was  issued 
for  the  amount  on  July  31st  (file  No.  5170). 

On  May  4th,  the  Committee  on  Engineering  directed  the  Chief  Engineer  to  place 
name  plates  on  this  bridge,  and  on  May  6th  (page  44  of  his  letter  book) ,  he  accepted 
the  proposition  of  J.  J.  Ryan  A  Co.  to  furnish  and  place  one  at  each  end  of  the  su- 
perstructure, for  the  sum  of  $199.00.

In  the  month  of  March,  it  became  necessary  to  begin  the  use  of  power  for  the 
purpose  of  operating  this  bridge,  and  an  arrangement  was  made  with  the  Chicago 
Union  Traction  Co.,  to  supply  the  power  at  the  rate  of  $50.00  per  month.  On 
April  4th,  a  force  of  operators  and  signal  men  were  employed  and  continued  until  the 
bridge  was  turned  over  to  the  City  of  Chicago.

One  Roadiway,  33  Feet  Wide,  and  Two 
Sidewalks,  Each  8  Feet  Wide.  Lydon  and  Drews  Company,  Contractor  for  Suh- 
structure. 

On  account  of  the  difficulties  encountered  in  the  design  of  the  Hall  type  of 
bridge,  it  was  deemed  unwise  to  undertake  the  construction  of  a  structure  of  that 
kind,  and,  on  May  13th  (pages  9314-15),  the  Board  authorized  the  purchase  of  the 
Scherzer  rolling  lift  bridge  design  from  Frank  M.  Montgomery  &  Company,  for 
the  sum  of  $18,000.00.  On  May  20th  (pages  9327-8),  the  Board  approved  the  bond 
on  the  contract  for  the  purchase  of  this  design.  The  contract  hears  date  of  May 
20th,  1903,  and  appears  on  pages  9333-5  of  the  Proceedings  for  May  27th.  One 
voucher,  amounting  to  $12,000.00,  was  issued  to  this  company  during  the  year  (iile 
No.  5105). 

On  account  of  the  change  from  the  Scherzer  to  the  Hall  type  of  bridge  having 
been  made  in  the  year  1902,  the  American  Bridge  Company,  which  was  awarded  the 
contract  for  the  construction  of  the  Scherzer  design,  refused  to  accept  the  order 
of  the  Chief  Engineer  covering  the  changed  conditions  (see  Annual  Report  for  1902, 
pages  9423-4).  As  this  contractor  had  performed  certain  work  preparatory  to 
carrying  out  its  contract,  and  the  Sanitary  District  was  responsible  for  the  expendi- 
tures covering  same,  the  Chief  Engineer  offered  this  company  a  settlement  on  the 
following  basis:  That  the  American  Bridge  Company  cancel  its  contract  for  the 
superstructure  of  this  bridge  and  relinquish  all  claims  thereon,  conditioned  upon 
the  release  by  the  District  of  all  claims  against  the  said  company  for  compensation 
for  delays  at  Main  Street,  Canal  Street,  Randolph  Street  and  State  Street  bridges. 
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This  company  accepted  the  conditions  offered  and,  on  February  20th  (pages  9199- 
9200),  the  Board  confirmed  the  action  of  the  Chief  Engineer.  The  agreement 
covering  the  cancellation  of  the  ^contract  and  bond  and  the  relinquishment  of  all 
claims  for  delays,  bears  date  of  August  31,  1903,  and  appears  on  pages  9548-9  of 
the  Proceedings  for  October  7th. 

No  work  was  done  by  the  contractor  for  the  substructure  on  account  of  the 
plans  not  having  been  determined  upon;  and  because  of  this  delay,  the  Chief 
Engineer,  on  March  14th,  issued  a  voucher  to  The  Lydon  and  Drews  Co.,  for  th« 
reserved  percentage  withheld  for  the  work  done  on  regular  contract  in  the  years 
1901  and  1902.     The  voucher  amounted  to  $1,021.75   (file  No.  5009). 

As  was  stated  in  the  last  Annual  Report  (page  9424),  the  contractor  for  the 
substructure  did  certain  extra  work  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  a 
trestle  running  into  the  building  of  James  B.  Clow^  and  Sons,  located  on  the  east 
side  of  the  river,  and  a  voucher  was  issued  during  the  year  1902  for  $887.91.  This 
company  submitted  a  bill  for  delays  of  pile  driver  and/  crew  in  connection  with  this 
work  and  on  March  14,  1903,  the  Chief  Engineer  issued  a  voucher  for  $332.00  in 
settlement  of  same   (file  No.  5012). 

The  temporaiy  bridge  at  this  crossing  was  completed  in  the  month  of  January 
and  was  opened  to  traffic  on  the  26th  of  that  month.  The  bills  covering  the  force 
account  work  done  by  the  Lydon  and  Drews  Co.  amounted  to  $22,067.54.  Certain 
discrepancies  between  the  data  of  the  contractor  and  the  District  made  it  necessary 
to  effect  a  compromise  settlement  of  these  charges  and  an  adjustment  was  made  by 
the  Chief  Engineer  by  allowing  the  contractor  a  lump  sum  of  $20,000.00,  for  all 
material  and  labor,  other  than  piling,  entering  into  the  construction  of  the  tem- 
porary bridge.-  Three  current  vouchers  and  a  final  voucher  were  issued  during  the 
year  (file  Nos.  5005,  5034,  5131,  and  5297).  The  final  certificate  appears  in  the 
Proceedings  for  January  25,  1904   (page  9717). 

On  November  18,  1902  (page  176  of  liis  letter  book,)  the  Chief  Engineer  ordered 
the  Link-Belt  Machinery  Co.  to  furnish  and  install  the  machinery  for  the  operation 
of  the  bridge.  The  work  was  done  in  the  month  of  January,  1903,  and  vouchers  to 
the  amount  of  $715.88  were  issued  to  this  company  on  this  account  during^the  year 
(file  Nos.  4971  and  4988). 

In  the  months  of  January  and  February,  Chas.  L.  Brown  was  called  upon  to  do 
certain  electrical  work  in  connection  with  this  bridge,  which  consisted  of  the  fur- 
nishing and  placing  of  wire,  controller,  lights  and  signals;  and  in  the  month  of  April 
of  the  furnishing  of  additional  lights  required.  Vouchers  to  the  amount  of 
$455.07  were  issued  to  the  above  firm  on  this  account  during  the  year  (file  Nos. 
5036  and  5095).  During  these  same  months.  W.  B.  McDonald  was  called  upon  to 
inspect  the  installing  of  £he  motor  and  electrical  work,  and  one  voucher,  amounting 
to  $20.00,  was  issued  to  his  account   (file  No.  5051). 

On  July  22nd,  the  Committee  on  Engineering  authorized  the  Chief  l^ngineer 
to  replank  the  approaches  to  this  bridge  on  Sanitary  District  force  account.  A 
small  force  of  men  was  employed  and  material  was  purchased  for  this  work  and  for 
a  small  air  junt  of  painting  and  other  repairs.  The  work  was  done  at  various  timesf 
in  the  months  of  July,  August  and  September,  and  the  following  vouchers  were 
issued  during  the  year  on  this  account:

In  the  latter  part  of  January,  it  became  necessary  to  begin  the  use  of  electric 
power  for  the  operation  of  this  bridge,  and  an  arrangement  was  ,made  with  the 
Chicago  Union  Traction  Co.  to  supply  the  power  at  the  rate  of  $50.00  per  month.

The  original  plans  for  this  bridge  called  for  a  support  of  the  eastern  end 
without  making  provisions  for  the  possible  future  widening  of  the  18-foot  roadway 
of  the  viaduct  over  the  Chicago  and  Western  Indiana  Railroad  Co.'s  tracks.       The 
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^itj^  of  Chicago  pointed  out  the  advisability  of  changing  the  plan  of  the  east  abut- 
ment so  as  to  take  care  of  a  roadway  for  the  viaduct  of  the  same  width  as  the  pro- 
posed roadway  of  the  bridge,  namely,  36  feet ;  and,  on  April  29th,  the  Committee  on 
Engineering  authorized  the  Chief  Engineer  to  make  the  necessary  changes. 

On  June  17th  (page  0385),  the  Board  received  a  communication  from  the  Chief 
Engineer  stating  that  the  contractor  for  tlie  superstructure  of  this  bridge  assured 
him  that  all  the  metal  required  for  the  substructure  work  could  be  supplied  as  fast 
as  needed  by  the  substructure  contractor  and  that  the  entire  shop  work  for  the 
superstructure  would  be  finished  within  four  months. 

On  July  loth  (page  9468),  the  Board  reduced  the  bond  on  the  contract  of  Frank 
M.  Montgomery  &  Co.,  dated  May  25,  19QD,  for  the  successful  operation  of-  six 
movable  bridges  across  the  Chicago  River,  of  which  the  Eighteenth  Street  Bridge 
is  one,  from  $125,000.00 -to  $30,000.00. 

The  contractor  for  the  substructure  began  work  in  the  month  of  June  and,  with 
the  exception  of  September,  during  which  time  work  was  suspended  on  account 
of  waiting  for  orders  from  the  City  of  Chicago  for  the  disposition  of  the  old  super- 
structure, continued  to  the  end  of  the  year.

On  January  28th  (page  9165),  the  Board  directed  the  Chief  Engineer  to  make 
formal  tender  of  this  bridge  to  the  City  of  (Chicago.  On  the  same  date  (page  317  of 
his  letter  book),  the  Chief  Engineer  addressed  a  commnication  to  F.  W.  Block!, 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  to  that  effect.  On  February  13th,  the  City  Engineer 
inspected  the  bridge  and  on  the  17th,  a  force  of  city  operators  was  placed  on  same. 

On  July  1st  (page  9456),  the  Board  ordered  the  release  of  the  bond  covering  the 
contract  of  Frank  M.  Montgomery  &  Company  for  the  design  of  this  bridge. 

With  the  exception  of  a  small  amount  of  retaining  wall  and  sidewalk  con- 
struction, the  work  of  the  substructure  contractor  was  completed  at  the  end  of  he 
year  1902  and  the  final  notes  showed  but  100  feet  B.  M.  of  timber  in  protection  that 
remained  to  be  vouchered  for  regular  work  in  1903  at  contract  prices,  amounting  to 
$4.70.  On  March  16th,  the  Chief  Engineer  issued  the  final  voucher  for  the  work 
covered  by  this  -contractor  and  in  the  certificate  accompanying  the  said  voucher, 
he  reported  that  "under  the  provisions  [of  the  contract],  relating  to  change  in 
plans,  Section  39,  the  Chief  Engineer  ordered  the  entire  exterior  of  the  masonry 
enclosing  the  counterweight  pits  to  be  faced  with  four  inches  of  Portland  cement 
mortar,  in  the  effort  to  secure  water  tight  pits";  that  the  contractor  filed  claims 
for  extra  compensation  for  this  work,  amounting  to  $2.18  per  cubic  yard  for  3,883 
cubic  yards;  and  that  the  Chief  Engineer  awarded  the  contractor  $1.21  per  cubic 
yard,  or  a  total  of  $4,698.43,  as  full  settlement  for  the  said  work.  This  item  appears 
in  the  final  voucher  and  was  accepted  by  the  contractor  (file  No.  5016).  The  final 
certificate  appears  on  pages  9257-8  of  the  Proceedings  for  March  30th. 

One  voucher,  amounting  to  $1,080.48,  was  issued  during  the  year  to  the  substruc- 
ture contractor  and  was  for  the  construction  of  retaining  wall  and  sidewalks  for 
the  north  and  south  approaches  to  the  bridge.  The  work  was  performed  in  the 
months  of  November  and  Deceiliber,  1902,  and  January,  1903  (file  No.  5104). 

On  January  28th  (page  9174),  a  communication  from  the  Lydon  and  Drews 
Company,  requesting  a  release  or  reduction  of  its  bond  covering  its  contract  for  this 
bridge  was  referred  to  the  Commitee  on  Finance  and,  on  March  30th  (pages  9258-9), 
under  date  of  March  4th,  the  said  Committee  reported  that  as  the  final  certificate 
for  this  work  had  not  been  rendered,  .the  bond  should  be  continued  in  full  force 
and  effect.    The  report  was  accepted  by  the  Board  on  the  same  date. 

With  the  exception  of  painting,  making  electrical  connections  and  doing  odds 
and  ends,  the  superstructure  contractor  completed  the  bridge  at  the  end  of  the  year 
1903.  The  work  was  entirely  completed  in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  The 
amount  vouchered  to  this  contractor  on  regular  account  was  as  follows:

The  Chief  Engineer  wrote  one  letter  to  the  superstructure  contractor  during  the 
year.  This  was  on  January  19th  (page  298  of  his  leter  book),  and  contained  a 
request  to  allow  operators  to  be  placed  on  the  bridge  before  the  final  acceptance 
of  the  work.  Two  letters  were  written  by  the  Bridge  Engineer — one  on  January  6th 
(page  128  of  his  leter  book),  urging  the  contractor  to  make  better  progress,  and  one 
on  January  17th  (page  158  of  his  letter  book),  ordering  the  contractor  to  drill  cer- 
tain oil  holes  in  the  structure. 

In  order  to  insure  the  safety  of  traffic  over  this  bridge,  it  was  found  necessary 
to  provide  safety  gates  at  each  end^  of  same.  On  February  18th  (page  386  of  his 
letter  book),  the  Chief  Engineer  accepted  the  proposition  of  the  Buda  Foundry 
and  Mfg.  Co.,  of  the  same  date,  to  furnish  and  install  pneumatic  crossing  gates,  for 
the  sum  of  $390.00.  This  work  was  done  in  the  month  of  March  and  a  voucher  was 
issued  for  that  amount  on  April  30th   (file  No.  5086). 

The  use  of  electric  power  for  the  operation  of  this  bridge  was  continued  until  the 
structure  was  turned  over  to  the  City  of  Chicago.  On  January  19th,  a  force  of  Sani- 
tary District  operators  was  placed  at  this  bridge  and  continued  to  February  20th, 
when  the  men  were  replaced  by  city  employes.  During  this  period  a  number  of 
firms  were  called  upon  to  furnish  supplies  in  connection  with  the  operation  of  the 
bridge.

On  April  11th  (pages  9272-3),  the  Board  selected  the  Scherzer  type  of  bridge 
to  be  constructed  at  Twenty-second  Street  and  ordered  the  purchase  of  the  design 
and  plans  from  Frank  M.  Montgomery  &  Co.,  for  the  sum  of  $18,000.00.  The  con- 
tract bears  date  of  April  15,  1903,  and  appears  in  Ihe  Proceedings  of  the  same  date 
(pages  9283-4).  The  Board  approve<l  the  bond  on  the  contract  on  the  same  date 
(pages  9284-5).  One  voucher,  amounting  to  $12,000.00,  was  issued  during  the  year 
on  this  account  (file  No.  5052).

On  January  28th    (page  9165),  the  Board  directed  the  Chief  Engineer  to  make 

formal  tender  of  this  bridge  to  the  City  of  Chicago.     On  the  same  date   (page  317 

of  his  letter  book),  the  Chief  Engineer  addressed  a  comniunication  to  F.  W.  Blocki, 

Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  to  that  effect.    The  bridge  was  accepted  by  the  city 

on  February  13th  and  on  the  16th,  a  force  of  city  operators  was  placed  on  same. 

On  July  15th  (page  9468),  the  Board  reduced  the  bond  on  the  contract  of 
Frank  M.  Montgomery  &  Co.,  dated  May  25,  1900,  for  the  succossful  operation  of  six 
movable  bridges  across  the  Chicago  River,  of  which  the  ^uin  Street  Bridge  is  one, 
from  $125,000.00  to  $30,000.00. 

The  work  of  the  substructure  contractor  was  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year 
1902.  On  July  31,  1903,  the  Chief  Engineer  issued  the  final  voucher  for  work  dlone 
and  in  the  certificate  accompanying  said  voucher  he  reported  that  "under  the  pro- 
visions [of  the  contract]  relating  to  cliange  of  plans.  Section  39,  the  Chief  Engineer 
ordered  the  entire  exterior  of  the  masonry  enclosing  the  -counterweight  pits  to  be 
faced  with  four  inches  of  Portland  cement  mortar,  in  tlie  effort  to  secure  water 
tight  pits";  that  the  contractor  filed  claims  for  extra  compensation  for  this  work, 
amounting  to  $1.93  per  cubic  yard  for  4,370  cubic  yards;  and  that  the  Chief 
Engineer  awarded  the  contractor  $1.21  per  cubic  yard,  or  a  total  of  $5,287.70,  in 
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final  settlement  for  the  said  work.  This  item  appears  in  the  final  voucher  and  Was 
accepted  by  the  contractor  (file  No.  5159).  The  final  certificate  appears  on  pages 
9494-5  of  the  Procedings  for  August  5th. 

One  voucher,  amounting  to  $41.98,  was  issued  during  the  year  to  the  substruc- 
ture contractor  for  lowering  certain  manholes  and  catchbasins  to  grade  and  removing 
obstructions  and  building  barricades  account  macadamizing  approaches.  This  work 
was  done  in  the  month  of  December,  1902  (file  No.  4991). 

On  June  28th  (page  9174),  a  communication  from  the  Lydon  and  Drews  Co., 
requesting  a  release  or  reduction  of  the  bond  covering  its  contract  for  this  bridge, 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance;  and  on  March  30th  (pages  9258-9),  the 
said  Committee  reported  that  as  the  final  certificate  for  the  work  had  not  been  ren- 
dered, the  bond  should  be  continued  in  full  force  and  effect.  The  report  wa«  adopted 
by  the  Board  on  the  same  date. 

With  the  exception  of  painttng,  building  machine  houses  and  a  few  odds  and 
ends,  the  superstructure  contractor  completed  this  bridge  at  the  end  of  the  year  1902, 
The  work  was  entirely  completed  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  1903.  The  amount 
vouchered  to  this  contractor  on  regular  account  was  as  follows:

In  order  to  insure  the  safety  of  traffic  over  tliis  bridge,  it  was  found  necessary 
to  provide  safety  gates  at  each  end  of  same.  On  February  18th  (page  386  of  his 
letter  book),  the  Chief  Engineer  accepted  the  proposition  of  The  Buda  Foundry 
and  Mfg.  Co.  of  the  same  date  to  furnish  and  install  pneumatic  crossing  gates,  for 
the  sum  of  $390.00.

As  was  stated  in  the  last  Annual  Report  (pages  9434-5),  it  was  the  duty  of 
the  City  of  Chicago  to  make  certain  electric  connections  at  this  bridge,  but  as  it  Jiad 
no  available  funds  for  that  purpose,  the  Sanitary  District  had  the  work  done  and 
charged  the  cost  to  the  city.

As  was  stated  in  the  last  Annual  Report  (  pages  9437-8),  it  was  found  feasible 
to  use  the  design  and  plans  originally  intended  at  Harrison  Street,  for  a  structure 
JELt  the  Loomis  Street  crossing.  On  February  11th,  1903  (pages  9193-4),  a  communi- 
cation from  Hamlin,  Scott  and  Lord,  attorneys,  was  presented  to  the  Board,  inform- 
ing it  "that  they  had  been  retained  as  counsel  for  the  Scherzer  Rolling  Lift  Bridge 
Company  to  protect  its  interests  in  the  matter  of  the  proposed  erection  of  a 
Scherzer  Rolling  Lift  Bridge  at  Loomis  Street,  alleging  that  no  right  had  been 
granted  the  District  to  erect  a  bridge  of  this  pattern  at  said  place."  The  communica- 
tion was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary  and  no  report  was  made  on  same 
during  the  year. 

On  June  17th  (page  9385),  the  Board  received  a  communication  from  the  Chief 
Engineer,  stating  that  the  contractor  for  the  superstructure  of  this  bridge  had 
'assured  him  that  .all  the  metal  required  for  the  substructure  work  could  be  supplied 
as  fast  as  needed  by  the  substructure  contractor,  and  that  the  entire  shop  work  for 
the  superstructure  would  be  finished  within  four  months;  and  that  he  had  notified 
the  substructure  contractor  to  begin  work. 

On  July  15th  (page  9468),  the  Board  reduced  the  bond  on  the  contract  of  Frank 
M.  Montgomery  &  Co.,  dated  May  25,  1900,  for  the  successful  operation  of  six  mov- 
able bridges  across  the  Chicago  River,  of  which  the  Loomis  Street  Bridge  is  one, 
from  $125,000.00  to  $30,000.00. 

The  substructure  contractor  began  operations  in  the  month  of  June  and  con- 
tinued to  the  end  of  the  year.  During  the  progress  of  work  it  was  found  expedient 
to  substitute  steel  for  wood  in  the  construction  of  the  coffer-dams  and,  on  October 
2nd  (page  345  of  his  letter  book),  the  Chief  Engineer  issued  the  following  order  to 
this  contractor:  .  • 

"Confirming  my  verbal  agreement  with  your  Mr.  Lydon  made  on  the  31st 
day  of  A.ugust  last  in  the  matter  of  coffer-dam  construction  for  the  foundation 
of  the  Loomis  Street  Bridge,  I  hereby  confirm  my  said  agreement,  which  was 
as  follows:  Basing  my  conclusions  upon  the  plan  of  wooden  coffer-dam  sub- 
mitted to  me  which  bears  the  following  title:  'Chicago  and  Great  Lakes 
Dredging  and  Docking  Co.,  Chicago,  111.,  Characteristic  Timber  Coffer  Dam,  Scale 
1/4  Inch  equal  to  1  Foot,  January,  1903,'  I  agree  on  behalf  of  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict to  payi  you  $12,000.00  for  each  of  the  steel  coffer-dams  to  be  constructed 
under  the  contract  of  December  6,  1902,  you  to  be  permitted  to  use  steel  con- 
struction, for  which  you  are  to  become  responsible  both  as  to  its  stability  and 
water  tight  construction,  and  the  aforesaid  sum  of  $12,000.00  for  each  coffer-dam 
to  be  the  entire  amount  which  you  are  to  receive  in  compensation  for  the  con- 
struction covered  by  this  order,  except  that  in  the  south  coffer-dam  where,  upon 
my  order,  you  used  steel  sheeting  in  the  southeast  angle  for  the  greater  security 
of  the  gas  holder,  you  will  be  allowed  compensation  for  so  much  of  said  steel 
sheeting  as  must  necessarily  be  left  in  place  after  the  completion  of  the  work 
to  accomplish  the  object  for  which  it  was  driven.  Your  compensation  for  the 
steel  so  left  to  be  upon  the  basis  of  3%  cents  per  pound  for  the  steel  used, 
less  the  value  of  wooden  sheeting  and  piles  which  would  have  been  used  in 
place  of  this  steel  sheeting  under  ordinary  conditions."

No  work  was  done  at  the  site  of  this  bridge  by  the  superstructure  contractor, 
but  considerable  was  done  at  the  shops.  As  the  District  was  not  prepared  to  receive 
any  of  the  material,  and  the  contractor  was  ready  to  deliver,  the  Chief  Engineer 
issued  a  voucher  to  this  firm  for  $48,048.00  (said  amount  being  40  per  cent,  of  the 
contract  price  of  the  entire  superstructure),  and  the  contractor  gave  a  bill  of  sale 
to  the  District  for  all  the  material  entering  into  the  work   (file  No.  5235).

This  bridge  was  in  full  use  for  traffic  at  the  end  of  the  year  1902.  On.  February 
17,  1903  (384  of  his  letter  book),  the  Chief  Engineer  made  formal  tender  of  this 
bridge  to  the  City  of  Chicago  and,  on  February  20th  (page  9199),  the  Board  autho- 
rized the  tender  to  be  made.  On  February  28th,  the  Chief  Engineer  received  a  com- 
munication from  John  Ericson,  City  Engineer,  informing  him  that  the  bridge  was 
accepted  by  the  city.  The  work  of  operating  the  structure  by  city  employes  began 
on  March  5th. 

On  May  13th  (pages  9323-4),  a  communication  from  F.  W.  Brennan,  Deputy 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  with  reference  to  a  faulty 
condition  of  a  sidewalk  near  this  bridge,  was  presented  to  the  Board  and  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Engineering,  with  instructions  to  the  Chief  Engineer  to  investi- 
gate and  report.  The  matter  was  looked  into  and,  on  May  18th,  the  said  Committee 
directed  the  Chief  Engineer  to  reply  to  a  communication  of  the  National  Brewing 
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Co.  (the  party  that  made  the  complaint  to  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works), 
disclaiming  any  liability  on  the  part  of  the  District.  On  May  26th  (page  97  of  his 
letter  book),  the  Chief  Engineer -communicated  with  the  said  Company  to  that  effect. 

With  the  exception  of  adjusting  the  ma<»hinery,  the  superstructure  contractor 
completed  the  regular  work  at  the  end  of  the  year  1902.  Two  vouchers,  amounting 
to  $11,480.00,  were  issued  to  this  firm  during  1003,  for  reserved  percentage  on  the 
lump  sum  price  for  the  work  (file  Xos.  4982  and  5218).  The  final  certificate  of  the 
Chief  Engineer  appears  on  pages  9561-2  of  the  Proceedings  for  October  2l8t. 

Certain  extra  work  done  by  this  contractor  in  the  months  of  October,  November 
and  December,  1902,  was  not  vouchered  until  1903.  This  work  was  done  by  orders 
of  the  Chief  Engineer  dated  July  20th,  August  20th,  and  October  29th  and  30,  1902, 
(see  pages  485,  25,  134  and  135  of  his  letter  books).  This  contractor  also  did  some 
work  in  the  months  of  January,  February  and  March,  1903,  which  consisted  of  chang- 
ing 38  H.  P."  motors  for  those  of  50  H.  P.  and  of  providing  metal  covers  for  the 
protection  of  the  operating  screws.

On  March  17th  (pages  9247-60),  the  Board  adopted  a  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Annexation  with  reference  to  the  introduction  of  a  bill  in  the  Illinois  State  Legis- 
lature at  Springfield,  giving  authority  to  the  Sanitary  District  "to  construct  dams, 
water  wheels  and  other  works  necessary  to  develop  and  make  available  the  water 
power  in  its  channels  and  to  levy  taxes  t.herefor.*'  On  June  3rd  (pages  9356-9),  the 
Board  adopted  a  report  of  this  Committee  to  the  effect  that  the  bill  was  pasi^d 
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by  the  Senate  on  April  22nd,  by  the  House  on  May  6th  and  was  signed  by  the  Gover- 
nor on  May  14th.    The  act  became  operative  on  July  14,  1903. 

On  July  15th  (pages  9469-70),  the  Board  ordered  the  advertisement  for  bids  for 
the  development  of  water  power  in  the  vicinity  of  Lockport  and,  under  date-  of 
August  6th,  the  said  advertisement  appeared  in  the  public  press,  calling  for  the  bids 
to  be  opened  on  October  7,  1903. 

On  October  7th  (pages  9544-7),  the  Board  received  bids  for  this  work,  which 
were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Engineering  and,  on  October  14th  (pages  9555-9), 
the  work  w^as  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidders,  as  follows:  Section  1,  Joseph  J.  Duffy j 
Section  2,  Joseph  J.  Duffy;  Section  3,  Joseph  J.  Duffy;  Section  4,  Lorimer  &  Galla- 
gher Company.  All  the  contracts  are  dated  October  14,  1903,  and  appear  on  pages 
9563-79  of  the  Proceedings  for  October  21st. 

On  November  4th  (pages  9605-7),  the  Board  passed  an  ordinance  "providing 
for  the  construction  of  a  channel  from  Station  1520  of  the  Main  Channel  to  the 
Upper  Basin  of  the  Illinois  and  Michigan  CanaJ  at  Station  1744-64  of  the  new  river 
channel  of  the  Desplaines  River  and  construction  of  dock  and  certain  bridges." 

Section  1. 
The  contractor  for  this  section  began  operations  in  the  latter  part  of  October 
and  continued  to  the  end  of  the  year.    The  work  consisted  principally  of  removing 
the  top  soil  and  of  rock  excavation. 

On  October  31st  (page  407  of  his  letter  book),  the  Chief  Engineer  issued  the 
following  order  to  this  contractor: 

"Please  make  arrangements  for  diverting  the  tail  water  of  the  small  Con- 
trolling Works  power  plant  from  the  line  of  the  channel  covered  by  your  con- 
tract, by  making  an  opening  large  enough  to  carry  said  tail  water  through  the 
embankment  on  the  east  side  of  the  Desplaines  River  Diversion  at  the  point 
selected  by  the  engineer  in  <;harge,  and  closing  the  now  existing  gap  in  the  core 
of  the  permanent  embankment  to  be  built  by  you.  In  making  this  opening  in 
the  embankment,  begin  on  the  east  side  and  cut  west  far  enough  to  prx)vide  a 
place  for  a  timber  trestle  bridge  having  a  floor  width  of  16  feet,  and  erect  the 
same  so  as  to  turn  travel  on  to  it;  then  complete  the  cut  through  into  the 
Desplaihes  River.  For  doing  the  work  of  excavation  made  necessary  by  this 
order,  you  will  be  paid  the  price  for  rock  excavation  named  in  your  contract, 
namely,  71  cents,  and  for  the  timber  trestle  you  will  be  paid  the  price  named  in 
your  contract,  namely,  $60.00  per  thousand  feet  B.  M." 

Work  was  carried  on  under  this  order  and  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year.

One  contract  was  let  during  the  year  by  the  City  of  Chicago  in  connection  with 
the  Thirty-ninth  Street  Pumping  Plant,  for  which  the  Sanitary  District  is  liable  to 
the  extent  of  45  per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  same.  This  was  to  the  Ilansell-Elcock  Co., 
for  the  construction  of  the  regulating  gates  and  machinery  for  the  operation  of  the 
pumps.  The  contract  is  dated  October  23,  1903.  Some  preliminary  work  was  done 
by  this  company  during  the  year. 

The  Lydon  and  Drews  Co.,  contractor  for  the  foundations  for  the  pumping  sta- 
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tion,  carried  on  operations  throughout  the  year  and,  at  the  end  of  same,  had  finished 

about  40  per  cent,  of  the  contract. 

Two  vouchers  were  issued  to  the  City  of  Chicago  in  conformity  with  the  terms 

of  the  agreement  between  the  city  and  the  Sanitary  District,  dated  October  23,  1902, 

whereby  the  District  agrees  to  pay  45  per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  the  pumping  plant  "as 

altered  by  the  change  from  40,000  to  120,000  cubic  feet  of  water  per  minute."

On  February  20th  (page  9218),  the  Chief  Engineer  made  a  verbal  report  to  the 
Board  with  reference  to  the  change  of  location  of  the  proposed  pumping  works  for 
the  Lawrence  Avenue  conduit;  stating  that  F.  W.  Blocki,  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  asked  the  Sanitary  District  to  make  a  formal  request 
for  the  change  of  location  of  the  said  works,  So  that  an  order  could  be  prepared  and 
presented  to  the  Common  Council  authorizing  the  said  change.  The  Board  instructed 
its  Attorney  and  Chief  Engineer  to  make  a  formal  written  request  to  that  effect  and, 
on  the  same  date  (page  395  of  the  Chief  Engineer's  letter  book),  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  the  Attorney  carried  out  the  instructions  of  the  Board.  No  action  was  taken  by 
the  city  on  same  during  the  year. 

Owing  to  legal  complications,  the  City  of  Chicago  was  unable  to  do  any  work  on 
the  Lawrence  Avenue  conduit  during  the  year.

This  work  was  completed  in  the  month  of  June,  1900,  at  a  cost  to  the  District 
of  $77,016.08. 


ENLARGEMENT  OF  SANITARY  DISTRICT. 
On  March  17th  (pages  9247-50),  the  Board  adopted  the  report  of  the  Committee 
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on  Annexfltion  with  reference  to  the  introduction  of  a  bill  in  the  Illinois  State  Legis- 
lature at  Springfield,  giving  authority  to  the  Sanitary  District  to  enlarge  the  cor- 
porate limits  of  the  Sanitary  District' in  both  the  northerly  and  southerly  directions. 
On  March  30th  (pages  9265-6),  the  Board  adopted  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of 
Local  Iniprovements  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  urging  "the  co-operation  of  all  citizens, 
Senators,  Representatives,  public  bodies  and  officials  of  the  City,  County  and  State, 
with  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago,  in  procuring  the 
passage  of  said  bill,  and  call  upon  the  press  and  public  to  assist  in  every  way" 
in  the  passage  of  the  above  mentioned  bill. 

On  June  3rd  (pages  9366-9),  the  Board  adopted  a  report  cff  the  Committee  on 
Annexation  to  the  effect  that  the  bill  was  passed  by  the  Senate  on  April  22nd,  by  the 
House  on  May  6th,  And  was  signed  by  the  Governor  on  May  14th.  The  act  became 
operative  on  July  14,  1903.  The  territory  added  to  the  original  Sanitary  District  is 
what  is  kno^^oi  as  the  Evanston  Addition,  containing  78.6  square  miles,  and  the  Calu- 
met Addition,  containing  94.5  square  miles.  The  total  area  of  the  enlarged  District 
is  358.1  square  miles. 

On  July  15th  (pages  9409-70),  the  Board  directed  the  Chief  Engineer  to  pro- 
ceed with  a  survey  of  the  Evanston  and  Calumet  regions  for  the  purpose  of  establish- 
ing routes  for  auxiliary  channels  to  divert  the  sewage  output  from  Lake  Michigan 
through  the  Evanston  and  Calumet  regions  into  the  Main  Channel,  and  to  report  the 
result  of  said  surveys  to  the  Committee  on  Engineering.  Work  was  begun  in  the 
Calumet  region  in  the  latter  part  of  July  and  continued  to  the  end  of  November,  at 
which  latter  date  the  surveys  proper  were  completed.  The  Chief  Engineer  adressed 
three  communications  to  the  Committee  on  Engineering  during  the  year  on  this 
account — the  first  on  October  3rd  (page  353  of  his  letter  book),  with  reference  to 
a  completed  location  of^the  west  seven  miles  of  the  Calument-Sag  route;  the  second 
on  November  11th  (page  453  of  his  letter  book),  reporting  on  the  completed  Calumet- 
Sag  route;  and  the  third  on  November  21st  (page  478  of  his  letter  book),  recom- 
mending a  gravity  channel  for  the  reversal  of  flow  of  the  Calumet  River.  No  report 
to  the  Board  was  made  by  the  Engineering  Committee  during  the  year.  No  surveys 
were  made  in  the  Evanston  region  during  the  year. 

On  November  25th  (page  9636),  the  Board  adopted  a  resolution  to  the  effect 
that  it  should  proceed  to  an  early  adoption  of  plans  for  the  diversion  of  the  pollu- 
tion of  the  Evanston  and  Calumet  regions  and  that  no  resources  of  the  District  be 
diverted  to  any  purpose  other  than  the  right  of  way  for  the  routes  to  be  established, 
until  such  time  as  the  next  General  Assembly  convenes  and  t.ikes  affirmative  action.

THE    CANAL    COMMISSIOXERS. 

On  April  29th  (page  9304),  the  Board  passed  a  resolution  with  reference  to 
providing  The  Canal  Commissioners  with  a  atrip  of  land  alongside  of  the  proposed 
extension  of  the  Main  Channel  between  Lockport  and  Joliet  "for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  docks,  shops,  barns,  and  other  buildings  of  the  Commissioners  and  to  be 
used  in  connection  with  the  operation  of  the  Illinois  and  Michigan  Canal,  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  an  act  now  pending  in  the  Legislature,  known  as  Senate  Bill  Xo. 
406,  as  soon  as  said  bill  becomes  a  lav/."  The  bill  was  passed  and  signed  by  the 
Governor  and  a  strip  of  land  wjis  selected  on  the  east  side  of  the  proposed  extensior^ 
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of  the  Main  Channel  running  from  Lockport  Road  south  for  a  distance  of  800  feet 
and  130  feet  wide. 


ILLINOIS    RIVER    VALLEY. 

The  following  work  was  carried  on  in  the  Illinois  Valley  during  the  year: 
Made  topographical  surveys;  took  soundings  in  the  Desplaines  and  Illinois  Rivers; 
located  section  corners;  took  discharge  measurements  in  the  Desplaines  and  Illinois 
Rivers;  investigated  flood  conditions;  carried  on  float  experiments  between  Chicago 
and  St.  Louis;  gauged  Desplaines  and  Illinois  Rivers';  and  prepared  engineering 
features  for  damage  suits  account  overflow  of  the  Desplaines  and  Illinois  Rivers. 


ORGANIZATION. 

The  work  of  the  Engineering  Department  continued  to  be  carried  on  through 
three  Divisions — Drafting  and  Designing,  Construction  and  Records.     The  largest 
number  of  employes  in  the  service  of  this  Department  at  any  one  time  during  j 
the  year  was  67  in  the  month  of  December;  and  the  smallest  number  was  51  in  the  ^ 
month  of  February.

Chicago  and  Joliet;  patterns  and  models  of  Controlling  Works  at  Lockport  and  of  a;j 
number  of  bridges  constructed  by  the  District ;  records  of  cement  tests ;  machinery, 
consisting  principally  of  steam  pumps  and  engines;  and  a  variety  of  tools.

REPORT  IN  REFERENCE  TO  REDUCTION  OF 
BONDS  OF  THE  AMERICAN  BRIDGE  CO. 
ON  CONTRACTS  FOR  THE  SUPERSTRUC- 
TURES OF  THE  BRIDGES  AT  CANAL,  MAIN 
AND  STATE   STREETS. 

Mr.  Cloidt,  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 


tee on  Finance,  presented  a  report  from 
the  Committee  as  follows: 

Chicago,  June  8,  1904. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago: 
Gentlemen — Your  Committee  on  Fi- 
nance herewith  reports  a  communication 
from  the  American  Bridge  Company  of 
New  York  requesting  a  release  of  the 
bonds  furnished  by  said  Company  upon 
its  contracts  for  the  construction  of  the 
superstructures  of  the  bridges  across 
the  Chicago  River  at  Canal  Street,  Main 
Street  and  State  Street,  in  the 
City  of  Chicago.  Final  payment  haa 
been  made  to  said  Company  upon  said 
eontraots  (except  as  to  State  Street),  by 
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order  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  ( See  page 
9599  of  the  Proceedings),  and  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  District  has  certified  to 
the  completion  of  said  contracts  as  above 
mentioned. 

Your  Committee  advises  that  in  its 
opinion  it  is  expedient  to  require  the  ex- 
ecution of  a  smaller  bond  to  be  given  in 
lieu  of  each  of  the  bonds  originally  given 
on  said  contracts  for  the  superstructures 
of  the  Canal  and  Main  Street  bridges. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  recom- 
mends that  the  sureties  on  the  original 
bonds  be  released  from  further  liability 
thereon,  the  contractor,  however,  to  re- 
main liable,  when  said  contractor  shall 
have  furnished  a  new  bond  in  the  penal 
sum  of  $5,000  on  each  of  said  con- 
tracts, with  sureties  thereon  satisfactory 
to  the  Committee  on  Finance.

REPORT  AND  RESOLUTION  IN  REFERENCE  TO 
DISPOSITION  OF  THE  SANITARY  DISTRICT 
WATER  POWER,  .  AND  MINORITY  REPORT 
THEREON. 

Mr.  Jones,  member  of  the  Committee 
on   Municipal    Relations,    presented    the 
following  majority  report   of  the  Com- 
mittee, and  accompanying,  resolution: 
Chicago,  June  8,  1904. 
To  the  Honorahle,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago : 
Gentlemen — ^Your       Committee       on 


Municipal  Relations,  to  whom  was  re- 
fen-ed  the  resolution  of  Trustee*  Webb, 
introduced  March  2,  1904,  relating  to 
the  disposition  of  water  iK)wer,  to  be 
generated  at  and  in  the  vicinity  of  Lock- 
port,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have 
considered  the  same  and  have  adopted  a 
substitute  therefor  which  is  hereto  ap- 
pended, and  which  they  recommend  for 
adoption  by  the  Board,  of  Trustees. 

In  the  consideration  of  the  question  of 
the  utilization  of  the  electric  power  to 
be  developed  by  the  District,  your  Com- 
mittoe  has  received  numerous  requests 
for  hearings  from  various  organizations 
of  the  city,  especially  the  Chicago  Real 
Estate  Board,  and  the  Chicago  Demo- 
cratic Club,  and  have  foimd  that  the 
first  question  to  be  decided  by  the  Com- 
mittee and  your  Honorable  Body  is  one 
of  policy,  namely,  whether  the  water 
power  to  be  developed  shall  be  disposed 
of  to  such  municipalities  as  desire  it  at 
a  just  and  reasonable  profit  to  the  Sani- 
tary District,  or  whether  it  shall  be 
ceded,  at  a  nominal  rental,  designed 
merely  to  cover  the  cost  of  develop- 
ment. 

Your  Committee  believes  that  no  time 
should  be  lost  in  declaring  the  position 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  upon  this  vital 
question  of  policy,  and  your  Committee 
is  most  positive  in  its  belief  that  a 
reasonable  profit  to  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict should  be  exacted  from  the  City 
of  Chicago  and  such  other  municipalities, 
wholly  or  in  part  within  the  District,  as 
may  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
benefit  of  this  electric  power. 

It  has  been  a  matter  of  some  surprise 
to  your  Committee  that  certain  organiza- 
tions and  individuals  have  argued  in  ap- 
parent sincerity  that  this  power  should 
be  turned  over  by  the  Sanitary  District 
to  the  other  municipalities  at  a  rental 
covering  the  mere  cost  of  operating  ex- 
penses after  development.  A  casual  con- 
sideration of  the  bonded  indebtedness  of 
the  District  and  of  the  great  work  yet 
remaining  to  be  performed  before  the 
sanitary  objects  of  the  Drainage  Canal 
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can  be  attained  and  enjoyed,  makes  it 
manifest  that  all  legitimate  resources 
and  profits  of  this  power  should  be  hus- 
banded to  the  treasury  of  the  District 
for  the  purpose  of  meeting  in  part  its 
bonded  indebtedness  and  interest,  and 
lessening,  in  some  degree,  the  taxes 
which  must  yet  be  borne  by  the  property 
owners  of  the  District  for  the  future  con- 
struction of  the  auxiliary  channels  de- 
manded by  the  sanitary  necessities  of 
this  municipality.  The  great  Calumet 
Riv^r,  with  its  enormous  pollution,  is 
still  flowing  into  the  lake  within  a  short 
distance  of  the  water  intake  and  pol- 
luting the  drinking  water  of  the  entire 
city  south  of  Thirty-ninth  Street,  and 
nearly  six  hundred  thousand  human  be- 
ings, taxpayers  who  for  fourteen  years 
have  uncomplainingly  contributed  to  the 
cost  of  this  great  sanitary  project,  will 
remain  unbenefited  by  the  construction 
of  the  Drainage  Canal  until  the  projects 
of  this  District  for  the  reversion  of  the 
flow  of  the  Calumet,  to  the  Main  Chan- 
nel of  the  Drainage  Canal  is  carried  out. 
For  this  work  of  construction,  involving 
$12,000,000.00,  not  one  dollar  beyond  the 
obtaining  of  the  right  of  way  has  been 
set  aside  by  your  Honorable  Body,  or  is 
in  prospect,  until  relief  by  additional 
taxation  or  otherwise  is  granted  by  the 
General  Assembly. 

In  addition  to  the  Calumet  problem 
and  its  momentous  importance  to  the 
health  and  lives  of  nearly  one- third  the 
population  of  the  Sanitary  District, 
there  remains  at  the  North  a  large  area 
comprising  the  City  of  Evans  ton  and 
surrounding  towns  or  municipalities  re- 
cently annexed  to  the  Sanitary  District, 
which  must  remain  without  sanitary 
relief  until  the  channel  projected  and 
necessary  for  this  purpose  shall  be  con- 
structed to  divert  the  sewage  of  this 
section  to  the  North  Branch  and  the 
Drainage  Canal.  Even  with  the  finan- 
cial resources  that  may  be  obtained  from 
the  rental,  at  a  reasonable  price,  of  the 
water  power  now  being  developed,  it  is 
manifest  to  this  Committee,  and  should 


be  publicly  set  forth  by  your  Honorable 
Body,  that  the  construction  of  the 
auxiliary  channels  in  the  Calumet  and 
Evanston  regions  cannot  be  realized  un- 
til additional  relief  by  taxation  or  other- 
wise is  secured  from  the  General  As- 
sembly of  Illinois.  What  folly  it  would 
be,  therefore,  to  divert  from  the  Sanitary 
District  treasury  the  possible  revenues 
of  water  power  and  contribute  this  great 
asset  of  so  many  millions  of  dollars* 
value  as  a  gift  to  other  municipalities 
with  much  fewer  future  burdens  and 
financial  embarrassments  than  those 
which  confront  the  Sanitary  District. 

Apart  from  the  principle  of  sound 
business  policy  demanding  that  this  Dis- 
trict should  husband  for  its  o%\ti  pur- 
poses all  possible  revenues  from  water' 
power  and  dockage,  it  is  evident  that  it 
was  the  expectation  of  the  General  As- 
sembly in  framing  our  organic  law  that 
this  should  be  done.  Section  10  ex- 
pressly provides  that  "the  net  earnings 
from  water  power -^and  docks  may  be 
appropriated  and  applied  to  the  purpose 
of  paying  the  interest  or  principal  of 
such  indebtedness,  or  both,  and  to  the 
extent  that  they  will  suffice,  the  direct 
tax  may  be  remitted."  Section  7  of 
the  organic  act  also  makes  an  express 
provision  that  the  State  may,  hereafter, 
in  its  discretion,  by  legislation,  require 
**a  portion  of  the  funds  derived  from 
such  water  power,  dockage  or  wharfage 
to  be  paid  into  the  State  treasury  to  be 
used  for  State  purposes."  How  absurd, 
therefore,  in  view  of  the  foregoing  lan- 
guage, is  the  contention  made  by  certain 
superficial  but  enthusiastic  theorists 
that  it  was  never  intended  by  the  Legis- 
lature that  the  Sanitary  District  should 
derive  a  profit  from  the  lease  of  water 
power. 

Under  the  terms  of  the  resolution 
hereto  appended  and  recommended  as  a 
substitute,  it  is  directed  that  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Trustees  communi- 
cate with  the  Finance  Committee  of  the 
Common  Council  the  position  of  your 
Honorable  Body  upon  this  question;  and

in  case  the  City  of  Chicago,  through  its 
Common  Council  or  the  Committees 
thereof,  shall  desire  all  or  part  of  the 
surplus  power  of  the  District  for  mu- 
nicipal purposes,  and  at  a  reasonable 
profit,  it  is  the  belief  of  your  Committee 
that  no  time  should  be  lost  in  the  in- 
stitution of  serious  negotiations  to  this 
end. 

It  has  been  stated,  and  is  manifestly 
true,  that  if  the  City  is  to  lease  this 
water  power  for  electric  lighting  and 
other  municipal  purposes,  it  will  be  re- 
quired to  construct  various  sub- stations 
and  other  improvements  throughout  the 
city  in  order  to  be  in  position  to  utilize 
this  electric  energy.  It  seems  quite 
proper,  therefore,  that  if  the  City  of 
Chicago  is  to  use  this  power,  a  contract 
should  be  agreed  upon  at  the  earliest 
possible  date,  in  order  that  the  City 
may  have  ample  time  to  make  the 
needed  permanent  improvements  while 
the  Sanitary  District  is  developing  the 
power;  so  that  when  our  work  of  con- 
struction and  development  is  complete 
the  City  may  be  equally  prepared  to  util- 
ize the  power  in  its  public  lighting  and 
for  other  municipal  purposes. 

Your  Committee  has  as  yet  given  no 
serious  consideration  to  the  question  of 
the  proper  price  to  be  agreed  upon  be- 
tween the  Sanitary  District  and  the 
City, of  Chicago  and  other  municipalities 
for  the  use  of  this  power,  as  the  ques- 
tion first  to  be  decided,  as  above  stated, 
is  the  one  of  policy,  namely,  as  to  ex- 
acting "a  just  and  reasonable  compens£\^- 
tion"  for  the  power  to  be  developed. 

It  seems  obvious,  in  view  of  present 
information,  that  all  the  surplus  power 
of  the  District  should  be  used  for  the 
public  lighting  of  the  City  of  Chicago 
and  the  other  municipalities,  and  it  is 
the  sincere  hope  of  your  Committee  that 
after  the  enunciation  of  the  Board's 
position  on  this  question  of  policy,  no 
time  may  be  lost  in  the  consummation 
of  an  agreement  between  the  Sanitary 
District  and  the  City  of  Chicago  and 
other  municipalities  for   the  utilization 


of  the  power  in  the  direction  to  which  it 
is  apparently  most  suited,  and  which 
will  meet  the  approval  of  the  taxpayers 
of  the  Sanitary  District.

The  following  is  the  resolution  aocom* 
panying  the  majority  report: 

"Whereas,  By  ordinance  of  the  City 
of  Chicago  and  of  the  Sanitary  District 
of  Chicago,  passed  respectively  October 
1st  and  3rd,  1900,  the  City  of  Chicago 
and  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago  au- 
thorized and  directed  their  proper  officers 
to  execute  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Chi- 
cago and  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chi- 
cago, respectively,  a  contract  in  agreed 
form  whereby  the  Sanitary  District  of 
Chicago  was  to  lease  for  seventy- five 
(75)  years  to  the  City  of  Chicago  the 
maximum  water  power  capable  of  de- 
velopment at,  near  or  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  controlling  works  at  the  terminus 
of  the  Main  Drainage  Channel  at  Lock- 
port,  in  the  County  of  Will,  State  of 
Illinois,  and  whereby  the  City  of  Chi- 
cago was  to  "construct  at  its  own  ex- 
pense all  permanent  improvements  neces- 
sary to  develop  the  full  water  power 
available  from  the  water  which  passes 
through  said  Main  Drainage  Channel 
during  the  continuance  of"  said  lease 
and  was  to  pay  to  the  Sanitary  District 
of  Chicago  the  first  year  a  rental  for 
such  water  power  of  four  dollars  ($4.00) 
per  each  horse  power,  and  thereafter  a 
yearly  rental  equal  to  the  fair  market 
value  .thereof,  to  be  fixed  by  appraise- 
ment, in  the  manner  provided  by  said 
contract;   and 

Whereas,  By  said  formerly  proposed 
contract,  the  city  authorities,  in  inter- 
preting the  original  Sanitary  District 
Act,  approved  May  29,  1889,  clearly  rec- 
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ognized  that  such  water  power  was  an 
asset  of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chi- 
cago from  which  it  was  the  duty  of  the 
Trustees  to  realize  for  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict and  for  the  benefit  of  all  its  tax- 
payers (whether  in  or  out  of  the  City 
of  Chicago)  a  reasonable  profit,  even 
though  such  water  power  was  created 
"incidentally"  and  \vithout  expendi- 
ture directly  for  that  purpose  by  the 
Sanitary  District;  and 

Whereas,  Said  formerly  proposed  con- 
tract was  to  be  made  by  virtue  of  Sec- 
tion 7  of  the  original  Sanitary  District 
Act  which  conferred  authority  upon  the 
Trustees  of  the  Sanitary  District  to  con- 
trol and  dispose  of  water  power  *'inci- 
den tally  created  in  the  construction  and 
use  of"  its  "channels  or  outlets"  and 
said  original  act,  as  appears  by  Section 
10  thereof,  evidently  contemplated  that 
such  water  power  (even  though  created 
only  incidentally)  should  be  disposed  of 
at  a  profit  so  as  to  produce  "net  earn- 
ings" which  might  be  appropriated  and 
applied  toward  paying  the  indebtedness 
of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago, 
thereby  reducing  the  direct  annual  tax 
levied  for  the  payment  of  such  indebted- 
ness; and 

Whereas,  By  an  Act  of  the  General 
Assembly,  approved  May  14,  1903,  the 
Sanitary  District  of  Chicago  has  been 
authorized  "to  construct  all  such  dams, 
water  wheels  and  other  works  north 
of  the  upper  basin  of  the  Illinois  and 
Michigan  Canal  as  may  be  necessary 
or  appropriate  to  develop  and  render 
available  the  power  arising  from  the 
water  passing  through  its  main  channel 
and  any  auxiliary  channels  now  or  here- 
after constructed  by  said  District;   and 

Whereas,  The  Sixth  Section  of  said 
Act  of  May  14,  1903,  is  as  follows: 
"That  the  power  made  available  by  the 
works  constructed  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  shall  be  converted  into  elec- 
trical energy  and  shall  be  transmitted 
to  the  various  cities,  villages  and  towns 
within  said  Sanitary  District  or  adjacent 


to  the  Main  Channel  of  said  Sanitary 
District  and  may  be  used  in  lighting  of 
said  cities,  villages  and  towns,  or  parts 
thereof,  or  for  the  operation  of  pump- 
ing plants  or  machinery  used  for  mu- 
nicipal purposes,  or  for  public  service,  or 
may  be  disposed  of  to  any  other  person 
or  corporation  upon  such  terms  and  con- 
ditions as  may  be  agreed  to  by  the  said 
Sanitary  District,  provided,  however, 
that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
Sanitary  District  to  utilize  so  much  of 
said  power  as  may  be  required  for  that 
purpose  to  operate  the  pumping  stations, 
bridges  and  other  machinery  of  said 
Sanitary  District;"  and 

Whereas,  For  the  purpose  of  meeting 
the  expenditures  arising  from  the  exer- 
cise of  said  powers  i-elating  to  the  de- 
velopment of  said  water  power,  the  Sani- 
tary District  of  Chicago  was  authorized 
by  said  Act  of  May  14,  1903,  to  levy 
and  collect  an  additional  "tax  of  not 
exceeding  one -fourth  of  one  per  cent  of 
the  value  of  taxable  property  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  said  District;"  and 

Whereas,  In  piu*suance  of  the  au- 
thority conferred  by  said  Act  approved 
May  14,  1903,  the  Sanitary  District  of 
Chicago  has  taken  steps  to  develop  and 
render  available  such  water  power  by 
letting  contracts  for  the  ground  works, 
providing  for  the  completion  thereof 
within  a  period  of  two  years,  and  the 
work  under  such  contracts  has  already 
begun,  and  the  expense  of  such  work,  as 
well  as  the  expense  of  the  construction 
of  buildings  and  of  the  installation  of 
machinery  thereafter,  is  to  be  paid  out 
of  the  taxes  levied  and  to  be  levied  for 
such  purpose  specifically  under  said  spe- 
cial authority  conferred  by  said  Act  of 
May  14,  1903;  and 

Whereas,  Owing  to  the  inability  of 
the  City  of  Chicago  to  provide  the  money 
necessary  for  developing  said  water 
power,  said  formerly  proposed  contract 
imder  which  the  Sanitary  District  would 
have  realized  a  profit  from  water  power 
developed  at  the  expense  exclusively  of

the  City  of  Chicago,  never  became  opera- 
tive; and 

Whereas,  Lately  a  resolution  has  been 
introduced  by  a  member  of  this  Board 
providing  that  the  Sanitary  District  of 
Chicago  enter  into  a  contract  leasing  to 
the  City  of  Chicago  all  water  power  (ex- 
cepting only  such  as  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict may  require  for  its  own  corporate 
purposes)  to  be  developed  at  Lockport 
at  the  expense  of  the  Sanitary  District 
of  Chicago  for  a  rental  sufficient  only  to 
defray  the  necessary  running  expenses 
of  said  plant  and  therefore  without 
profit  to  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chi- 
cago and  without  benefit  to  its  tax- 
payers outside  of  the  corporate  limits 
of  the  City  of  Chicago;  and 

Whereas,  Recently  the  City  Council 
of  Chicago  passed  an  order  directing  the 
Finance  Committee  of  the  City  Council 
"to  renew  and  prosecute  with  all  pos- 
sible diligence  the  purchase  upon  rea- 
fionable  and  just  terms  of  the  Drainage 
Canal  water  power  for  the  benefit  of  the 
City  of  Chicago"  and  said  Finance  Com- 
mittee has  indicated  its  desire  to  negoti- 
ate with  the  Sanitary  District  for  that 
purpose;  and 

Whereas,  It  clearly  appears  in  and  by 
the  Tenth  Section  of  said  Act  approved 
^Tay  29,  1889,  to  have  been  the  intention 
of  the  legislature  that  such  water 
lK)wer,  when  developed  and  made  avail- 
able, should  be  disposed  of  at  a  profit 
to  the  end  that  the  '*net  earnings"  there- 
from might  be  "appropriated  and  applied 
to  the  puri>ose  of  paying  the  interest  or 
principal  of  such  indebtedness,  or  both," 
and  thereby  the  direct  tax  levied  by  the 
Sanitary  District  of  Chicago  correspond- 
ingly reduced,  and,  whereas,  the  dona- 
tion of  such  water  power  to  the  City  of 
Chicago  as  substantially  proposed  would 
not  only  violate  such  intention  of  the 
Legislature,  but  would  be  manifestly  un- 
just to  the  taxpayers  of  the  Sanitary 
District  of  Chicago  outside  of  the  cor- 
porate limits  of  the  City  of  Chicago; 
now,  therefore. 

Be  it   Resolved,  That   the   surplus   of 


said  water  power  over  and  above  what 
shall  be  required  by  the  Sanitary  pis- 
trict  for  its- corporate  purposes  shall  be 
devoted  primarily  to  public  uses  and 
shall  be  disposed  of  at  a*  reasonable  price 
"to  the  various  cities,  villages  and  towns 
within  said  Sanitary  District  or  ad- 
jacent to  the  Main  Channel  thereof"  to 
be  used  *'in  lighting  of  said  cities,  vil- 
lages and  towns,  or  parts  thereof,  or  for 
the  operation  of  pumping  plants  or  ma- 
chinery used  for  municipal  purposes  or 
for  public  service,"  and  that  only  such 
part  of  said  water  power  as  shall  not 
be  required  for  those  public  uses  shall 
be  disposed  of  to  private  persons  or  cor- 
porations, and  then  only  at  the  highest 
prices  at  which  it  can  be  sold  from  time 
to  time. 

Be  it  further  Resolved,  That,  to  the 
end  that  the  City  of  Chicago  may  be 
enabled  to  make  due  provision  for  the 
installation  of  electrical  machinery  and 
the  utilization  of  such  electrical  power 
as  it  may  lease  from  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict of  Chicago,  it  is  the  sense  of  this 
Board  that  negotiations  should  be 
promptly  instituted  with  the  Finance 
Committee  of  the  Common  Council  of 
the  City  of  Chicago;  and  for  this  pur- 
pose, the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees is  directed  to  notify  the  Chairman 
of  said  Finance  Committee  of  the  action 
this  day  taken,  and  to  invite  said  Com- 
mittee to  meet  with  this  Board,  or  its 
Committees,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
sidering said  question,  and,  if  possible, 
reaching  an  agi'eement  for  the  utiliza- 
tion of  all  or  such  surplus  power  as  may 
be  desired  by  the  City  of  City  and  other 
municipalities  within  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict." 

Mr.  Wenter,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Municipal  Relations,  there- 
upon presented  the  following  minority 
report :

Gentlemen — We.       the      undersigned

members  of  the  Committee  on  Municipal 
Relations,  desire  to  submit  our  views  on 
the*  disposition  .of  the  water  power, 
which  the  Sanitary  District  is  now  en- 
gaged in  developing  at  Lockport  and  con- 
verting into  electrical  energy,  and  beg 
to  set  forth  the  following  facts: 

On  March  2,  1904,  a  resolution  was 
introduced  by  Trustee  Webb  (page  9792 
of  the  Proceedings)  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Municipal  Relations  for 
consideration;  that  the  purport  of  said 
resolution  was,  to  give  the  power  to  be 
developed  to  the  City  of  Chicago,  ex- 
cept so  much  as  the  District  might  re- 
quire for  its  own  corporate  purposes, 
for  the  lighting  of  the  streets  of  the 
City  of  Chicago  and  other  corporate  pur- 
poses, at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  the  operat- 
ing expenses  by  the  Sanitary  District. 

That  on  April  11,  1904,  Trustee  Carter 
introduced  in  the  Committee  on  Mu- 
nicipal Relations  a  resolution,  and 
moved  that  it  be  substituted  for  Trus- 
tee Webb's  resolution,  above  referred  to. 

That  immediately  thereafter  Trustee 
Webb  introduced  an  amendment  to  Trus- 
tee^ Carter's  resolution,  and  the  whole 
question  was  laid  over  for  further  con- 
sideration; that  this  amendment  pro- 
vided that  the  power  should  go  to  the 
City  of  Chicago,  and  to  the  various  mu- 
nicipalities within  the  Sanitary  District, 
in  relative  proportions  to  the  amount  of 
taxes  paid  by  the  different  municipali- 
ties to  the  Sanitary  District  in  the  year 
1904,  and  at  a  cost  not  greater  than  ten 
dollars  per  horse  power  per  annum,  com- 
puted at  the  generator. 

It  is  as  follows: 

"Resolved,  That  the  Sanitary  District 
of  Chicago,  when  disposing  of  the  water 
power  developed  at  Lockport,  the  quan- 
tities awarded  to  the  Cities  of  Chicago 
and  Evanston,  the  Township  of  Cicero 
and  other  municipalities  within  the  Dis- 
trict, where  leases  of  the  same  are  made, 
be  awarded  in  the  relative  proportion 
to  the  total  tax  of  1904,  assessed  for 
the  District's  purposes,  each  shall  pay; 


and  further,  that  the  price  of  horse 
power  to  each  be  ten  dollars  per  horse 
power  per  annum,  to  be  computed  at  the 
generator;  the  Sanitary  District  always 
reserving,  however,  as  the  first  considera- 
tion, its  own  necessary  requirements  of 
this  power  for  its  corporate  purposes." 

That  at  a  meeting  of  the  Committee 
on  Municipal  Relations,  held  June  6; 
1904,  the  question  again  came  before  the 
Committee,  and  the  Chairman  ruled  that 
the  amendment  of  Trustee  Webb  to 
Trustee  Carter's  resolution  should  be 
voted  on  first;  that  the  ruling  of  the 
Chair  was  appealed  from,  and  the  ap- 
peal was  carried;  that  a  vote  was  then 
taken  upon  Trustee  Carter's  resolution 
and  the  same  was  carried. 

Our  objections  to  the  resolution  as 
passed  by  the  majority  are  as  follows: 

First — It  does  not  clearly  define  the 
policy  of  the  Board,  inasmuch  as  it  does 
not  provide  for  a  fair  or  equitable  dis- 
tribution of  power;  that  any  municip- 
ality within  the  Sanitary  District  might 
obtain  as  much  power,  under  its  pro- 
visions, as  the  City  of  Chicago,  which 
city  has  contributed  ninety -five  per  cent 
of  the  taxes  to  the  Sanitary  District. 

Second — The  question  of  price  is  left 
open  under  the  definition  "a  fair  price  to 
be  obtained."  What  is  a  fair  price? 
That  question  has  not  yet  been  an- 
swered. Is  a  profit  of  ten,  twenty,  thirty 
or  fifty  per  cent  a  fair  price?  We  are 
opposed  to  an  open  fair  price,  \vithout 
stating  what  the  price  to  the  various 
municipalities  in  the  Sanitary  District 
is  to  be. 

Your  Committee,  representing  a  mi- 
nority membership  of  this  Board,  are 
of  the  opinion  that  the  people  of  the 
Sanitary  District  will  be  best  served  by 
furnishing  the  electrical  power  to  the 
various  municipal  bodies  comprising  the 
Sanitary  District  at  cost,  including 
therein  all  contingencies  and  operating 
expenses.  The  development  of  said  power 
is  being  done  by  direct  taxation.  The 
taxpayers  are  paying  a  water  power  tax 
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this  year,  and  will  continue  to  do  so  for 
the  years  1905  and  1906.  If  they  are 
required  to  pay  a  fair  price,  they  will 
pay  a  double  tax;  first  for  the  develop- 
ment, and,  second,  for  the  power  or  a 
profit  thereon.  We  are  emphatically  op- 
posed to  a  double  tax,  and  believe  the 
taxpayers  will  sustain  our  contention. 

The  oft-repeated  assertion,  that  the 
law  provided  that  the  income  from  water 
power  shall  be  used  to  retire  outstand- 
ing bonds  and  pay  interest  thereon,  is 
erroneous  and  misleading  in  the  prem- 
ises. Under  the  original  Act  by  which 
this  channel  was  built,  it  says:  "And 
•Iso  to  control  and  dispose  of  any  water 
power  which  may  be  incidentally  created 
in  the  construction  and  use  of  said  chan- 
nels and  outlet." 

If,  in  the  building  of  the  Main  Chan- 
nel, water  power  had  been  incidentally 
created,  there  might  be  some  foundation 
in  said  assertion.  But  the  water  power 
was  not  incidentally  created.  It  is  be- 
ing created  by  a  special  Act  of  the  Leg- 
islature. The  people  are  specially  taxed 
for  it.    The  Act  as  passed  in  1903  says: 

"That  the  power  made  available  by 
the  works  constructed  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Act  shall  be  converted  into 
electrical  energy  and  shall  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  various  cities,  villages  axid 
towns  within  said  Sanitary  District  or 
adjacent  to  the  Main  Channel  of  said 
Sanitary  District  and  may  be  used  in 
lighting  of  said  cities,  villages  and 
towns,  or  parts  thereof,  or  for  the  opera- 
tion of  pumping  plants  or  machinery 
used  for  municipal  purposes  of  for  pub- 
lic service,  or  may  be  disposed  of  to  any 
other  person  or  corporation,  upon  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  agreed 
to  by  the  said  Sanitary  District." 

The  language  of  said  Act  is  plain.  The 
water  power,  or  the  electric  energy,  shall 
go  to  the  people  who  pay  the  taxes.  Does 
it  require  any  further  agrument?  None 
whatever. 

We  cannot  too  strongly  emphasize  the 
fact  that  the  people  are  being  taxed 
now,  and  will  be,  for  the  development  of 


this  power  for  several  years  to  come, 
and  in  addition  to  said  tax  make  them 
pay  a  profit.  In  other  words,  sacf^^le  a 
double  tax  on  them  for  years  to  come. 

In  conclusion,  we  place  ourselves  on 
record  that  the  price  per  horse  power 
to  the  City  of  Chicago,  and  such  other 
municipalities  that  are  located  within 
the  boundaries  of  the  Sanitary  District, 
shall  not  exceed  the  price  of  ten  dol- 
lars per  horse  power,  as  generated  at 
the  works  at  Lockport;  and  that  all 
leases  with  the  City  and  other  municip- 
alities within  the  District  be  made  with- 
out any  unnecessary  delay,  so  as  to  give 
the  city  authorities  and  the  representa- 
tives of  such  other  municipalities  the 
time  required  for  the  preparatory  in- 
stallation of  said  power.

Mr.  Cloidt,  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Finance,  presented  the  following 
order : 

"Ordercdy  That  the  Clerk  be,  and  he 
hereby  is,  instructed  to  draw  a  warrant, 
payable  to  the  order  of  the  Treasurer  of 
the  District,  for  the  sum  of  twenty-eight 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($28^-' 
500.00)  to  pay  the  eemi-annu-al  interest 
due  June  1,  1904,  on  the  fifteenth  issue 
of  bonds  of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chi- 
cago outstanding,  being  one  million  four 
hundred  twenty-five  thousand  dollars 
($1,425,000.00)  at  four  (4)  per  cent  per

ORDINANCE  IN  REFERENCE  TO  RAISING 
THE  GRADE  OF  NINTH  STREET  IN  THE 
VILLAGE   OF   LOCKPOHT. 

Mr.  Carter,  member  of  .the  Committee 
on  Judiciary,  presented,  and  the  Clerk 
read  the  following  ordinance: 

"an  ordinance 
Providing  for  saving  the  Village  of 
Lockport,  Will  Coimty,  Illinois,  harm- 
less from  any  legal  claim  for  damages 
by  reason  of  the  elevation  of  the 
grade  of  Ninth  street,  also  known  as 
the  Lockport  Road,  by  the  Sanitary 
District  of  Chicago  in  the  execution 
of  its  plans  for  the  proposed  crossing 
of  the  said  Ninth  Street,  or  Lockport 
Road,  by  its  channel  to  be  constructed 


from  the  Controlling  Works,  near 
Lockport,  to  the  upper  basin  of  the 
Illinois  and  Michigan  Canal,  at  Joliet. 

Whereas,  The  Sanitary  District  of 
Cliicago  is  engaged  in  the  construction 
of  a  channel  160  feet  w^de  extending 
from  the  Controlling  Works  of  the 
Sanitary  District  of  Chicago,  near  Lock- 
port,  to  the  upper  basin  of  the  Illinois 
and  Michigan  Canal,  which  said  channel 
will  cross  Ninth  Street,  or  the  Lockport 
lload;  and, 

Whereas,  A  portion  of  the  roadway 
of  said  highway  lying  within  the  limits 
of  the  Village  of  Lockport  will  be  ele- 
vated by  said  Sanitary  District  of  Chi^ 
cago  in  the  execution  of  its  plan  for 
crossing  the  same  with  said  channel, 
and  the  said  Vil-age  of  Lockport  is  will- 
ing that  said  tS.Jaitary  District  of  Chi- 
cago may  elevate  saiid  highway  in  order 
that  proper  approaches  may  be  con- 
structed leading  to  the  bridge  to  be 
built  across  said  channel  on  said  Ninth 
Street,  or  Lockpoitt  Road,  on  condi- 
tion that  said  Sbnitary  District  of  Chi- 
cago shall  save  harmless  said  Village 
of  Lockport  from  any  legal  claims  for 
damages  to  any  and  all  real  estate,  re- 
sulting from  or  grooving  out  of  the  rais- 
ing of  the  grade  by  ioid  Sanitary  Di?- 
trict  of  Chicago  of  said  Ninth  Street,  or 
Lockport  Road;   therefore 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Board  of  TrusteeH 
of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago: 

Section  1.  That  in  consideration  of 
the  Village  of  Lockport  consenting  to 
the  changing  of  the  grade  of  said  Ninth 
Street  or  Lockport  Road,  in  order  to 
conform  to  the  plans  of  the  Sanitary 
Disftrict  of  Chicago  for  the  crossing  of 
said  Ninth  Street,  or  Lockport  Road, 
with  its  channel  extending  from  the  Con- 
trolling Worlcs,  near  Lockport,  to  the 
upper  basin  of  the  Illinois  and  Michi- 
gan Canal,  at  Joliet,  the  Sanitary 
District  of  Chicago  hereby  agrees 
to  save  harmless  the  said  Vil- 
lage of  Lockport  from  any  and  all  l^;al 
claims    and    liabilities    for    damage    to 
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any  and  all  real  estate,  resulting  from 
the  raising  of  the  grade  of  said  Ninth 
Street,  or  Lockport  Road,  by  said  Sani- 
tary District  of  Chicago  in  the  execu- 
tion of  its  plans  for  crossing  said  Ninth 
Street,  or  Lockport  Road,  with  the 
above  mentioned  channel. 

Section  2.  That  said  Village  of  Lock- 
port  shall,  within  five*  (5)  days  after 
any  claim  has  been  made  to  it  for  dam- 
ages to  any  property  resulting  from  the 
elevation  of  the  grade  of  said  Ninth 
Street,  or  Lockport  Road,  notify,  in 
writing,  said  Sanitary  District  of  Chi- 
eago  of  said  claim;  and  in  the  event 
that  any  legal  proceedings  are  instituted 
against  said  Village  of  Lockport  for 
any  damages  resulting  from  or  grow- 
ing out  of  the  elevation  of  the  grade  of

MO>'THLY    REPORTS    OF    THE    ENGINEERING 
DEPARTMENT. 

The  Clerk  presented  reports  from  the 
Engineering  Department  for  the  months 
of  February  and  March,  1904,  which,  by 
uimnimous  oonaent,  were  ordered  printed 
in  the  Proeeedings  und  placed  on  file. 

The  following  is  tiie  report  for  the 
month  of  Febrii«ary: 

Chicago,  April  30,  1904. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Trustees 

of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago : 

Gentlemen — I  herewith  present  the 
report  of  the  Engineering  Departmenit 
for  the  month  of  Febnia/ry,  1904,  giving 
the  detailed  operations  of  same. 

The  construction  earnings  during  the 
month  were  $25,878.87,  on  account  of 
which  vouchers  were  issued  to  the 
amount  of  $23,798.29,  and  the  balance, 
namely,  $2,080.58,  was  withheld  as  re- 
served percentage.  The  engineering  ex- 
penses were  $10,480.97,  divided  as  fol- 
lows: Salaries,  $8,820.83;  supplies, 
etc.,  $1,660.14.  Details  of  the  figures 
here  given  are  shown  in  the  tabulated 
statements  submitted  herewith. 

CHICAGO     RIVER. 

The  record  of  the  contractor  for  the 
dredging  and  docking  of  the  river  was 
as  follows:  An  average  daily  force  of 
25  men  was  employed  on  concrete  dock 
work,  whi<^  consisted  principally  of 
dredging,  excavating  trench,  pulling 
piles   and   driving   of   foundaftdon   piles. 


On  account  of  the  severity  of  .the  weath- 
er very  litle  concreting  ivvas  done^ 
About '  45  per  cent,  of  the  work  w^s 
completed.  No  regular  dredging  nor 
timber  dock  construction  was  carried  on 
during  the  month. 

At  the  Eighteenth  Street  Bridge  the 
contractor  for  the  substructure  had  an 
average  daily  force  of  10  men  employed, 
as  follows:  Moved  west  viaduct  be- 
tween the  9th  and  12tJh,  and  dredged 
channel  at  site  of  west  abutment  be- 
tween the  23d  and  29th.  On  account  of 
cold  weather  no  work  was  done  between 
the  other  dates. 

At  the  Loomis  Street  Bridge  the  con- 
tractor for  the  substructure  had  an  av- 
erage daily  force  of  26  men  employed, 
as  follows:  Concreting  in  the  south 
abutment  and  piers  was  completed  on 
the  6th;  excavation  of  the  north  coffer- 
dam was  begun  on  the  19th  and  carried 
on  until  the  27th,  at  which  time  a  leak 
developed,  which  was  repaired,  and  dam 
pumped  out  and  excavation  resumed  on 
the  29tih;  the  third  system  of  bracing 
for  the  north  coffer-dam  was  begun  on 
the  lObh  and  completed  on  the  25th, 
and  the  fourth  system  of  bracing  for 
the  said  dam  was  begun  on  the  27th. 
The  work  was  delayed  12  days  on  ac- 
count of  cold  weatiher  and  one-ha^f  day 
on  account  of  the  leak  in  the  coffer- 
dam. About  64  per  cent,  of  the  sub- 
structure contract  was  completed  at  the 
end  of  the  month. 
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WATER     POWER     DEVELOPMENT     AT     IX)OK- 
PORT. 

The  contra<jtor  for  Section  1  of  the 
power  development  tat  Lockport  em- 
ployed «in  average  daily  force  of  65  men 
during  the  month.  Work  on  pit  No.  2, 
which  consisted  of  excavation  in  oHy 
and  rock  mixed,  was  abandoned  on  the 
8th  on  account  of  oold  weather,  as  was 
also  the  west  embankment  work  on  the 
17th.  The  testing  of  the  Park  Auto- 
matic Loader  was  begun  on  the  22d, 
the  machine  was  operated  by  electricity 
taken  from  the  power  plant  at  the  Con- 
trolling Works.  The  channeling  ma- 
chines were  not  operated  during  the 
month,  and  the  drills  worked  but  26  per 
cent,  of  the  time.  About  300  cubic  yards 
of  earth  and  4,850  cubic  yards  of  rock 
were  removed. 

The  conjtractor  for  Section  4  continued 
to  receive  material  and  did  some  work 
on  scows  and  derrick's. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The  survey  party  completed  the  line 
of  the  North  Shore  Channel  from  Bel- 
mont lavenue  to  Lake  Michigan,  near 
Central  avenue,  in  the  Town  of  Wil- 
mette.  Levels  were  taken  on  the  line 
and  ties  made  to  all  section  lines  and 
the  principal  streets  crossed.  The  angles 
in  section  linos  were  also  read. 

In  the  Drafting  Department  work  was 
continued  on  the  maps  showing  over- 
flowed lands  along  the  Desplaines  River 
near  Smith's  Bridge;  and  on  the  new  in- 
dex map  and  profile  showing  borings  on 
route  of  Calumet  Sag  Channel.  Work 
wa^s  begun  on  nrap  showing  location  of 
borings  on  the  Calumet  Sag  route,  and 
on  a  map  showing  tlie  names  of  all  the 
owners  of  land  along  said  route.  The 
following  drawings  were  made:  Copies 
of  diagrams  for  St.  Louis  law  suit,  copies 
of  map  used  in  Potts'  ca«e,  copies  of 
map  showing  location  of  proposed  West- 
ern Avenue  sewer,  and   a  map  showing 


properties  taxed  along  Marshall  Boule- 
vurd  in  Chicago. 

In  the  Bridge  Department  work  was 
commenced  on  the  design  of  a  Scherzer 
bridge  o>f  the  State  Street  type,  adapted 
to  Dearborn  Street;  the  extra  material 
used  in  the  Randolph  Street  bridge  and 
a  comparison  of  weights  of  metal  in  the 
bridge  H:i>  originally  designed  and  as 
aotfially  built  was  calicullated ;  the' 
checking  of  plans  for  the  Harrison  Street 
bi*idge  was  completed  and  approved  on 
the  0th  and  specfiioations  for  the  super- 
structure were  prepared  and  printed; 
one  sihcet  of  plans  for  the  Eighteenth 
Street  bridge  was  received  from  the  su- 
perstructure contractor  and  returned 
approved;  two  sheets  of  plans  for  the 
Twenty-second  Street  bridge  were  re- 
ceived from  Frank  M.  Montgomery  & 
Oo.  and  one  was  returned  approved; 
eight  sheets  of  shop  pl'ans  were  received 
from  the  superstructure  oootractor  of 
the  Looniie  Street  bridge,  five  were  re- 
turned for  correction  and  tbree  were  re- 
turned approved;  ^vork  on  the  design 
of  the  Wire  Mills  and  Lockport  Road 
bridges  o\-er  water  power  Section  1  was 
continued;  and  a  plan  was  made  show- 
ing the  section  of  the  Chicago  River  at 
Washington  Street  with  a  Sdierzer  type 
of  bridge  adapted  thereto. 

In  addition  to  the  work  reported 
above,  the  engineer  corps  continued  tak- 
ing and  recording  hydraiilic  measure- 
ments, in  computing  estimate  notes,  in 
carrying  on  operations  an  tAie  Illinois 
Valley,  in  superintending  and  inspecting 
bridge,  dredging,  dock,  waiter  power  and 
survey  work,  in  p<rei)aring  information 
and  acting  as  witnesses  for  the  Law^ 
Department,  etc.,  etc. 

I  estimate  the  expenses  of  this  Depart- 
ment for  the  month  of  March,  1004,  will 
be  $75,000.00.

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The  following  is  the  report  for  the 
monfh  of  Maroh: 

Chicago,  May  10,  1904. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Trustees 

of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago: 

Gentlemen — I  herewitih  present  the 
report  of  the  En^neering  Department 
for  the  month  of  March,  1904,  giving 
the  detailed  operations  of  same. 

The  oondtruetion  earnings  during  the 
month  were  $104,864.91,  on  account  of 
which  vouchers  were  issued  to  the 
amount  of  $63,341.04,  -and  the  balance, 
namely,  $41,523.87,  w«ub  withiheld  as  re- 
served percentage.  Tlie  engineering  ex- 
penses were  $10,921.29,  divided  as  fol- 
lows: Salaries,  $9,216.83;  supplies, 
etc.,  $1,705.46.  Details  of  the  figures 
here  given  are  shown  in  the  tabulated 
statements  submitted  herewith. 

CHICAGO    RIVER. 

The  record  of  the'  contractors  for  the 
dredging  and  docking  of  the  river  was 
as  follows:  An  average  daily  farce  of 
20  men  was  employed  on  concrete  dock 
work  all  the  month,  with  the  exception 
of  five  days  of  bad  weather.  The  princi- 
pal work  done  between  Washington  and 
Madison  Streets  was  excavating,  placing 
of  concrete  and  driving  of  foundation 
piles.  The  work  of  driving  a  triple  lap 
sheeiting  dam  between  Washington  and 
Randolph  Streets  was  carried  on  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  month  and  was  prac- 
tically completed  at  the  end  of  same. 
On  the  21st  tihe  work  of  pulling  the  old 
dock  in  front  of  the  Gallup  property,  on 
the  south  side  of  the  river  between  Main 
and  Loomis  Streets  was  begun;  the 
dredge  started  excavating  this  place  on 
the  22d  and  continued  to  the  end  of  the 
month,  at  which  time  that  part  of  the 
work  was  completed. 

An  average  daily  force  of  10  men  was 
employed  by  the  substructure  contractor 
for  the  Eighteenth  Street  Bridge  all  the 
month,  with  the  exception  of  three  days 
of  bad  weather.  The  work  done  was  as 
follows:  Dredging  for  the  west  abut- 
ment was  carried  on  from  the  Ist  to  the 


&th;  pulling  of  dock  on  the  west  side 
to  make  coffer-dam  connection  was  car- 
ried on  on  the  9t!h ;  driving  of  coffer-dam 
piles  was  carried  on  on  the  11th  and 
12th;  and  from  the  l&th  to  the  3  Ist, 
ooffer-dams  for  the  west  abutment  were 
built.  About  22  per  cent,  of  the  work 
was  completed  at  the  end  of  the  month. 
An  average  daily  force  of  43  men 
was  employed  by  tihe  substructure  con- 
tractor for  the  Loomis  Street  Bridge  all 
the  month,  with  the  exception  of  four 
days  of  bad  weather  and  four  days  on 
account  of  leaks  in  the  north  coffer- 
dam. The  record  was  as  follows:  Be- 
gan placing  cement  mortar  forms  for 
the  south  tail-pits  and  completed  t^e 
fouTth  system  of  bracing  of  north  coffer- 
dam on  the  8th;  rosumed  filling  the 
north  approach  on  the  11th;  completed 
excavation  for  the  north  abutment  on 
the  16th;  began  installing  the  concrete 
mixer  on  the  north  side  on  the  17th; 
began  the  fifth  system  of  bracing  on  the 
north  side  on  the  21st;  began  concreting 
the  north  abutment  on  the  22d;  a  leak 
developed  in  the  north  coffer-dam  on  the 
23d;  cement  mortar  forms  for  tail-pits 
on  the  south  side  were  placed  on  the  24th 
and  25th;  stopped  leak  in  north  coffer- 
dam on  the  2&th;  concreting  for  the 
north  abutment  was  suspended  on  the 
28th,  in  order  to  complete  the  ^excava- 
tion for  piles;  and  the  second  leak  dur- 
ing the  month  developed  in  the  north 
coffer-dam  on  the  29th,  the  repair  of 
which  was  begun  on  the  3(>th.  About  72 
per  cent,  of  the  substructure  contract 
was  completed  at  the  end  of  the  month. 
An  average  daily  force  of  three  men  was 
employed  at  the  site  of  the  bridge  by 
the  superstructure  contractor,  and  at 
the  end  of  the  month  56  per  eent.  (fig> 
ured  on  the  basis  of  value)  of  the  con- 
tract was  oompleted.  The  ste^  for  the 
south  approach  was  unloaded  on  the 
24t)li.  The  installing  of  the  erection 
plant  was  begun  on  the  30th. 

WATER    POWER    DEVELOPMENNT    AT    U>CK- 
PORT. 

The  contractor   for  Section    1   of   the 
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power  development  at  Lockport  em- 
ployed «n  average  daily  force  of  75  men 
during  the  mouth,  and  all  work  yrsuB 
oonfined  to  rock  excavation  in  pit  No.  1. 
Work  waa  suspended  on  parts  of  »ix 
days.  About  8,850  cubdc  yards  of  rock 
were  removed. 

The  contractor  for  Section  4  continued 
to  receive  material  and  to  work  on 
scows  and  derricks. 

MISOEUANEOVS. 

The  survey  party  carried  on  the  fol- 
lowing operations  during  the  month: 
From  the  1st  to  the  24tJh  the  transit 
party  worked  in  connection  with  the 
Calumet- Sag  Channel,  reading  the 
angles  on  the  sections  from  the  Main 
Channel  easterly  to  Blue  Island.  Dur- 
ing the  remainder  of  the  month  they  as- 
sisted in  discharge  measurements  made 
near  the  Controlling  Works.  From  the 
Ist  to  the  11th  the  level  party  worked 
at  setting  gauges  in  the  Calumet  IHs- 
trict.  Boards  were  set  and  referred  to 
Chicago  datum  at  Blue  Island,  River- 
dale,  Hegewisch  and  Thornton  Junction. 
From  the  12th  to  the  end  of  the  month 
they  checked  up  the  gauges  in  the  Main 
Channel,  assisted  in  discharge  measure- 
ments in  the  Main  Channel  and  at  Riv- 
erside, and  recorded  flood  iheigh/ts. 

In  the  Drafting  Department  work 
was  continued  ou  the  maps  showing 
overflowed  lands  along  the  Desplaines 
River  near  Smith's  Bridge;  on  the  new 
index  map,  and  on  map  showing  names 
of  owners  on  Oalumet-Sag  route.  The 
map  and  profile  showing  borings  along 
the  Calumet-Sag  route  was  completed. 
The  following  drawings  were  made: 
Copies  of  diverse  tables  and  diagrams 
used   in  connection  with   the  St.   Louis 


law  suit;  profile  of  North  Shore  Chan- 
nel; plat  ol  JBloek  138,  Lockport;  cross- 
sections  of  Desplaines  River  at  Whit- 
niore  Riffles;  and  a  cross-section  of  the 
Illinois  River  at  Havana. 

In  the  Bridge  Department  work  was 
begun  on  the  new  plans  for  the  Dearborn 
Street  Bridge  to  be  designed  similar  to 
State  Street  Bridge ;  three  sheets  of  shop 
plans  were  received  from  the  superstruc- 
ture contractor  of  the  Eighteenth  Street 
Bridge,  one  of  which  was  returned  for 
correction;  six  sheets  of  shop  plans  for 
the  Loomis  Street  Bridge  were  received 
from  the  superstructure  contractor,  six 
sheets  were  returned  corrected  and  five 
sheets  were  returned  approved;  specifi- 
oations  and'  plans  for  the  superstructure 
of  Harrison  Street  Bridge  were  sent  to 
prospective  bidders;  seven  sheets  of 
drawings  of  the  proposed  Twenty-second 
Street  Bridge  were  received  from  Frank 
M.  Montgomery  &  Co.  for  examination; 
and  work  on  plans  for  the  proposed 
bridges  over  the  Main  Channel  at  Lock- 
port  Road  and  Wire  Mills  Road  was  con-» 
tiniied. 

In  addition  to  the  work  reported 
above,  the  engineer  corps  continued 
taking  and  recording  hydraulic  measure- 
ments, in  computing  estimate  notes,  in 
carrying  on  operations  in  the  Illinois 
Valley,  in  superintending  and  inspecting 
bridge,  dredging,  dock,  water  power  and 
survey  work,  in  preparing  information 
for  the  Law  Department,  etc.,  etc. 

I  estimate  the  expenses  of  this  depart- 
ment for  the  month  of  April,  1904,  will 
Ixj  $60,000.00

REPORT  OF  CX>MMITTEE  ON  ENGINEERING  IN 
REFERENCE  TO  ADOPTION  OF  A  ROUTE 
FOR  A  CHANNEL  TO  BE  CONSTRUCTED 
FROM  LAKE  MICHIGAN  AT  A  POINT  IN 
THE  V1LL.\GE  OF  WILMETTE  TO  CONNECT 
^ITH  THE  NORTH  BRANCH  OF  THE  CHI- 
CAGO   RIVER. 

Mr.  Brsuden,  phuirman  of  the  Oommit- 
tee  on  Engineering,  .presen'ted  a  report 
from  the  Oommititee  aa  follows: 

Chicago,  July  20,  1904. 
To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Trustees 

of  the  Banitary  District  of  Chicago: 

Gentlemen — ^Your  Committee  on  En- 
gineering reports  that  it  ihas  had  under 
oon^idera^tion  the  matter  of  the  adoption 
of  a  route  for  a  channel  to  be  constructed 
from  Lake  Michigan  at  a  point  in  t'he 
Village  of  Widmette  to  oonneot  with  the 
North  Branch  of  the  Chicago  River.  Sur- 
veys have  been  made  by  the  Engineering 
Department  a-nd  the  Chief  Engineer  of 
the  District  has  (recommended  the  ladop- 
tion  of  a  route  on  what  is  known  as  Line 
B,  and  although  this  line  is  eleven  hun- 
dred (1100)  feet  longer  than  Line  A,

Contract    and    Si)ecIflcations    for    the    Sub- 
Btructure    of    a    Highway    Rolling    Lift 
Bridge  of  the  Scherzer  Type,  crossing  the 
South   Branch    of   the   Chicago    River   in 
the  City  of  Chicago,  to  l)e  built  for  the 
Sanitary  District  of  Chicago. 
This  Agbeement,  Made  and  entered  into 
this  26th  day  of  July,  A.  !>.   11)04,  by  and

Wherever  the  words  "Sanitary  Distrlcf 
are  used  in  this  contract,  they  shall  be  un- 
derstood to  mean  the  Sanitary  District  of 
Chicago,  as  represented  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Sanitary  District  or  their 
duly  authorised  and  accredited  agenta 

Whenever  the  word  "Engineer**  is  used 
herein,  it  shall  be  understood  to  mean  either 
the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Sanitary  District 
of  Chicago,  or  the  duly  designated  repre- 
sentative of  the  Sanitary  District. 

Wherever  the  word  "Contractor"  is  used 
herein,  it  shall  be  understood  to  mean  the 
person  or  persons  or  copartnership  or  cor- 
poration entering  into  the  contract  as  party 
of  the  second  part.

SUBSTRUCTURE. 

GENERAL. 

Work  Included. 

1.  The  work  Included  under  the  contract 
for  the  substructure  consists  In  removing 
from  the  site  all  of  the  superstructure  of 
the  old  bridge  and*  all  of  the  substructure 
of  same,  Including  center  pier,  end  piers, 
protections,  bridge  tenders'  houses,  such 
parts  of  the  docks  and  approaches  as  may 
be  necessary  in  order  to  complete  the  abut- 
ments of  the  new  bridge,  and  dredging  the 
channel  of  the  river.  The  entire  timber 
approaches  shall  also  be  removed  if  so  or- 
dered by  the  Engineer,  as  hereinafter  speci- 
fied. The  work  includes  also  the  furnishing 
all  material  and  labor  and  erecting,  com- 
plete in  place,  the  substructure  of  the  new 
bridge  as  hereinafter  specified  and  detailed 
on  plans  herewith,  all  earth  and  cinder 
back-filling,  rebuilding  and  refilling  that 
part  of  the  docks  removed,  rebuilding 
sewers  and  the  maintenance  of  adjacent 
structures  as  hereinafter  specified.     If  the 

^Engineer  so  order  the  Contractor  shall  also 
build  curb  walls  and  fill  the  approaches. 
All  of  the  steel  or  iron  in  the  abutments, 
excepting  the  concrete  re-enforcing  bars, 
will  be  furnished  by  the  contractor  for  the 
superstructure,  but  the  Contractor  for  the 
substructure  shall  set  or  erect  all  steel  or 
iron  as  specified.  All  work  shall  be  carried 
on  simultaneously  on  both  sides  of  the 
river  unless  otherwise  permitted  by  the 
Engineer. 

Old  Bridge — Superstructure. 

2.  The  existing  structure  at  Twenty-sec- 
ond street  shall  be  removed  by  the  Con- 
tractor when  so  ordered  by  the  Engineer. 
The  bid  for  removal  of  the  superstructure 
shall  cover  in  a  lump  sum  the  removal  of 
the  old  swing  span  with  its  turntable  and 
ell  metal  work,  wood  work,  etc.,  on  or  form- 
ing a  part  of  the  span,  excepting  as  here- 
inafter specified.  All  of  the  material  taken 
out,  excepting  as  specified,  shall  become  the 
property  of  the  Contractor  and  must  be 
entirely  removed  from  the  site  of  the  bridge. 

Old  Bridge — Buhstructure. 

3.  The  bid  for  removal  of  the  substruc- 
ture of  the  present  bridge  shall  cover  as  a 
lump  sum  the  removal  of-  the  entire  sub- 
structure, including  all  masonry,  iron  piles, 
timbers  and  other  material  in  or  under  the 


center  pier  and  end  piers,  the  removal  of 
the  protection  pier  and  other  proteetloM 
and  the  pulling  of  all  piles  entering  Ittto 
their  construction ;  the  removal  of  the 
bridge  tenders*  houses  and  of  the  existing 
pile  and  timber  approaches,  as  miicii  as  Is 
necessary  In  order  to  complete  the  sub- 
structure; the  removal  of  all  necessary 
docking  and^  the  pulling  of  all  plies  around 
or  near  the  structure.  The  bid  for  removal 
of  substructure  shall.  In  fact,  cover  the  cost 
of  the  removal  of  everything  necessary  in 
order  to  clear  the  channel  and  construct 
the  substructure  of  the  new  bridge  except- 
ing such  work  as  may  be  classified  and  paid 
for  under  excavation,  dredging  and  removal 
of  superstructure  and  sewers.  All  of  the 
above  work  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Engineer,  and  proper  precautions 
shall  be  taken  to  provide  for  the  safety 
of  adjacent  structures  before  any  work  Is 
begun  that  may  in  any  way  endanger  their 
stability.  All  old  substructure  material,  in- 
cluding that  In  the  piers,  protections, 
houses  and  portion  of  approaches  taken  out. 
excepting  as  hereafter  specified,'  shall  be- 
come the  property  of  the  Contractor  and 
shall  be  entirely  removed  from  the  site  of 
the  bridge.  The  cost  of  the  above  work 
shall  be  covered  by  the  lump  sum  price  for 
removal  of  substructure,  as  above  specified, 
which  shall  be  named  In  the  bid. 
Approaches. 

4.  The  price  to  be  paid  for  removal  of 
substructure,  as  above  specified,  is  to  cover 
the  cost  of  removal  of  as  much,  only,  of  the 
timber  approaches  as  may  be  found  neces- 
sary in  order  to  excavate  for  and  build  the 
new  substructure.  The  Sanitary  District 
may  require,  however,  the  removal  of  the 
entire  timber  approaches.  The  Contractor 
shall.  If  so  ordered  by  the  Engineer,  remove 
the  remainder  of  both  approaches,  Includ- 
ing all  timber,  piles,  metal,  or  other  old 
material  on  or  beneath  or  forming  a  part 
of  same,  and  the  cost  of  doing  all  this 
work  shall  be  covered  by  a  lump  sum  price 
for  removal  of  approaches  to  be  named  In 
the  bid.  All  piles  shall  be  cut  off  at  the 
surface  of  the  ground  or  sufllclently  below 
the  surface  to  allow  the  construction  of  con- 
crete curb  walls.  All  material  taken  out, 
excepting  as  hereinafter  specified,  shall  be- 
come the  property  of  the  Contractor  and 
shall  be  entirely  removed  from  the  premises. 

Material  Reserved. 

5.  All  street  railway  rails,  fastenings  or 
other  parts  of  the  track  equipment,  and  all 
electrical  equipment  Installed  for  operation 
of  the  street  railway.  Including  all  wires, 
switches,  poles,  Insulators,  etc.,  ott  the 
swing  span  or  on  the  approaches  shall  re- 
main the  property  of  and  will  (as  much  as 
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desired)  l)e  removed  by  the  Chicago  Gen- 
eral Railway  Company.  The  bridge  bell, 
signal  ball  and  nil  lamp  posts  on  the  swing 
span  or  on  the  approaches  shall  remain  the 
property  of  and  may  be  removed  by  the  City 
of  Chicago!  Any  portion  of  the  above 
named  parts  that  is  not  desired  and  not 
removed  by  the  Chicago  General  Railway 
Company  or  by  the  City  of  Chicago,  shall 
become  the  property  of  the  Contractor  and 
muBC  be  removed  at  his  expense  free  of 
CMt  to  the  Sanitary  District. 

Plana  and  Specifications. 

6.  The  accompanying  plans  form  a  part 
of  the  specifications,  and,  In  the  event  of 
any  discrepancy  Ijetween  the  plans  and 
these  specifications,  the  Judgment  of  the  En- 
gineer shall  l3e  decisive  thereon.  The 
figured  dimensions  on  the  drawings  are  to 
be  talcen  whenever  they  do  not  agree  w^lth 
the  dimensions  obtained  by  scaling  from  the 
drawings.'  'All  elevations  shown  on  the 
pUns  or  herein  .specified  are  referred  to 
Chicago  City  Datum. 

Detail  Plana. 

7.  All  detail  plans  required  shall  be 
made  at  the  expense  of  the  Contractor,  and 
shall  l)e  submitted  to  the  Engineer  for  ap- 
proval before  beginning  work.  8uch  detail 
plans  shall  have  a  uniform  size  of  twenty- 
six  (26)  Inches  by  forty  (40)  Inches,  in- 
side border  line,  with  a  border  margin  of 
one  and  one-half  (1%)  Inches  on  the  left- 
band  edge  and  one-half  (Vi)  Inch  on  all 
other  edges.  When  submitted  for  approval, 
three  (3)  complete  sets  of  prints  of  such 
detail  plans  shall  be  sent  to  the  Sanitary 
District  of  Chicago.  The  Contractor  snail 
furnish  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago 
with  eight  (8)  complete  sets  and  B'rank  m. 
Montgomery  &  Co.  with  tw^o  (2)  complete 
sets  of  these  approvel  plans,  free  of  cost. 
No  alterations  of  approved  plans  shall  be 
made  by  the  Contractor  without  the  written 
consent  of  the  Engineer.

8.  All  detail  plans  before  accepted  by

&  Co.,  who  s^all  have  authority  to  ex- 
amine all  work  connected  with  the  con- 
struction of  the  substructure  of  the  new 
bridge. 

Checking  Plana. 

U.  All  of  the  accompanying  plans  shall 
be  carefully  checked  by  the  Contractor  be- 
fore lieglnning  work.     Should  any  errors  be 


discovered,  the  Engineer's  attention  shall' be 
called  to  the  same  and  corrections  made, 
after  which  the  Contractor  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  all  errors  which  may  occur  or 
which  may  have  occurred. 

QUALITY       OF       MATERIAL. 

Piles. 

10.  All  piles  must  be  sound  and  straight 
and  must  taper  uniformly  from  end  to  end. 
All  foundation  plies  shall  l)e  Norway  pine, 
not  less  than  fourteen  Inches  (14  Inches)  in 
diameter  at  the  butt  nor  less  than  ten 
laches  (10  inches)  in  diameter  at  the  small 
end,  and  of  such  length  that  they  may  be 
driven  to  rest  upon  solid  rock  or  hard,  Im- 
penetrable bottom.  All  protection  and  dock 
piles  shall  be  of  white  or  burr  oak,  not 
less  than  fourteen  Inches  (14  inches)  in 
diameter  at  the  butt  nor  less  than  nine 
Inches  (i)  Inches)  In  diameter  at  the  small 
end. 

Timber. 

11.  All  timber  used  In  docks,  anchors, 
sheeting,  wales,  fenders  or  elsewhere,  must 
l)e  sound,  straight  and  free  from,  any  de- 
fects which  might  impair  Its  strength  or 
durability,  and  be  of  such  variety  and  di- 
mensions as  hereinafter  specified  or  shown 
on  drawings. 

Broken  f^tonc. 

12.  All  broken  stone  for  concrete  shall 
l)e  as  nearly  as  possible  cubical  in  shape, 
free  from  dirt  or  other  foreign  substances, 
and  must  also  be  screened,  free  from  fiat 
ships  or  dust.  Stones  shall  not  be  larger 
than  one  Inch  (1  Inch)  In  any  direction, 
and  shall  be  In  quality  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Engineer. 

Portland  Cement. 

13.  The  best  Portland  cement  shall  be 
used  In  this  work,  brand  and  quality  to 
have  a  w^ell  sustained  reputation  for  excel- 
lence, and  to  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Engineer,  who  shall  cause  to  be  made 
such  tests  as  are  considered  the  best  and 
most  modem  practice  In  cement  testing  and 
as  may  seem  to  him  proper  for  determining 
the  quality  of  the  cement.  The  weight  of 
Portland  cement  shall  not  l)e  less  than 
ninety-five  (0.">)  pounds  per  cubic  foot.  All 
lumpy,  dirty  or  damaged  cement  shall  be 
rejected ;  also  all  damaged  or  short  weight 
packages.  All  rejected  cement  shall  he  im- 
mediately removed  from  the  site  of  the 
work.  The  Contractor  shall  provide  stor- 
age capacity  for  at  least  ten  (10)  days' 
supply  and  shall  store  the  cement  so  as 
to  give  easy  access  for  the  procurement  of 
samples  for  tests. 

Sand. 
14.     The  sand  shall  be  coarse,  sharp  and 
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c)«8ii.   free  from   all  clay,   loam  or  gravel, 
and  of  a  quality  approved  by  the  Engineer. 

Brick. 

15.  The  brick  for  sewers  shall  be  se- 
lected and  of  first  grade  of  hard  sewer 
brick,  equal  in  quality  to  requirements  of 
<;lty  ordinances. 

CIJISS      OP      WORK. 

Removal  of  Old  Bridge. 
10.  The  Contractor  shall  not  commence 
the  work  of  removing  the  old  superstructure 
and  substructure  until  he  shall  have  re- 
ceived written  notification  from  the  Engi- 
neer to  do  so,  which  may  be  four  (4) 
months  after  the  date  of  this  contract  at 
the  option  of  the  Engineer,  but  when  such 
notification  Is  received  he  shall  thereafter 
immediately  proceed  diligently  to  remove 
the  superstructure  and  the  substructure,  in- 
cluding piers,  protections,  piles,  timber,  iron 
and  steel  or  other  material,  and  all  neces- 
sary docking,  approach  roadways  and  side- 
walks, etc.,  as  specified.  The  cost  of  the 
work  shall  lie  covered  by  the  lump  sum 
prices,  as  specified,  named  in  the  bid. 

Dredging. 

17.  As  soon  as  the  substructure  of  the 
present  bridge  has  been  sufficiently  removed 
the  Contractor  shall  immediately  proceed 
diligently  to  dredge  the  river  between  the 
dock  lines  for  the  entire  length  and  fifty 
(,•50)  feet  beyond  each  end  of  the  protec- 
tion pier,  to  a  depth  of  sixteen  (16)  feet 
at  the  dock  lines,  increasing  to  twenty-six 
(26)  feet  below  hydraulic  grade  line  In  the 
channel,  the  channel  depth  to  be  twenty-six 
(26)  feet;  provided,  however,  that  no  ex- 
cavation shall  be  done  where  cofTer-dams 
are  to  be  placed  excepting  as  hereinafter 
specified  under  "Bridge  Excavation,"  until 
after  the  removal  of  the  coffer-dams ;  and 
provided,  further,  that  all  dredging  shall 
be  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Engi- 
neer. The  price  to  be  paid  for  all  dredging. 
Including  the  removal  of  dredged  material, 
shall  be  a  unit  price  per  cubic  yard,  meas- 
ured in  place,  named  in  the  bid.  No  ob- 
struction of  any  kind  or  nature  shall  be 
left  In  the  above  described  limits  In  the 
channel.  All  material  deposited  during  the 
progress  of  the  work  under  this  contract,  in 
the  river  or  upon  adjacent  streets  or 
grounds,  must,  upon  completion  of  the  con- 
tract, l)e  promptly  removed  by  the  Con- 
tractor at  his  own  expense. 

Bridge  Excavation  Above  El. — 30. 

18.  The  foundations  shall  be  prepared  to 
receive  the  masonry  by  the  Contractor,  wBo 
shall  excavate  to  a  depth  and  width  suffi- 
cient  to   allow    of   the   construction    of   the 


work  herein  specified.  The  Contractor  may- 
do  this  work  in  any  manner  that  is  Si^fe  and 
in  good  practice,  but  In  no  caae  will  the 
Contractor  he  allowed  to  execavate  for  the 
abutments  by  means  of  a  dredge  unless,  ip 
the  opinion  of  the  Engineer,  proper  precau- 
tions have  been  taken  for  the  supporting 
and  safe  maintenance  of  adjacent  struc- 
tures. Excavation  for  abutments  by  mean# 
of  a  dredge,  If  permitted  by  the  Engineer, 
shall  in  no  case  extend  t>elow  elevatlop 
minus  eighteen  ( — 18).  The  Contractor  wilt 
l>e  paid  for  such  material  as  is  necessary 
to  excavate  within  the  iioes  marked  "Out- 
side Line  of  Allowed  Bridge  Excavatloa.*' 
shown  on  the  accompanying  plans,  and  to  a 
depth  of  thirty  feet  (30  feet)  below  Chicago 
City  Datum  If  necessary  to  permit  the  con- 
struction of  the  piers  and  abutments  an 
shown  on  the  plans  or  as  ordered  by  th^ 
Engineer,  the  price  per  cubic  yard  meaor 
ured  in  place,  named  in  the  bid,  such  price 
to  include  the  disposition  of  material  ex- 
cavated and  nil  necessary '  back-filling  afi 
hereinafter  specified.  No  excavation  shall 
lie  paid  for  outside  of  the  lines  marked 
"Outside  Line  of  Bridge  Excavation*'  unleak 
ordered  excavated  by  the  Engineer,  tn 
writing,  excepting  as  herein  specified  in  re- 
gard to  dredging. 

Bridge  Excavation ;  Below  Elevation — 30, 

10.  It  may  Ite  found  impossible  to  drive 
piles  to  sufficient  depth  to  safely  carry  the 
piers  forming  each  abutment  as  shown 
on  the  plans,  and  in  that  case  the  Eni;^- 
neer  may  direct  that  one  or  more  of  the 
piers  of  each  abutment  be  carried  down  eo 
that  the  masonry  will  rest  directly  on  hard 
material  and  the  piles  under  such  piers 
omitted.  The  Contractor  shall  excavate  for 
such  piers  when  directed  to  do  so  by  the 
Engineer  and  shall  receive  for  all  material 
so  excavated  below  elevation  minus  thirty 
( — ,30)  and  above  elevation  minus  forty- 
two  ( — 42)  a  unit  price  per  cubic  yard  to 
\)e  named  in  the  bid,  such  price  to  include 
the  cost  of  disposition  of  excavated  ma- 
terial as  hereinafter  specified,  the  cost  of 
all  additional  depth  of  Coffer-Dam  necee- 
sary.  Including  all  necessary  additional 
sheet  piling,  bracing  and  other  material 
placed  in  the  coffer-dams  by  reason  of  such 
additional  depth  excavated,  and  the  coat 
of  all   additional   l>ack-filllng. 

Excavation  for  Curb  Walls. 
20.  The  Contractor  shall  excavate  for 
curb  walls,  if  required,  to  do  so  by  tbe 
Engineer.  All  material  excavated,  except- 
ing such  as  may  be  required  for  back-fillins 
out.<(ide  of  the  walls,  shall  be  placed  in  tbe 
roadway  between  the  walls.  The  price  to 
be  paid   for   such   excavation,  including  ttlY 
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Imck-fiinng  required  and  the  placing  of  the 
Eemainder    of    the    excavated    material    \ye- 
tween  the  curb  walls,  shall  )je  a  unit  price 
per   cubic    yard   measured    In   place,    which 
shall  be  named  In  the  bid. 
Back-Filling. 
21.     The    Contractor    shall    do   all   back- 
lllling  required  around  the  back  walls  and 
curb  walls,  behind  the  docking  and  around 
and    within    the    abutments,    as    shown    on 
plans   or    herein   specified.      All    filling   in- 
dnded  within  the  piers  and  their  connect- 
ing walls  and  for  the  entire  width  the  street 
between  the  liack  wall  and  the  dock  line  at 
each  abutment  shall  be  of  good  coal  cinders 
carefully    compacted.     The    surface    when 
completed  shall  l)e  at  the  elevation  indicated 
on  the  plans.     All  parts  of  the  above  de- 
scribed  areas   not    requiring   refilling   shall 
hare  a  top  dressing  of  not  less  than  nine 
.<9>    laches    of   cinders.      Behind    the    back 
walls   and    in   excavated    areas    out.side    of 
the   street    lines    and   outside   of    the    curb 
walls,   refilling*  shall   be  carried   up   to   the 
elevation    of    the    present    surface    of    the 
ground.      Behind   docking,   back-filling  shall 
be  made  flush  with  the  top  of  the  dock  un- 
less   otherwise    directed    by    the    Engineer. 
All  back-filling  shall  be  carefully  placed  and 
l»roperIy    compacted    and    where   settlement 
In    same   occurs   before    completion   of   the 
contract  and  final  acceptance  of  the  work, 
sufficient  material  shall  be  added  to  restore 
the   surface    to    the   proper   elevation.      All 
back-filling  with   cinders  or  other   material 
shall  be  done  without  extra  charge  and  the 
cost  of  same  shall  be  included  In  the  unit 
price  for  excavation  named  In  the  bid  and 
stipulated  in  this  contract. 

Di9po8ition  of  E^ravated  Material. 

22.  All  material  excavated  for  the  sub- 
structure or  in  channel  dredging,  or  other- 
wise, excepting  such  as  is  required  for  Imck- 
fllling  as  heretofore  specified  and  excepting 
excavation  for  retaining  walls,  shall  be  en- 
tirely removed  from  the  site  of  the  bridge, 
free  of  all  cost  to  the  Sanitary  District. 
8uch  material  shall  be  disposed  of  as  the 
Contractor  may  see  fit,  but  none  of  it  shall 
be  deposited  in  any  navigable  waters,  save 
as  permitted  by  the  t'nited  States  Engineer 
Department. 

Coffer-Dams. 

23.  The  Contractor  shall  build  the  neces- 
0ary  coffer-dams  at  his  own  risk  and  re- 
spoastbllity,  but  subject  to  the  approval  of 
tke  Engineer  and  no  manifestly  Inadequate 
or  unsafe  work  shall  be  permitted.  No  work 
shall  be  done  on  coffer-dams  unless  the 
ptaDs  for  same  have  been  submitted  to  the 
Ongincer,   who   may   reject   any   manifestly 


unsafe  structure.  The  Contractor  shall  fur- 
nish all  the  lalK)r  required  and  shall  fur- 
nish and  build  in  place  all  the  necessary 
material,  Including  pUes,  sheeting,  wales, 
timber,  braces,  1x>lts,  rods,  chain,  earth 
filling  and  other  material.  He  shall  sup- 
ply and  operate  all  pumps  necessary  to  keep 
the  foundations  dry  during  construction  and 
imtil  the  work  inclosed  within  the  dams  is 
completed  to  the  satisfaction  .  of  the  Engi- 
neer. The  Contractor  shall  protect  and 
maintain  the  coffer-dams  in  a  safe  and 
secure  condition,  furnishing  all  necessary 
protection  piles  and  timbers  and  all  iron 
for  same. 

24.  The  Contractor  shall  take  all  neces- 
sary precautions  for  the  protection  of  walls 
and  foundations  of  buildings  or  other  struc- 
tures contiguous  to  the  excavation  or  coffer- 
dams, and  shall  support  and  maintain  all 
such  structures  in  a  safe  and  secure  condi- 
tion throughout  the  period  of  the  construc- 
tion of  the  foundations  and  until  the  com- 
pletion of  the  work  under  this  contract. 
Any  damage  done  to  the  structures  caused 
by,  or  resulting  from  the  work  of  the 
Contractor  shall  l)e  neatly  and  carefully  re- 
paired and  the  structures  left  In  a  per- 
manently safe  and  secure  condition,  free  of 
cost  or  liability  for  loss  or  damage  on  the 
part  of  the  Sanitary  District. 

25.  The  Contractor  shall  upon  comple- 
tion of  the  substructure  remove  the -coffer- 
dams and  their  protections  and  all  material 
used  in  construction  of  same,  provided  that, 
if  the  Engineer  so  direct,  any  portion  of  the 
coffer-dams  shall  be  left  in  place  for  protec- 
tion of  the  substructure  or  adjacent  struc- 
tures. Where  portions  of  the  coffer-dams 
are  left  In  place,  by  order  of  the  EJnglneer,.* 
there  shall  he  no  extra  charge  therefor  un- 
less the  sheeting  so  ordered  be  of  metal, 
in  which  case  the  Contractor  shall  receive 
the  estimated  value  of  such  metal  less  the 
estimated  cost  of  pulling  same,  to  be  de- 
termined by  the  Engineer.  After  comple- 
tion of  the  substructure  no  piles,  timber, 
sheeting  or  obstructions  of  any  kind  or 
nature  shall  be  left  in  the  river  channel,  by- 
passes, or  around  the  piers  or  abutments  ex- 
cepting as  directed  by  the  Engineer  or 
shown  on  the  plans. 

Price  fqr  Coffer-Dams. 
20.  For  furnishing  all  tools,  labor  and 
material  necessary,  and  for  building  the 
coffer-dams  of  sufficient  dimensions  to  place 
all  concrete  shown  on  the  plans  or  ordered 
by  the  Engineer  above  elevation  minus 
thirty  ( — 30)  and  for  maintaining,  pro- 
tecting and  removing  the  coffer-dams  and 
their  protections,  piles,  etc.,  as  specified, 
and  for  protecting,  supporting,  maintaining 
and    restoring   adjacent   buildings   or   other 
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structures,  as  specified,  and  for  the  material 
of  such  parts  of  the  coffer-dams  as  the 
Engineer  may  designate  to  be  left  in  place, 
as  specified,  the  Contractor  shall  receive  a 
lump  sum  for  coffer-dams  and  other  above 
specified  work  on  the  east  side  of  the  river, 
and  a  lump  sum  for  coffer-dams  and  other 
above  specified  work  on  the  west  side  of 
the  river,  which  shall  be  named  In  the  bid. 
The  Contractor  for  and  in  consideration 
of  these  lump  sums  shall  do  all  of  the  above 
work  specified  in  paragraphs  23,  24,  25  and 
26  and  shall  make  no  additional  charge  for 
protection,  maintenance  or  repairs  of  ad- 
jacent structures  or  for  furnishing,  main- 
taining, protecting  or  removing  the  coffer- 
dams, or  for  repairing  any  damage  to  or 
leak  In  same  due  to  any  cause  whatever, 
either  such  as  may  have  l)een  anticipated  as 
possible  or  such  as  may  have  been  entirely 
unforeseen.  Any  damage  to  the  substruc- 
ture caused  by  accident  to  or  failure  of  the 
coffer-dams  shall  be  repaired  by  the  Con- 
tractor free  of  cost  to  the  Sanitary  District. 

Additional  Depth  of  Coffer-Dams. 

27.  The  cost  of  additional  depth  of 
coffer-  dams  due  to  increased  depth  of  ma- 
sonry in  piers  shall  be  Included  In  the  cost 
of  excavation  for  such  piers  between  ele- 
vations minus  thirty  ( — .'JO)  and  minus 
forty-two  ( — 42),  as  heretofore  specified. 
The  cost  of  extra  maintenance,  protection, 
repairs,  etc..  of  coffer-dams  and  of  main- 
tenance of  buildings  and  other  structures 
and  of  removal  of  such  extra  depth  of 
coffer-dams  shall  be  included  In  the  price 
of  concrete  placed  between  elevations  minus 
.  thirty  ( — .SO)  and  minus  forty-two  ( — 12). 
as  hereinafter  specified. 

Foundation. 

28.  There  will  be  two  abutments  of  the 
dimensions  and  location  .shown  on  the  ac- 
companying plans,  each  abutment  consist- 
ing of  a  back  wall  and  four  (4)  piers 
connected  by  walls  and  with  two  (2) 
counterweight  pits.  They  will  rest  upon 
piles  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the 
FJngineer.  Where  piles  are  used  they  shall 
be  driven  as  herein  specified,  and  cut  level 
at  the  elevations  shown  on  the  plans.  If 
the  ground  on  which  the  concrete  is  to  be 
placed  is  soft,  it  shall  lie  made  compact  by 
ramming  cobble  and  broken  stone  In  the 
same  until  It  Is  solid  and  firm. 

Pilinfj. 

29.  All  piles  must  be  driven  with  a 
steam  hammer  unless  otherwise  permitted 
by  the  Engineer,  and  shall  be  driven  to 
refusal  on  rock  or  hard  pan.  If,  In  the 
opinion  of  the  Engineer,  any  pile  proves  Im- 
perfect  or  becomes  unfit   for   use   under  the 


hammer,  or  Is  not  driven  straight  It  must 
be  removed  by  the  Contractor  without  ex- 
tra cost.  If  so  directed  by  the  Engineer, 
the  piles  shall  have  the  bark  removed. 
Should  any  of  the  piles  raise  or  chnjige 
their  position  after  being  driven  they  shall 
be  redrlven.  If  so  directed  by  the  Engineer, 
at  the  expense  of  the  Contractor ;  provided, 
that,  if  the  piles  are  driven  in  such  a  man- 
ner and  in  such  order  as,  In  the  opinion 
of  the  Engineer,  to  cause  the  least  lia- 
bility of  displacement  or  raising  of  pUeq 
already  driven,  or  If  driven  In  the  manner 
and  order  directed  by  the  Engineer,  then 
the  cost  of  redrlvlng  such  raised  or  dis- 
placed piles  shall  be  paid  for  at  actual 
cost  with  fifteen  per  cent  (15  per  cent) 
added.  All  piles  must  be  cut  level  and  at 
the  proper  elevation.  Payment  for  piles  In 
foundations  and  In  permanent  protecti(Mis 
will  be  made  "on  the  following  basis  :  First — 
I'er  lineal  foot  for  all  piles  delivered  on  the 
order  of  the  Engineer,  at  the  site  of  the 
work.  Second — For  all  piles  driven  per 
lineal  foot  of  that  portion  below  the  point 
of  cut-off.  No  paj'ment  shall  be  made  for 
piles  excepting  In  foundations  and  per- 
manent protections  unless  ordered  by  the 
Engineer  In  writing.  The  cost  of  all  chain, 
cable  or  other  iron  in  protection  clumps, 
shall  be  Included  in  the  price  for  protec- 
tion piles  driven  in  place  named  in  the  Md. 
All  temporary  protection  plies  or  timber 
around  the  coffer-dams  or  masonry  shall  be 
placed  and  removed  at  the  expense  of  tBe 
Contractor  free  of  cost  to  the  Sanitary 
District. 

Concrete  in  Abuiment8. 

30.  All  concrete  used  In  the  abutments 
shall  consist  of  one  (1)  part  Portland  ce- 
ment, two  and  one-half  (2^)  parts  sand 
and  five  (.">)  parts  screened  broken  stone, 
bulk  measurement,  not  less  than  ninety- 
five  pounds  of  cement  to  be  taken  as  a  cubic 
foot.  The  mass  must  be  turned  over  often 
enough  to  thoroughly  incorporate,  using  a 
mechanical  mixer  of  type  approved  by  the 
Engineer.  If  the  Engineer  will  permit,  the 
mixing  of  the  concrete  may  be  done  by 
hand  on  suitable  platforms,  in  which  case 
the  cement  and  sand  shall  first  be  thor- 
oughly mixed  dry,  after  which  the  stone, 
properly  moistened,  shall  be  added  with 
sufficient  clean  water  to  make  the  whole 
mass,  when  thoroughly  mixed,  a  tenacious 
and  quaking  mixture  without  surplus  of 
water.  The  concrete  shall  be  immediately 
conveyed  to  the  proper  place  in  the  work 
In  large  buckets,  boxes  or  barrows,  or  by 
other  means,  satisfactory  to  the  Engineer, 
which  will  not  tend  to  Impair  the  uni- 
formity of  the  mixture.  The  concrete  shall 
be  deposited  In  layers  not  over  twelve  inches 
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(12  inches)  thick,  each  layer  to  be  thor- 
oughly and  compactly  tamped  until  the 
whole  is  perfectly  solid  and  free  mortar 
appears  on  the  surface.  The  material  form- 
ing all  exposed  surfaces  shall  he  so  placed 
aa  to  present  a  solid,  smooth  finish  when 
the  forms  are  removed  and  all  surfaces 
found  to  he  rough  or  porous  shall  he  neatly 
dressed,  or  pointed  with  mortar  of  the 
quality  specified  for  pointing,  free  of  cost 
to  the  Sanitary  District.  No  retempering 
of  concrete  will  be  allowed.  All  loose  stone 
and  foreign  material  lying  on  the  old  con- 
crete must  be  removed  and  the  surface  thor- 
oughly drenched  with  clean  water  before 
laying  any  new  concrete  thereon.  All 
dead  concrete  must  be  removed  from  the 
worlc.  No  concrete  shall  be  placed  in  freez- 
ing weathef  unless  permitted  by  the  En- 
gineer. 

Concrete  in  Curb  Walls. 

31.  Concrete  in  curb  walls,  if  ordered 
by  the  Engineer,  shall  consist  of  one  (1) 
part  Portland  cement,  five  (5)  parts  sand, 
and  ten  (10)  parts  broken  stone,  mixed  as 
specified  for  concrete  for  abutments  (para- 
graph 30). 

Mortar. 

32.  All  mortar  used  shall  be  of  the 
cement  and  sand  hereinbefore  specified. 
When  used  for  bedding  holsters  and  I-beam 
anchor  plates  It  shall  be  mixed  in  the  pro- 
portion3  of  one  part  Portland  cement  and 
two  parts  sand,  bulk  measurement,  and  for 
pointing  and  plastering  it  shall  consist  of 
one  part  of.  Portland  cement  to  one  and 
one-half  parts  (1%)  sand.  These  in- 
gredients shall  be  thoroughly  mixed  dry, 
when  suflScIent  clean  water  shall  be  added 
to  make  a  paste  of  the  proper  consistency, 
Which  must  be.  used  at  once.  No  mortar 
shall  be  used  that  has  set  or  become  stiff, 
nor  shall  any  retempering  be  permitted. 

Forms. 

33.  The  Contractor  shall  furnish  all 
forms  necessary  for  the  concrete  in  the 
abutments  or  curb  walla.  They  shall  be 
built  true  to  lines  and  dimensions,  of  plank 
of  sufficient  thickness,  surfaced  on  one  side, 
and  so  efllciently  braced  that  they  will  re- 
tain their  position  and  line  until  all  con- 
crete which  will  be  against  them  has  been 
placed  and  has  set.  All  forms  shall  be 
removed  by  the  Cfontractor  l>etore  comple- 
tion of  the  work.  The  <^8t  of  all  forms 
with  necessary  bracing  shall  be  included 
in  the  price  for  concrete  named  in  the  bid. 

Prices — Concrete  in  Abutments. 

34.  The  price  to  be  paid  for  Portland 
cement  concrete  in  abutments  above  eleva- 


tion minus  thirty  ( — 30)),  including  fur- 
nishing and  placing  all  forms  and  the 
bracing  necessary  to  hold  them  in  position, 
and  the  removal  of  same,  shall  be  a  price 
per  cubic  yard  named  in  the  bid.  When 
directed  by  the  Engineer,  by  written  order, 
broken  granite,  of  approved  quality,  shall 
be  used  in  concrete,  and  the  Contractor 
shall  receive  as  extra  payment  therefor, 
the  difference  in  actual  cost  delivered  at  the 
work  between  such  broken  granite  and  the 
broken  stone  herein  specified  for  concrete. 

35.  The  price  to  be  paid  for  all  concrete 
in  abutment  piers  placed  between  eleva- 
tions minus  thirty  ( — 30)  and  minus  forty- 
two  ( — 42)  shall  be  a  unit  price  per  cubic 
yard  to  be  named  in  the  bid.  Such  price 
shall  include  the  furnishing  and  placing  of 
all  forms  and  necessary  bracing  and  the 
removal  of  same.  It  shall  also  include 
such  maintenance,  protection  and  repairs 
of  coffer-dams  and  of  adjacent  buildings  and 
other  st^uctures  as  may  be  due  to  such  ex- 
tra depth  of  coffer-dams  for  piers  carried 
below  elevation  minus  thirty  ( — 30)  ;  also 
the  removal  of  all  such  extra  depth  of 
coffer-dam  due  to  the  additional  depth  of 
the  piers   (paragraph  27). 

Prices — Concrete  in   Curb    Walls. 

36.  The  Contractor  shall  build  curb 
walls  for  the  approaches,  if  so  ordered  by 
the  Engineer,  of  concrete  of  the  quality 
heretofore  specified  for  curb  walls  (para- 
graph 31).  The  Contractor  shall  receive 
for  such  concrete  in  curb  walls,  including 
the  cost  of  all  forms  and  necessary  brac- 
ing as  specified,  and  the  removal  of  all 
forms  and  bracing,  a  unit  price  per  cubic 
yard  which  shall  be  named  in  the  bid. 

Substructure  Metal. 

37.  The  steel  and  iron  to  be  known  as 
substructure  metal  and  which  shall  be  fur- 
nished and  erected  or  set  by  the  Contractor 
will  be  the  corrugated  bars,  and  other  metal 
of  a  similar  nature  ordered  by  the  Engi- 
neer. The  steel  to  be  known  as  substruc- 
ture metal  and  which  shall  be  erected  or 
set  by  the  contractor  for  the  substructure, 
but  which  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Con- 
tractor for  the  superstructure  will  include 
the  I-beam  bolsters,  I-beam  anchor  plates, 
eye-bar  anchors,  anchor  rods  and  bolts  and 
any  other  metal  work  furnished  by  direc- 
tion of  the  Engineer.  All  substructure 
metal  shall  1)e  located  and  set  with  the 
greatest  care,  and,  excepting  where  other- 
wise specified  for  bolsters,  shall  be  entirely 
surrounded  With  mortar,  free  of  stone,  of 
the  quality  used  In  concrete,  suflScient  In 
amount  to  insure  thorough  contact  with  all 
embedded  surfaces  of  the  metal.  Particular 
care  must  be  taken   to  set  all  bolsters  ac-

cttrately.  They  shall  be  bedded  in  and  com- 
pletely filled  wltb  mortar  of  quality  specl- 
HM  (paragraph  32).  All  anchorages  must 
be  held  securely  and  accurately  in  place 
while  the  concrete  is  being  built  up  around 
theto  In  layers,  as  speclfled,  to  the  dimen- 
sions and  forms  shown  on  the  plans.  All 
eye-bar  anchors  with  their  anchor  plates 
shall  be  set  with  extreme  care  and  any 
change  in  their  position  must  be  immedi- 
ately corrected  when  found.  To  allow  ad- 
justment the  upper  ends  of  all  eye-bars 
shall  be  inclosed  in  proper  boxes  or  pipe 
for  a  distance  of  not  less  than  ten  (10) 
feet  below  top  of  bolsters.  The  upper  ends 
of  all  anchor  rods  shall  be  kept  free  from 
the  concrete  for  a  distance  of  not  less 
than  six  («)  feet  below  top  of  finished 
masonry,  by  means  of  stove  pipe  of  proper 
filae  set  around  the  rods,  as  directed  by  the 
Engineer.  The  Contractor  shall  furnish  all 
corrugated  bars  shown  on  the  plans  or 
ordered  by  the  Engineer.  The  price 
to  be  paid  for  furnishing  corrugated 
bars  shall  be  a  unit  price  per  pound, 
delivered  at  the  site  of  the  work, 
which  shall  be  named  in  the  bid.  The 
price  to  be  paid  for  setting  or  erecting  all 
substructure  metal  of  any  kind,  in  the 
masonry  as  herein  speclfled,  shall  be  a  unit 
price  per  pound,  which  shall  be  named  in 
the  bid.  The  Contractor  shall  make  any 
or  all  templates  that  are  called  for  by  the 
Engineer,  and  place  the  same  so  as  to  se- 
cure accurate  lines  for  setting  any  work 
that  may  require  such,  and  shall  also  set 
any  templates  furnished  by  the  Contractor 
for  the  superstructure.  The  cost  of  paint- 
ing, setting  and  erecting  all  substructure 
metal  of  any  kind  whatsoever  and  the  fur- 
nishing and  setting  of  templates  and  of 
pipe  for  inclosing  anchorages,  as  above  spec- 
lfled, shall  be  included  in  the  price  to  be 
paid  for  setting  substructure  metal  in  ma- 
sonry. The  cost  of  mortar,  as  specified, 
placed  against  surfaces  of  metal  work  and 
for  bedding  bolsters,  I  beam  anchor  plates, 
etc.,  shall  be  Included  in  the  price  of  con- 
crete named  in  the  bid.  All  metal  must 
be  free  from  rust  and  dirt  when  the  con- 
crete or  mortar  is  placed  around  same  and 
where  necessary  shall  be  cleaned. 

Protccflona. 
38.  The  large  comer  clumps  of  the  pro- 
tection shall  be  white  or  burr  oak  piles  fifty 
(50)  feet  long,  where  that  length  can  be 
driven,  securely  bound  together  with  five 
(5)  laps  of  three-quarter  (%)  Inch  chain, 
spiked  all  around  with  six  by  one-fourth 
(6x^)  inch  wrought  Iron  spikes.  The  piles 
in  front  and  fiank  aprons  shall  be  white  or 
burr  oak.  fifty  (50)  feet  long,  where  that 
length  can  l)e  driven,  and  spaced  as  shown. 


Caps  shall  be  twelve  by  twelve  (12x12)- 
inch  oak,  and  wales  eight  by  twelve  (8x12) 
Inch  oak,  all  secured  as  shown.  Any  tem- 
porary protection  piles  In  clumps  or  other- 
wise around  the  coffer-dams  or  the  flnb- 
structure  shall  be  put  in  place  and  removed 
at  the  expense  of  the  Contractor,  free  of 
cost  to  the  Sanitary  District. 

Docking. 

39.  All  docking  along  either  bank  of  the 
river,  wherever  disturbed  or  damaged,  shall 
be  reconstructed  by  the  Contractor  and 
properly  back-filled  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Engineer.  The  same  must  be  made  to 
butt  against  the  new  work  In -a  workman- 
like and  substantial  manner,  the  whole 
to  ])e  done  free  of  cost  to  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict. All  piles  used  In  docking  must  be  of 
oak,  the  same  as  herein  specified  for  pro- 
tection piles,  forty-five  (45)  feet  In  length, 
spaced  not  exceeding  four  (4)  feet  centers 
and  securely  anchored  back  with  one  and 
three-eighths  inch  (1%  Inch)  anchor  rods 
through  each  pile. 

Approach  Filling. 

40.  After  the  completion  of  the  masotiry 
in  the  retaining  and  curb  walls  of  the  ap- 
proaches, if  built,  the  roadway  to  the  full 
width  between  the  walls  and  to  the  full 
height  required  for  paving  shall  be  filled 
by  the  Contractor  when  so  directed  by  the 
Engineer.  All  filling  must  be  made  with 
good  material  deposited  and  spread  In 
layers  not  over  six  Inches  (6  Inches)  in 
thickness  and  in  such  manner  as  to  receive 
the  greatest  possible  amount  6f  compacting 
and  settlement  during  the  progress  of  the 
work.  No  garbage  or  refuse  of  any  kind 
will  be  allowed  in  the  filling,  and  before 
commencing  the  work  all  material  not  suit- 
able for  filling,  as  directed  by  the  Engineer, 
shall  be  removed  from  the  area  to  be  filled. 
The  embankment  shall  1)e  watered  from  time 
to  time  and  rolled  or  tamped,  as  required 
by  the  Engineer.  The  price  to  be  paid  for 
all  filling  above  the  present  surface  of  the 
ground  (not  including  refilling  or  material 
from  excavation  for  retaining  or  curb 
walls)  shall  lie  a  price  per  cubic  yard, 
measured  in  place,  named  in  the  bid. 

8ewer9. 

41.  The  Contractor,  when  making  ex- 
cavation, shall  provide  proper  supports  for 
present  sewers,  and  where  necessary  to  tear 
out  old  sewers  ife  shall  provide,  during  coa- 
st ructi6n  of  the  substructure,  temporary 
ducts  to  empty  into  the  river.  The  Con- 
tractor shall  construct  permanent  sewers 
of  brick  up  to  the  back  wall  of  each  abut- 
ment and  of  concrete,  on  pile  and  timber 
supports    where    so    shown    on    the    plans. 
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between  the  back  wall  and  the  river.  He 
idiall  properly  connect  the  sewers  to  the 
♦rty  work,  and  all  work  must  conform 
strictly  to  city  ordinances.  The  cost  of 
all  temporary  supports  and  temporary 
dewers  and  of  reconstructing  the  sewers  of 
brick  from  the  connection  with  the  old 
work  to  the  back  walls  shall  be  a  lump 
sum  to  l)e  named  in  the  bid.  The  cost  of 
all  concrete  sewers  between  the  back  walls 
and  the  river  and  of  their  pile  and  timber 
supports,  etc..  shall  lie  the  unit  prices  for 
each  class  of  material  used  or  work  done 
stipulated  In  this  contract. 

Rc-cnforcing    liars.   Etc. 

42.  All  corrugated  bars  before  leaving 
the  shop  shall,  if  the  Kngineer  so  direct,  l)e 
thoroughly  cleaned  from  all  dirt,  mill  scale, 
rust.  etc..  using  proper  scrapers  and  wire 
brushes,  and  shall  receive  one  good  coat  of 
approved  paint,  well  brushed  In.  All  metal 
work  furnished  by  the  Contractor  shall  be 
eArefully  loaded  to  avoid  injury  in  trans- 
portation, and  shall  lie  at  the  Contractor's 
risk  until  completion  of  the  contract.  Three 
copies  of  each  invoice  of  material  shipped 
shall  l)e  furnished  to  the  Sanitary  District. 
Invoices  shall  show  the  actual  weight  of 
eac4i  kind  of  material  shipped. 

Delivery  of  Substructure   Mctat. 

4'4.  All  substructure  metal  furnished  by 
the  Contractor  for  the  superstructure  will 
he  delivered  to  the  Contractor  for  the  sub- 
structure, as  needed,  on  the  ground  at  the 
idte  of  the  bridge  or  at  such  points  as  the 
latter  party  may  designate  convenient  for 
both  parties,  but  no  expense  caused  by 
delay  due  to  non -deli very  of  such  sub- 
^ructurde  metal,  exceptlpg  for  maintenance 
of  coffer-dams,  shall  be  charged  to  the  Sani- 
tary District. 

Plans  of  Coffer- nam8. 

44.  Before  commencing  work  the  Con- 
tractor shall  submit  to  the  Engineer  for 
«xamlnation,  plans  of  such  coffer-dams  as 
he  proposes  to  use  in  the  work,  and  when 
ctestructed  In  accordance  with  such  plans, 
«ten  though  approved,  should  they  after- 
ward prove  insufficient  In  strength,  the 
failure  of  such  coffer-dams  shall  In  no  wise 
form  the  basis  of  claims  for  extra  compen- 
Ation  for  delay  or  damages  caused  by  such 
failure,  or  for  material  and  labor  required 
ftft  repairing  such  coffet-dams. 

Water  an4  Oo«  Pipes. 

45.  The  Contrictdr  shall,  during  con- 
^tfuction,  mAintttin  the  present  water  pipes, 
tfNrera  and  gas  mains,  or  conduits  of  any 
irrtd,  that  may  b«  uAearthed  by  him.     This 


maintenance  must  be  done  in  a  manner  sat- 
isfactory to  the  Engineer  and  to  the  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of 
Chicago,  free  of  cost  to  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict. 

40.  No  water  shall  be  drawn  from  the 
fire  hydrants  until  the  necessary  permit  Is. 
procured. 

Examining    Site. 

47.  Prospective  bidders  for  this  work 
are  required  to  carefully  examine  the  ex- 
isting structure  and  adjacent  premises  In 
order  to  inform'  himself,  or  themselves,  as 
to  the  magnitude  and  nature  of  all  of  the 
contemplated  work,  and  also  the  facilities 
for  the  delivery  of  new  material  at  the 
site.  No  plea  of  ignorance  of  what  is  re- 
quired, as  a  result  of  failure  to  make  proper 
examinations,  will  in  any  case  be  accepted 
as  a  sufficient  excuse  for  any  failure  or 
omLssIon  on  the  part  of  the  Contractor  to 
fulfill  in  every  detail  all  the  requirements  of 
this  contract. 

Measurements. 

48.  Measurements  of  all  ma.sonry  shall 
be  by  the  cubic  3'ard,  and  all  payments  shall 
be  made  upon  the  actual  cubical  contents  of 
the  completed  masonry  within  the  lines  as 
shown  on  the  plans.  Measurements  of  all 
materials  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the 
units  of  measurements  as  herein  specified. 

Ereeiion. 

4».  The  Contractor  shall  furnish  all 
staging  and  false  work,  and  all  temporary 
protections  necessary  for  the  safety  of  .the 
work.  The  Contractor  shall  assume  all  risks 
of  accidents  to  men  or  material  prior  to  the 
acceptance  of  the  finished  structure.  Ue' 
shall  furnish  and  erect  all  barricades  and 
protections  necessary  for  the  safety  of  the 
public.  The  Contractor  must  also  remove 
all  false  work,  forms,  piling  and  other  ob- 
structions, or  unsightly  material  produced 
by  his  operations.  All  of  the  above  shall 
be  done  free  of  cost  to  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict. 

Final  Acceptance. 

7)0.  Any  material  or  workmanship  which 
does  not  satisfy  the  requirements  of  these 
specifications  may  he  rejected  by  the  Engi- 
neer at  any  time  before  the  final  accept- 
ance of  the  work,  and  the  Contractor  shall 
make  good  all  deficiencies  at  his  own  cost. 
The  fact  that  the  authorized  Inspectors 
have  lnsi>ected  said  material  or  workman- 
ship shall  not  make  the  Sanitary  District 
liable  for  extra  cost  for  replacing  the  same 
with  material  or  workmanship  accept^  by 
the  Bnglneer  on  final  acceptance.

GENERAL     CONDITIONS. 

General  Conditions. 

51.  The  drawings  furnished  form  a  part 
of  these  speciflcatlons,  and  any  work  shown 
therein  shall  be  executed  the  same  as  if 
mentioned  herein.  The  work  is  to  be  made 
complete  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Engineer,  notwithstanding  any  omissions  in 
plans  or  speciflcations. 

Changes  in  Plans. 

52.  The  quantity  of  work  and  material 
figured  front  the  plans  is  approximate,  and 
the  Sanitary  District  reserves  the  right  to 
make  any  changes  in  the  plans  or  specifica- 
tions which  may  be  deemed  necessary,  either 
before  or  after  beginning  the  construction 
thereof ;  provided,  that  if  alterations  are 
made,  the  general  character  of  the  work  as 
a  whole  is  not  changed  thereby.  If  such 
alterations  diminish  the  quantity  of  work 
to  he  done,  they  shall  not  constitute  a 
claim  for  damages  nor  for  anticipated 
profits  on  the  work  that  may  be  dispensed 
with;  if  they  increase  the* amount  of  work, 
such  increase  shall  be  paid  for  according 
to  the  quantity  of  work  actually  done,  and 
at  prices  and  rates  established  for  such 
work  under  this  contract.  Notice  of  change 
of  plan  must  be  given  to  the  Contractor  in 
writing,  and  It  Is  expressly  agreed  that  no 
alterations  or  additions  or  extra  work  are 
to  be  paid  for,  unless  so  directed  In  writing. 

Extra   Work. 

53.  All  claims  for  extra  labor  or  ma- 
terial furnished  by  the  Contractor,  or  for 
damages  from  any  cause  whatever,  must  be 
reported  to  the  Engineer  at  the  time  such 

.  labor  or  material  is  furnished  or  such  dam- 
ages occur,  and  they  must  ahso  be  presented 
to  him  in  writing  at  the  end  of  the  month ; 
provided  that  nothing  shall  J)e  paid  for  as 
extra  work  that  can  be  classified  under  any 
of  the  heads  upon  which  prices  are  fixed 
by  this  contract.  Whenever  work  is  re- 
quired to  be  done,  which  is  not  now  con- 
templated or  covered  by  the  prices  herein- 
after given,  the  Committee  on  Engineering 
shall  fix  such  prices  for  the  work  as  they 
shall  consider  just  and  equitable,  and  the 
Contractor  shall  abide  by  such  prices,  pro- 
vided he  enters  upon  such  work  with  a  fiill 
knowledge  of  the  prices  so  fixed  by  the  said 
Committee;  but  if  the  Contractor  declines 
executing  said  work  at  the  prices  fixed  by 
said  Committee,  then  the  Sanitary  District 
may  enter  into  contract  with  any  person  or 
persons  for  its  execution  the  same  as  if  this 
contract  had  never  existed;  and  if  extra 
work  or  work  not  provided  for  In  this  con- 
tract   Is    performed    by    the    Contractor   be- 


fore prices  have  been  fixe^  for  such  work, 
then  the  Engineer  shall  estimate  the  same 
at  such  prices  as  he  shaU  deem  Juat  and 
reasonable,  and  his  decision  shall  h&  final, 
and  the  said  Contractor  shall  accept  such 
prices  in  full  satisfaction  of  all  demands 
against  the  Sanitary  District  for  said 
extra  work ;  provided  that  if  the  extra 
work  done  under  this  contract  i/s  of  such 
a  nature,  l)oIng  distinct  from  other  work 
being  done  by  said  Contractor,  that  the  ac- 
tual cost  of  the  same  can  be  determined, 
then  the  said  Contractor  shall  receive,  and 
the  Sanitary  District  shall  pay,  in  full 
satisfaction  for  the  same,  the  actual  cost 
of  the  work  with  fifteen  (15)  per  cent 
added.  I»rovIded,  further,  that  nothing 
shall  be  'deemed  extra  work  which  can  be 
measured  or  estimated  under  the  provisions 
of  this  contract. 

Responsibility  of  Contractor. 

54.  It  is  further  agreed  that  In  all  cases 
of  question  or  dispute  arising  or  growing 
out  of  this  contract  in  any  way  regarding 
the  cost  or  value  of  extras,  variations,  al- 
lowances, deductions,  or  the  amount  of  dam- 
ages in  any  manner  growing  out  of  the  vio- 
lation of  this  contract,  the  .decision  of  the 
Engineer  shall  be  final  and  binding  on  both 
parties  hereto.  All  work  provided  for  in 
this  contract  is  to  be  done  under  the  direc- 
tion and  supervision  of  the  Engineer  and 
his  properly  authorized  agents.  The  Con- 
tractor is  to  ])e  guided  by  the  lines,  stakes, 
marks  and  grades  given  by  them,  and  is  to 
carefully  preserve  the  same  as  far  as  pos- 
sible during  the  progress  of  the  work,  and 
is  to  furnish  all  needed  facnities.  without 
charge  therefor,  to  enable  the  Engineer  to 
properly  give  lines  and  grades  and  to  In- 
spect and  measure  the  work  from  time  to 
time. 

55.  All  materials  of  whatever  kind  to 
lie  used  in  the  work  will  be  subject  to  the 
inspection  and  approval  of  the  Engineer. 
All  unsuitable  or  rejected  materials  must  be 
removed  from  the  premises  at  once  by  the 
Contractor. 

50.  All  work  shall  be  subject  to  con- 
stant inspection  l)efore  aceptance.  Any  un- 
faithful or  imperfect  work  that  may  dis- 
covered Ijefore  its  final  acceptance  shall  be 
corrected  Imme<\lately,  and  any  unsatis- 
factory material  iised  in  the  work  shall  be 
rejected  and  removed  on  the  requirement  of 
the  Engineer,  notwithstanding  they  may 
have  Tjeen  overlooked  by.ihe  inspector  and 
estimated.  The  Inspection  of  any  work 
shall  not  relieve  the  Contractor  of  any  of 
his  obligations  to  perform  sound  work,  as 
herein  specified,  and  all  work  which,  dur- 
ing Its  progress  and  before  its  final  ac- 
ceptance,   may    ))ecome   damaged    from    any 
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cause,  shall  he  remoT^  and  replaced  by 
sood  and  satisfactory  work. 

57.  The  Contractor  will  be  responsible 
for  the  entire  work  until  completed  and  ac- 
cepted by  the  Sanitary  District.  The  Con- 
tractor will  be  required  to  g^ve  his  per- 
sonal attention  to  the  fulfillment  of  this 
contract  and  to  the  execution  of  the  wo.rk. 
He  is  to  keep  the  same  under  his  control, 
and  will  not  be  .  allowed  to  sublet  all  or 
any  part  of  it;  it  being  distinctly  under- 
stood and  agreed  that  the  subletting  of  the 
work  covered  by  this  contract,  or  any  part 
thereof,  shall,  after  thirty  (80)  days'  no- 
tice, work  a  forfeiture  of  the  contract  at 
the  option  of  the  Sanitary  District. 

58.  Daring  all  periods  of  construction 
the  Contractor  shall  uninterruptedly  keep 
open  for  navigation  a  channel  of  sufficient 
width  in  the  river  to  permit  continuous 
traffic  on  the  same. 

59.  In  the  event  of  any  action  at  law  or 
in  equity  being  taken  by  any  person,  per- 
sons or  corporation,  which  would  restrain 
tbe  Sanitary  District  from  giving  or  the 
Contractor  from  securing  possession  of  the 
site  of  the  bridge,  or  in  any  way  delay  the 
execution  of  this  contract,  then,  in  that 
case,  the  Contractor  «hall  not  hold  the 
Sanitary  District  liable  for  any  loss  or 
damage  by  him  sustained  on  account  of 
such  interference,  and  the  Contractor  shall 
.b^  .accorded  an  extension  of  the  period 
'within  which  the  work  was  to  have  been 

completed  by  tbe  terms  of  this  contract, 
equal  to  the  time  lost  by  reason,  of  such 
restraint. 

60.  The  Contractor  shall  conform  to  all 
the  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Chicago  and 
tbe  regulations  imposed  by  the  United 
States  Government  In  any  manner  affect- 
ing this  work,  and  he  shall  release  the  Sani- 
tary District  of  Chicago  from  all  responsi- 
bility for  loss  or  damage  occasioned  by  de- 
lays or  Inconveniences  due  to  the  naviga- 
tion of  the  river  by  vessels  of  any  sort  or 
description  or  for  other  causes  not  now 
foreseen.  He  shall  also  be  responsible  for 
and  make  good  all  damages  to  adjoining 
property  which  may  be  occasioned  by  him  or 
bis  work  in  the  execution  of  this  contract. 

61.  The  Contractor  will  not  be  allowed 
to  assign  by  power  of  attorney  or  other- 
wise, any  portion  of  the  moneys  that  may 
become  due  through  the  workings  of  this 
contract.  In  case  the  Contractor  falls  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  contract 
as  to  progress  and  character  of  work,  he 
Bhall  be  duly  notified  in  writing,  and  thirty 
<30)  days  after  the  giving  of  said  notice 
the  Sanitary  District  may  declare  this  con- 


tract   forfeited.    If    there    Is    a    substantial 
failure  to  comply  with  its  provisions. 

Tools. 

62.  The  Contractor  is  to  furnish  all  the 
tools  of  every  description,  including  pumps, 
carti  and » tracks,  boats,  barges  and  tugs 
necessary  to  the  full  and  complete  carrying 
out  of  this  contract,  and  on  completion  of 
the  work  is  to  remove  all  tools,  buildings 
and  materials  of  all  kinds  from  the  site  of 
the  bridge. 

Precautions. 

63.  Whatever  precautions  may  be  neces- 
sary to  render  any  portion  of  the  work  more 
secure  in  any  respect,  or  to  decrease  the 
liability  of  accident  from  any  cause,  or  to 
avoid  contingencies  which  are  liable  to  de- 
lay the  completion  of  the  work,  shall  be 
taken  by  the  Contractor. 

Workmen. 

64.  The  Contractor  shall  employ  com- 
petent foremen  and  laborers,  and  shall  dis- 
charge at  the  request  of  the  Engineer,  any 
incompetent  or  unfaithful  men  in  his  em- 
ploy. None  but  men  expert  in  thcflr  respec- 
tive branches  of  work  shall  be  employed 
where  special  skill  is  required,  and  in  the 
employment  of  men  preference  shall  be 
given  to  union  laborers.  It  is  especially 
understood  and  agreed  that  eight  (8)  hours 
shall  constitute  a  day's  work,  and  that  no 
workman  shall  be  employed  or  required  to 
work  more  than  eight  (8)  hours  out  of  any 
twenty- four  (24)  hours,  and  no  Work  in 
excess  of  that  time  shall  be  allowed.  In 
the  event  of  any  violation  of  the  above 
eight  (8)  hour  provision,  it  Is  agreed  here- 
by that  the  said  District  shall,  and  that  It 
Is  duly  authorized  to  retain  from  any 
money  due,  or  to  become  due,  at  any  time 
from  it  to  the  Contractor,  as  liquidated 
damages,  the  sum  of  five  dollars  ($5)  per 
hour  for  each  hour  that  any  employe  shall 
l)e  required  to  work  in  excess  of  eight  (>) 
hours  per  day,  pursuant  to  the  terms  auti 
conditions  of  the  ordinance  adopted  Juue 
23d,  1897,  attached  hereto. 

Patents. 

65.  It  Is  further  agreed  that  the  C»a- 
tractor  shall  Indemnify,  keep  nn'd  save 
harmless  said  Sanitary  District  from  all 
liabilities,  Judgments,  costs,  damages  and 
expenses  i?^hich  may  in  anywise  come 
against  said  Sanitary  District,  or  which 
may  result  on  account  of  any  infringe- 
ment of  any  patent  by  means  of  the  use  of 
any  materials,  machinery,  device  or  ap- 
paratus used  In  the  performance  of  thU 
contract,  or  of  designs  furnished  by  the

In  any  such  case  the  party 
of  the  first  part  is  hereby  authorised  and 
empowered  by  the  party  of  the  second  part 
to  ascertain  by  its  Engineer  the  amounts 
due  OP  owing  from  said  Contractor  to  any 
la1>orer  or  laborers,  or  to  any  person  or  per- 
sons, for  material,  tools,  explosives,  ma- 
chinery, appliances,  fuel,  provisions  or  sup- 
plies of  any  sort  or  kind  consumed  upon,  In 
or  on  account  of  the  work  covered  by  this 
contract  In  such  manner  and  upon  snch 
proofs  as  the  said  Engineer  may  deem 
sufllclent. 

Contractor's  Bond. 

73.  The  Contractor  shall  famish  bond 
In  the  sum  of  forty  thousand  dollars 
($40,000)  for  the  substructure  of  this 
bridge,  with  good  and  sufficient  sureties, 
the  same  to  be  satisfactory  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Sanitary  District,  con- 
ditioned upon  the  faithful  performance  of 
all  the'  terms  and  conditions  of  this  con- 
tract :  and  should  the  sureties  on  said  bond 
at  any  time  fail  financially,  or  be,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  said  Board  of  Trustees,  in- 
sufficient security  for  the  penalty  of  said 
l)ond,  then.  In  that  case,  they  may,  on  giv- 
ing ten  (10)  days*  notice  thereof,  In  writ- 
ing, require  said  Contractor  to  furnish  a 
new  and  additional  bond  in  place  of  the 
bond  so  having  become  insufficient  or 
worthless.  •^ 

Final  Payment. 

74.  The  said  party  of  the  second  part 
further  agrees  that  he  shall  not  be  entitled 
to  demand  or  receive  final  payment  for  any 
portion  of  the  aforesaid  work -or  materials 
except  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  this 
agreement,  nor  until  all  of  the  stipulations 
hereinbefore  mentioned  are  compiled  with, 
and  the  said  Engineer  shall  have  given  bis 
certificate  to  that  effect ;  whereupon  the 
said  party  of  the  first  part  will,  at  the  ex- 
piration of  thirty  (30)  days  after  such 
completion  and  delivery  of  such  certificate, 
pay,  and  It  hereby  binds  Itself  to  pay,  the 
said  party  of  the  second  part.  In  cash,  the 
whole  amount  of  money  accruing  to  said 
second  party  under  this  contract,  excepting 
such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  may  ttn 
lawfully  retained  under  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  tfils  contract  hereinbefore  set 
forth.  I*rovIded,  that  nothing  herein  con-  ■ 
tained  shall  lie  construed  to  affect  the  right 
hereby  reserved  by  the  said  party  of  the 
first  part  to  reject  the  whole  or  any  por- 
tion of  the  aforesaid  work,  should  the  said 
certificate  l)e  found  to  be  inconsistent  with 
the  terms  of  this  agreement  br  otherwise 
Improperly  given.

Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that 
a  settlement  on  the  basis  above  stated 
would  be  proper  and  advantageous  to 
the .

Contract  and  Specifications  for  Raising 
the  Roadway  of  Brandon's  Bridge,  Cross- 
ing the  Desplalnes  River  in  Will  County, 
Illinois. 

This  Agrekmknt,  Made  and  entered  Into 
this  28th  day  of  July,  A.  D.  1904,  by  and 
between  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago, 
of  tb^  first  part,  and  Franklin  Hardin  and 
E.  A.  Uardln,  copartners  doing  business 
under  the  firm  name  and  style  of  ITardln  & 
Co.,  of  Chicago,  Illinois,  of  the  second  part : 

A— 

Witncsscth,  That  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part  has  covenanted,  contracted  and 
agreed,  and  by  these  presents  does  covenant, 
contract  and  agree  with  the  said  party  of 
the  first  part,  for  the  consideration  of  the 
payments  to  be  made  as  provided  herein, 
to  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  by  the 
said  party  of  the  first  part,  and  under  a 
penalty  exliressed  In  a  bond  bearing  even 
date  hei-ewlth,  at  his  own  -proper  cost  and 
expense  to  do  all  the  work,  and  to  furnish 
all  material,  tools,  explosives,  labor  and  all 
appliances  and  appurtenances  called  for  by 
this  agreement.  In  the  manner  and  under 
the  conditions  hereinafter  stipulated,  that 
are  necessary  to  the  complete  doing  of  the 
work  known  and  distinguished  by  the  spec- 
ifications herein  contained,  and  the  plans 
avcompanylng  them,  ns  raising  the  roadway 
of  Brandon's  Bridge  Ro»d.  crossing  the 
Desplalnes  River  in  Will  County,  Illinois. 

It  Is  further  covenanted,  contracted  and 
agreed  that  the  work  shall  be  executed 
under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Sanitary  District  of 
Chicago,  and  his  properfy  authorized  agents, 
1>y  whose  measurements  and  calculations 
the  quantities  and  amounts  of  the  several 
kinds  of  work  performed  under  this  contract 
shall  be  determined,  and  on  whose  inspec- 
tion all  work  shall  be  accepted  or  con- 
demned. The  said  Chief  Engineer  and  his 
properly  authorized  agents  shall  have  full 
power  to  reject  or  condemn  all  materials 
furnished  or  work  performed  under  this 
contract  which  do  not  fully  conform  to 
its  spirit  and  to  the  terms  and  conditions 
herein  expressed ;  and  the  Chief  Engineer 
shall  decide  every  question  which  may  arise 
between   the   parties  hereto   relative  to  the 


execution    thereof,    and    his    decision    shall 
be  final  and  binding  upon  both  parties. 

C— 

Whenever  the  words  "Sanitary  District** 
are  used  In  this  contract,  they  shall  be 
understood  to  mean  the  Sanitary  District 
of  Chicago,  as  represented  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Sanitary  District  or  their 
duly  authorized  and  accredited  agents. 

Wherever  the  words  "Chief  Engineer**  or 
"Engineer"  are  used  herein,  they  shall  be 
understood  to  mean  the  Chief-  Engineer  of 
the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago,  or  his 
properly  authorized  agents,  limited  by  the 
particular  duties  intrusted  to  them. 

Wherever  the  word  "Contractor"  is  used 
herein,  it  shall  be  understood  to  •mean  the 
person  or  persons  or  copartnership  or  corpo- 
ration entering  Into  this  contract  as  party 
of  the  second  part. 

The  following  ordinance,  passed  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Sanitary  District 
of  Chicago,  June  23,  1897,  Is  hereby  made 
a  part  of  this  contract  and  the  party  of  the 
second  part  agrees  to  comply  with  Its  pro- 
visions, and  in  case  of  violation  thereof 
to  l>e  subject  to  the  penalties  therein  author- 
ized to  be  inft>osed : 

"Be  it  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Tru$tee$ 
of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago: 

"Section  1.  That  in  the  preparation  of 
all  future  specifications  for  contracts  for 
the  construction  of  the  Main  Channel  and 
auxiliary  works,  the  Engineering  Depart- 
ment shall  provide  that  such  contracts 
shall  be  executed  In  conformance  with  the 
law  constituting  eight  (8)  hours  a  legal 
day's  work  In  all  contracts  under  the  Sani- 
tary District  of  Chicago,  and  that  in  the 
employment  of  labor  contractors  shall  be 
required  and  specifically  agree  to  give  pref- 
erence to  union  labor. 

"Section  2.  That  all  contracts  hereafter 
executed  for  the  works  of  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict of  Chicago  shall  contain  provisions  con- 
stituting eight  (8)  hours  a  legal  day's  work, 
and  forbidding  the  employment  of  any  em- 
ploye or  employes  for  a  longer  period  than 
eight  (8)  hours  In  any  twenty-four  (24) 
hours,  and  that  said  contract  shall  vest 
specific  authority  in  the  Police  I>epartment 
of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago  to  exer- 
cise supervision  for  the  enforcement  of  this 
provision,  and  shall  provide  that  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chi- 
cago shall  be  empowered.  In  all  cases  of 
violation  of  said  eight  (8)  hour  law,  to 
deduct  and  retain  from  any  money  accruing 
to  said  contractors  a  sum  as  liquidated 
damages  at  the  rate  of  five  dollars  ($5.00) 
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per  hour  for  each  employe  who  shall  be  re- 
quired to  work  in  excess  of  eight  (8)  hours 
per  day  by  any  contractor  on  said  canal." 


SPECIFICATIONS. 

The  work  to  be  done  is  as  follows: 
General  Description. 

1.  The.  roadway  is  to  be  raised  to  an 
elevation  of  sixty-four  feet  below  Chicago 
datum  (—64)  ;  it  is  to  be  thirty  (30)  feet 
wide  on  top  with  side  slopes  of  one  (1) 
foot  vertical  to  one  and  one-half  (IH)  t^t 
horixontal.  The  material  used  for  filling 
must  be  provided  by  the  contractor  and  may 
be  earth,  broken  rock  or  gravel,  up  to  a 
height  of  one  foot  below  the  finished  grade 
and  it  shall  be  brought  up  to  the  established 
grade  with  broken  stone  not  larger  than 
will  pass  through  a  two  (2)  inch  ring  or 
in  place  thereof  clean  gravel  of  similar 
dimensions  may  be  used  and  the  roadway 
thus  prepared  shall  be  top  dressed  with 
clean  gravel  or  stone  screenings ;  to  be 
then  thoroughly  sprinkled  and  while  wet 
to  be  rolled  with  a  ten-ton  road  roller. 

The  finished  surface  shall  be  crowned 
at  the  middle  so  as  to  Insure  proper  drain- 
age. This  crowning  shall  bring  the  finished 
surface  at  center  of  roadway  three  Inches 
above  the  established  grade  and  at  the 
sides  three  inches  below  said  grade. 
EsNXivaUon. 

2.  Excavation  between  Stations  6-|-80  and 
9.  The  existing  roadway  must  be  ex- 
cavated down  to  the  rock  surface  so 
as  to  provide  an  opening  for  the  flow  of 
water  and  a  solid  base  for  the  sills  of  the 
trestle  bents.  The  material  excavated  to  be 
used  as  filling  In  the  roadway  on  either  side 
of  the  trestle. 

Timber  Trestle. 

3.  Between  stations  6-|-80  and  9,  as 
indicated  upon  the  profile  which  accom- 
panies and  forms  a  part  of  these  specifi- 
cations, a  trestle  bridge  shall  be  built  con- 
forming to  the  following  requirements : 
The  timber  used  for  trestle  bents  shall  be 
of  hemlock  of  the  dimensions  called  for 
on  the  drawings  to  be  furaished  by  the 
Ehigineer  when  any  structure  Is  determined 
upon.  All  such  structures  shall  be  framed 
carefully  and  put  togther  with  iron  drift 
bolts,  sway  braces  to  be  spiked  on.  Floor 
joists  to  be  of  white  or  Norway  pine  four 
(4)  Inches  by  fourteen  (14)  Inches,  In 
lengths  not  to  exceed  eighteen  (18)  feet. 
The  floors  to  be  of  yellow  pine.  The  wheel 
guards  to  be  of  yellow  pine ;  side  rails  to 
be  of  white  or  yellow  pine.  Hand  rails 
to  be  planed  smooth.  All  materials  to  be 
sound  and  free  from  wind  shakes,  knot  holes 


and  rotten  knots.  The  entire  structure  to 
be  erected  in  a  substantial  and  workmanlike 
manner  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  .the 
Engineer.  Prices  bid  per  thousand  feet 
B.  M.  to  Include  the  cost  of  all  drift  bolts, 
spikes  and  nails  used  in  the  structure. 
Eatra  Work. 

4.  All  claims  for  extra  labor  or  material 
furnished  by  the  contractor,  or  for  damages 
from  any  cause  whatever,  must  be  reported 
to  the  Chief  Engineer  at  the  time  such 
labor  or  material  is  furnished  or  such  dam- 
ages occurs ;  and  they  must  also  be  presented 
to  him  In  writing  at  the  end  of  the  month ; 
provided  that,  except  as  specially  specified, 
nothing  shall  be  paid  for  as  extras  that  can 
be  classified  under  any  of  the  heads  upon 
which  prices  are  fixed  by  this  contract. 
Particular  attention  is  directed  to  the  fore- 
going  clause. 

5.  Whenever  work  Is  required  to  be  done, 
which  Is  not  now  contemplated  or  covered 
by  the  prices  hereinafter  given  and  as  other- 
wise specified,  the  Chief  Engineer  shall  fir 
such  prices  for  the  work  as  he  shall  con- 
sider just  and  equitable,  and  the  contractor 
shall  abide  by  such  prices,  provided  he 
enters  upon  such  work  with  full  knowledge 
of  the  prices  so  fixed  by  the  Chief  Engineer ; 
but  If  the  contractor  declines  executing 
said  work  at  the  prices  fixed  by  the 
Engineer,  then  the  Sanitary  District  may 
enter  Into  contract  with  any  person  or  per- 
sons for  its  execution,  the  same  as  If  tbi9 
contract  had  never  existed ;  and  If  extra 
work,  or  woVk  not  provided  for  In  this  con- 
tract* Is  performed  by  the  contractor,  be- 
fore prices  have  *been  fixed  for  such  work, 
then  the  Chief  Engineer  shall  estimate  the 
same  at  such  prices  as  he  shall  deem  Just 
and  reasonable,  and  his  decision  shall  be 
final,  and  the  said  contractor  shall  accept 
such  prices  In  full  satisfaction  of  all  de- 
mands against  the  Sanitary  District  for 
said  extra  work ;  provided  that  If  the  extra 
work  done  under  this  contract  Is  of  such 
a  nature,  being  distinct  from  other  work 
being  done  by  said  contractor,  that  the 
actual  cost  of  the  same  can  be  determined, 
then  the  said  contractor  shall  receive,  and 
the  Sanitary  District  shall  pay  in  full 
satisfaction  for  the  same,  the  actual  cost 
of  the  work  with  fifteen  (!."»)  per  cent. 
added.  Provided,  further,  that  nothing 
shall  be  deemed  extra  work  which  can  lie 
measured  or  estimated  under  the  provisions 
of  this  contract. 

G.  It  Is  further  agreed  that  In  all  cases 
of  c|^estlon  or  dispute  arising  or  growing 
out  of  this  contract  in  any  way  regarding 
the  cost  or-  value  of  extras,  variations,  al- 
lowances, deductions  or  the  amount  of 
damages  in  any  manner  growing  out  of  the 
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violation  of  this  contract,  the  decision  of 
the  Engineer  shall  be  final  and  binding  on 
both  parties  hereto. 

Responsibility    of    Contractor. 

7.  All  the  work  provided  for  in  this  con- 
tract is  to  be  done  under  the  direction  and 
supervision  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  his 
properly  authorized  agents.  The  contractor 
is  to  be  guided  by  the  lines,  stakes,  marks 
and  grades  given  by  them,  and  is  to  care- 
fully preserve  the  same  as  far  as  possible 
during  the  progress  of  the  work ;  and  is 
to  furnish  all  needed  facilities,  without 
charge  therefor,  to  enable  the  Chief  Engi- 
neer to  properly  give  lines  and  grades  to 
measure  the  work  from   time  to  time. 

8.  All  work  will  be  subject  to  inspection 
by  the  said  Chief  Engineer  and  his  said 
agents,  and  if  not  in  acordance  with  the 
requirements  of  this  contract,  is  to  be  made 
good  by  the  contractor.  The  contractor 
will  be  responsible  for  the  entire  work  until 
completed  and  accepted  by  the  Sanitary 
District.  The  contractor  will  be  required 
to  give  his  personal  attention  to  the  ful- 
filment of  this  contract  and  to  the  execu- 
tion of  the  work.  He  is  to  keep  the  same 
under  his  control  and  will  not  be  allowed 
to  sub-let  all  or  any  part  of  It;  It  being 
distinctly  understood  and  agreed  that  the 
sub-letting  of  work  covered  by  this  contract, 
or  any  paift  thereof  shall  after  ten  (10)  days* 
notice,  work  a  forfeiture  of  the  contract, 
at  the  option  of  the  Sanitary  District. 

9.  The  contractor  will  not  be  allowed 
to  assign,  by  power  of  attorney  or  other- 
wise, any  portion  of  the  -moneys  that  may 
become  due  through  the  workings  of  this 
contract.  In  case  the  contractor  fails  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  contract, 
as  to  progress  and  character  of  work,  he 
shall  he  duly  notified  in  writing,  and  ten 
(10)  days  after  the  giving  of  said  notice 
the  party  of  the  first  part  may  declare 
this  contract  forfeited,  if  there  is  substan- 
tial failure  to  comply   with  its  provisions. 

Changes  in  Plan. 

10.  In  addition  to  the  reservations  made, 
the  Sanitary  District  reserves  the  right  to 
make  alterations  In  the  line,  grade  and 
minor  details  or  plan,  form,  dimensions  or 
material  of  the  work  herein  provided  for, 
either  before  or  after  the  beginning  of  con- 
struction, provided,  thut  if  alterations  are 
made,  the  general  character  of  the  work, 
as  a  whole,  is  not  thereby  changed.  If  such 
alterations  diminish  the  quantity  of  the 
work  to  be  done,  they  shall  not  constitute 
a  claim  for  damages,  or  for  anticipated 
profits  on  the  work  that  may  be  dispensed 
with ;  if  they  Increase  the  amount  of  work, 
such  increase  shall  be  paid  for  according  to 


the  quantity  of  the  work  actually  done, 
and  at  prices  and  rates  established  for 
such  work  under  thia  contract.  Notice 
of  any  change  of  plan  must  be  given  the 
contractor  in  writing.  And  it  is  expressly 
agreed  that  no  alterations  or  additions  of 
extra  work  are  to  be  paid  for  unless  directed 
in  writing. 

Tools. 

11.  The  contractor  is  to  furnish  all  the 
tools  of  every  kind  and  description,  includ- 
ing pumps,  cars  and  tracks  necessary  to 
the  full  and  complete  carrying  out  of  this 
contract;  and  on  completion  of  the  work 
is  to  remove  all  tools,  buildings  and  mate- 
rial of  all  kinds  from  the  right  of  way  of 
the  main  drainage  channel. 

Precautions. 

12.  Whatever  precautions  may  be  neces- 
sary to  render  any  portion  of  the  work 
more  secure  in  any  respect,  or  to  decrease 
the  liability  of  accident  from  any  cause,  or 
to  avoid  contingencies  which  are  liable  to 
delay  the  completion  of  the  work,  shall  be 
taken  by  the  contractor. 

Workmen. 

13.  The  contractor  shall  employ  compe- 
tent foi-oman  and  laborers,  and  shall  dis- 
charge at  the  request  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
any  Incompetent  or  unfaithful  men  In  his 
employ.  None  but  men  expert  in  their 
respective  branches  of  work  shall  be  em- 
ployed where  special  skill  is  required,  and  in 
the  employment  of  men  preference  shall 
be  given  to  union  laborers. 

Damages. 

14.  If  any  damage  shall  be  done  by  the 
contractor,  or  by  any  person  or  persons  in 
his  employ,  to  the  owner  or  occupants  of 
land  or  to  any  property  adjoining  or  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  work  contracted  to  be 
done,  or  to  a  neighboring  contractor,  the 
Chief  Engineer  shall  have  the  right  to  esti- 
mate the  amount  of  said  damages  and  to 
cause  the  Sanitary  District  to  pay  the  same 
to  the  said  owners  or  occupants,  and  the 
amount  so  paid  for  such  damages  shall 
be  deducted  from  the  money  due  said  c<Hi- 
tractor  under  his  contract. 

15.  Said  contractor  covenants  and  agrcSS 
to  pay  all  damages  for  atty  personal  injnry 
sustained  by  any  person,  growing  out  of 
any  act  or  doing  of  himself  or  his  employes, 
that  is  in  the  nature  of  a  legal  liability, 
and  he  hereby  agrees  to  indemnify  and  to 
save  the  Sanitary  District  harmless  against 
all  suits  or  actions  of  every  name  a^d. 
deseriprion  brought  against  the  said  Sai&l- 
tary  District  for  or  on  acount  of  any  such 
Injuries  or  such  damages  received  or  sas- 
tained  by  any  person  or  persons  by  or  frtftt 
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oald  contractor,  his  servants,  agents  or  em- 
ployes in  the  execution  of  said  work ;  or 
by  or  in  consequence  of  any  negligence  in 
snarding  the.  same;  or  by  or  on  account 
of  any  act  or  omission  of  said  contractor, 
bis  agents  or  employes ;  and  the  said  con- 
tractor, further  agrees  tliat  so  much  of  the 
money  due  him,  under  and  by  virtue  of 
this  contract  as'  shall  lie  considered  neces- 
aai-y  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Sani- 
tary District,  may  bo  retained  by  the  said 
Sanitary  District  until  such  suit  or  claim 
for  damages  as  aforesaid  shall  have  been 
settled,  and  evidence  to  that  effect  furnished 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said  Board  of 
TruateeH. 

Sanitary    District    Laic. 

16.  The  said  contractor  hereby  agrees 
to  carry  on  all  work  provided  for  fn  this 
contract,  in  strict  conformity  to  the  re- 
quirements of  the  law  under  which  the 
Sanitary  District  of  Chicago  is  organized, 
entitled :  "An  Act  to  create  Sanitary  Dis- 
tricts and  to  remove  obstructions  from  the 
Desplalnes  and  Illinois  Itivers,"  approved 
Miy  29,  1889,  in  force  July  1,  1889,  which 
provides  in  Section  11,  among  other  things, 
that  "No  person  shall  l>e  employed  on  said 
work  unless  h«  be  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States  or  has  in  good  faith  declared  his  in- 
tention to  liecome  such  a  citizen.  In  all  cases 
where  an  alien  after  filing  his  declaration 
of  intention  to  become  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States  shall,  for  the  space  of  three 
(3)  months  after  he  could  lawfully  do  so, 
fall  to  take  out  his  final  papers  and  com- 
plete his  citizenship,  such  failure  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  that  his  declaration  of 
Intentions  was  not  made  in  good  faith.  And 
that  eight  (8)  hours  shall  constitute  a 
day's  work." 

Time. 

17.  The  contractor  agrees  to  begin  work 
within  fifteen  (15)  days  after  the  execution 
of  this  ^contract,  weather  permitting;  pro- 
vided, that  the  said  contractor  agrees  not 
to  proceed  to  the  execution  of  any  part  of 
the  work  until  he  shall  have  been  notified 
by  the  said  Sanitary  District  to  proceed 
therewith. 

18.  The  work  herein  specified  to  be  done 
to  be  prosecuted  with  all  possible  diligence. 
The  work  shall  be  completed  in  all  its  parts. 
Including  collateral  work  Involved,  on  or 
before  the  expiration  of  six  (6)  months 
from  the  date  hereof. 

19.  It  is  mutually  understood  and  agreed 
that  TIME  is  of  the  essence  of  this  con- 
tract; that  a  failure  on  the  part  of  the 
contractor  to  complete  said  contract  within 
tb«  time  fixed  and  determined  by  said  con- 
tract, will  entail  great  loss  and  damage 
to  the  Sanitary  District,  but  that  the  ascer- 


tainment of  actual  damages  by  reason  of  the 
peculiar  nature  of  the  damage  which  the 
Sanitary  District  will  sustain  by  reason 
of  such  default  is  difficult,  if  not  impossible 
of  being  accurately  arrived  at  and  deter- 
mined. 

20.  It  is  therefore  covenanted  and  agreeC 
by  the  said  contractor  that  for  each  an4 
every  day  which  he  shall  be  in  default  in 
the  completion  of  his  contract  after  the  date 
fixed  in  this  contract  for  its  completion, 
said  contractor  shall  pay  to  the  said  Sani- 
tary District  the  sum  of  twenty  (|2d. 00)  dol- 
lars as  fixed  and  liquidated  damages,  and 
said  sum  of  twenty  ($20.00)  dollars  per 
day  may  l)e  deducted  out  of  any  moneys 
due  or  owing  by  the  Sanitary  District  to 
the  contractor  or  recovered  In  appropriate 
action    upon    the    bond    of    the    contractor. 

Prices. 

21.  In  consideration  of  the  work  being 
carried  on  and  completed  In  all  its  parts 
and  in  conformity  with  the  specifications 
as  hereinbefore  set  forth,  the  said  party 
of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pay  to  the  said 
pnrty  of  the  second  part  the  following  unit 
prices  for  the  several  classes  of  work 
scheduled,  and  the  said  party  of  the  second 
part  agrees  to  receive  and  accept  .the  same 
as  full  compensation  for  the  performance 
of  all  the  work  of  each  class  as  speclfled*, 
Including  the  furnishing  of  the  materials, 
tools,  labor,  etc.,  to-wlt : 

(a)  For  material  furnished  and  placed 
in  the  roadway,  measured  in  embankment 
as  designated,  per  cubic  yard,  forty-six  and 
seven-eighths  cents  (46 %c). 

(b)  For  material  excavated  from  the 
existing  roadway  between  Stations  6-] -80 
and  9  and  disposal  of  same  in  the  em* 
bankment  as  designated,  per  cubic  yard, 
measured  in  excavation,  eighteen  and  seven- 
eighths  cents   (18%c). 

(c)  For  broken  stone  or  gravel  with  top 
dressing  wet  down  and  rolled  as  apeclfled, 
per  cubic  yard,  one  and  twenty-one-h«n- 
dredths   dollars    ($1.20). 

(d)  For  timber  in  trestle.  Including 
nails,  bolts,  washers  and  labor  in  com- 
pleted work,  as  specified,  per  1,000  feet 
B.  M..  thirty-five  and  ninety-eight-ode- 
hundredths   dollars    ($35.98). 

22.  It  Is  Intended  that  the  prices  named 
and  stated  in  the  contract  shall  include 
all  work  and  materials  necessary  for  the 
final  completion  of  the  work  specified. 

2'A.  In  the  rock  cut  no  measurement  or 
payment  will  be  made  of  material  above 
bottom  grade  of  excavation  outside  of  the 
channel  lines  as  laid  down  by  the  Engineer. 
In  the  earth  cut  no  measurement  or  pay- 
ment will  be  made  of  material  moved  oat- 
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side  of  the  Intersection  of  the  plane  of  the 
slope  with  the  natural  surface  of  the  ground. 

Time  and  Manner  of  Payment. 

24.  Monthly  estimates  will  be  made 
and  returned  by  the  Chief  Engineer,  and 
payment  made  on  or  before  the  10th  day 
of  each  month  for  the  work  done  during 
the  preceding  month,  to  the  amount  of 
eighty-seven  and  one-half  (87^)  per  cent, 
of  the  value  thereof. 

Right  of  Way. 

25.  Access  to  the  site  of  the  work  shall 
be  provided  by  the  contractor.  The  con- 
tractor shall  have  right  of  way  to  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Sanitary  District  so  far  as 
needful  to  the  prosecution  of  the  work, 
subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  EiUgineer 
in  so  far  as  any  conflict  may  be  involved 
pertaining  to  proper  facilities  for  prose- 
cuting the  several'  parts  of  the  work  of 
the  Sanitary  District. 

Failure  to  Complete. 

26.  It  is  further  agreed  by  the  party 
ef  the  second  part  that,  if  the  work  to  be 
done  under  this  contract  shall  be  abandoned, 
or  if  it  shall  be  assigned  by  him,  or  if  be 
loses  control  of  the  work  from  any  cause 
excepting  acts  .of  God  and  the  public 
enemy,  or  if  the  rate  of  progress  is  not 
such  as  to  insure  its  completion  within  the 
time  specified,  or  if  at  any  time  the  Chief 
Engineer  shall  1)e  of  the  opinion,  and  shall 
BO  certify  in  writing  to  the  said  party  of 
the  first  part,  that  the  said  work  or  any 
part  thereof  Is  unnecessarily  or  unreasona- 
bly delayed,  or  that  the  contractor  is  will- 
fully or  persistently  violating  any  of  the 
conditions  or  covenants'  of  this  contract,  or 
is  not  executing  said  contract  In  good  faith, 
the  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall  have 
the  power  to  notify  the  said  contractor 
to  discontinue  all  work,  or  any  part  thereof, 
as  may  be  designated .  by  the  said  party  of 
the  first  part ;  and  the  said  party  of  the 
first  part  shall  thereupon  have  the  power 
either  to  complete  said  work  by  contract 
or  to  employ  such  men  and  teams,  and  to 
obtain  such  machinery,  implements  and 
tools,  and  to  purchase  suck  material  as 
the  said  Chief  Engineer  may  deem  neces- 
sary to  complete  the  work  herein  described, 
or  any  part  thereof.

currency  of  the  United  States;  and  if  at 
any  time  during  the  progress  of  said  work 
the  said  contractor  shall  fail  or  neglect 
to  pay  for  labor  performed  and  in  manner 
aforesaid,  or  for  materials,  tools,  explosives, 
machinery,  appliances,  provisions,  fuel  or 
supplies  of  any  sort  or  kind  used  or  con> 
sumed  in,  upon  or  on  account  of  the  work 
covered  by  this  contract,  the  party  of  the 
-first  part  shall  have  the  power  to  pay  for 
such  labor,  or  materials,  explosives,  ma- 
chinery, appliances,  fuel,  provisions  or  sup- 
plies of  whatever  sort  or  kind,  out  of  any 
moneys  that  may  be  due  to  said  contractor ; 
and  said  amounts  so  paid  shall  be  retained 
out  of  any  money  due  or  to  become  due 
to  said  contractor.  In  any  such  case,  the 
party  of  the  first  part  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  by  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part  to  ascertain  by  its  Engineer  the 
amounts  due  or  owing  from  said  contractor 
to  any  laborer  or  laborers,  or  to  any  per- 
son, or  persons,  for  materials,  tools,  ex- 
plosives, machinery,  apparatus,  fuel,  pro- 
visions or  supplies  of  any  sort  or  kind, 
or  consumed  upon.  In  or  on  account  of  the 
work  covered  by  this  contract,  In  such  man- 
ner aild  upon  such  proof  as  he,  said  Engi- 
neer, may  deem  sufficient,  and  without  giv- 
ing any  notice  of  such  proceedings  to  said 
contractor,  and  the  amount  or  amounts  so 
found  by  the  .said  party  of  the  first,  part 
to  be  due  and  owing  said  laborer  or  labor- 
ers, or  to  said  person  furnishing,  as  afore- 
said, shall  be  final  and  conclusive  evidence 
as  against  said  contractor,  and  may  there- 
after be  paid  over  by  the  said  first  party 
to  such  laborer  or  laborers,  or  to  such  per- 
sons furnlRhlng  as  aforesaid. 

Final  Payment.

effect:  whereupon  the  said  party  of  the 
first  part  will,  at  the  expiration  of  thirty 
(30)  days  after  such  completion  and  de- 
livery of  such  certificate,  pay,  and  it  hereby 
binds  Itself  to  pay,  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part,  in  cash,  the  whole  amount  of 
money  accruing  to  said  second  party  under 
this  contract,  excepting  such  sum  or  sums 
of  money  as  may  he  lawfully  retained  under 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  contract  here- 
inbefore set  forth. 

Contractor's   Bond. 

29.  The  contractors  shall  furnish  a 
bond  in  the  sum  named  and  provided  for 
in  the  copy  of  advertisement  for  pro- 
posals hereto  attached,  with  good  and  suf- 
ficient sureties,  the  same  to  be  satisfactory 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Sanitary 
District,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  all  the  terms  and  conditions  of 
tbls  contract,  and  should  the  sureties  on 
said  bond  at  any  time  fail  financially,  or 
be,  in  the  opinion  of  the  said  Board  of 
Trustees,  InsuflOicient  security  for  the  penal- 
ty 01  said  bond,  then,  in  that  case,  they 
may,  on  giving  ten  (10)  days'  notice  thereof 
In  writing,  require  said  contractor  to  fur- 
nish a  new  or  additional  bond  in  the  place 
of  the  bond  so  having  become  insuflicient  or 
worthless.

1,  2  AND  3, 
IX  REFERENCE  TO  CHANGING  CONCRETE 
SPECIFICATIONS. 

The    Clerk    presented    the     following 


communication     from     Chief     Engineer 
Isham  Randolph: 

Chicago,  July  29,  1904. 
To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago: 
Gentlemen — For  your  information 
and  as  a  matter  that  should  he  of  rec- 
ord I  transmit  herewith  a  copy  of  an  or- 
der which  I  have  issued  to  Mr.  Joseph 
Duffy,  contractor  for  Water  Power  Sec- 
tions No.  1,  2  and  3;  said  order  changing 
the  concrete  specifications  to  the  extent 
of  substituting  crushed  limestone  screen- 
ings for  sand  as  an  ingredient  of  the  con- 
crete. My  reason  for  doing  this  is  based 
upon  demonstrations  of  the  superior 
strength  of  concrete  made  with  crushed 
limestone  screenings  as  shown  by  V6 
series  of  tests  conducted  in  our  own 
cement  laboratory  which  confirm  tests 
made  by  others,  notably  those  made  by 
the  Engineer  of  Bridges  and  Buildings 
of  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul 
Railway,  which  tests  have  extended  over 
a  period  of  two  years.  I  submit  here- 
with the  results  of  our  own  tests  in 
tabulated  form,  and  also  those-  of  the 
C,  M.  &  St.  P.  Ry.  in  tabulated  and 
graphic  form.  I  also  transmit  copies  of 
letters  received  from  Mr.  C.  F.  Loweth, 
Engineer  "of  Bridges  and  Buildings  C,  'M. 
&  St.  P.  Ry.,  and  from  Mr.  G.  W.  Vaugh, 
Engineer  of  joint  track  elevation,,  giv- 
ing their  views  upon  the  subject  herein 
considered.  It  is  proper  to  state  that 
the  saving  to  the  District  growing  out 
of  this  change  is  five  cents  per  yard  on 
144,500  cubic  yards,  or  $7,225.00.  This 
saving,  however,  is  a  very  minor  con- 
sideration wlien  taken  in  connection 
with  the  increased  strength  of  the  strui'- 
tures  at^  demonstrated  by  the  tests  in 
our  possession.

Dear  Sir — As  per  our  conversation  of  a 
few  days  ago,  I  am  sending  you  the  original 
copy  of  our  test  report  of  crushed  limestone 
screenings  with  that  of  cement  The  testa 
extend  over  two  years.  They  are  more 
clearly  shown  on  the  diagram  of  the  sec- 
ond  sheet. 

In  April  of  last  year  a  full  report  of 
these  tests,  so  far  as  then  made,  was  pub- 
lished, a  quite  full  description  being  printed 
by  our  Cement  Tester.  The  report  here- 
with carries  this  series  of  tests  up  to  two 
years,  and  shows  in  every  case  but  two  that 
the  gain  during  the  year  was  at  least  as 
good  as  for  neat  cemeni,  the  two  exceptions 
being  immaterial. 

I  have  for  a  good  many  years  been  con- 
vinced that  limestone  screenings  and  dust 
was  not  detrimental  to  the  strength  of  con- 
crete, and  had  been  regulating  my  practice 
accordingly.  However,  it  seemed  desirable 
to  have  this  belief  confirmed  by  test,  and 
hence  this  series  was  begun. 

The  references  No.  8  and  No.  4  refer  to 
the  number  of  the  screens  through  which 
the  screenings  were  passed.  For  compari- 
son, a  mortar  made  of  our  standard  Ham- 
mond sand  Is  shown. 

I  am  sending  you  the  original  copies, 
and  would  be  pleased  to  have  you  return 
them  as  soon  as  they  have  served  your 
purpose :  I  have  no  objection  to  your 
making  a  copy  if  you  so  desire. 

My  trouble  at  present  Is  to  get  a  true 
crusher-run  product,  not  artificially  mixed, 
and  in  some  cases  it  seems  that  enough  care 
is  not  taken  in  putting  clean  stone  through 
the  crusher,  the  idea  being  that  dirty  stone 
will  be  made  all  right  by  screening. 

My  request  to  Professor  Connors  for  a 
copy  of  the  report  on  the  chemical  survey 
of  the  waters  of  Illinois  is  returned.  There- 
fore. I  shall  be  pleased  if  you  can  spare  me 
a  copy.

Hie  tests  we  ha^e  made  using  screenings 
instead  of  sand  show  results  similar  to 
tbose  shown  on  the  diagram  and  I  have  been 
so  much  Impressed  with  these  and  other 
tests  which  I  have  seen  that  I  have  used 
this  mixture  In  our  last  subway  which  has 
just  been  completed. 

I  have  been  often  importuned  during 
the  last  three  years  to  try  screenings  in 
place  of  sand  but  persistently  declined  to 
do  so  until  I  had  a  year's  test.  I  then 
became  convinced  that  it  was  not  only 
safe  but  that  it  made  a  stronger  mortar 
than  sand,  and  as  the  monthly  tests  showed 


that  the  increase  in  the  tensile  strength 
was  quite  uniform  between  the  90-day  test 
and  that  at  one  year,  I  became  convinced 
and  used  it  at  the  first  opportunity. 

I  have  no  doubt  it  will  be  used  very 
extensively  in  coming  years,  so  much  so 
that  the  ordinary  process  of  crushing  stone 
for  ballast  and  concrete  will  not  yield  suf- 
ficient of  the  screenings  to  meet  the  de- 
mand.

The  Clerk  presented  a  communication 
from  Chief  Engineer  Randolph  as  fol- 
lows: 

Chicago,  July  28,  1904. 
To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago: 
Gentushen — ^At  the  time  the  annexa- 
tion legislation  was  sought  by  your  Hon- 
orable Board  there  was  in  the  minds  of 
the  legislators  some  uncertainty  as  to 
what  was  actually  to  be  accomplished 
by  the  bills  as  presented.  To  prevent 
any  possible  misunderstanding  of  the 
0Gope  of  the  proposed  w^ork  and  the  ends 
which  it  was  to  accomplish,  I  prepared  a 
statement,  which  I  submitted  for  your 
consideration  as  trustees,  and,  with  your 
approval,  I  had  it  printed  and  freely 
distributed  both  in  the  Hoiise  and  Sen- 
ate. As  this  statement  has  never  found 
place  in  your  records,  I  herewith  trans- 
joit  a  copy,  which  I  respectfully  suggest 
that  you  have  entered  in  the  printed 
records  of  the  Board,  thus  preserving  it 
afi  a  part  of  the  history  pertaining  to 
Sanitary  District  legislation.

By  unanimous  consent,  the  communi- 
cation from  Chief  Engineer  Randolph 
was  received,  and,  with  accompanying 
statement,  ordered  printed  in  the  Pro- 
ceedings and  placed  on  file  as  a  part  of 
the  permanent  records  of  the  Board. 

The  following  is  the  statement  accom- 
panying the  communication  from  Chief 
Engineer  Randolph: 

NOTES  '  ON     PROPOSED     ANNEXATION     OP     TBB- 
RITORT      TO      TBB      SANITABT      DIS- 
TRICT    OF     CHICAGO. 

The  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago  was 
organized  under  the  Act  of  the  Illinois 
I.iegislatnre  entitled,  "An  Act  to  create 
Sanitary  Districts  and  to  remove  obstruc- 
tions in  the  Desplaines  and  Illinois  Rivers, 


and  the  dams  at  Henry  and  Copperas 
Creeks."  The  organlieatlon  of  this  Dis- 
trict was  perfected  In  1889.  Work  was  In- 
augurated September  3,  1802.  A  channel 
has  been  dug  from  Robey  Street,  in  Chicago, 
to  Lockport,  In  Will  Cojnty,  Illinois.  Seven 
and  eight-tenths  miles  of  this  channel  is 
through  clay  soil,  five  and  three-tenths 
miles  is  through  glacial  drift,  and  fourteen 
and  ninety-five-hundred ths  miles  is  through 
rock  and  glacial  drift;  and  wherever  the 
rock  doea  not  rise  above  the  water  line,  the 
sides  are  walled  with  solid  masonry. 

The  object  for  which  this  channel  was 
created  was  the  diversion  of  the  Chicago 
sewage  from  Lake  Michigan  and  the  pro- 
tection of  the  water  supply  of  the  city  from 
pollution.  The  complete  project  involves 
the  deepening  and  widening  of  the  Chicago 
Kiver,  BO  as  to  give  it  the  capacity  required 
by  the  State  law  for  volume  of  dilution,  and 
by  the  United  States  government  for  a 
rate  of  current  -which  will  not  interfere 
with  navigation. 

The  completion  of  the  plans  of  the  San- 
itary District  providing  for  this  westward 
outlet,  together  with  the  completion  of 
the  intercepting  sewers  and  the  reversal  oN 
sewers  which  once  discharged  into  Lake 
Michigan,  takes  care  of  all  the  sewage  of 
Chicago  north  of  87th  Street,  within  the 
city  limits,  but  it  leaves  the  water  supply 
still  subject  to  contamination  from  the 
sewage  originating  outside  the  city  on  the 
north  and  within  the  city  area  south  of 
87th  Street,  as  well  as  that  contributed  by 
adjacent  territory;  hence  the  necessity  of 
annexing  the  North  Shore  territory  and  the 
so-called  Calumet  Region  on  the  south,  and 
making  such  channels  and  other  diversion 
works  as  will  care  for  the  sewage  from 
those  regions  and  keep  it  out  of  the  lake. 
The  North   Region. 

The  territory  on  the  north,  as  described 
In  the  1>111  now  offered  for  consideration, 
ends  at  the  north  line  of  Cook  County  and 
contains  78.6  square  miles.  This  territory, 
under  the  plans  of  the  District,  is  to  be 
served  by  a  channel  extending  from  a  loca- 
tion on  the  lake  shore,  in  the  village  of 
Wilmette,  westerly  and  southerly  to  a  Junc- 
tion with  the  North  Branch  of  the  Chicago 
River  at  Lawrence  Avenue.  The  bottom 
width  of  this  channel  is  to  be  40  feet,  and 
its  depth  12  feet  below  city  datum.  The 
flow  in  this  channel  Is  to  be  secured  by 
pumping,  as  otherwise  it  would  fill  to  the 
level  of  the  lake  and  remain  stagnant. 
The  pumping  plant  will  be  located  at  the 
point  where  the  channel  connects  with  the 
lake.  Estimates  made  on  this  project  in 
1001,  by  an  expert  commission  employed 
by  the  Sanitary  District,  are  as  follows :

It  must  he.  borne  In  mind  that  the  work 
outlined  is  a  main  channel  and  no  item 
is  herein  considered  for  reversal  of  sewers 
into  this  channel.  This  feature  of  Ihe  case 
must  be  dealt  with  by  the  locality  affected, 
as  was  done  by  the  City  of  Chicago,  which 
constructed  the  Intercepting  sewers  inde- 
pendently of  the  Sanitary  District. 

The  Calumet  Region. 
The  territory  In  the  Calumet  Region  to 
be  annexed  embraces  94.48  square  miles, 
^wtng  to  the  topographical  condrtlons  af- 
fecting this  region,  It  is  possible  to  cut  a 
'Chaimel,  connjectlng  the  Main  Channel  of 
the  Sanitary  District  with  the  Calumet 
River,  and  secure  the  westward  flow  of  that 
river  by  gravity.  Estimates  were  prepared 
for  the  expert  commission  of  1901  on  a 
series  of  channels  of  different  cross-sections. 
The  project  now  being  considered,  for  what 
is  called  the  Sag  route,  by  the  Sanitary 
Trustees,  Is  for  a  channel  70  feet  wide  on 
the  bottom  with  a  depth  of  25  feet  and  a 
width  of  water  .  line  of  153  feet.  The 
cost  .of  such  a  channel,  taken  from  the  table 
of  estimates  prepared  for  the  experts,  Is  as 
followa :

MONTHLY    BEPORTS    OF   THE    LAW    DEPART- 
MENT. 

The  Clerk  presented  reports  from  the 
Law  Department  for  the  months  of 
April  and  May,  1904,  which,  by  unani- 
mous consent,  were  ordered  printed  in 
the  Proceedings  aawi  placed  on  file. 

The  following  is  the  report  for  the 
month  of  April: 

Chicago,  May  2,  1904. 
To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Trustees 

of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago: 

Gentlemen — I  respecjtf  ully  submit  my 
report  for  April,  1904. 

The  following  oases  were  started 
against  the  District  during  the  month: 

April  18,  Gen.  No.  1091,  in  the  Circuit 
Court  of  Cook  County,  Charles  D.  See- 
berger,  Trustee,  filed  an  application  to 
establish  title  under  the  Torrens  system 
and  made  as  defendants  the  Atchison, 
Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company, 
The  Calumet  Terminal  ,  Railway  Com- 
pany and  the  Sanitary  District.  He 
made  us  parties  to  the  suit  pr«?uming 
that  in  some  way  we  were  interested, 
but,  after  a  thorough  investigation,  we 
find  that  the  land  for  which  application 
was  made  to  establish  title  in  no  way 
concerns  the  District. 

In  the  Will  County  (}ircuit  Court  the 
Sanitary  District  filed  a  petition  to  con- 
demn certain  lands  in  and  about  Joliet 
and  made  defendants  to  the  same  Robert 
Gaylord,  Charles  M.  Greene  and  others. 

On  April  I4ith  in  the  Circuit  Court  of 


Cook  County,  General  Number  250,607, 
Robert  M.  Adams,  as  Receiver  for  the 
Central  Carpet  Lining  Company,  brought 
suit  against  the  District  for  $500.00,  al- 
leging that  amount  being  due  him  for 
interest  on  moneys  deposited  in  a  cer- 
tain condemnation  proceeding  wherein 
the  District  obtained  lands  of  the  com- 
pany, and  appeal  was  taken  by  it  to  the 
Supreme  Court  of  lUinois  and  the  judg- 
ment of  the  lower  court  was  a  Sinned. 

Briefs  were  prepared  for  the  United 
States  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  in  case 
Number  25,754  of  -Streeter  &  Kenefiok 
vs.  the  District,  which  they  appealed. 
Their  suit  was  for  $125,000,  and  judg- 
ment was  given  them  for  $22,634.35. 

April  7th,  1904,  appeal  was  taken 
to  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  of 
Appeals  by  the  Corrigan  Transit  Com- 
pany from  the  judgment  in  their  case 
vs.  the  District.  TMiis  suit  was  started 
by  them  in  the  United  States  District 
Court  for  damages  done  by  reason  of  the 
increased  current  in  the  river.  Judge 
Kohlsaat  rendered  a  decision  finding 
that  the  Di:»trict  was  not  liable  for  the 
increased  current  in  the  river. 

Briefs  were  prepared  and  filed  in  the 
Appellate  Court  of  Cook  County,  April 
12th,  in  the  appeal  taken  by  A.  Brock* 
meyer  from  the  judgment  of  the  lower 
court,  which  sustained  the  contention  of 
the  District. 

On  April  22d,  in  case  Number  1961,  in 
Tazewell  County,  H.  J.  Paterbaugh  and 
others  dn  their  suit  against  the  District 
filed  their  declaration  alleging  in  the 
same  damages  to  the  amount  of  $225,000 
and  injuries  to  their  lands  by  overflow. 

April  22d,  case  Number  221,454  of 
James  B.  Clow  &  Son  vs.  the  District, 
the  same  being  a  bill  'for  injunction,  was 
dismissed  for  want  of  prosecution  on  ft 
general  call  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  the 
Chancery  docket. 
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On  April  19th,  case  224,401,  in  the 
Circuit  CVnirt  of  Cook  Oounty  of  Jane 
S.  Martin  vn.  .the  Sanitary  District,  was 
set  down  for  trial  and  placed  on  Judge 
Tuley's  Chancery  trial  call.  This  was  a 
bill  filed  by  the  plaintiff  for  specific  per- 
formance growing  out  of  a  deed  for  land 
from  her,  dated  April  26th,  1893. 

Briefs  were  prepared  for  the  Appellate 
Court  in  the  case  of  Star  &  Crescent 
Milling  Company  vs.  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict, and  filed  on  April  12th.  This 
is  an  appeal  taken  by  the  Star  &  Cres- 
cent people  from  a  judgment  of  Decem- 
ber 3rd,  wherein  the  Court  sustained  our 
demurrer  to  their  declaration  wherein 
they  allege  daniages  against  the  District 
for  $200,000  on  account  of  the  building 
of  the  new  Randolph  Street  bridge. 

On  April  15th,  1904,  in  case  No.  216,- 
968  of  the  Pennsylvania  Co.  v-s.  Sanitary 
District  and  Lydon  &  Drews  Company, 
in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Cook  County,  on 
a  hearing  of  the  cause,  Judge  Gibbons 
rendered  a  judgment  against  the  Dis- 
trict for  $42.00.  This  was  on  account 
of  and  growing  out  of  the  building  of 
the  by- pass,  and  was  for  expenses  en- 
tailed by  the  Pennsylvania  Company 
while  the  same  was  being  built,  for  mov- 
ing certain  property  belonging  to  it. 

In  addition  to  the  above  cases  and  pro- 
ceedings, the  preparation  of  pleadings 
and  opinions,  and  the  regular  routine 
work  of  the  office,  have  occupied  the  time 
of  the  Law  Department.

Chicago,  June  2,  1904. 
To  the  Honorable f  the  Board  of  Trustees 

of  the  Hanitary  District  of  Chicago: 

Gentlemen— I  respectfully  submit  my 
report  for  May,  1904. 

In  case  Number  1,961  of  H.  J.  Puter- 
baugh  and  others  against  the  Sanitary 
District,  started  in  Tazewell  County,  for 
alleged  damages  of  $225,000  to  their 
lands  by  overflow,  the  plaintiffs  on  May 


2  filed  an  additional  count  to  their  dec- 
laration. 

In  the  Circuit  Court  of  Cook  County, 
in  case  Number  214,814  of  Beidler  et  al. 
vs.  the  District,  plaintiff  prayed  an  ap- 
peal from  Judge  Dunne's  decision  sus- 
taining the  demurrer  filed  by  the  Dis- 
trict in  said  case.  This  was  a  suit  for 
$10,000  for  damages  sustained  by  the 
plaintiff  in  consequence  of  the  water 
lowering  in  their  slips,  and  the  expense 
of  dredging  the  same  to  the  proper  depth 
suitable  for  navigation  by  reason  of  the 
building  of  the  Sanitary  Channel. 

On  May  25,  26  and  27  a  hearing  was 
had  before  Judge  Brown  in  the  Circuit 
Court  of  Cook  County  on  the  demurrer 
filed  by  the  District  in  case  Number 
194,751  of  Mason,  Hoge,  King  &  Com- 
pany vs.  the  Sanitary  District,  wherein 
they  alleged  damages  to  the  a<mount  of 
$10,000  against  it.  On  the  latter  day 
Judge  Brown  sustained  our  demurrer. 

On  May  13  and  17  oral  arguments 
were  made  by  this  department  in  the 
United  States  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals 
in  the  appeal  taken  by  Streeter  &  Kene- 
fick  in  their  suit  against  the  Sanitary 
District,  wherein  they  alleged  damages 
to  the  amount  of  $125,000,  and  on  which 
they  received  a  judgment  of  $22,634.35. 
Judges  Grosscup,  Baker  and  Jenkins, 
after  listening  to  arguments  of  counsel 
on  both  sides,  granted  leave  to  Streeter 
&  Kenefick  to  file  an  additional  brief, 
and  also  to  the  District  to  file  an  addi- 
tional reply  brief.  The  latter  has  been 
prepared  and  is  now  ready  to  be  filed. 

On  May  21  the  District  received  from 
the  Commissioners  of  Highways  of 
Lockport  their  signed  copy  of  the  con- 
tract entered  into  between  the  District 
and  said  Highway  Commissioners,  grant- 
ing the  right  to  the  District  to  excavate 
a  channel  across  Ninth  Street  and  Six- 
teenth Street,  in  lockport  To\vn3hip,  on 
condition  that  the  District  construct 
bridges  across  the  channel  at  the  place 
of  crossing,  and  make  such  change  in 
highway  as  the  crossing  render  necessary. 
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We  received  from  Henry  Yost  and 
Philip  Yost  their  deed  for  the  land 
which  we  originaly  sought  to  condemn 
In  case  Nu^iber  19,964,  instituted  by  us 
in  the  Will  County  Circuit  Court. 

On  May  28  at  St.  Louis  the  taking  of 
testimony  was  finished  in  the  case  of 
the  State  of  Missouri  vs.  the  State  of 
Illinois  and  the  Sanitary  District. 


In  addition  to  the  above  cases  and  pro- 
ceedings, the  preparation  of  pleadings 
and  opinions  and  the  regular  routine 
work  of  the  office  have  occupied  the  time 
of  the  Law  Department.

That  all  contracts  hereafter 
executed  for  the  works  of  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict of  Chicago  shall  contain  provisions 
constituting  eight  (S)  hours  a  legal  day's 
wonrk,  and  forbidding  the  employment  of  any 
employes  for  a  longer  period  than  eight  (8) 
hours  in  any  twenty-four  (24)  hours,  and 
that  said  contract  shall  vest  specific  au- 
thority in  the  Police  Department  of  the 
Sanitary  District  of  Chicago  to  exercise 
supervision  for  the  enforcement  of  this  pro- 
vision, and  shall  provide  that  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago 
shall  be  empowered,  in  all  cases  of  violation 
of  said  eight  (8)  hour  law,  to  deduct  and 
retain  from  any  money  accruing  to  said 
contractors  a  sum  as  liquidated  damages  at 
the  rate  of  five  dollars  ($5.00)  per  hour 
for  each  employe  who  shall  be  required  to 
work  in  excess  of  eight  (8)  hours  per  day 
by  any  Contractor  on  said  Canal." 

SUPERSTRUCTURE. 

GXNBBAL. 

Work  Included. 
1.  The  work  included  under  the  contract 
for  the  superstructure  consists  in  furnish- 
ing all  materials  and  labor,  and  erecting 
complete  in  place,  ready  for  operation  and 
use  for  traflic,  the  superstructure,  operating 
machinery,  locks,  electrical  equipment,  river 
and  highway  signals,  houses,  stairs,  plat- 
forms, wooden  floor,  sidewalks,  railings, 
etc.,  with  the  necessary  spikes,  bolts 
and  washers,  track  girders  and  bracing, 
and  also  furnishing  all  I  beam  bolsters, 
anchorages,  anchor  rods  and  bolts;  in  fact 
all  iron  or  steel  to  be  set  in  the  substruc- 
ture (excepting  corrugated  bars),  and  all 
paint,  and  it  shall  be  furnished  by  the 
Contractor  on  the  ground  at  the  site  and 
at  such  time  as  may  be  required  by  the 
progress  of  the  work.  The  contract  for  the 
superstructure,  in  fact.  Includes  everything 
not  included  in  the  substructure  contract 
to  put  the  bridge  in  complete  working  order. 


The  removal  of  the  old  bridge  is  Included 
in  the  contract  work  for  the  substructure. 

2.  The  contract  for  the  superstructure 
includes  also  the  operation  of  the  bridge 
for  one  month  after  erection  and  the  fur- 
nishing of  power  required  for  same  as  here- 
inafter specified.  The  Contractor  shall  do 
such  extra  work  and  furnish  such  extra  ma- 
terial as  the  Engineer  may  order  at  the 
unit  prices  named  in  the  bid. 

Substructure  Metal. 

3.  The  metal  work  to  be  known  as  sub- 
structure metal,  and  which  shall  be  fur- 
nished by  the  Contractor  for  the  super- 
structure, but  will  be  erected  by  the  Con- 
tractor for  the  substructure,  shall  be  the  I 
beam  bolsters,  eye  bar  anchors,  I  beam 
anchor  plates,  anchor  rods  and  bolts  (ex- 
cepting short  stone  bolts).  All  other  metal 
(including  all  stone  bolts)  shall  be  fur- 
nished and  erected  by  the  Contractor  for 
the  superstructure. 

4.  The  acompanying  plans  form  a  part  of 
the  specifications,  and,  in  the  event  of  any 
discrepancy  between  the  plans  and  these 
specifications,  the  Judgment  of  the  Engineer 
shall  be  decisive  thereon.  The  figured  di- 
mensions on  the  drawings  are  to  be  taken 
whenever  they  do  not  agree  with  the  dimen- 
sions obtained  by  scaling  from  the  draw- 
ings. 

Detail  Plans. 

5.  All  detail  and  shop  plans  required  shall 
be  made  at  the  expense  of  the  Contractor, 
and  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Engineer  for 
approval  before  beginning  work.  Such  de- 
tail plans  shall  have  a  uniform  size  of  twen- 
ty-six (26)  inches  by  forty  (40)  inches, 
Inside  border  lines,  with  a  border  margin 
of  one  and  one-half  (1%)  inches  on  the 
left-hand  edge  and  one-half  (%)  inch  on  all 
other  edges.  When  submitted  for  approval, 
three  (3)  complete  sets  of  prints  of  such 
detail  plans  shall  be  sent  to  the  Sanitary 
District  of  Chicago.  The  Contractor  shall 
furnish  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago 
with  eight  (8)  complete  sets  and  P.  M. 
Montgomery  &  Co.  with  two  (2)  complete 
sets  of  these  approved  plans,  free  of  cost 
No  alterations  of  approved  plans  shall  be 
made  by  the  Contractor  wlthont  the  writ- 
ten consent  of  the  Engineer.  The  approval 
of  the  Engineer  on  plans  shall  not  relieve 
the  Contractor  from  the  responstbillty  for 
errors  thereon. 

Approval  of  Plans,  Etc. 

6.  All  detail  and  shop  plans  before  ac- 
cepted by  the  Engineer  must  be  submitted 
to  and  meet  the  approval  of  Frank  M. 
Montgomery  &  Co.,  who  shall  also  have 
authority  to  examine  all  work  connected 
with  the  construction  of  this  bridge. 
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Checking  Plans» 

7.  All  of  the  acompanying  plans  shall  be 
carefully  checked  by  the  Contractor  before 
beginning  work.  Should  any  errors  be  dis- 
covered, the  Engineer's  attention  shall  be 
called  to  the  same  and  corrections  made, 
after  which  the  Contractor  shall  be  respon- 
sible for  all  errors  which  may  occur  or 
which  may  have  occurred.  Any  Interfer- 
ences in  the  metal  work  which  may  be  found 
at  any  time  shall  be  corrected  by  the  Con- 
tractor, free  of  cost  to  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict, unless  due  to  errors  of  the  contractor 
for  the  substructure. 

QUALITY    OF    UATBBIAL. 

Teata. 
7a.  All  steel  shall  be  uniform  in  quality 
and  made  by  the  "open  hearth"  process. 

8.  All  structural  steel  shall  be  medium 
steel.  Tests  shall  be  made  upon  standard 
test  specimens,  one  and  one-half  (1^) 
Inches  wide  and  of  the  thickness  of  the 
finished  material  where  possible,  or  they 
may  be  turned  to  three-quarters  (%)  of  an 
inch  in  diameter  for  a  length  of  at  least 
nine  (0>  Inches  and  enlarged  ends.  At  least 
one  tensile  and  one  bending  test  shall  be 
made  from  each  melt  of  steel  as  rolled.  In 
case  steel  differing  three-eighths  (%)  of  an 
inch  or  more  in  thickness  is  rolled  from  one 
melt,  a  test  of  each  kind  shall  be  made 
from  the  thickest  and  thinnest  material 
rolled. 

Medium  Steel. 

9.  When  tested  in  specimens  as  above, 
medium  steel  shall  have  an  ultimate  strength 
of  from  sixty  thousand  (60,000)  to  sixty- 
eight  thousand  (68,000)  pounds  per  square 
Inch,  shall  elongate  not  less  than  twenty- 
flve  (25)  per  cent  in  eight  (8)  inches,  and 
shall  have  an  elastic  limit  of  at  least  one- 
half  the  ultimate  strength.  The  test  piece 
must  also  bend  cold  one  hundred  and  eighty 
(180)  degrees  around  a  curve  whose  diam- 
eter is  equal  to  the  thickness  of  the  piece 
without  crack  or  flaw  on  convex  side  of  the 
bend.  Elongation  for  pins  may  be  five  (5) 
per  cent  less  than  the  above  requirement 

Elotigation. 

10.  For  material  less  than  five-sixteenths 
(5-16)  inch  and  more  than  three-quarters 
{%)  inch  in  thickness,  the  following  modi- 
fications will  be  allowed  in  the  requirements 
for  elongation : 

(a)  For  each  one-sixteenth  (1-16)  inch 
in  thickness  below  five-sixteenth  (5-16) 
Inch,  a  deduction  of  two  and  one-half  (2^4) 
per  cent  will  be  allowed  from  the  specified 
elongation. 

(b)  For  each  one-eighth  (%)  Inch  in 
thickness  above  three-quarters  (%)  inch,  a 
deduction  of  one   (1)   per  cent  wn>  be  al- 


lowed from  the  specified  elongation,  with 
a  minimum  elongation  of  twenty.  (20)  per 
cent. 

Rivet  Steel. 

11.  Rivet  steel  shall  have  an  ultimate 
strength  of  fifty  thousand  (50,000)  to  fifty- 
eight  thousand  (58,000)  pounds  per  square 
inch,  shall  elongate  not  less  than  twenty-* 
seven  (27)  per  cent  in  eight  (8)  Inches, 
and  shall  have  an  elastic  limit  of  at  least 
one-half  (%)  the  ultimate  strength.  The 
test  specimen  must  bend  one  hundred  and 
eighty  (180)  degrees  fiat  on  itself  without 
sign  of  fracture  on  convex  side  of  bend. 
Illvet  steel  when  nicked  and  bent  around 
a  bar  of  the  same  diameter  as  the  rivet 
rod,  shall  give  a  gradual  break  and  a  fine, 
silky,  uniform  fracture. 

Eye-Bar  Material. 

12.  Eye-bar  material  shall  be  medium 
steel,  and  when  one  and  one-half  (1%) 
inches  and  less  in  thickness,  shall  fulfill 
the  regular  requirements  for  that  grade  of 
steel  given  in  paragraph  9.  For  thickness 
greater  than  one  and  one-half  (1%)  inches 
there  will  be  allowed  a  reduction  in  the  per- 
centage of  elongation  of  one  per  cent,  for 
each  one-eighth  (%)  of  an  inch  increase  in 
thickness,  to  a  minimum  of  twenty  (20) 
per  cent.  Full  sized  eye-bars  shall  show  not 
less  than  twelve  and  one-half  (12%)  per 
cent  elongation  In  the  body  of  the  bar  and 
an  ultimate  strength  of  not  less  than 
fifty-six  thousand  (56,000)  pounds  per 
square  Inch  of  section. 

13.  All  tests  shall  be  taken  on  specimens 
in  the  same  condition  (annealed  or  other- 
wise) as  the  material  which  it  represents. 
All  bending  test  specimens  shall  be  taken 
from  the  same  piece  as  the  tensile  tests  of 
the  same  material. 

Chemical  Analyaia. 

14.  The  chemical  analysis  for  carbon  and 
phosphorous  of  each  melt  must  be  furnished 
to  the  Engineer  or  his  Inspectors  before  any 
of  the  material  rolled  from  said  melt  is 
shipped  from  the  mill.  Phosphorous  must 
not  exceed  .06  per  cent  for  acid  steel,  or 
.04  per  cent  for  basic  steel. 

Chippinga  and  Alterationa. 

15.  All  blooms,  billets  or  slabs  shall  be 
examined  for  surface  defects,  flaws  or  blow 
holes  before  ^elng  rolled  into  the  finished 
sections,  and  such  chippings  and  alterations 
made  as  will  secure  perfect  solidity  in  the 
finished   sections. 

Marking. 

16.  The  original  melt  number  must  be 
painted  or  stamped  on  all  blooms,  billets  or 
slabs  in  order  to  identify  the  material 
throughout  the  various  processes  of  manu- 
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facture ;  and  the  original  melt  number  must 
be  stamped  on  each  piece  of  flnlahed  ma- 
terial from  said  melt 

Finish', 

17.  All  finished  rolled  material  must  pre- 
sent a  smooth,  clean  surface,  free  from 
buckles,  flaws,  cracked  or  ragged  edges  or 
'any  other  defects,  and  must  be  straight 
throughout  and  true  to  section. 

BHtile  Steel, 

18.  No  steel  which  proves  brittle  shall  be 
used  under  any  circumstances;  if  it  de- 
velops this  character  at  any  stage  of  its 
manufacture  it  shall  be  at  once  condemned 
and  other  material  used.  The  object  of  the 
more  particular  clauses,  hereto  relating, 
being  to  guard  against  the  possibility  of  the 
use  of  this  class  of  metal. 

Steel  Castings. 

19.  All  steel  castings  shall  have  an  ulti- 
mate strength  of  not  less  than  sixty  thou- 
sand (60,000)  pounds  per  square  Inch,  an 
elastic  limit  of  not  less  than  thirty  thou- 
sand (30,000)  pounds  per  square  inch,  shall 
elongate  not  less  than  twenty-live  (25)  per 
cent  in  two  (2)  Inches,  and  shall  bend 
ninety  (00)  degrees  around  a  radius  equal 
to  the  thickness  of  the  test  piece  without 
sign  of  fracture.  The  amount  of  phos- 
phorous contained  shall  not  exceed  .06  per 
cent.  All  steel  castings  shall  be  sound  and 
free  from  blow  holes  and  roughness,  spong- 
Iness,  pitting,  shrinkage  cracks  and  other 
cracks,  cavities,  etc.,  and  shall  be  thorough- 
ly annealed  according  to  the  best  practice. 
Large  castings  are  to  be  suspended  and 
hammered  all  over.  No  cracks,  flaws,  de- 
fects or  weakness  shall  appear  after  such 
treatment  Each  cast  shall  be  so  made  that 
a  sufficient  number  of  test  pieces  can  be 
cut  as  to  enable  the  Engineer  or  his  inspec- 
tors to  satisfy  themselves  of  its  quality. 

Machinery  Steel. 

20.  The  material  used  for  shafting  and 
forgings  shall  be  of  "medium**  basic  or  acid 
"open  hearth**  Pteel,  of  a  good  finish  and 
uniform  quality,  in  which  phosphorous  shall 
not  exceed  .06  per  cent.  When  tested  in 
specimens  of  not  less  than  one-half  (l^) 
inch'  diameter,  it  must  show  an  ultimate 
strength  of  at  least  sixty  thousand  (60,000) 
pounds  per  square  inch,  with  an  elastic 
limit  of  at  least  fifty  (50)  per  cent  of  the 
ultimate,  and  an  elongation  of  at  least 
twenty-eight  (28)  per  cent  in  two  (2) 
inches,  and  a  test  specimen  one  (1)  inch  by 
one-half  (%)  inch  must  bend  cold  one  hun- 
dred and  eighty  (180)  degrees  over  a  diam- 
eter equal  to  its  thickness  without  a  sign 
of  fracture.  All  steel  forgings  must  be 
properly  annealed.  Cold  rolled  steel  shaft- 
ing, if  used,  shall  be  of  the  best  quality, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Engineer. 


Cast  Iran. 

21.  Cast  iron,  except  counterweight  cast- 
ings, must  be  the  best  quality  of  soft  Iron. 
The  casting  must  be  free  from  flaws,  ragged 
edges,  or  any  other  defects  impairing  its 
efficiency  or  appearance ;  and  bars  of  a  sec- 
tion one  (1)  inch  square,  placed  on  sup- 
ports four  (4)  feet  eight  (8)  inches  apart, 
must  be  strong  enough  to  bear  a  weight  of 
five  hundred  (500)  pounds  placed  half  way 
between  supports. 

Phosphor  Bronze. 

22.  Phosphor  bronze  shall  be  made  of  the 
best  quality  of  material.  The  castings  shall 
contain  eighty-eight  (88)  per  cent  of  copper 
and  twelve  (12)  per  cent  of  phosphorlzed 
tin,  the  phosphorlzed  tin  to  contain  five  (5) 
per  cent  of  phosphorous.  Upon  each  casting 
shall  be  cast  suitable  test  pieces,  which,  in 
breaking,  must  show  a  good  uniform  metal, 
and  when  broken  in  testing  machine  shall 
show  at  least  thirty  thousand  (30,000) 
pounds  per  square  inch  ultimate  tensile 
strength. 

Bahhitt  Metal, 

23.  All  the  babbitt  metal  used  shall  have 
the  following  composition:  Fifty  (50) 
parts  tin,  one  (1)  part  copper,  five  (5) 
parts  antimony. 

Counterweight. 

24.  The  counterweight  blocks  shall  be  of 
cast  iron.  All  blocks  exposed  to  view  must 
be  smooth  and  true  to  dimensions  within 
one-quarter  ( Vi )  Inch,  out  of  wind  and  free 
from  cracks  and  blow  holes.  All  warped  or 
irregular  blocks  will  be  rejected.  Inside 
blocks  shall  be  of  full  weight  and  suf- 
ficiently true  to  be  placed  In  their  proper 
position. 

Timber — Cfeneral. 

25.  All  timber  shall  be  strictly  first-class 
material,  entirely  free  from  sap ;  shall  have 
been  cut  from  live  trees,  sawed  true  with 
square,  straight  edges  and  shall  be  full 
size,  out  of  wind  and  free  from  wind  shakes, 
large,  loose,  or  numerous  knots,  decayed  or 
sap  wood,  wane,  worm  holes  or  other  de- 
fects impairing  its  strength  or  durability. 

26.  All  lumber  delivered  shall  be  subject 
to  Inspection  by  the  Engineer.  Whenever 
any  lumber  is  rejected  the  contractor  must 
immediately  remove  the  same  from  the  site 
of  the  structure. 

Yellow  Pine,  Oak  and  Maple, 

27.  All  yellow  pine  shall  be  long  leaf  yel- 
low heart  pine  grown  south  of  the  south  line 
of  Tennessee.  All  oak  shall  be  selected  white 
oak.  All  maple  shall  be  hard  maple.  All 
planks  shall  be  of  the  full  thickness  speci- 
fied or  shown  on  plans.  Any  material  not 
of  full  thickness  shown  will  be  rejected. 
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Oreo8oting- 

28.  The  yellow  pine  used  for  lower  coarse 
of  roadway  planking,  wheel  guards  and 
nalUng  strips  shall  be  creosoted.  The  creo- 
sote to  be  used  shall  be  the  best  creosote 
oil,  free  from  any  adulterations. 

Broken  Stone, 

29.  All  broken  stone  for  concrete  shall  be 
as  nearly  as  possible  cubical  In  shape,  free 
from  dirt  or  other  foreign  substances,  and 
must  also  be  screened,  free  from  fiat  chips 
or  dust.  •  Stones  shall  not  be  larger  than 
one  (1)  Inch  In  any  direction,  and  shall  be 
tak  quality  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Engineer. 

Portland  Cement. 

30.  The  best  Portland  cement  shall  be 
used  In  this  work,  brand  and  quality  to 
have  a  well  sustained  reputation  for  excel- 
lence, and  to  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Engineer,  who  shall  cause  to  be  made 
such  tests  as  are  considered  the  best  and 
most  modem  practice  In  cement  testing  and 
as  may  seem  to  him  proper  for  determining 
the  quality  of  the  cement.  The  weight  of 
Portland  cement  shall  not  be  less  than 
ninety-five  (95)  pounds  per  cubic  foot.  All 
lumpy,  dirty  or  damaged  cement  shall  be 
rejected;  also  all  damaged  or  short  weight 
packages.  All  rejected  cement  shall  be  Im- 
mediately removed  from  the  site  of  the 
work.  The  contractor  shall  provide  storage 
capacity  for  at  least  ten  (10)  days'  supply 
and  shall  store  the  cement  so  as  to  give 
easy  access  for  the  procurement  of  samples 
for  tests. 

Sand. 

31.  The  sand  shall  be  coarse,  sharp  and 
clean,  free  from  all  clay,  loam  or  gravel, 
and  of  a  quality  approved  by  the  Engineer. 

WOBKHANSHIP    AND    STBDCTUSAL    DETAILS. 

Track  Oirdcra. 
82.  The  track  girders  shall  be  riveted  up 
with  the  web  plates  and  side  plates  project- 
ing at  least  one-quarter  (%)  Inch  outside 
the  upper  flange  angles  at  all  points  before 
milling.  After  the  girders  are  completely 
riveted  up  with  their  diaphragms,  cover 
plates,  end  plates,  etc.,  the  web  plates,  upper 
side  plates  and  angles  of  the  girders  must  be 
faced  on  top  and  the  cast  steel  track  plates 
must  get  perfect  bearing  on  them.  The 
webs  and  lower  flange  plates  must  I>e  fitted 
on  the  bottom  for  bearing  on  the  lower 
cover  plate  over  the  bolsters.  The  lower 
surfaces  of  the  girders  where  they  bear  on 
the  bolsters  must  be  In  true  plane  and 
parallel  to'  top  of  track  plates  and  If  found 
not  to  be  true  shall  be  planed.  The 
total  depth  of  the  girders  out  to  out  must 
be  the  same  at  all  bolsters.  The  stlffener 
angles  moat  have  perfect  bearing  under  the 


flange  angles.  The  cast-steel  track  plates 
must  be  planed  on  top  (see  detail  on  track- 
girder  sheet),  and  over  the  bottom  surface 
and  ends,  and  the  projecting  teeth  on  all 
four  sides  to  true  width  and  pitch.  All 
holes  In  the  upper  flange  angles  and  track 
plates  must  be  drilled  with  the  track 
plates  in  place  on  the  finished  girders.  All 
other  holes  shall  be  reamed  with  material 
assembled. 

Bolsters. 

33.  All  bolsters  shall  be  accurately  as- 
sembled and  riveted  together  so  that  their 
upper  surfaces  are  In  a  true  plane.  The 
upper  and  lower  bolsters  shall  be  fitted 
together  and  riveted  In  the  shop  and  shall 
obtain  full,  even  bearing  on  each  other 
throughout.  The  bearing  plates  on  the  up- 
per bolsters  shall  be  planed  If  not  perfectly 
true.  All  bolsters  will  be  erected  by  the 
contractor  for  the  substructure. 

Segmental  Girders. 

34.  The  segmental  girders  shall  be  riveted 
up  with  thQ.  web  plates  and  side  plates  pro- 
jecting at  least  one-quarter  (%)  Inch  out- 
side of  the  lower  curved  flange  angles  at  every 
point  before  milling.  After  they  are  riveted 
together  complete  with  all  diaphragms  the 
web  plates  of  these  segmental  girders  and 
the  side  plates  and  flange  angles  must  be 
faced  absolutely  true  to  the  circle  called 
for,  and  out  of  wind,  and  particular  care 
must  be  taken  to  obtain  full  and  perfect 
bearing  of  webs,  side  plates  and  angles  on 
the  curved  track  plates  throughout  their 
length.  All  girders  without  complete  bear-. 
Ing  will  be  rejected.  The  track  plates  must 
be  faced  on  top,  bottom,  and  ends  and  must 
present  a  true  circular  surface  on  the  out- 
side. The  rectangular  holes  in  the  track 
plates,  which  will  engage  with  the  teeth  on 
the  track  girders,  must  be  cut  to  exact 
pitch,  and  the  width  must  be  such  that  the 
lateral  play  Is  no  more  than  one-eighth  (%) 
inch.  AH  holes  must  be  reamed  with  the 
parts  assembled.  The  segmental  girders 
complete  with  track  plates,  and  the  several 
members  connecting  with  them,  must  be 
carefully  and  accurately  assembled  In  the 
shop  and  all  rivet  holes  reamed  to  proper 
size,  and  all  pieces  properly  marked  be- 
fore taking  them  apart.  Extra  precautions 
must  be  taken  to  insure  the  proper  dis- 
tance from  the  center  line  of  tooth  holes 
in  any  segmental  girder  to  the  center  line 
of  tooth  holes  In  the  other  girder  of  the 
same  leaf  of  the  bridge.  Especial  attention 
Is  called  to  this  point  as  being  a  frequent 
source  of  trouble  In  erection  of  bridge. 

Operating  Rack  Supports. 

35.  The  rack  supports  must  be  perfectly 
straight  throughout  their  length.  The  up- 
per surface  of  the  supports  must  be  planed 
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for  true  bearing  for  the  cast  steel  racks 
after  riveting  up  complete  with  all  gussets 
and  diaphragms.  All  holes  for  connection 
of  rack  segments  to  the  supports  must  be 
carefully  drilled  in  the  shop  with  the  racks 
in  place,  after  which  the  racks  shall  be 
bolted  on  with  all  bolts  turned  to  a  driving 
fit.  All  holes  in  connecting  members  shall 
be  drilled  in  the  field  after  the  supports 
have  been  erected  and  carefully  lined  so 
that  tne  teeth  will  properly  engage  the 
operating  pinion.      (Paragraph  73.) 

Pins. 

36.  All  pins  for  connection  of  anchorage 
bars  shall  be  accurately  turned  to  gauge, 
shall  be  straight  and  smooth  and  entirely 
free  from  flaws  and  shall  fit  the  pin  holes 
within  1-32  inch. 

37.  Pin'  holes  in  eye-bars  shall  be 
bored  truly  perpendicular  to  the  line  of 
stress.  They  shall  be  in  the  center  of  the 
head  and  on  the  center  line  of  the  bar.  Bars 
which  are  to  be  placed  side  by  side  and 
work  together  In  the  structure  Shall  be 
piled  and  clamped  together  and  each  end 
bored  at  one  operation  with  all  bars  at  the 
same  temperature.  Such  bars  shall  be 
then  matchmarked,  and  they  shall  be  erect- 
ed assembled  together  in  the  same  relative 
order  In  the  field. 

Eye-Bara, 

38.  The  form  of  the  heads  of  eye-bars 
shall  be  such  that  when  tested  to  destruc- 
tion the  member  shall  break  in  the  body  of 

'  the  bar.  All  heads  of  eye-bars  shall  be 
'  formed  by  up-sottlng  on  the  solid  bar  or  by 
a  process  approved  by  the  Engineer.  Heads 
shall  be  clean,  full-sized  forglngs,  formed 
centrally  upon  the  bar  In  true  line  and 
out  of  wind,  and  shall  be  free  from  folds, 
lateral  fissures,  inc]j}lent  cracks  or  flaws 
of  any  kind.  All  eye-bars  shall  be  carefully 
annealed  before  the  pin  holes  are  bored. 
Milling 

39.  All  milling  and  facing  must  be  care- 
fully done  with  proper  machines.  Chatter- 
ing or  excessive  play  in  tool  will  not  be 
allowed  and  all  milled  surfaces  must  be 
smooth  and  true. 

40.  The  bottoms  of  vertical  posts,  Includ- 
ing connection  angles  and  gussets,  shall  be 
faced  for  bearing  on  base  plates.  All  lug 
angles  and  diaphragms  which  receive  stress 
from  bolts  and  anchor  rods  shall  be  faced 
to  a  true  plane  for  bearing  against  washers. 
All  joints  in  chord  members  shall  be  neatly 
milled  to  proper  angle  and  where  so  shown 
shall  be  fitted  for  true  bearing  between 
abutting  meml>ers.  All  stlffener  angles  and 
the  lug  angles  above  mentioned  must  be 
careful  I  ly  ground  at  ends  to  fit  surfaces  on 
which  they  should  bear. 


41.  Ends  of  floor  beams  and  stringers,  un- 
less with  loose  end  connection  angles,  shall 
be  machine  faced  to  exact  length  and  at 
proper  angle  so  as  to  fit  closely  to  connect- 
ing members  before  bolting  up  In  erection. 

Rivets. 

42.  The  rivets  used  shall  be  generally 
%  and  %  inch  in  diameter,  excepting  as 
otherwise  shown  on  the  plans. 

Rivet  Spacinij. 

43.  The  pitch  of  rivets  shall  ne^er  exceed 
six  (6)  inches  unless  otherwise  shown  on  the 
plans,  or  sixteen  times  the  thinnest  outside 
plate,  nor  be  less  than  three  diameters  of 
the  rivet.  In  tie  plates,  gusset  plates  and 
splice  plates  the  minimum  pitch  must  be 
three    (3)    inches  wherever  possible. 

44.  The  distance  between  the  edge  of  any 
piece  and  the  center  of  a  rivet  hole  most 
never  be  less  than  I14  inches  excepting  for 
bars  less  than  2^4  inches  wide;  when  prac- 
ticable it  shall  be  at  least  two  diameters  of 
the  rivet 

Punching. 

45.  All  rivet  holes  in  unreamed  work  must 
be  so  accurately  spaced  and  punched  that 
when  the  several  parts  forming  one  member 
are  assembled  together,  a  rivet  1-16  inch 
less  in  diameter  than  the  hole  can  generally 
be  entered,  hot.  Into  any  hole  without  ream- 
ing or  straining  the  metal  by  "drifts."  Oc- 
casional variations  must  be  corrected  by 
reaming. 

46.  For  punching,  the  diameter  of  the  die 
shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  diameter  of  the 
punch  by  more  than  1-16  of  an  inch  for 
material  not  more  than  five-eighths  (%)  of 
an  inch  in  thickness.  All  holes  must  be 
clean  cuts  without  torn  or  ragged  edges. 

Riveting. 

47.  The  rivets  when  driven  must  com- 
pletely fill  the  holes.  The  rivet  heads  must 
be  round  and  of  a  uniform  size  for  the 
same  sized  rivets  throughout  the  work.  They 
must  be  full  and  neatly  made  and  be  con- 
centric to  the  rivet  hole,  and  thoroughly 
pinch  the  connected  pieces  together.  No 
caulking  or  recupping  of  cold  or  loose  rivets 
will  be  allowed.  Loose,  burned  or  defective 
rivets  shall  be  cut  out  and  replaced  with- 
out injuring  adjacent  metal.  If  necessary 
they  shall  be  drilled  out.  Bolts  cannot  be 
substituted  for  rivets  excepting  by  special 
permission  from   the  Engineer. 

48.  Wherever  possible  all  rivets  must  be 
machine  driven.  The  machines  must  be 
capable  of  retaining  the  applied  pressure 
after  the  upsetting  is  completed. 

40.  Field  riveting  must  be  reduced  to  a 
minimum  or  entirely  avoided  where  possible.

Reaming, 

50.  All  holes  must  be  reamed,  except- 
ing where  otherwise  shown  on  plans ; 
proTlded,  that  all  metal  frve-elghths  (%) 
inch  and  over  in  thickness  shall  be  reamed. 
The  reaming  shall  be  done  only  while  the 
parts  are  assembled  and  properly  bolted,  ex- 
cept as  otherwise  specified.  All  reamed 
holes  shall  have  the  diameter  of  the 
pimched  hole  at  least  three-sixteenths  (3-16) 
inch  less  than  the  nominal  diameter  of  the 
rivet.  All  reamed  holes  must  be  perfectly 
smooth  and  the  punching  and  reaming  shall 
be  so  carefully  done,  that  the  marks  of  the 
punching  shall  be  entirely  removed.  All 
material  over.. seven-eighths  (%)  inch  thick 
shall  be  drilled  in  the  solid.  After  reaming 
or  drilling  the  material  shall  be  taken  apart 
and  cleaned,  and  all  burrs  removed  by  use 
of  a  suitable  tool,  the  outside  burr  by  coun- 
tersinking about  one-sixteenth  (1-16)  of  an 
inch. 

51.  Each  segmental  or  rolling  girder  shall 
be  accurately  assembled  in  the  shop  with 
all  of  the  truss  members  connecting  with  it, 
so  that  the  center  of  the  main  operating 
pinion  shaft  shall  be  at  correct  distance 
from  the  periphery  of  the  segmental  girder 
at  all  points.  All  ^loles  in  field  connections 
shall  then  be  carefully  reamed  while  so  as- 
sembled and  all  parts  properly  match- 
marked,-  and  they  shall  be  re-erected  in  the 
field  in  the  same  relative  positions.  All 
floor  beam  and  stringer  connections  shall 
be  reamed  to  iron  templates  not  less  than 
one  (1)  inch  thick,  or  shall  be  reamed 
when  assembled.  All  teaming  of  field  con- 
nections shall  be  done  with  the  holes  sub- 
punched  as  specified  in  preceding  paragraph. 

Erection  of  Machinery. 

52.  The  girders  which  support  machinery 
shall,  with  their  bracing,  be  erected  in  the 
shop  and  all  parts  carefully  and  accurately 
fitted  with  the  machinery  in  place  in  order 
to  insure  the  exact  alignment  of  bearings 
and  meeting  of  pitch  lines  of  gears  and  of 
main  pinions  and  racks.  All  holes  for  field 
rivets  must  be  reamed  and  holes  for  ma- 
chinery bolts  drilled  while  so  erected,  with 
the  parts  held  securely  in  place,  using 
proper  tools  for  this  purpose.  Before  tak- 
ing apart  all  pieces  shall  be  properly  match- 
marked  and  they  shall  be  erected  in  the 
field  in  the  same  relative  position.  All  of 
the  aI>ove  work  shall  be  under  the  direction 
and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Engineer. 
(Paragraph  71.) 

53.  When  erected,  the  shaft  supporting 
the  main  pinion  must  be  at  a  true  right 
angle  to  the  operating  rack,  so  that  the 
teeth  of  tne  pinion  shall  accurately  engage 
the   teeth   of   the   operating   rack   on    their 


respective  pitch   lines   the  entire  width   of 
the  teeth. 

Turned  Bolts. 
54.  All  bolts  must  be  turned  to  a  driving 
fit.  The  diameter  of  the  thread  must  be  at 
least  one-sixteenth  (1-16)  of  an  inch  less 
than  the  diameter  of  finished  bolt,  to  pre- 
vent injury  in  driving.  All  bolts  shall 
have  a  washer  under  nut  not  less  than  one- 
quarter  inch  thick,  and  beveled  washers 
on  all  inclined  surfaces.  Holes  for  bolts 
must  be  reamed  parallel  with  all  parts  as- 
sembled. 

Aesemhling. 
•  55.  All  riveted  members  must  be  well 
pinned  up  and  all  parts  drawn  thoroughly 
together  for  riveting.  No  chippings,  etc., 
will  be  allowed  between  the  surfaces  and 
a  sufficient  number  of  bolts  must  be  used  to 
keep  the  parts  in  absolute  contact.  All 
surfaces  In  contact  must  be  thoroughly 
cleaned  and  painted  before  the  pieces  are 
assembled.  All  pieces  in  the  assembled 
member  must  be  straight  and  true  to  line 
before  reaming  or  riveting  is  begun. 
2^uf«. 

56.  All  nuts  shall  be  hexagonal  in  shape. 
All  threads  shall  be  United  States  standard. 

Fillets. 

57.  All  re-entrant  cuts  must  be  well  fil- 
leted and  both  fillet  and  cut  finished.  No 
unfllleted  cuts  will  be  allowed. 

Annealing. 

58.  Any  pieces  which  may  have  been  par- 
tially heated  or  bent  cold,  excepting  crimped 
stiffeners,  must  be  wholly  annealed  unless 
otherwise  directed  by  the  Engineer.  All 
forglngs.  eye-bars  and  steel  castings  must 
be  annealed  according  to  the  best  practice. 

Latticing. 
50i  Lattice  bars  shall  be  inclined  at  an 
angle  of  not  less  than  sixty  (60)  degrees 
with  the  axis  of  the  member  for  single 
latticing,  nor  less  than  forty-five  (45)  de- 
grees for  double  latticing  with  riveted  in- 
tersections. Ends  of  lattice  bars  shall  be 
properly  cut  and  of  neat  appearance. 

60.  Web  splice  plates  and  fillers  under 
stiffeners  shall  be  cut  to  fit  within  one- 
eighth  (%)  of  an  inch  of  flange  angles. 

61.  Web  plates  of  girders  and  floor 
beams  which  have  no  cover  plates  shall  be 
flush  with  backs  of  upper  flange  angles  or 
be  not  more  than  one-sixteenth  of  an  inch 
(1-16  Inch)  below  the  angles.  When  web 
plates  are  spliced,  not  more  than  one- 
quarter  of  an  inch  (H  inch)  clearance  be- 
tween ends  of  plates  will  be  allowed. 

62.  No  steel  shall  be  hammered  cold  or 
worked  at  a  black  heat,  nor  shall  it  be 
welded. 

63.  Wherever  there  is  a  tendency  for  wa- 
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ter  to  collect,  the  space  must  be  filled  with 
a  suitable  waterproof  material. 
PUming. 

64.  AH  plates  shall  be  universal  mill 
plates  when  practicable.  Sheared  plates  in 
chord  members,  tension  members,  segmental 
Orders  and  counterweight  boxes,  except- 
ing tie  plates  not  used  as  splices,  shall 
have  all  sheared  edges  planed  off  to  a  depth 
of  one-quarter  of  an  inch   (%*  inch). 

OiBinber. 

65.  The  trusses  of  the  movable  leaves 
shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  give  a  slight 
camber  to  the  floor  under  full  live  load  as 
directed  by  the  Engineer. 

Center  Locks,  Diaphragms, 

66.  All  center  lock  castings  shall  be  ac- 
curately fitted  and  all  holes  drilled  when 
assembled  in  place.  The  diaphragms  shall 
be  bolted  In  place  with  tight  fitting  turned 
bolts  so  as  to  be  readily  removed  if  dam- 
aged. One  extra  diaphragm  casting  for 
each  truss,  with  bolts  complete,  finished  and 
fitted  ready  to  put  in  place  shall  be  fur- 
nished, match  marked,  boxed  and  labeled, 
by  the  Contractor  without  extra  charge. 

Hand  Railing. 
G7.  Hand  railing  shall  be  of  gas  pipe, 
constructed  as  shown  on  the  plans.  All 
fittings  shall  be  of  malleable  Iron  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Engineer.  Railing 
shall  be  fastened  securely  together  and  to 
the  structure,  and  must  be  properly  lined 
and  leveled  and  left  in  perfect  condition  on 
completion  of  the  work. 

Ouard  Fences. 

68.  Steel  .latticed  fences  shall  be  placed 
around  openings  In  floor  over  counterweight 
pits  as  shown  on  the  plans,  properly  re- 
cessed to  clear  the  moving  leaves  ivhen 
raised  to  their  highest  position.  Lattice 
bars  shall  be  riveted  at  intersections  and  at 
ends.  When  erected  the  fences  must  be  of 
neat  appearance  and  In  true  alignment. 
Workmanship. 

CO.  AH  workmanship  must  he  first  class 
in  every  respect  and  conform  to  the  latest 
and  best  practice  in  bridge  work.  All  ma- 
terial must  be  thoroughly  straightened  be- 
fore templates  are  laid  off  on  it  or  before 
any  other  work  is  done  upon  It  Finished 
members  must  be  absolutely  straight  and 
free  from  distortions  of  any  kind  or  open 
joints.  Parts  exposed  to  view  shall  be 
neatly  finished.  AH  necessary  fillers,  con- 
nections, etc.,  not  shown  on  the  plans 
shall  be  furnished  without  extra  charge. 
Cresoting, 

70.  All  creoROtlng  of  lumber  shall  be  done 
by  the  most  approved  process  and  in  plants 
approved  by  the  Engineer.    AH  lumber  shall 


be  first-class  selected  material  and  shall  be 
thoroughly  and  uniformly  impregnated 
throughout  its  entire  thickness  with  pure 
creosote  oil,  to  the  amount  of  not  less  than 
twelve  (12)  pounds  of  pure  creosote  oil  to 
the  cubic  foot  of  lumber.  The  amount  of 
oil  absorbed  shall  be  determined  by  proper 
tests  and  any  material  found  not  to  con- 
tain the  specified  quantity  shall  be  re-im- 
pregnated. All  this  work  shall  be  «abject 
to  the  inspection  and  approval  of  the  En- 
gineer and  such  tests  as  he  may  reqnire 
shall  be  furnished  free  of  cost. 

ICACHINBBT. 

Character  of  Work. 
71.  More  than  ordinary  oare  must  be 
taken  to  have  all  workmanship  strictly  first 
class  and  in  accordance  with  the  best  prac- 
tice. None  but  the  most  competent  work- 
men shall  be  employed  in  the  manufacture 
of  the  machinery,  and  the  fitting  and  erec- 
tion, both  in  the  shop  and  in  the  field, 
shall  be  superintended  by  expert  mill- 
wrights. The  bearings  for  all  shafts  shall 
be  set  to  a  true  line,  parallel,  and  the 
proper  distance  between  centers.  No  shim- 
ming will  be  allowed.  Mating  gears  shall 
be  exactly  centered  on  each  other  and 
shall  be  square  with  their  shafts.  All  parts 
of  the  machinery  shall  be  so  constructed  as 
to  be  readily  removed  and  replaced  with 
new  parts.  All  machinery  shall ,  be  as- 
sembled on  the  supporting  members  in  the 
shop  as  heretofore  specified  In  paragraph 
52.  and  shall  l)e  properly  aligned  and  fitted 
and  all  holes  In  the  supports  drilled  with 
the  parts  In  correct  relative  positions.  Before 
taking  apart,  all  pieces  shall  be  carefully 
match  marked  both  as  to  the  supports  and 
to  each  other  and  they  'must  be  re-erected 
in  the  same  relative  positions.  All  ma- 
chinery, before  connected  finally  with  the 
racks,  shall  be  operated  in  the  field  for  a 
sufficient  length  of  time  to  secure  smooth 
running  and  proper  bearing  of  gear  teeth. 

Shafts. 
.  72.  AH  shofts  and  machinery  pins  over 
three  and  one-half  (3%)  Inches  in  diam- 
eter must  be  of  forged  steel  of  grade  spec- 
ified for  machinery  steel.  They  must  be 
turned  true  to  size  over  their  entire  length 
and  finished  to  a  smooth  surface,  care  being 
taken  to  leave  proper  fillets  where  the  diam- 
eter Is  reduced.  All  shafts  over  seven  and 
one-half  (7Vi)  inches  In  diameter  shall  be 
bored  their  entire  length.  Cold  rolled  steel 
shafting  may  be  used  for  shafts  three  and 
one-half  (3%)  Inches  and  less  In  diameter. 
All  shafts  when  erected  in  place  must  be  at 
true  right  line  to  the  proper  plane  of  rota- 
tions of  gears  and  in  correct  position  for 
proper  meshing  of  the  gears  on  their  true 
pitch  lines. 
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Operaiinff  Raoka. 

73.  The  operating  racks  must  be  perfectly 
straight  and  tme  for  their  full  length.  The 
cast  steel  sections  must  be  planed  on  the 
bottom  and  both  ends  and  must  be  bolted 
up  so  that  the  pitch  is  uniform  and  the 
pitch  line  absolutely  straight.  The  several 
pieces  of  rack  must  be  examined  carefully 
and  if  any  diflFerence  is  found  between  them 
those  varying  the  same  shall  be  placed  so 
that  they  come  opposite  each  other.  The 
sections  shall  be  so  placed  that  there  will  be 
no  variation  of  more  than  one-thirty-second 
inch  (1-32  inch)  from  end  to  end.  All 
holes  in  rack  sections  shall  be  drilled  and 
all  bolts  turned  to  driving  fit.  The  bearing 
marks  on  all  teeth  must  extend  over  half 
of  their  length  or  the  heaviest  pressure 
must  be  within  the  middle  third  of  their 
length,  and  where  necessary  to  secure  this 
the  teeth  must  be  properly  trimmed.  The 
pitch  lines  of  all  racks  must  be  carefully 
marked  thereon.     (Paragraph  35.) 

Gear  WheeU, 

74.  AH  gear  wheels  shall  be  steel  cast- 
ings. They  shall  be  so  bored  that  the  teeth 
run  true  and  shall  have  a  light  driven  fit 
on  their  axles  or  shafts  to  which  they  shall 
be  properly  keyed  with  gib-head  keys.  Mat- 
ing gears  shall  be  so  placed  that  the  mold- 
ing draft  of  teeth  is  reversed.  The  teeth 
of  all  cast  gears  shall  be  trimmed  to  tem- 
plate so  that  bearing  marks  extend  over 
one-half  the  length,  or  so  that  the  heaviest 
pressure  is  within  the  middle  third  of  the 
length  of  the  tooth.  Teeth  of  gears  are  to 
be  cut  where  so  shown  on  the  plans.  All 
gear  teeth  shall  be  involute  in  pattern. 
All  gears  shall  have  their  pitch  lines  plain- 
ly marked. 

Keys. 

75.  Gib-head  or  hooked  keys  shall  be  used 
for  keying  machinery  parts  to  the  shafts. 
They  shall  be  In  number  and  size~as  shown 
on  the  machinery  plans  or  according  to 
good  practice  when  not  shown,  and  shall 
have  a  taper  of  one-eighth  ( % )  inch  in  one 
foot.  When  wheel  and  key  are  firmly 
seated,  the  distance  between  gib-head  and 
hub  shall  not  be  less  than  one-half  the 
width  of  key.  All  keys  must  be  so  accurate- 
ly made  that  when  firmly  seated  only  suf- 
ficient space  is  left  at  the  point  to  provide 
for  future  tightening. 

Bearings. 

76.  All  pillow  blocks  and  all  other  bear- 
ings shall  be  babbitted  unless  otherwise 
shown  on  the  plans.  They  shall  be  bored 
to  slse  of  Journal  and  fitted  to  good  bear- 
ing on  Journal  when  In  place.  All  bearings 
shall  be  fitted  with  standard  iron  screw  com- 
pression grease  cups,  of  size  approved  by 


the  Engineer,  directly  connected  with  the 
bearings  which  shall  be  properly  grooved 
for  lubrication.  Every  moving  Joint  must 
be  provided  with  an  oil  hole  with  approved 
dust  caps  or  shall  have  other  suitable  means 
of  oiling.  All  bolts  for  Journal  boxes  shall 
be  turned  to  exact  and  close  but  not  driving 
fit.  Beveled  washers  shall  be  provided 
under  nuts  for  bearing  on  inclined  surfaces. 

Nuta, 

77.  All  nuts  used  on  machinery  parts 
shall  be  hexagonal,  semi-finished  in  qual- 
ity, and  must  be  faced  square  to  axis  of 
screw  thread  on  bearing  surface.  All  bolts 
for  boxes  shall  be  provided  with  two  full 
nuts  at  each  threaded  end.  All  nuts  for 
bolts  in  movable  Joints  shall  be  secured 
by  cotter  pins.  All  other  nuts  shall  be  pro- 
vided with  approved  positive  nut  locks.  All 
nuts  and  screw  ends  shall  have  truncated 
"V"  threads.  United  States  standard. 

Wrenches. 

78.  Proper  wrenches  to  fit  the  nuts  of  all 
^ bolts  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Contractor 

without  extra  charge.  Handles  of  wrenches 
shall  be  straight  or  of  "S"  pattern  as  may 
be  most  suitable.  Wherever  practicable  the 
Jaws  shall  be  formed  at  an  angle  of  fifteen 
(15)  deg^rees  to  the  handle  and  shall  not 
be  thicker  than  three-quarters  of  the  thick- 
ness of  standard  nut.  All  wrenches  shall 
be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Engineer. 

Foot  Brakes. 

70.  Each  leaf  of  the  bridge  shall  be  pro- 
vided with  one  band  brake  operated  by  a 
foot  cylinder  in  the  operator's  house,  con- 
nected thereto  by  flexible  metallic  tubing 
and  supplied  with  oil  reservoir  placed  at 
proper  elevation  as  indicated  on  the  ma- 
chinery plans.  Krake  wheels  shall  be  of 
cast  steel  with  turned  faces.  Brake  bands 
shall  be  of  steel  curved  to  proper  form. 
Two  (2)  extra  brake  bands  finished  com- 
plete and  fitted  ready  for  use  shall  l>e  fur- 
nished by  the  Contractor,  free  of  cost  to  the 
Sanitary  District.  All  of  the  above  work 
shall  he  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Engi- 
neer. 

Machinery  Housinga. 

80.  The  Contractor  shall  furnish  and 
place  around  each  pair  of  gears  and  each 
motor,  metal  housings  or  cases  to  protect 
them  from  the  weather.  Such  housings 
shall  be  constructed  of  number  eighteen 
(No.  18)  galvanized  iron  properly  stiffened 
and  securely  fastened  in  place.  They  shall 
be  so  hinged,  hung  or  otherwise  attached 
that  they  may  be  easily  and  conveniently 
removed  for  Inspection  of  the  gears  and 
motors.  The  design  of  all  housings  shall 
be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Engineer. 
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Oatc8. 

81.  Four  (4)  standard  railroad  gates 
equal  to  those  manufactured  by  the  Buda 
Foundry  and  Manufacturing  Company,  and 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Engineer, 
shall  be  provided,  two  for  each  end  of  the 
bridge.  Each  gate  shall  have  one  arm  over 
sidewalk  and  one  arm  over  one-half  of  the 
roadway,  lined  with  two  and  one-half  by 
one-eighth  inch  (2%  inch  by  %  inch)  iron 
strap  on  each  side.  Gates  shall  be  placed 
at  the 'curb  line  near  the  ends 'of  the  bridge, 
as  directed  by  the  Engineer,  and  each  gate 
shall  1)e  operated  independently  by  hand 
air-pumps  located  in  the  operators'  houses. 

Patterns. 

82.  All  patterns,  including  all  necessary 
core  boxes  or  other  parts,  for  castings  of 
any  material,  excepting  for  counterweights, 
shall  be  the  property  of  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict and  after  final  use  shall  be  delivered 
by  the  Contractor  when  and  where  directed 
by  the  Engineer.  All  parts  shall  be  prop- 
erly labeled  and  invoices  of  pieces  furnished 
In  duplicate  to  the  Engineer. 

Old  Patterns. 

83.  When  so  directed  by  the  Engineer, 
patterns  made  for  machinery  of  previous 
bridges  shall  be  used  for  casting  machinery 
parts  for  this  bridge  where  applicable.  The 
Contractor  shall  make  any  alterations  re- 
quired as  directed  by  the  Engineer  in  writ- 
ing, but  shall  make  no  changes  unless  so 
ordered.  It  Is  expressly  understood,  how- 
ever, that  the  Sanitary  District  does  not 
undertake  or  agree  to  furnish  any  patterns 
and  unless  otherwise  directed  the  Contrac- 
tor shall  make  complete  patterns  for  every 
casting  placed  In  the  bridge.  When  old  pat- 
terns are  ordered  to  be  used  they  shall  be 
called  for  and  after  final  use  shall  be  de- 
livered to  any  point  In  the  City  of  Chicago 
as  directed,  free  of  cost  to  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict. 

84.  Patterns  for  castings  shall  be  made 
of  thoroughly  seasoned  first-class  pattern 
lumber,  well  put  together  to  stand  repeated 
use  and  long  time  storage  without  damage. 
They  shall  be  finished  to  give  a  neat  appear- 
ance to  castings.  The  outer  unfinished 
edges  of  all  ribs,  bases,  etc.,  shall  be 
rounded  off  to  a  radius  of  one-fourth  of 
the  thickness  of  the  rib,  and  Inside  corners 
alia  11  be  fitted  with  wood  fillets  well  fastened 
and  rounded  out  to  a  radius  of  at  least  one- 
half  of  the  thickness  of  the  thinnest  rib 
forming  the  corners. 

85.  All  patterns  shall  l>e  fitted  with  lift- 
ing and  rapping  plates  and  each  one.  If 
large  enough,  shall  have  set  flush  with 
Its  surface  a  metal  plate  bearing  the  let- 
ters  "22nd  St."   in  sharp  gothlc   type  one- 


half  (%)  inch  high.  Old  patterns.  If  used, 
shall  have  this  plate  additional.  Each 
pattern  shall  have  a  designating  letter  and 
number,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Engineer,  so  placed  as  to  be  visible  when 
the  casting  is  in  position  in  the  structure. 
All  patterns  for  gears  shall  be  full  patterns 
of  entire  castings. 

86.  Patterns  for  steel  and  iron  castings 
shall  be  painted  black  excepting  core  prints 
which  shall  be  varnished  with  clear  shellac. 
The  patterns  shall  be  thoroughly  varnished 
before  use  with  first-class  pattern  shellac 
dissolved  In  alcohol.  After  final  use  all 
patterns,  whether  new  or  old,  shall  be  re- 
paired and  thoroughly  cleaned  and  var- 
nished before  storing. 

ELECTRICAL    BQUIFMEXT. 

Motive  Power. 

87.  The  motive  power  shall  be  electricity. 

Operation.' 

88.  The  center  lock  shown  on  truss  detail 
sheet  consists  of  a  diaphragm  on  the  west 
leaf  extending  between  the  short  and  long 
tongue  of  the  east  leaf.  In  operating  the 
bridge  (closing)  the  west  leaf  can  be  low- 
ered to  a  position  in  which  the  diaphragm 
will  clear  the  long  tongue  of  the  east  leaf, 
the  west  leaf  to  be  provided  with  a  short- 
clrcultlng  device  that  will  throw  the  •cir- 
cuit-breaker and  stop  the  west  leaf  at  this 
position.  The  east  leaf  will  be  lowered  to 
a  position  in  which  the  short  tongue  will 
clear  the  diaphragm  of  the  west  leaf  and 
at  this  position  will  open-circuit  the  trip- 
ping device  on  the  west  leaf  so  that  the 
west  leaf  may  then  be  lowered  until  the 
diaphragm  touches  the  long  tongue  of  the 
east  leaf,  after  which  both  leaves  will  come 
down  together.  In  operating  the  bridge 
(opening),  both  leaves  are  raised  simultane- 
ously. 

Motors. 

89.  Each  leaf  of  the  bridge  will  be  oper- 
ated by  two  electric  motors  located  and  at- 
tached as  shown  on-  the  machinery  detail 
sheet.  These  motors  shall  be  of  the  railway 
type,  series  wound,  single  reduction,  multipo- 
lar, water  proof,  with  steel  frame  and  iron 
clad  armature  and  solenoid  brake  attach- 
ments, each  to  have  a  capacity  of  seventy- 
five  horse  power  (75  H.  P.)  at  normal  speed 
and  five  hundred  (500)  volts,  according  to 
American  Institute  of  Electrical  Engineers 
rating,  and  be  capable  of  carrying  an  over- 
load of  thirty-three  and  one-third  (331-3) 
per  cent  for  thirty  (30)  minutes,  or  fifty 
(50)  per  cent  for  five  minutes  without  In- 
jurious heating.  The  armature  speed  shall 
be  not  more  than  six  hundred  (-600)  revolu- 
tions per  minute  when  the  horse  power, 
above   specified.   Is  being  delivered   by  the 
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motor  at  500  volts.  With  each  motor  shall 
be  furnished  a  cut  pinion  and  gear  with  a 
reduction  such  that  the  counter  shaft  will 
make  one  hundred  and  twenty- two  (122) 
revolutions  per  minute  under  full  load 
rating.  These  pinions  and  gears  shall  he 
protected  by  a  removable  gear  case.  Motors 
shall  be  designed  to  receive  and  to  retain 
oil  for  lubrication  at  any  position  of  the 
moving  leaves. 

Brakes. 

90.  Each  motor  shall  be  equipped  with  a 
solenoid  brake  directly  attached  to  the 
motor,  such  solenoid  brakes  to  be  of  an  ap- 
proved  form  which  has  been  in  successful 
operation,  and  to  1>e  arranged  in  shunt, 
braking  automatically  when  the  current 
operating  the  bridge  is  cut  off  through  the 
controller  and  released  by  the  first  notch 
of  the  controller  without  influencing  the 
motors. 

91.  All  motors  shall  be  of  standard  types 
in  common  use  in  order  that  extra  parts  may 
be  readily  procured  on  short  notice,  and 
shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  En- 
gineer. 

Eaiira  Parts. 

92.  The  Contractor  shall  furnish,  free  of 
cost  to  the  Sanitary  District,  two  extra 
armatures,  two  extra  field  coils,  two  extra 
pinions  and  two  extra  split  gears,  one  extra 
solenoid  brake  attachment  complete  with 
all  parts  and  one  additional  solenoid  and 
two  additional  brake  bands  for  same. 

Controllers. 
03.  One  controller,  to  be  placed  in  each 
operating  house  to  govern  the  main  operat- 
ing bridge  motors  for  the  adjacent  leaf, 
shall  be  of  the  reversible  series  parallel 
type,  fitted  with  interlocking  reversing 
cylinders,  magnetic  blow  out,  etc.,  and  shall 
be  capable  of  varying  and  maintaining  the 
speed  of  the  motors  from  slow  speed  at  the 
starting  point  to  a  maximum  speed  when 
full  on,  without  sparking  and  without  shock 
or  Jar.  It  shall  be  of  ample  carrying  ca- 
pacity to  transmit  for  one-half  hour  thirty- 
three  and  one-third  (83  1-3)  per  cent  above 
the  normal  power  required  by  the  motors 
at  full  load  or  transmit  for  five  minutes 
fifty  (50)  per  cent  above  the  normal 
amount  required  by  the  motors,  without  in- 
jurious heating.  The  first  notch  or  first 
position  of  the  controller  lever  shall  only 
release  the  solenoid  brakes,  the  second 
notch  or  position  of  the  controller  lever 
being  the  first  to  cut  out  resistance  from 
and  start  the  operating  motors.  Both  con- 
trollers shall  automatically  throw  off  when 
the  handles  are  released  by  the  operators. 

Resistances, 
94.  Suitable  resistances  shall  be  furnished 


so  that  the  motors  will  start  from  stand- 
still and  attain  full  speed  without  causing 
sparking  at  the  commutators  of  the  motors 
or  without  shock  or  Jar  to  the  bridge. 

Feed  Wires. 
95.  There  will  be  three  (3)  feed  wires, 
two  positive  and  one  negative,  leading  to  a 
point  near  the  bridge  on  the  west  side  of 
the  river.  Each  feed  wire  shall  be  con- 
nected to  the  switch  board  by  the  Con- 
tractor with  a  number  0000  weather  proof 
rubber  insulated  wire  laid  in  loricated  Iron 
conduit.  The  location  of  the  supply  ends 
shall  be  designated  by  the  Engineer,  but  for 
purposes  of  estimating  shall  be  assumed  to 
be  not  less  than  one  hundred  (100)  feet 
distant  from  the  west  switch  board.  Be- 
tween the  supply  ends  and  the  bridge  the 
conduits  shall  be  placed  below  the  side- 
walks or  In  trenches  as  directed  by  the 
Engineer,  and  shall  be  •  properly  drained 
with  loricated  tees.  Each  positive  feeder 
shall  be  protected  by  a  pole  switch  and  by 
a  lightning  arrester  mounted  on  a  non- 
combustible  and  non-absorbent  insulated 
base  placed  on  first  pole  or  where  directed 
by  the  Engineer.  The  cost  of  doing  the 
above  work,  furnishing  all  material  and 
labor  as  specified,  shall  be  included  in  the 
lump  sum  price  for  the  superstructure. 

Cables. 

96.  Between  and  connecting  the  switch 
boards  in  *the  operator's  houses  shall  be 
furnished  and  laid  across  the  Chicago 
River  thirty- two  (82)  feet  below  Chi- 
cago City  Datum,  three  (3)  steel  ar- 
mored submarine  cables,  each  of  suf- 
ficient capacity  to  carry  safely  the  neces- 
sary current  in  strength  and  frequency  to 
operate  either  leaf  of  the  bridge  with  full 
overload  on  the  motors  as  herein  specified. 
Each  cable  shall  be  composed  of  nineteen 
(19)  strands  of  tinned  copper  wire  of  not 
less  than  ninety -eight  (98)  per  cent  con- 
ductivity, insulating  walls  of  rubber  not 
less  than  five  thirty-seconds  (5-32)  of  an 
inch  thick,  containing  not  less  than  thirty 
(30)  per  cent  of  pure  Para  rubber,  one  wind- 
ing of  tape,  a  lead  sheath  three  thirty-sec- 
onds (3-32)  of  an  inch  thick  containing 
three  (3)  per  cent  of  tin  alloy,  a  sub- 
stantial Jute  and  asphalt  serving  and  an 
armor  of  galvanized  steel  wire  of  suitable 
size  for  the  diameter  of  cable  specified. 
The  above  cables  shall  show  at  sixty  degrees 
(60  degrees),  Fahrenheit,  an  insulating  re- 
sistance of  five  hundred  (500)  megohms 
per  mile  after  five  (5)  minutes'  electrifica- 
tion. Additional  iron-armored,  insulated 
submarine  cables  shall  be  similarly  laid 
thirty-two  feet  (32  feet)  below  Chicago 
City  Datum,  sufficient  in  number,  capacity 
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and  insulation  to  connect  the  telephones 
and  signal  bells  and  to  perform  the  various 
operations  of  the  automatic  cut-offs,  short- 
circuiting  devices,  the  Indicators,  etc.,  as 
herein  specified.  Two  cables  shall  be  so  con- 
nected at  the  switch  board  that  power  to 
operate  either  or  both  leaves  may  be  ob- 
tained from  either  positive  feed  wire,  using 
either  cable.  The  third  cable  shall  be  con- 
nected up  as  a  return  wire  from  the  east 
half  of  the  bridge.  All  material  and  labor 
necessary  to  the  complete  furnishing  and 
laying  of  all  cables  shall  be  furnished  by 
the  Contractor  without  extra  charge.  All 
cables  shall  be  properly  protected  against 
damage  by  Ice  or  other  causes. 

Wiring. 

97.  All  wiring  not  otherwise  specified 
shall  be  rubber  covered  and  shall  be  drawn 
Into  place,  free  from  mechanical  Injuries, 
in  loricated  iron  conduits  so  located  and  ar- 
ranged as  to  be  easily  accessible  and  re- 
paired. All  wiring  shall  be  of  sufficient 
capacity  to  safely  carry  the  current  re- 
quired, with  overload  specified,  without  In- 
jurious heating  or  excessive  loss. 

Automatic  Cut-Oft  a. 

98.  An  automatic  cut-off  or  shert-clrcult- 
Ing  device  shall  be  provided  on  each  leaf 
which  will  throw  the  circuit-breaker  and 
cut  out  the  current  from  the  main  operating 
motors  and  set  the  solenoid  brakes  when 
the  leaf,  in  opening,  reaches  a  position  at 
or  just  prior  to  full  opening.  An  ad- 
ditional similar  device  shall  be  placed  on' 
the  west  leaf  which  will  prevent  the  leaf 
passing  the  locking  position  as  specified  In 
paragraph  88. 

Coni4ictB. 

99.  The  contacts  or  electrical  devices  for 
making  and  breaking  the  electric  circuits  to 
operate  the  elctrlc  Indicators,  automatic 
cut-offa  or  similar  connections  shall  be  sub- 
stantial in  construction,  reliable  in  action 
and  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Engineer  for 
approval. 

Gut-01f8. 

100.  An  automatic  circuit  breaker  shall 
be  placed  on  the  motor  circuit  on  each 
switch  board.  Each  cable,  each  line  of 
motors,  each  line  of  solenoids  and  each 
lighting,  signal,  Indicator  or  other  circuit 
shall  be  protected  by  suitable  fuses  and 
cut-offs. 

Switches. 

101.  Suitable  switches  of  quick  break 
railway  type  shall  be  provided  at  each  end 
of  each  submarine  cable  and  for  each  motor 
circuit,  solenoid  current,  and  supply  wire. 
The  switches  shall  have  ample  carrying 
capacity    for    their    respective    loads.      All 


light  and  signal  circuits  shall  be  provided 
with  proper  buttons. 

Stoitch  Boards. 

102.  A  marble  switch  board  shall  be 
placed  in  each  operator's  house,  of  sufficient 
size  to  allow  all  necessary  meters,  switcheB, 
circuit  breakers,  cut-outs,  fuses,  etc.,  of 
ample  size  to  be  located  thereon  without 
crowding,  so  that  each  device  can  be  quick- 
ly and  safely  reached  and  operated  by  the 
bridge  tender.  Switch  boards  shall  be  lo- 
cated where  directed  by  the  Engineer, 
mounted  and  braced  with  sustantlal  Iron 
supports.  All  switches,  cut-outs,  fuses  and 
buttons  shall  be  suitably  named  and  labeled 
In  accordance  with  their  purpose  and  use. 

Meter. 

103.  One  six  hundred  (600)  volt  volt-meter 
and  one  five  hundred  (500)  ampere  shunt 
ammeter  equal  to  the  Weston  in  quality 
shall  be  placed  on  each  switch  board;  also 
one  (1)  fifty  thousand  (50,000)  ohm  mag- 
neto testing  bell. 

Ught. 

104.  In  each  of  the  operator's  houses 
shall  be  placed  five  (5)  sixteen-candle  power 
lights,  and  ten  (10)  additional  lights,  wltb 
water  proof  sockets  shall  be  placed  on 
each  side  of  the  river  about  the  machinery 
at  such  points  as  the  Engineer  may  direct. 
All  lights  shall  be  controlled  by  switches 
in  the  operator's  house. 

Electrical  Indicators. 

105.  An  electrical  Indicator  of  approved* 
design  shall  be  placed  In  each  operator's 
house  to  show  the  locking  position  of  eacb 
leaf  and  to  show  the  closed  position  and  to 
indicate  the  safe  open  position  of  the  leaf 
operated  from  that  house. 

•  Signals. 
10(5.  At  the  extremity  of  each  river  arm 
shall  be  secured  two  suitable  semaphores, 
one  on  each  side  of  the  bridge,  upon  each 
of  which  shall  be  mounted  two  fixed  foor 
lens  lanterns  showing  red  and  green  lights, 
the  red  lights  to  show  to  the  river  and  the 
green  lights  to  the  approaches  whoi  the 
bridge  is  closed  and  to  show  reversed  when 
the  bridge  Is  open.  Semaphores  shall  hare 
two  electric  circuits  controlled  from  the 
switch  board  In  each  operator's  honse. 
Standards  and  lanterns  shall  be  of  snb- 
stantlal  and  ornamental  construction  and 
80  placed  as  to  be  readily  seen  from  the 
river  and  from  the  approaches  to  the  bridge. 

Telephone,  Bell  and  Signal  Ball. 

107.     In  each   operator's  house   shall   be 

placed  a  telephone  equal  to  the  Stromberg- 

Carlson  In  quality,  complete  with  receiver, 

transmitter,  battery  and  magneto  bell,  and 
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also  a  push-button  and  signal-bell,  con- 
nected by  cable  beneath  the  river.  Upon  the 
west  operator's  house  shall  be  placed  a  one 
hundred  and  ten  (110)  pound  bronze 
Meneeley  bell  (Troy,  N.  Y.),  properly  hung 
and  with  cord  leading  to  suitable  points  In- 
side the  house.  A  signal-ball,  light  and 
standard,  the  same  as  used  by  the  City  of 
Chicago  at  the  -  various  bridges  over  the 
Chicago  River,  shall  be  furnished  and  placed 
where  the  Engineer  may  direct  and  so  ar- 
ranged that  it  may  be  operated  from  the 
west  operator's  house. 

108.  All  of  the  electrical  equipment,  ap- 
paratus, etc.,  must  be  of  the  most  sub- 
stantial character  and  of  good  finish  and 
all  material  and  workmanship  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Engineer.  No 
cheap  or  inadequate  work  will  be  accepted. 
The  contractor  before  beginning  work  must 
submit  for  approval  complete  plans  with  de- 
tails and  specifications  showing  wiring  and 
parts  he  proposes  to  install.  At  completion 
of  the  contract  three  (3)  sets  of  blue 
prints  of  corrected  drawings  shall  be  de- 
livered to  the  Sanitary  District  showing 
the  work  as  finally  completed. 

109.  The  foregoing  specifications  in  refer- 
ence to  machinery  and  electrical  equipment 
are  merely  a  synopsis  of  what  is  needed,  it 
being  understood  that  the  contractor  is  to 
provide  everything  to  make  the  bridge 
complete  in  every  detail  and  as  a  whole. 
Anything  omitted  from  the  plans  or  specifi- 
cations necessary  to  make  the  bridge  com- 
plete shAII  be  furnished  by  the  contractor 
at  his  own  expense  and  shall  be  merged 
Into  the  contract  price  as  stipulated  for 
the  work.  The  working  of  the  machinery 
and  operation  of  the  bridge  must  be  tested 
as  to  efficiency  and  must  be  satisfactory  to 
the  Engineer  and  In  accordance  with  the 
specified  requirements. 

BOADWAY    AND   SIDB WALKS. 

Roadway — Lower  Planking. 

110.  The  roadway  fioor  on  the  movable 
and  fixed  parts  of  the  structure  shall  con- 
sist of  two  courses  of  planking.  The  lower 
course  shall  be  creosoted  yellow  pine,  eight 
(8)  inches  wide,  surfaced  on  four  sides  and 
to  a  uniform  thickness  of  four  and  one-half 
(4%)  inches.  It  shall  be  laid  diagonally 
at  an  angle  with  the  floor  beams  of  one  in 
two,  with  planks  spaced  four  inches  apart. 
Each  plank  shall  he  secured  to  each  stringer 
by  two  (2)  four  and  one-half  by  seven- 
sixteenths  (4^x7-16)  Inch  railroad  spikes 
driven  square  to  the  stringers  in  holes 
tx>red  in  the  planking.  Near  each 
side  of  each  floor  beam  the  plank- 
ing shall  be  bolted  to  each  stringer  with 
six  (6)*  three-quarter  (%)  inch  carriage 
bolts  with  beveled  washers  under  nuts.     At 


rail  stringers  the  planks  shall  be  recessed 
for  the  rail  clips.  The  top  of  this  course 
when  laid  shall  be  absolutely  true  to  sur- 
face and  every  plank  must  be  securely  fast- 
ened to  the  stringers  to  prevent  movement 
All  planks  shall  be  in  one  length  extending 
from  rail  to  rail  or  from  rail  to  truss  line. 
(See  paragraph  141.) 

Upper  Planktnff. 

111.  The  upper  course  of  planking  shall 
be  selected  white  oak,  six  (6)  inches  to  trn 
(10)  inches  wide,  surfaced  on  one  side  to  a 
uniform  thickness  of  two  and  three-quarters 
(2%)  Inches.  Plank  shall  be  laid  perpen- 
dicular to  the  stringers,  heart  side  down, 
each  plank  thoroughly  spliced  to  each  timber 
in  the  lower  course  with  six  (6)  inch  heavy 
wire  spikes  and  with  at  least  two  spikes 
at  each  end  of  each  plank.  Planks  must  be 
In  one  length  extending  from  rail  to  rail  or 
from  rail  to  wheel  guard,  and  must  be 
carefully  fitted  to  the  rails  and  properly 
chamfered.  Care  must  be  taken  not  to 
split  the  planking  in  spiking. 

Wheel  Guards. 

112.  Wheel  guards  shall  be  of  creosoted 
yellow  pine  surfaced  on  two  sides  to  uni- 
form size  and  shall  run  the  entire  length  of 
bridge,-  including  approaches.  Joints  shall 
be  ship-lap  spliced  with  a  lap  of  at  least 
eight  (8)  inches,  securely  bolted.  Guard 
rails  shall  be  bolted  to  the  lower  course 
of  planking  with  three-quarters  (%)  inch 
bolts  not  more  than  four  (4)  feet  apart 
with  cut  washers.  All  wheel  guards  shall 
be  protected  by  a  five  by  three  by  three- 
eighths  (5x3x%)  inch  steel  angle  securely 
fastened  to  same  by  means  of  countersunk 
wood  screws  and  extending  the  entire 
length  of  all  guards. 

Sidewalks. 

113.  The  sidewalk  fioor  on  all  parts  of 
the  bridge  shall  be  hard  maple  sized  on  four 
sides  to  two  (2)  inches  by  three  and  three- 
quarters  (3%)  inch  net  dimensions.  It 
shall  be  laid  in  full  lengths  with  one-quar- 
ter (%)  inch  open  Joints  and  shall  be  thor^ 
oughly  spiked  to  the  nailing  strips  with 
five  (5)  inch  spikes.  Nailing  strips  shall  be 
of  creosoted  yellow  pine  sized  to  correct 
thickness.  They  shall  be  bolted  to  the 
stringers  with  five-eighths  (%)  inch  car- 
riage bolts  with  beveled  washer  under  nut, 
not  more  than  three  feet  apart.  Where 
necessary  nailing  strips  shall  be  tapered 
In  thickness  in  order  that  the  sidewalk  may 
be  laid  to  proper  surface  and  grade. 

Chord  Covers.   ^ 

114.  Chord  covers  extending  from  inside 
sidewalk  stringer  to  the  guard  rails  on 
moving  leaves  and  from  the  counterweight 
openings   to   the   guard   rails   on   fixed   ap- 
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proaches  shall  be  of  two  inch  (2  inch)  net 
ship  lapped  yellow  pine  not  over  eight 
inches  wide  fastened  with  five-inch  (5-inch) 
spikes. 

HOUSES^    STAIRWAYS    AND    PLATFOBV8. 

OperatWs  Houses. 

115.  On  each  side  of  the  river,  located 
as  shown  on  the  plans,  shall  be  built  and 
secured  in  place  an  operator's  house,  to  be 
of  such  general  dimensions  and  appearance 
as  shown  on  the  detail  sheet  of  operator's 
houses.  All  finish,  doors,  sash,  etc.,  shall 
be  perfectly  clear  thoroughly  dry  white 
pine.  All  exterior  worlE  shall  be  primed 
immediately  after  it  is  put  in  place  and 
shall  receive  two  additional  coats  of  paint 
of  color-  selected  by  the  Engineer,  the  final 
coat  of  which  shall  not  be  applied  until  all 
other  work  on  the  bridge  has  been  com- 
pleted. All  material  and  workmanship  shall 
be  of  the  best  quality. 

116.  In  each  operator's  house  shall  be 
placed  one  No.  15-D  "Coles  Hot  Blast"  coal 
stove  with  number  twenty  (No.  20)  Russia 
iron  stove  pipes  fitted  with  damper.  There 
shall  also  be  furnished  and  placed  on  the 
roof,  one  cast  iron  chimney  jack  with  cast 
iron  thimble,  equal  to  the  Dickinson  jack, 

.  and  one  cast  iron  ventilator,  all  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Engineer.  The  woodwork 
behind  the  stoves  shall  be  neatly  lined  with 
number  22  galvanized  iron  for  protection 
from  heat.  One  stove  board,  coal  scuttle, 
shovel,  poker,  etc.,  shall  be  furnished  with 
each  stove. 

Stairs,  and  Oiling  Platforms. 

117.  The  Contractor  shall  build  where 
shown  on  the  plans,  stairways  with  steel 
channel  stringers  and  gas  pipe  hand  railing, 
running  from  the  bridge  sidewalks  to  each 
operator's  house  and  from  each  operator's 
house  to  the  machinery  platforms  overhead, 
lie  shall  also  build  platforms  and  walks 
along  the  racks  and  around  the  machinery, 
consisting  of  perforated  metal  plates  on 
steel  framing  and  with  gas  pipe  hand  rail- 
ing as  indicated  on  the  plans.  All  supports 
for  the  above  stairways  and  platforms  shall 
be  of  steel  of  substantial  construction,  and 
all  details  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Engineer.  The  Contractor  shall  also 
build  from  the  sidewalk  level  to  the  dqck 
level  on  each  side  of  the  river,  where  di- 
rected by  the  Engineer,  one  stairway  three 
feet  wide  with  three  by  twelve  inch  (3x12 
inch)  yellow  pine  stringers  and  substantial 
yellow  pine  hand  railing.  All  material  shall 
be  surfaced  on  all  sides.  All  stairw^ay  treads 
shall  be  two  inch  (2  inch),  net  thickness, 
yellow  pine,  with  rounded  edges. 

118.  The  Contractor  shall  also  build,  as 
directed,  a  tight  board  fence  at  each  side  of 


each  abutment,  extending  in  each  case  from 
the  back  wall  at  the  end  of  bridge  to  a  point 
five  feet  (5  feet)  out  beyond  the  dock  line. 
Such  fence  shall  be  seven  (7)  feet  high 
and  shall  consist  of  one  inch  (1  inch) 
matched  fencing  nailed  to  four  (4)  three 
inch  by  six  inch  (3  inch  by  6  inch)  girts, 
and  six  inch  by  six  inch  (6  inch  by  6  Inch) 
posts  not  over  eight  (8)-  feet  apart,  and 
with  base  board  and  nail  studded  capping 
strip.  A  suitable  double  door,  five  (5)  feet 
wide,  with  heavy  hinges,  bar,  bolt  and  knob 
lock  with  two  keys  shall  be  placed  at  each 
abutment,  as  directed.  All  material  shall 
be  surfaced  on  all  sides.  All  of  the  stairs, 
platforms,  fences,  etc.,  shall  receive  two 
coats  of  paint  of  approved  color.  The  cost 
of  all  the  above  work  shall  be  included  In 
the  lump  sum  price  for  the  superstructure. 

MISCELLANBOnS. 

Filling,  Bedding  and  Grouting. 
110.  All  cavities  or  inclosed  spaces  in  or 
around  the  metal  work  of  the  fixed 
parts  of  the  bridge  that  can  retain 
water  shall  be  so  filled  with  mortar  that 
all  water  will  drain  away.  Mortar  shall 
consist  of  sand  and  Portland  cement  of 
specified  quality,  mixed  in  the  proportions 
of  one  (1)  part  cement  and  two  and  one- 
half  (2^)  parts  sand,  bulk  measurement. 
Mortar  filling  shall  be  carefully  put  In 
place  and  so  compacted  that  thorough  con- 
tact with  every  part  of  the  surf&ce  of  the 
metal  has  been  obtained  and  all  spaces 
completely  filled.  All  base  plates  of  po8ts» 
girders,  stringers,  or  other  parts  shall  be 
carefully  bedded  in  mortar  consisting  of  one 
(1)  part  Portland  cement  to  two  (2)  parts 
sand.  The  upper  portions  of  eye-bar 
anchors  and  anchor  rods  will  be  enclosed 
by  the  contractor  for  the  substructure  In 
boxes  or  stove  pipe.  These  shall  be  re- 
moved, as  far  as  possible,  by  the  Contractor 
for  the  superstructure,  and  the  spaces  shall 
be  solidly  filled  with  grout  consisting  of  one 
(1)  part  Portland  cement  to  one  and  one- 
half  (1%)  parts  screened  sand.  The  cost 
of  all  such  filling,  bedding  and  groutlnfr 
shall  be  included  In  the  lump  sum  price 
for  the  superstructure  stipulated  in  tbla 
contract.  All  damage  of  any  sort  to  the 
masonry  or  any  part  of  the  substructnte, 
caused  by  or  resulting  from  the  work  of  the 
Contractor,  shall  be  repaired  by  him  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Engineer,  free  of  cost 
to  the  Sanitary  District. 

Concrete  and  Mortar  Finishing. 
120.  The  Contractor  shall,  when  directed 
by  the  Engineer,  build  such  concrete  fin- 
ishing w^ork  as  the  Engineer  may  re- 
quire, on  the  abutments,  sewers,  re- 
taining   walls    or   around    the   iron    work. 
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Sach  concrete  shall  consist .  of  Portland 
cement,  sand  and  screened  broken  stone  of 
the  quality  herein  specified,  mixed  in  the 
proportions  of  one  (1)  part  cement,  two 
and  one-half  (2^)  parts  sand  and  five 
(5)  parts  broken  stone,  bulk  measurement 
The  concrete  shall  be  mixed  on  suitable 
platforms,  first  the  cement  and  sand  thor- 
oughly mixed  dry,  then  the  stone  properly 
moistened  shall  be  added  with  sufficient 
clean  water  to  make  the  whole  mass  when 
thoroughly  mixed  a  tenacious  and  quaking 
mixture.  The  material  shall  be  deposited 
In  layers  not  over  six  (6)  inches  in  thick- 
ness and  each  layer  thoroughly  and  com- 
pactly rammed  until  free  mortar  appears  at 
the  surface.  The  material  forming  surfaces 
which  will  be  exposed  shall  contain  an 
excess  of  mortar  and  shall  present  a  solid 
smooth  surface  when  the  forms  are  re- 
moved. All  horizontal  surfaces  shall  be 
i'oated  with  mortar  not  less  than  two  inches 
thick,  placed  before  the  concrete  has  begun 
to  set,  and  all  edges  shall  be  neatly  rounded. 
All  rough  or  porous  surfaces  shall  be 
be  dressed,  or  pointed  with  Portland  cement 
mortar  as  directed.  Forma  shall  be  built 
true  to  line  and  dimensions,  of  plank  of 
suflicient  thickness,  surfaced  one  side,  and 
so  efficiently  braced  as  to  retain  their  posi- 
tion and  line  until  all  the  concrete  which 
will  be  against  them  has  been  placed  and 
has  set.  All  forms  shall  be  removed  by 
the  Contractor  before  leaving  the  work. 
The  price  to  be  paid  for  the  above  concrete, 
including  all  finishing  work  thereon  and 
the  furnishing  and  placing  of  all  forms  and 
necessary  bracing  and  the  removal  of  same, 
shall  be  a  price  per  cubic  yard,  actual  con- 
tents, which  shall  be  named  in  the  bid.  All 
work  shall  be  done  under  the  direction  of 
the  Engineer. 

yame  Plates, 

l!il.  Two  name  plates  shall  be  furnished 
by  the  Contractor  bearing  the  following  in- 
scription :  "Invented  by  William  Schersser, 
C.  E.  Patented  December  26th,  1893.  De- 
signed by  the  Scherzer  Rolling  Lift  Bridge 
Co.,  Chicago,  111."  These  plates  shall  also 
properly  mention  all  additional  patents 
owned  and  designated  by  the  Scherzer  Roll- 
ing Lift  Bridge  Company  at  the  time  of 
preparing   the   plates. 

122.  Two  additional  name  plates  shall 
be  furnished,  Inscribed  as  the  Engineer  may 
direct,  to  be  of  genuine  statuary  bronze  five- 
sixteenths  (5-16)  of  an  Inch  thick  with 
molded  border  raised  %  inch.  letters 
shall  be  raised  3-16  of  an  Inch,  of  per- 
fect form  and  with  sharp  full  edges.  The 
ground  shall  be  plain,  etched,  and  the  face 
of  the  letters  and  border  shall  be  polished. 
Plates  shall  be  free  from  pin  holes,  spongl- 


ness,  cold  shuts  and  other  defects,  and  all 
material  and  workmanship  shall  be  strictly 
first  class. 

123.  All  bronze  name  plates  shall  be 
about  thirty  (30)  Inches  by  forty-five  (45) 
Inches  In  size,  securely  riveted  in  recessed 
panels  constructed  of  plates  and  angles. 
I*anels  shall  be  securely  riveted  to  the  struc- 
ture where  directed  by  the  Engineer.  One 
name  plate  of  each  kind  shall  be  placed  at 
each  end  of  the  bridge. 

BXTBA   MATERIAL. 

124.  The  Contractor  shall  furnish  and 
place  in  the  structure,  approaches  or  col- 
lateral work  where  directed  by  the  Engi- 
neer, such  extra  material  as  may  be  ordered 
by  the  Engineer  and  shall  receive  for  same, 
unit  prices  named  in  the  bid.  Such  unit 
prices  shall  cover  the  cost  of  all  material, 
labor,  detail  plans,  etc.,  necessary  in  fur- 
nishing extra  material  and  erecting  same 
complete  In  the  structure,  and  all  painting. 
Where  material  shown  on  the  plans  is 
omitted  from  the  structure,  by  order  of  the 
Engineer,  before  same  has  been  fabricated 
or  work  performed  thereon  in  the  shop,  the 
weight  of  such  material  omitted  shall  be 
deducted  from  the  weight  of  similar  extra 
material  ordered  by  the  Engineer.  In  case 
the  amount  of  material  omitted  exceeds 
the  amount  of  extra  similar  material  or- 
dered, the  Sanitary  District  shall  receive 
credit  for  the  excess  of  material  omitted,  at 
a  fair  price  to  cover  estimated  cost  of 
manufacture  and  erection,  to  be  determined 
by  the  Engineer,  and  the  amount  of  such 
credit  shall  be  deducted  from  the  lump  sum 
contract  price  for  the  superstructure.  The 
Sanitary  District  shall  also  n^celve  credit 
for  all  material  o^nltted  that  has  been 
manufactured  or  partially  worked  upon,  at 
a  fair  price,  to  be  determined  by  the  En- 
gineer, such  price  to  cover  Its  market  value 
and  the  estimated  cost  of  completing  same 
and  erecting  In  the  structure. 

Extra  Counterweight  Castinga. 

125.  The  price  for  extra  counterweight 
block  castings  shall  cover  the  cost  of  all 
field  work  Including  drlllng  holes  for  bolts 
and  erection  of  the  castings.  The  cost  of 
furnishing  and  placing  extra  counterweight 
bolts  shall  be  the  unit  price  for  extra 
medium  and  soft  steel.  All  counterweight 
material  In  excess  of  the  amount  shown 
on  the  plans,  ordered  by  the  Engineer,  shall 
be  paid  for  at  the  unit  prices  for  extra 
counterweight  block  castings.  (Paragraph 
142.) 

Extra  Yellow  Pine,  Oak  or  Maple. 

126.  The  prices  for  extra  yellow  pine,  oak 
or  maple  shall  cover  the  cost  of  furnishing 
and    placing    same    complete    in    roadway, 
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sidewalks,  stairs  or  elsewhere,  In  or  around 
the  superstructure  or  substructure  or  the 
approaches,  Including  all  nails  and  spikes, 
and  shall  be  paid  for  on  the  basis  of  net 
measurements  of  material  in  place. 

Extra  Parts. 

127.  The  Contractor  shall  furnish  such 
duplicates  of  finished  parts,  over  and 
above  such  as  are  herein  specified  to  be 
furnished  free  of  cost,  as  may  be  ordered  by 
the  Engineer.  They  shall  be  finished  com- 
plete and  fitted  ready  to  be  placed  in  the 
structure  and  shall  be  properly  labeled  to 
indicate  their  purpose  and  use.  The  prices 
to  be  paid  for  such  additional  parts  shall  be 
the  unit  prices  for  the  kind  of  material 
furnished,  named  in  the  bid. 

Quantities. 

.  128.  The  amount  of  extra  material  which 

may  be  ordered  by  the  Engineer  cannot  now 

be   determined   but   In   comparison   of   bids 

the  following  quantities  will  be  used : 

(6)  15,000  pounds  extra  medium  or  soft 
steel. 

(c)  1,000  pounds  extra  iron   castings. 

(d)  5,000  pounds  extra  cast  steel  and 
machinery  steel. 

(f)  20,000  pounds  extra   counterweight. 

iO)  15,000  feet  B.  M.  extra  yellow  pine, 
oak  or  maple,  not  creosoted. 

(h)  3,000  feet  B.  M.  extra  creosoted  yel- 
low pine. 

(0   50  cubic  yards  concrete. 

PAINTING. 

Painting  in   Shop. 

120.  In  riveted  work  all  surfaces  In  con- 
tact shall  be  cleaned  and  shall  receive  one 
coat  of  paint  hereinafter  specified  before 
assembling  for  riveting.  All  of  the  struc- 
tural work  shall  l>e  thoroughly  scraped  and 
brushed  on  all  surfaces  and  all  mill  scale, 
rust  and  dirt  removed,  using  proper 
scrapers  and  wire  brushes.  All  greasy  sur- 
faces shall  be  carefully  cleaned.  Before 
taking  out  of  the  shop  all  structural  work 
and  machinery  shall  receive  one  good  coat 
of  paint  of  quality  specified,  well  brushed  in. 
All  erection  marks  shall,  where  possible,  be 
placed  on  painted  surfaces;  when  otherwise, 
the  surface  shall  be  coated  with  pure  linseed 
oil.  All  counterweights  shall  be  painted 
before  shipment.  All  machined  surfaces 
shall  be  coated  with  white  lead  and  tallow 
before  putting  out  Into  the  air.  All  Inside 
surfaces  of  track  girders  and  segmental 
girders  shall  receive  two  coats  of  specified 
material  In  the  shop. 

Painting  (n  Field  Before  Ereetlon. 

l.'JO.  All  surfaces  In  contact  In  field  con- 
nections shall  be  cleaned  and  scraped  where 
necessary  to  remove  dirt,  rust  or  defective 
paint   and   shall    receive   a    second   coat   of 


paint  before  assembling  for  erection.  Bot- 
toms of  bed  plates,  bearing  plates  and  all 
surfaces  Inaccessible  after  erection  shall 
similarly  receive  a  field  coat  before  as- 
sembling. Counterweight  supports  shall  re- 
ceive two  (2)  field  coats  before  the  counter- 
weight blocks  are  placed  upon  them.  Coun- 
terweight blocks  shall  receive  one  field  coat 
before  erection.  All  field  rivet  heads  shall 
be  painted  Immediately  after  they  are 
driven  and  inspected;  if  rust  is  allowed  to 
form  upon  them  it  must  be  carefully  re- 
moved with  wire  brushes.  All  abraded  sur- 
faces In  the  shop  coat  must  be  similarly 
cleaned  and  "torched  up"  with  paint  spec- 
ified. 

Painting  in  Field  After  Erection. 

131.  After  the  structure  is  erected,  all 
metal  work  in  the  substructure  and  super- 
structure shall  be  thoroughly  cleaned  from 
all  dirt,  rust,  oil,  etc.,  using  proper  scrapers 
and  wire  brushes,  and  shall  receive  two 
good  coats  of  paint  of  quality  specified. 
The  tops  of  all  stringers  and  floor  beams 
and  other  inaccessible  surfaces  shall  re- 
ceive both  coats  before  the  flooring,  nailing 
strips,  etc.,  are  laid.  Galvanized  Iron  ma- 
chinery housings  shall  receive  two  coats  of 
an  approved  paint  on  all  Inside  and  out- 
side surfaces.  Operators'  houses,  stairways, 
platforms,  fences,  etc.,  shall  be  painted,  as 
hereinbefore  specified. 

Paint. 

132.  The  paint  used  shall  be  a  ready 
mixed  paint  of  established  reputation  for 
excellence,,  the  brand  and  quality  to  be  ac- 
ceptable to  and  approved  by  the  Engineer. 
The  first  and  third  coats  may  be  of  the 
same  tint,  but  the  second  coat  shall  be  of 
a  tint  easily  distinguished  from  the  other 
two.  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Engi- 
neer. 

133.  The  protective  coatings  to  be  used 
on  the  Inside  surfaces  of  the  track  girders 
and  segmental  girders  and  the  inside  and 
outside  surfaces  of  the  counterweight  sup- 
ports shall  be  a  special  brand  of  paint  or 
of  waterproof  cement  coating,  as  the  Engi- 
neer may  direct.  Such  coatings  shall  be  ap- 
plied before  assembling  In  the  shop  wher- 
ever the  surfaces  w^ill  be  afterward  in- 
accessible. 

General. 

134.  All  paint  shall  consist  of  the  proper 
pigment  mixed  with  pure,  boiled  linseed 
oil,  and  a  written  guarantee  of  Its  compo- 
sition and  purity  shall  be  given  by  the 
manufacturer  to  the  Engineer.  AH  paint 
shall  be  delivered  at  the  shop  and  at  the 
site  of  the  bridge  in  the  original,  unbroken 
containers  bearing  the  manufacturer's 
stamp  thereon.  It  shall  be  properly  stirred 
before  using  to  secure  thorough  incorpora- 
tion  of  the  pigment  and  shall  be  applied 
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with  proper  brushes  exactly  as  re- 
ceived from  the  manufacturer  without 
the  addition  of  any  kind  of  thinner 
or  dryer.  No  painting  will  be  permitted 
in  wet  or  freezing  weather  and  all  sur- 
faces must  be  perfectly  clean  and  dry  when 
the  paint  is  applied.  Any  painting  found 
defective  shall  be  scraped  off  and  repainted 
as  the  Engineer  may  direct  and  each  coat 
must  be  thoroughly  dry  and  hard  before 
the  next  coat  is  applied.  Before  the  bridge 
is  accepted  all  damaged  surfaces  of  the 
paint  shall  be  touched  up  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  Engineer.  The  manufacturer  of 
the  paint  shall  have  authority  at  all  times 
to  Inspect  the  application  of  same. 

135.  All  small  recesses  which  will  retain 
water  or  through  which  water  may  enter 
shall  be  filled  with  suitable  waterproof  ce- 
ment before  receiving  the  final  painting. 

Analysis. 

136.  One  complete  analysis  of  the  paint 
shall  be  made,  if  the  Engineer  so  orders,  at 
such  time,  by  whom  and  in  the  manner 
that  he  may  direct,  and  the  expense  of  such 
analysis  shall  be  paid  by  the  Contractor. 
If  the  paint  proves  not  to  be  of  the  composi- 
tion or  quality  guaranteed  by  the  manu- 
facturer it  may  be  rejected  at  the  option  of 
the  Engineer. 

SHIPPING. 

137.  AH  parts  shall  be  carefully  loaded 
so  as  to  avoid  Injury  in  transportation,  and 
shall  be  at  the  Contractor's  risk  until 
acceptance  of  the  bridge.  All  screw  ends 
shall  be  wrapped  with  twine  before  ship- 
ment. All  pins  and  small  parts  must  be 
securely  boxed  and  the  boxes  plainly  mark- 
ed. The  weights  of  large  pieces  must  be 
marked  on  them.  The  Invoices  shall  state 
the  contents  of  each  box  and  the  weight 
and  description  of  each  piece  that  is  not 
boxed,  and  three  copies  of  each  Invoice  shall 
be  furnished  to  the  Sanitary  District  of 
Chicago.  The  above  weights  shall  be  the 
actual,  not  estimated,  weights. 

Delivery  of  Substructure  Metal. 

138.  The  Contractor  shall  furnish  all 
substructure  metal  called  for  on  the. plans 
or  herein  specified  and  deliver  same  when 
needed  on  the  ground  at  site  of  the  bridge 
or  at  such  places  as  the  Contractor  for  the 
substructure  may  designate  reasonably  con- 
venient for  l)oth  parties.  When  the  structural 
metal  cannot  be  rolled  In  time  for  fabrication 
and  delivery  as  required  it  must  be  procured 
at  once  from  material  already  manufac- 
tured, and,  when  desirable,  modifications  of 
sections  and  grade  of  material  may  be  made 
as  authorized  by  the  Engineer.  A  reason- 
able and  sufficient  number  of  tests  of  such 
material,  to  satisfy  the  Engineer  as  to  its 


quality,  shall  be  furnished  free  of  charge. 
Any  expense  incurred  by  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict due  to  non-deliVery  of  substructure 
metal  when  needed,  excepting  through  cir- 
cumstances entirely  beyond  control,  shall 
be  properly  charged  to  the  Contractor.  On 
this  point  the  Engineer  shall  be  the  sole 
Judge  and  his  decision  shall  be  binding  to 
both  parties  to  this  contract. 

ERECTION. 

139.  The  Contractor  shall  furnish  all 
staging  and  falsework,  shall  erect  and  ad- 
Just  all  the  metal  work,  machinery  and  elec- 
trical equipment  excepting  metal  in  sub- 
structure as  herein  specified.  He  shall  fur- 
nish and  put  In  place  all  floor  lumber,  ope- 
rators* houses,  machinery  housings,  stair- 
ways, walks,  platforms,  fences,  etc.,  as 
specified. 

140.  The  river  arms  shall  be  erected 
on  their  respective  supports  in  an  up- 
right position  with  />nly  sufficient  counter- 
weight in  place  to  balance  the  leaves  with- 
out the  floor.  No  laterals  shall  be  riveted 
up  until  the  two  leaves  have  been  lowered, 
and  locked  together  In  closed  position. 
The  trusses  shall  then  be  properly  lined  and 
adjusted,  and  the  lateral  connections  ream- 
ed and  thoroughly  pinned  and  bolted  in 
place.  The  leaves  can  then  be  raised  if 
necessary,  and  the  laterals  carefully  riveted 
without  disturbing  their  adjustment.  Coun- 
terweight shall  be  added  from  time  to  time 
as  the  flooring,  sidewalks,  hand-ralling,  etc., 
are  placed,  care  being  taken  to  properly  bal- 
ance the  'leaves  as  closely  as  possible, 
during  the  progress  of  the  work. 

Street  Railway    Tracks. 

141.  The  furnishing  of  rails,  splices, 
bolts  and  cast  clips  for  street  railway  tracks 
and  the  placing  of  same  on  the  bridge 
shall  not  be  included  in  this  contract,  but 
the  flooring  of  the  bridge  shall  not  be  laid 
until  after  such  rails  are  fastened  In  place. 

Adjustments. 

142.  After  all  flooring,  tracks,  iron  and 
electrical  work,  etc.,  have  been  placed  on 
the  movable  parts,  the  Contractor  shall  so 
adjust  the  counterweights  as  to  make  the 
leaves  In  proper  balance  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Engineer  and  F.  M.  Montgomery  & 
Co.  For  this  purpose  there  have  been  pro- 
vided, on  the  plans,  hollow  outside  counter- 
weight blocks  which  may  be  Interchanged 
with  or  substituted  for  solid  blocks  on  out- 
side of  the  counterweight  boxes.  On  com- 
pletion of  the  adjustments  all  spaces  for 
blocks  must  have  been  filled  either  with 
solid  or  hollow  blocks.  All  additional  coun- 
terweights required  in  excess  of  amount 
shown  on  the  plans  shall  be  furnished  as 
specified.     (Paragraph  125.) 
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143.  The  Contractor  shall  assume  all 
risks  of  accidents  to  men  or  material  prior 
to  acceptance  of  the  finished  structure. 
He  shall  furnish  and  erect  all  barricades 
and  protections  necessary  for  the  safety 
of  the  public.  The  Contractor  must,  after 
the  completion  of  the  work,  remove  all  false 
work,  piling  and  other  obstructions,  rubbish 
or  unsightly  material  ptoduced  by  his  opera- 
tions. 

Time. 

144.  The  Contractor  for  the  superstruc- 
ture shall  have  his  material  ready  for 
erection  and  shall  proceed  to  erect  the  same 
as  soon  as  either  substructure  of  the  bridge 
is  ready  to  receive  it;  and  should  both 
substructures  be  ready  at  the  same  time, 
the  erection  of  the  two  halves  of  the  super- 
structure shall  be  carried  on  simultaneously. 
If  so  ordered  by  the  Engineer.  It  is  here- 
by understood  that  five  (5)  months  is 
allowed  for  the  erection  of  the  superstruc- 
ture and  that  the  contractor  for  the  super- 
structure shall  not  be  compelled  to  begin 
erection  more  than  five  (5)  months  before 
the  date  upon  which  his  contract  will  ex- 
pire as  hereinafter  specified  in  paragraph 
169. 

Operating  Dridye. 

145.  Aftpr  the  erection  of  the  super- 
structure is  completed,  the  Contractor  shall 
operate  the  bridge  for  traffic  with  his  own 
employes,  continuously  day  and  night  for 
a  period  of  thirty  days  before  final  accep- 
tance by  and  without  extra  cost  to  the 
Sanitary  District,  and  shall  assume  all 
responsibility  for  damage  to  the  bridge 
due  to  such  operation.  All  power  used  in 
operating  the  bridge  or  other  machinery 
or  for  other  purposes,  before  the  final  ac- 
ceptance of  the  bridge  shall  be  furnished 
by  the  Contractor  at  his  own  expense  and 
free  of  cost  to  the  Sanitary  District. 

Maintenance, 

146.  The  Contractor  will  be  required 
to  maintain  the  superstructure  work  for 
a  period  of  twelve  (12)  months  after  the 
same  shall  have  been  completed  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Engineer,  keeping  the 
same  in  perfect  repair  during  that  time 
against  all  damages  of  wear  and  tear  due 
to  imperfect  material  or  faulty  workman- 
ship which  may  be  discovered  under  the  le- 
gitimate use  or  operation  of  the  bridge. 
He  shall  be  required  to  execute  a  bond 
in  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars 
($15,000)  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
this  before  receiving  a  final  payment  of  his 
contract. 

INSPECTION    AND   TESTS. 

147.  The  Contractor  shall  furnish  com- 
plete facilities  for  the  inspection  of  all  ma- 


terial and  workmanship.  Specimens  for 
testing  of  material  and  also  the  necessary 
labor  shall  be  furnished  without  charge 
when  called  for  by  the  Engineer  or  author- 
ized inspectors.  Inspectors  will  be  retained 
by  the  Sanitary  District  with  full  power 
to  reject  all  material  or  work  which  does 
jiot  in  every  way  conform  to  the  letter 
and  spirit  of  the  specifications. 

Mill  Inspection. 

148,  All  material  shall  be  inspected  at 
the  mills  at  which  it  Is  rolled  and  the  Con- 
tractor shall  furnish,  free  of  charge,  the 
use  of  a  testing  machine  capable  of  test- 
ing  the  prepared  specimens. 

Shop  Inspection. 

140.  The  inspector  shall  have  full  ac- 
cess at  all  times  to  all  parts  of  the  shop 
where  material  under  his  inspection  is  bein^^ 
manufactured.  He  shall  stamp  each  piece 
accepted  with  a  private  mark  and  any  piece 
not  BO  marked  may  be  rejected  at  any  time 
and  at  any  stage  of  the  work.  If  the  in- 
spector, through  an  oversight  or  otherwise, 
has- accepted  material  or  work  which  is  con- 
trary to  the  specifications,  this  material 
may  be  rejected  regardless  of  the  stage  of 
completion. 

Full  Size  Tests. 

150.  Full  sized  parts  of  the  structure 
may  be  tested  at  the  option  of  the  Engi- 
neer, but  if  tested  to.  destruction,  such 
material  shall  be  paid  for  at  cost,  less  its 
scrap  value  to  the  Contractor,  if  it  proves 
satisfactory.  If  it  does  not  stand  the  speci- 
fied test,  it  will  be  considered  rejected  mate- 
rial and  be  solely  at  the  cost  of  the  Con- 
tractor. 

Extra  Inspection. 

151.  Should  the  preparation  of  the  ma- 
terial for  this  structure  be  widely  dlstrlbot- 
ed,  or  should  unnecessary  delays  in  get- 
ting out  the  same,  or  delay  In  the  date  of 
final  completion  occur,  the  cost  of  eztrS 
inspection  shall  be  borne  by  the  Contractor, 
the  Engineer  to  be  the  sole  Judge  of  what 
is  to  be  deemed  extra  inupection. 

Final  Acceptance. 

152.  Any  material  or  workmanship  which 
does  not  satisfy  the  requirements  of  these 
specifications  may  be  rejected  by  the  En- 
gineer at  any  time  before  the  final  accep- 
tance of  the  work,  and  the  Contractor  shall 
make  good  all  deficiencies  at  his  own  cost. 
The  fact  that  the  authorized  Inspectors 
have  inspected  said  material  or  workman- 
ship shall  not  make  the  Sanitary  District 
liable  for  extra  cost  for  replacing  the  same 
with  material  or  workmanship  accepted  by 
the  Engineer  on  final  acceptance. 
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GBNER1.L    CONDITIONS. 

153.  The  drawings  furnished  form  a  part 
of  these  specificAtions,  and  any  work  shown 
therein  shall  be  executed  the  same  as  if 
mentioned  herein.  The  work  Is  to  be  made 
complete  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Engineer,  notwithstanding  any  omissions 
In  plans  or  specifications. 

Changes  in  Plans. 

154.  The  quantity  of  work  and  material 
figured  from  the  plans  is  approximate,  and 
the  Sanitary  District  reserves  the  right  to 
make  any  changes  in  the  plans  or  specifi- 
cations which  may  be  deemed  necessary 
either  before  or  after  beginning  the  construc- 
tion thereof;  provided,  that  if  alterations 
are  made,  the  general  character  of  the  work 
as  a  whole  is  not  changed  thereby.  If  such 
alterations  diminish  the  quantity  of  work 
to  be  done,  they  shall  not  constitute  a  claim 
for  damages  nor  for  anticipated  profits  on 

*the  work  that  may  be  dispensed  with;  If 
they  Increase  the  amount  of  work,  such  in- 
crease shall  be  paid  for  according  to  the 
quantity  of  work  actually  done,  and  at 
prices  and  rates  established  for  such  work 
under  this  contract.  Notice  of  change  of 
plan  must  be  given  to  the  Contractor  in 
writing,  and  it  is  expressly  agreed  that  no 
alterations  or  additons  or  extra  work  are  to 
be  paid  for  unless  so  directed  in  writing. 
Extra  Work. 

155.  All  claims  for  extra  labor  or  ma- 
terial furnished  by  the  Contractor,  or  for 
damages  from  any  cause  whatever,  must  be 
reported  to  the  Engineer  at  the  time  such 
labor  or  material  is  furnished  or  such  dam- 
ages occur,  and  they  must  also  be  presented 
to  him  in  writing  at  the  end  of  the  month ; 
provided,  that  nothing  shall  be  paid  for 
as  extra  work  that  can  be  classified  under 
any  of  the  heads  upon  which  prices  are 
fixed  by  this  contract.  When  so  required, 
the  Contractor  shall  deliver  to  the  Engi- 
neer each  day  a  signed  statement  of  the 
extra  labor  and  material  furnished  during 
that  day.  Whenever  work  is  required  to  be 
done,  which  is  not  now  contemplated  or 
covered  by  the  prices  hereinafter  given,  the 
Committee  on  Engineering  shall  fix  such 
prices  for  the  work  as  they  shall  consider 
Just  and  equitable,  and  the  Contractor 
shall  abide  by  such  prices,  provided  he 
enters  upon  such  work  with  a  full  knowl- 
edge of  the  prices  so  fixed  by  the  said  Com- 
mittee; but  if  the  Contractor  declines  exe- 
cuting said  work  at  the  prices  fixed  by  said 
Committee,  then  the  Sanitary  District  may 
enter  into  contract  with  any  person  or  per- 
sons for  its  execution  the  same  as  if  this 
contract  had  never  existed;  and  if  extra 
work  or  work  not  provided  for  in  this  con- 
tract is  performed  by  the  Contractor  before 


prices  have  been  fixed  for  such  work,  then 
the  Engineer  shall  estimate  the  same  at 
such  prices  as  he  shall  deem  Just  and  rea- 
sonable, and  his  decision  shall  be  final,  and 
said  Contractor  shall  accept  such  prices  in 
full  satisfaction  of  all  the  demands  against 
the  Sanitary  District  for  said  extra  work; 
provided  that  if  the  extra  work  done  under 
this  contract  is  of  such  a  nature,  being 
distinct  from  other  Work  being  done  by  said 
Contractor,  that  the  actual  <^t  of  the 
same  can  be  determined,  then  the  said 
Contractor  shall  receive,  and  the  Sanitary 
District  shall  pay,  in  full  satisfaction  for 
the  same,  the  actual  cost  of  the  work  esti- 
mated as  hereinafter  specified  with  fifteen 
(15)  per  cent,  added  for  superintendence, 
use  of  tools  and  profit  Provided,  further, 
that  nothing  shall  be  deemed  extra  work 
which  can  be  measured  or  estimated  under 
the  provisions  of  this  contract. 

Responsibility  of  Contractor. 

156.  It  is  further  agreed  that  In  all  cases 
of  question  or  dispute  arising  or  growing 
out  of  this  contract  in  any  way  regarding 
the  cost  or  value  of  extras,  variations,  al- 
lowances, deductions,  or  the  amount  of  dam- 
ages in  any  manner  growing  out  of  the  vio- 
lation of  this  contract,  the  decision  of  the 
Engineer  shall  be  final  and  binding  on  both 
parties  hereto.  In  estimating'  the  cost  of 
extra  work  the  cost  of  material  shall  be 
the  actual  price  paid  for  same  delivered  at 
site  of  the  bridge.  The  cost  of  labor  shall 
be  taken  as  the  amounts  paid' for  same  as 
shown  by  the  pay-rolte  with  the  cost  of 
insurance  added.  No  charge  for  cost  of  ad- 
ministration will  be  allowed.  All  work 
provided  for  In  this  contract  is  to  be  done 
under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the 
Engineer  and  his  properly  authorized 
agents.  The  Contractor  is  to  be  guided  by 
the  lines,  stakes,  marks  and  grades  given 
by  them,  and  is  to  carefully  preserve  the 
same  as  far  as  possible  during  the  progress 
of  the  work,  and  is  to  furnish  all  needed 
facilities,  without  extra  charge  therefor,  to 
enable  the  Engineer  to  properly  give  lines 
and  grades  and  measure  the  work  from  time 
to  time. 

157.  All  materials  of  whatever  kind  to  be 
used  in  the  work  will  be  subject  to  the  in- 
spection and  approval  of  the  Engineer. 
All  unsuitable  or  rejected  materials  must 
be  removed  from  the  premises  at  once  by 
the  Contractor. 

158.  All  work  shall  be  subject  to  con- 
stant inspection  before  acceptance.  Any 
unfaithful  or  Imperfect  work  that  may  be 
discovered  before  its  final  acceptance  shall 
be  corrected  immediately,  and  any  unsatis- 
factory material  used  in  the  work  shall  be 
rejected  and  removed  on   the   requirement 
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of  the  Engineer,  notwithstanding  they  may 
have  been  overlooked  by  the  inspector  and 
estimated.  The  Inspection  of  any  worlc 
shall  not  relieve  the  Contractor  of  any  of 
his  obligations  ^o  perform  sound  work,  as 
herein  specified,  and  all  work  which,  dur- 
ing progress  and  before  its  final  acceptance, 
may  become  damaged  from  any  cause,  shall 
be  removed  and  replaced  by  good  and  satis- 
'    factory  work. 

159.  Tl#  Contractor  will  be  responsible 
for  the  entire  work  until  completed  and  ac- 
cepted by  the  Sanitary  District.  The  Con- 
tractor will  be  required  to  give  his  per- 
sonal attention  to  the  fulfillment  of  this 
contract  and  to  the  execution  of  the  work.. 
He  is  to  keep  the  same  under  his  control, 
and  will  not  be  allowed  to  sublet  all  or 
any  part  of  it;  it  being  distinctly  under- 
stood and  agreed  that  the  subletting  of  the 
work  covered  by  this  contract,  or  any  part 
thereof,  shall,  after  thirty  (30)  days'  no- 
tice, work  a  forfeiture  of  the  contract  at 
the  option  of  the  Sanitary  District. 

160.  In  the  event  of  any  action  at  law 
or  in  equity  being  taken  by  any  person,  per- 
sons or  corporations,  which  would  restrain 
the  Sanitary  District  from  giving  or  the 
Contractor  from  securing  possession  of  the 
Bite  of  the  bridge,  or  in  any  way  delay  the 
execution  of  this  contract,  then,  in  that 
case,  the  Contractor  shall  not  hold  the 
Sanitary  District  liable  for  any  loss  or 
damage  by  him  sustained  on  account  of  such 
interference,  and  the  Contractor  shall  be 
accorded  an  extension  of  the  period  within 
which  the  work  was  to  have  been  com- 
pleted by  the  terms  of  the  contract,  equal 
to  the  time  lost  by  reason  of  such  restraint. 

161.  During  all  periods  of  construction 
the  Contractor  shall  uninterruptedly  keep 
open  for  navigation  a  channel  of  sufficient 
width  in  the  river  to  permit  continuous 
traffic  on  the  same. 

162.  The  Contractor  shall  conform  to  all 
the  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Chicago  and 
the  regulations  Imposed  by  the  United 
States  Government  in  any  manner  affect- 
ing this  work,  and  he  shall  release  the 
Sanitary  District  of  Chicago  from  all  re- 
sponsibility for  loss  or  damage  occasioned 
by  delays  or  Inconveniences  due  to  the  navi- 
gation of  the  river  by  vessels  of  any  sort  or 
description  or  for  other  causes  not  now 
foreseen.  He  shall  also  be  responsible  for 
and  make  good  all  damages  to  adjoining 
property  which  may  be  occasioned  by  him 
or  his  work  in  the  execution  of  this  con- 
tract. 

163.  The  Contractor  will  not  be  allowed 
to  assign,  by  power  of  attorney  or  other- 
wise, any  portion  of  the  moneys  that  may 
become  due   through   the   workings   of   this 


contract.  In  case  the  Contractor  falls  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  contract 
as  to  progress  and  character  of  work,  he 
shall  be  duly  notified  in  writing,  and  thirty 
(30)  days  after  the  giving  of  said  notice 
the  Sanitary  District  may  declare  this  con- 
tract forfeited,  if  there  is  a  substantial 
failure  to  comply  with  its  provisions. 

Tools. 

164.  The  Contractor  is  to  furnish  all  the 
tools  of  every  description,  including  pumps, 
cars  and  tracks,  boats,  barges  and  tags 
necessary  to  the  full  and  complete  carry- 
ing out  of  this  contract,  and  on  completion 
of  the  work  is  to  remove  all  tools,  build- 
ings and  materials  of  all  kinds  from  the 
site  of  the  bridge. 

PrecauiionB. 

165.  Whatever  precautions  may  be  necea- 
sary  to  render  any  portion  of  the  work 
more  secure  In  any  respect,  or  to  decrease 
the  liability  of  accident  from  any  cause,  or* 
to  avoid  contingencies  which  are  liable  to 
delay  the  completion  of  the  work,  shall  be 
taken  by  the  Contractor. 

Workmen, 

166.  The  Contractor  shall  employ  com- 
petent foremen  and  laborers,  and  shall 
discharge,  at  the  request  of  the  Engineer, 
any  incompetent  or  unfaithful  men  in  his 
employ.  None  but  men  expert  in  their  re- 
spective branches  of  work  will  be  employed 
where  special  skill  is  required,  and  in  the 
employment  of  men  preference  shall  be 
given  to  union  laborers.  It  is  especially 
understood  and  agreed  that  eight  (8)  hours 
shall  constitute  a  day's  work,  and  that  no 
workman  shall  be  employed  or  required  to 
work  more  than  eight  (8)  hours  out  of  any 
twenty-four  (24)  hours,  and  no  work 
in  excess  of  that  time  shall  be  allowed.  In 
the  event  of  any  violation  of  the  above 
eight  (8)  hour  provision,  it  is  hereby  agreed 
that  the  said  District  shall,  and  that  it  is 
duly  authorized  to  retain  from  any  money 
due,  or  to  become  due,  at  any  time  from  It 
to  the  Contractor,  as  liquidated  damages, 
the  sum  of  five  dollars  ($5)  per  hour  for 
each  hour  that  any  employe  shall  be  re- 
quired to  work  in  excess  of  eight  (8)  hours 
per  day,  pursuant  to  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions of  the  ordinance  adopted  June  23, 
1807,  attached  hereto. 

Patents. 

167.  It  is  further  agreed  that  the  Con- 
tractor shall  Indemnify,  keep  and  save 
harmless  said  Sanitary  District  from  all 
liabilities.  Judgments,  costs,  damages  and 
expenses  which  may  In  any  wise  come 
against  said  Sanitary  District,  or  which 
may  result  on  account  of  any  infringement 
of  any  patent^  by  means  of  the  use  of  any 
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materials,  machinery,  device  or  apparatus 
used  In  the  performance  of  this  contract, 
or  of  designs  furnished  by  the  Contractor 
and  accepted  by  the  Sanitary  District,  ex- 
cept the  patents  on  a  bridge  design  of  the 
Scherzer  type  controlled  by  Frank  M.  Mont- 
gomery &  Co.,  and  in  the  event  of  any  claim 
or  suit  or  action  at  law  or  equity  of  any 
kind  whatsoever  being  made  or  brought 
against  said  Sanitary  District,  then  the 
Sanitary  District  shall  have  the  right  to 
retain  a  sufficient  amount  of  money  in  the 
same  manner  and  upon  the  same  condi- 
tions as  hereinafter  in  the  next  following 
clause  of  this  contract  provided. 

Damages. 

168.  If  any  damage  shall  be  done  by  the 
Contractor  or  by  any  person  or  persons  in 
his  employ  to  the  owner  or  occupants  of 
land,  or  to  any  property  adjoining  or  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  ^ork  herein  contracted 
to  be  done,  or  to  a  neighboring  contractor, 
the  Engineer  shall  have  the  right  to  esti- 
mate the  amount  of  said  damage,  and  to 
cause  the  Sanitary  District  to  pay  the 
same  to  the  said  owner  or  occupant,  and 
the  amount  so  paid  for  said  damages  shall 
be  deducted  from  the  money  due  said  Con- 
tractor, under  this  contract.  Said  con- 
tractor covenants  and  agrees  to  pay  lill 
damages  for  any  personal  injury  sustained 
by  any  person  growing  out  of  any  act  or 
doing  of  himself,  or  his  employes,  that  Is 
In  the  nature  of  a  legal  liability,  and  he 
hereby  agrees  to  indemnify  and  to  save  the 
Sanitary  District  harmless  against  all  suits 
or  actions  of  every  name  and  description 
brought  against  the  said  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict for,  or  on  account  of,  any  such  In- 
juries, or  such  damages  received  or  sus- 
tained by  any  person  or  persons,  by  or 
from  said  Contractor,  his  servants,  agents 
or  employes,  in  the  execution  of  said  work ; 
or  by  or  In  consequence  of  any  negligence  In 
guarding  the  same;  or  by  or  on  account 
of  any  omission  or  act  of  said  Contractor, 
his  agents  or  employes;  and  the  said  Con- 
tractor further  agrees  that  so  much  of  the 
money  due  to  him  under  and  by  virtue  of 
this  contract  as  shall  be  considered  neces- 
sary by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Sani- 
tary District  may  be  retained  by  the  said 
Sanitary  District  until  such  suit  or  claim 
for  damages,  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  been 
settled,  and  evidence  to  that  effect  fur- 
nished to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said  Board 
of  Trustees. 

Time. 

169.  The  Contractor  agrees  to  begin  the 
work  covered  by  this  contract  within  fif- 
teen (15)  days  after  said  contract  shall 
have  been  executed,  and  to  prosecute  the 
building   of   the    structure   herein   provided 


for  so  as  to  complete  the  same  on  or  before 
December  1st,  1905. 

Penalty. 

170.  The  Contractor  hereby  agrees  to  for- 
feit as  liquidated  damages  for  any  non- 
compliance with,  or.non-fulflllment  of  the 
provisions  of  this  contract  within  the  time 
specified  fifty  dollars  ($50)  per  day  for 
each  day  beyond  December  1,  1905,  time  be- 
ing an  essential  part  of  this  contract. 

171.  In  case  the  substructure  is  not  com- 
pleted and  ready  to  receive  the  superstruc- 
ture by  July  1st,  1905,  an  extension  of 
time  will  be  granted  for  the  completion  of 
the.  superstructure  equivalent  to  the  time 
required  beyond  July  1st,  1905,  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  substructure. 

Prices. 

172.  In  consideration  of  the  said  work 
being  carried  on  and  completed  In  the  time 
and  manner  as  hereinbefore  specified,  the 
said  Sanitary  District  agrees  to  pay  to 
the  said  Contractor  for  the  superstructure 
the  following  amounts,  and  the  said  Con- 
tractor agrees  to  receive  and  accept  the 
same  as  full  compensation  for  the  perform- 
ance of  the  work,  including  the  furnishing 
of  the  materials,  tools,  labor,  etc.,  to-wlt : 

(a)  For  the  superstructure,  furnished  and 
erected  complete.  Including  operating  ma- 
chinery, locks,  signals,  electrical  equipment, 
houses,  stairways,  etc.,  for  this  bridge,  as 
specified,  and  for  furnishing  the  iron,  steel 
and  paint  in  the  substructure  at  the  site 
of  the  bridge  as  specified,  and  for  complet- 
ing the  bridge  and  connecting  same  with 
approaches  ready  for  use  and  traffic,  and 
for  operating  the  bridge,  in  fact,  everything 
herein  specified  or  shown  on  plans,  except- 
ing work  to  be  done  under  unit  prices,  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-nine  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  twenty-three  dollars 
($169,928.00). 

'(6)  For  extra  medium  or  soft  steel, 
erected  in  place,  the  sum  of  five  (5)  cents 
per  pound. 

(c)  For  extra  Iron  castings,  erected  in 
place,  the  sum  of  five  (5)  cents  per  pound. 

(d))  For  extra  steel  castings  and  ma- 
chinery steel,  erected  in  place,  the  sum  of 
seven  (7)   cents  per  pound. 

{€)  For  extra  phosphor  bronze,  erected 
in  place,  the  sum  of  seventy  (70)  cents  per 
pound. 

(f)  For  extra  counter-weight  block  cast- 
ings, erected  in  place,  including  all  drilling, 
as  specified,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents  per 
pound. 

ig)  For  extra  yellow  pine,  oak  or  maple, 
not  creosoted,  put  in  place,  including  all 
nails  and  spikes,  as  specified,  per  thousand 
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(1,000)  feet,  B.  M.,  net  measarement,  the 
sum  of  fifty  dollars  (|50). 

(h)  For  extra  creosoted  yellow  pine,  put 
In  place,  Including  all  nails  and  spikes,  as 
specified,  per  thousand  (1,000)  feet,  B.  M., 
net  measurement,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars 
($50.00). 

(i)  For  Portland  cement  concrete,  placed 
on  or  around  the  abutments,  walls,  sewers, 
etc.,  including  the  cost  of  all  forms  and 
necessary  bracing  for  forms,  as  specified, 
per  cubic  yard,  the  sum  of  seven  dollars  and 
fifty  cents  ($7.50). 

The  prices  proposed  must  include  all 
royalties  for  patents,  or  patented  material 
or  appliances  used  in  the  construction  of 
the  work  described  in  the  specifications 
and  agreements;  and  before  final  payment 
is  made  the  Contractor  shall  furnish  a  sat- 
isfactory guarantee  against  all  claims;  pro- 
vided, however,  this  does  not  apply  to  the 
patented  design  of  the  bridge  of  the  Scher- 
zer  Rolling  Lift  Bridge  Company,  the  right 
to  use  the  same  having  been  purchased  by 
the  Sanitary  District 

Time  and  Manner  of  Payment. 

173.  It.  is  agreed  by  the  party  of  the 
first  part  that  on  or  before  the  10th  day  of 
each  month  during  the  progress  of  the 
work  and  subject  to  the  provisions  herein- 
before specified  under  the  head  of  "time," 
payment  will  be  made  to  the  said  party  of 
the  second  part  to  the  amount  of  sixty 
(60)  per  cent  of  the  value,  as  estimated 
by  the  Engineer,  of  the  structural  metal 
delivered  under  this  contract,  upon  written 
certificate  from  the  Engineer  that  such 
amount  of  material  has  been  delivered  dur- 
ing that  period  at  the  site  of  the  bridge; 
forty  (40)  per  cent  being  reserved  until 
the  completion  and  acceptance  of  the  work 
by  the  party  of  the  first  part.  The  said 
forty  (40)  per  cent  to  be  paid  upon  the 
written  certificate  of  the  Engineer  within 
thirty  days  after  said  acceptance. 

Certificate, 

174.  ITpon  the  completion  of  the  super- 
structure in  accordance  with  the  specifica- 
tions and  contract,  to  the  full  satisfaction 
of  the  Engineer,  and  upon  the  inspection  of 
same  and  the  issuance  of  the  final  certifi- 
cate by  the  Engineer,  the  said  party  of 
the  first  part  agrees  to  pay  to  the  said 
party  of  the  second  part  the  amount  shown 
to  be  due  to  the  said  party  of  the  second 
part  by  the  said  certificate  of  the  said 
Engineer. 

Failure  to  Complete. 

175.  It  is  further  agreed  by  the  said 
party  of  the  second  part,  that  if  the  work 
to  be  done  under  this  contract  on  the  super- 


structure shall  be  abandoned,  or  if  it  shall 
be  assigned  by  him,  or  if  he  loses  control 
of  the  work  from  any  cause,  excepting  acts 
of  God  and  the  public  enemy,  or  if  the 
rate  of  progress  is  not  such  as  to  insure 
its  completion  within  the  time  specified,  or

said  work  by  contract  or  to  employ  such 
men  and  teams  and  to  obtain  such  ma- 
chinery, implements  and  tools,  and  to  pur- 
chase such  materials  as  the  said  Engineer 
may  deem  necessary  to  complete  the  work 
herein  described,  or  any  part  thereof.

Should  there  be 
a  failure  by  the  second  party,  to  deliver 
said  material  of  the  character  and  strength 
herein  provided  for  at  the  time  herein 
specified,  or  if,  after  delivery  of  same  as 
herein  provided,  said  Contractor  should  fall 
financially,  either  before  or  after  having 
been  paid  the  sixty  (60)  per  cent  of  the 
contract  price  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and 
be  unable  to  carry  out  said  contract  and 
complete  said  work,  then,  in  that  case,  the 
said  party  of  the  first  part  shall  have  the 
power  to  complete  said  work  by  contract 
or  otherwise,  at  Its  discretion,  and  charge 
up  the  cost  of  so  completing  the  said  work 
to  said  Contractor.

lawfully  retained  under  any  of  the  provis- 
ions of  this  contract  hereinbefore  set  forth.

MONTHLY    REPORT    OF    THE    LAW    DEPART- 
MENT. 

The  Clerk  presented  the  report  of  iWie 
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Laiw  Department  for  t/he  momCh  of  June, 
1904,  whi-oh,  by  unanimous  ooneent,  -wiaa 
ordered  printed  in  the  Pixxjeedings  and 
pl«ced  on  file. 

The  following  is  the  report: 

Chicago,  August  2,  1904. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Trustees 

of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago  : 

Gentlemen — I  respectfully  submit  my 
report  for  June,  1904. 

In  case  No.  247,404,  in  the  Circuit 
Court  of  Cook  County,  the  Chicago  Title 
and  Trust  Company  vs.  the  Sanitary 
Di^rict  of  Chioiigo,  whei'ein  damages 
are  claimed  against  the  District  for 
$50,000.00  on  account  of  the  building 
of  the  Randolph  Street  Bridge,  the  de- 
murrer filed  by  us  was  on  June  8th, 
1904,  placed  on  the  contested  motion 
calendar  for  argument  by  Judge  Brown. 

On  June  10th,  1004,  the  Appellate 
Court  set.  down  for  oral  argument  at  a 
future  day  the  appeal  of  the  Star  & 
Crescent  Milling  Company  in  its  suit 
against  the  District.  The  Circuit  Court 
of  Cook  County  sustained  our  demuiTer 
when  originally  heard  before  them. 

June  16th,  1904,  the  Appellate  Court 
set  down  for  oral  argument  the  appeal 
taken  by  Brockmeyer  in  his  suit  against 
the  Sanitary  District.  This  was  an  ac- 
tion for  damages  against  the  District 
for  overflow,  and  in  which  the  District 
filed  a  demurrer,  the  same  being  sus- 
tained by  the  Circuit  Court. 

June  22nd,  1004,  the  condemnation 
case  of  the  District  vs.  the  Nebraska 
City  Elevator  Company  was  set  down 
for  trial  by  Judge  Brown  for  August 
1st,  1904. 

June  6th,  1904,  case  No.  22.3,274,  in 
the  Circuit  Court  of  Cook  County,  of 
Angus  &  Cindcle  vs.  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict on  a  general  call  of  the  cases  in 
that  court  was  passed  and  taken  up  on 
a  ten  days'  notice. 

June  24th,  1904,  Judge  Dibell,  in  Will 
County,     ordered     stricken     from      the 


docket,  with  leave  to  reinstate,  the  case 
No.  19,507,  of  Sanitary  District  vs. 
Highway  Commissioners  of  Town  of 
Lockport.  This  was  done  in  pursuance 
of  an  order  prepared  and  approved  by 
both  sides  and  also  by  the  Judge  which 
embodied  all  the  terms  of  a  certain  con- 
tract entered  into  between  the  District 
and  the  Highway  Commissioners,  and 
was  the  subject  matter  embodied  in  the 
same,  which  practically  took  the  case 
out  of  court  by  mutual  agreement. 

June  18th,  1904,  the  brief  prepared  by 
the  Sanitary  District  in  the  appeal 
taken  by  Beidler  from  the  judgment  of 
the  Circuit  Court  of  Cook  County  was 
filed  by  the  District.  His  original  suit 
was  for  $10,000.00  for  alleged  damages 
sustained  by  dredging  to  deepen  his 
slips,  caused  by  the  lowering  of  the 
water  therein  and  for  which  he  claimed 
the  District  was  liable. 

In  addition  to  the  above  cases  and 
proceedings,  the  preparation  of  pleadings 
and  opinions  and  the  regular  routine 
work  of  the  office  have  occupied  the  time 
of  the  Law  Department.

MONTHLY    REPORTS    OF    THE    ENGINEERING 
DEPARTMENT. 

The  Clerk  presented  reports  fi"om  the 
Engineering  Department  for  the  months 
of  April,  'May  and  June,  1904,  whieh,  by 
unanimous  consent,  were  ordered  printed 
in  the  rroceedings  and  placed  on  file. 

Tlie  following  i-s  the  ivport  for  the 
month  of  April : 

Chicago,  May  20,  1904. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago : 
Gentlemen — I    herewith    present    the 

for  the  inonth  of  April,  1904,  giving  the 

detailed  operations  of  same. 

The  constniction  earnings  during  the 

month    were    $.'?9,260.27,   on    account   of 
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which  vouchers  were  issued  to  the 
amount  of  $34,594.18,  and  the  balance, 
namely,  $4,666.09,  was  withheld  as  re- 
served percentage.  The  engineering  ex- 
penses were  $10,613.95,  divided  as  fol- 
lows: Salaries,  $9,258.33;  supplies,  etc., 
$1,355.62'.  Details  of  the  figures  here 
given  are  shown  in  the  tabulated  state- 
ments submitted  herewith. 

Chicago  River. 

The  record  of  the  contractors  for  the 
dredging  of  the  river  was  as  follows :  An 
average  daily  force  of  35  men  was  em- 
ployed on  concrete  dock  work  all  the 
month.  Concrete  work  was  carried  on 
between  Washington  and  Madison 
Streets  until  the  27th,  at  which  date 
that  entire  stretch  was  completed,  with 
the  exception  of  back-filling  and  general 
cleaning  up.  From  Madison  Street  to 
Washington  Street  w^ork  was  carried  on 
from  the  Ist  to  the  29th  on  the  mud 
coffer-dam,  at  which  latter  date  it  was 
completed  and  the  work  of  excavating 
the  trench  for  the  dock  was  begun.  On 
the  6th  the  driving  of  dock  piles  was 
begun  at  the  Gktllup  dock  and  finished 
on  the  7th;  anchor  piles  were  driven 
between  the  8th  and  11th;  back  logs  and 
anchors  were  placed  between  the  23rd 
and  30th;  and  sheeting  was  driven  be- 
tween the  27bh  and  30th.  Tlw  dock  was 
practically  completed  at  the  end  of  the 
month. 

The  raising  blocks  under  the  lifting 
screws  of  the  Harrison  Street  Temporary 
Bridge  were  removed  on  the  17th.  This 
work  was  made  necessary  on  account  of 
the  high  water  in  the  river. 

An  average  daily  force  of  ^0  men  was 
employed  by  the  substructure  contractor 
for  the  Eighteenth  Street  Bridge  and 
the  work  done  was  as  follows:  Driving 
of  sheeting  and  piles  for  the  west 
coffer-dam  was  can-ied  on  from  the  1st 
to  the  11th;  excavating  inside  of  coffer- 
dam on  the  12th;  driving  foundation 
piles  on  the  west  side  between  the  15th 
and   26th;    and    cutting   off    foundation 


piles  between  the  28th  and  30th.  The 
work  of  cutting  away  the  sidewalk,  floor 
beams,  etc.,  of  the  viaduct,  in  order  to 
make  room  for  the  building  of  the  east 
coffer-dam,  was  carried  on  between  the 
5th  and  14th. 

An  average  daily  force  of  48  men  was 
employed  by  the  substructure  contractor 
for  the  Loomis  Street  Bridge  and  the 
work  done  was  as  follows:  Pulling  of 
the  south  coffer-dam  was  begun  on  the 
Ist;  west  retaining  wall  of  south  ap- 
proach was  completed  on  the  2nd; 
started  repumping  north  coffer-dam  on 
the  4th;  work  on  the  north  abutment 
suspended  from  the  4th  to  the  8th  on 
account  of  leaks  in  the  dam;  oompleted 
south  approach  retaining  walls  on  the 
8th;  started  concreting  on  the  north  pier 
on  the  9th;  started  pulling  steel  sheet- 
ing of  south  coffer-dam  on  the  13th,  and 
finished  excavation  for  north  abutment 
and  pier;  started  driving  south  protec- 
tions on  the  10th;  raised  sewer  manholes 
to  grade  on  south  approach  on  the  22nd; 
started  excavation  for  concreje  retain- 
ing wall  for  north  approach  on  the  24th; 
removed  east  railroad  track  on  north  ap- 
proadi,  and  set  bolsters  for  north  abut- 
ment and  pier  on  the  30th.  An  average 
daily  force  of  13  men  was  employed  by 
the  superstructure  contractor  and  the 
work  done  was  as  follows:  Started 
erecting  derrick  on  south  side  on  the 
4th  and  completed  on  the  11th;  started 
erecting  south  approach  on  the  12th; 
placed  the  southwest  segmental  girder 
on  the  13th  and  the  southeast  one  on 
the  14th;  lowered  tail  pieces  into  pits 
on  the  18th;  started  placing  chords  on 
the  19th ;  and  started  counterweights  on 
the  30th. 

Main  Channel. 

The  contractors  for  dredging  Sections 
X  and  O  began  w^ork  on  the  28th,  be- 
tween the  Eight- track  and  the  C,  M. 
&  N.  R.  R.  Co.'s  Bridges. 

During  the  month  it  was  discovered 
that  part  of  the  retaining  wall  on  the 
right  side  of  fthe  cihannel,  near  Stations 
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1046- 1-30  (had  been  moved  by  the  action 
of  the  water  that  had  broken  through 
the  River  Diversion  levee  at  that  point 
during  the  high  water  period. 

Water  Paicer  Developmeftt  at  Lockport. 

The  contractor  for  Section  1  employed 
an  average  daily  force  of  93  men  during 
the  month.  Vulcan  steam  shovel  No. 
807  began  work  in  pit  "No.  1  on  the  20th. 
The  channellers  worked  9  per  cent  and 
the  drills  55  per  cent  of  the  time.  About 
6,700  cubic  yards  of  rock  were  removed. 

The  contractor  for  Section  4  employed 
an  average  daily  force  of  17  men  dur- 
ing the  month  as  follows:  Finished 
construction  of  raft  for  launching  crib, 
dining  room,  blacksmith  shop,  kitchen 
and  sleeping  rooms,  and  well;  and  built 
about  170  feet  of  head  levee  between 
Sections  3  and  4.  Two  half-days  were 
lost  on  account  of  rain. 

Miscellaneous. 

The  survey  party  carried  on  the  fol- 
lowing operations  during  the  month: 
The  level  party  worked  15  days  on  dis- 
charge measurements  in  the  Main  Chan- 
nel, assisting  in  meter  readings  and 
checking  gauges.  Four  days  were  also 
spent  in  recording  high  water  marks 
along  the  Little  Calumet  River  in  the 
vicinity  of  Thornton  To\^'nship.  The 
transit  party  was  engaged  for  10  days 
on  float  measuremenits  at  the  Con- 
trolling Works  and  nine  days  in  reading 
angles  in  section  lines  along  the  pro- 
posed Calumet-Sag  Channel. 

In  the  Drafting  Department  work  was 
continued  on  the  new  index  map;  was 
completed  on  the  fifty -foot  scale  map  of 
the  North  Branch  of  the  Chicago  River, 
on  the  map  of  the  Calumet- Sag  Channel 
showing  names  of  land  owners,  and  the 
map  showing  overflowed  lands  along  the 
Desplaines  River  near  Smith's  Bridge, 
and  commenced  on  the  two- hundred -foot 
scale  map  from  the  North  City  Limits 
to    Evanston.      The    following   drawings 


were  made:  Tracings  of  maps  showing 
overflowed  lands  along  the  Desplaines 
River,  near  Smith's  Bridge;  ordinance 
map  for  the  right  of  way  along  the  Calu- 
met-Sag Channel;  plan  showing  loca- 
tion of  Washington  Street  Bridge  across 
the  Ctiicago  River;  and  plans  and  profile 
of  the  Wire  Mills  Road  at  Lockport. 

In  the  Bridge  Department  work  was 
continued  on  the  new  plans  for  the 
Dearborn  Street  Bridge;  one  sheet  of 
shop  plans  for  the  Eighteenth  Street 
Bridge  was  received  from  the  superstruc- 
ture contractor,  three  sheets  were  re- 
turned for  correction  and  two  returned 
approved;  a  complete  set  of  plans  for 
the  Twenty-second  Street  Bridge  was 
received  from  Frank  M.  Montgomery  & 
Co.  .and  the  work  of  checking  same  was 
carried  on;  two  sheets  of  shop  plans 
for  the  Looniis  Street  Bridge  were  re- 
ceived from  the  superstructure  con- 
tractor and  were  checked  and  returned 
for  correction;  and  work  on  the  design 
of  the  Lockport  Road  and  Wire  Mills 
Road  Bridges  across  the  Main  Channel 
was  continued.  On  the  27th  four  test 
pits  were  driven  at  the  site  of  the  Twen- 
ty-second Street  Bridge  to  determine  the 
character  of  the  foundation. 

Repair  work  on  the  Sanitary  District 
telephone  line  was  carried  on,  all  the 
trees  touching  the  wires  were  cut  down 
and  all  poles  were  numbered  from  No.  1 
at  Robey  Street  consecutively  to  No. 
844  at  Controlling  Works.  The  route 
of  the  telephone  line  was  changed  for 
about  1,500  feet  at  the  Western  Stone 
Co.'s  quarry  Xo.  4  at  Lemont,  in  order 
to  allow  a  stone  crusher  to  be  erected 
and  operated. 

The  COO-foot  boom  was  replaced  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Tail  Race  in  the  Upper 
Basin  at  Joliet. 

In  addition  to  the  work  reported 
above,  the  engineer  corps  continued  tak- 
ing and  recording  hydraulic  measure- 
ments, in  computing  estimate  notes,  in 
carrying    on    operations    in    the    Illinois 
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Valley,  in  superintending  and  inspecting 
bridge,  dredging,  dock,  water  power  and 
survey  work,  in  preparing  information 
from  the  Law  Department,  etc.,  etc. 

I    estimate    the    expenses    of    the    de- 


partment for  the  month  of  May,  1904, 
will  be  $130,000.00.

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The  following  is  the  report  for  the 
nronbh  of  May: 

Chicago,  June   15,   1004. 

To  the  Honorable y  the  Board  of  Ih-ustees 
of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago: 
Gentlemen — 1  herewith  present  the 
report  of  the  Engineering  Department 
for  the  month  of  May,  1904,  giving  the 
detailed  operations  of  same. 

The  construction  earnings  during  the 
month  were  $159,063.42,  on  account  of 
which  vouchers  were  issued  to  the 
amount  of  $116,782.23,  and  the  balance, 
namely,  $42,281.19,  was  withheld  as  re- 
served percentage.  The  engineering  ex- 
penses were  $12,213.49,  divided  as  fol- 
lows: Salaries,  $10,035.98;  supplies,  etc., 
$2,047.51.  Vouchers  to  the  amount  of 
$14.76  were  also  issued  on  account  of 
maintenance  of  highway  bridges.  De- 
tails of  the  figures  here  given  are  shown 
in  the  tabulated  statements  submitted 
herewith. 

Chicago  River. 
The  Chicago  and  Great  Lakes  Dredge 
and  Dock  Co.,  contractor  for  Section  1 
of  the  North  Branch,  began  work  on  the 
51  h  with  four  wheel  scrapers  and  one 
plow  removing  the  black  soil  between 
Berteau  Avenue  and  Montrose  Boule- 
vard, which  was  used  to  fill  in  the  low 
places.  On  the  20th  four  men  began 
cleaning  and  grubbing  in  the  vicinity 
of  Addison  Avenue.  Four  wheel -scrapers 
were  started  on  the  21st  and  one  New 
Era  grader  on  the  25th. 

Callahan  Bros,  and  Katz,  contractors 
for  Section  2  of  the  North  Branch,  began 
work  on  the  10th  with  5  wheel- 
gcrapcrs  and  one  plow  removing  tihe 
black  soil  from  the  southern  thousand 
feet  of  this  section.  One  New  Era 
grader,  pulled  by  a  traction  engine,  was 
started  on  this  stretch  on  the  14th. 

The  record  of  the  contractor  for  the 
dredging  and  docking  of  the  Soulli 
liranch  was  as  follows:  An  average 
daily  force  of  19  men  was  employed  on 
concrete    dock    work.     Excavation    and 


bracing  for  trench  between  Randolph 
and  Washington  Streets  was  carried  on 
throughout  the  month.  A  dredge  was  at 
work  from  the  6th  to  the  10th  between 
Madison  and  Washington  Streets  ex- 
cavating the  fill  in.  and  around  the 
coflfer-dam,  and  a  pile  driver  pulled  the 
sheeting  of  the  coffer-dam  between  the 
same  dates.  The  back  log  and  anchor 
rod  trenches  at  the  Gallup  dock  were 
filled  up  during  the  month.  The  coal 
shed  and  buildings  <m  tlio  Keith  pwxp- 
erty  were  entirely  removed  on  the  20tih 
and  between  the  20th  and  27th  the  old 
dock  was  pulled;  between  the  23rd  and 
27th  the  anchor  piles  were  driven;  and 
between  the  28th  and  31st  some  extra 
piles  were  driven  to  support  the  roadway 
at  Halsted  Street.  A  carpenter  shop 
which  interfered  with  the  driving  of  the 
anchor  piles  was  also  removed. 

An  average  daily  force  of  35  men  was 
employed  by  the  substructure  contractor 
of  the  Eighteenth  Street  Bridge  The 
work  was  done  on  the  west  side  of  the 
river  and  consisted  of  excavating,  fllliTig 
coffer-dam  and  placing  bracing  for  same. 
At  the  end  of  the  month  the  excavation 
had  been  completed  to  — lo  C.  C.  D.  The 
C.  &  W.  I.  R.  R.  Co.  employed  an  aver- 
age daily  force  of  26  men  from  the  Ist 
to  the  16th  changing  its  tracks  on  the 
east  side  of  the  river  so  that  the  Sani- 
tary District  could  place  two  bents  be- 
neath the  viaduct  to  support  same  dur- 
ing ^he  construction  of  the  east  abut- 
ment of  this  bridge. 

An  average  daily  force  of  40  men  was 
employed  by  the  substru<Aure  contractor 
of  the  Loomis  Street  Bridge.  Building 
retaining  walls  on  the  north  side,  filling 
the  roadway,  placing  track  girders  and 
bracing  was  continued  and  at  the  end 
of  the  month  the  north  abutment  was 
completed  with  the  exception  of  the  pit 
lining,  removal  of  coffer-dam  and  the 
building  of  protections.  The  south  pro- 
tection was  finished  on  the  5th.  An 
average  daily  force  of  18  men  was  em- 
ployed by  the  superstructure  contractor 
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of  this  bridge  and  the  work  consisted 
principally  of  erecting  the  south  leaf  of 
the  bridge,  placing  floor  beams,  riveting, 
placing  counterweights  and  erecting  ma- 
chinery trusses. 

Main  Channel. 
The  contractors  for  dredging  Sections 
N  and  O  continued  deepening  the  Main 
Channel  between  the  Eight-track  Bridge 
and  the  C.  M.  &  >r.  R.  R.  Co.'s  Bridge, 
and  at  the  end  of  the  month  practically 
completed  the  work  between  those  two 
points.  The  River  Diversion  levee  on 
Section  6  was  cross -sectioned,  notes 
platted  and  quantities  needed  to  repair 
same  were  calculated. 
Water  Power  Development  at  Lockport. 

The  contractor  for  Section  1  of  power 
development  at  Lockport  employed  an 
average  daily  force  of  132  men  during 
the  month  and  the  record  is  as  follows: 
Operations  at  pit  Xo.  2,  located  about 
Station  1530,  ^vas  euspended  uotil  bet- 
ter drainage  can  be  provided;  as  the 
hoist  at  pit  No.  1  could  not  handle  the 
material  excavated  by  the  steam  shovel 
it  waa  abandoned  on  the  ll>bh  and  three 
locomotives  substituted;  a  temporary 
roadway  and  bridge,  about  200  jfejet 
north  of  Lockport  Road  and  intended  to 
take  care  of  the  traffic  until  the  tem- 
porary trestle  just  north  of  Lockport 
Road  is  built,  were  begun  on  the  12th 
and  finished  on  the  17th  and  23rd,  re- 
spectively; Lockport  Road  was  closed  on 
the  27th;  the  raising  of  the  Wire  Mills 
Road  Bridge  was  begun  on  the  18th,  it 
was  up  to  the  new  gi*ade  on  the  23rd, 
and  concrete  work  on  the  piers  was  be- 
gun on  the  31st.  The  m<ateria/l  (removed 
on  this  section  was  3,750  cubic  yards  of 
earth  and  19,100  cubic  yards  of  rock. 

An  average  daily  force  of  46  men  was 
employed  by  the  contractor  on  Section 
2.  Levee  work  was  begim  on  the.  16th 
&t  Station  1636  and  on  the  26th  at  Sta- 
tion 1585,  using  the  earth  lying  within 
the  channel  lines.  About  4,400  cubic 
yards  of  material  were  used. 

An  average  daily  force  of  19  men  was 


employed  by   the  contractor  on  Section 

3.  Work  was  begim  on  the  upper  end 
on  the  27th.  The  material  excavated 
was  used  in  levee  construction. 

An  average  daily  force  of  52  men  was 
employed  by  the  contractors  on  Section 

4.  Timber  crib  construction  was  begun 
on  the  6th.  The  head  levee  was  com- 
pleted on  the  19th.  About  2,300  lineal 
feet  of  crib  were  completed  and  bal- 
lasted. About  685,000  feet  B.  M.  of 
lumber  and  2,800  cubic  yards  of  ballast 
were  placed. 

Miscellaneous, 

In  the  Drafting  Department  work  was 
continued    on    the    200-foot    scale    map 
from   the  North  City  Limits  to  Evans- 
tion;    work   was  commenced  on   several 
maps   and   drawings   for   the   St.   Louis 
Fair;   and  the  following  drawings  were 
made:      Copies   of   discharge   tables   for 
1903;     plan    of    trestle    for    Brandon's 
Road;  and  a  plat  showing  proposed  im- 
provements   in    the   West   Fork   of    the 
South  Branch  of  the  Chicago  River. 
.     In  the  Bridge  Department  work   was 
continued  on  the  plans  for  the  Dearborn 
Street  Bridge  in  the  early  part  of  the 
month  and  then  discontinued  in  order  to 
hasten  the  Lockport  Bridge  plans.    The 
plans     for     the     Twenty-second     Street 
Bridge  were  completed  by  F.  M.  Mont- 
gomery &  Co.  and  were  approved  on  the 
23rd.     The  specifications  for  the  super- 
structure   were    prepared.     Two   revised 
sheets    of    substruoture    drtawingis    were 
also  prepared  by  F.  M.  Montgomery  & 
Co.,  showing  the  masonry  on  pile  foun- 
dations.    The   test   piles   driven  at  the 
proposed    Twenty- second    Street    Bridge 
were  pulled  on  the  6th  to  determine  their 
penetration.    The  plans  for  the  proposed 
bridge  over  the  Main  Channel  at  Lock- 
port    Road    were    practically    completed 
and    those    for    the    Wire    Mills    Road 
Bridge  were  well  under  way. 

In  addition  to  the  work  reported 
above,  the  Engineer  Corps  continued 
taking  and  recording  hydraulic  measure- 
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inents,  in  computing  estimate  notes,  in 
carrying  on  operations  in  the  Illinois 
Valley,  in  superintending  and  inspect- 
ing bridge,  dredging,  dock  and  water 
power  work  in  preparing  information 
for  the  Law  Department,  etc.,  etc. 


I  estimate  the  expenses  of  this  de- 
partment for  the  month  of  June,  1904, 
will  be   $150,000.00.

To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Trustees 

of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago: 

Gentlemen — I  herewith  present  the 
report  of  the  Eno^ineering  Department  for 
the  monlth  of  June,  1904,  giving  the  de- 
tailey  operations  of  same. 

The  confitruotion  earnings  during  the 
monthv"^  were  $145,461.18,  on  account  of 
which  vouchers  were  issued  to  the 
amount  of  $131,827.63,  and  the  balance, 
namely,  $13,633.55,  was  withheld  as  re- 
served percentage.^  The  engineering  ex- 
penses were  $13,922.33,  divided  as  fol- 
lowis:  Salaries,  $10,666.44;  supplies, 
etc.,  $3,255.89.  Details  of  the  figures 
here  given  are  shown  in  the  tabula4;ed 
statements  subnvitted  herewith. 

Chicago  River, 

The  oontraotor  for  Section  1  of  the 
North  Branch  employed  an  average  daily 
force  of  45  men  and  32  teams,  carrying 
on  operations  on  three  stretches  of  the 
section,  as  follow^i:  In  the  old  Electric 
Park ;  about  500  -feet  on  each  side  of  Ad- 
dison Street,  and  about  1000  feet  south 
of  Montrose  Boule\Ta.rd.  One  New  Era 
grader  was  "vvorked  on  the  stretch  at  Ad- 
dison Street,  and  the  -renijainder  of  the 
work  was  done  by  teams  and  scrapers. 
About  9  per  cent  of  the  work  was  com- 
pleted at  the  end  of  the  month. 

The  contractors  for  Section  2  of  the 
North  Branch  employed  an  average  daily 
force  of  26  men  and  15  teams.  One  New 
Era  grader  and  a  traction  engine  were 
employed.  At  the  end  of  the  month  all 
of  the  black  earth  had  been  removed,  as 
was  about  10,000  cubic  yards  of  clay 
during  the  month,  which  was  used  to  fill 
up  the  old  river  bed  and  low  places  ad- 
jacent thereto.  In  attempting  to  ex- 
cavate the  north  half  of  this  section,  it 
was  found  that  underlying  the  black 
earth  there  was  a  soft,  mushy  clay 
which  the  contractors  were  unable  to 
handle  with  the  plant  in  use,  and  it  is 


their  intention  to  install  a  clam  derrick 
for  its  removal. 

The  record  of  the  contractor  for  the 
dredging  and  docking  of  the  South 
Branch  was  as  follows:  An  average 
daily  force  of  about  23  men  was  em- 
ployed on  concrete  dock  work  between 
Washington  and  Randolph  Streets, 
which  consisted  principally  of  excava- 
tion and  the  placing  of  concrete.  The 
work  of  excavation  was  carried  on  dur- 
ing the  entire  month;  On  the  8th  a  land 
driver  started  driving  foundation  piles 
and  continued  to  the  30th.  A  dredge 
worked  on  the  21st  and  22nd  removing 
excavation  that  had  been  dumped  into 
the  river.  On  the  28th  the  placing  of 
concrete  was  begun  from  Washington 
Street  in  a  northerly  direction.  A  wale 
was  placed  on  the  Gallup  Dock  between 
the  8th  and  the  10th.  A  dredge  worked 
at  the  Keith  dock  between  the  28th  and 
30th  making  the  cut-off  at  that  place. 

The  Harrison  Street  Temporary  Bridge 
was  closed  to  team  traffic  on  the  27  th, 
preparatory  to  its  removal. 

At  the  Eighteenth  Street  Bridge  the 
contractor  for  the  substructure  had  an 
average  daily  force  of  41  men  employed, 
as  follows:  On  the  west  side,  excava- 
tion and  placing  bracing  in  coffer-dam 
was  carried  j>n  between  the  1st  and 
18th;  concrete  mixer  was  installed  on 
the  18th;  concreting  was  carried  on  be- 
tween the  19th  and  30th;  and  anchor 
columns  were  set  on  the  26th.  On  the 
east  side,  work  consisted  principally  of 
removing  part  of  the  viaduct  over  the 
railroad  tracks  which  interfered  with 
the  driving  of  the  coffer-dam.  The  first 
part  of  the  month  was  spent  in  removing 
the  old  abutment  of  this  bridge  and  the 
second  half  in  driving  coffer-dams,  piles' 
and  sheeting,  in  making  the  connection 
for  the  coffer-dam  through  the  old  dock, 
and  diverting  the  sewer."  About  48  per 
cent  of  the  contract  was  completed  at 
the  end  of  the  month. 

At  the  Loomis  Street  Bridge  the  con- 
tractor for  the  substructure  had  an  aver- 
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age  daHy  force  of  about  1 1  men  employed 
and  the  record  is  as  follows:  Finished 
building  cement  mortar  forms  for  north 
tail  pits  on  the  9th;  finished  north  tail 
pits  on  the  10th;  removed  plant  and  ma- 
terial on  the  15th;  started  pulling  mud 
coffer-dams  on  the  16th;  started  pulling 
steel  coffer-dams  on  the  21st;  began 
dredging  the  river  on  the  22nd  and  fin- 
ished on  the  24  th;  began  driving  the 
north  protection  on  the  28th;  and  began 
building  the  west  sidewalk  and  fence 
for  the  south  approach  on  the  30th. 
About  99  per  cent  of  the  contract  was 
completed  at  the  end  of  the  month.  An 
average  daily  force  of  22  men  was  em- 
ployed on  the  superstructure  contract,  as 
follows:  Started  painting  first  coat  on 
south  leaf  on  the  1st;  started  and  com- 
pleted operating  struts  on  the  4th;  com- 
pleted placing  sidewalk  stringers  on  the 
south  leaf  on  the  Cth;  moved  plant  to 
north  side  of  river  between  the  7th 
and  9th  and  installed  same  between 
the  10th  and  14th;  erected  north  ap- 
proach span  on  the  14th;  placed  north 
segmental  girders  on  the  15th;  started 
placing  tail  pieces  on  the  16th;  started 
erecting  floor  beams  and  stringers  on 
the  20th;  started  electrical  installation 
for  south  leaf  on  the  25tli;  and  started 
placing  top  roadway  stringers  on  the 
29th.  The  north  leaf  ^jrders  and  floor 
beams,  with  bracing,  and  approach  span, 
were  erected  in  eleven  working  days. 

Main  Channel. 

The  contractors  for  dredging  Sections 
N  and  O  completed  the  work  of  deepen- 
ing the  Main  Channel  between  the  Eight- 
track  Bridge  and  the  C,  M.  &  X.  R.  R. 
Co.'s  Bridge,  on  the  2nd.  The  dredge 
was  then  taken  to  the  east  line  of  the 
Belt  Railway  Company  of  Chicago's 
Bridge,  on  Section  L,  and  worked  from 
the  10th  to  the  16th,  removing  the  em- 
bankment and  old  piles  in  the  Main 
Channel  that  were  left  in  after  the  Belt 
trestle  had  been  removed  in  the  early 
part  of  1901.  The  work  was  completed 
on    the    16th.      Considerable    work    was 


done  in  this  connection  opening  the  sev- 
eral bridges  between  Sections  0  and  K, 
in  order  to  allow  the  dredge  to  pass  to 
and  from  the  work. 

Water  Patcer  Development  at  Lockport. 

The  contractor  for  Section  1  of  the 
power  development  at  Lockport  em- 
ployed an  average  daily  force  of  162  men 
during  the  month.  The  work  consisted 
of  excavating  in  the  vicinity  of  and 
south  of  the  Lockport  Road  Bridge,  and 
of  raising  the  Wire  Mills  Road  Bridge. 
The  excavation  was  carried  on  by  means 
of  two  steam  shovels  and  six  locomo- 
tives. Steam  shovel  No.  808  was  re- 
ceived on  the  2nd  ahd  started  to  work 
on  the  6th.  Three  channeling  machines 
and  nine  drills  were  operated  and,  with 
the  installation  of  shovel  No.  808,  hoist 
No.  1  began  operations  again.  The  con- 
crete piers  for  the  Wire  Mills  Road 
Bridge  were  completed  and  the  bridge 
opened*  to  traffic  on  the  11th.  About 
3,800  cubic  yards  of  earth  and  25,500 
cubic  yards  of  rock  were  removed. 

The  contractor  for  Section  2  employed 
an  average  daily  force  of  126  men  at 
levee  work,  stripping  for  channeling  and 
at  channeling.  Three  channeling  ma- 
chines were  operated  on  the  west  side 
of  the  channel  near  the  north  end  of  the 
Tail  Race.  About  16,900  cubic  yards 
of  earth  and  100  cubic  yards  of  rock 
were  removed. 

The  contractor  for  Section  3  employed 
an  average  daily  force  of  126  men  at 
levee  work  and  jumping.  About  2,900 
cubic  yards  of  earth  were  removed  and 
placed  in  the  levees. 

The  contractors  for  Section  4  employed 
an  average  daily  force  of  68  men  dur- 
ing the  month.  They  had  completed 
4,968  lineal  feet  of  crib,  which  extends 
nearly  to  the  Illinois  and  Michigan 
Canal.  Filling  by  means  of  a  suction 
dredge  was  tried  and  abandoned  after 
having  had  considerable  trouble,  with 
the  discharge  pipes.  Preparations  for 
filling  from  the  west  bank  by  means  of 
cars   were   about  completed  at  the   end 
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of  the  month.  Abouf  745,000  feet  B.  M. 
of  lumber  and  1,240  cubic  yards  of  stone 
ballast  were  placed. 

Miscellaneous, 

In  the  Drafting  Department  work  was 
continued  on  the  200- foot  scale  map  from 
the  North  City  Limits  to  Evanston;  sev- 
eral maps  and  drawings  for  the  St.  Louis 
Fair  were  completed;  and  the  following 
drawings,  etc.,  were  made:  Plat  of 
Green's  South  Branch  Addition  to  Chi- 
cago, from  Ashland  Avenue  to  Halsted 
Street,  for  Law  Department;  plat  show- 
ing location  of  Twenty- second  Street 
Bridge  for  War  Department;  plat  show- 
ing strip  of  land  west  of  the  Belt  Rail- 
way Company  of  Chicago's  crossing  of 
the  Main  Channel,  lately  purchased  from 
John  B.  Brown;  plat  of  tract  of  land  to 
be  used  for  pipe  line  by  the  A.,  T.  & 
S.  Fe  Ry.  Co.,  near  Willow  Springs;  plat 
of  right  of  way  between  Belmont  and 
Lawrence  Avenues,  for  Assessor;  plan 
of  temporary  trestle  over  the  proposed 
extension  of  the  Main  Channel  on  Water 
Power  Section  1,  and  a  plat  of  the  right 
of  way  of  the  proposed  Calumet- Sag 
Channel. 

In  the  Bridge  Department  some  work 
was  done  on  the  plans  for  the  Dearborn 
Street  Bridge;  two  sheets  of  shop  plans 
for  the  Harrison  Street  Bridge  were  re- 
ceived from  the  superstructure  con- 
tractor, which  were  checked  and  re- 
turned for  correction;  plan  of  roller 
bearing  for  west  end  of  Eighteenth 
Street  Bridge  viaduct  was  made,  and 
tw^o  drawings  showing  the  proposed 
trolley  wire  supports  were  received  from 


the  Chicago  Union  Traction  Co.  and  ap- 
proved subject  to  the  condition  that  the 
said  company  assume  all  of  the  expenses 
connected  with  its  construction;  plans 
for  the  substructure  for  the  Twenty-sec- 
ond Street  Bridge  were  completed  by 
Frank  M.  Montgomery  &  Co.  and  the 
specifications  for  the  substructure  and 
superstructure  were  completed  and  de- 
livered to  prospective  bidders;  work  was 
continued  on  the  plans  for  the  proposed 
bridges  over  the  Main  Channel  at  Lock- 
port  Road  "and  Wire  Mills  Road,  and 
some  study  was  given  the  Metropolitan 
Elevated  Railway  Bridge  across  the  Chi- 
cago River,  with  a  view  of  increasing 
the  span  on  account  of  widening  the 
river  at  that  point. 

The  work  of  boring  test  holes  on  the 
line  of  the  Calumet- Sag  survey,  which 
was  didoontinued  l«iat  Fall,  was  again 
taken  up  on  the  13th  and  continued  to 
the  end  of  the  month  with  an  average 
daily  force  of  eight  men. 

In  addition  to  the  work  reported 
a'bove,  the  engineer  corps  continued  tak- 
ing «wid  recording  hydraulic  measure- 
ments, in  computing  eetimiate  notes,  in 
oarr\ing  on  operations  in  the  Illiniois 
Valley,  in  superintending  and  inspecting 
bridge,  dTedgiii^,  dock  and  waiter  power 
wKMrk,  in  preparing  information  for  the 
Law  Department,  etc.,  etc. 

I  esrtimate  the  exx)ense  for  this  depart- 
menft  for  the  mionth  of  July,  1904,  will 
be  $130,000.00.

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REPORT  TRANSMITTING  FORM  OF  AGREE- 
MENT WITH  THE  CITY  OF  CHICAGO  PRO- 
VIDING FOR  THE  PAYMENT  OF  FORTY 
PER  CENT  OF  THE  TOTAL  COST  FOR  THE 
ENLARGEMENT  OF  THE  SEWER  FROM 
THIRTY-NINTH  STREET  TO  THE  SANI- 
TARY   DISTRICT    CHANNEL. 

Mr.  Webb,  member  of  the  Committee 
on  Engineering  presented  a  report  from 
the  Committee  as  follows : 

Chicago,  September  28,  1904. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago: 
(rENTLEMEN — Your  Committee  on  En- 
gineering reports  that  it  has  had  under 
consideration  with  the  Board  of  Local 
Improvements  of  the  City  of  Chicago, 
the  matter  of  increasing  the  size  of  the 
proposed  sewer  to  be  constructed  in 
Western  Avenue  from  the  Channel  of 
the  Sanitary  District  to  Thirty-ninth 
Street,  to  12  feet  in  diameter,  *in  order 
that  the  sewer  might  be  of  sufficient 
size  to  accommodate  a  flow  of  water 
from  the  Stock  Yards  Slip  to  said  West- 
ern Avenue  sewer  in  the  event  that  the 
District  should  construct  a  conduit  from 
said  Stock  Yards  Slip  to  drain  the  Slip 
into  said  Western  Avenue  sewer. 

It    is    estimated    that    the    additional 
cost   of  said   sewer   necessitated   by   the 
enlargement  of  the  same  in  order  to  ac- 
commodate   the    flow    from    said    Stock 
Y'ards  Slip  will  amount   to  about  forty 
per    cent   of  the    cost    of    the   sewer    in 
Western      Avenue      from      Thirty-ninth 
Street  to  the  Sanitary  District  Channel. 
Y'our  Committee  has  agreed   with  the 
Board    of    Local    Improvements    of    the 
City  of-  Chicago  to  recommend  to  your 
Honorable  Body  that  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict of  Chicago  enter  into  an  agreement 
to    pay    an   amount   equal    to    forty    per 
cent  of  the  cost  of  said  sewer  to  be  con- 
structed   in    Western    Avenue    from    the 
Oistrict  Channel  to  Thirty-ninth  Street, 
in     the      event    that   the    sum      assessed 
against  the   City   of   Chicago   as   public 
benefits    should    amoimt     to     forty    per 
cent    of   the   total   cost,   and   in   case  a 


lesser  sum  than  forty  per  cent  should 
be  assessed  against  the  City  then  the 
District  should  pay  such  lesser  sum,  but 
in  no  event  shall  the  District  pay  more 
than  forty  per  cent  of  the  total  cost 
of   said   sewer. 

Your  Committee  has  had  prepared  an 
agreement  in  the  form  hereto  attached, 
in  reference  to  the  amount  to  be  paid  by 
the  District  and  the  manner  of  payment, 
and  r(»commends  that  the  same  be  exe- 
cuted by  the  President  and  Clerk  of  the 
District  in  duplicate  when  the  same  shall 
have  been  executed  by  the  Board  of 
Local  Improvements  of  the  City  of  Chi- 
cago.

Jills  :.»8th  day  of  September,  A.  1).  1004, 
between  the  City  of  Chicago,  party  of  the 
first  part,  and  the  Sanitary  District  of 
Chicago,  party  of  the  second  part; 

Witnesseth,  That,  whereas,  the  said  party 
of  the  first  part  proposes  to  provide  for  a 
system  of  .sewers  which  will  drain  the 
territory  betwen  the  Sanitary  District  Canal 
and  87th  Street,  Leavltt  Street  and  South 
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Central  Park  Avenue,  and  to  construct  a 
sewer  twelve  feet  la  diameter  In  Western 
Avenue  from  the  Sanitary  District  Canal 
to  39th  Street;  the  same  to  be  made  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Special  Assessment 
Act ;  and 

WuERBAS,  The  party  of  the  second  part 
proposes  to  construct  a  conduit  from  the 
westerly  end  of  the  Stock  Yards  Slip  to 
Western  Avenue,  and  to  pay  the  cost  of 
constructing  said  conduit  by  special  assess- 
ment upon  the  property  thereby  benefited 
or  otherwise  as  the  Sanitary  District  of 
Chicago  may  elect,  and  is  desirlous  of  con- 
necting said  conduit  at  the  intersection  of 
Western  Avenue  and  39th  Street  with  said 
sewer  in  Western  Avenue; 

ThereforCt  In  consideration  of  the  obli- 
gations to  be  performed  by  the  party  of  the 
first  part  herein,  and  above  set  forth,  and 
in  further  consideration  of  the  construction 
by  first  party  of  a  sewer  twelve  feet  in 
diameter  in  Western  Avenue,  from  the 
Sanitary  District  Canal  to  39th  Street,  and 
also  the  construction  in  said  Western  Ave- 
nue sewer  at  its  crossing  of  Thirty-ninth 
Street,  or  at  a  convenient  point  north 
thereof  and  nearly  contiguous  thereto  on 
the  eastern  side  of  the  said  Western  Ave- 
nue sewer  of  a  junction  opening  of  proper 
form  and  dimensions  for  connecting  with 
the  conduit  which  the  second  party  proposes 
to  construct  from  the  Stock  Tards  Slip 
westerly  as  hereinbefore  set  forth;  the 
said  junction  to  be  twelve  (12)  feet  in 
diameter;  and  in  the  event  that  the  second 
party  is  not  ready  to  join  on  to  said 
junction  opening  with  its  proposed  conduit 
at  the  time  said  first  party  has  completed 
the  construction  of  said  junction,  then  the 
first  party  shall  close  the  outer  end  of 
said  junction  with  a  bulk-head  sufiScient  to 
close  and  protect  the  opening  until  the 
second  party  makes  connection  with  It; 
the  party  of  the  second  part  herein  agrees 
to  pay  forty  (40)  per  cent  of  the  estimated 
cost  of  the  construction  of  the  sewer  in 
Western  Avenue  from  the  Sanitary  District 
Canal  to  39th  Street;  the  said  forty  (40/ 
per  cent  to  be  assessed  against  the  City  of 
Chicago  as  public  benefits;  it  having  been 
estimated  by  the  engineers  of  both  parties 
to  this  agreement  that  the  said  forty  (40) 
per  cent  is  the  amount  which  should  equita- 
bly be  assessed  against  the  City  of  Chicago 
as  public  benefits.  But  it  is  understood 
by  the  parties  to  this  agreement  that  this 
is  a  question  wholly  for  the  determination 
of  the  commissioner  making  the  assessment 
subject  to  the  review  of  the  County  Court 
of  Cook  County  and  It  Is  not  tindertaken 
in  this  agreement  to  arbitrarily  fix  the 
amount  of  public  benefit  which  shall  ulti- 


mately be  charged  against  the  City  by  the 
said  County  Court.

event  a  less  amount  than  forty  (40 1 
per  cent  is  assessed  against  the  City  of 
Chicago,  second  party  shall  pay  only  said 
lesser  amount.  The  party  of  the  second 
part  further  agrees  to  pay  its  proportionate 
share  of  the  cost  of  constructing  said 
sewer  in  Western  Avenue  from  the  Sanitary 
Canal  to  39th  Street  In  the  manner  here- 
inafter set  forth : 

First: — As  soon  as  the  assessment  Is 
confirmed  by  the  County  Court  of  Cook 
County  the  second  party  agrees  Immediately 
to  deposit  with  the  City  Comptroller  of 
the  City  of  Chicago  the  amount  assessed 
against  said  City  of  Chicago  as  public  bene- 
fits; provided  said  amount  shall  not  exceed 
forty  (40i)  per  cent  of  the  total  cost  of 
constructing  said  sewer  In  Western  Avenue, 
from  the  Sanitary  District  Channel  to 
Thirty-ninth  Street,  and  In  the  event  that 
the  amount  assessed  against  said  City  of. 
Chicago  as  public  benefits  exceeds  forty 
(40)  per  cent  of  the  total  cost  of  construct- 
ing said  sewer,  then  said  second  party  shall 
pay  to  said  first  party  an  amount  which 
will  equal  forty  (40)  per  cent  of  the  cost  of 
said  sewer ;  In  the  event,  however,  that  an 
appeal  of  said  cause  is  prayed  to  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  the  said  deposit 
shall  not  be  made  until  after  an  election 
has  been  filed  by  the  City  of  Chicago  declar- 
ing its  intention  to  proceed  with  the  im- 
provement, notwithstanding  the  appeal, 
and  in  case  such  election  is  not  filed  by 
the  party  of  the  first  part,  this  said  deposit 
shall  not  be  made  as  above  set  fcnrth,  ontil 
said  case  has  been  finally  determined  by 
the   Supreme   Court   of   Illinois. 

Second : — It  Is  understood  and  agreed, 
however,  that  said  party  of  the*  second 
part,  if  it  so  elects,  has  the  privilege  of  pay- 
ing the  said  amount  above  agreed  by  it  to 
be  paid,  in  annual  Installments,  In  the  same 
manner  that  the  owners  of  private  prop- 
erty, benefited  by  said  sewer  constructed  In 
Western  Avenue  will  be  allowed  to  pay 
their  assessments,  instead  of  the  manner 
specified  in  first  section.

MONTHLY    BEFOBT    OF    THE    ENGINEERING 
DEPARTMENT. 

The  Clerk  presented  the  report  of  the 


Engineering  Department  for  the  month 
of  July,  1-904,  which,  by  unanimous  con- 
sent, was  ordered  printed  in  the  Pro- 
ceedings and  placed  on  file. 

The  following  is  the  report: 

Chicago,  August  20,   1904. 
To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Trustees 

of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago: 

Gentlemen-^I  herewith  present  the 
report  of  the  Engineering  Department 
for  the  month  of  July,  1904,  giving  the 
detailed  operations  of  same. 

The  construction  earnings  during  the 
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jmrnth  were  $110,205.16,  on  account  of 
which  vouchers  were  issued  to  the 
amount  of  $114,157.36,  and  the  balance, 
namely,  $5,137.80,  was  withheld  as  re- 
served percentage.  The  engineering  ex- 
penses were  $14,170.48,  divided  as  fol- 
lows: Salaries,  $11,506.16;  supplies, 
etc.,  $2,583.32.  Details  of  the  figures 
here  given  are  shown  in  the  tabulated 
statement  submitted  herewith. 
Chicago  River. 

The  contractor  for  Section  1  of  the 
North  Branch  employed  an  average  daily 
force  of  14  men  and  10  teams  in  the  vi- 
cinity of  Addison  Street  and  immediate- 
ly south  of  Montrose  Boulevard.  Work 
was  suspended  at  the  end  of  the  month 
on  account  of  a  rise  in  the  waters  of 
the  North  Branch,  which  flooded  the 
pits.  About  10  per  cent  of  the  work 
was  completed  at  the  end  of  the  month. 

The  contractors  for  Section  2  of  the 
North  Branch  employed  an  average  daily 
force  of  23  men  and  13  teams,  in  re- 
moving excavation  from  the  cut  and 
filling  in  the  low  places  adjacent  to  the 
river.  About  0*4  per  cent  of  the  work 
was  completed  at  the  end  of  the  month. 

The  record  of  the  contractor  for  the 
dredging  and  docking  of  the  South 
Branch  was  as  follows:  An  average 
daily  force  of  22  men  was  employed  on 
concrete  dock  work,  placing  concrete, 
building  forms,  eke.  The  driving  of 
foundation  piles  was  finished  on  the 
11th,  and  all  of  the  excavation  was 
completed  in  the  trench  on  the  28th. 
Wooden  dock  work  was  carried  on  as 
follows:  At  the  Chicago  &  Alton  dock, 
located  on  the  west  side  of  the  river,  be- 
tween Harrison  and  Polk  Streets,  the  old 
dock  wae  pulled  between  the  6th  and 
8th,  and  a  dredge  worked  on  the  exca- 
vation between  the  15th  and  23d;  at  the 
Keith  dock,  located  immediately  west  of 
Halsted  street  on  the  south  side  of  the 
river,  dredging  was  finished  on  the  15th, 
dock  piles  were  driven  from  the  16th  to 
the  10th,  and  sheeting  from  the  23d  to 
the  30th;  and  at  the  Maxwell  dock,  lo- 
cated on  the  north  side  of  the  river,  west 


of  Loomis  Street,  the  old  dock  was 
pulled  between  the  14th  and  10th,  and 
dredging  was  carried  on  between  the 
23d  and  27th. 

The  contractor  for  the  substructure 
of  the  Harrison  Street  Bridge  began  op- 
erations on  the  1st  and  employed  during 
the  month  an  average  daily  force  of 
about  8  men,  as  follows:  Began  the  re- 
moval of  protection  clumps  from  under 
the  temporary  'structure  on  the  1st; 
removed  top  decking  and  released  oper- 
ating scow  on  the  0th;  moved  temporary 
structure  by  scow  to  Robey  Street  slip 
on  the  11th,  and  on  the  14th  unloaded 
same,  and  finished  pulling  pier  and  pro- 
tection piles  on  the  21st.  The  perma- 
nent work  consisted  as  follows:  The 
driving  of  foundation  piles  for  the  east 
abutment  was  carried  on  between  the 
23d  and  26th  and  finished  on  the  latter 
date;  and  on  the  30th  the  work  of  foun- 
dation excavation  and  driving  of  piles 
for  the  east  coffer-dam  was  begun. 

The  contractor  for  the  substructure  of 
the  Eighteenth  Street  Bridge  employed 
an  average  daily  force  of  23  men.  The 
foundation  6n  the  west  side  of  the  river 
was  completed  at  the  end  of  the  month, 
and  the  work  of  removing  the  coffer-dam 
was  almost  finished.  Bolsters  to  sup- 
port the  track  girders  were  set  on  the 
0th  and  tail  pits  were  completed  on  the 
21st.  The  work  on  the  east  side  of  the 
river  consisted  of  removing  the  old  abut- 
ment, driving  foundation  piles  and  build- 
ing coffer-dam.  The  driving  of  founda- 
tion piles  was  begun  on  the  14th  and 
completed  on  the  30th;  the  driving  of 
coffer-dam  piles  was  begun  on  the  18th 
and  finished  on  the  28th;  and  the  driv- 
ing of  sheeting  for  coffer-dam  was  begun 
on  the  25th  and  carried  on  to  the  end  of 
the  month. 

The  contractor  for  the  substructure 
of  the  Loomis  Street  Bridge  employed 
an  average  daily  force  of  about  0  men, 
as  follows:  Finished  driving  north  pro- 
tection piles  on  the  0th;  diverted  the 
box  sewer  on  the  north  side  on  the  10th; 
started  building  the  north  sidewalks  on 
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the  22d,  and  started  placing  cap  on 
north  protections  on  the  28th.  The  con- 
tractor for  the  superstructure  employed 
an  average  daily  force  of  about  23  men, 
as  follows:  Started  placing  counter- 
weights for  north  leaf  on  the  5th; 
started  placing  machinery  trusses  on  the 
13th;  dredged  trench  for  power  cables 
from  the  16th  to  18th;  placed  power 
cables  in  the  trench  on  the  18th;  erected 
operators  houses  on  the  26th,  and  placed 
power  cables  from  Twenty-first  Street  to 
Loomis  Street  on  the  29th  and  30th. 

Water  Power  Development  at  Lockport. 

The  contractor  for  Section  1  of  the 
power  development  at  Lockport  em- 
ployed an  average  daily  force  of  154  men 
during  the  month.  One  channeler  was 
used  50  per  cent  of  the  time,  8  drills 
full  time  for  two  shifts  daily,  6  loco- 
motives full  time,  steam  shovel  No.  807 
lost  two  days  on  account  of  changing 
boilers,  while  No.  808  worked  full  time. 
Rock  excavation  was  carried  on  be- 
tween the  Lockport  and  Wire  Mills 
Roads  the  entire  month.  Excavation  for 
the  core  of  the  west  embankment  was 
begun  on  the  7th  and  discontinued  on 
the  12th.  The  force  on  this  work  then 
began  excavation  for  the  channel  of 
Deep  Run.  About  2560  cubic  yards  of 
earth  and  29,200  cubic  yards  of  rock 
were  removed  from  the  section  during 
the  month. 

The  contractor  for  Section  2  employed 
an  average  daily  force  of  147  men  at 
rock  and  earth  work  and  at  clearing  off 
for  the  wall  west  of  the  proposed  power 
house.  The  first  blast  was  made  on  the 
7th.  Steam  shovel  No.  812  began  on  the 
J 6th,  working  south  from  about  Station 
1635.  Operations  were  begun  at  Deep 
Run  in  the  early  part  of  the  month  and 
continued  to  the  end  of  same.  About 
10,000  cubic  yards  of  earth  and  12,400 
cubic  yards  of  rock  were  removed  from 
the  section  during  the  month. 

The  contra-ctor  for  Section  3  employed 
an  average  daily  force  of  35  men  at 
pumping,  channeling  and  earth  excava- 


tion.    About  1600  cubic  yards  of  earth 
was  removed  and  placed  in  the  levees. 

-The  contractors  for  Section  4  em- 
ployed an  average  daily  force  of  85  men. 
The  crib  work  of  the  ooffer-dam  was 
practically  completed  and  3,376  lineal 
feet  of  it  filled.  The  material  for  filling 
was  taken  from  the  spoil  banks  on  the 
west  side  of  the  channel  and  transported 
by  cars  drawn  by  locomotives.  About 
100,000  feet  B.  M.  of  lumber  was  used  on 
this  Section  and  11,800  cubic  yards  of 
ballast  placed  in  the  crib. 

Miscellaneous. 

In  the  Drafting  Department  work  was 
continued  on  the  200-foot  scale  topo- 
graphical map,  from  the  north  city 
limit's  to  Evanston;  work  was  begun  on 
a  map  of  the  Desplaines  River,  near 
Ohanahon,  111.,  showing  overflowed  land; 
and  a  map  of  the  Illinois  River,  near 
Morris,  111.,  showing  overflowed  land. 
The  following  drawings,  etc.,  were 
made:  Plan  of  proposed  change  of 
tracks  of  the  C.  T.  T.  R.  R.  Co.  at  Blue 
Island,  111.;  ordinance  map  of  proposed 
North  Shore  Channel,  and  a  map  show- 
ing the  right  of  way  for  same. 

In  the  Bridge  Department  a  few  days* 
work  was  done  on  plans  for  the  Dear- 
born Street  Bridge;  two  sheets  of  shop 
plans  for  the  Harrison  Street  Bridge 
were  received  from  the  superstructure 
contractor,  which  were  checked  and  re- 
turned approved;  two  sheets  of  shop 
drawings  for  the  Eighteenth  Street 
Bridge  were  received  from  the  super- 
structure contractor,  one  of  which  was 
returned  approved;  two  sheets  of  shop 
drawings  for  the  Loomis  Street  Bridge 
were  received  from  the  superstructure 
contractor,  which  were  checked  and  re- 
turned for  correction;  and  plans  of  the 
Lockport  Road  and  Wire  Mills  Road 
Bridges  over  the  Main  Channel  on  Water 
Power  Section  No.  1  were  completed  and 
specifications  for  same  were  prepared. 

The  work  of  removing  the  wreck  of  the 
steamer  "I.  M.  Weston"  from  the  Main 
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Channel  on  Section  "G"  was  begun  on 
the  5th  and  completed  on  the  27th. 

The  posts  and  planks  of  an  old  land- 
ing extending  into  the  Main  Channel 
just  below  the  Belt  Railway  of  Chicago's 
Bridge  were  removed  at  the  same  time. 

The  work  of  boring  test-holes  on  the 
line  of  the  Calumet-Sag  survey  was  com- 
pleted on  the  23d. 

In  addition  to  the  work  reported 
above,  the  engineer  corps  continued  tak- 
ing and  recording  hydraulic  measure- 
ments, in  computing  estimate  notes,  in 


making  cement  teats,  in  carrying  on 
operations  in  the  Illinois  Valley,  in 
superintending  and  inspecting  bridge, 
dredging  dock  and  water  power  work,  in 
preparing  information  for  the  Law  De- 
partment, etc.,  etc, 

I  estimate  the  expenses  for  this  De- 
partment for  the  month  of  August,  1004, 
will  be  $160,000.00

OF  CONTRACT  SECTION  8,  MAIN  CHAN- 
NEL. 

Mr.  Braden,  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Engineering,  presented  a  report 
from  the  Committee  as  follows : 

Chicago,  October  5,  1904. 
To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Truateea 
of  the  8anita/ry  District  of  Chicago: 
Gentlemen — ^Your  Committee  on  En- 
gineering herewith  presents  the  final  cer- 
tificate of  the  Chief  Engineer,  in  favor 
of  Fred  Boehme  for  work  done  on  ac- 
count -of  repairing  river  diversion  levee 
at  the  south  end  of  Contract  Section 
six  of  the  Main  Channel,  and,  having  ex- 
amined said  certificate  and  considered 
the  subject  matter  thereof,  recommends 
as  follows: 

That  the  President  and  Clerk  of  the 
District  be  authorized  and  directed  to 
pay,  in  the  usual  manner,  to  said  Fred 
Boehme,  the  sum  of  ten  hundred  twen- 
ty dollars  and  eighty-nine  cents 
($1020.89),  the  amount  found  to  be  due 
in  said  final  certificate  aforesaid,  when 
said  Boehme  shall  have  executed  and 
delivered  to  the  District  a  receipt  and 
release  in  full  in  favor  of  the  District, 
discharging  it  from  all  claims  or  de- 
mands of  whatsoever  kind  or  nature 
arising  from  or  growing  out  of  the  con- 
tract for  said  work.

constituting  eight  (8)  hours  a  legal  day's 
work  in  all  contracts  under  the  Sanitary 
District  of  Chicago,  and  that  in  the  em- 
ployment of  labor,  contractors  shall  be  re- 
quired and  specifically  agree  to  give  prefer- 
ence to  union  labor. 

"Section  2. — That  all  contracts  heroafter 
executed  for  the  works  of  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict of  Chicago  shall  contain  provisions 
constituting  eight  (8)  hours  a  legal  day's 
work,  and  forbidding  the  employment  of  any 
employe  or  employes  for  a  longer  period  than 
eight  (8)  hours  in  any  twenty-four  (24) 
hours,  and  that  said  contract  shall  vest 
specific  authority  in  the  Police  Department 
of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago  to  ex- 
ercise supervision  for  the  enforcement  of 
this  provision,  and  shall  provide  that  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Sanitary  District 
of  Chicago  shall  be  empowered,  in  all  cases 
of  violation  of  said  eight  (S)  hour  law,  to 
deduct  and  retain  from  any  money  accruing 
to  said  contractors  a  sum  as  liquidated 
damages  at  the  rate  of  five  dollars  ($5.00) 
per  hour  for  each  employe  who  shail  be  re- 
quired to  work  in  excess  of  eight  (8)  hours 
per  day  by  any  contractor  on  said  canal." 
SPECIFICATIONS. 

TI-RBINES    AND    GOVERNORS. 

General. 

1.  The  work  included  under  this  contract 
consists  of  furnishing  and  installing  ready 
for  operatloii  four  unit.s  of  turbines  on  a 
horizontal  shaft  hereafter  called  "power 
units;"  two  units  of  turbines  on  a  hori- 
zontal shaft  hereafter  called  "exciter 
units ;"  and  water  w^heel  governors  for  the 
proper  controlling  of  the  speed  of  the 
wheels. 

Head. 

2.  The  head  as  measured  lietwoen  the 
level  of  the  water  In  the  turbine  chamber 
and  the  level  of  the  water  In  the  tall  race 
when  all  wheels  are  running  Is  taken  as  34 
feet,  but  under  operating  conditions  the 
head  may  vary  from  30  feet  to  38  feet. 

Quantity  of  ^Yater  and  Power. 

3.  Kach  unit  of  the  "power  units"  is  to 
he  so  iiroportioned  as  to  discharge  100.000 
cubic  feet  of  water  per  minute  when  oper- 
ated at  eight-tenths  (.8)  gate.  ISight-tenths 
gate  being  Interpreted  to  mean  the  point 
of  gate  opening  at  which  eight-tenths  of  the 
ultimate  discharge  of  the  wheel  Is  made.  A 
variation  of  5  per  cent  will  be  allowed,  pro- 
vided the  horse  power  of  the  unit  is  not 
brought  bPlow  .l.OOO  at  O.S  gate. 

Each  unit  of  the  "exciter  units"  is  to  fur- 


nish not  less  than  600  horse  power  at  full 
gate. 

Speed. 

4.  The  number  of  revolutions  per  minute, 
.under  the  conditions  given  above,  namely 
34  feet  head  and  0.8  gate,  is  to  be  not  less 
than  IGo  for  the  "power  unus"  and  300  for 
the  "exciter  units." 

Efficiency. 

5.  The  efficiency  of  the  turbines  as  in- 
stalled is  to  be  at  least  80  per  cent  from 
%  to  full  gate  when  running  at  the  re- 
quired speeds,  the  same  speed  being  main- 
tained from  %  to  full  gate. 

Design,  Type,  Sisc  and  yumher. 

6.  The  design,  type,  size  and  number  of 
turbines  In  each  unit  are  to  be  as  proposed 
by  the  Contractor,  but  only  material  of  the 
best  quality  and  designs  of  the  most  ap- 
proved patterns  will  be  considered. 

Gates. 

7.  The  design  of  turbine  gate  Is  to  be  as 
submitted  by  the  Contractor.  The  gate,  how 
ever,  must  l>e  suitable  for  work  requiring 
close  regulations  and  when  closed  must  be 
practically  water-tight. 

Shaft  and  Bearings. 

8.  The  turbine  shaft  is  to  be  d«*slfn«»<! 
and  proportioned  to  transmit  at  least  r>..'>0.> 
11.  P.  to  Gt)  cycle  .3-phase  generators.  It  Is 
to  be  provided  at  the  generator  end  with  a 
coupling  properly  designed  to  connect  with 
the  generators.  The  proportions  of  this 
coupling  will  be  furnished  by  the  Sunitary 
District.  All  appliances,  stands  and  l)ear- 
Ings  necessary  for  the  exact  and  rapid  align- 
ment of  the  shaft  and  for  adjustment  are  to 
be  supplied  by  the  Contractor. 

liulkhead  Plates   and.  Stuffing   Boxes. 

9.  Bulkhead  plates  with  stuffing  boxes  for 
the  shafts  are  to  be  supplied  by  the  Con- 
tractor, but  the  outside  ring  after  being  set 
by  the  contractor  will  be  secured  in  place  by 
the  Sanitary  District. 

The  bulkhead  plates  are  not  to  be  con- 
nected to  the  outside  bearing  stand. 

Draft  Tubes. 

10.  The  draft  tubes  are  to  be  rectangular 
in  section  and  will  be  furnished  and  put  In 
place  by  the  Sanitary  District.  The  upper 
end,  however,  extending  from  the  floor  of 
the  turbine  chamber  downward  for  one  foot 
and  connecting  with  the  main  part  of  thf^ 
draft  tul>e  \s  to  be  considered  a  part  of  the 
turbine  installation. 

Governors.  Bidders  to  Fill  in  Blank  Spaces. 

11.  Each  of  the  "units"  is  to  be  supplied 
and  fitted  up  with  a  suitable  water  wheel 
governor  equal  in  all  respects  to  the  I^m- 
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bard  governor,  provided  with  an  electric 
speed  controller.  Tbe  degree  of  regulation 
guaranteed  being  as  follows :  Sudden  load 
changes  of  25  per  cent  will  produce  speed 
variations  not  exceeding per  cent. 

Sudden  load  changes  of  50  per  cent  will 

produce  speed  variations  not  exceeding 

per  cent. 

Sudden  load  changes  of  100  per  cent  will 

produce  speed  variations  not  exceeding 

per  cent. 

Testing. 

12.  Four  of  the  wheels  of  the  "power 
units'*  and  one  wheel  of  the  "exciter  units/' 
as  selected  by  the  Engineer,  are  to  be  tested 
in  the  usual  manner  on  a  vertical  shaft  in 
the  testing  flume  of  the  Holyoke  Water 
Power  Company  and  after  the  installation 
of  the  plant  at  Lockport  all  units  will  be 
tested  for  power  and  speed.  The  cost  of  the 
testing  here  referred  to  Is  to  be  borne  by 
the  Contractor  and  all  wheels  of  the  type 
tested  at  Ilolyoke  which  do  not  give  at  least 
81  per  cent  efficiency  from  %  to  full  gate 
will  be  rejected. 

Workmanship  and  Materials. 

13.  The  workmanship  and  materials  are 
to  be  of  the  best  of  their  respective  kind  for 
the  purpose. 

Castings  are  to  be  free  from  scoriae,  sand 
and  blow-holes,  cold  shuts,  and  other  ue- 
fects;  no  plugging  or  filling  to  be  resorted 
to,  neither  are  any  lumps  or  rough  places  to 
be  left  on  any  part  of  the  castings. 

Every  casting  is  to  be  thoroughly  dressed 
and  cleaned  free  from  rust  and  after  in- 
spection by  the  Engineer  is  to  be  coated  on 
all  sides  with  hot  coal  pitch  varnish,  after 
the  most  approved  method  of  treating  cast 
iron  water  pipe. 

Details. 

14.  (Jeneral  plans  and  cross-sections, 
showing  the  principal  dimensions  and  de- 
tailed speciflcations  of  the  materials,  tur- 
bine performance  and  work  to  be  done,  are 
to  be  furnished  with  the  tender  and  the 
contractor  is  to  submit  detail  drawings  of 
all  parts  of  the  work  to  the  Engineer  be- 
fore proceeding  with  the  work. 

Bearings. 

15.  On  account  of  the  great  weight  of 
tbe  wheels  and  shaft  and  the  serious  con- 
sequences of  lack  of  proper  alignment,  oil 
or  grease  lubricated  bearings  will  be  re- 
quired, the  ordinary  wooden  bearing  being 
allowed  only  in  the  "exciter  units." 

Guarantee. 

16.  The  Contractor  guarantees  the  prop- 
er working  of  all  turbines  and  governors 
furnished  under  this  contract  and  for  one 
year   from    the   date   of   completion   of   this 


contract  will  make,  at  his  own  expense, 
any  and  all  repairs  to  the  installation  that 
may  become  necessary  on  account  of  any 
defects  in  design,  materials  or  workman- 
ship. 

Payments.  * 

17.  The  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago  will 
pay  the  Contractor  the  amount  due  him  in 
accordance  with  the  sum  named  in  his  pro> 
posal  in  three  installments. 

The  First  Payment  is  to  be  made  in  fif- 
teen (15)  days  after  tbe  completion  of  the 
work  at  the  Contractor's  factory  upon  cer 
tificate  of  the  Engineer  that  the  work  had 
been  satisfactorily  done.  The  amount  of 
this  payment  is  to  be  one-half  of  the  total 
amount  due  on  the  turbines  and  appara- 
tus thus  accepted. 

The  Second  Payment  Is  lo  be  made  fif- 
teen (15)  days  after  tbe  completed  instal- 
lation is  certified  to  by  the  Engineer.  The 
amount  of  this  payment  is  to  be  one-quar- 
ter of  the  total  amount  due  on  the  turbines 
and  apparatus  thus  accepted. 

The  Third  and  Last  Payment  is  to  be 
made  ninety  (00)  days  after  the  completion 
and  final  test  upon  the  certificate  of  the  en- 
gineer. The  amount  of  this  payment  Is  to 
be  the  balance  du«»  on  this  contract. 

See  also  specifications  attached,  which 
also  form  a  part  of  this  agreement. 

17n.  If  the  Sanitary  District  is  not  ready 
for  tbe  Installation  of  machinery  when  It 
Is  all  delivered  on  the  ground,  Interest  on 
the  deferred  payments  at  the  rate  of  .'*  per 
cent,  per  annum  will  l>e  paid  by  the  Sani- 
tary District  until  It  Is  ready  for  the  erec- 
tion of  the  machinery,  and  If  no  test  can  be 
made  within  six  months  from  the  comple- 
tion of  the  plant,  the  Sanitary  District 
win  pay  interest  at  the  rate  of  5  per  cent, 
on  deferred  payment  until  such  test  can  be 
made. 

GENERAL    CONDITIONS. 
General  Conditions. 

18.  The  drawings  furnished  form  a  part 
of  these  specifications,  and  any  work  shown 
therein  shall  be  executed  the  same  as  if 
mentioned  herein.  The  work  Is  to  \ie 
made  complete  and  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  F:ngineor,  notwithstanding  any  omis- 
sions in  plans  or  specifications. 

Changes  in  Plans. 

10.  The  quantity  of  work  and  material 
figured  from  the  plans  Is  approximate,  and 
the  Sanitary  District  reserves  the  right  to 
mnke  any  changes  in  the  plans  or  specifi- 
cations which  may  1>e  deemed  necessary, 
either  before  or  after  beginning  the  con* 
struction  thereof;  provided,  that  if  altera- 
tions are  made,  the  general  character  of 
the  work  as  a  whole  is  not  changed  there- 
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b}'.  If  such  alterations  diminish  the  quan- 
tity of  work  to  be  done,  they  shall  not  con- 
stitute a  claim  for  damages  nor  for  antici- 
pated profits  on  the  work  that  may  be  dis- 
peq^ed  with ;  if  they  increase  the  amount 
of  work,  such  Increase  shall  be  paid  for  ac- 
cording to  the  quantity  of  work  actually 
done,  and  at  prices  and  rates  established 
for  such  work  under  this  contract.  Notice 
of  change  of  plans  must  be  given  to  the 
Contractor  in  writing,  and  it  is  expressly 
agreed  that  no  alterations  or  additions  or 
extra  work  are  to  be  paid  for,  unless  so  di- 
rected in  writing. 

Extra  Work. 

20.  All  claims  for  extra  labor  or  mate- 
rial furnished  by  the  Contractor,  or  for 
damages  from  any  cause  whatever,  must 
be  reported  to  the  Engineer  at  the  time 
such  labor  or  material  is  furnished  or 
such  damages  occur,  and  they  must  also 
be  presented  to  him  in  writing  at  the  end 
of  the  month ;  provided  that  nothing  shall 
be  paid  for  as  extra  work  that  can  be  clas- 
sified under  any  of  the  heads  upon  which 
prices  are  fixed  by  this  contract.  When- 
over  work  is  required  to  be  done,  which  is 
not  now  contemplated  or  covered  by  the 
prices  hereinafter  given,  the  Chief  Engi- 
neer shall  fix  such  prices  for  the  work  as 
he  shall  consider  Just  and  equitable,  and  the 
Contractor  shall  abide  by  such  prices,  pro- 
vided he  enters  upon  such  work  with  a  full 
knowledge  of  the  prices  so  fixed  by  the  said 
Committee ;  but  if  tho  Contractor  declines 
executing  .said  work  at  the  prices  fixed  by 
said  Committee,  then  the  Sanitary  District 
may  enter  into  contract  with  any  person  or 
persons  for  Its  execution  the  same  as  if  this 
contract  had  never  existed ;  and  if  extra 
work  or  work  not  provided  for  in  this  con- 
tract is  performed  by  the  Contractor  be- 
fore prices  have  been  fixed  for  such  work, 
then  the  Engineer  shall  estimate  the  same 
at  such  prices  as  he  shall  deem  Just  and 
reasonable,  and  his  decision  shall  1)e  final, 
and  the  said  Contractor  shall  accept  such 
prices  in  full  satisfaction  of  all  demands 
against  the  Sanitary  District  for  said  ex- 
tra work :  provided  that,  if  the  extra  work 
done  under  this  contract  is  of  such  a  na- 
ture, being  distinct  from  other  work  being 
done  by  said  Contractor,  that  the  actual 
cost  of  the  same  can  be  determined,  then 
the  said  Contractor  shall  receive,  and  the 
Sanitary  District  shall  pay.  in  full  satisfac- 
tion for  the  same,  the  actual  cost  of  the 
work,  with  fifteen  (15)  per  cent  added. 
Provided  further,  that  nothing  shall  be 
deemed  extra  work  which  can  be  measured 
or  estimated  under  the  provisions  of  this 
contract. 

ReHponnihUity   of   Contractor. 

21.  It  is  further  agreed  that  In  all  cases 


of  question  or  dispute  arising  or  growing 
out  of  this  contract  in  any  way  regarding 
the  cost  or  value  of  extras,  variations,  al- 
lowances, deductions,  or  the  amount  of  dam- 
ages in  any  manner  growing  out  of  the 
violation  of  this  contract,  the  decision  of 
the  Engineer  shall  be  final  and  binding  on 
both  parties  hereto.  AH  work  provided 
for  in  this  contract  is  to  be  done  under 
the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  En- 
gineer and  his  properly  authorized  age»ts. 
The  Contractor  is  to  be  guided  by  the  lines, 
stakes,  marks  and  grades  given  by  them, 
and  is  to  carefully  preserve  the  same  as  far 
as  possible  during  the  progress  of  the  work, 
and  is  to  furnish  all  needed  facilities,  wltb> 
out  charge  therefor,  to  enable  the  Engi- 
neer to  properly  give  lines  and  grades  and 
to  inspect  and  measure  the  work  from 
time  to  time. 

22.  All  materials  of  whatever  kind  to 
be  used  in  the  work  will  be  subject  to  the 
Inspection  and  approval  of  the  Rngineer. 
All  unsuitable  or  rejected  materials  must 
be  removed  from  the  premises  at  once  by 
the  Contractor. 

2.H.  All  work  shall  be  subject  to  constant 
Inspection  before  acceptance.  Any  un- 
faithful or  imperfect  work  that  may  lie 
discovered  before  Its  final  acceptance  shall 
be  corrected  Immediately,  and  any  unsat- 
isfactory material  used  In  the  work  shall 
be  rejected  and  removed  on  the  requirement 
of  the  Engineer,  notwithstanding  they  may 
have  been  overlooked  by  the  inspector  and 
estimated.  The  Inspection  of  any  work  shan 
not  relieve  the  Contractor  of  any  of  his 
obligations  to  perform  soutvd  work,  as  here- 
in specified,  and  all  work  which,  during  its 
progress  and  before  Its  final  acceptance, 
may  become  damaged  from  any  cause,  snail 
be  removed  and  replaced  by  good  and  sat- 
isfactory work. 

24.  The  Contractor  will  be  responsible 
for  the  entire  work  until  completed  and  ac- 
cepted by  the  Sanitary  District.  The  Con- 
tractor will  be  required  to  give  his  per- 
sonal attention  to  the  fulfillment  of  this 
contract  and  to  the  execution  of  the  work. 
He  is  to  keep  the  same  under  his  control, 
and  will  not  be  allowed  to  sublet  all  or 
any  part  of  It :  it  being  distinctly  under- 
stood and  agreed  that  the  subletting  of  the 
work  covered  by  this  contract,  or  any  part 
thereof,  shall,  after  thirty  (30)  days*  no- 
tice, work  a  forfeiture  of  the  contract  at 
the  option  of  the  Sanitary  District. 

25.  The  Contractor  will  not  be  allowed  to 
assign  by  power  of  attorney  or  otherwise, 
any  portion  of  the  moneys  that  may  become 
due  through  the  workings  of  this  contract. 
In  case  the  Contractor  fails  to  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  this  contract  as  to  prog- 
ress  and    character    of   work,    he    shall   be 
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duly  noUflea  !»  writing,  and  thirty  (30) 
days  a£ter  the  gXvlug  of  aaid  nptice  Xk^ 
Sanitary  District  may  declare  tills  contract 
forfeited,  if  tkiere  Is  a  substantial  failure 
to  comply  with  its  provisions. 

Tooln. 

26.  The  Contractor  is  to  furnish  all  the 
tools  of  every  description  necessary  to  the 
(ull  and  co^iplete  carrying  out  of  this  con- 
tract, and  on  completion  of  the  work  is  to 
remove  all  tools,  buildings  and  materials 
of  all  kinds  from  the  site. 

Precautions. 

27.  Whatever  precautions  may  be  neces- 
sary to  render  any  portion  of  the  work 
more  secure  in  any  respect,  or  to  decrease 
the  liability  of  accident  from  any  cause, 
or  to  avoid  contingencies  which  are  liable 
to  delay  the  completion  of  the  work,  shall 
be  taken  by  the  Contractor. 

Workmen. 

28.  The  Contractor  shall  employ  compe- 
tent foremen  and  laborers,  and  shall  dis- 
charge at  the  request  of  the  Engineer,  any 
competent  or  unfaithful  men  in  his  employ. 
None  but  men  expert  in  their  respective 
branches  of  work  shall  T)e  employed  where 
special  skill  Is  required,  and  In  the  employ- 
ment of  men  preference  shall  be  given  to 
union  lal)orers.  It  is  especially  understood 
and  agreed  that  eight  (8)  hours  shall  con- 
stitute a  day's  work,  and  that  no  workman 
shall  be  employed  or  required  to  ^ork  more 
than  eight  (8)  hours  out  of  any  twenty- 
four  (24)  hours,  and  no  work  In  excess  of 
that  time  shall  be  allowed.  In  the  event  of 
any  violation  of  the  above  eight  (8)  hour 
provision,  it  Is  agreed  hereby  that  the  said 
District  shall,  and  that  it  is  duly  authorized 
to  retain  from  any  money  due,  or  to  become 
due,  at  any  time  from  it  to  the  Contractor, 
as  liquidated  damages,  the  sum  of  five  (5) 
dollars,  per  hour  for  each  hour  that  any  em- 
ploye shall  be  required  to  work  in  excess  of 
eight  (8)  hours  per  day,  pursuant  to  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  the  ordinance 
adopted  June  23rd,  1807,  attached  hereto. 

Patents. 

29.  It  is  further  agreed  that  the  Con- 
tractor shall  indemnify,  keep  and  save 
harmless  said  Sanitary  District  from  all  lia- 
bilities, Judgments,  costs,  damages  and  ex- 
penses which  may  In  anyvirise  come  against 
said  Sanitary  District,  or  which  may  result 
on  account  of  any  infringement  of  any  pat- 
ent by  means  of  the  use  of  any  materials, 
machinery,  device  or  apparatus  used  in  the 
performance  of  this  contract,  or  of  designs 
furnished  by  the  Contractor  and  accepted 
by  the  Sanitary  District,  and  in  the  event 
of  any  claim  or  suit  or  action  at  law   or 


equity  of  any  ^d  whatsoeyei?  being  m^e 
or  brought  against  said  Sanitary  District, 
then  the  Sanitary  District  *  shall  have  the 
right  to  retain  a  sufficient  amount  of  money 
in  the  same  manner  and  upon  the  same 
conditions  as  hereinafter  in  the  next  fol- 
lowing clause  of  this  contract  provided. 

Damaoea. 
W.  If  any  damage  shall  be  done  by  the 
Contractor  or  by  an'y  person  or  persons  In 
his  employ  to  the  owner  or  occupants  of 
land,  or  to  any  property  adjoining  or  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  work  herein  contracted  to  be 
done,  or  to  a  neighlioring  contractor,  the 
Engineer  shall  have  the  right  to  estimate  the 
amount  of  said  damage,  and  to  cause  the 
Sanitary  District  to  pay  the  same  to  the 
said  owner  or  occupant,  and  the  amount 
so  paid  for  said  damages  shall  be  deducted 
from  the  money  due  said  Contractor,  under 
this  contract.  Said  Contractor  covenants  and 
agrees  to  pay  all  damages  for  any  personal 
injury  sustained  by  any  person  growing  out 
of  any  act  or  doing  of  himself,  or  his  em- 
ployes, that  Is  in  the  nature  of  a  legal 
liability,  and  he  hereby  agrees  to  indem- 
nify and  to  save  the  Sanitary  District  harm- 
less against  all  suits  or  actions  of  every 
name  and  description  brought  against  the 
said  Sanitary  District,  for,  or  on  account 
of,  any  such  injuries,  or  such  damages  re- 
ceived or  sustained  by  any  person  or  per- 
sons, by  or  from  said  Contractor,  his  ser- 
vants, agents,  or  employes.  In  the  execution 
of  said  work;  or  by  or  in  consequence  of 
any  negligence  in  guarding  the  same ;  or 
by  or  on  account  of  any  omission  or  act 
of  said  Contractor,  his  agents  or  employes : 
and  the  said  Contractor  further  agrees  that 
so  much  of  the  money  due  to  him  under 
and  by  virtue  of  this  contract  as  shall  be 
considered  necessary  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  the  Sanitary  District  may  be  re- 
tained by  the  said  Sanitary  District  until 
such  suit  or  claim  for  damages,  as  aforesaid, 
shall  have  been  settled,  and  evidence  to  that 
effect  furnished  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
said  Board  of  Trustees. 

Time. 

31.  The  Contractor  agrees  to  begin  the 
work  covered  by  this  contract  within  fifteen 
(15)  days  after  said  contract  shall  have 
been  executed,  and  to  prosecute  the  work 
herein  provided  for.  so  as  to  complete  the 
same  within  fifteen  (15)  months  of  the 
date  of  this  contract. 

Should  the  Contractor,  through  any  fault 
of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago,  be  una- 
ble to  complete  the  installation  within  the 
time  named  in  this  clause,  that  time  shall 
be  extended  an  amount  equal  to  the  numl>er 
of  days  that  the  Contractor  is  so  delayed 
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aad    KQcfa    delay    sball    not    coBJitltate    to 
cmose  for  damMc*. 

Pmalfjr. 

32.  It  Is  beivbj  Al^reed  Ij  and  betvren 
the  parties  hento  that  tli«  tiine  fixed  In 
this  contract  for  tbe  completion  of  the  same 
by  the  Contractor  Is  of  the  essence  of  this 
contract  and  forms  part  of  the  considera- 
tion for  the  amonat  aicreed  tiereln  to  he  paid 
hy  the  party  of  the  fir«  part  to  said  Con- 
tractor for  said  work;  and  it  Is  understood 
and  mgned  that  in  the  erent  tliat  the  Con-

General  Description  : 

The  turbine  water  wheels  aijd  governors 
deacrllied  herein  will  consist  of  four  (4) 
power  units  and  two  (2)  exciter  units.  Each 
of  the  power  units  will  be  made  up  of  six 
(6)  ."i4-lnch  wheels  suitably  arranged  on  one 
shaft,  with  the  necessary  bearings,  casings, 
gates  and  supporting  frame- work,  making  a 
self-contained  unit.  Each  wheel  will  be 
provided  with  its  own  gate  and  all  of  the 
gates  In  each  unit  will  be  controlled  by  a 
water  wheel  governor  of  standard  design.

The  guarantee  of  efficiency  covering  tbe 
wheels  above  specified,  is  amply  set  forth 
iQ  t^i.e  c^rt^e^  copy  of  test?  by  the  E|ply- 
oke  ivat^r  Toyer  Co.,  of  both  the  power 
unit  ^heels  and  the  exciter  unit  wheels,  at- 
tached to  th^se  specifications. 
Power  Units. 

Bach  of  the  power  units  will  consist  of 
six  (6)  54-ipch  Jolly-McCormlck  turbine 
wh^el?  o;*  runners.  These  wheels  are  so  lo- 
cated on  the  shaft  that  the  end  thrusts  are 
practically  eliminated,  and  each  wheel  will 
discharge  the  water  through  its  own  quar- 
ter-turn. The  quarter-turns  of  two  pairs 
of  these  wheels  will  be  combined  into  one 
draft  tube  so  that  there  will  be  only  four 
tubes  entering  the  tall  pipe.  As  indicated 
on  drawing  No.  26704,  the  greatest  length 
over  all  from  inside  of  bulkhead  to  end  of 
the  last  turbine  casing,  57  feet  6  inches. 
The  curbs  or  cases  of  the  wheels  are  bolted 
to  cast  iron  draft  boxes  securely  at- 
tached to  flanges  on  draft  tubes,  the 
whole  resting  upon  12-Inch  I  beams  running 
along  the  entire  length  of  the  wheels  and 
forming  a  self-contained  unit.

Shafts. 

The  shafts  of  each  exciter  unit  will  be  of 
uniform  <Ui^iiieter  throughout  the  entire 
legpgtb  of  the  units,  so  that  ail  of  the  tur- 
bine waiter  wheels  or  runners  w^iU  be  bored 
aUke*  and  any  spares  that  may  be  kept  on 
hand  may  be  used  to  replace  any  wheel, 
^ach  shaft  will  be  in  three  pieces  connect- 
ed together  by  coupliiiigs  of  heavy  design — 
the  couplings  being  located  between  two 
bearings  immediately  on  either  side  of  the 
coupling.  On  each  shaft  there  will  be 
keyed  at  the  center,  two  wheels.

Bulkhead  Plates  and  Stuffing  Boxes. 
There    will    be    furnished    the    necessary 
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bulkhead  plates  made  of  cast  Iron  of  ample 
thickness  and  suitably  stiffened  by  means  of 
ribH  to  withstand  the  maximum  pressure 
called  for  In  the  specUleatlons.  There  will 
be  furnished  for  these  bulkhead  plates  the 
necessary  stuffing  boxes  and  glands  for  the 
shafts.

Draft   Tubes.

Each  exciter  unit  will  consist  of  two  30- 
Inch  Jolly-McCormIck  turbines  discharging 
through  a  single  draft  tube  In  I*enstock 
floor.  The  curbs  or  cases  of  each  pair  of 
wheels  are  bolted  to  a  cast  Iron  draft  box 
securely  fixed  to  flange  of  draft  tube.  The 
draft  Imbe  will  have  a  suitable  extension  en- 
tering the  concrete  tube  furnished  by  the 
Sanitary   District.

F3ach  exciter  unit  will  ])e  fitted  with  one 
Lombard  governor,  type  "D."  guaranteed  to 
make  a  full  stroke  In  less  than  one  and  one- 
half  seconds  of  time,  and  regulate  accord- 
ingly. 

Workmanship   and   Material. 

The    Iron   and   steel    castings   will   be   of 


tough  metal,  true  to  pattern  and  free  from 
defects.  All  structural  steel  will  be  me- 
dium steel ;  other  materials  will  be  of  qual- 
ity and  composition  best  adapted  to  the  re- 
quirements. 

All  parts  of  the  equipment  furnished  will 
be  finished  up  In  a  neat  and  workmanlike 
manner.

It  appears  from  the  list  of  bids  sub- 
mitted that  Hardin  &  Co.  are  the  lowest 
bidders  upon  said  work,  the  prices  stipu- 
lated being  as  follows:  Coffer-dam, 
erecting,  maintaining  and  removing,  east, 
lump  sum,  $3,490.00;  west,  lump  sum, 
$1,540.00:  excavation,  depositing  on  spoil 
area,  earth,  per  cubic  yard.  ^0%  cents; 
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rock,  per  cubic  yard,  $1.65;  box  drains 
for  existing  sewers,  lump  sum,  $1,150.00; 
box  and  pipe  intakes  for  existing  intakes, 
lump  sum  of  $750.00. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  the 
work  of  deepening  the  said  West  Fork  of 
the  South  Branch  of  the  Chicago  River

mind  unjust  to  the  taxpayers  of  this  Dis- 
trict, and  wholly  beyond  the  legal 
powers    of    the    Board    of   Trustees. 

"All  this  stone  is  a  marketable  asset, 
produced  by  the  expenditure  of  large 
sums  of  public  money;  and  if  it  is  per- 
mitted to  be  appropriated  in  this  in- 
stance by  a  foreign  municipality  without 
any  compensation,  the  request  today 
granted  will  most  certainly  be  followed 
by  a  multitude  of  others. 

"If  this  stone  is  to  be  considered  as  a 
gift  for  public  improvements,  it  should 
be  husbanded  to  the  purpo.^^es  of  the  City 
of  Chicago,  and  other  municipalities 
within  the  District,  and  not  lavishly  be- 
stowed on  outside  and  foreign  munici- 
palities, who  raised  every  possible  oppo-ji- 
tion,  and  mulcted  the  Sanitary  District 
to  the  greatest  possible  extent  in  our 
efforts  to  secure  right  of  way  through 
these  territories  for  the  construction  of 
the  Drainage  Canal.

This  Aqrbxment,  Made  and  entered  Into 
thU  13th   day   of  October,   A.   D.   1904,  by 
and  between  the   Sanitary  District  of  Chi- 
cago, of  the  first  part,  and  Franklin  Har- 
din and   E.   A.    Hardin,   co-partners,   doing 
business  under  the  firm  name  and  style  of 
Hardin  &  Co.  of  Chicago,  In  Illinois,  of  the 
second  part :

WUncsaeth,  That  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part  has  covenanted,  contracted  and 
agreed,  and  by  these  presents  does  covenant, 
contract  and  agree  with  the  said  party  of 
the  first  part,  for  the  consideration  of  the

SPEOIPICATIONS  FOR  DBBPENING  THE  WEST 
FOBK  OF  THE  SOUTH  BRANCH  OP  TH«  CHI- 
CAGO  RIVER. 

The  limits  and  scope  of  the  work  are 
shown  upon  Exhibit  No.  1.  a  map  on  a  scale 
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of  one  (1)  inch  equal  to  fifty  (50)  feet  at- 
tached to  and  forming  a  part  of  this  con- 
tract. 

Coffer-Dam§. 

1.  Coffer-dams  must  be  built  across  the 
stream  at  or  near  the  points  marked  A  and 
B  on  the  map.  These  may  be  of  crib  con- 
struction, as  shown  on  plans,  Exhibit  No.  2. 
The  Contractor,  however,  may  build  these 
dams  in  any  manner  and  of  any  material 
that  he  may  select,  but  they  must  be  water 
tight  and  of  ample  strength  to  protect  the 
work  after  the  water  Is  pumped  out  of  the 
stretch  of  channel  enclosed  between  the 
coffer-dams.  They  must  be  built  to  a  height 
of  four  feet  above  Chicago  datum.  The  Con- 
tractor must  maintain  these  dams  during 
the  whole  period  in  which  they  are  neces- 
sary for  the  protection  of  the  work  free  of 
all  cost  or  expense  to  the  Sanitary  District 
of  Chicago.  The  price  bid  must  be  a  lump 
sum  for  each  dam  and  that  sum  must  co^er 
the  entire  amount  to  be  paid  by  the  Dis- 
trict for  erection,  including  materials  used 
In  construction  and  labor  and  use  of  tool), 
machinery  and  appliances,  and  the  entire 
removal  of  the  structures  after  the  channel 
excavation  shall  have  been  completed. 

Pumping. 

2.  Immediately  after  the  coffer-dams 
shall  have  been  completed  the  Contractor 
shall  proceed  to  pump  out  and  unwater  the 
enclosed  area  so  that  the  excavation  here- 
inafter called  for  by  these  specifications 
can  be  performed  by  dry  methods,  and  he 
shall  keep  the  area  to  be  excavated  free 
from  water  until  the  entire  excavation  Is 
completed.  The  cost  of  this  pumping  must 
be  included  in  the  prices  biU  for  excavation. 

Excavation. 

3.  As  soon  as  the  Contractor  shall  have 
unwatered  the  area  between  the  coffer-dams, 
he  shall  proceed  to  excavate  the  channel 
within  the  lines  established  by  the  Engi- 
neer and  to  the  depths  which  he  shall  di- 
rect. The  channel  so  excavated  shall  be 
not  less  than  eighty  (80)  feet  in  width  and 
to  a  depth  not  above  twelve  (12)  feet  below 
Chicago  datum. 

Disposition  of  Material. 

4.  The  excavated  material  shall  be  de- 
posited on  the  south  side  of  the  channel  on 
the  space  marked  "spoil  area ;"  the  glacial 
drift  shall  be  deposited  farthest  from  the 
channel  and  the  rock  between  it  and  the 
southerly  edge  of  the  channel,  leaving  a 
berm  of  ten  (10)  feet  between  the  foot  of 
the  slope  and  the  edge  of  the  channel.  The 
excavated  material  shall  be  leveled  ofT  on 
the  spoil  area  to  a  height  approxima  >Iy 
that  of  the  natural  surface  of  the  adjacent 
ground  on  the  south. 


Prices. 

5.  The  prices  bid  per  cubic  yard  for 
glacial  drift  and  for  solid  rock  must  be  ac- 
cepted as  the  entire  compensation  to  be 
made  for  the  completed  work  including  the 
cost  of  keeping  the  enclosed  channel  dry 
and  of  disposing  of  the  excavated  material 
upon  the  spoil  banks. 

aewers. 

6.  Provision  must  be  made  for  caring 
for  the  several  sewers  discharging  Into  the 
stretch  of  channel  which  must  be  unwatered. 
In  the  following  manner :  Strongly  built 
box  drains  are  to  be  built  and  connected  up 
with  the  existing  sewers  and  the  effluent 
from  these  is  to  be  carried  In  these  boxes 
and  discharged  Into  the  river  either  east 
or  west  of  the  unwatered  area  determined 
by  the  shortest  distance  to  an  outlet.  The 
lumber  used  in  these  boxes  shall  be  sound 
pine  or  hemlock  not  less  than  1^  Inches 
thick.

(a)  Box  5  feet  square,  130  feet  long, 
taking  sewage  from  4 1^ -foot  brick  sewer, 
Station  1-1-14. 

(b)  Box  drain  1  foot  square,  200  feet 
long,  to  take  sewage  from  8-inch  tile  drain 
at  Station  l-|-82. 

Box   Drains  Discharging  West.   North    Side 

of  Channel — 

(a)      Wooden  box  1  foot  square.  500  feet 
long,  taking  ^ewage  from  12-inch  tile  drains 
located  at  Station  18-1-31  and  21- '-82. 
Intakes. 

East,  South  Side.  Four-inch  iron  pipe. 
.'50  feet  long,  connecting  to  Intake  at  Sta- 
tion 5-: -34. 

West,  North  Side.  Box  1  foot  square 
from  Station  17-|-65  to  Station  20- 1 -6^ 
{.UH  feet)  and  1  foot  x  2  feet  from  Station 
20-! -83  ^'cst  through  coffer-dam,  to  supply 
ntakes  at  said  Station  17-1-65  and  20-; -S3. 
These  intakes  are  to  be  strongly  built  of 
1%-lnch  pine  or  hemlock  plank,  to  be  water- 
tlffht  and  to  be  supported  on  posts  or  stud-

Extra  Work. 

7.  All  claims  for  extra  work  done  by  the 
Contractor,  or  for  damages  from  any  cause 
whatever,  must  be  reported  to  the  Chief 
Engineer  at  the  time  such  work  is  done 
or  such  damages  occur,  and  they  must  also 
be  presented  to  him  in  writing  at  the  end 
of  the  month ;  provided,  that  nothing  shall 
be  paid  for  as  extra  work  that  can  be 
classified  under  any  of  the  heads  upon  which 
prices  are  fixed  by  this  contract. 

Whenever  work  is  required  to  be  done 
which  is  not  now^  contemplated  or  covered 
by  the  prices  hereinafter  given,  the  Chief 
Engineer  shall  fix  such  prices  for  the  work 
as  he  shall  consider  Just  and  equitable,  and 
the  Contractor  shall  abide  by  such  prices;

ReaponaibUity  of  Contractor. 

8.  All  the  work  provided  for  in  this 
contract  is  to  be  done  under  the  direction 
and  supervision  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and 
his  properly  authorised  agents.  The  Con- 
tractor is  to  be  guided  by  the  lines,  stakes, 
marks,  and  grades  given  by  them,  and  Is  to 
carefully  preserve  the  same  as  far  as  pos- 
sible during  the  progress  of  the  work,  and 
is  to  furnish  all  needed  facllitlea,  without 
charge  therefor,  to  enable  the  Chief  Engi- 
neer to  properly  give  lines  and  grades  to 
measure  the  work  from  time  to  time. 

The  Contractor  will  be  responsible  for  the 
entire  work  until  completed  and  accepted  by 
the  Sanitary  District.  The  Contractor  will 
be  required  to  give  his  personal  attention  to 
the  fulfillment  of  this  contract  and  to  the 
execution  of  the  work.

The  Contractor  will  not  be  allowed  to  as- 
sip:*i  by  power  of  attorney,  or  otherwise,  any 
portion  of  the  moneys  that  may  become  due 
through  the  workings  of  this  contract,  in 
case  the  Contractor  falls  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  this  contract,  as  to  progress 
and  character  of  work,  he  shall  be  duly 
notified  in  writing,  and  ten  (10)  days  after 
the  giving  of  said  notice  the  party  of  the 
first  part  may  declare  this  contract  forfeited 
if  there  Is  substantial  failure  to  comply 
with  the  provisions. 

Changes  in  Plana. 

9.  In  addition  to  the  reservation  herein- 
before made,  the  Sanitary  District  reserves 
the  right  to  make  alterations  In  the  line, 
grade  and  minor  details  of  plan,  form,  di- 
mensions or  material  of  the  work  herein 
provided  for,  either  before  or  after  the  be- 
ginning of  construction ;  provided  that,  if 
alterations  are  made,  the  general  character 
of  the  work  as  a  whole  is  not  thereby 
changed.  If  such  alterations  diminish  the 
quantity  of  the  work  to  be  done,  they  shall 
not  constitute  a  claim  for  damage  or  for 
anticipated  profits  oii  the  work  that  may  be 
dispensed  with ;  if  they  increase  the  amount 
of  work,  such  increase  shall  be  paid  for  ac- 
cording to  the  quantity  of  the  work  actually 
done,  and  at  prices  and  rates  established  for 
such  work  under  this  contract.  Notice  of 
any  change  of  plan  must  be  given  the  Con- 
tractor   In    writing.      .i.nd    it    Is    expressly 
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agreed  that  no  alterations  or  additions  of 
extra  work  are  to  be  paid  for  unless  directeu 
in  wrltng. 

Tools. 

10.  The  Contractor  Is  to  furnish  all  the 
tools  and  appliances  of  every  kind  and  de- 
scription necessary  to  ^ae  fnll  and  com- 
plete carrying  out  of  this  contract 

Order   of  Work. 

11.  The  Contractor  shall  adopt  such 
procedure  in  the  excavation  and  construc- 
tion of  the  work  as  shall  be  directed  by 
the  Chief  Engineer  to  enable  a  proper  meas- 
urement thereof.  The  Contractor  shall  also 
proceed  with  the  work  in  time,  place  and 
manner  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  Engi- 
neer. 

Precautions. 

12.  In  those  parts  of  the  river  where, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Engineer,  the  dredging 
operations  may  endanger  the  stability  of 
docks,  buildings  and  other  structures,  the 
Contractor  shall  take  whatever  precautions 
may  be  necessary  to  render  such  portion  of 
the  work  more  secure  in  any  respect,  or  to 
decrease  the  liability  of  accident  from  any 
cause,  or  to  avoid  contingencies  which  are 
liable  to  delay  the  completion  of  the  work; 
provided,  that  wherever  the  Engineer  shall 
decide  that  special  works  must  be  con- 
structed to  Insure  the  safety  of  the  work  or 
the  stability  of  docks,  buildings  or  other 
structures,  such  Special  construction  may, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Engineer,  be  or- 
dered under  the  extra  work  clause  hereof. 
In  all  cases  the  Contractor  shall  take  meas- 
ures to  protect  vessels  navigating  the  river 
from  any  and  all  obstructions  to  navigation 
arising  or  growing  out  of  the  work  covered 
by  his  contract,  and  shall  display  such  liguis 
or  other  danger  signals  as  may  be  reason- 
ably necessary  for  guiding  or  warning  ves- 
sels. 

Workmen. 

13.  The  Contractor  shall  employ  com- 
petent foremen  and  laborers,  and  shall  dis- 
clmrge,  at  the  request  of  the  Chief  Engi- 
neer, any  incompetent  or  unfaithful  men  In 
his  employ.  None  but  men  expert  in  their 
respective  branches  of  work  shall  be  em- 
ployed where  special  skill  is  required. 

Patents. 

14.  It  is  further  agreed  that  second 
party  shall  indemnify,  keep  and  save  harm- 
less said  first  party  from  all  liabilities, 
judgments,  cost.s.  damagpH  and  expenses 
which  may  In  any  wise  come  against  said 
first  party,  or  which  may  result  on  account 
of  any  Infringement  of  any  patent  by  means 
of    the    use    of    any    materials,    machinery, 

.device   or   apparatus   used    In    the   perform- 
ance   of   this    contract,    or    of    desli^ns    fur- 


nished by  second  party  and  accepted  by 
Sanitary  District;  and  In  event  of  any 
claim  or  suit  or  action  at  law  or  equity  of 
any  kind  whatsoever  being  made  or  brought 
against  said  first  party,  then  first  party 
shall  have  the  right  to  retain  a  sufficient 
amount  of  money,  in  the  same  manner  and 
upon  the  same  conditions  as  hereinafter  in 
the  next  following  clause  of  this  contract 
provided. 

Damages. 

15.  If  any  damage  shall  be  done  by  the 
Contractor,  or  by  any  person  or  persons  In 
his  employ,  to  the  owners  or  occupants  of 
lands,  or  to  any  property  adjoining  or  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  work  herein  contracted 
to  be  done,  or  to  a  neighboring  contractor, 
the  Chief  Enlgneer  shall  have  the  right  to 
estimate  the  amount  of  said  damages,  and 
to  cause  the  Sanitary  District  to  pay  the 
same  to  the  said  owners  or  occupants,  and 
the  amount  so  paid  for  sucn  damages  shall 
be  deducted  from  the  money  due  said  Con- 
tractor under  this  contract 

Said  Contractor  covenants  and  agrees  to 
pay  all  damages  for  any  personal  injury

Mr.  Braden.  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
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tee  on  Engineering,  presented  a  report 
from  the  Committee  as  follows: 

Chicago,  October  10,  1904. 
To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Trustees 

of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago : 

Gentlemen — Your  Committee  on  Engi- 
neering reports  that  on  May  25th,  1896 
(see  page  3360  of  the  Proceedings),  an 
agreement  was  entered  into  between  the 
District  and  The  Atchison,  Topeka  and 
Santa  Fe  Bailway  Company,  which, 
among  other  things,  granted  the  right  to 
the  District  to  construct  its  Main  Chan- 
nel across  the  railroad  right  of  way  near 
LeMoyne  and  also  near  Lemont,  and  it 
was  provided  in  said  agreement  that  the 
District  should  make  certain  changes  at 
its  own  cost  and  expense  in  the  grade  and 
alignment  of  said  railroad ;  that  the  work 
agreed  upon  to  be  performed  by  the  Dis- 
trict in  said  agreement  has  never  yet  been 
fully  carried  out. 

Your  Committee  further  reports  that 
the  Railway  Company  is  willing  to  re- 
lease the  District  from  its  obligation  to 
fully  carry  out  and  perform  the  terms 
of  the  agreement  of  May  25th,  1896,  in 
reference  to  the  change  of  grade  therein 
provided  to  be  performed  at  LeMoyne  and 
Lemont  if  the  District  will  pay  the  esti- 
mated cost  of  certain  other  grading  at 
these  points  which  the  Railway  Company 
is  willing  to  accept  in  lieu  of  the  work 
heretofore  agreed  to  be  performed  by  the 
District,  and  the  cost  of  which  will 
amount  at  the  two  places  above  men- 
tioned to  the  sum  of  $6,377.75,  according 
to  the  estimate  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of 
the  District. 

Your  Committee  further  reports  that 
said  sum  of  $6,377.75  is  nearly  $600.00 
less  than  the  amount  it  would  now  cost 
the  District  to  carry  out  and  perform  the 
terms  of  said  agreement  of  May  25,  1896, 
in  reference  to  said  grade  and  change  of 
alignment.

I  BULES  FOR  THE  GUIDANCE  OK  SANITARY  IN- 
SPErTORS  AND  BOARDING  CONTRACTORS  ON 
THE  WORK  OP  THE  SANITARY  DISTRICT  OF 
CHICAGO.     LOCKPOHT,     ILL. 

A  Sanitary  Inspector  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Sanitary 
District  Of  Chicago,  and  he  shall  perform 
such  duties  as  the  Sanitary  District  may 
direct. 

Rule  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  ifte 
Sanitary  Inspector  to  make  a  thorough  in- 
spection of  the  camps  of  the  Boarding  Con- 
tractors, located  on  the  property  of  the 
Sanitary  District,  at  least  once  a  week,  or, 
more  often  if  required  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Sanitary  District. 

Rule  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Boarding  Contractors  to  furnish  a  sufficient 
goantity  of  food  to  the  men,  the  quality  of 
such  food  to  be  satisfactory  to  the  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

Rule  3.  Sufficient  bedding  shall  be  sup- 
plied to  meet  the  necessities  of  the  season, 
and  the  quality  and  texture  of  same  shall 
be  such  as  to  meet  the  approval  of  the 
Inspector.  Said  bedding  shall  be  thorough- 
ly  shaken  and  aired  each  day.     Sheets  and 


blankets  shall  1m>  washed  at  least  once  a 
week  and  other  parts  of  the  bedding 
cleansed  or  replaced  periodically  at  the 
direction  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
to  condemn  and  order  destroyed  any 
article  of  bedding,  or  carpet,  or  other  article 
of  furnishing  when  in  his  opinion  same  is 
unfit  for  use  or  dangerous  to  the  heaiih 
of  the  men. 

Rule  4.  All  garbage  and  refuse  must  be 
removed  from  the  habitations  and  placed 
in  such  receptacles  and  later  disposed  of. 
as  shall  be  directed  by  the  Sanitary  Inspec- 
tor. In  no  case  shall  garbage  be  permitted 
to  remain  In  the  dooryards  or  immediate 
vicinity  of  the  houses  for  a  longer  period 
than  two  days. 

Rule  u.  No  closet  shall  be  located  by 
any  Boarding  Contractor  without  his  first 
securing  a  permit  specifically  designating 
the  location  of  same,  and  such  permit  shall 
state  that  no  such  closet  shall  under  any 
circumstances  be  so  placed  as  to  endanger 
the  purity  of  the  water  supply  in  the 
neighborhood.  Closets  shall  be  kept  in  a 
sanitary  condition. 

Rule  6.  The  dwelling  houses  shall  be 
swept  daily  and  shall  be  thoroughly  scrubbed 
with  a  disinfecting  solution  at  least  twice 
a  week. 

Rule  7.  The  water  supply  shall  be 
periodically  examined  by  the  Sanitary  In- 
spector, and  no  water  shall  be  used  for 
drinking  or  cooking  purposes  except  that 
from  wells,  which  shall  be  properly  tubed 
and  free  from  contamination  from  surface 
drainage. 

Rule  8.  In  case  any  contagious  disease 
shall  appear  in  the  house  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  to  take 
charge  of  same  and  employ  modern  methods 
In  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  said 
disease.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Boarding 
Contractors  to  immediately  report  the  pres- 
ence of  any  such  sickness  when  same  comes 
to  their  knowledge. 

Rule  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  to  inquire  Into  the  con- 
ditions of  the  rooms  furnished  by  the  con- 
tractors, and  he  shall  see  that  adequate 
ventilation  is  provided  for  the  number  of 
men  in  said  rooms. 

Rule  11.  \»jienever  It  shall  come  to  toe 
notice  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  that  any 
Boarding  Contractor  has  wilfully  violated 
or  continues  to  violate  any  of  the  foregoing 
rules,  after  notice,  he  shall  report  said  in- 
fraction to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Sanitary  District  for  further  action.  And 
the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago  shall  exer- 
cise the  power  to  remove  from  any  of  the 
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premises  of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chi- 
cago any  property  belonging  to  any  Board- 
ing Contractor  wbo  wilfully  yiolates  any  of 
the  above  rules,  and  said  Boarding  Con- 
tractor shall  have  no  claim  against  the 
District  on  account  of  such  removal.

REPORT  IN  REFERENCE  TO  THE  PURCHASE 
OF  CERTAIN  PROPERTY  FROM  THE  NE- 
BRASKA   CITY    PACKING    COMPANY. 

Mr.  Cloidt,  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Finance,  prescnteil  a  report  from 
the  Committee  as  follows: 

Chicago,  October  26,  1904. 
To  the  Honorahlc,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Satiitary  District  of  Chicago: 
Gentlemen — ^Your  Committee  on  Fi- 
nance reports  that  it  has  had  under  con- 
sideration the  matter  of  the  purchase  of 
the  hereinafter  described  property  for 
the  purpose  of  deepening  and  widening 
the  South  Branch  of  the  Chicago  River 
for  the  corporate  purposes  of  the  Dis- 
trict.    Upon  said  real  estate  is  situated

WITH  EOMOND  F.  DODGE  AND  P.  O.  WHDOS 
LUMBER  COMPANY  FOR  THE  REMOVAL  OF 
MATERIAL,  BUIU)INQS,  LUMBER,  ETC., 
FROM  CERTAIN  PREMISES  OWNED  BT  THE 
DISTRICT. 

Mr.  Cloidt,  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
toe  on  Finance,  presented  a  report  from 
the  Committee  as  follows! 
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Chicago,  November  2,  1904. 
To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago: 
Gentlemen— Your  Committee  on  Fi- 
nance reports  that  it  h&a  reached  an 
agreement  with  Edmond  F.  Dodge  and 
P.  G.  Dodge  Lumber  Company,  a  cor- 
poration, who  are  tenants  of  the  prop- 
erty hereinafter  described  by  virtue  of  a 
lease  of  the  same,  with  other  property, 
from  Walter  Sheriffs,  former  owner  of 
said  property.

Gentlemen — Your  Committee  an  Fi- 
nance herewith  reports  that  the  Atchi- 
son, Topeka  k  Santa  Fe  Railway  Com- 
pany desires  to  oonatruct  and  maintain 
a  six  (6)  inch  pipe  and  to  draw  water 
from  the  Main  Channel  of  the  Sanitary 
District  through  said  pipe  for  the  use

Wherever  the  word  "Contractor"  is  used 
herein,  it  shall  be  understood  to  mean  the 
person  or  persons  or  co-partnership  or  cor- 
poration entering  into  the  contract  as  party 
of  the  second  part. 

The  following  ordlnai)ce,  passed  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Sanitary  District 
of  Chicago,  June  23,  1897.  is  hereby  made 
a  part  of  this  contract,  and  the  party  of  the 
second  part  agrees  to  comply  with  Its  pro- 
visions, and  in  case  of  violation  thereof  to 
be  subject  to  the  penalties  therein  au- 
thorized to  be  imposed : 
"Be  It  Ordained  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago: 
Section  1.  That  in  the  preparation  of 
all  future  specifications  for  contracts  for 
the  construction  of  the  Main  Channel  and 
anxlllary  works,  the  Engineering  Depart- 
ment shall  provide  that  such  contracts  shall 
be  executed  in  conformance  with  the  law 
constituting  eight   (8)   hours  a  legal  day's 


work  in  all  contracts  under  the  Sanitary 
District  of  Chicago,  and  that,  in  the  em- 
ployment of  labor,  contractors  shall  be  re- 
quired and  specifically  agree  to  give  pref- 
erence to  Union  labor. 

Section  2.  That  all  contracts  hereafter 
executed  for  the  works  of  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict of  Chicago  shall  contain  provisions 
constituting  eight  (8)  hours  a  legal  day's 
work,  and  forbidding  the  employment  of  any 
employe  or  employes  for  a  longer  period  than 
eight  (8)  hours  In  any  twenty-four  (24) 
hours,  and  that  said  contract  shall  vest 
specific  authority  in  the  Police  Department 
of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago  to  exer- 
cise supervision  for  the  enforcement  of  this 
provision,  and  shall  provide  that  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chi- 
cago shall  be  empowered,  in  all  cases  of  vio- 
lation of  said  eight  (8)  hour  law,  to  deduct 
and  retain  from  any  money  accruing  to  said 
contractors  a  sum  as  liquidated  damages  at 
the  rate  of  five  dollars  ($6.00)  per  hour 
for  each  employe  who  shall  be  required  to 
work  in  excess  of  eight  (8)  hours  per  day 
by  any  Contractor  on  said  Canal." 

SUPBRSTBUCTUBB. 

OXNBRAL. 

Work  Included, 

1.  The  work  included  under  the  contract 
for  the  superstructure  consists  In  furnish- 
ing all  material  and  labor,  and  erecting 
complete  in  place,  ready  for  operation  and 
use  for  traffic,  the  entire  superstructure, 
with  counterweight,  hand  operating  ma- 
chinery, latches,  cast  iron  curbing,  anchor 
bolts,  wooden  floor,  walks,  railings,  etc., 
with  the  necessary  spikes,  bolts  and  wash- 
ers, and  all  paint.  The  contract  for  the 
superstructure,  in  fact,  includes  everything 
not  included  in  the  substructure  contract 
to  put  the  bridge  in  complete  working  order. 

2.  The  contract  for  the  superstructure 
Includes  also  the  operation  of  the  bridge 
for  adjustment  and  final  test.  The  Con- 
tractor shall  do  such  extra  work  and  fur- 
nish such  extra  material  as  the  Engineer 
may  order  at  the  unit  prices  named  in  the 
bid. 

3.  The  accompanying  plans  form  a  part 
of  the  specifications,  and,  in  the  event  of 
any  discrepancy  between  the  plans  and  these 
specifications,  the  Judgment  of  the  Engineer 
shall  be  decisive  thereon.  The  figured  di- 
mensions on  the  drawings  are  to  be  taken 
whenever  they  do  not  agree  with  the  dimen- 
sions obtained  by  scaling  from  the  drawings. 

DetaU  Plans. 

4.  All  detail  and  shop  plans  required  shall 
be  made  at  the  expense  of  the  Contractor, 
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and  sball  be  submitted  to  the  Engineer  for 
approval  before  beginning  work.  Sucb  de- 
tail plans  shall  have  a  uniform  size  of  twen- 
ty-six (26)  inches  by  forty  (40)  inches, 
inside  border  lines,  with  a  border  margin 
of  one  and  one-half  (1%)  Inches  on  the 
left-hand  edge  and  one-half  (%)  Inch  on  all 
other  edges.  When  submitted  for  approval, 
two  (2)  complete  sets  of  prints  of  such 
detail  plans  shall  be  sent  to  the  Sanitary 
District  of  Chicago.  The  Contractor  shall 
furnish  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago 
with  eight  (8)  complete  sets  of  these  ap- 
proved plans,  free  of  cost.  No  alterations 
of  approved  plans  shall  be  made  by  the 
Contractor  without  the  written  consent  of 
the  Engineer.  The  approval  of  *  the  Engi- 
neer on  plans  shall  not  relieve  the  Con- 
tractor from  the  responsibility  for  errors 
thereon. 

Checking  Plans. 

5.  All  of  the  accompanying  plans  shall  be 
carefully  checked  by  the  Contractor  before 
beginning  work.  Should  any  errors  be  dis- 
covered, the  Engineer's  attention  shall  be 
called  to  the  same  and  corrections  made, 
after  which  the  Contractor  shall  be  respon- 
sible for  all  errors  which  may  occur  or 
which  may  have  occurred.  Any  interfer- 
ences in  the  metal  work  which  may  be  found 
at  any  time  shall  be  corrected  by  the  Con- 
tractor, free  of  cost  to  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict. 

QUAUTT    OF    MATBBIAL. 

6.  All  steel  shall  be  made  by  the  basic 
or  acid  open  hearth  process. 

7.  All  structural  steel  shall  be  medium 
steel,  and  all  rivets,  rivet  steel.  Gears, 
racks,  Journal  boxes,  turntable  rollers,  track 
plates.  latch  castings,  end  roller  frames  and 
any  other  castings  so  shown  on  the  plans 
shall  be  cast  steel.  The  turntable  base  cast- 
ings, center  casting,  the  end  rollers  and  any 
other  castings  so  shown  on  the  plans  shall 
be  cast  Iron.  All  of  the  above  material  shall 
conform  In  every  respect  to  "General  Specl- 
flcatlons  for  Steel  Highway  and  Electric 
Railway  Bridges  and  Viaducts,  New  and  Re- 
vised Edition,  1901,  by  Theodore  Cooper." 

Phosphor  Bronze. 

8.  Phosphor  bronze  shall  be  made  of  the 
best  quality  of  material.  The  castings  shall 
contain  eighty-eight  (88)  per  cent  of  copper 
and  twelve  (12)  per  cent  of  phosphorlzed 
tin,  the  phosphorlzed  tin  to  contain  five  (5) 
per  cent  of  phosphorus.  Upon  each  casting 
shall  be  cast  suitable  test  pieces,  which. 
In  breaking,  must  show  a  good  uniform 
metal,  and  when  broken  In  testing  machine 
shall  show  at  least  thirty  thousand  (30,000) 
pounds  per  square  Inch  ultimate  tensile 
strength. 


BabJiitt  Metal. 

9.  All  the  babbitt  metal  used  shall  have 
the  following  composition :  Fifty  (50)  parts 
tin,  one  (1)  part  copper,  five  (5)  parts 
antimony. 

Timber — Oeneral. 

10.  All  timber  shall  be  strictly  first-class 
material,  cut  from  live  trees.  It  shall  be 
sawed  true  with  square,  straight  edges  and 
shall  be  full  size,  out  of  wind  and  free  from 
wind  shakes,  large,  loose,  or  numerous 
knots,  decayed  or  sap  wood,  wane,  worm 
holes  or  other  defects  impairing  its  strength 
or  durability. 

11.  All  lumber  delivered  shall  be  subject 
to  Inspection  by  the  Engineer.  Whenever 
any  lumber  is  rejected  the  Contractor  must 
Immediately  remove  the  same  from  the  site 
of  the  structure.  / 

Telloto  Pine  and  Oak. 

12.  All  yellow  pine  shall  be  long-leaf  yel- 
low heart  pine  grown  south  of  the  south 
line  of  Tennessee.  All  oak  shall  be  selected 
white  oak.  All  planks  shall  be  of  the  full 
thickness  specified  or  shown  on  plans.  Any 
material  not  of  full  thickness  shown  will  be 
rejected. 

Creosoting. 

13.  The  yellow  pine  used  for  lower  course 
of  roadway  planking  shall  be  creosoted.  The 
creosote  to  be  used  shall  be  the  best  creosote 
oil,  free  from  any  adulterations. 

Broken  Stone. 

14.  All  broken  stone  for  concrete  shall 
be  as  nearly  as  possible  cubical  in  shape, 
free  from  dirt  or  other  foreign  substances, 
and  must  also  be  screened,  free  from  flat 
chips  or  dust.  Stones  shall  not  be  larger 
than  one  and  one-half  inch  (li^  in.)  In  any 
direction,  and  shall  be  In  quality  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Engineer. 

Portland  Cement. 

15.  The  best  Portland  cement  shall  be 
used  in  this  work,  brand  and  quality  to 
have  a  well  sustained  reputation  for  excel- 
lence, and  to  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Engineer,  who  shall  cause  to'  be  made 
such  tests  as  are  considered  the  best  and 
most  modern  practice  In  cement  testing  and 
as  may  seem  to  him  proper  for  determining 
the  quality  of  the  cement.  The  weight  of 
Portland  cement  shall  not  be  less  than 
ninety-five  (05)  pounds  per  cubic  foot  All 
lumpy,  dirty  or  damaged  cement  shall  be  re- 
jected;  also  all  damaged  or  short-weight 
packages.  All  rejected  cement  shall  be  im- 
mediately removed  from  the  site  of  the 
work.  The  Contractor  shall  provide  stor- 
age capacity  for  the  full  amount  of  cement 
required  and  shall  store  the  cement  so  as 
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to  give  easy  access  for  the  procurement  of 
samples  for  tests. 

Sand. 

16.  The  sand  shall  be  sharp  and  clean, 
free  from  all  clay,  loam  or  gravel,  and  of  a 
quality  approved  by  the  Engineer. 

Counterweight. 

17.  All  counterweight  will  be  of  concrete, 
consisting  of  Portland  cement,  sand  and 
broken  stone  mixed  in  the  proportions  of  one 
part  by  volume  of  cement  to  three  parts 
sand  and  six  parts  broken  stone,  thoroughly 
mixed  In  approved  manner  and  deposited  in 
place  between  the  counterweight  stringers 
on  forms  made  of  dressed  lumber  of  proper 
thickness  so  efficiently  braced  that  they  will 
retain  their  position  until  the  concrete  has 
set.  In  order  to  obtain  sufficient  weight 
the  Contractor  may  embed  scrap  iron  or 
other  heavy  material  In  the  concrete,  lie 
may,  to  increase  the  weight  of  the  con- 
crete, in  lieu  of  broken  stone,  use  slag 
broken  to  size  specified.  The  material  used 
and  the  manner  of  placing  same  shall  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Engineer. 

Mortar  and  Orout. 
IS.  All  mortar  and  grout  used  for  filling 
or  bedding  castings  or  for  other  purposes 
shall  conBist  of  rortland  cement  and 
screened  sand  mixed  in  the  proportion  of 
one  (1)  part  by  volume  of  cement  to  one 
and  one-half  (1^/^)  parts  sand  with  a  suf- 
ficient amount  of  clean  water  added  to  al- 
low the  mixture  to  fill  all  voids  or  spaces  in 
or  under  the  castings,  and  produce  a  per- 
fect bearing. 

WORKMANSHIP  AND   STRUCTURAL  DBTAILS. 

General. 

10.  All  workmanship  and  structural  de- 
tails shall  conform  to  "General  Specifica- 
tions for  Steel  Highway  and  Electric  Rail- 
way Bridges  and  Viaducts,  New  and  Revised 
Edition,  1901,  by  Theodore  Cooper,"  and  in 
addition  the  following  special  clauses  shall 
govern  in  such  cases  as  are  hereinafter 
specified. 

Reaming. 

20.  Art  punched  holes  that  are  to  be 
reamed  shall  be  made  with  a  punch  three- 
sixteenths  of  an  inch  (3-16  in.)  smaller  in 
diameter  than  the  nominal  size  of  the  rivets 
and  shall  be  reamed  to  a  finished  diameter 
of  not  more  than  one-sixteenth  of  an  inch 
(1-16  In.)  larger  than  nominal  size  of  the 
rivet.  All  reamed  holes  must  be  perfectly 
smooth  and  the  punching  and  reaming  shall 
be  so  carefully  done  that  the  marks 
of  the  punching  shall  be  entirely 
removed.  All  material  over  seven-eighths 
of     an     inch    (%    in.)    in     thickness    shall 


be  drilled  in  the  solid.  After  reaming 
or  drilling,  the  material  shall  be  taken 
apart  and  cleaned  and  all  burrs  removed  by 
use  of  a  suitable  tool,  the  outside  burr  by 
countersinking  about  one-sixteenth  of  an 
inch  (1-16  in.).  All  reHming  shall  be  done 
with  parts  assembled. 

Turned    Bolt$, 

21.  All  turned  bolts,  excepting  as  other- 
wise specified,  shall  be  turned  to  a  driving 
fit.  The  diameter  of  the  thread  shall  be 
aboi^t  one-sixteenth  of  an  inch  (1-16  in.) 
less  than  the  diameter  of  the  finished  bolt 
to  prevent  injury  to  the  thread  in  driving. 
All  bolts  shall  have  a  washer  under  nut 
not  less  than  one-quarter  inch  ^thick  and 
beveled  washers  on  all  inclined  surfaces. 
Holes  in  structural  work  for  turned  bolts 
must  l)e  reamed  or  drilled  with  all  (Jarts 
assembled. 

Tum-Tahle. 

22.  All  structural  material  in  the  turn- 
table, including  everything,  excepting 
stringers,  shown  on  sheet  eleven  (11)  of 
the  drawings,  shall  have  all  holes  reamed 
with  material  assembled.  The  webs  of  all 
girders  shall  be  planed  or  fitted  for  bear- 
ing at  bearing  points  and  the  ends  of  the 
girders  shall  be  milled  to  exact  length  and 
angle.  The  web  and  lower  flange  angles 
of  the  drum  shall  be  planed  perfectly  true 
and  shall  obtain  full  and  accurate  bearing 
throughout  on  the  track  plates. 

Center   Castings. 

23.  The  main  center  casting  shall  be  of 
cast  iron  turned  to  accurate  dimensions  as 
shown  on  the  drawing.  The  cast  steel 
bearing  at  top  of  this  casting,  attached  to 
plate  riveted  to  girders  marked  "C"  shall 
be  provided  with  a  phosphor  bronze  bush- 
ing pressed  into  place  and  secured  with 
screws. 

Base  Coatings. 

24.  The  base  castings  shall  be  of  cast 
iron.  They  shall  be  finished  on  the  top 
to  receive  the  track  plates  and  rack  cast- 
ings and  on  the  ends  of  each  segment  to 
proper  length  and  angle.  All  bolt  holes 
shall  be  drilled  and  all  bolts  turned  to 
exact  fit,  excepting  for  anchorage  to  the 
masonry. 

Track  Plates. 

25.  All  track  plates  or  treads  shall  be 
of  cast  steel,  finished  on  the  top,  bottom 
and  ends  with  corners  beveled  as  shown 
on  the  plans.  The  entire  edges  shall  be 
planed  if  not  true  to  radius  or  If  rough  or 
irregular.  All  track  plates  shall  be  of  uni- 
form thickness  longitudinally  and  of  uni- 
form bevel  and  on  the  beveled  surface  a 
circle    shall    be   plainly    cut   at   outer   edge 
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of  the  bearing  of  the  roller  treads,  such  line 
to  be  used  in  assembling  and  fitting  the 
track  plates  and  in  placing  the  rollers. 
Track  plates  shall  be  secured  in  place  with 
turned  tap  bolts  as  shown  on  the  plans. 
Backs. 

26.  All  rack  segments  must  be  true  for 
their  entire  length.  They  must  be  planed 
on  the  bottom  for  bearing  on  the  base 
castings  and  on  the  ends  to  exact  length 
and  proper  angle.  All  holes  must  be  drilled 
and  all  bolts  turned  to  exact  but  not  driv- 
ing fit.  All  teeth  must  be  of  true  profile 
and  accurate  pitch  and  where  necessary  in 
order  to  secure  this  the  teeth  shall  be 
trimmed  to  a  template.  The  pitch  lines  of 
all  rack  segments  must  be  plainly  marked 
thereon. 

Turn-Table  Rollers. 

27.  Rollers  shall  be  of  cast  steel  and  of 
the  dimensions  shown  on  the  plans.  They 
shall  be  finished  to  uniform  and  accurate 
size  and  true  bevel.  Outside  they  shall 
bear  against  faced  and  bored  phosphor 
bronze  washers.  Bach  roller  shall  have 
two  oil  holes  drilled  on  opposite  sides  of 
the  hub  on  the  outside  of  the  wheel. 

Aaaembling. 

28.  The  entire  turn-table  with  every- 
thing, excepting  stringers,  shown  on  sheet 
eleven  (11)  of  the  drawings,  including  base 
and  center  castings,  racks,  rollers,  track 
plates,  machinery,  and  all  structural  work 
shall  be  accurately  assembled  in  the  shop 
in  correct  relative  position.  All  bolt  holes, 
connecting  racks  and  track  plates  to  the 
base  castings  or  to  the  drum,  shall  be 
drilled  while  so  assembled  or  shall  be  ac- 
curately fitted  after  previous  drilling 
through  an  iron  template  not  less  than 
one  Inch  in  thickness.  All  rivet  holes  in 
field  connections  (excepting  connection  of 
girders  "D"  to  girders  "B"),  and  holes  for 
bolts  attaching  machinery  and  center  cast- 
ings shall  be  reamed  while  so  assembled. 
Extreme  care  must  be  taken  to  place  the 
center  castings  In  the  exact  center  of  the 
track  and  of  the  rack  pitch  circle  and  to  as- 
semble the  drum  to  a  true  circle  with  the 
cast  steel  bronze  bushed  bearing  at  the  ex- 
act center.  Before  taking  apart  all  pieces 
shall  be  match  marked  and  they  shall  be 
re-asseknbled  In  the  field  In  exactly  the  same 
relative  position  in  accordance  with  the 
match  marks. 

Planing-Aasembled. 

29.  If  practicable.  It  Is  desired  that  the 
drum  and  track  plates  be  turned  after  as- 
sembling with  all  beams  bolted  to  the  drum 
that  connect  thereto.  If  this  cannot  be 
done  extra  care  must  be  taken  in  all  planing 


and   fitting   to    secure    accurate    work    and 
proper  bearing  on  the  rollers. 
End  Bollera. 

30.  There  will  be  three  rollers  under  each 
end  of  the  bridge.  The  rollers  shall  be  of 
cast  Iron  with  turned  faces.  The  bearing 
boxes  and  frames  shall  be  of  cast  steel  fin- 
ished as  shown.  Each  bearing  of  each  roller 
shall  be  provided  with  one  inch  (1  in.)  of 
shim  plates  in  one-quarter  inch  (H  in.) 
thicknesses  properly  slotted  to  hold  them  in 
position. 

Hand  RaiUng. 

31.  Hand  railing  shall  be  of  gas  pipe 
constructed  as  shown  on  the  plans  and  shall 
run  the  entire  length  of  the  bridge.  All 
fitlngs  shall  be  of  malleable  iron  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Engineer.  Railing  shall 
be  fastened  securely  together  and  to  the 
structure,  and  must  be  properly  lined  and 
leveled  and  left  in  perfect  condition  on  com- 
pletion of  the  work.     (Paragraph  40.) 

Machinery. 

32.  The  bridge  has  been  designed  to  have 
two  (2)  complete  sets  of  operating  ma- 
chinery, exactly  alike  and  symmetrically 
placed  as  regards  the  turn-table,  on  the 
center  line  of  the  bridge.  This  contract 
will  Include,  however,  the  furnishing  and 
placing  of  only  so  much  of  one  (1)  set  of 
machinery  as  will  be  required  for  operating 
the  bridge  by  hand  power,  consisting  of  the 
entire  rack,  one  (1)  gear  each,  of  gears 
marked  "A,"  "B,"  and  "C,"  the  shafts  and 
bearings  for  these  gears,  and  one  (1)  hand 
operating  lever.  This  machinery  shall  be 
placed  on  the  west  end  of  the  turn-table 
unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Engineer. 
Holes  in  girders  for  bolts  for  additional 
machinery  shall  be  filled  with  bolts  turned 
to  a  driving  fit. 

Character  of  Work. 

33.  Care  must  be  taken  to  have  ell  work- 
manship strictly  first  class  and  in  accord- 
ance with  the  best  practice.  The  bearings 
for  all  shafts  shall  be  set  to  a  true  line, 
parallel,  and  the  proper  distance  between 
centers.  No  shimming  will  be  allowed. 
Mating  gears  shall  be  exactly  centered  on 
each  other  and  shall  be  square  with  their 
shafts.  All  parts  of  the  machinery  shall 
be  so  constructed  as  to  be  readily  removed 
and  replaced  with  new  parts.  AH  ma- 
chinery shall  be  assembled  on  the  support- 
ing members  In  the  shop  as  heretofore 
specified  In  paragraph  28,  and  shall  be 
properly  aligned  and  fitted  and  all  holes  in 
the  supports  drilled  or  reamed  with  the 
parts  In  correct  relative  positions.  Before 
taking  apart,  all  pieces  shall  be  carefully 
match  marked  both  as  to  the  supports  and 
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to  each  other  and  they  must  be  re-erected 
In  the  field  in  the  same  relative  positions. 
Shafts, 

34.  All  shafts  over  four  and  one-half 
inches  (4%  in.)  in  diameter  must  be  of 
medium  steel.  They  must  be  turned  true 
to  size  over  their  entire  length  and  finished 
to  a  smooth  surfaco,  care  being  taken  to 
leave  proper  fillets  where  the  diameter  is 
reduced.  Cold  rolled  steel  shafting  may  be 
used  for  shafts  less  than  four  and  one-half 
indies  {4\{i  in.)  in  diameter.  All  shafts 
when  erected  in  place  must  be  at  true 
right  line  to  the  proper  plane  of  rotation 
of  gears  and  in  correct  position  for  proper 
meshing  of  the  gears  on  their  true  pitch 
lines. 

Gear  Wheels. 

35.  AH  gear  wheels  shall  be  steel  cast- 
ings. They  shall  be  so  bored  that  the  teeth 
run  true  and  shall  have  a  light  driven  fit 
on  their  axles  or  shafts  to  which  they  shall 
be  properly  keyed  with  gib-head  keys.  Mat- 
ing gears  shall  be  so  placed  that  the  mold- 
ing draft  of  teeth  is  reversed.  The  teeth 
of  all  cast  gears  shall  be  trimmed  to  tem- 
plate 80  that  bearing  marks  extend  over 
one-half  the  length,  or  so  that  the  heaviest 
pressure  is  within  the  middle  third  of  the 
length  of  the  tooth.  All  gears  shall  have 
their  pitch  lines  plainly  marked. 

Keys. 

36.  Gib-head  or  hooked  keys  shall  be  used 
for  keying  machinery  parts  to  the  shafts. 
They  shall  be  In  number  and  size  as  shown 
on  the  machinery  plans  or  according  to  good 
practice  when  not  shown,  and  shall  have  a 
taper  of  one-eighth  Inch  {%  In.)  in  one 
foot.  When  wheel  and  key  are  firmly 
seated,  the  distance  between  gib-head  and 
hub  shall  not  be  less  than  one-half  the 
width  of  key.  All  keys  must  be  so  accu- 
rately made  that  when  firmly  seated  only 
sufficient  space  Is  left  at  the  point  to  pro- 
vide for  future  tightening. 

Bearings. 

37.  All  bearings  shall  be  of  cast  steel 
and  shall  be  babbitted  unless  otherwise 
shown  on  the  plans.  They  shall  be  bored 
to  size  of  Journal  and  fitted  to  good  bear- 
ing on  Journal  when  In  place.  All  bearings 
shall  be  fitted  with  standard  iron,  screw 
compression  grease  cups,  of  size  approved 
by  the  Engineer,  directly  connected  with  the 
bearings  which  shall  be  properly  grooved 
for  lubrication*  Every  moving  Joint  must 
be  provided  with  an  oil  hole  with  approved 
dust  caps  or  shall  have  other  suitable 
means  of  oiling.  All  bolts  for  Journal  boxes 
shaP  be  turned  to  exact  and  close  but  not 


driving  fit.  '  Beveled  washers  shall  be  pro- 
vided under  nuts  for  bearing  on  inclined 
surfaces. 

Nuts. 
38.  All  nuts  used  on  macnlnery  parts 
and  on  spider  rods  shall  be  hexagonal, 
seml-finlshed  inequality,  and  must  be  faced 
square  to  axis  of  screw  thread  on  bearing 
surface.  All  bolts  for  boxes  shall  be  pro- 
vided with  two  full  nuts  at  each  threaded 
end.  All  nuts  for  bolts  in  movable  Joints 
shall  be  secured  by  cotter  pins.  All  nuts 
and  screw  ends  shall  have  truncated  "Y" 
threads.  United  States  standard. 

Wrenches. 
30.  Proper  wrenches  to  fit  the  nuts  of 
all  bolts  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Con- 
tractor without  extra  charge.  Handles  of 
wrenches  shall  be  straight  or  of  "j5"  pattern 
as  may  bo  i.iosi  snitiible.  Where 'or  prac- 
ticable the  Jaws  shall  be  formed  at  an 
angle  of  fifteen  degrees  (15  degrees)  to  the 
handle  and  shall  not  be  thicker  than  thve^- 
quaners  of  the  ihickness  of  standard  nut. 
All  wrenches  shall  be  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Engineer. 

Latches. 

40.  The  Contractor  shall  provide  and  ad- 
Just  an  end  latch  at  each  end  of  the  bridge, 
to  engage  a  casting  on  face  of  the  abut- 
ment, automatically  latching  by  means  of 
a  colled  spring  as  shown  on  the  plans.  Each 
latch  shall  be  connected  to  a  releasing  lever 
outside  of  the  guard  rail  over  the  turn- 
table by  shafts  and  rods  as  indicated  on 
the  drawings.  The  bridge  floor  shall  be  ex- 
tended to  form  a  platform  around  the 
levers,  such  platform  to  be  enclosed  by  gas 
pipe  railing.  The  latch  springs,  levers  and 
connections  shall  be  so  adjusted  that  the 
latches  can  be  readily  and  conveniently 
operated  by  one  man  at  the  center  of  the 
bridge.  The  levers  shall  be  so  designed  as 
to  be  readily  detached  when  not  in  use.  All 
of  this  work  shall  be  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Engineer. 

Camber. 

41.  Each  arm  of  the  bridge  shall  be  given 
a  camber  equal  to  the  total  deflection  under 
full   live  load. 

Deflection. 

42.  Proper  allowance  shall  be  made  for 
deflection  of  the  arms  of  the  bridge  by  so 
adjusting  the  length  of  the  upper  chord  eye- 
bars  that  the  ends  of  the  completed  bridge 
will  be  at  the  elevations  shown  on  the  plans 
when  swung  free  from  all  supports. 

Patterns. 

43.  All  patterns,  including  all  necessary 
core  boxes  or  other  parts,   for  castings  of 
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any  material,  shall  be  the  property  of  the 
Sanitary  District  and  after  final  use  shall 
be  delivered  by  the  Contractor  when  and 
where  directed  by  the  Engineer.  All  parts 
shall  be  properly  labeled  and  invoices  of 
pieces  furnished  in  duplicate  to  the  En- 
gineer. 

44.  Patterns  for  castings  shall  be  made 
of  thoroughly  seasoned  first-class  pattern 
lumber,  well  put  together  to  stand  repeated 
use  and  long  time  storage  without  damage. 
They  shall  be  finished  to  give  a  neat  appear- 
ance to  castings.  The  outer  unfinished  edges 
of  all  ribs,  bases,  etc.,  shall  be  rounded  olf 
to  a  radius  of  one-fourth  of  the  thickness 
of  the  rib,  and  inside  comers  shall  be  fitted 
with  wood  fillets  well  fastened  and  rounded 
out  to  a  radius  of  at  least  one-half  of  the 
thickness  of  the  thinnest  rib  forming  the 
corners. 

4.3.  All  patterns  shall  be  fitted  with  lift- 
ing and  rapping  plates  and  each  one,  if 
large  enough,  shall  have  set  flush  with  its 
surface  a  metal  plate  bearing  the  letters 
"9th  and  16th"  in  sharp  gothic  type  one- 
half  Inch  iVj  in.)  high.  Each  pattern  shall 
have  a  designating  letter  as  shown  on  the 
plans,  so  placed  as  to  be  visible  when  the 
casting  is  In  position  in  the  structure.  All 
patterns  for  gears  shall  be  full  patterns  of 
entire  castings. 

46.  Patterns  for  steel  and  Iron  castings 
shall  be  painted  black  excepting  core  prints, 
which  shall  be  varnished  with  clear  shellac. 
The  patterns  shall  be  thoroughly  varnished 
before  use  with  flrst-class  pattern  shellac 
dissolved  In  alcohol.  After  final  use  all  pat- 
terns shall  be  repaired  and  thoroughly 
cleaned  and  varnished  by  the  Contractor 
before  storing. 

DETAILS     OP    ERECTION. 

Center  C<Mting. 

47.  The  cast  Iron  center  casting  shall  be 
placed  upon  the  center  pier  in  proper  posi- 
tion and  at  correct  elevation  as  shown  on 
the  plans,  supported  on  small  steel  shims. 
The  space  underneath  and  around  the  cast- 
ing shall  be  then  filled  with  Portland  ce- 
ment grout  of  the  quality  specified,  and  care 
shall  be  taken  to  fill  all  spaces  and  secure 
a  perfect  bearing  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Engineer.  All  holes  for  stone  bolts  shall 
be  drilled  and  all  bolts  set  in  Portland  ce- 
ment. No  nuts  shall  be  finally  tightened 
until  the  cement  around  the  bolts  has  thor- 
oughly set.  The  casting  shall  be  partially 
filled  with  mortar  through  opening  at  the 
top  as  indicated  on  the  drawings. 

Base    Castings. 

48.  All  base  castings  shall  be  filled  with 
Portland    cement    mortar    of    the    quality 


herein  specified.  After  the  mortar  haa  set 
sufficiently  the  castings  shall  be  assembled 
and  bolted  in  proper  position,  accurately 
leveled  and  centered  on  the  center  casting, 
at  proper  elevation  relative  thereto,  sup- 
ported on  small  shims.  Portland  cement 
grout  of  the  quality  herein  specified  shall 
then  be  run  underneath  and  around  these 
castings  to  the  level  of  the  top  of  their 
bases,  care  being  taken  to  fill  all  spaces 
and  to  secure  perfect  bearing.  All  holes 
for  stone  bolts  shall  be  drilled,  the  bolts 
set  in  Portland  cement  and  the  track  plates 
and  rack  castings  bolted  in  proper  position 
according  to  match  marks  thereon. 
Tum^Table. 

49.  After  the  cement  bedding  under  the 
base  and  center  castings  has  set  for  at  least 
thirty-six  (36)  hours,  the  rollers,  spider 
rods,  rings,  and  the  drum  with  distributing 
beams,  etc.,  may  be  erected  in  place.  Care 
must  be  taken  to  place  all  rollers  at  correct 
distance  from  the  center  and  with  fu<l 
bearing  on  the  track  plates.  All  connec- 
tions may  then  be  riveted  excepting  con- 
nections of  beams  "D"  to  beams  "B"  which 
shall  not  be  riveted  until  after  the  trusses 
have  been  erected  and  swung  sufficiently  to 
place  upon  the  main  loading  beams  a  con- 
siderable portion  of  the  load,  as  directed 
by  the  Engineer,  that  they  will  ultimately 
carry.  When  they  have  been  so  loaded  the 
above  named  connections  shall  be  reamed 
and  fully  riveted,  care  being  taken  to  insure 
that  all  four  bearing  points  of  the  trusses 
on  the  loading  beams  are  at  the  same  ele- 
vation. 

Erection  of  Trusses. 

50.  After  the  trusses  have  been  erected 
all  connections  shall  be  riveted  excepting 
lower  chord  splices  while  the  span  is  rest- 
ing on  the  false  work.  It  is  desired,  how- 
ever, that  these  splices  shall  not  be  riveted 
until  after  the  span  has  been  swung  free 
of  its  supports  and  all  abutting  Joints  in 
the  lower  chords  have  become  seated  to  full 
bearing.     (See  paragraph  74.) 

Counterweight. 

51.  The  Contractor  shall  place  all  coun- 
terweight of  concrete,  as  specified,  that  is 
necessary  for  the  proper  balancing  of  the 
bridge.  After  all  flooring,  wheel  guards, 
railings,  latches,  etc.,  have  been  placed  on 
the  bridge,  the  Contractor  shall  adjust  the 
counterweight  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  En- 
gineer, making,  without  extra  charge,  such 
tests  for  balancing  as  the  Engineer  may  re- 
quire. The  upper  surface  ^f  all  counter- 
weight shall  be  properly  sloped  and  open- 
ings provided  for  drainage.  The  upper  Bar- 
face  of  the  counterweight  shall  be  covered 
with  a  layer  of  Portland  cement  mortar  of 
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the  quality  herein  specified,  not  less  than 
one  inch  in  thickness.  All  other  exposed 
surfaces  shall  be  dressed  and  plastered  to 
a  smooth  finish. 

End  Supports. 

52.  After  the  bridge  shall  have  been  com- 
pletely ere(;ted  and  swuftg  clear  of  all  tem- 
porary supports,  with  all  counterweight, 
flooring,  railings,  etc.,  in  place,  the  end 
rollers  shall  be  set  at  proper  elevation, 
grouted  and  bolted  in  place,  with  about  one 
(1)  inch  of  shims  under  the  bearings  unless 
otherwise  directed  by  the  Engineer.  All 
latch  and  curb  castings  shall  then  be  placed 
at  proper  elevation  relative  to  the  bridge 
and  all  stone  bolts  shown  on  the  drawings 
shall  be  set  In  Portland  cement.  Any  extra 
work  necessary  In  setting  the  end  supports, 
latches  or  curb  castings  by  reason  of  wrong 
elevation  of  ends  of  the  bridge  shall  be  fur- 
nished by  the  Contractor  without  extra 
charge. 

ROADWAY     FLOOR. 

Lower  Planking. 

53.  The  roadway  floor  shall  consist  of 
two  courses  of  planking.  The  lower  course 
shall  be  creosoted  yellow  pine,  eight  (8) 
inches  wide  surfaced  on  four  sides  and  to  a 
uniform  thickness  of  four  and  three-quar- 
ters inches  (4%  in.).  It  shall  be  laid 
diagonally  at  an  angle  with  the  floor  beams 
of  one  in  two,  with  planks  spaced  three 
inches  (3  in.)  apart  Each  plank  shall  be 
secured  to  each  stringer  by  two  (2)  four 
and  one-half  by  three-eighths  inch  (4i/^x 
%  in.)  railroad  spikes  driven  square  to 
the  stringers  In  holes  bored  In  the  planking. 
Planks  shall  be  in  not  more  than  two  (2) 
lengths,  extpndlng  from  side  to  side  of  the 
roadway,  and  the  ends  shall  be  sawed  ofT  in 
a  straight  line  flush  with  the  outside  of  the 
wheel  guards. 

Upper  Plankhuj. 

54.  The  upper  course  of  planking  shall  be 
selected  two  inch  (2  in.)  white  oak,  six 
inches  (6  in.)  to  ten  inches  (10  in.)  wide, 
laid  perpondlcular  to  the  stringers,  heart 
side  down,  each  plank  spiked  to  each  tim- 
ber in  the  lower  course  with  heavy  wire 
spikes  and  with  at  least  two  spikes  at  each 
end  of  each  plank.  Planks  must  be  in  not 
more  than  two  lengths  and  the  ends  must 
be  sawed  to  a  straight  line  flush  with  out- 
side of  wheel  guards.  Care  must  be  taken 
not  to  split  the  planking  in  spiking. 

Wheel    Guards. 

55.  Wheel  gtiards  shall  be  of  six  inch  by 
twelve  inch  (6x12  in.)  white  oak,  not  less 
than  twenty  feet  (20  ft.)  long  surfaced  on 
two  sides  to  uniform  size  and  with  cham- 
fered corner,  and  shall  run  the  entire  length 


of  the  bridge.  Joints  shall  be  ship-lap 
spliced  with  a  lap  of  at  least  eight  inches 
(8  in.),  securely  bolted.  Quard  rails  shall 
be  raised  on  two  inch  (2  in.)  oak  shims,  as 
shown  on  the  plans,  and  shall  be  bolted  to 
the  planking,  through  the  shims,  with  three- 
quarters  inch  (%ln.)  bolts  not  more  than 
four  feet  (4  ft.)  apart,  with  cut  washers. 
Creosoiing. 

56.  All  creosoting  of  lumber  shall  be 
done  by  the  most  approved  process  and  in 
plants  approved  by  the  Engineer.  All  lum- 
ber shall  be  first  class  selected  material  and 
shall  be  thoroughly  and  uniformly  impreg- 
nated throughout  its  entire  thickness  with 
pure  creosote  oil,  to  the  amount  of  not  less 
than  twelve  (12)  pounds  of  pure  creosote 
oil  to  the  cubic  foot  of  lumber.  The  amount 
of  oil  absorbed  shall  be  determined  by  proper 
tests  and  any  material  found  not  to  con- 
tain the  specified  quantity  shall  be  re-im- 
pregnated. All  this  work  shall  be  subject 
to  the  Inspection  and  approval  of  the  En- 
gineer and  such  tests  as  he  may  require 
shall  be  furnished  free  of  cost. 

57.  The  Contractor  shall  provide  three 
man-holes  in  the  roadway  floor,  one  over  the 
center  casting,  one  over  the  machinery  and 
one  at  another  point  over  the  turn-table, 
where  directed  by  the  Engineer.  Such  open- 
ings shall  be  of  sufficient  size  that  a  man 
may  readily  pass  through  them  for  oiling 
and  inspection,  and  the  floor  shall  be  re- 
inforced aroimd  each  opening  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Engineer  using  creosoted  tim- 
ber bolted  in  place.  Covers  for  these  man 
holps  shall  l)e  of  two  thicknesses  of  two 
inch  (2  in.)  oak  plank  well  bolted  together 
and  provided  with  countersunk  ring  as  di- 
rected. The  floor  over  the  turn-table  be- 
tween the  two  center  stringers  shall  be  In 
removable  sections,  the  lower  course  of 
planking  of  which  shall  be  laid  with  close 
joints.  Sections  shall  be  thoroughly  cleated 
and  bolted  together  in  a  substantial  man- 
ner, using  metal  or  creosoted  yellow  pine 
cleats,  and  each  section  shall  be  provided 
with  countersunk  ring  or  eye  bolt.  All  of 
the  above  work  shall  be  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Engineer. 

OiUnfi  Walk. 
ns.  The  Contractor  shall  furnish  and 
erect  In  place  under  the  floor  of  the  bridge, 
an  olllnp  walk  two  feet  (2  ft.)  wide,  ex- 
tending from  the  side  of  the  bridge  to  the 
main  operating  pinion  engaging  the  rack. 
Such  walk  shall  consist  of  two  inch  (2  In.) 
yellow  pine  plank,  surfaced  one  side,  sup- 
ported by  and  bolted  to  steel  angle  hangers 
not  over  five  feet  (5  ft.)  apart,  suspended 
from  the  chord  and  stringers,  and  shall  be 
provided    with   a    hand-rail    constructed    of 
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two  Unes  of  angles.  All  angles  shall  not  be 
less  than  2^x2x5-16  Inches  In  size.  An 
iron  ladder  shall  be  provided  and  secured 
in  place  for  access  to  the  walk  from  the  floor 
of  the  bridge.  All  of  the  above  work  shall 
be  substantial  in  construction  and  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Engineer,  and  the 
cost  of  the  whole  shall  be  Included  in  the 
lump  sum  price  for  the  bridge. 

NAME     PISTES. 

59.  Two  name  places  shall  be  furnished 
by  the  Contractor,  Inscribed  as  the  Engineer 
may  direct,  to  be  of  a  proper  quality  of  cast 
iron,  three-eighths  of  an  inch  (%  In.)  thick 
with  molded  border  raised  one  inch  (1  in.)- 
Letters  shall  be  raised  one-eighth  of  an  inch 
i%  in.),  of  perfect  form  and  with  sharp  full 
outlines.  A  flange  shall  be  cast  on  the  back 
of  plates  around  the  edges  to  fit  neatly  to 
the  supports.  Plates  shall  be  free  from  blow 
holes,  cold  shuts  and  other  defects,  and  all 
material  and  workmanship  shall  be  strictly 
first  class. 

60.  All  name  plates  shall  be  about  sixteen 
inches  by  thirty-two  inches  (10x32  in.)  in 
size,  securely  riveted  to  the  structure  where 
directed  by  the  Engineer.  One  name  plate 
shall  be  placed  at  each  end  of  the  bridge. 

EXTRA    MATEEIAL. 

61.  The  Contractor  shall  furnish  and 
place  in  the  structure,  or  on  the  abutments 
or  center  pier,  where  directed  by  the  En- 
gineer, such  extra  material  as  may  be  or- 
dered by  the  Engineer  and  shall  receive,  for 
same,  unit  prices  named  in  the  bid.  Such 
unit  prices  shall  cover  the  cost  of  all  ma- 
terial, labor,  painting,  detail  plans,  patterns, 
etc.,  necessary  in  furnishing  extra  material 
and  erecting  same  complete  in  the  structure, 
and  any  extra  counterweight  required  to 
counterbalance  the  extra  material.  Where 
material  shown  on  the  plans  is  omitted 
from  the  stnicture,  by  order  of  the  Engi- 
neer, before  same  has  been  fabricated  or 
work  performed  thereon  in  the  shop,  the 
weight  of  such  material  omitted  shall  be 
deducted  from  the  weight  of  similar  extra 
material  ordfrod  by  the  Engineer.  In  case 
the  amount  of  material  omitted  exceeds 
the  amount  of  extra  similar  material  or- 
dered, the  Sanitary  District  shall  receive 
credit  for  the  excess  of  material  omitted,  at 
a  fair  prioo  to  cover  estimated  cost  of 
manufacture  and  erection,  to  be  determined 
by  the  Engineer,  and  the  amount  of  such 
credit  shall  l)c  deducted  from  the  lump  sum 
contract  price  for  the  superstructure.  The 
Sanitary  District  shall  also  receive  credit 
for  all  material  omitted  that  has  been 
manufactured  or  partially  worked  upon,  at 
a  fair  price,  to  be  determined  by  the  Engi- 


neer, such  price  to  cover  its  market  value 
and  the  estimated  cost  of  completing  same 
and  erecting  in  the  structure. 

Extra  Yellow  Pine  or  Oak. 

62.  The  prices  for  extra  yellow  pine  or 
oak  shall  cover  the^  cost  of  furnishing  and 
placing  same  complete  in  roadw|iy,  or  else- 
where in  or  around  the  superstructure  or 
substructure,  including  all  nails  and  spikes, 
and  shall  be  paid  for  on  the  basts  of  net 
measurements  of  material  in  place. 

Extra  Parts. 

63.  The  Contractor  shall  furnish  such 
duplicates  of  finished  parts,  over  and  above 
such  as  are  herein  specified,  as  may  be  or- 
dered by  the  Engineer.  They  shall  be  fin- 
ished complete  and  fitted  ready  to  be  placed 
in  the  structure  and  shall  be  properly  labeled 
to  indicate  their  purpose  and  use.  The  prices 
to  be  paid  for  such  additional  parts  shall 
be  the  unit  prices  for  the  kind  of  material 
furnished,  named  in  the  bfd. 

PAINTING. 

Painting  in  Shop. 

64.  In  riveted  work  all  surfaces  in  con- 
tact shall  be  cleaned  and  shall  receive  one 
coat  of  paint  hereinafter  specified  before 
assembling  for  riveting.  Other  surfaces  in- 
accessible after  riveting  shall  receive  two 
coats  of  paint.  All  of  the  work  shall  be 
thoroughly  scraped  and  brushed  on  all  sur- 
faces and  all  mill  scale,  rust  and  dirt  re- 
moved, using  proper  scrapers  and  wire 
brushes.  All  greasy  surfaces  shall  be  care- 
fully cleaned  with  benzine.  Before  taking 
out  of  the  shop  all  structural  work  and  ma- 
chinery shall  receive  one  good  coat  of 
paint  of  quality  specified,  well  brushed  in. 
All  erection  marks  shall,  where  possible,  be 
placed  on  painted  surfaces;  when  other- 
wise, the  surface  shall  be  coated  with  pure 
linseed  oil,  which  must  be  removed  l)efore 
the  field  coats  are  applied.  All  machined 
surfaces  shall  be  coated  with  white  lead 
and  tallow  before  putting  out  Into  the  air. 

Painting  in  Field  Before  Erection. 

65.  All  surfaces  in  contact  in  field  con- 
nections shall  be  cleaned  and  scraped  where 
necessary  to  remove  dirt,  rust  or  defective 
paint  and  shall  receive  a  second  coat  of 
paint  before  assembling  for  erection.  Bot- 
toms of  bed  plates,  bearing  plates  and  all 
surfaces  Inaccessible  after  erection  shall 
similarly  receive  a  field  coat  before  as- 
sembling. All  field  rivet  heads  shall  be 
painted  immediately  after  they  are  driven 
and  inspected;  if  rust  is  allowed  to  form 
upon  them  it  must  be  carefully  removed 
with    wire   brushes.     All   abraded   surfaces 
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In  the  shop  coat  must  be  similarly  cleaned 
and  "touched  up"  with  paint  specified. 
Painting  in  Field  After  Erection. 

66.  After  the  structure  is  erected,  all 
metal  work  shall  be  thoroughly  cleaned  from 
all  dirt,  rust,  grease,  etc.,  using  proper 
scrapers  and  wire  brushes,  and  shall  receive 
two  good  coats  of  paint  of  quality  specified. 
The  tops  of  all  stringers  and  floor  beams 
and  other  Inaccessible  surfaces  shall  receive 
both  coats  before  the  flooring  Is  laid. 

Paint. 

67.  The  paint  used  shall  be  a  high-grade, 
ready  mixed  paint  of  established  reputation 
for  ex<;^llence,  the  brand  and  quality  to  be 
acceptable  to  and  approved  by  the  Engineer. 
The  first  and  third  coats  may  be  of  the 
same  tint,  but  the  second  coat  shall  be  of 
a  tint  easily  distinguished  from  the  other 
two,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Engineer. 

Oetieral. 

68.  All  paint  shall  consist  of  the  proper 
pigment  mixed  with  pure,  boiled  linseed  oil, 
and  a  written  guarantee  of  its  composition 
and  purity  shall  be  given  by  the  manufac- 
turer to  the  Engineer.  All  paint  shall  be 
delivered  at  the  shop  and  at  the  site  of  the 
bridge  In  the  original,  unbroken  containers, 
bearing  the  manufacturer's  stamp  thereon. 
It  shall  be  properly  stirred  before  using  to 
secure  thorough  incorporation  of  the  pig- 
ment and  shall  be  applied  with  proper 
brushes  exactly  as  received  from  the  manu- 
facturer, without  the  addition  of  any  kind 
of  thinner  or  dryer.  No  painting  will  be 
permitted  in  wet  or  freezing  weather,  and 
all  surfaces  must  be  perfectly  clean  and  dry 
when  the  paint  is  applied.  Any  painting 
found  defective  shall  be  scraped  off  and  re- 
painted as  the  Engineer  may  direct,  and 
each  coat  must  be  thoroughly  dry  and  hard 
before  the  next  coat  is  applied.  Before  the 
bridge  is  accepted,  all  damaged  surfaces  of 
the  paint  shall  be  "touched  up"  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Engineer.  The  manufacturer 
of  the  paint  shall  have  authority  at  all 
times  to  in.spect  the  application  of  the  same. 

69.  All  small  recesses  which  will  retain 
water,  or  through  which  water  may  enter, 
shall  be  filled  with  suitable  waterproof 
cement  before  receiving  me  final  painting. 

Analyses 

70.  One  complete  analysis  of  the  paint 
shall  be  made,  If  the  Engineer  so  order,  at 
such  time,  by  whom  and  In  the  manner 
that  he  may  direct,  and  the  expense  of  such 
analysis  shail  be  paid  by  the  Contractor.  If 
the  paint  proves  not  to  be  of  the  composi- 
tion or  quality  guaranteed  by  the  manufac- 
turer, it  may  be  rejected  at  the  option  of 
the  Engineer. 


8HIPPINQ. 

71.  All  parts  shall  be  carefully  loaded  so 
as  to  avoid  injury  In  transportation,  and 
shall  be  at  the  Contractor's  risk  until  ac- 
ceptance of  the  bridge.  All  screw  ends  shall 
be  wrapped  with  twine  before  shipment.  All 
pins  and  small  parts  must  be  securely  boxed 
and  the  boxes  plainly  marked.  The  weights 
of  large  pieces  must  be  marked  on  them. 
The  Invoices  shall  state  the  contents  of 
each  box  and  the  weight  and  description  of 
each  piece  that  is  not  boxed,  and  three 
copies  of  each  invoice  shall  be  furnished  the 
Sanitary  District  of  Chicago.  The  above 
weights  shall  be  the  actual,  not  estimated, 
weights. 

Ewamining  Site. 

72.  Prospective  bidders  for  this  work  are 
required  to  examine  the  site  of  the  bridge 
and  the  adjacent  premises  in  order  to  in- 
form themselves  as  to  the  facilities  for  the 
delivery  of  new  material  at  the  site.  No 
plea  of  ignorance  as  to  the  conditions  at  the 
site,  as  a  result  of  failure  to  make  proper 
examinations,  will  be  accepted  as  a  sufficient 
excuse  for  any  failure  or  omission  on  the 
part  of  the  Contractor  to  fulfill  in  every  de- 
tail all  the  requirements  of  this  contract,  or 
as  a  basis  for  any  claims  for  extra  compen- 
sation on  account  of  such  conditions.  (Para- 
graph 74.) 

ERECTION. 

73.  The  Contractor  shall  furnish  all  stag- 
ing and  falsework,  shall  erect  and  adjust  all 
the  metal  work,  machinery,  rollers,  latches 
and  counterweights.  He  shall  furnish  and 
put  in  place  all  fioor  lumber,  railings,  anchor 
bolts,  curbing,  etc.,  as  specified  or  shown  on 
the  plans. 

74.  The  bridge  shall  be  erected  In  the 
closed  position  over  the  Main  Channel.  The 
water  of  the  Drainage  Canal  will  not  have 
been  turned  into  this  channel  at  the  time 
stipulated  In  this  contract  for  the  com> 
pletlon  of  the  bridge.  A  temporary  bridge 
will  have  been  placed  at  least  twenty  feet 
(20  ft.)  away  from  the  center  line  of  the 
new  bridge  for  the  accommodation  of  ordi- 
nary highway  traffic,  and  the  Contractor 
must  conduct  his  work  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  in  no  way  at  any  time  Interfere  with  or 
obstruct  such  traffic  over  the  temporary 
bridge  or  highway. 

75.  The  Contractor  shall  assume  all  risks 
of  accidents  to  men  or  material  prior  to  ac- 
ceptance of  the  finished  structure.  He  shall 
furnish  and  erect  all  barricades  and  pro- 
tections necessary  for  the  safety  of  the  pub- 
lic. The  Contractor  must,  after  the  com- 
pletion of  the  work,  remove  all  false  work, 
piling   and    other   obstructions,    rubbish    or 
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unsightly    material   produced   by   his   oper- 
ations. 

Time. 

76.  The  Contractor  for  the  superstructure 
shall  have  his  material  ready  for  erection 
and  shall  proceed  to  erect  the  same  as  soon 
as  the  substructure  of  the  bridge  is  ready  to 
receive  it ;  it  being  understood  that  two  (2) 
months'  time  is  allowed  for  the  erection  of 
the  superstructure  and  that  the  Contractor 
for  the  superstructure  shall  not  be  com- 
pelled to  begin  erection  more  than  two  (2) 
months  before  the  date  upon  which  his  con- 
tract will  expire  as  hereinafter  specified  in 
paragraph  09. 

Operating  Bridge  for  Test. 

77.  After  the  erection  of  the  superstruc- 
ture is  completed,  and  before  final  accept- 
ance by  the  Sanitary  District,  the  Con- 
tractor shall  swing  the  bridge  with  his  own 
employes  a  sufllcient  number  of  times  and 
in  such  manner  as  directed  by  the  Engineer, 
to  enable  the  Engineer  to  determine  whether 
all  adjustments  are  perfect  and  all  parts  in 
working  order.  All  labor  necessary  In  oper- 
ating the  bridge  for  this  purpose  shall  be 
furnished  by  the  Contractor  at  his  own  ex- 
pense and  free  of  cost  to  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict. 

Maintenance. 

78.  The  Contractor  will  be  reiiulred  to 
maintain  the  superstructure  work  for  a 
period  of  twelve  (12)  months  after  the  same 
shall  have  been  completed  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  Engineer,  keeping  the  same  in 
perfect  repair  during  that  time  against  all 
damages  of  wear  and  tear  due  to  imperfect 
material  or  faulty  workmanship  which  may 
be  discovered  under  the  legitimate  use  or 
operation  of  the  bridge.  lie  shall  be  re- 
quired to  execute  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  five 
thousand  ($5,000)  dollars  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  this  before  receiving  a  final 
payment  on  his  contract. 

INSPECTION    AND    TESTS. 

70.  The  Contractor  shall  furnish  complete 
facilities  for  the  inspection  of  all  material 
and  workmanship.  Specimens  for  testing 
of  material  and  also  the  necessary  labor 
shall  be  furnished  without  charge  when 
called  for  by  the  Engineer  or  authorized  in- 
spectors. Inspectors  will  be  retained  by  the 
Sanitary  District  with  full  power  to  reject 
all  material  or  work  which  does  not  in 
every  way  conform  to  the  letter  and  spirit 
of  the  specifications. 

Mill  Inspection, 
80.  All  material  shall  be  inspected  at  the 
mills  at  which   it   is   rolled,   and   the   Con- 
tractor  shall    furnish,   free   of   charge,    the 


use  of  a  testing  machine  capable  of  testing 
the  prepared  specimens. 

Bhop  Inspection. 

81.  The  inspector  shall  have  full  access 
at  all  times  to  all  parts  of  the  shop  where 
material  under  his  inspection  is  being  manu- 
factured. He  shall  stamp  each  piece  ac- 
cepted with  a  private  mark  and  any  piece 
not  so  marked  may  be  rejected  at  any  time 
and  at  any  stage  of  the  work.  If  the  in- 
spector, through  an  oversight  or  otherwise, 
has  accepted  material  or  work  which  is  con- 
trary to  the  specifications,  this  material  may 
be  rejected  regardless  of  the  stage  of  com- 
pletion. 

Full  Size  Tests, 

82.  Full  sized  parts  of  the  structure  may 
be  tested  at  the  option  of  the  Engineer,  but 
If  tested  to  destruction,  such  material  shall 
be  paid  for  at  cost,  less  its  scrap  value  to 
the  Contractor,  if  it  proves  satisfactory.  If 
it  does  not  stand  the  specified  test,  it  will 
be  considered  rejected  material  and  be  solely 
at  the  cost  of  the  Contractor. 

Extra  Inspection. 

83.  Should  the  preparation  of  the  ma- 
terial for  this  structure  be  widely  dis- 
tributed, or  should  unnecessary  delays  in 
getting  out  the  same,  or  uelay  in  the  date 
of  final  completion  occur,  the  cost  of  extra 
inspection  shall  be  borne  by  the  Contractor ; 
the  Engineer  to  be  sole  judge  of  what  is  to 
be  deemed  extra  inspection. 

Final  Acceptance. 
S4.  Any  material  or  workmanship  which 
doos  not  satisfy  the  requirements  of  these 
specifications  may  be  rejected  by  the  Engl- 
nf^or  at  any  time  before  the  final  acceptance 
of  the  work,  and  the  Contractor  shall  make 
good  all  deficiencies  at  his  own  cost  The 
fact  that  the  authorized  Inspectors  have 
Inspected  said  material  or  workmanship 
shall  not  make  the  Sanitary  District  liable 
for  extra  cost  for  replacing  the  same  with 
material  or  workmanship  accepted  by  the 
Engineer  on  final  acceptance. 

CJENEBAL    CONDITIONS. 

85.  The  drawings  furnished  form  a  part 
of  these  specifications,  and  any  work  shown 
therein  shall  be  executed  the  same  as  if 
mentioned  herein.  The  work  is  to  be  made 
complete  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  En- 
gineer, notwithstanding  any  omissions  in 
plans  or  specifications. 

Changes  in  Plans. 

86.  The  quantity  of  work  and  material 
figured  from  the  plans  is  approximate,  and 
thp  Sanitary  District  reserves  the  right  to 
make  any  changes  in  the  plans  or  sped  flea- 
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tions  which  may  be  deemed  necesaary  either 
before  or  after  beginning  the  construction 
thereof;  provided,  that  if  alterations  are 
made,  the  general  character  of  the  work  as 
a  whole  is  not  changed  thereby.  If  such 
alterations  diminish  the  quantity  of  work 
to  be  done,  they  shall  not  constitute  a  claim 
for  damages  nor  for  anticipated  profits  on 
the  work  that  may  be  dispensed  with ;  if 
they  increase  the  amount  of  work,  such  in- 
crease shall  be  paid  for  according  to  the 
quantity  of  work  actually  done,  and  at 
prices  and  rates  established  for  such  work 
under  this  contract.  Notice  of  change  of 
plan  must  be  given  to  the  Contractor  In 
writing,  and  it  is  expressly  agreed  that  no 
alterations  or  additions  or  extra  work  are 
to  be  paid  for  unless  so  directed  in  writing. 
Emtra  Work. 
87.  All  claims  for  extra  labor  or  material 
furnished  by  the  Contractor,  or  for  dam- 
ages from  any  cause  whatever,  must  be  re- 
ported to  the  Engineer  at  the  time  such 
labor  or  material  is  furnished  or  such  dam- 
ages occur,  and  they  must  also  be  presented 
to  him  in  writing  at  the  end  of  the  month; 
provided,  that  nothing  shall  be  paid  for  as 
extra  work  that  can  be  classified  under  any 
of  the  heads  upon  which  prices  are  fixed  by 
this  contract.  When  so  required,  the  Con- 
tractor shall  deliver  to  the  Engineer  each 
day  a  signed  statement  of  the  extra  labor 
and  material  furnished  during  that  day. 
Whenever  work  is  required  to  be  done,  which 
is  not  now  contemplated  or  covered  by  the 
prices  hereinafter  given,  the  Committee  on 
Engineering  shall  fix  such  prices  for  the 
work  as  they  shall  consider  Just  and  equit- 
able, and  the  Contractor  shall  abide  by  such 
prices,  provided  he  enters  upon  such  work 
with  a  full  knowledge  of  the  prices  so  fixed 
by  the  said  Committee;  but  if  the  Contrac- 
tor declines  executing  said  work  at  the 
prices  fixed  by  said  Committee,  then  the 
Sanitary  District  may  enter  into  contract 
with  any  person  or  persons  for  its  execu- 
tion the  same  as  if  this  contract  had  never 
existed ;  and  if  extra  work  or  work  not 
provided  for  in  this  contract  is  performed 
by  the  Contractor  before  prices  have  been 
fixed  for  such  work,  then  the  Engineer  shall 
estimate  the  same  at  such  prices  as  he  shall 
deem  Just  and  reasonable,  and  his  decision 
shall  be  final,  the  said  Contractor  shall  ac- 
cept such  price.s  in  full  satisfaction  of  all 
the  demands  against  the  Sanitary  District 
for  said  extra  work;  provided  that,  if  the 
extra  work  done  under  this  contract  is  of 
such  a  nature,  being  distinct  from  other 
work  being  done  by  said  Contractor,  that  the 
actual  cost  of  the  same  can  be  determined, 
then  the  said  Contractor  shall  receive,  and 
the  Sanitary  District  shall  pay,  in  full  satis- 


faction for  the  same,  the  actual  cost  of  the 
work  estimated  as  hereinafter  specified  with 
fifteen  (15)  per  cent  added  for  superintend- 
ence, use  of  tools  and  profit.  Provided,  fur- 
ther, that  nothing  shall  be  deemed  extra 
work  which  can  be  measured  or  estimated 
under  the  provisions  of  this  contract. 

ResponHbiUty  of  Oontractcr. 

88.  It  is  further  agreed  that  in  all  cases 
of  question  or  dispute  arising  or  growing 
out  of  this  contract  In  any  way  regarding 
the  cost  or  value  of  extras,  variations,  al- 
lowances, deductions,  or  the  amount  of 
damages  in  any  manner  growing  out  of  the 
violation  of  this  contract,  the  decision  of 
the  Engineer  shall  be  final  and  binding  on 
both  parties  hereto.  In  estimating  the  cost 
of  extra  work  the  cost  of  material  shall  be 
the  actual  price  paid  for  same  delivered  at 
site  of  the  bridge.  The  cost  of  labor  shall 
be  taken  as  the  amounts  paid  for  same  as 
shown  by  tue  pay-rolls,  with  the  cost  of  In- 
surance added.  No  charge  for  cost  of  ad- 
ministration will  be  allowed.  All  work  pro- 
vided for  In  this  contract  is  to  be  done 
under  the  airection  and  supervision  of  the 
Engineer  and  his  properly  authorized  agents. 
The  Contractor  is  to  be  guided  by  the  lines, 
stakes,  marks  and  grades  given  by  them,' 
and  is  to  carefully  preserve  the  same  as  far 
as  possible  during  the  progress  of  the  work, 
and  is  to  furnish  all  needed  facilities,  with- 
out extra  charge  therefor,  to  enable  the  En- 
gineer to  properly  give  lines  and  grades  and 
measure  the  work  from  time  to  time. 

89.  All  materials  of  whatever  kind  to  be 
used  in  the  work  will  be  subject  to  the  In- 
spection and  approval  of  the  Engineer.  All 
unsuitable  or  rejected  materials  must  be 
removed  from  the  premises  at  once  by  the 
Contractor. 

90.  All  work  shall  be  subject  to  constant 
Inspection  before  acceptance.  Any  unfaith- 
ful or  imperfect  work  that  may  be  dis- 
covered before  its  final  acceptance  shall  be 
corrected  immediately,  and  any  unsatis- 
factory material  used  In  the  work  shall  be 
rejected  and  removed  on  the  requirement  of 
the  Engineer,  notwithstanding  they  may 
have  been  overlooked  by  the  Inspector  and 
estimated.  The  inspection  of  any  work 
shall  not  relieve  the  Contractor  of  any  of 
his  obligations  to  perform  sound  work,  as 
herein  specified,  and  all  work  which,  during 
progress  and  before  Its  final  acceptance,  may 
become  damaged  from  any  cause,  shall  be  re- 
moved and  replaced  by  good  and  satisfac- 
tory work. 

91.  The  Contractor  will  be  responsible 
for  the  entire  work  until  completed  and  ac- 
cepted by  the  Sanitary  District.  The  Con- 
tractor will  be  required  to  give  his  personal 
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attention  to  the  fulfillment  of  this  contract 
and  to  the  execution  of  the  work.  He  is  to 
keep  the  same  under  his  control,  and  will 
not  be  allowed  to  sublet  all  or  any  part  of 
it ;  it  being  distinctly  understood  and  agreed 
that  the  subletting  of  the  work  covered  by 
this  contract,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall, 
after  thirty  (30)  days'  notice,  work  a  for- 
feiture of  the  contract  at  the  option  of  the 
Sanitary   District. 

92.  In  the  event  of  any  action .  at  law 
or  in  equity  being  taken  by  any  person, 
persons  or  corporations,  which  would  re- 
strain the  Sanitary  District  from  giving 
or  the  Contractor  from  securing  possession 
of  the  site  of  the  bridge,  or  in  any  way  de- 
lay the  execution  of  this  contract,  then,  in 
that  case,  the  Contractor  shall  not  hold 
the  Sanitary  District  liable  for  any  loss  or 
damage  by  him  sustained  on  account  of  such 
interference,  and  the  Contractor  shall  be 
accorded  an  extension  of  the  period  within 
which  the  work  was  to  have  been  com- 
pleted by  the  terms  of  the  contract,  equal 
to  the  time  lost  by  reason  of  such  restraint. 

03.  The  Contractor  will  not  be  allowed 
to  assign,  by  power  of  attorney  or  other- 
wise, any  portion  of  the  moneys  that  may 
become  due  through  the  workings  of  this 
contract.  In  case  the  Contractor  fails  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  contract 
as  to  progress  and  character  of  work,  he 
shall  be  duly  notified  in  writing,  and  thirty 
(30)  days  after  the  giving  of  said  notice 
the  Sanitary  District  may  declare  this  con- 
tract forfeited,  if  there  is  a  substantial 
failure  to  comply  with  its  provisions. 

Tools. 

94.  The  Contractor  is  to  furnish  all  the 
tools  of  every  description,  including  pumps, 
cars  and  tracks,  boats,  barges  and  tugs 
necessary  to  the  full  and  complete  carrying 
out  of  this  contract,  and  on  completion  of 
the  work  is  to  remove  all  tools,  buildings 
and  materials  of  all  kinds  from  the  site  of 
the  bridge. 

Precautions. 

95.  Whatever  precautions  may  be  neces- 
sary to  render  any  portion  of  the  work  more 
secure  in  any  respect,  or  to  decrease  the 
liability  of  accident  from  any  cause,  or  to 
avoid  contingencies  which  are  liable  to  de- 
lay the  completion  of  the  work,  shall  be 
taken  by  the  Contractor. 

Workmen. 
06.  The  Contractor  shall  employ  com- 
petent foremen  and  laborers,  and  shall  dis- 
charge, at  the  request  of  the  Engineer,  any 
incompetent  or  unfaithful  men  in  his  em- 
ploy. None  but  men  expert  in  their  respec^ 
tive    branches    of    work    will    be    employed 


w^ere  special  skill  is  required,  and  in  the 
employment  of  men  preference  shall  be 
given  to  union  laborers.  It  is  especially 
understood  and  agreed  that  eight  (8)  hours 
shall  constitute  a  day's  work,  and  that  no 
workman  shall  be  employed  or  required  to 
work  more  than  eight  (8)  hours  out  of  any 
twenty-four  (24)  hours,  and  no  work  In 
excess  of  that  time  shall  be  allowed.  In 
the  event  of  any  violation  of  the  above 
eight  (8)  hour  provision,  it  is  hereby  agreed 
that  the  said  District  shall,  and  that  it  Is 
duly  authorized  to,  retain  from  any  money 
due,  or  to  become  due,  at  any  time  from  it 
to  the  Contractor,  as  liquidated  damages, 
the  sum  of  five  dollars  ($5)  per  hour  for 
each  hour  that  any  employe  shall  be  re- 
quired to  work  in  excess  of  eight  (8)  hours 
per  day,  pursuant  to  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions of  the  ordinance  adopted  June  23, 
1897,  attached  hereto. 

Patents. 
97.  It  is  further  agreed  that  the  Con- 
tractor shall  indemnify,  keep  and  save 
harmless  said  Sanitary  District  from  all 
liabilities.  Judgments,  costs,  damages  and 
expenses  which  may  in  any  wise  come 
against  said  Sanitary  District,  or  which 
may  result  on  account  of  any  infringement 
of  any  patent,  by  means  of  the  use  of  any 
materials,  machinery,  device  or  apparatus 
used  in  the  performance  of  this  contract, 
or  of  designs  furnished  -  by  the  Contractor 
and  accepted  by  the  Sanitary  District,  and 
in  the  event  of  any  claim  or  suit  or  action 
at  law  or  equity  of  any  kind  whatsoever 
being  made  or  brought  against  said  Sani- 
tary District,  then  the  Sanitary  District 
shall  have  the  right  to  retain  a  sufficient 
amount  of  money  in  the  same  manner  and 
upon  the  same  conditions  as  hereinafter  in 
the  next  following  clause  of  this  contract 
provided. 

Damages. 

08.  If  any  damage  shall  be  done  by  the 
Contractor  or  by  any  person  or  persons  In 
his  employ  to  the  owner  or  occupants  of 
land,  or  to  any  property  adjoining  or  In  the 
vicinity  of  the  work  herein  contracted  to  be 
done,  or  to  a  neighboring  contractor,  the 
Engineer  shall  have  the  right  to  estimate 
the  amount  of  said  damage,  and  to  cause 
the  Sanitary  District  to  pay  the  same  to 
the  said  owner  or  occupant,  and  the  amount 
so  paid  for  said  damages  shall  be  deducted 
from  the  money  due  said  Contractor,  un- 
der this  contract.  Said  contractor  cov- 
enants and  agrees  to  pay  all  damages  for 
any  personal  Injury  sustained  by  any  per- 
son growing  out  of  any  act  or  doing  of 
himself,  or  his  employes,  that  Is  in  the 
nature  of  a  legal  liability,  and  he  hereby 
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agrees  to  Indemnify  and  to  save  the  Sani- 
tary District  harmless  against  all  suits  or 
actions  of  every  name  and  description 
brought  againsL  the  said  Sanitary  District 
for,  or  on  account  of,  any  such  injuries, 
or  such  damages  received  or  sustained  by 
any  person  or  persons,  by  or  from  said 
Contractor,  his  servants,  agents  or  em- 
ployes, in  the  execution  of  said  work ;  or  by 
or  in  consequence  of  any  negligence  in 
guarding  the  same ;  or  by  or  on  account  of 
any  omission  or  act  of  said  Contractor,  his 
agents  or  employes ;  and  the  said  Con- 
tractor further  agrees  that  so  much  of  the 
money  due  to  him  under  and  by  virtue  of 
this  contract  as  shall  be  considered  neces- 
sary by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Sani- 
tary District  may  be  retained  by  the  said 
Sanitary  District  until  such  suit  or  claim 
for  damages,  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  been 
settled,  and  evidence  to  that  effect  fur- 
nished to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said  Board 
of  Trustees. 

Time. 

99.  The  Contractor  agrees  to  begin  the 
work  covered  by  this  contract  within  fif- 
teen (15)  days  after  said  contract  shall 
have  been  executed,  and  to  prosecute  the 
building  of  the  structure  herein  provided 
for  so  as  to  complete  the  same  on  or  before 
September  1st,  1905. 

Penalty. 

100.  The  Contractor  hereby  agrees  to  for- 
feit as  liquidated  damages  for  any  non- 
compliance with,  or  non-fulflllment  of  the 
provisions  of  this  contract  within  the  time 
specified,  twenty-five  ($23.00)  dollars  per 
day  for  each  day  beyond  September  1,  1905, 
time  being  an  essential  part  of  this  con- 
tract. 

101.  In  case  the  substructure  is  not  com- 
pleted and  ready  to  receive  the  superstruc- 
ture by  July  1st,  1905,  an  extension  of 
time  will  be  granted  for  the  completion  of 
the  superstructure  equivalent  to  the  time 
required  beyond  July  1st,  1905,  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  substructure. 

Prices. 

102.  In  consideration  of  the  said  work 
being  carried  on  and  completed  in  the 
time  and  manner  as  hereinbefore  specified, 
the  said  Sanitary  District  agrees  to  pay 
to  the  said  Contractor  for  the  superstruc- 
ture the  following  amounts,  and  the  said 
Contractor  agrees  to  receive  and  accept  the 
same  as  full  compensation  for  the  per- 
formance of  the  work,  Including  the  fur- 
nishing of  the  materials,  tools,  labor,  etc., 
to-wlt  : 

(a)  For  the  superstructure,  furnished 
and   erected    complete.    Including   operating 


machinery,  latches,  end  supports,  counter- 
weight, flooring,  curbing,  etc.,  for  this 
bridge,  as  specified,  and  for  completing  the 
bridge  ready  for  use  and  traffic,  and  for 
operating  the  bridge  for  testing,  in  fact, 
everything  herein  specified  or  shown  on 
plans,  excepting  work  to  be  done  under 
unit  prices,  the  sum  of  thirty-two  thousand 
three  hundred  dollars   ($32,300.00). 

(b)  For  extra  medium  or  soft  steel, 
erected  in  place,  the  sum  of  four  and  one- 
half  (4%)   cents  per  pound. 

(c)  For  extra  iron  castings,  erected  in 
place,  the  sum  of  four  (4)  cents  per  pound. 

id)  For  extra  steel  castings  and  ma- 
chinery steel,  erected  in  place,  the  sum  of 
eleven  (11)  cents  per  pound. 

(e)  For  extra  phosphor  bronze,  erected 
in  place,  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  cents  per 
pound. 

if)  For  extra  yellow  pine  or  oak,  not 
creosoted,  put  in  place,  including  all  nails 
and  spikes,  as  specified,  per  thousand 
(1,000)  feet,  B.  M.,  net  measurement,  the 
sum  of  forty-five  dollars  ($45.00).

we  left  this  space  unpaved,  we  assume 
that  you  would  have  found  it  necessary 
to  pave  it,  as  you  have  already  paved 
the  north  approach.  Under  the  circum- 
stances we  feel  justified  in  requesting 
that  you  bear  part  of  the  expense  of 
this  improvemeiit.

REPORT  IN  REFERENCE  TO  RETAINING  MR. 
JOHN  M.  HARLAN  TO  INSTITUTE  PRO- 
CEEDINGS FOR  THE  ACQUIREMENT  OF  A 
RIGHT  OF  WAY  FOR  THE  AUXIUARY 
CHANNELS  OF  THE  SANITARY  DISTRICT 
OMiR  THE  VARIOUS  RAILROAD  LINES  IN 
THE  ANNEXED  TERRITORIES  OF  THE 
CALUMET    AND    EVANSTON    REGIONS. 

Mr.  Legner,  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Judiciary,  presented  a  report  from 
the  Committee  as  follows: 

Chicago,  November  30,  1904. 
To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago: 
Gentlemen — The  Committee  on  Judi- 
ciary begs  leave  to  report  that  it  has  had 
under  consideration  the  acquirement  of 
the  right  of  way  for  the  auxiliary  caan- 
nelcs  of  the  District  in  the  annexed  ter- 
ritories  of   the   Calumet    and   Evansbon 
regions,  and  that  it  finds  it  important 
that  proceedings  should  be  at  once  in- 
stituted  to    acquire    the    right    of    way 
over  the  vari-ous  railroad  lines  situated 
in  said  territory. 
T  The  right  of  way  controversies  which 

^      oaused  the   greatest   delay   in  the   con- 


struction of  the  Main  Channel  wera 
those  relating  to  the  vJari'ous  railway 
crossings  between  Chicago  and  the  CUy 
of  Joliet.  So  momentous  ddd  these  ques- 
tions become  that  the  Boaird  of  Trustees, 
in  the  three  years  previous  1x>  the  open- 
ing of  the  Channel,  were  forced  to  make 
great  financial  sacrifices  in  order  to  meet 
the  demands  of  the  railroad  companies 
and  permit  the  channel  to  be  opened;  as 
the  lapse  of  time  necessary  t»  have  car- 
ried the  condemnation  suits  through  the 
courts  would  have  been  so  great  as  to 
have  delayed  for  at  lea;3t  two  years  tihe 
coinsummatdon  of  the  sanitary  oibjects  of 
the  Drainage  Canal.  In  two  instances 
alone  the  reports  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
seem  oonclusive  that  the  District  was 
oompelled  to  expend  one  milliooi  dollars 
more  than  equity  and  justice  demanded 
for  the  crossings  in  question,  notably 
the  crossing  of  the  Pennsylvania  and  al- 
lied oompnnies  at  Campbell  Avenue  and 
the  Belt  Bail  way  crossing  at  a  neigh- 
boring point.  In  the  first  inatance,  a 
swing  bridge  design,  formally  accepted 
by  the  officials  of  the  Railroad  Company, 
and  estimated  to  co^,  with  capital- 
ization, $450,035.00,  was  designed  for 
the  Pennsylvania  crossing.  The  Bail- 
road  Company  subsequently  repudiated 
its  acceptance  of  this  design,  and  the 
long-drawn-out  litigation  which  oon- 
fi"onted  the  Trustees  forced  the  Board  to 
finally  capitulate  and  adopt  the  design, 
costing,  with  capitalization,  $1,244,- 
782.00.  It  was  believed  that  a  recourse 
to  the  courts  of  last  resort  would  have 
saved   this   difference  of   $794,742.00   to 
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the  SanifMtry  District,  but  pressure  of 
time  and  the  sanitary  necessities  of  the 
community  forced  the  Trustees  to  accept 
the  exorbitant  demands  of  the  Railroad 
Company  in  order  that  the  Drainage 
Canal  might  be  speedily  opened. 

In  the  case  of  the  Belt  Railway  cross- 
ing, the  Chief  Engineer  estimates  that 
$218,499.00  might  have  been  saved  by 
carrying  the  controversy  through  the 
courts,  but  here  again  the  necessities  of 
public  health  forced  the  Board  to  accede 
to  the  demands  of  the  Railroad  Company 
to  build  a  bridge  costing  $328,822.00 — 
nearly  three  'times  the  oost  of  the  plan 
proposed  by  Chief  Engineer  Randolph  as 
fulfilling  all  the  legal  requirements.  In 
these  two  instances  alone  over  one  mil- 
lion dollars*  excess  was  wrung  from  the 
tax- payers  of  the  Sanitary  District  by 
the  railroad  companies,  as  the  price  of 
being  permitted  speedily  to  open  the 
great  Drainage  Channel  to  its  usefulness. 

The  consideration  of  the  auxiliary 
channels  in  the  Calumet  and  the  Evans- 
ton  regions  arc  equally  important;  for 
there  this  Board  is  confronted  with  the 
necessity  of  acquiring  right  of  way  over 
ten  of  the  great  railroad  lin<?6  centering 
in  this  city.  If  we  proceed  at  once 
there  will  be  ample  time  to  carry  these 
controversies  to  the  oourts  of  last  resort 
in  this  State,  in  case  extortion  similar 
to  the  past  should  be  attempted  by  the 
Railroad  Compamiea.  Your  Committee 
believes,  therefore,  that  prompt  actiion 
should  be  taken  in  the  filing  of  con- 
demnation proceedings  and  the  acquire- 
ment of  the  right  of  way  over  the  va- 
rious lines  in  question,  and  to  this  end 
recommends  that  Mr.  John  M.  Harlaji  be 
retained  and  directed  to  file  said  peti- 
tions and  to  aissist  in  the  negotiations  of 
the  Finance  Committee  for  the  acquire- 
ment of  the  necessary  right  of  way  over 
the  lines  of  the  following  railroad  com- 
panies: 

In  the  Calumet  region,  the  Chicago  & 
Alton  R.  R.  Co.,  the  Wabash  R.  R.  Co., 
the  two  lines  of  the  Chieago,  Rock  Island 


and  Pacific  R.  R.  Co.,  the  Chicago  Junc- 
tion R.  R.  Co.,  the  Grand  Trunk  R.  R. 
Co.,  and  the  Chicago  Terminal  Transfer 
R.  R.  Oo. 

In  the  N^orth  Shore  and  Evans  ton 
region,  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  and  St. 
Paul  R.  R.  Co.,  and  the  crossing  of  two 
lines  of  the  Chicago  and  Northwestern 
R.  R.  Co. 

It  is  manifest  that  in  ease  it  should 
be  necessary  to  carry  these  condemnation 
suits  to  the  oourts  of  last  resort  in  the 
effort  to  protect  the  taxpayers  of  the 
District,  no  time  should  be  lost  in  their 
immediate  prosecution,  as  the  crowded 
calendar  of  the  local  courts  and  the  legal 
«tep3  to  be  successively  followed,  will 
consume  such  time  that  the  final  de- 
cision can  hardly  be  secured  before  there 
slvall  be  an  imperative  demand  by  the 
Sanitary  District  for  this  right  of  way 
for  the  excavation  of  the  Auxiliary 
Channels  so  necessary  to  the  public 
health  of  this  community.

in  the  Proceedings  as  of  this  date. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Trustees 

of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago : 

Gentlemen — As  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Judioiaxy,  I  file  herewith  a 
minority  report  on  the  question  of  the 
Calumet  and  Evanston  routes,  as  to  the 
method  and  policy  of  acquiring  the  right 
of  way. 

The  filing  of  a  report  by  the  Commit- 
tee, on  this  question,  setting  forth  cer- 
tain reasons  of  excessive  cost  on  former 
occaaions,  to  justify  the  course  adopted 
in  said  report,  is  very  far  fetched,  as 
that  matter  is  not  at  issue. 

The  issue  presented  is,  to  what  extent 
will  this  Board  commit  itself  in  the 
employment  of  special  attorneys  asidb 
from  our  regular  force.  The  array  of 
special  counsel  in  its  employment  at 
present,  say  nothing  of  those  employed 
within  oorae  years  past,  would  fill  a 
page.  The  initiative  steps  and  founda- 
tion are  laid  to  swamp  the  Board  with 
lawyers'  fees  in  the  near  future.  As  the 
Board,  in  this  in-^tance,  has  found  cause 
to  spread  upon  its  Proceedings  the  em- 
ployment of  special  counsel,  and  inci- 
dentally thereby  e^stabloshed  a  proper 
precedent,  I  would  ask  the  Committee 
on  Judiciary  to  report  to  this  Board  the 
names  of  all  special  counsel  at  present 
retained  by  it. 

The  filing  of  papers  for  the  condem- 
nation of  the  land,  covering  the  right 
of  way  in  question,  should  be  and  can  be 
done  by  our  regular  force.  This  would 
be  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
Board  that  outside  counsel  has  been  en- 
gaged to  perform  such  duties,  and  since 
our  regular  department  has  demon- 
strated in  the  past  its  competency  to 
perform  such  work,  it  seems  to  me  en- 
tirely uncalled  for,  although  the  special 
counsel  retained  in  said  report  is  fully 
competent  to  act  in  the  matter. 

I  place  mywelf  on  record,  in  writing, 
as  I  have  done  verbally  on  a  number  of 
occasions  before,  that  our  Legal  Depart- 


ment needs  reorganizing  and  strengthen- 
ing. The  fees  that  this  Board  pays  for 
specdal  counsel,  in  many  cases,  are  enor- 
mous and  excessive.  Our  Law  Depart- 
ment should  be  so  organized  that  only 
in  extreme  cases  outside  counsel  should 
be  employed.  The  Law  Department  in 
the  office  of  the  Sanitary  District  is  the 
proper  source  from  which  all  litigation 
should  be  directed.  All  special  counsel 
should  be  simply  auxiliary  to  the  Legal 
Department  of  the  District.  This  is  not 
the  case  now  in  the  overflow  cases,  aaid 
various  other  suits  which  have  been 
filed  against  the  District.  Our  Law  De- 
partment should  direct  the  cases,  in 
preparation  and  otherwise.  The  whole 
legal  work  of  the  District  should  be  cen- 
tralized in  the  office  of  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict, and  not  performed  by  special 
counsel.  A  successful  business  house  or 
corporation  would  not  tolerate  such  a 
system. 

The  extreme  haste  that  is  being  mani- 
fested for  the  Calumet  and  Evanston 
routes  is  certainly  not  warranted  by  the 
condition  of  the  health  of  the  people  in 
the  Sanitary  District.  Let  us  direct 
the  greater  part  of  our  energy  towards 
the  completion  of  the  wH)rk  in  hand  that 
will  in  itself  inure  to  the  benefit  of  all 
the  people  in  the  District.

ANNUAL  MEETING. 

The  Fifteenth  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict of  Chicago  was  held  in  the  rooms 
of  the  Board,  Security  Building,  on 
Tuesday,  December  6,  1904,  at  2:00 
o'clock  P.  M.,  pursuant  to  the  Rules. 

On  roll  call  there  were  present  Messrs. 
Baker,  Braden,  Carter,  Cloidt,  Jones, 
Legner,  Smyth,  Webb  and  Wenter — ^Nine 
membera. 

President  Carter  then  called  the 
Board  to  order. 

ANNUAI,  MESSAGE  OF  THE  PBB8IDENT. 

President  Carter  then  presented  and 
read  his  annual  message,  which  is  as 
follows: 


Chicago,  December  6,  1904. 
To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Trusteee 
of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago : 

Gentlemen — ^Reviewing  the  progress 
of  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  District  for 
the  year  just  past,  it  seems  proper  to 
present  a  concise  statement  of  the  work 
on  the  Chicago  River  since  its  adoption 
as  a  route  for  the  Main  Channel. 

The  efforte  of  the  Trustees,  and  all 
the  financial  resources  of  the  Sanitary 
District,  were  concentrated  for  a  period 
of  several  years  on  the  oonstmotion  of 
the  Main  Channel,  they  haviz^  in  mind 
that  there  were  alternative  routes  avail- 
able for  bringing  in  a  supply  of  pure 
lake  water.  Among  other  methods, 
there  were  two  that  were  thoroughly  dis- 
cussed: One,  the  use  of  the  Main  River 
and  the  South  Bmnch  throughout,  and 
the  other,  to  use  a  portion  of  the  South 
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Branch,  and  its  oonnecUon  with  th^ 
lake  by  an  artificial  channel  to  be  cut 
acroas  the  city  at  some  point  between 
Fourteenth  Street  and  Twenty-fourth 
Street. 

The  time  drew  near  when  the  imme- 
diate necessity  for  using  the  Main  Chaoh 
nel  pdnessed  upon  the  Trustees,  and  by 
the  advioe  of  their  engineers,  the  South 
Branth,  !from  the  lake  to  Robey  Street, 
was  adopted. 

The  normal  capacity  of  that  stretch 
of  river  was  about  one  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  cubic  feet  per  min;at^. 
The  stretch  involving  the  most  difficult 
problems  extended  from  a  point  just 
south  of  Monroe  Street  to  a  point  just 
south  of  Van  Bur  en  Street.  The  Penn- 
sylvania Railroad  Company  owned  or 
controlled  tiiis  stretch  of  property  on 
the  west  side  of  the  river,  which  was 
manifestly  the  proper  side  upon  which 
to  make  the  improvement.  That  com- 
pany would  entertain  no  suggestion  of 
sale  of  the  needed  lands.  The  outcome 
of  a  oondemnation  suit  to  secure  it  in- 
volved a  delay  so  protracted  that,  as  an 
expedient  to  meet  the  emergency  then 
pressing,  a  by-pa^s  construction  was 
proposed,  agreed  to,  and  carried  through, 
at  a  cost  slightly  in  excess  of  $500,000. 
This  expenditure  made  available  all  the 
work  theretofore  done  by  the  Sanitary 
District,  and  brought  immediate  cleans- 
ing to  the  Chicago  River  and  relief  to 
the  people  who  had,  up  to  that  time, 
paid  something  more  than  $30,000,000.00 
for  the  work  neceasary  to  protect  their 
water  supply.  With  this  relief  came  a 
period  in  which  the  Trustees  oould  give 
mature  and  unhampered  consideration  to 
the  final  solution  of  the  method  by 
which  the  full  volume  of  water  neces- 
sary to  comply  with  the  law  might  be 
obtained. 

The  Trustees,  wishing  the  fullest  in- 
formation possible,  appointed  an  Expert 
Oommiasion,  to  whom  this,  and  other 
important  questions,  connected  with 
the  work  of  the  Sanitary  District,  were 
submitted. 


This  Commission  devoted  the  time 
between  January  9,  1901,  and  April  23 
of  that  year  to  a  oonsideration  of  the 
questions  sufbmitted  to  it.  Its  report  is 
published  in  the  Proceeding  on  pages 
7231  to  7297,  inclusive. 

From  a  study  of  this  report,  and  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  Chief  Engi- 
neer of  the  Sandtary  District,  the  Chi- 
cago River  was  chosen  -as  the  lake  cxteiir 
sion  of  the  Main  Channel  of  the  Sani- 
tary District,  the  same  to  be  widened 
to  200  feet,  with  a  depth  at  dock  lines 
of  16  feet,  and  a  depth  in  the  central 
100  feet  of  26  feet,  providing  for  a  flow 
of  480,000  cubic  feet  per  minute  at  a 
velocity  slightly  under  one  and  a  quar- 
ter miles  per  hour.  The  estimated  cost 
of  this  project  was  approximately  $10,- 
000,000.00. 

Before  proceeding  with  the  work,  it 
was  necessary  that  financial  resources  be 
provided.  An  amendment  to  the  Sani- 
tary District  law  was  obtained  from  the 
Legislature  of  the  State,  inoreasing  the 
bond  limit  from  $15,000,000.00  to  $20,- 
000,000.00,  thereby  providing  $5,000,- 
000.00  to  be  applied  to  this  project. 

Work  was  immediately  begun,  and 
up  to  this  time  all  of  the  lands  needed 
for  this  improvement  southwest  of 
Eighteenth  Street  have  been  procured 
and  the  work  all  performed,  save  in 
three  short  stretches,  aggregating  about 
600  feet  in  length. 

North  of  EighteenHh  Street,  the  fol- 
lowing stretches  of  property  have  been 
acquired : 

The  entire  front  of  the  Chicago  Glu- 
cose Company's  factory,  extending  392.55 
feet.  This  is  south  of  Taylor  Street,  and 
has  been  procured,  excavated,  and 
docked;  the  entire  west  front  from  Har- 
rison Street  to  Polk  Street,  whfoh  is 
now  being  excavated  and  dodced;  and 
the  entire  property  north  of  Madison 
Street,  required  by  the  IMstrict  to  com- 
plete its  project.  The  dock  on  the 
stretch  between  Madison  and  Randolph 
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Streets  is  canfitructed  of  oon<nrete  in  the 
most  «nib8taiiitial  and  enduring  manner. 

The  District  has  ooxastructed  bascule 
bridges  at  State  Street,  Randolph  Street, 
Taylor  Stneet,  OanaJ  Street,  Main  Street, 
Loomis  Street  and  Ashland  Avenue.  It 
is  now  constructing  similar  bridges  at 
Harrison  Street  and  Eighteenth  Street, 
and  is  under  oontriact  for  the  Twenty- 
seoond  Street  Bridge  of  the  same  class, 
and  also  has  in  readiness  plans  for  new 
bridges  at  Dearborn  and  Polk  Streetis. 

The  expeiulitures  of  ^  river  improve- 
ment, up  to  December  Ist,  are  as  follows :

The  result  of  this  work  has  enabled 
the  Sanitary  District  to  maintain  an 
average  flow,  throughout  the  season  of 
navigation  just  closing,  of  approximate- 
ly 300,000  cubic  feet  of  waiter  per  min- 
ute, without  a  single  complaint  having 
been  made  to  this  Board  by  the  river 
transportation  interests;  and,  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  the  city  intercept- 
ing sewer  system  is  still  uniinished,  the 
wonderful  results  obtained  in  the  im- 
provement of  the  city's  water  supply, 
and  the  saving  of  the  lives  of  our  peo- 
ple, is  beet  told  by  the  two  following 
exxjerpts  taken  from  the  report  of  the 
Health  Department  of  the  City  of  Chi- 
cago: 

"For  the  fl^'c  months,  July  1st  to  No- 
vember 29th,  inclusive,  the  public  water 
supply  of  the  city  has  averaged  96.55  per 
cent  *safe,'  3.45  per  cent  'unsafe.' 

By  months  the  averages  are  as  fol- 
lows:

Health  Department  report,  Augujst  20, 
1904: 

"For  the  seoond  time  in  ten  years  a 
rainfall  of  more  than  three-quarters  of 
an  inch  in  twenty-four  hours  has  failed 
to  cause  contamination  of  the  public  wa- 
ter supply.  The  flrst.otii  record  was  that 
following  the  rainfall  of  July  31st  ult., 
which  was  more  than  nine-tenths  of  an 
inch.  During  the  twenty- four  hours 
ended  at  7  P.  M.  August  19,  there  was  a 
precipitation  of  more  than  one  and  one^ 
fourth  (1.27)  inches,  but  the  chemical 
determinations  of  August  20  showed  a 
purer  water  at  each  of  the  nine  pumping 
stations  than  samples  taken  seven  miles 
from  shore,  and  identical  with  samples 
taken  twelve  miles  from  shore. 

There  is  no  odbvious  or  plausible  rear 
son  for  this  but  the  continuous  oper- 
ation of  the  Drainage  Channel.  This  is 
the  :fifth  year  that  an  average  of  more 
than  300,000  cubic  feet  per  minute,  night 
and  day,  has  been  ilowing  from  the  lake 
down  the  Desplaines  and  Illinois  Valleys, 
and  during  this  time  there  has  been  the 
reduction  in  deaths  from  the  impure  wa- 
ter diseases  shown  in  the  following  ta.ble, 
the  dividing  line  beipg  January,  1900, 
date  of  opening  of  channel:

If  the  rate  of  the  four  years,  1896- 
1899,  before  the  opening  of  the  Drainage 
Channel,  had  obtained  during  the  last 
four  years  there  would  have  been  11,724 
deaths  from  the  acute  intestinal  diseases 
and  2,629  from  typhoid  fever,  or  2,826 
more  from  the  former  and  394  more  from 
the  latter  (a  total  of  3,220)  than  did 
actually  occur. 

The  money  vialue  of  these  3,220  lives 
—$16,100,000— is  only  one  item  to  be 
placed  to  the  life-saving  credit  of  the 
Drainage  Channel;  a  larger,  but  in- 
tangible <imount  \\X)uld  accrue  if  phy- 
sical sufferinig  of  the  victin^,  mental 
^suffering  of  parents,  wives  and  husbands 
and  impairment  of  vital  resistance  of  the 
survivort  could  be  fiqrured  out  in  dollars 
and  cents. 

From  the  standpoint  of  public  health 
the  Drainage  Channel  is  the  best  invest- 
ment Chicago  ever  made." 

NORTH    BRANCH    IMPROVEMENT. 

After   long   negotiation,   the  w«ark  of 
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aoquiring  the  right  of  way,  for  the  im- 
provement of  the  North  Branch  from 
Belmont  Avenue  to  Lawrenoe  Avenue, 
•  waA  completed  in  December,  1903,  and 
•on.  March  12,  1904,  the  contracts  for  the 
improvement  of  thifi  etretoh  of  the  North 
Branch  -were  let.  The  Chicago  and  Great 
Lakes  Dredge  and  Dock  Oompany  was 
the  lowest  bidder  on  Section  1,  extend- 
ing from  Belmont  Avenue  to  Montrose 
boulevard,  and  Oallahan  Brothers  &  Katz 
were  the  lowest  on  Section  2,  extending 
from  Montrose  Boulevard  to  Lawrence 
Avenue.  The  completed  channel  is  to  be 
ninety  feet  wide,  and  the  grade  at  the 
bottom  twelve ,  feet  below  Chicago  City 
datum,  tihe  cut  being  from  twenty  to 
twenty -six  feet  in  depth. 

The  oontractons  for  Section  2  assigned 
their  work,  on  Septemiber  17,  1904,  to 
the  Chicago  and  Great  Lakes  Dredge 
and  Dock  Company  (eee  Proceedings, 
page  10175),  which  was  done  on  account 
of  encountering  a  soft  material,  which 
th^  were  not  prepared  to  handle.  The 
amount  of  excavation,  completed  on  this 
section  is  50,300  cubic  yarda  Although 
the  contractors  for  Section  1  have  re- 
moved 52,700  oubie  yards  of  excavation 
to  date,  this  does  not  represent  the 
amount  of  work  actually  performed,  as 
a  large  amount  of  preparatory  work  has 
been  completed,  for  which  no  estimate 
has  been  made,  and  which  will  greatly 
ilacilitate  the  work  during  the  coming 
year. 

CALUHET    AND   EVANSTON    CHANNELS. 

Surveys  have  been  n>ade  of  the  Calu- 
met and  Evanbtott  routes,  and  the  maps 
end  plats  carefully  prepared  for  the  use 
of  the  Board.  A  large  pai-t  of  the 
property  necessary  for  the  construction 
of  the  Calumet  route  has  been  appraised 
by  competent  men,  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Finance  Committee,  and  the  work 
of  placing  valuations  upon  the  property 
necessary  for  the  const ru-ct ion  of  the 
Evanston  route  is  now  being  made. 

Under  the  authority  of  a  resolution 
passed  by  the  last  Congress,  empowering 


the  Secretary  od  War  to  grant  the  Sani- 
tary District  permissiom  to  lower  the 
government  dams  on  the  Illinois  River, 
the  work  is  now  prc^gresaing  at  the 
Kampsville  dam,  and  will  be  taken  up 
at  the  La  Grange  dam  at  the  earliest 
possible  opportunity. 

This  Honorable  Board  has  labored 
earnestly  but  unsuccessfully  toobtain  per- 
mission from  the  State  authorities  to 
lower  the  State  dams  located  at  Henry 
and  Copperas  Creek.  These  efforts 
should  be  oontinued  until  this  request 
is  complied  with,  thereby  meeting  the 
urgent  demands  of  the  people  owning 
property  along  the  Illinois  River;  as 
we  are  assured  'Sy  the  claimants  that 
the  carrying  out  of  this  work  of  lower- 
ing the  dams  will  result  in  the  with- 
drawal of  all  claims  on  their  part  for 
future  damages. 

Your  Engineering  Department  has 
spent  much  time  in  making  a  careful 
survey  of  the  Illinois  Valley  lands,  in 
order  to  prepare  for  defending  the  Dis- 
trict against  unjust  claims,  and  the 
results  of  that  labor  insures  a  success- 
ful defense  in  most  cases. 

The  contractors  upon  the  work  of 
Sections  1,  2,  3  and  4  ol  the  Water 
Power  Development  have  made  fair  prog- 
ress during  the  last  season,  but  not 
such  as  fully  meets  the  requirements 
under  the  eontracta  We  are  promised 
such  progress  from  this  time  on  as  will 
complete  the  work  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  of  the  contracts.  The  amount 
of  money  earned,  on  work  so  far  per- 
formed on  the  above  sections,  is  $468,- 
167.00,  and  the  amounts  paid  aggregate 
$386,454.00. 

The  duties  of  the  Law  Department, 
and  the  litigation  of  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict have  been  continually  increasing, 
until  they  now  have  become  one  of  the 
greatest  responsibilities  devolving  upon 
the  Board  of  Trustees.  Until  the  open- 
ing of  the  Main  Channel  most  of  the  ef- 
forts of  this  department  bad  been  con- 
fined to   securing  right  ol  way  of  the 
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Main  Ddrainage  Gbaxuiel  and  the  ordi- 
nary routing  work  of  tlie  offioe,  but 
adnoe  that  date  your  Honorable  Body 
haa  been  confronted  with  the  duty  of 
defending  the  District  against  unjust 
claims  of  contractors  who  did  work  on 
the  Main  Channel.  These  claima  for 
extras  on  this  work  amount  to  $2,465,- 
000.00,  and  tare  now  pending  in  court 
and  require  a  most  vigorous  defense. 

The  Law  Department  has  also  been 
called  upon  to  battle  for  the  aoquire- 
mient  of  that  most  valuable  property 
along  the  Chicago  River,  and  in  the 
heart  of  the  city,  whitsh  was  so  neccB- 
sary  for  the  widening  of  the  Chioago 
River,  in  order  to  comply  with  the  terms 
of  the  War  Department  and  the  needs 
of  commerce.  In  many  instances  the 
exaotions  of  the  property  owners  have 
been  so  great  a»  to  force  the  District 
to  fight  for  a  final  verdict  in  the  courts 
in  order  to  acquire  this  necessary  prop- 
erty, and  we  have  found  it  imperative 
to  employ  legal  assistance  of  high  char- 
acter and  ability  to  prosecute  these 
cases  to  a  termination  just  and  equitable 
to  the  tax-payers  of  the  community. 

With  the  opening  of  the  Drainage 
Channel  hiaa  come  also  the  demands  of 
the  property  owners  of  the  Desplaines 
and  Illinois  Valleys,  demandii^  redress 
for  damages  created  by  alleged  over- 
florwB.  Suits  actually  filed,  notices  re- 
ceived, and  the  agitation  now  proceeding 
from  the  valley,  indicate  that  these 
claims  will  be  many  hundreds  in  num- 
ber, and  will  amount  to  such  sums  as 
will  speedily  impoverish  the  resources 
of  the  District,  if  not  met  with  vigorous 
reefstanee. 

Your  Honorable  Body  has  seen  fit  to 
employ,  in  addition  to  our  Law  Depart^ 
ment,  local  attorneys  of  ability,  in  sev- 
eral counties  in  the  valley,  and  we  may 
congratulate  ourselves  that,  up  to  this 
time,  we  have  succeeded  in  properly  pro- 
tecting the  intereste  of  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict. One  of  the  leading  and  most  dan- 
geroue  cases  against  our    municipality 


has  been  defeated  in  the  Fulton  County 
courts,  by  reason  of  the  defense  made  by 
our  Law  and  Bngineering  Departments, 
aeeisted  by  special  counsel  wisely  se- 
lected. It  seems  hnperative  that  the 
greatest  vigilance  should  continue  to  be 
exercised  in  oomhating  the  xmreasonable 
claims  that  are  being  filed  lor  overflow 
in  a  large  number  of  counties  bordering 
upon  the  DUnoid  River;  and  while  we 
must  practice  all  possible  economy  in 
the  defense  of  these  cases,  it  is  mamfest 
they  wdll  result  in  greatly  increasing  the 
expenses  of  our  Law  Department. 

Greater  than  all  the  legal  battles 
above  mentioned  has  been  the  suit  of 
the  State  of  Missouri  and  the  City  of  St. 
Louis  against  the  Staite  of  lUinoas  and 
the  Sanitary  District  This  case,  being 
.one  of  original  jurisdiction  in  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  the  United  States,  may 
be  said  to  involve  the  very  life  ol  the 
Sanitary  District,  as  its  object  is  to  pre- 
vent the  flow  of  the  Drainage  Channel 
from  Lake  Michigan  to  the  Illinois  aatd 
Missiasippi  Rivers.  At  this  time  the 
entire  evidence  in  the  case,  by  both  plain- 
tiff and  defendant,  has  been  submitted 
to  the  special  United  States  Commission 
in  charge,  and  the  Trustees  of  the  Sani- 
tary Disrtrid;  feel  they  have  eminently 
defended  their  position,  and  that  no 
move  has  been  lacking  in  preparing  for 
presentaition  to  the  Supreme  Conrt  the 
strongest  possible  exposition  of  the 
sanitary  theories  underlying  this  great 
work,  and  the  actual  purification  of  the 
waters  of  the  channel  long  before  they 
mingle  with  the  Mississippi. 

Added  to  this  immense  volume  of  liti- 
gation, which  has  been  forced  upon  the 
Sanitary  District,  necessarily  follows  a 
very  large  increase  of  routine  work  in 
the  office  of  the  Law  Department. 

The  work,  to  whdch  the  finances  of 
this  District  are  now  being  devoted,  is, 
first,  the  completion  of  the  Chicago 
River  project;  second,  the  improvement 
of  the  North  Branch  from  BeLmont  ave- 
nue to  Lawrence  avenue,  and,  third,  the 
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acquirement  of  the  right  of  way  of  the 
Calumet  and  Evanston  routes.  Theoost 
of  this  'work,  and  the  land  necees&ry  for 
the  above  purposes,  is  approximately 
$6,000,000.00  The  resources  of  the  Sani- 
tary District  available  for  carrying  out 
the  above  plans  in  the  year  1906  is 
$4,210,000.00. 

The  work  of  construction  on  the  Calu- 
met and  Evanston  routes  cannot  be  un- 
dertaken by  this  Board  until  provision 
has  been  made  for  the  payment  of  the 
cost  of  construction,  which  is  estimatel 
at  $12,000,000. 

Every  contract  let  by  this  Board  dur- 
ing the  past  year  has  been  widely  adver- 
tised, and  upon  receipt  of  bids  awarded 
to  the  lowest  bidder,  as  shown  by  the 
tabulations  from  the  En^neering  Depart- 
ment; and  not  a  dollar  of  extras  has 
been  paid  to  any  contractor,  except  for 
extra  work  ordered  by  the  Chief  Engi- 
neer under  the  authority  conferred  upon 
him  by  the  extra  work  clause  of  the  con- 
tracts, empowering  him  to  fix  the  price 


at  which  the  work  shall  be  done,  and 
certifying  all  bills  for  work  ordered 
under  said  clause  to  the  Board  for  pay- 
ment. 

All  monies  paid  by  this  Board  has 
been  authorized  by  a  vote  of  the  Trus- 
tees in  public  session,  and  the  vouchers 
and  receipts  for  the  same  are  now  on 
file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict. 

You  will  find  attached  a  dettailed  state- 
ment of  the  receipts  and  disbursements 
of  the  Sanitary  District  for  the  year  end- 
ing December  1,  1904. 

In  conclusion,  I  w^ish  to  thank  the 
Trustees,  and  the  ofiicers  of  this  Board, 
for  their  hearty  co-operation  in  promot- 
ing the  interests  of  the  Sanitary  District 
and  the  tranbaotion  of  its  business, 
thiroughout  the  year.

To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Trustees 

of  the  Sanitary  Disiriot  of  Ohioago: 

Gentlemen — Your  Oommittee  on  Fi- 
nance reports  that  it  has  reached  an 
agreement  with  the  Lehigh  Valley  Coal 
Company  for  the  purchase  of  the  herein- 
after described  property  and  for  the  ad- 
justment  of  any  damages  to  the  property 
of  said  Goal  Company  which  may  result 
from  the  excavation  of  the  property  to  be 
conveyed  by  said  Goal  Company  to  the 
District.  Said  Coal  Company  has  agreed 
to  convey  to  the  District  the  following 
described  property,  to-wit: 

That  part  of  Block  sixty-six  (66),  in- 
cluding the  north  one-half  of  Sebor  Street 
(now  vacated),  in  School  Section  Addi- 
tion to  Chicago,  in  Township  thirty-nine 
(39)  North,  Range  fourteen  (14),  East 
of  the  Third  Principal  Meridian,  lying 
west  of  the  present  west  dock  line  and 
east  of  a  line  described  as  folows:  Be- 
ginning lat  a  point  in  the  south  line  of 
Harrison  Street  thirty- two  and  five-tenths

That  a  channel  be  con- 
structed by  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chi- 
cago, the  center  line  of  which  shall  be- 
gin at  the  center  line  of  the  Main  Chan- 
nel of  the  Sanitary  District  o^  Chicago 
in  Section  14,  T.  37  N.,  R.  11,  E.  of  the 
3d  P.  M.,  in  Cook  County,  Illinois,  at  a 
point  807.55  feet  (measured  along  the 
center  line  of  said  Main  Channel),  dis- 
tant from  the  wefeterly«lin€  of  said  Sec- 
tion 14 ;  running  thence  south  84  degrees 
east  to  the  westerly  resen-e  line  o^  the 
Illinois  and  Michigan  Canal ;  thence  along 
and  upon  the  center  line  of  the  above 
e.stablished  route.  Said  channel  shall  be 
constructed  to  a  width  of  90  feet  at  the 
bottom,  with  vertical  sidesr^where  the 
same  is  constructed  through  rock — -and 
said  channel  sh«all  be  constructed  to  a 
width  of  70  feet  on  the  bottom,  with  side

Section  3.  The  Finiance  Committee 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Sanitary 
District  of  Chichi g<o  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  negotiate  for  and  to  pur- 
chase for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Sanitary 
District  of  Chicago,  upon  such  terms  as 
said  Fiiaanee  Committee  mny  deem  just, 
any  and  all  property,  right  of  wviy  and 
privilege  within  said  route  for  .«%aid  chan- 
nel, ais  described  in  this  ordinance;  and 
in  the  event  that  said  Finance  Committee 
is  unable  to  agree  with  any  of  the  o>wners 
or  parties  in  intere:>t  for  any  of  said 
property  or  their  interests  therein,  then, 
upon  direction  of  «aid  Finance  Commit- 
^e,  the  Attorney  of  the  District  shall 
institute  proceedings  in  such  court  as 
he  may  deem  proper  for  the  condemna- 
tion of  any  such  property,  right  of  way 
or  privilege  as  said  Finance  Committee 


is  unable  to  acquire  by  piurch&ae  or  other- 
wise.

MONTHLY    REPORTS    OF    THE    ENGINEERING 
DEPARTMENT. 

The  Clerk  presented  reports  from  the 
Engineering  Department  for  the  months 
of  August,  September,  October  and  No- 


vember, 1904,  which,  by  unanimous  con- 
sent, were  ordered  printed  in  the  Pro- 
ceedings and  placed  on  file. 

The  following  is  the  report  for  the 
month  of  August: 

Chicago,  December  12,  1904. 
To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Trustees 

of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chioago : 

Gentlemen — I  herewith  present  the 
report  of  the  Engineering  Department 
for  the  month  of  August,  1904,  giving 
the  detailed  operation-s  of  same. 

The  construction  earnings  during  the 
month  were  $145,526.02.  Vouchers  on 
this  account  were  issued  to  the  amount 
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of  $160,349.11,  including  $14,823.09  of 
reserved  percentages.  The  engineer- 
ing expenees  were  $15,105.09,  divided 
as  follows:  Salaries,  $11,821.25,  sup- 
plies, etc.,  $3,283.84.  Vouchers  to  the 
amount  of  $193.35  were  also  issued  on 
account  of  maintenance  of  highway 
bridges.  Details  of  the  figures  here 
given  are  shown  in  the  tabulated  state- 
ments  submitted  herewith. 

Chicago  River. 

The  contractor  for  Section  1  of  the 
North  Branch  employed  an  average- 
daily  force  of  14  men  and  10  teams, 
and  the  work  consisted  principally  of 
the  excavation  of  the  channel  just  south 
of  Montrose  Boulevard  and  placing  the 
material  in  the  old  river  bed.  Dredge 
No.  7  started  on  the  22nd  in  the  Bel- 
mont Avenue  Bridge  draw  to  make  a 
pilot  cut,  but  broke  down  on  the  27th 
^nd  was  out  of  commission  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  month. 

The  contractors  for  Section  2  of  the 
North  Branch  employed  an  average 
daily  force  of  18  men  and  10  teams,  and 
the  work  consisted  principally  of  cut- 
ting a  ditch  20  feet  wide,  from  Station 
95  to  the  north  end  of  the  section,  so 
that  in  case  of  flood  in  the  spring  time 
the  surplus  water  can  be  taken  care  of. 

The  record  of  the  contractor  for  the 
dredging  and  docking  of  the  South 
Branch  was  as  follows:  An  average 
daily  force  of  21  men  was  employed  on 
concrete  dock  work,  concreting  until  the 
15th,  and  cleaning  up,  back  filling  and 
removing  the  plant  from  the  15th  to 
the  31st.  The  dock  proper  was  practi- 
cally completed  at  the  end  of  the 
month.  Anchor  piles  were  driven  at  the 
Chicago  and  Alton  dock  from  the  5th 
to  the  8th,  dock  piles  on  the  0th  and 
10th  and  caps,  stringers  and  fillers  were 
placed  by  the  18th,  but  no  further  work 
was  done  during  the  month  as  the  con- 
tractor had  no  sheeting.  With  the  ex- 
ception of  backfilling,  the  Keith  dock 
was  completed  on  the  26th.  With  the 
exception  of  the  east  100  feet,  the  dock 


piles  at  the  Maxwell  dock  were  driven 
on  the  27th  and,  with  the  exception  of 
the  east  50  feet,  the  anchor  piles  were 
driven  on  the  23rd.  The  work  remain- 
ing on  anchor  piles  must  be  done  on 
private  property  and  permission  to  do 
the  work  was  not  secured  up  to  the  end 
of  the  month. 

The  contractor  for  the  substructure 
of  the  Harrison  Street  Bridge  continued 
operations  with  an  average  daily  force 
of  8^^  men.  Pile  drivers  were  em- 
ployed 31%  days  and  a  dredge  ll^  days. 
The  work  done  was  as  follows:  Started 
placing  cofTer-dam  sills  on  the  east  side 
on  the  1st;  drove  steel  sheeting  for  the 
south  face  of  the  east  coffer-dam  on  the 
2nd  and  3rd;  started  sawing  off  foun- 
dation piles  on  the  5th  and  completed 
same  on  the  9th;  removed  dock  on  west 
side  of  river  on  the  10th  and  11th; 
started  driving  steel  sheeting  on  front 
face  of  east  coffer-dam  on  the  12th; 
started  placing  tie  rods  for  the  Edi- 
son Company's  elctrical  plant  on  the 
west  side  of  the  river  on  the  17th  and 
completed  same  on  the  31st;  and 
dredged  the  site  of  the  west  foundation 
on  the  20th. 

The  contractor  for  the  substructure 
of  the  Eighteenth  Street  Bridge  em- 
ployed an  average  daily  force  of  33 
men.  The  work  of  removing  coffer- 
dams on  the  west  side  was  continued 
and  the  placing  of  foot  guards,  building 
of  trenches  to  connect  with  the  by- 
pass, etc.,  was  carried  on  throughout 
the  month.  On  the  east  side  the  build- 
ing of  coffer-dam  was  carried  on  during 
the  entire  month,  the  filling  of  which 
was  completed  at  the  end  of  same.  The 
sewer  was  completed  in  the  early  part 
of  the  month  and  the  first  system  of 
bracing  for  the  coffer-dam  was  put  in 
place  in  the  latter  part.  The  contractor 
for  the  superstructure  employed  an  av- 
erage daily  force  of  12  men,  as  follows: 
Began  operations  on  the  west  side,  on 
the  27th,  by  erecting  derrick  for  hand- 
ling material;  track  girders  were  put- in 
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place  and  riyeting  was  started  for  the 
lateral  bracing  between  the  28th  and 
30th;  and  the  setting  of  machinery  col- 
umns on  foundation,  the  placing  of 
track  plates  and  unloading  steel  was 
carried  on. 

The  contractor  for  the  substructure 
of  the  Loomis  Street  Bridge  employed 
«kn  average  daily  force  of  6  men  as. fol- 
lows: Started  to  remore  the  steel 
sheeting  in  the  north  coflfer-dam  on  the 
1st  and  completed  it  on  the  3rd;  re- 
sumed building  the  north  protections  on 
the  9th  and  completed  them  on  the 
11th;  completed  the  machinery  house 
foundations  on  the  north  side  on  the 
17th;  and  did  odd  jobs  such  as  building 
fences,  sidewalks,  painting,  etc.,  dur- 
ing the  month.  The  substructure  was 
prajctically  completed  at  the  end  of  the 
month.  The  contractor  for  the  super- 
structure employed  an  average  daily 
force  of  31  men  as  follows:  Electric 
power  was  turned  on  and  machinery 
started  on  the  1st;  started  paving  for 
bridge  incline  on  the  2nd;  lowered  north 
leaf  on  the  3rd;  lowered  both  leaves  on 
the  5th;  started  decking  south  leaf  on 
the  6th;  fltarted  dedcing  uoorth  leaf  on 
the  13th;  and  started  placing  solenoid 
power  brakes  on  the  30th. 
Water  Power  Development  at  Lochpori. 

The  contractor  for  Section  1  of  the 
power  development  at  Lockport  em- 
ployed an  average  daily  force  of  174 
men  during  the  month.  Excavation 
south  of  the  Lockport  Road  was  con- 
tinued and  the  temporary  bridge  across 
the  Main  Channel  on  the  Lockport  road 
was  begun  on  the  8th  and  completed 
on  the  22nd.  Another  air  compressor 
was  started  on  the  11th.  About  2500 
cubic  yards  of  earth  and  32,800  cubic 
yards  of  rock  were  removed  during  the 
month.  One  channeler  operated  432 
hours,  two  steam  shovels,  503  hours  and 
12  drills,  4,398  hours. 

The  contractor  for  Section  2  em- 
ployed an  average  daily  force  of  200 
men.     Excavation  of  the  channel  was 


continued,  the  erection  of  a  crusher 
plant  near  the  power  house  location 
and  the  oonstruction  of  a  concrete 
warehouse  was  carried  on.  A  concrete 
mixer  plant  was  received  during  the 
month.  About  6,000  cubic  yards  of 
earth  and  26,600  cubic  yards  of  rode 
were  removed  during  the  month.  Two 
steam  shovels  operated  227  hours  and  5 
drills,  2,644  hours. 

The  contractor  for  Section  3  em- 
ployed an  average  daily  force  of  72 
men.  Excavation  in  rock  was  begun  on 
the  19th.  About  1,000  cubic  yards  of 
earth  and  5,950  cubic  yards  of  rock 
were  removed  to  the  west  embankment. 
The  extension  of  the  levee  to  Section  4 
was  started  on  the  23rd.  Three  chan- 
nelers  worked  1,644  hours,  6  drills, 
1,420  hours  and  1  steam  shovel,  88 
hours. 

The  contractor  for  Section  4  em- 
ployed an  average  daily  force  of  49 
men.  The  crib  work  of  the  coffer-dam 
was  completed  and  all  the  ballast  and 
filling  placed.  Pumping  was  started  on 
the  21st,  but  was  discontinued  on  the 
23rd  as  the  pumps  could  not  lower  the 
water.  Two  15-inch  and  one  12-inch 
pump  were  being  added  to  the  pump- 
ing plant.  About  40,000  feet  B.  M.  oT 
lumber  and  7,900  cubic  yards  of  ballast 
were  placed  in  the  crib. 

8oiUh  of  JoUet, 

Hardin  &  Co.,  contractors  for  raising 
the  roadway  of  Brandon's  Bridge  Road 
began  operations  on  the  4th.  The  work 
was  much  interrupted  by  strikes  and 
disputes,  so  much  so  that  an  average 
of  3  teams  and  7  men  only  was  main- 
tained during  the  month.  The  contract- 
or furnished  and  placed  729  cubic  yards 
and  excavated  621  cubic  yards  of  ma- 
terial 

Misoelhmeous. 

In  the  Drafting  Department  work 
was  continued  on  the  maps  of  the  Illi- 
nois River  near  Morris,  Ills.,  showing 
the  overflowed  land;  and  work  was  be- 
gun on  a  map  showing    the    business 
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houses  bounded  by  Halsted  Street  on 
the  west^  by  12th  Street  on  the  north, 
by  Michigan  Avenue  on  the  east  and 
by  22nd  Street  on  the  south.  The  fol- 
lowing drawings^  etc.,  were  made:  Map 
of  proposed  North  Shore  Channel,  for 
reduction;  map  of  proposed  Calumet- 
Sag  Channel,  showing  track  numbers; 
map  of  Illinois  River,  showing  tracts  of 
land  ckdmed  to  be  damaged  by  floods; 
maps  for  St.  Louis  law  suit;  plan  of 
proposed  coffer-dam  for  improvement  of 
West  Fork  of  South  Branch  of  Chicago 
River;  and  plan  and  profile  of  the  Har- 
rison Street  Bridge,  for  the  Secretary  of 
War. 

In  the  Bridge  Department  some  work 
was  done  on  plans  for  the  Dearborn 
Street  Bridge;  work  was  started  on  the 
design  for  lengthening  the  Metropolitan 
Elevated  Railroad  Co.'s  Bridge;  seven- 
teen sheets  of  shop  plans  of  the  Harri- 
son Street  Bridge  were  received  from 
the  superstructure  contractor,  eight  of 
which  were  returned  for  correction  and 
two  were  approved.  Nine  sheets  of 
shop  plans  for  the  Eighteenth  Street 
Bridge  were  received  from  the  super- 
structure contractor,  eight  of  which 
were  returned  for  correction  and  one 
was  approved.  Seven  sheets  of  shop 
plans  for  the  Loomis  Street  Bridge 
were  received  from  the  superstructure 
contractor,  four  of  which  were  returned 


I  for  correction  and  three  were  approved. 
The  plans  for  the  Lockport  Road  and 
Wire  Mills  Road  Bridges  over  the  Main 
Channel  on  Water  Power  Section  No.  1 
were  sent  to  Lockport  for  approval  of 
Highway  Commissioners.  Some  work 
was  done  on  design  for  bridge  over  the 
Old  River  Channel  on  the  Wire  Mills 
Road  on  Water  Power  Section  No.  1. 

The  east  side  of  the  approoiches  to  the 
Southwest  Boulevard  Bridge,  crossing 
the  Main  Channel  on  Contract  Section 
0,  was  graded  and  macadamised  be- 
tween th^  11th  and  18th. 

The  contractor  for  the  repair  of  the 
River  DiversiosB  levee  on  Contract  Sec- 
tion 6  began  operations  on  the  31st 
with  6  men  and  4  scrapers. 

In  addition  to  the  work  reported 
above,  the  engineer  corps  continued 
taking  and  recording  hydraulic  meas- 
urements, in  computing  estimate  notes, 
in  making  cement  tests,  in  carrying  on 
operations  in  the  Dlinois  Valley,  in  su- 
perintending and  inspecting  construc- 
tion work,  in  preparing  information  for 
the  Law  Department,  etc.,  etc. 

I  estimate  the  expenses  of  this  De- 
partment for  the  month  of  September,

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The  following  is  the  report  for  the 
month  of  September: 

Ohioago,  December  15,  1904. 
To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Trustees 

of  the  Sanitary  Dietriet  of  Chicago : 

Gkittlemen — ^I  herewith  present  the 
report  of  the  Engineering  Department 
for  the  month  of  September,  1904,  giv- 
ing the  detailed  operations  of  same. 

The  construction  earnings  during  the 
month  were  $86,098.08,  on  account  of 
which  vouchers  were  issued  to  the 
amount  of  $87,611.99,  including  re- 
served percentages  to  the  amount  of 
$1,513.91.  The  engineering  expenses 
were  $12,855.47,  divided  as  follows:  Sal- 
aries, $11,391.88;  eupplies,  etc.,  $1,463.- 
59.  Vouchers  to  the  amount  of  $172.07 
were  also  issued  on  account  of  the 
maintenance  of  highway  bridges.  De- 
tails of  the  figures  here  given  are  shown 
in  the  tabulated  statements  submitted 
herewith. 

Chicago  River. 

The  contractor  foor  Section  1  of  the 
North  Biraunch  employed  a  daily  average 
force  of  8  men  at  making  a  pilot  cut,  and 
at  the  end  of  the  mouth  had  completed 
1,800  feet  of  it. 

The  contractor  for  Section  2  of  the 
North  Branch  employed  a  daily  average 
force  of  19  men  and  11  teams  at  exca- 
vating and  ditching  from  the  north  end 
of  the  work  to  Station  85.  About  8,500 
cubic  yards  of  material  were  removed. 

The  work  done  by  the  contractor  for 
the  dredging  and  docking  of  the  South 
Branch  was  as  follows:  The  work  of 
back-filling  the  concrete  dock  was  car- 
ried on  by  city  teams  during  the  whole 
month,  and  the  pile  driver  worked  64 
houra  pulling  34  pieces  of  old  steel  sheet- 
ing at  the  Randolph  Street  Bridge  abut- 
ment. Work  at  the  Chicago  &  Alton 
dock  was  completed  on  the  19th,  with 
the  exception  of  sawing  off  the  sheeting 
and  placing  the  wales.  The  Keith  dock 
was  entirely  completed  on  the  16th.  At 
the  Maxwell  dock  work  was  carried  on 


during  the  entire  month  driving  anchor 
piles,  dock  piles  and  sheeting  and,  at 
the  end  of  same,  oompleted  233  feet  of 
the  dock,  with  the  exception  of  badk-fiU- 
ing  and  wales. 

Repairs  were  made  to  a  sidewalk  on 
the  west  side  of  the  south  a^voach  to 
the  South  Halsted  Street  Bridge  be- 
tween the  6th  and  12th  on  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict force  account. 

The  contractor  for  the  substructure 
of  the  Harrison  Street  Bridge  employed 
an  average  daily  torce  of  17%  men.  On 
the  2nd  the  Pneumatic  Tube  Go.  started 
to  remove  part  of  the  bulkhead  or  re- 
taining wall  which  supports  the  road- 
way on  the  west  side  of  the  river  and 
it  caved  in.  The  driving  of  a  mud  dam 
was  completed  on  the  east  side  of  the 
river  on  the  8th.  Retaining  wall  at  the 
west  approach  was  braced  on  the  17th. 
Oompleted  the  first  system  of  bracing 
for  the  east  coffer-dam  on  the  17th.  The 
building  of  the  dam  on  the  east  side 
was  begun  on  the  18th.  The  second 
system  of  bracing  for  the  east  coffer- 
dam was  begun  on  the  20th.  The  driv- 
ing of  the  west  coffer-dam  and  founda- 
tion piles  was  started  on  the  2lBt.  The 
second  system  of  bracing  for  the  east 
coffer-dam  was  finished  and  the  third 
system  was  "begun  on  the  26th.  Exoavar 
tion  in  the  east  coffer-dam  was  begun  on 
the  29th.  The  bracing  of  the  Lehigh 
Valley  Coal  Co.'s  office  was  oompleted 
on  the  30th. 

The  contractor  for  the  substructure 
of  the  Eiighteenth  Street  Bridge  em- 
ployed an  average  daily  force  of  38 
men.  The  work  consisted  principally  of 
excavation  and  sawing  off  piles  in  the 
east  dam,  and  placing  bracing.  The 
setting  up  of  a  concrete  mixer  was  be- 
gun on  the  26th  and  concreting  was  be- 
gun on  the  30th.  The  contractor  for  the 
superstructure  employed  a  daily  aver- 
age force  of  16  men.  The  work  of  erect- 
ing the  approach  span  on  the  west  side 
was  carried  on  from  the  1st  to  the  3rd, 
the   erection   of   the   top    and    bottom 
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idiOTds  on  the  west  side  was  carried  on 
from  the  3rd  to  the  20th,  and  from  the 
20th  to  the  30th  the  setting  of  floor 
beams,  laterals  and  diagonals  was  car- 
ried on.  Riveting  was  begun  at  the  end 
of  the  month. 

The  contractor  for  the  substructure 
of  the  Loomis  Street  Bridge  employed 
an  average  d&ily  force  of  4  men.  The 
principal  work  done  was  building  side- 
walks, fences,  painting,  placing  of  flood 
guards,  grading  the  approaches,  etc. 
With  the  exception  of  placing  a  sumiU 
amount  of  concrete  in  the  north  abut- 
ment flood  guards,  the  work  of  the  sub- 
structure was  completed.  The  con- 
tractor for  the  superstructure  employed 
an  average  daily  force  of  12  men.  The 
work  of  installing  pumps  for  the  south 
tail  pits  was  begun  on  the  2nd;  started 
the  dismantling  of  the  plant  on  the  6th; 
completed  the  riveting  of  the  top  chord 
on  the  13th;  started  placing  machinery 
house  on  the  south  side  on  the  22nd; 
erection  of  safety  gates  was  begun  on 
the  27th;  and  the  adjustment  of  the 
counterweight  for  the  north  leaf  was 
completed  on  the  29th.  The  super- 
structure was  practically  completed  at 
the  end  of  the  month. 

Water  Povoer  Development, 

The  contractor  for  Section  1  of  the 
power  development  at  Lockport  em- 
ployed an  average  daily  force  of  155 
men.  The  work  consisted  mainly  of 
excavation.  A  trestle  for  the  east 
abutment  dump  was  begun  on  the  14th. 
The  Lockport  Road  temporary  bridge 
across  the  Main  Channel  was  opened  to 
traffic  on  the  2nd.  One  channeler  worked 
374  hours;  9  drills,  3,460  hours;  steam 
shovel  No.  807  worked  135  hours,  and 
No.  808  worked  223  hours.  About  1,000 
cubic  yards  of  earth  and  27,400  cubic 
yards  of  rock  were  excavated. 

The  contractor  for  Section  2  em- 
ployed an  average  daily  force  of  196 
men.  The  crusher  plant  and  cement 
shed  were  completed  on  the  15th.  Ex- 
cavation   was    continued    and   prepara- 


tions were  made  to  construct  the  con- 
crete wall  west  of  the  power  house  site. 
Three  channelers  worked  1,275  hours; 
steam  shovel  No.  818  worked  117  hours; 
and  8  drills  were  also  operated.  About 
1,700  cubic  yards  of  earth  and  11,900 
cubic  yards  of  rock  were  excavated. 

The  contractor  for  Section  3  em- 
ployed an  average  daily  force  of  126 
men.  The  work  consisted  principaUyof 
excavation  and  the  extension  of  a  levee  . 
to  connect  with  Section  4.  Steam  ahov- 
els  Nos.  812  and  813  worked  353  hours; 
8  drills,  4,259  hours;  and  <me  channeler, 
88  hours. 

The  contractor  for  Section  4  em- 
ployed an  average  daily  force  of  25 
men.  The  work  consisted  of  installing 
pumps,  pumping,  repairing  leaks,  and 
placing  24,000  feet  B.  M.  of  lumber  and 
400  cubic  yards  of  ballast.  The  water 
in  the  enclosure  was  lowered  3.8  feet, 
but  many  leaks  developed  and  the 
pumps  were  stopped.  The  earth  fllling 
was  rammed  and  other  methods  were 
used  to  stop  the  leaks. 

South  of  Joliet. 
The  contractor  for  raising  the  road- 
way of  Brandon's  Bridge  employed  an 
average  daily  force  of  10  men.  About 
535  cubic  yards  of  fill  were  placed  in 
the  north  roadway,  test  pits  were  dug 
and  the  installation  of  a  centrifugal 
pump  was  begun  on  the  19th. 

Miacellaneous, 

In  the  Drafting  Department  work 
was  continued  on  maps  of  the  Illinois 
River  near  Morris,  111.,  showing  the 
overflowed  land;  work  was  completed 
on  the  map  showing  the  business  houses 
bounded  by  Halsted  Street  on  the  west, 
by  Twelfth  Street  on  the  north,  by 
Michigan  Avenue  on  the  east  and  l^ 
Twenty- second  Street  on  the  south; 
work  was  begun  on  maps  for  use  in 
the  Pennsylvania  Co.'s  law  suit,  and  on 
maps  showing  overflowed  land  near  Ot- 
tawa amd  Seneca,  HI. 

In  the  Bridge  Department  11   sheets 
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of  shop  plana  for  the  Harrison  Street 
Bridge  were  received  from  the  super- 
■tructure  contractor,  6  of  which  were  re- 
turned for  cbrrection  and  6  approved. 
Three  sheets  of  shop  plans  for  the 
Eighteenth  Street  Bridge  were  received 
from  the  superstructure  contractor,  6  of 
which  were  approved.  One  sheet  of 
shop  drawings  of  the  Twenty -Second 
Street  Bridge,  showing  substructure 
metal,  was  received  from  the  super- 
structure contractor  and  was  examined 
and  approved.  Two  sheets  of  shop  plans 
for  the  Loomis  Street  Bridge  were  re- 
oeived  from  the  superstructure  con- 
tractor which  were  examined  and  ap- 
proved. Plans  of  a  trunion  bascule 
bridge  of  the  Strauss  type  were  exam- 
ined. 

The  contractor  for  the  repair  of  the 
River  Diversion  levee  on  Section  6  con- 
tinued operations  with  about  10  teams 
until  the  24th.  No  further  work  was 
done  on  account  of  the  ground  being  too 
soft  for  the  teams  to  work  on. 

The  work  of  dig^ng  away  the  filling 
from  behind  the  retaining  wall  on  the 
north  side  of  the  east  end  of  the  Main 
Channel  on  Section  6,  near  Station  1046 
-|-30,  that  had  moved  by  the  action 
of  the  water  that  broke  through  the 
River  Diversion  levee  at  that  point  dur- 
ing the  high  water  period  last  winter, 
was  startea  with  a  force  of  8  men  on 
the  12th.  On  the  19th  a  scow  was 
brought  to  the  work  from  Robey  Street 
and    operations    were  ccmtinued  to  the 


end  of  the  month  with  the  use  of  the 
derrick  on  the  scow.  The  work  was 
done  on  Sanitary  District  force  ac- 
count. 

Repairs  to  the  floors  of  the  highway 
bridges  across  the  Main  Channel  at  Wil- 
low Springs,  Lemont  and  Romeo  were 
begun  by  contractors  on  the  22nd  and 
at  Kedxie  Avenue  on  the  26th.  The  re- 
placing of  wooden  sidewalks  across  the 
property  of  the  District  at  Kedzie  Ave- 
nue and  the  construction  of  a  cinder 
walk  on  both  sides  of  the  WiUow 
Springs  Road  Bridge  between  the  I  &  M. 
Oanal  and  the  Desplaines  River  were 
begun  by  contractors  near  the  end  of 
the  month. 

The  canal  boat  "Bryan"  sank  in  the 
Upper  Basin  at  Joliet  on  the  afternoon 
of  the  4th. 

In  addition  to  the  work  reported 
above,  the  engineers  continued  taking 
and  recording  hydraulic  measurements, 
in  computing  estimate  notes,  in  making 
cement  tests,  in  carrying  on  operations 
in  the  Illinois  Valley,  in  superintending 
and  inspecting  construction  and  other 
work,  in  preparing  information  and  act- 
ing as  witnesses  for  the  Law  Depart- 
ment, etc.,  etc 

I  estimate  the  expenses  of  this  De- 
partment for  the  month  of  October  will 
be  $210,000.00.

The  contractor  for  Section  2  of  the 
North  Branch  employed  a  daily  average 
force  of  4  men  and  10  teams.  Work 
was  discontinued  on  the  5th. 

The  work  done  by  the  contractor  for 
the  dredging  and  docking  of  the  South 
Branch  was  as  follows:  The  only  op- 
erations carried  on  at  the  concrete  dodc 
was  back>fllling  by  city  teams;  the  only 
work  done  at  the  Chicago  &  Alton  dock 
was  the  sawing  off  of  sheeting  and 
placing  of  wale  along  the  dock,  which 
was  finished  between  the  26th  and  28th; 
the  work  of  pulling  piles  at  the  Seav- 
ems  dock,  located  on  the  south  side  of 
the  river  immediately  west  of  Twenty- 
second  Street,  was  begun  on  the  5th  and 
finished  on  the  10th,  and  dredge  No.  7 
began  excavating  on  the  20th  and  fin- 
ished on  the  29th;  at  the  Keith  prop- 
erty 18  lineal  feet  of  dock  was  placed 
around  an  intake  wall;  and  at  the  Max- 
well dock  the  work  of  driving  sheeting, 
digging  trench,  placing  back  logs  and 
anchor  rods  was  carried  on  between  the 
1st  and  the  28th. 

The  contractor  for  the  substructure 
of  the  Harrison  Street  Bridge  em- 
ployed an  average  daily  force  of  53  men 
as  follows:  Drove  one  temporary  pro- 
tection clump  for  east  coffer-dam  on  the 
4th;  completed  the  third  system  of  brac- 
ing for  east  ooffer-dam  on  the  8th; 
started  fourth  system  of  bracing  for 
east  cofferdam  on  the  10th  and 
completed  same  on  the  17th;  started 
the  fifth  system  of  bracing  for  east 
coffer-dam  on  the  18th;  the  sewer  di- 
version was  completed  on  the  21st;  a 
concrete  mixer  was  installed  and  exca- 
vation for  the  east  foundation  was  com- 
pleted on  the  28th;  and  concreting  on 
the   east  foundation  was  begun  on  the 

3l8t. 

The  contractor  for  the  substructure 
of  the  Eighteenth  Street  Bridge  em- 
ployed an  average  daily  force  of  36  men. 
The  work  consisted  principally  of  plac- 


ing forms  and  laying  concrete  for  the 
east  foundation  and  at  the  end  of  the 
month  the  said  foundation  was  com- 
pleted with  the  exception  of  some  odd 
jobs  and  the  placing  of  pit  linings.  Con- 
creting was  finished  up  to  5  C.  C.  D.  on 
the  12th.  The  grouping  of  bolsters  was 
started  on  the  24th.  The  placing  of  tail 
pit  forms  was  started  on  the  25th  and 
the  removing  of  forms  was  started  on 
the  26th.  The  contractor  for  the  super- 
structure employed  an  average  daily 
force  of  34  men.  The  work  consisted 
of  riveting  and  placing  counterweights, 
erecting  machinery  houses,  putting  in 
sidewalk  stringers,  laying  sidewalk, 
placing  feed  wires  and  connecting  mo- 
tors, riveting  machinery  trusses  and 
placing  street  car  rails.  The  decking  of 
the  roadway  was  begun  on  the  21st. 
Painting  was  carried  on  throughout  the 
month.  On  the  31st  work  was  started 
putting  in  portal  east  of  viaduct,  that 
had  been  removed  in  order  to  put  in 
foundations. 

The  contractor  for  the  substructure 
of  the  Loomis  Street  Bridge  employed 
an  average  daily  force  of  3*4  men.  The 
work  consisted  of  building  fences  and 
painting  same,  and  placing  a  little  con- 
crete around  the  flood  guards.  The  Peo- 
ple's Gas  Light  &  Coke  Co.'s  fence  was 
completed  on  the  15th  and  painted  on 
the  17th.  The  contractor  for  the  super- 
structure employed'  an  average  daily 
force  of  8  men,  as  follows:  Completed 
erection  of  safety  gates  on  the  Ist; 
started  painting  machinery  and  opera- 
tor's houses  on  the  6th;  and  placed 
name  plates  on  the  10th.  The  bridge 
was  entirely  completed  on  the  17th  and 
operated  by  a  Sanitary  District  force 
from  the  17th  to  the  20th,  at  which 
time  the  bridge  was  turned  over  to  the 
City  of  Chicago  and  operation  assumed 
by  it  on  the  21st. 

Water  Power  Development. 
The   contractor  for  Section   1   of   the 
Power   Development   at   Lockport     em- 
ployed  an   average   daily   force   of    100 
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men.  The  work  consisted  of  steam 
shovel  work  north  of  Lockport  Road 
and  3  days'  excavation  for  the  west  em- 
bankment core.  Steam  shovel  No.  808 
worked  230  hours;  1  channeler,  261 
hours,  and  6  drills,  1,004  hours.  About 
850  cubic  yards  of  earth  and  21,500  cubic 
yards  of  rock  were  excavated,  all  of 
bci  yards  of  rock  were  excavated,  all  of 
which  was  placed  on  the  east  embank- 
ment between  Lockport  Road  and  the 
end  of  the  completed  Main  Channel. 

The  contractor  for  Section  2  em- 
ployed an  average  daily  force  of  279 
men.  Steam  shovel  No.  807  worked  the 
whole  month  between  Stations  1630  and 
1638,  and  No.  813  worked  from  the  12th 
to  the  31st  between  Stations  1643  and 
1655.  The  crusher  plant  was  started  on 
the  18th  and  work  on  the  concrete  plant 
was  carried  on  during  the  whele  month. 
About  300  feet  of  forms  were  erected 
north  of  the  power  house  location. 
Three  steam  shovels  worked  425  hours, 
2  channelers,  605  hours;  and  13  drills, 
1,040  hours.  About  6,900  cubic  yards  of 
earth  and  39,000  cubic  yards  of  rock 
were  removed. 

The  contractor  for  Section  3  em- 
ployed an  average  daily  force  of  115 
men.  Steam  shovel  No.  813  worked 
from  the  1st  to  the  11th  and  No.  812 
during  the  whole  month.  The  steam 
shovels  worked  330  hours,  and  8  drills, 
3,343  hours.  About*  1,000  cubic  yards  of 
earth  and  24,800  cubic  yards  of  rock 
were  excavated  and  spoiled  in  the  area 
west  of  the  section. 

The  contractor  for  Section  4  em- 
ployed an  average  daily  force  of  37 
men.  The  work  consisted  of  pumping, 
patching  the  crib,  ramming  the  earth, 
and  filling  and  preparing  for  the  rock 
excavation.  The  water  was  lowered  to 
— 47.4,  the  proposed  bottom  being  — 50. 
South  of  Joliet. 

The  contractor  for  raising  the  road- 
way of  Brandon's  Bridge  employed  an 
average  daily  force  of  17  men.  About 
236  cubic  yards  of  fill  and  40,000  feet 


B.  M.  of  lumber  were  placed.    The  tres- 
tle was  practically  completed. 
MisoelUxneoua. 

In  the  Drafting  Department  the  maps 
of  the  Illinois  River  near  Morris,  111., 
showing  overfiowed  lands,  were  com- 
pleted; work  was  continued  on  the 
maps  showing  overflowed  lands  near  Ot- 
tawa and  Seneca,  HI.,  and  on  maps  for 
use  in  the  Pennsylvania  Co.'s  law  suit. 
A  map  was  made  showing  the  railroad 
properties  bounded  by  Kinsie,  State, 
Twenty- Second  and  Canal  streets. 

In  the  Bridge  Department  33  sheets 
of  shop  plans  for  the  Harrison  Street 
Bridge  were  received  from  the  super- 
struoture  contractor,  21  of  which  were 
returned  for  correction  and  10  were  ap- 
proved. A  revised  substructure  plan 
and  revised  plan  of  east  sewer  were 
made.  Two  sheets  of  shop  plans  for  the 
Eighteenth  Street  Bridge  were  received 
and  two  were  approved. .  A  plan  of  the 
east  abutment  was  revised  and  a  plan  of 
street  car  rails  and  profile  of  west  incline 
were  made.  A  plan  and  estimate  for  ex- 
tending the  Metropolitan  Elevated  Rail- 
road Oo.'s  Bridge  was  made  and  an  esti- 
mate of  cost  of  same  was  nearly  com- 
pleted. A  cross-section  of  a  freight  house 
and  an  estimate  of  cost  was  made  for  use 
in  the  Pennsylvania  Co.'s  law  suit.  An 
inspection  of  paint  on  eome  railroad 
structure  in  Chicago  was  made,  in  order 
to  determine  the  value  of  different  pro- 
tection coatings. 

The  work  of  repairing  the  retaining 
wall  on  Section  6  of  the  Main  Channel 
was  continued.  A  diver  inspected  the 
wall  below  the  water  line  on  the  17th. 

Repair  work  on  the  floors  of  bridges 
across  the  Main  Channel  was  completed 
as  follows:  Kedzie  Avenue  (including 
construction  of  sidewalks)  on  the  lOth; 
Willow  Springs  Road  (including  con- 
struction of  sidewalks)  on  the  5th;  and 
Lemont  Road  and  Romeo  Road  on  the 
6th.  The  work  of  planking  the  drive- 
way on  the  Wire  Mills  Road  Bridge 
crossing   the   Desplaines  River  on   Sec- 
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tion  16  was  begun  by  the  contractor  on 
the  14th  and  completed  on  the  22nd. 

In  addition  to  the  work  reported 
above,  the  engineers  continued  taking 
and  recording  hydraulic  measurements, 
in  computing  estimate  notes,  in  making 
cement  tests,  in  carrying  on  operations 
in  the  Illinois  Valley,  in  assisting  ap- 
praisers for  right  of  way  for  Calumet- 
Sag  Channel,  in  superintending  and  in- 


specting construction  and  other  work,  in 
preparing  information  and  acting  as 
witnesses  for  the  Law  I>epartment,  etc., 
etc. 

I  estimate  the  expenses  of  this  De- 
partment for  the  month  of  November 
will  be  $110,000.00.

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The  following  is  the  report  for  the 
month  of  November: 

Chicaoo,  December  24,  1904. 
To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Trustees 

of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago: 

Gentlemen — I  herewith  present  the  re- 
port of  the  Engineering  Department  for 
the  month  of  November,  1904,  giving  the 
detailed  operations  of  same. 

The  construction  earnings  during  the 
month  were  $95,157.76,  on  account  of 
which  vouchers  were  issued  to  the 
amount  of  $96,560.05,  including  re- 
served percentages  to  the  amount  of 
$1,402.29.  The  Engineering  ezpenees 
were  $13,368.63,  divided  as  follows:  Sal- 
aries, $11,286.80;  supplies,  etc.,  $2,081,- 
83.  Vouchers  to  the  amount  of  $196.27 
were  also  issued  on  account  of  the 
mamtenance  of  highway  bridges.  De- 
tails of  the  figures  here  given  are 
sho^-n  in  the  tabulated  statements  sub- 
mitted herewith. 

Chicago  River. 

The  contractor  for  Section  1  of  the 
North  Branch  employed  a  daily  average 
force  of  35  men.  Dredge  No.  7  worked 
the  entire  month  excavating  the  pilot 
cut,  at  the  end  of  which  time  the  cut 
was  completed  to  Station  53.  The 
building  of  a  sewer  in  Addison  Street 
was  carried  on  between  the  14th  and 
the  30th  on  which  latter  date  the  work 
was   practically  completed. 

No  work  was  done  on  Section  2  dur- 
ing the  month. 

The  work  done  by  the  contractor  for 
the  dredging  and  docking  of  the  South 
Branch  was  as  follows:  The  pulling  of 
the  Sheriff  dock,  on  the  north  side  of 
the  river  a  short  distance  east  of  Twen- 
ty-Second Street,  was  completed  on  the 
18th  and  dredge  No.  6  worked  at  exca- 
vation between  the  19th  and  23rd,  at 
which  latter  date  it  was  completed.  The 
work  of  driving  dock  piles  at  the  Seav- 
erns  dock  was  begun  on  the  1st  and 
finished  on  the  4th;  the  driving  of 
sheeting  began  on  the  14th,  continued  to 


the  18th — when  the  work  was  delayed 
because  of  the  inability  of  the  contractor 
to  secure  sheeting — was  resumed  on  the 
29th  and  finished  on  the  30th,  at  which 
date  the  dock  was  completed  with  the 
exception  of  back-filling;  and  at  the 
Maxwell  dock  the  sawing  off  of  sheet- 
ing and  placing  of  wale  was  begun  on 
the  21st  and  finished  on  the  28th  (this 
dock  is  about  625  feet  long,  four- fifths  of 
which  is  completed  with  the  exception 
of  back-filing). 

The  contractor  for  the  substructure  of 
the  Harrison  Street  Bridge  employed  aa 
average  daily  force  of  38  men.  Very 
good  progress  was  made  during  the 
month,  at  the  end  of  which  the  concret- 
ing of  the  east  dam  was  completed  up 
to  C.  C.  D.  The  work  of  driving  the 
west  foundation  piles  was  completed 
and  sawing  them  off  was  begun  on  the 
4th;  building  the  east  main  sewer  di- 
version was  started. on  the  7th;  the  4th 
system  of  bracing  was  removed  from 
the  east  dam  and  the  sawing  off  of  the 
piles  for  the  west  foundation  was  com- 
pleted on  the  9th;  the  setting  of  eye 
bars  for  anchor  bolsters  was  begun  on 
the  nth  and  completed  on  the  14th; 
the  third  system  of  bracing  was  re- 
moved from  the  east  dam  on  the  17th; 
the  northset  of  track  girder  anchor 
bolts  were  set  on  the  18th;  concreting 
in  the  east  foundation  was  completed 
on  the  20th;  the  first  system  of  bracing 
was  removed  from  the  east  dam,  and 
work  on  the  first  system  of  bracing  for 
the  west  dam  was  begun  on  the  23rd. 

The  contractor  for  the  substructure  of 
the  Eighteenth  Street  Bridge  employed 
an  average  daily  force  of  20  men,  as 
follows:  Pit  linings  were  started  and 
finished  on  the  night  of  the  4th;  the  re- 
moval of  pit  lining  forms  was  begun  on 
the  10th;  a  dredge  was  at  work  on  the 
15th  removing  excavation  from  the 
river  preparatory  to  pulling  the  east 
coffer-dam,  and  on  the  19th  the  work 
of  pulling  the  east  coffer-dam  was  be- 
gun; the  repairing  of  the  viaduct  on  the 
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west  side  of  the  river  was  begun  on  the 
21st;  and  back  filling  east  of  the  east 
abutment  was  begun  on  the  22nd.  The 
contractor  for  the  superstructure  em- 
ployed an  average  daily  force  of  17 
men.  The  work  consisted  of  repairing 
the  viaduct  on  the  east  side  of  the  river, 
decking  of  the  west  leaf  on  bridge,  put- 
ting on  hand  rails,  setting  the  track 
girders  on  east  side,  taking  down  der- 
rick on  west  side  and  installing  it  on 
the  east.  Work  was  delayed  from  the 
II th  to  the  13th  inclusive  on  aooonnt 
of  the  derrick  being  wrecked,  killing  one 
man  and  injuring  another.  The  remov- 
ing of  the  plant  from  the  east  to  the 
west  side  of  the  river  was  begun  on  the 
5th.  The  new  derrick  was  erected  on 
the  23rd  and  work  on  the  east  leaf  was 
begun  on  the  same  date. 

Water  Power  Development, 
The  contractor  for  Section  1  of  the 
power  development  at  Lockport  em- 
ployed an  average  daily  force  of  141 
men.  Work  was  carried  on  north  of 
the  Lockport  Road  during  the  entire 
month  and  at  the  lower  end  of  the  Sec- 
tion from  the  14th  to  the  30th.  The 
work  of  raising  the  old  stone  bridge  on 
Lockport  Road  was  begun  on  the  24th. 
Steam  shovel  No.  808  worked  236 
hours;  one  channeling  machine,  260 
hours;  and  7  drills,  2,180  hours.  About 
22,900  cubic  yards  of  rock  were  re- 
moved. 

The  contractor  for  Section  2  em- 
ployed an  average  daily  force  of  267 ' 
men.  Steam  shovels  worked  460  hours; 
three  channelers,  680  hours;  and  16 
drills,  3,758  hours.  About  25,600  cubic 
yards  of  rock  and  3,000  cubic  yards  of 
earth  were  removed.  The  concrete 
mixer  made  1,624  cubic  yards  of  con- 
crete and  was  operated  from  the  10th  to 
the  26th,  at  which  latter  date  it  was 
closed  on  account  of  cold  weather. 

The  contractor  for  Section  3  em- 
ployed an  average  daily  force  of  68 
men.  Steam  shovels  worked  275  hours; 
and  8  drills,  990  hours.     About   18,560 


cubic  yards  of  rock  were  removed.  The 
stone  protection  of  the  levee  extending 
to  Section  4  was  also  made. 

The  contractor  for  Section  4  em- 
ployed an  average  daily  force  of  54  men. 
A  cross  levee  was  built  dividing  the 
ooffer-dam  into  two  parts,  requiring  17,- 
986  feet  B.  M.  of  lumber  and  416  cubic 
yards  of  filling.  The  wato*  was  pumped 
out  of  the  upper  half  and  preparation 
was  made  to  begin  excavation.  A  diver 
was  employed  at  various  times  between 
the  18th  and  30th  in  stopping  leaks. 
Miaoellaneoue, 

In  the  Drafting  Department  the  maps 
showing  overflowed  lands  near  Ottawa 
and  Seneca,  Ills.,  were  completed;  maps, 
etc.,  used  in  the  Pennsylvania  Co.'s  law 
suit  were  completed;  work  was  com- 
menced on  map  of  Briscoe  property, 
near  Channahon,  111.,  and  an  ordinance 
map  and  ordinance  for  the  right  of  way 
of  the  Calumet- Sag  Channel,  from  Sag 
to  Blue  Island,  were  made  and  pre- 
pared. 

In  the  Bridge  Department  5  sheets  of 
shop  plans  for  the  Eighteenth  Street 
Bridge  were  received  from  the  super- 
structure contractor,  one  was  returned 
for  correction  and  3  were  approved. 
Twenty-five  sheets  of  shop  plans  for 
the  Harrison  Street  Bridge  were  re- 
ceived from  the  superstructure  contract- 
tor,  12  were  returned  for  correction  and 
18  were  approved;  a  plan  was  made  to 
show  location  and  construction  of 
sewer  connection  at  eaet  abutment  of 
the  Harrison  Street  Bridge;  some  work 
was  done  on  estimate  of  final  quantities 
for  the  Loomis  Street  Bridge;  some 
work  was  done  on  the  design  for  a  150- 
foot  span  across  the  Old  River  Channel 
at  Wire  Mills  Road;  a  plan  and  esti- 
mate of  the  cost  of  lengthening  the  Met- 
ropolitan Elevated  Railroad  Company's 
Bridge  crossing  the  Chicago  River  was 
completed;  a  design  for  a  draw  span 
across  the  Calumet-Sag  Channel  was 
commenced;  a  plan  for  a  bridge  across 
the  extension  of  the   North  Branch  of 
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the  Chicago  River  at  Irving  Park  Boul- 
evard was  made;  and  an  estimate  was 
made  of  the  cost  of  changing  Adams 
Street  Viaduct  to  allow  of  a  proposed 
re-arrangement  of  tracks  account  Penn- 
sylvania Co.'s  law  suit. 

The  work  of  repairing  the  retaining 
wall  on  Section  6  of  the  Main  Channel 
was  continued. 

On  the  30th  at  4:45  p.  m.,  the  Sani- 
tary District  launch  "Ana  Aina,"  lying 
in  the  boat  house  at  the  Robey  Street 
Warehouse,  was  discovered  on  fire  and 
before  it  could  be  put  out  all  the  wood- 
work of  the  boat  and  the  boat  house 
was  burned. 

In     addition     to   the   work   reported 


above,  the  engineers  continued  taking 
and  recording  hydraulic  measurements, 
in  computing  estimate  notes,  in  making 
cement  tests,  in  carrying  on  operations 
in  the  IlUnois  Valley,  in  assisting  ap- 
praisers for  right  of  way  for  North 
Shore  Channel,  in  superintending  and 
inspecting  construction  and  other  work, 
in  preparing  information  and  acting  as 
witnesses  for  the  Law  Department,  etc., 
etc. 

I  estimate  the  expenses  of  this  De- 
partment for  the  month  of  December 
will  be  $150,000.00.

Fourth.  It  is  further  stipulated  and 
agreed  by  said  Sanitary  District  of  Qii- 
cago,  the  petitioner  herein,  that  upon 
the  entry  of  the  judgment  in  the  above 
entitled  cause  in  favor  of  the  petitioner, 
the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago  will 
excavate  that  part  of  Lots  one  and  two, 
in  Brainard  and  Evans'  Subdivision 
aforesaid,  as  described  in  its  petition, 
with  all  reasonable  discharge  and  dili- 
gence; and  that,  when  said  land  has 
been  excavated,  it  will  then  construct 
upon  the  new  dock  line  of  said  Lots 
one  and  two  as  it  will  be  after  the  por- 
tion hereinabove  described  is  excavated, 
a  dock  in  accordance  with  the  standard 
specifications  of  the  Sanitary  District 
of  Chicago  for  wooden  docks  to  be  built 
by  it  on  the  Chicago  River,  a  copy  of 
which  specifications  is  hereto  attached; 
and  that  it  will  cause  said  dock  to  be 
built  and  constructed  free  of  all  cost  to 
the  said  defendants,  or  any  of  them,  and 
within  as  short  a  time  after  the  com- 
pletion of  said  excavation  as  is  practi- 
cable and  consistent  with  the  prosecu- 
tion of  said  work. 

Fifth.  It  is  further  stipulated  and 
agreed  by  said  Sanitary  District  of  Chi- 
cago that  it  will  take  down  the  entire 
north  48  feet  of  the  shed  now  situated 
on  said  Lots  one  and  two,  containing 
four  bays,  extending  48  feet  north  and 
south,  and  temporarily  board  up  same 
and  that,  after  the  work  herein  agreed 
upon  has  been  performed,  it  will  re- 
erect  at  the  north  end  of  said  shed  so 
remaining  32  feet  of  shed,  as  taken 
down,  and  erect  same  substantially  in 
manner  and  character  as  the  remaining 
portion  of   the   shed;    that   it  will  re- 
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move  the  south  wall  of  said  shed  and 
add  to  said  shed  16  feet  of  shed  to  be 
constructed  in  the  same  manner,  form 
and  character  as  the  shed  now  situated

And  it  is  further  stipulated 
and  agreed  by  the  said  Sanitary  Dis- 
trict of  Chicago,  the  petitioner,  that 
this  stipulation  may  be  entered  as  a 
matter  of  record  in  this  court  and  made 
a  part  of  the  final  order  for  possession 
when  the  same  is  entered  herein. 

8PECIPICATI0NS. 

Timber   Docks. 

1.  The  docks  shall  be  bailt  on  the  lines 
Indicated  by  the  Engineer  in  charge,  or 
his  authorized  agent,  and  generally  of  the 
same  height  as  the  now  existing  docks, 
but  In  no  case  shall  a  dock  be  less  than 
four  (4)  feet  In  height  above  Chicago  city 
datum,  nor  more  than  ten   (10)  feet. 

2.  The  prices  bid  shall  include  the  cost 
of  materials  used,  and  of  all  labor  and  use 
of  appliances  necessary  to  turn  over  to 
the  Sanitary  -  District  the  completed  work, 
with  back  filling  and  leveling  behind  the 
docks,  neatly  and  properly  aone,  with  all 
debris  of  every  kind  attendant  upon  the 
construction  of  the  docks  removed  from 
the  channel,  and  the  docks  ready  for  serv- 
ice, in  accord  with  the  following  specifica- 
tions. 

3.  The  dock  shall  consist  of  white  or 
burr  oak  piles,  capped,  sheathed  with  triple- 
lapped  sheet  piling  and  anchorea  back  by 
wrought  iron  tie-rods  to  anchor  piles  and 
back  logs,  and  with  fender  wale  attached 
to  channel  face  of  dock,  as  shown  on  Sheet 
No.  3. 

Piles. 

4.  The  piles  shall  be  cut  from  green 
trees  within  one  year  of  driving,  shall 
taper  gradually  from  point  to  butt,  shall 
be  not  less  than  eight  (d)  inches  in  diam- 
eter inside  the  bark  at  small  end,  and  not 
exceeding  eighteen  (18)  inches  inside  the 
bark  at  butt  end,  shall  be  sound,  reason- 
ably straight,  and  free  from  all  defects 
that  would  make  them  unfit  for  first-class 


dock  work.  All  bark  shall  be  stripped 
from  the  parts  of  piles  that  will  project 
above  water  line  after  driving. 

5.  The  dock  or  front  piles  shall  be 
forty-five  (46)  feet  long,  the  anchor  piles 
thirty  (80)  feet  long. 

6.  The  dock  piles  shall  be  driven,  spaced 
not  exceeding  four  (4)  feet,  center  to 
center,  well  aligned;  the  anchor  piles  shall 
be  driven  parallel  to  the  front  row,  and 
not  exceeding  six  (6)  feet  center  to  center, 
and  at  a  distance  from  the  front  row  to 
allow,  as  a  rule,  anchor  or  tie  rods  forty 
(40)  feet  long  to  be  used.  Where  the 
shorter  rods  must  be  used,  the  Contractor 
will  be  notified  in  advance  to  provide 
them. 

Caps. 

7.  The  front  or  dock  row  of  piles  will 
be  sawed  off  in  one  horizontal  level  plane 
(if  not  driven  to  uniform  height  at  which 
cap  is  to  be  put  on)  and  capped  with  one 
course  of  white  or  burr  oak  at  least  twelve 
by  twelve  (12x12)  inches,  the  sticks  in  the 
caps  to  be  not  Uess  than  fourteen  (14) 
feet  in  length  and  Joined  together  by  splice 
Joints  drift-bolted  through  the  splices  with 
two  twelve  (12)  inch  by  three-quarters 
i%)  inch  drift  bolts  at  each  splice,  driven 
in  holes  bored  one-sixteenth  (1-16)  inch 
less  diameter  than  the  bolt  The  caps  shall 
be  bolted  to  the  heads  of  the  piles  by  one 
headed  drift-bolt,  twenty-four  (24)  inches 
long  and  one  and  one-half  (1^)  inches  in 
diameter,  at  each  pile-head  crossing.  Nailed 
or  spiked  to  the  cap  umber  in  rear  and 
immediately  above  the  upper  stringer  shall 
be  placed  a  four  by  twelve  (4x12)  inches 
Norway  or  long-leaved  yellow  pine  filler, 
overlapping  the  splices  in  the  cap,  making 
the  cap  practically  twelve  by  sixteen  (12x 
16)  inches.  There  will  be  four  (4)  ten  by 
three-eighths  (10x%)  inches  boat  spikes, 
two  on  each  side  of  splices  In  cap  timber, 
driven  through  the  filler  and  into  the  cap 
timber,  and  at  intervals  of  not  exceeding 
four  (4)  feet,  and  at  each  end  of  the 
filler  planks  there  shall  be  driven  two  of 
such  spikes. 

Back  Lags. 

8.  Back  logs  shall  be  placed  behind  the 
anchor  piles,  with  top  surfaces  not  more 
than  two  (2)  feet  above  Chicago  city 
datum,  in  trenches  dug  by  the  Contractor 
therefor. 

The  back  logs  shall  be  ten  by  twelve 
(10x12)  Inches  Norway  pine  or  twelve  by 
twelve  (12x12)  Inches  hemlock,  laid  flat 
against  the  anchor  plies,  which  shall  be 
flatted  at  crossings  to  give  better  bearings. 
The  sticks  shall  not  be  less  than  sixteen 
(16)  feet  In  length  each.     Sound  oak  piles 
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which  have  been  removed  from  old  docks 
may  also  be  used  for  this  purpose. 
Stringers  or  Trimmers. 
0.  Stringers  or  trimmers,  to  support 
the  dock  sheeting,  shall  be  three  (8)  in 
number.  One  stringer  four  by  twelve  (4x 
12)  inches,  Norway  or  long-leafed  yellow 
pine,  shall  be  placed  just  below  the  cap 
filler,  and  spiked  to  the  piles  with  two  ten 
(10)  inch  steel  wire  nails  or  boat  spikes  at 
each  pile,  and  end  of  plank.  One  six  by 
twelve  (6x12)  inch  pine  shall  be  placed 
two  (2)  feet  below  Chicago  city  datum,  and 
one  eight  by  twelve  (8x12)  inches  pine 
shall  be  placed  ten  (10)  feet  below  Chicago 
city  datum  as  mud  sill. 

Triple  Lap  Sheet  Sheeting. 

10.  Each  pile  consisting  of  three  (8) 
inch  plank  of  uniform  width  and  thickness 
and  thirty-two  (32)  feet  in  length,  spiked 
together  at  top  and  bottom  by  three  (3) 
ten  by  three-eighths  (10x%)  inches 
wrought  spikes  driven  through  and 
clinched,  and  at  three  Intermediate  points 
by  two  such  spikes  at  each  place,  driven 
alternately  from  one  side  and  the  other  of 
the  sheet  piles,  and  so  put  together  as  to 
form  tongues  and  grooves  three  (8)  inches 
in  depth,  shall  be  driven^  in  close  contact 
with  each  other  and  with  the  stringers  or 
trimmers.  To  draw  the  Wakefield  sheath- 
ing into  line  against  the  fillers  and  string- 
ers at  top,  the  ordinary  ship  carpenter's 
clamp  shall  be  used,  and  to  retain  them 
in  place  as  may  be  found  necessary,  screw 
bolts  one  and  one-eighth  (1%)  inches  diam- 
eter with  wrought  washers  four  (4)  inches 
square,  one-quarter  (%)  inch  thick  under 
head  and  nut,  shall  be  placed,  passing 
through  sheeting,  stringer  and  pile,  screwed 
tight  and  screw  end  of  bolt  be  upset  or 
riveted  against  the  nut. 

The  outside  of  channel  plank  of  the 
sheeting  shall  be  of  white  oak  or  Oregon 
fir;  the  two  inner  planks  may  be  of  pine, 
either  white,  Norway  or  long-leaved  yellow 
pine  or  Oregon  fir. 

The  plank  in  each  pile  shall  be  not  less 
than  ten  (10)  Inches  in  width  each,  and 
must  be  so  dressed  as  to  be  of  sufficiently 
uniform  width  and  thickness  to  make  a 
tight  and  close  sheeting,  but  no  plank 
dressed  to  less  thickness  than  two  and 
Heven-eighths  (2%)  incnes  will  be  accepted 
as  three-inch  plank.  Sheeting  cracked  o» 
split  in  framing  or  In  driving  will  not  be 
accepted. 

MATEBIAL. 

Tie   Rods. 

11.  Tie  rods,  generally  forty  (40)  feet 
in  length,  of  wrought  iron  one  and  three- 


eighths  (1%)  inches  in  diameter  will  be 
placed  not  exceeding  four  (4)  feet  apart, 
passing  through  each  front  pile  and 
through  the  back  log.  The  rods  will  pass 
through  front  piles  at  or  below  Chicago 
city  datum.  The  rods  shall  have  button 
heads  not  less  than  twice  the  diameter  of 
the  rods,  and  shall  have  their  screw  ends 
upset  to  one  and  five-eighths  (1%)  Inches 
diameter  and  furnished  with  standard 
nuts. 

Under  both  heads  and  nuts  shall  be 
placed  wrought  iron  or  steel  washers  six 
(6)  inches  square  and  three-fourths  {%) 
Inch  thick.  Seats  shall  be  properly  pre- 
pared to  give  firm  bearings  to  the  washers 
against  piles  and  back  log. 
Wales. 

12.  A  white  or  burr  oak  wale  twelve  by 
twelve  (12x12)  inches  shall  be  placed  along 
the  front  of  the  dock  at  a  height  not  ex- 
ceeding two  (2)  feet  above  Chicago  city 
datum.  It  shall  be  made  continuous  by 
splice  joints  with  the  planes  of  the  splices 
vertical.  This  wale  will  be  secured  to  the 
piles  by  rough  pointed  one  and  one-eighth 
(IH)  inch  round  drift-bolts  twenty- two 
(22)  inches  long,  with  swaged  or  enlarged 
heads,  driven  in  holes  bored  one-sixteenth 
(1-16)  inch  less  In  diameter  than  the  bolts, 
one  (1)  bolt  at  each  and  every  pile  cross- 
ing. 

The    two    (2)     three-quarter    (%)    inch 
drift-bolts  twelve   (12)   inches  long  will  be 
driven  through  each  splice  in  the  wale. 
Cleaning. 

13.  The  Contractor  will  dear  away  all 
material  necessary  to  enable  him  to  con- 
struct the  anchorages,  and  after  having 
constructed  the  dock  as  described  will  fill 
up  all  trenches  dug  for  anchorages,  and 
fill  behind  the  dock  and  level  up  the  ground 
in  fair  shape,  and  remove  all  debris  and 
deposits  in  the  channel  resulting  from  the 
constructions  without  separate  estimate  or 
payments  for  such  cleaning  up  and  finish- 
ing. 

Changes. 

14.  In  case  local  conditions  demand  oc- 
casional modifications  in  length  of  the 
rods,  or  in  other  details  cf  the  work  as 
specified  above,  such  modifications  will  be 
directed  by  the  Engineer  in  charge,  and  the 
Contractor  must  execute  the  modified  work 
at  the  same  price  per  unit  as  named  in 
his  contract  as  long  as  the  character  of 
the  work  and  materials  used  remain  sub- 
stantial ly  the  same. 

Should  it  become  necessary,  during  the 
continuance  of  the  contract,  in  order  to 
make  proper  connection  with  old  work  or 
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to  reconstruct  pile  protections  at  bridges, 
etc.,  etc.,  such  work  will  be  done  by  Con- 
tractor at  the  unit  prices  for  similar  ma- 
terials in  place  as  named  in  his  contract. 

Timber. 

15.  All  timber  and  plank  used  shall  be 
of  best  quality,  sound  and  merchantable, 
and  free  from  all  defects  that  would  make 
It  unfit  for  flrst-class  dock  work. 

Iron. 

16.  All  wrought  iron  shall  be  of  best 
double  refined  American  bar  iron,  tensile 
strength  not  less  inan  forty-eight  thousand 
(48,000)  lbs.  per  square  inch,  capable  of 
bending  cold  to  a  right  angle  around  rod 
of  its  own  diameter  without  flaw. 

Drift  Bolts  and  Rods. 

17.  Drift  bolts  shall  be  rough  pointed 
and  with  head  swaged  or  enlarged  at  least 
to  one-fourth  (^)  inch  larger  than  rod 
from  which  they  are  cut  If  Ue-rods  be  of 
soft  steel,  the  material  shall  be  from  fifty- 
two  thousand  (52,000)  to  sixty  thousand 
(60,000)  tensile  strength,  and  capable  of 
bending  flat  upon  itself  cold.  Steel  rods 
shall  be  rolled  of  full  length  required  and 
the  heads  and  screw  ends  made  by  up< 
setting  the  rod. 

Piles. 

18.  The  dock  piles  in  front  row  shall  be 
of  white  or  burr  oak,  as  hereinabove  speci- 
fied. The  anchor  piles  may  be  of  white 
oak  or  any  approved  variety  of  hard  wood, 
but  all  dock  or  front  piles  shall  be  cut 
from  the  .green  timber  felled  within  one 
year.     Sound  oak  piles  which  have  been  re- 


moved from  old  work  and  which  are  In 
good  condition  may  be  used  for  anchor 
piles. 

Workmanship. 

19.  All  the  work  shall  be  done  in  a 
good  and  workmanlike  manner.  All  tie 
rods  shall  be  screwed  up  to  close  bearings, 
blocks  being  inserted  behind  back  log  if 
necessary  for  this  purpose.  Fair  bearings 
shall  be  provided  wherever  needed.  Sheet 
piling  and  splices  shall  be  true  and  well 
made.  Work  improperly  done  or  damaged 
in  placing  shall  be  pulled  out  and  replaced, 
and  incompetent  workmen  removed  from 
the  work,  if  demanded  by  the  Engineer  in 
charge.
